administration of University affairs or the true interests of education. | 
There are two reasons which have induced the Government to take tis 
extraordinary course. The letter states: ‘ His Excellency in Council do. 
not consider it desirable to appoint as University lecturers men who hav: 
recently taken a prominent part in political movements. It is in strict 
accordance with the higher views of University teaching, and the develup- 
ment of Universities into teaching and residential Universities which are now 
generally accepted that the atmosphere of pure study should be fostered by 
all means in our power.’ ‘The ‘first reason is preposterous. How do the 
Government construe the term ‘ political agitation’? Was the agitation, in 
which these gentlemen were engaged, directed against the British Government: 
If not. why should students be deprived of the privilege of stitting at thei 
feet and imbibing some of their scholarship for which they are known and 
about which the Senate should be presumed to know? A host of Unionists, 
including some scholars of repute, are at present engaged in a furious agitation 
against Irish Home Rule which is perilously verging on treason. Would this 
prevent the Universities in England from engaging such men of repute a 
special lecturers and would the Government dare to question their choice‘ 
It cannot be a drawback to the learning and scholarship of a professor, to lis 
qualifications for educational work, that he should be in touch with the 
political movements of his time and that he should take an intelligent interest. 
nay, a prominent part, in the political activities of his country. It would. on 
the other hand, enhance the value of his theoretical learning that he }a 

ractical knowledge of political movements and of the working of political 
institutions. We are not aware of any other country pretending to political 
development in which such a theory has been propounded. . . . - 
are afraid that the Indian Government have made a sad mistake in dictatiuf 
to the Calcutta University. It is utterly indefensible. They say that they ar 
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anxious to foster the atmosphere of pure study in the seat of learning. ‘The 
Government have gone about the wrong way to achieve their object. An 
atmosphere of pure study is not created by casting suspicions or aspersions on 
acknowledged scholars. . . . . Itis not by thwarting educational bodies, 
questioning their judgment and vetoing their proposals that true educational 
interests are fostered. We are sure the Senate will soon avail itself of an 
opportunity to resent this unjustifiable and high-handed interference.” 


Writing on this subject, the Madras Standard, of the 26th June, says: 

« The Government of India have taken an unusual step in asking the Caleutta 
University to delete the names of three prominent Indians from the list of 
University lecturers for the ensuing vear. The reason given is that care 
should be taken to see that ‘an atmosphere of pure study is fostered * by all 
means in the power of the Government and so it is considered to be highly 
advisable that students should be kept as far away as possible from political 
leaders. ‘The persons whose names wil! be removed from the list are Dr. A. 
M. Suhrawady, Mr. A. Rasul and Mr. K.P. Jayaswal. It is true that the 
former two are ardent political workers. Dr. Suhrawady took a very conspi- 
cuous part during the Balkan war in aid of the Red Crescent Mission and is 
also in other ways a recognised leader of Indian Moslems. Mr. Rasul is well 
known for his advocacy of the Congress platform and is one of those few 
patriotic Muhammadans whose services to the cause of national unity in 
India cannot be under-estimated. But it is strange to find the name of 
Mr. Jayaswal in the same list which contains thet of Mr. Rasul or Dr. 
Suhrawady. We have not heard of any of his political activities and the 
Indian Press of Bengal have not been able to recollect any incident where he 
joined the political strife. He is, however, well known as « deep scholar, 
especially in Ancient Indian History in which he was asked ta deliver the 
University lectures for the coming year. We do not know on what informa. 
tion he was classed among those ‘ who had taken an active part in recent 
political movements.’ ‘They have taken a very strange and, in Indian eyes, an 
unstatesmanlike step, in making the distinction at all between political 
workers and other scholars and the inclusion of the name of Mr. Jayaswal 
gives room for the suspicion that the Government of India did not bestow 
mature consideration on this step. . . . . Apart from all these indivi- 
dual questions it seems to us that the Government of India are certainly 
ill-advised in their present policy. In the interests of the country, it 1s 
imperative that its rising hopes should know what their accredited Jeaders 
have to say. At the present time, our whole educational course is so arranged 
that a vast majority of the students learn as little of present day conditions 
in India as they would have even if they had not stepped into the class 
room.” 


The Jndian Patriot, of the 27th June, observes :—‘! Bengal is passing 
through a period of educational sensations ; whether they are foolish or wise, 
thev are sensations. The dust had not been laid over the furious Hornell 
affair, which threatened to end in the editorial march of certain Anglo-Indian 
papers to the Lunatic Asylum, when the School Final sensation arose, and is 
raging. . . . . It is, however, interesting to read in the Indian Daily 
News that all these unfortunate sensations, about the Government of India 
piling up indignities on the Government of Bengal, are not at all due to 
His Excellency Lord Hardinge. It is, we are told, due to His Kxcellency’s 
not vet being able to enter into his work fully. That is a source of consola- 
tion to all, and in that consolation Bengal will find peace. It must be easy, 
indeed, for the Viceroy who unsettled the settled fact of the partition of 
Benval to permit the University of Calcutta to appoint its own lecturers and 
attiliate courses of study of the colleges within its jurisdiction. ‘The most 
uniortunate of all the incidents connected with these sensations is the following 
explanatory letter from the Government of India on the veto of the appoint- 
ment of the University lecturers: ‘His Excellency-in-Council does not 
consider it desirable to appoint as University lecturers men who have recently 
taken a prominent part in political movements. It is in strict accordance 
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with the higher views of University teaching and the development of 
Universities into Teaching and Residential Universities, which are now 
generally accepted, that an atmosphere of pure study should be fostered b 
all means in our power.’ That has at once forced into public attention the 
dangerous question of schools and politics, which wrecked the Fuller Govern: 
ment of Eastern Bengal. Such an explanation’for over-riding the decision of 
a University and a Government does not, we fear, redound to the credit of 
the Government of India. If, as is suggested, Sir Reginald Craddock is 
responsible for this, Sir Reginald has not enough calibre to rule over Lord 
Carmichael. Unless Lord Hardinge interferes promptly, public ayitation 
would endow the Ananda Mohan College with the same importance as it 
endowed the Serampore College incident. . . . . ‘The Indian press is the 
index to the popular mind, and it is full of ominous forebodings of a well- 
organised agitation against these educational measures.” 


(e) Local und Municipal. 


Waser Coast Revonurn, 4. Referring to the Sanitary Commissioner’s report on the Malabar 


June 22nd, 1913. 
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district, the West Coast Reformer, of the 22nd 
June, writes :— ‘‘‘ The Malabar District Board 
has earned a notcriety for the smallness of its provision for sanitation and the 
little use it makes of it.’ Thus goes the verdict of Captain Justice, I.M.S., 
Sanitary Commissioner for Madras, on the ‘sanitary conscience’ of the 
Malabar District Board. It is a serious charge against the Board and ought 
to be carefully considered. Every year there is heavy mortality in the 
Malabar district due to cholera and other diseases which doctors trace to 
insanitary conditions. . . . . The Board’s provision for sanitation on 
this occasion was no more than 1-3 per cent. of the total estimated reccipts ! 
No sane man wil] accuse the Sanitary Commissioner of exaggeration when 
he condemned the above provision as ‘hopelessly inadequate’. As the 
Commissioner said, very little could be done with it for the improvement of 
conservancy and water-supply. Considering the Board’s miserly expenditure 
on sanitation from year. to year, and the extremely insanitary circumstances 
of the district as exposed by the alarming death-roll due to epidemics, we 
should thank Captain Justice for passing the indictment which we have 
quoted at the commencement of this article and the Government for having 
drawn the attention of the Board to the remarks of the Sanitary Commissioner. 

; But we see the Board has received a sting from the tail of the 
Commissioner’s endorsement, that is, that it makes little use of its provision 
for sanitation. It is not enough that provision is made but the money should 
also be expended. We hope the Board, especially the elected members of it, 
will in future devote greater attention to the two aspects of its sanitary 
administration.” 


Sanitation in Malabar. 


5. In commenting on the proceedings of the special meeting of the 
Madras Corporation, held recently, to consider 
the Special Ingineer’s report on the main 
drainage of Madras, the Jadian Patriot, of the 24th June, says :—** The 
Madras Corporation, not long ago, resolved, we suppose, that until they are 
assured that the new drainage scheme has been tried at Tondiarpet and found 
satisfactory, they would not have it anywhere else. But it has been since 
resolved that the drainage scheme be tried elsewhere also, although the 
‘londiarpet scheme is not yet complete, and is not expected to be complete 
ina year. The experts find they have no work, and the Corporation finds it 
hus much money and, therefore, it was peacefully agreed that Pursewalkam 
be tapped. Of course there was the usual somersaults of Commissioners who 
are advanced enough to change their opinions as they change their shirts ; 
the voice of responsibility was smothered in the voice of executive intention 
with the result that what was resolved not to be done sometime back has been 
resolved to be done now. . . . . The Madras Corporation is managed 
in « manner that the real voice of public opinion has no effect on it, and if it 
has money enough and experts enough we suppose it can spend the money as

tue majority like it. Local self-government, for which we clamour, becomes 
,n infliction of civilization when it sinks to the level of the Madras Corpora- 
son over the sewage farm, of which another excited echo burst out from the 
chamber yesterday. . . . . There is Tondiarpet perishing before the 
_yes of the Madras Corporation, and what have they done? Local self- 
vovernment must bow its head in shame, and the bones of Lord Ripon 
rattle in the buried coffin to hear Mr. Appasawmy Pillai’s passionate screams. 
We ask again, as we have asked for the last four months, what is it that has 
been done to save ‘Tondiarpet ? yi Baise In a remarkably contradictory 
speech, the President, while seconding the incarnation of Mr. ‘Tyagaraya 
Chetty’s proposition in the shape of Mr. Natesan’s amendment, gave it out as 
his opinion that there was ubsolutely nothing abnormal about the situation. 
Yet he was a party to calling upon the (Government to appoint a committee 
a1 enquiry, & contradictory attitude which doves credit to his humanity.” 

6. The Cochin Argus, for the week ending 28th June, writes :-—‘* A 
aa . . meeting of the Calicut Municipal Council was 
pv Caled Range ee aa last Wednesday for the Satpees of electing 
tue Chairman. There were, as we had previously announced, only two 
candidates, viz.. Mr. Oitty Krishnan, the late Chairman, and Mr. I. R. 
Kaswara Aiyar, a@ prominent Councillor and a well-known merchant of the 
town. The result of the meeting was a complete fiasco, two ballots having 
been taken with the same result of ten votes for Mr. Krishnan and six for 
Mr. Easwara Aiyar, three of the Councillors who were present remaining 
weutral. . .  .  . It is, in our opinion, sufficiently apparent from the 
,bortive character of last Wednesday’s meeting that neither of the two 
candidates enjoys the confidence of the Council to an extent sufficient to 
justify his standing again for the Chairmanship. As for the late Chairman, 
Mr. 0. Krishnan, though he obtained four more votes than his rival, the 
actaal number of votes in his favour appears to indicate that the confidence 
reposed in him is very much less than that which he enjoyed when he was 
slevated to the Chairmanship. From all we hear we believe also that, on 
the part of the general public of the town, there is no great desire that 
Mr. Krishnan should be put in for afurther term. . . . . Ifall this 
polits to anything, it points, in our opinion, to a clear necessity and duty on 
the part of both these gentlemen to retire gracefully from the arena and to 
leive the way clear for the entry of fresh candidates. ‘lhe Council consists 
of nearly two dozen members, among whom there ought surely to be 
some possessed of the attributes and qualifications necessary to their winning 
and retaining the confidence of their colleagues and the general body of rate- 
pavers. Of late Municipal affairs in Calicut have not, from all accounts, 
been progressing satisfactorily and much of this is ascribed to the existence 
oi the faction spirit. In view of this, the election is highly desirable of a 
(‘liuirman, who would be competent for the work and would above all be firm 
enough to keep down the faction spirit, which is everywhere the chief obstacle 
t» Municipal efficiency. Calicut is the premier Municipality in the district 
and one of the most important of all the mofussil Municipalities in the Presi- 
dency, and such being the case, it siiould strive to live up to its position and 
by a source of enlightenment and encouragement to other Municipal bodies in 
the Presidency.” ) 

Writing on this subject, the Hindu, of the 28th June, says :— We 
inderstand that the Municipal Council of Calicut met on the evening 
of the 25th instant, with Mr. V. Pandu Ranga Kim, the ez officio 
Chairman in the chair. . . .  . The Chairman explained the only 
‘lsiness of the meeting, 7.e., the election of a Chairman and told them there 
were only two candidates—Messrs. Oity Krishnan and L. R. Kaswara Alyar.

This has happene jy 
meetings of local bodies in the mofussil as well as the Madras Corporati., 
Conduct such as this indicates lack of “judgment of a sense of responsibj|j1;. 
or of moral backbone, any of which argues incompetence on the part oj ti, 
holder of the office. We do not also see what purpose is gained by te, 
members pertinaciously voting for a particular candidate and six for ti, 
second except that the right of electing a Chairman is thereby made intr, 
tuous. . . - . We hope members of Municipal Councils will »,, 
discharge their duties in a manner suggestive of cutting off the nose in ord 
to spite the face.”

7. In reviewing the note of the Inspector-General of Registratioy, o, 


the statistics of the department, for the ye; 
1912, the Madras Standard, of the 23rd June, 
writes :—‘‘ There seems to be a considerable amount of discontent ay) 
dissatisfaction even amongst Sub-Registrars under the present régime ani 
there has been of late an unnecessary increase of work in directions jw 
directly connected with original registration work. Elaborate rules are 
being issued fortnight after fortnight on very trivial matters and there does 
not seem to be any substantial reform in the proper direction. There had 
been a considerable importation of non-graduates during the last three years 
and from a perusal of the latest quarterly list uf registering officers we find 
that 26 Sub-Registrars and 29 probationers who are not graduates were drafted 
into the department which was at one time considered to be the monupuly 
of graduates. We have been from time to time publishing articles in these 
columns about the grievances of the officers of this department and nothing 
seems to have been done for redressing the same. We understand that an 
association of Registration Service has been recently formed and we shall le 
extremely glad if anything beneficial could come out of it. ‘The Registration 
Department is considered to be the worst under.Government Service and we 
dare say that with a sympathetic head over it, it could be made attractive.” 


8. The Indian Patriot, of the 23rd June, writes :—‘‘ The proceedinys 
of the Central Agricultural Committee are sv 
many echoes of real non-official aspirations in 
the field of agriculture, and although it has been easy for certain Directors 
of Agriculture to make mock at the result of their activities, we can honestly 
say that the work of the Central Agricultural Committee compares favourably 
enough with the work of the Agricultural Department of Government. 
aoe As yet we have no scheme of agricultural work, the Director 
of Agriculture having not much to do except to give lectures at cattle shows 
and dream dreams about single-seedling profits. The record of the working 
of the Central Agricultural Committee is encouragingly progressive, and the 
Ganjam District Association is able to say that the ryots in the several parts 
of the district are fully convinced of the utility and advantages of the 
improved method over their own primitive mode of bunch-planting. os 
The question is why such a very important work of the great benefit of which 
to the ryot population the Government is very assured, should not be taken 
up earnestly by the Agricultural Department, but be left to the ephemera! 
enthusiasm of the people. . . . . One exceedingly interesting feature 
of the progress of agriculture is the robust spread of the single-seedling oper- 
ations. Upon that the Director of Agriculture spent all his enthusiasm. 
He calculated and laid before the gaze of the public the annual gain of several 
lakhs of rupees now practically wasted. . . . . ‘The Director of Agni- 
culture, when he writes his report, will be able to bear testimony tv the 
progress, never so light, made in the direction he showed last year. AccuT- 
ding as he is able to point his finger to more directions, and according 3 
Agricultural Associations are able to grasp and work out the expert sugges 
tions, our progress in agriculture will continue. For every cluster of inactive 
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Agricultural Associations it is enough to know that there is at least one 
active Association. Every Agricultural Association can be made into centres 
of agricultural electricity if only the Collectors of the district will breathe 
into them now and then a passing breath of their interest. An Agricultural 
Inspector armed with expert knowledge and an Association kept alive by the 
Collector’s interest in agricultural progress, can give to the acres within its 
‘urisdiction the appearance of advanced America instead of immovable India. 

e want the Government to be fired by an interest in agriculture, as it is 
fred by an interest in education. Then the history of agricultural advance- 
ment in this Presidency will be even more brilliant than the history of 
co-operative credit.”’ 


Y. In a leading article reviewing the experiments made in Assam to 
encourage village organisation, the Hindu, of 
the 24th June, remarks:—‘‘ We have no ides 
as to how long further the Madras Government 
ix going to cogitate over the question of developing village organisation in 
the Presidency, and of the establishment of village panchayats in accordance 
with the recommendations of the Decentralisation Commission. But appar- 
ently even the most backward of provinces is forging ahead of Madras in 
this respect. The distrust of popular institutions does not find its counter- 
part even in a province like Assam, and the confidence recently reposed in 
them in an interesting experiment by that Government appcars to have been 
so fully repaid that steps are now being taken to extend the same further. 
This commendable experiment made in Assam is in the direction of encour- 
aving villages to take an active interest in their own affairs. In spite of 
assertions, by officials, as regards the difficulties in reviving village pancha- 
vats, it is acknowledged by those who know the people intimately, that 
there are persons in rural parts who, if entrusted with certain powers and 
duties, would conscientiously and faithfully carry them out. It is easy to 
dogmatise about people’s incapacity, or to demonstrate this by « careless or 
indifferent method of carrying out the details arranged by a superior 
authority to test this capacity in the people. But it requires a real sympathy 
with their aspirations and faith in the efficacy of local self-government to so 
arrange matters as to bring out the best in the people.”

10. In commenting on an article of the Simes (London) referring to the 
report of the Nicholson Commission on Military 
Expenditure in India, the Madras Standard, ot 
the 25th June, says :—‘ The inordinate military expenditure of India is duc 
mostly to the distrust of the people, which had its origin in the Great Indian 
Mutiny. At the present time, almost all the responsible places in the Military 
department are held by Englishmen and it is well known that the cost of 
maintaining an English officer is nearly twice as great as that of an Indian. 
Though responsible British statesmen have on many occasions testified to the 
loyaltv of the people of this country, yet in considering the strength of the 
army in India all such assertions are freely cast to the winds. The whole 
scheme drawn up by Lord Kitchener is based on the supposition that the 
people of, India are hostile to the maintenance of British Rule and will, at 
some convenient moment, repeat jhe experiment of 1857. . . . . The 
havoc, however, which this sentiment of disloyalty has done, becomes more 
obvious when we consider the peace establishment in this country. = In 
Luropean States, the peace establishments are very small and the military 
strength of the nation mainly depends upon the reserve. ‘Thus in Germany, 
even according to the new Bill, the peace establishment will be only 84,00, 
While in times of war, that State can put nearly 4 million soldiers in the field. 
aa But in this country, the peace establishments are far greater than 
the reserve. The reserve in India is only about 30,000 and the peace 
establishments are five times as great. It is this feature of the com position 
of the Indian Military department that is responsible for its high expenditure. 
Ji we should follow the example of Germany, or France or any other civilised 
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nation, the military budget will not swell even to 15 or 16 millions anq 
surely, the defence of this country will be stronger. The only hindrance to 
such a development is the Government's distrust of the people.” 


Mapas Sranvaap, 11. The Madras Standard, of the 26th June, observes :-—“ We are jit 
June 264, 1918. surprised at the resolution of the South Indi, 
Chamber of Commerce to the Government «; 
India protesting against its indignation at not having been called upon, alony 
with other Indian Chambers to nominate a representative to place the Indian 
aspect of the questions before the Indian Finance Commission and nominatiy 
Mr. Vydiasagar Pandya as its representative. This is exactly one way of 
doing things. What was the Chamber doing all along and why did it not in 
time protest and submit the name of its representative? Instead of taking 
time by the forelook and doing things in right time, a belated resolution js 
passed by the Chamber expressing its indignation at the way in which the 
Government have ignored it and vaguely hinting at some defect in the 
qualifications of the Indian gentlemen selected from this Presidency. Both 
the Government of India and the Government of Madras were, from the very 
outset, in ignorance of the names of any reputed Indian financiers in this 
city. . . . . If Mr. Hunter’s name was proposed to represent the bank- 
ing interest in this Presidency, it was the duty of the South Indian Chamber 
to have urged the claims of Mr. Pandya in right time as possessing some more 
extraordinary qualifications, which we find however announced for the first 
time in the columns of a local contemporary. We are told that the present 
selection has caused some irritation in some quarters, and if the expenditure 


of a few more pounds can remove it, we do not tlink the Government will 
have any serious objection to try the remedy.”

Inpuas Parnior, 12. The Jndian Patriot, of the 27th June, writes as follows :—‘* We must

June 37th. 1913. ds _ point out an injustice in the appointment of 
the Government Ophthalmic (antain Gray as Acting Superintendent of the 
agg, aeneee Ophthalmic Hospital. What we write ought 
not to be taken as any reflection on the capacity of any officer ; we do not 
mean it. But we find that Captain Gray has, so far as his record of service 
shows, not any large ophthalmic experience. He joined service in 1905. He 
was District Medical Officer, Professor of Biology and Professor of Anatomy, 
Medical College, and before long, will be Professor of every conceivable 
subject connected with medical sciences. . . . . But what we asks, 
why when a vacancy occurred, the one man who was fit for it, the one man 
on Whom the eyes of the public are for a long time, should not have been 
appointed. We refer to Major Kirkpatrick. He joined service in 1898, and 
having been, as usual, Professor of Pathology, Anatomy and other subjects, 
wis lrofessor of Ophthalmology also, and acted as Superintendent of the 
Hospital. We want a man of experience at the hospital of which Mr. Montagu 
whispered into Dr. Nair’s ears that it was one of the best in the world. We 
cannot afford to have our eyes treated by those who, however learned, have 
not had large experience. We have no hesitation to say that Major 
Kirkpatrick is the marked man in the Indian Medical Service to this Presidency 
for Ophthalmology, and he ought to have been appointed.” 


IV.—NatTIvE STATES.

24th June, says :—‘‘ Mr. Visvesvaraya is 4 
Tae pipes Femme bay. fri of pag freedom of the press. [le 

observed in his opening speech at the last session of the Economic Uonference 

that the existence of a free press is a sine gua non for a government which 1s 

animated by a progressive spirit. . . . . If we take a survey of the 

world, we will be driven to the conclusion that those countries are best governed 

and most prosperous where public opinion, and the power of the press and 

the platform are supreme. It is a matter for regret that the men who were 
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at the head of affairs in Mysore from Sir Seshadri Aiyar were too thick- 
-kulled to know the blessings of public vpinion and the press and the platform. 
This gross ignorance on their part and the intolerance of public opinion that 
underlay this ignorance stifled the expression of public opinion to such an 
extent that it is no wonder that today there is so little of it in the Province. 
What is the consequence? Nawabship in many of the officers of the State 
meets us everywhere. Corruption is rampant. Many of the officials think 
that thev can do anything they like, whether just or oy oe Duty is shirked 
aud has become perfunctory. Embezzlements on a large scale obtain in 
many offices. The interests of the State are recklessly betrayed by some. 
Life, liberty and honour are not safe in some places. Riots, murders and 
thefts have become common. Even the constables and the lowest servants of 
the Government have begun to inspire more fear tu the people than the 
Maharaja or his Diwan or the highest officers of the State. Who is respon- 
sible for all this? ‘Those who stifled, suppressed and -killed public opinion 
in Mysore, and those who have the unenviable notoriety of having passed the 
most retrograde Press Law, and those who in season and out of season 
condemn the organs of public opinion as something worthy of a pandemonium, 
are responsible for it.” 

14. In a leader under this heading, the Hindu, of the 25th June, writes: 
—'The administration of the Revenue 
Department in Mysore seems to require a good 
deal in the way of efficiency, if we are to judge 
by the latest review by the Government of Mysore of the report of the 
evenue Commissioner for 1911-12, The deficiencies of the department in 
some important respects formed the subject of comment even last year and a 
more searching scrutiny exercised this year shows much more laxity than 
what constituted matter for complaint last vear. The Government no doubt 
wind up their review by the statement that ‘subject to the foregoing obser- 
vations, Government consider that the work of the department was on the 
whole satisfactory,’ but the reservation implied in the ‘foregoing obser- 
vations’ is a very large one and has indeed necessitated general instructions 
in the review itself to report bad cases of neglect of duty on the part of 
tevenue officers for the orders of Government. . . . . The want of 
punctuality and deficiency in quality of the reports of Assistant Commis- 
sioners seems to have gone on so far and become so unsatisfactory that the 
Government have now felt themselves compelled to ask the Revenue Com- 
missioner to inform Assistant Commissioners by a circular that the punctual 
submission and the quality of these reports in future will be considered as 
one of the tests of efficiency and will be taken into account in making promo- 
tions and that the names of those who either fail to submit their reports in 
time or to take sufficient pains to make the reports useful will be reported to 
Giovernment. . . =. . The work of administering the Loans Acts seems 
sinilarly to have left a good deal to be desired and the Government have 
viewed with concern the apathy shown by the Revenue officers not utilising 
iiily the large allotments made annually for loans for land improvement and 
lortukavi advances. . . . . Onthe whole, the Revenue Department in 
Mvsore seems sadly to need driving power and it is to be recretted that the 
oflicers of the department should have deteriorated in efficiency to an extent 
which the Government have found necessary to characterise so generally. It 
Ix to he hoped that marked improvement will result in the next year, bya 
more proper realisation by the officers of the duties of their department, to 
Which the Government has now drawn attention.”

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ro a most pernicious piece of legislation enacted bv the Parliament in South 
Africa anndst vehement protests from those who would be affected most by 
+} measure, and in violation of the most solemn pledges given by South 
African Ministers. Lord Ampthill, whose noble advocacy of the Indian 
cause has had no response in official quarters, protested only the other day 
that the Royal assent should not be given to the Bill before Parliament has 
had an opportunity to consider its provisions. Lord Ampthill’s appeal to the 
Pross in England to inform the English public as to what is occurring in 
South Africa is a clear indication that public attention has not been directed 
ty the devious methods adopted in that country. ‘The fact, unfortunately, is 
that by some means or other, the Imperial Government have been induced 
‘o accept the Bill as a solution to the present. ditticulties, and Mr. Harcourt’s 
answer to Mr. O’ Grady a few days ago that. though the Bill would not. give 
complete satisfaction, yet the authorities in England had considered that the 
abolition of the racial inequality in regard to immigration was a valuable 
concession to Indian feeling, indicates the utter helplessness whieh His 
Majesty’s Government feel in persuading the South African authorities to 
perceive the error of their ways. ‘l’here appears to be, however, no mistake 
as to the effect which this stupendous failure of the Government to meet 
Indian views has had on the Indian community. . . . .) Itis a matter 
for profound regret that Indians in South Africa should cousider that the Bill 
was not as vigorously and severely criticised in India as the necessities of the 
situation demanded and that great consternation prevails there owing to the 
fact that the Act will come into operation from the Ist of August next. 
ae Mr. Harcourt derived some consolation from the fact that the 
racial bar had been removed. Ile qught to have been grievously misinformed 
about the actual condition of affairs. It is still there, and the provincial bar 
has also not been removed. If that is so, it is diMcult to understand how 
Ministers have advised His Majesty to give the Royal assent to a measure 
which has most flagrantly violated the right—conceded by the Imperial 
(iovernment—of Indians to claim racial equality. Another very vexatious 
provision, denying the mght of domicile to ex-indentured Indians, is 
maintained ; and the immense harm it would result in needs no deseription 
here. ‘The marriage difficulty has not also been solved. In fact this outrage, 
devised by the authorities, has more than anything else roused righteous 
indignation everywhere.” 


Writing on this subject, the Madras Standard, of the 24th June, says : 
* It is difficult to find in modern history a parallel to this act of political 
back-sliding and in securing the Roval assent to such a dishonest piece of 
levislation as the South African Immigration Bill, the Imperial Government 
has committed a blunder, the disastrous effects of which are sure to affect the 
solidarity of the British Empire. . .) . = . There can be no doubt that 
passive resistance will again begin and it is sure to continue until the 
victory is ours. In South Africa itself, there is a considerable amount of 
public opinion in favour of a reasonable settlement of this question and 
almost the whole Unionist party is now in our favour, .. .  . It ds 
vratifying to note that Mr. Gandhi is confident of securing the help of more 
passive resisters than in 1910-11. and thus, so far as South Africa is concerned, 
there is every chance of an immediate victory. But a greater deg ing sab 
lies on the people of this country in this respect. On us depends the difficult 
task of compelling the Government ot India not to agree to such a dishonest 
settlement. We should also try to bring home to the Imperial Government 


that they have surrendered the Indian cause by securing the Royal assent to 
the Bill.” 


The Indian Patriot, of the 24th June, remarks :—*“ Yet another stage has 
been reached in the struggle which, for several years past, our brave country- 
inen have been waging for their freedom and the peace of their home in South 
Atrica.

‘¢The question now is what can India do for those who have taken tl 
sacred vow and already placed the right foot forward on the path that leads 
to the jail? We are proud of them. We are proud that those who left us 
in search of their livelihood have spurned their means of livelihood when jt 
came to a question of barter with their rights as British subjects. !f the 
people of India should rise in the estimation of the world, it must be not by 
their appeals to their countrymen in South Africa to die rather than bear 
their neck for the unjust yoke; not by the indignant protests and sensational 
telegrams from the Government of India to the South Africa Government 
against the strange and barbarous treatment accorded to their subjects; no: 
by the united opposition and determined attitude of the Chambers oj 
Coninaaalie not to tolerate the intolerable. Ifthe people of India are respected 
at all abroad it must be because of what their countrymen in South Africa 
are doing and have proved they are pfepared to do. It is they that have 
proclaimed to the world, in a manner that the world cannot afford to forvet. 
that Indians cannot be slaves. The passive resistance movement in South 
Africa by our countrymen is the resistance against the attempt to brand as 
slaves the free-born subjects of His Majesty King George V. Our country- 
men in the Transvaal, thus, are striving to give India an honourable place 
in history. Had they not been inspired as now, had they not felt the 
indignity of a wife being a concubine in the eye of the law, of the atrocity 
of a three-pound tax for liberty, the world would never have heard of the 
passive resistance movement. . . . . ‘The time has come when we must 
show, and we hope every educated Indian is proud to show it, that he stands 
by the side of his brother, dragged to the South African jail, because he 
refused to show that an Indian subject of His Majesty the King can be 
insulted with impunity. It is for every educated Indian to show that he is 
on the side of the woman torn from her husband and turned out with an 
insult, unbearable to Indian womanhood, that she is no wedded wife. An 
insult to Indian womanhood is one of the indignities which the Transvaal 
Government have, in their utter mockery of us, not hesitated to add to the 
other already existing indignities.

If our countrymen in South Africa can close their business. and go to jail, 
leaving their females and their children to God and to Gandhi, cannot Indians 
in India turn the current of silver and gold, which went to Turkey, to South 
Africa? . . . . Money must freely flow to where the bread-winner 1s 
out to fight for the honour and greatness of India.”

resistance be resumed? Will our courageous but unlucky countrymen in 
South Africa submit themselves and their women to imprisonment and ill- 
treatment rather than submit to the dishonour of the new Immigrants 
Regulation ? The answer seems to be in the affirmative. For the Indians 
in South Africa have expressed in plain language their intention to take to 
passive resistance if the new legislation were passed, and now the unwelcome 
news has reached India that the objectionable piece of law has passed throug! 
the several stages and obtained even Royal assent. If the information is true 
—and there is no possibility of its being untrue—the Imperial Government 
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in London has painfully shattered the only hopes of the Indians in South 
Africa, for the latter strongly believed that the legislation of the Union 
Parliament against the interests of Indians would not be approved by the 
Imperial Government. . . . .- The Indians are determined to stand up 
for their motherland and preserve its honour. ‘They have decided not even 
to appeal to India for funds in aid of their campaign, but would fight out 
their cause to the bitterest end. Passive resistance they have not forgotten, 
eyen the women are reported to be prepared for suffermgs. How long will 
this continue’ Wall not the Government of India take action 2” 


17. In an article uader the heading ‘‘ A disgrace to the British Empire,” 
the Mudras Standurd, of the 24th June, says :-— 
** Recently a meeting was held at Vancouver 
by British Indians to protest against their unjust treatment by the Government 
of Canada. ‘The continuance of the present state of affairs was described 
there as ‘a disgrace to the Empire, to Canada, and toIndia’ . . . . We 
should hke to know why Indians are prohibited, while the Chinese and the 
Japanese are admitted. The people of this country may not be as acceptable 
as those of Japan, but are we ioferior to even the Chinese? Even the 
Anglo-Indian will not, we think, undertake to prove it. The next question 
is— why then are Indians practically forbidden to enter Canada while some 
other Asiatics are not? ‘The onlv reply possible is Japan can fight for her 
inhabitants, while the people of this country have no such protection. The 
British flag is flying over us, but it is powerless in regard to Canada. 
‘Translated into other words, the present attitude of the Dominions indicates 
that the subject of a British Colony has not the same rights within the Empire 
itself as an outsider who is in no way superior to the British subject. Now 
is this not a disgrace to the British Empire? The people of India cannot 
interpret the present situation in any other way. 2...) [fa citizen of 
the Empire cannot migrate on equal terms to any part of it, we do not know 
how far the different kingdoms can be said to belong to the same Empire. 
To those to whom the Empire means nothing more than the means of getting 
rich at the expense of others, there may be nothing strange in that) pheno- 
menon, but if the Empire is to be a reality, the present state of affairs should 
not be allowed to continue. At. least Indians have yet to learn that it is not 
a disgrace to an Empire to contain two sets of people who hate each other as 
the gates of hell.” 


18. The Hindu, of the 24th June, has the following :-—‘' His Excellency 
the Governor of Madras was sometime ago

It is 
very kind of Government to undertake to assist the Muslims, but to lay down 
hard-and-fast rules, without consulting the opinion of the majority of the 
community, is likely not only to make the community distrust the underlying 
principles, hut also to thin the group of pilgrims which the British dominions 
had hitherto been contributing.

At last it was during Lord Ampthill’s 
révime that Lord Curzon who was Lieouoy at that time sanctioned the 
Azhical-Mangalore extension. This has no doubt proved a real boon to the 
people along the coast, but it can hardly be said to have fully met the 
requirements of the people of South Canara. ‘The proposed linking up with 
\rsikere alone can do this. Besides the fact that the proposed line 1s only 
he of narrow gauge, there are no costly bridges to construct, as the route is 
ire from rivers, and though there are the western ghauts to be crossed, the 
lifficulties to be encountered here are not many. Again the flourishing trade 
“| Mangalore is almost wholly due to the exports and imports of the interior, 
nich is evident by the long lines of carts along the dusty ghaut tracks to 
Mangalore bringing coffee, sandalwood, cereals, spices, etc., and taking tiles, 
sulted fish and other products of the coast. The protracted journey of five to 
‘1x davs combined with the heavy transport charges together form a perpetual 
cnace to the commercial expansion of the interior as well as the coast. 
With a line of railway between Arsikere and Mangalore, the length of the 
jurney can be reduced to a single day and the cost of conveyauce to a tenth 
1 what it is at present. Besides, the increased facilities for the transport of 
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food-grains to the coast will he a source of immense relief to the p., 
leading, as it must, to a considerable fall in the prices. At the same time t},,. 
creation of a Jarger market for the products of the interior will give a fresh 
impetus to cultivation in these tracts and thus become a source of larger 
revenues to Government. ‘This will also be an additional means of findjy.. 
labour for the unemployed poorer classes on the coast who can migrate to t),.. 
vast tracts of uncultivated land on the ghauts and take to cultivation—pvt ,,, 
speak of the labour to thousands provided by the railway itself. J.astly. ¢},. 
exploitation of minerals in the western ghauts, the springing up of iy 
villages in the interior along the railway line, the spread of education ay) 
civilization in the outlying tracts, and the facilities offered to the travelling 
public are among the other numerous benefits to be derived by the constr. 
tion of this line. The news will therefore be hailed with joy both in M ysore 
and in South Canara that the proposed line will soon be an accomplished fact, 

Writing on the same subject, a correspondent of the same paper dwell, 
on the extreme inconveniences to the public travelling along the coast fron, 
Mangalore to Bombay. He observes that even the ill-accommodated care, 
steamers run along the coast only during a portion of the year, and that 
Mangalore is thus altogether cut off from all means of communication wit} 
the coast towns on its north during the whole of the rainy season, and finally 
urges the construction of a railway line from Mangalore to Marmagoa. 


(k) General.

To effect 
this, a Panchayat Bill was introduced, the provisions of which are much more 
liberal than those of our carefully considered Bills introduced into our Legis- 
lative Councils after four years’ deliberation. The Bill concedes greater 
liberties to the people than are usually conferred on our Unions. According 
to it, the panchayats are final courts for adjudicating claims below the value 
of Rs. 200; and thus much trouble and loss cf money are saved to the 
villagers. We cannot understand why the Government of Madras should 
pay no heed to this question though the Decentralisation Commission has 
recommended the adoption of the panchavat system. We pray that the 
Government of Madras will follow the example ot the Native States and take 
steps for the speedy introduction of village panchayats in our Presidency.

Under these circumstances we 
tail to see Why the Government should contemplate the levying of any fresh 
tases. A glance at the report convinces us that the gross neglect of the 
(iovernment officials to follow the instruction’from the Audit office has led 
to many irregularities and to large sums remaining unadjusted. ‘These 
mistakes the Government merely points out to—the officials concerned, and 
the matter ends there on receipt of some sort of an explanation from them. 
When the Government itself is so indulgent, it is no wonder that the officers 
ire nore or less of the same attitude towards their subordinates. 

The paper next refers to ‘‘ objection items” mentioned in the report and 
proceeds to observe :—The Government review of the administration of the 
Bangalore City Municipality discloses what gross irregularities there have 
heen in the conduct of its affairs. ‘This mode of merely pointing out defects 
vad deficiencies is indeed a beneficial one, but can they do anything more to 
show their displeasure ? Are they prepared to remove from office any high 
ficer who is found to be unfit or indifferent towards his duty? If not, then 
we emphatically say that the same story will be told by the Financial 
Secretary year after year, and it will grow in volume. 

It is no wonder then that the subjects should show signs of grumbling 
ind dissatisfaction when the officials are so reckless in wasting the taxpayers’ 
mney. The public can be expected to readily come forward and contribute 
their share towards the advancement of the State only so long as the Govern- 
meut shows sufficient foresight and economy in the expenditure of its 
revenue. If the Government of Mysore cannot wisely utilise its revepues, it 
certain then that their subjects will never consent to pay willingly any 
Dew taxes,

To ensure the advancement of those poor cultivators who have till yy 
silently borne the burden and paid various taxes for the economie progress 
of the State and for the well-being of the richer classes, we hope there wil 
now be men coming forward to help them at least indirectly. But at the 
same time we entertain grave fears that this new tax might give rise to new 
troubles again to the poorer classes alone, because there can be no doubt that 
vakils, merchants and other wealthy men whom this proposed tax affects will 
somehow or other manage to shift it on to the shoulders of their poorer 
brethren. We, therefore, earnestly hope that Government. before bringing 
the proposed measure into force, will take special precautions to ensure that 
it does not in any way add to the miseries of the poorer classes.

‘The Chief Justice, whom Bengal worships for his 

learning and fairplay and the two other Judges found there was no contempt 

of court in the aérika’s articles.

hearts onde samme says:— The further the matter of the Oudh 
executiuns is probed, the more ugly ,are the disclosures which are spruny 
upon a surprised and pained public. . . . . The rapidity with which the 
executions in the case were proceeded with is in strange contrast with the 
leisurely and perfunctory manner in which complaints relating thereto have 
been handled. Mr. Swift MacNeill’s description of the action as one otf 
‘‘ judicial murder ’”’ was no doubt startling, but the admitted facts which have 
now come to light go far to justify the description. . . . . The facts. 
however, which are most muterial to the present matter are ignored, viz.. 
those relating to the petitions preferred to the Local Government and thi 
Government of India by the condemned prisoners for remission vf their 
sentences. This petitioning is a right which, it must be recollected, prisoners 
possess under section 401 of the Criminal Procedure Code, for giving effect 
to which, rules are therein directed to be framed and have been framed. 
giving ‘directions as to the suspension of sentences and the conditions on 
which petitions should be presented aud dealt with.’ . . . . We think 
that no rules prescribing any discretionary power in the Local Government 
for withholding petitions for,mercy could be legal, as they amount to the 
deprivation of a right which a prisoner statutorily possesses under the Crimi nal 
Procedure Code. But even as the rules now stand, the power of withholding 
petitions is not so entirely discretionary. It says :—‘If it appears to the 
LLocai Government that the petition contains nothing which would cause the 
Government of India or Her Majesty to take a view of the case different from 
that of the Local Government and that it cannot be forwarded in time 
to admit of its consideration before the date fixed for execution, the Govern: 
ment will, in exercise of the powers conferred upon it by the Government ot 
India, withhold the petition. . . . . Otherwise, the Local Government 
will direct the Superintendent to postpone the execution.’ It wiil thus be 
seen that mere shortness of time before the date fixed for execution is no grown 
whatever for withholding petitions and the impossibility of the Governme 
of India coming to a different conclusion from that of the Local Governmet 
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jas to be established. In the Oudh case, there was every possibility of the 
Government of India coming to such a different conclusion, seeing that the 
Local Government acted throughout as prosecutor and brought up the case 
‘or re-trial, and that the original Sessions Judge on the same material ‘had 
acquitted the prisoners. ‘The withholding of the petition seems to us thus to 
be 1 clear breach of the rules in a matter affecting the life of an Indian citizen, 
apd to call it an error of discretion seems indeed farcical.” 


+. In a leader under this heading, the /inxdx, of the 3rd July, writes :— 
‘In spite of the repeated instructions of Gov- 
ernment, the Magistrates in this Presidency do 
not appear to attach as much importance to the 
sacredness attaching to the liberty of the subject as the enlightened conscience 
of modern times requires. Indiscriminate arrest, undue detention and the 
manufacture, unintended though, of hardened criminals by the process ot 
sending youths to jails are some gross defects in the administration of 
criminal justice against which the public and the Government have very 
viten had to protest ; and yet, the improvement effected in these respects 
has been very imperceptible. The mere issue of orders from the Secretariat 
does not, if we are to judge from experience, result in that prompt compli- 
ance with them as Government expect, and the public have a right, under the 
circumstances, to expect that the authorities would take effective steps to see 
that their behests are duly and properly attended to. . . . . That more 
than one-half of the prisoners, assumed to be guilty by the authorities, should 
b- pronounced after trial to be innecent, argues an amount of carelessness 
on the part of those that remand them into custody that is indeed reprehen- 
sible. 2 . . .« We wish Government devise a method by which they 
could have their specific instructions, especially in regard to such an import- 
unt matter as the administration of criminal justice, faithfully and loyally 
carricd out by their subordinates. Experience has, it seems to us, abundantly 
shovn that District Magistrates apparently owing to pressure of other work, 
do not devote their particular attention to these things. It is incumbent on 
the (tovernment to see, however, that their officers do not neglect this most 
important part of their work, by calling for special returns at frequent 
uitervals of time, and performing the scrutinizing work themselves. (ther- 
wis, any admonition which may be administered in the annual review of the 
siministration report is apt to become quite formal and ineffectual.”

| oP aS for 1912, the Indian Patriot, of the 3rd July 
re writes .— Throughout the administration 
report of jails in this Presidency we fail to find any reference to the unhappy 
people who are thrown into the jail and forced to do hard work because they 
could not ‘furnish security,’ except where the Inspector-General of Prisons 
savs: ‘A reduction is noticeable in the number of persons sentenced for 
failure to furnish security.’ In the name of humanity and civilization we 
must lay an emphatic protest against the summary method of dealing with 
this class of people. One thousand one hundred and forty-nine men and 
women have been marched into jail because they could not furnish security ; 
that is to say, the policeman saw them in a village, asked them who they 
were, and failing to get a proper reply, most naturally included them as 
belonging to a wandering gang of thieves and sent them trooping to the 
prison walls. There is no one to ask—how many of them are innocent, no 
one to shudder at the thought that, for nothing at all, God’s light and air are 
prolubited to free-born subjects of His Majesty the King-Emperor. We 
‘iudder at the thought of punishing a man or a woman because they are poor, 
4use they cannot furnish security, because a policeman says that they 
belong to wandering gangs of thieves. . . . - We cannot pass over the

It would have been still continuing as the diet, but for Sir Harold 
Stuart. We can very well understand the chagrin of the inventor at fiudiny 
his diet damned at the time when it had been introduced throughout and 
when the low death-rate of the year had broken all previous records. | 

But still the dict has gone. Dr. Macnamara is evidently annoyi 
and we respect his annoyance. But we regret that he could not hae shown 
chagrin without being offensive. ‘ People of all classes object to having th. ir 
supplies cut down particularly when they do not pay for them.’ From a 
responsible officer of Government, even when he is infuriated at the sight of 
his wonderful invention being mocked and slighted, we do not expect such 
unseemly irritability. Let us remember that we have no right to make mock 
at the moral dasvelhed of our fellow-men; let us remember that we had 
over thirteen thousand innocent persons in the jail under trial, who too were 
given this diet. In another place the doctor goes out of his way to ascribe « 
higher mortality to the absence of his own diet. ‘The probable explanation 
of a higher mortality during the early stages of imprisonment is that convicts 
were hitherto supplied with too generous a scale of diet to which they were 
not accustomed outside.’ An officer who can speak with such supreme 
contempt of the prisoners under him should no longer be suffered to remain 
as Inspector-General of Prisons. 

‘We call it an atrocious remark, jarring on the ears of jail - reformers, 
that the Inspector-General of Prisons in Madras should be detected writing, 
in these days of progressive ideas, that ‘ifthe cutting down of food supplies 
helps to make the jail distasteful to old criminals, I think it furnishes almost. 
as strong an argument for the continuance of the new scale as either the 
reduced mortality, the increase in weight or the saving of expenditure 
involved thereby.’ We call this absolutely childish, No one except a 
medical mau can really believe that a thief will, at the point of thieving, 
recall to his memory the new diet in the jail and at once arrest himself.”

the poachers from the elementary into secondary schools. Hoadmasttns 
were warned against indiscreet admissions of elementary school students 
ito secondary schools. . . . . Elementary schools are not wanted, if 
they stand in the way of pupils seeking secondary education. So far as the 
-arly years of education are concerned the arbitrary classification of schools 
under the names elementary and secondary is a ridiculous example of making 
a distinction without a difference. Commonsense revolts at the disabilities 
imposed on the parents by the narrow-minded subtleties of pedagogical 
inventions. . . . . ‘The sooner the Educational department looks at the 
problem in a straight way, the better it will be for their reputation. If the 
people prefer complete secondary schools to the complete elementary 
whools, and will not be shaken from ‘the hope of a secondary school, and 
possible University career,’ nothing that the department can do to out wit 
the people can succeed.

We can understand when science sets itself in opposition to commonsense, 
not when justice so sets itself. What has the Sewage Farm Committee to do 
with the nuisance of which the public complain. If two thousand respectabl:- 
people are prepared to swamp the Police Court tomorrow, swearing that they 
are bitten to bloodlessness and sleeplessness by the mosquitoes, that thev 
cannot breathe the air because of its smell, cannot a law court act? The 
Sewage Committee cannot say that the smell does not proceed from the farm. 
they cannot say that there are no mosquitoes in the farm. All that they can 
say is that the smell is harmless, that the mosquitoes are harmless, in thiat 
they do not produce malaria, that the sub-soil contamination is not due to thi 
sewage farm. But the nuisance is there, and when a whole division is 
prepared to turn up and swear to it, a court of justice has nu business to take 
shelter behind a Government-appointed committee that has not yet begun to 
sit. It would be unnatural, indeed, if the ery of the helpless citizen that a 
certain person is going to murder him, when that cry 1s corroborated by 
hundreds of others, cannot evoke any other observation from a court of law 
than that a committee of cutlery experts are sitting to see whether the 
weapons in the possession of the threatening individual can really take away 
life. There is no knowing when the Sewage Committee will have dealt with 
their duties. In the meanwhile, the nuisance of which the people complain, 
and against which it is provided that they can complain, still continues. 
We can understand when an executive authority refuses to be 
drawn into the ways of thinking of laymen, but certainly not when a court 
of law would not realize its responsibility—to hear the voice of the complain- 
ant and arraign itself on the side of the weak against the strong.”

July 3rd, 1913. The Calicut Municipality. well The Municipal roads are no doubt deserv 
_ ing of utmost attention. Lighting should als» 
be attended to. But no serlous harm to public health will come out of anv 
ordinary deficiency in the condition of roads and lamps. . . . . At thie 
same time, we see just at present a new life throbbing in our roads and lam}. 
Indeed, several roads are ‘closed’ and are under repair and most of the 
lamps burn long before sunset and long after sunrise. Though it is some- 
thing like eating four meals a day to compensate for utterly starving © 
previous days, it shows new municipal activity which we all wisn to continue. 
The case with scavenging stands on a different footing. It is always essenti#! 
Its deficiency is a serious menace to public health and there can be but one 
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ppiuion on its condition which can be determined by seeing whether the 
ytrines are punctuaily cleared or are not so cleared. If one only takes the 
trouble to inspect the private latrines or ask the owners about them, one can 
easily learn the condition of the scavenging service, which at present is 
absolutely unsatisfactory. . . . . Ihe latrines in several houses are 
_weiully peglected. Epidemics may break ut any time, and there is no word 
4, describe the discomfort daily experienced by house-holders. —— 
‘'\. District Medical and Sanitary Officer sometime back made some trenchant 
enarks on the practice of leaving the conservancy carts on the public 
thoroughfares for hours and days together and moving the carts according to 
the leisure and pleasure of the scavengers. ‘lhe practice still continues, and 
. number of carts with their nasty contents standing in a row.and moving in 
. slow procession anywhere and at any time, are a too common sight to 
escape the notice of even the blind. Indeed, a visitor in this ‘historic ’ 
town will be surprised to glance at this standing scandal, the atmosphere 
horribly penalizing the nostrils and swarming with detestable flies. ‘This 
dreadful condition of the scavenging service in the premier Municipality of 
the West Coast is most deplorable when we consider the advance made by 
sister Municipalities—one of which proposing a motor service, another a 
tramway service and a third an underground system for speedy removal of 
nivltsoil.”’ 

10. The Jndiun Patriot, of the 4th July, writes :—“ The Magistrate has 
refused to issue summons aginst the Corpora- 
tion in respect of the complaint against 
incinerators in ‘Tondiarpet, for Tondiarpet has 
to suffer for the common public good of all Madras city. . . . . The 
ouly reward that Tondiarpet gets for bearing the stings of the mosquito all 
over the body and the smell in the nose is that it has no water in the pipes, 
and the well is covered over by wire-gauze and provided with pump. If the 
Tondiarpet people will not get justice in the Magistrates’ Court, they must 
vo up to the High Court. When Vaniyambadi shows such enormous 
enthusiasm that thousands of rupees are collected, ‘Tondiarpet ought to be 
resourcetul for fighting against death and disease. . . . . ‘The wonder 
is that Tondiarpet has been converted into the latrine of the city, and the 
citizens have been dying in hundreds before the very eyes of a people big with 
ideos of self-government. His Majesty’s subject is rudely pulled out of the 
hall of justice by being told that he has to suffer for the common good. 
Because Mylapore, Egmore and Nungambakam could not bear the incinerators 
ini the sewage farm, Tondiarpet must bear it. Why not Tondiarpet wait 
in deputation on the Government ? Why not ‘L‘ondiarpet refuse to be the 
public latrine of the eity, and withdraw its representatives from a place 
where their protests are met with scorn? . . . . The decision of Elis 
Worship Vapoochi Marakayar Uosman Sahib Bahadur is a challenge to 
Tondiarpet to prove that their noses are not meant for the incinerator smell. 
They must knoek at other doors and knock soon lest death that is in every 
Inveze should overtake them all too soon. It is strange, whilevone Presi- 
dency Magistrate refuses to believe that there is a nuisance, another, more

11. In an article under the heading “The warning voice of cholera ” the 
Indian Patriot, of the 5th July, observes :— 
‘‘The letters that we have been publishing

“treet, that there is no water in the pipe; the complaiut from T'riplicane that 
the underground drainage enables the sewage to remain perpetually on the 
rvwl, in some places a miniature sewage farm, but without grass ; the echo 
Iron the pumping station that draws before the eye the disturbed and muddy 
Water available for distribution in the city: all are heralds of the advent of 
cholera in the city. It is not by sending its peon to the house, three days 
‘ter death has snatched its victim, with phenyle and broom that the Madras 
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Corporation can hope to do its duty to the public. If tomorrow a cholerg 
epidemic should be added to the malaria epidemic, Tondiarpet will be cleay 
extinct, and then perhaps the time will have come to scream for aid from 
Government to appoint a committee that will never meet and thus go with 
the belief that civic responsibility has been manfully borne. '. Te 
cry shame on every expert and every Corporation official who would not, 
at this time of the year when the flappings are distinctly to be heard of th. 
demon of cholera, turn to the pipe water supply im every place, who would 
not drag the general and the special Engineers and the gang that, for want «i 
work, flit from Tondiarpet to Purasawalkam, and ask them first to give water, 
It will bea mockery of science that experts should know that cholera is 
caused by impure water, hear the wail that water is not in the tap, be cor. 
vinced that man cannot live without water and therefore aware that water js 
taken from uncleaned wells, long neglected, because science had placed a 
pipe in the house. When cholera breaks out in fierce vehemence science 
draws back and pleads helplessness. . . . . The annual visitation of 
cholera ina particular time of the year is a scandal which, if it is less 
monstrous than the Tondiarpet malaria scandal, it is not that malaria isa 
deadlier foe, but that cholera is an older foe who has made himself familiar 
by his ferocity. It will leave a very depressing effect on the public that 
malaria and cholera have both come to stay, riding on the wings of expert 
explanations of their origin and behaviour. The voice of malaria that 
whispered in April of last year could not penetrate into the Health department, 
until burning Tondiarpet stirred in its triumvirate champions their solution 
to save the suffering and dying. The voice of cholera is as yet still and 
small. Let it be heard, for its champions are legion. Not Mr. Tyagaraja 
Chetti, Mr. Doraswami Mudaliyar and Mr. Appaswami Pillai alone will then 
be in evidence, even Rao Sahib Parthasarathi Mudaliyar will refresh his 
memory and cease to be neutral when the time comes.” 


(f) Land Revenue and Settlement. 


12. In an article under this heading, the Jndian Patriot, of the Ist July, 
writes :—‘‘ Government have passed orders on 
the proposal for the resettlement of the 
Goomsur taluk, Ganjam district, and for the 
initial settlement of certain villages in the said taluk and of the Chokkapad 
Khandam. . . . . The main reason urged in justification of the increase 
in assessment is that, in the tract covered by the settlement operations, the 
rainfall is well distributed and generally copious, that it is less exposed to 
vicissitudes of season than the remainder of the Ganjam district, and that the 
soil is rich and fertile. ‘he natural advantages are seriously discounted by 
the inefficiency of the cultivators, and unless the ryots can improve their 
method of cultivation, it is extremely unlikely that the value of crops to be 
grown will cover the cultivation expenses and the Government share of the 
profit and still leave something for the sustenance of the tiller and his family. 
The inaccessibility of the tract and the absence of communication will 
certainly prevent the people from realizing the highest value put by the Govern- 
ment officers on the crops expected to be grown, and one ought to be wary 
in accepting the statement regarding any advance in the material prosperity 
of the people on whom the increased rates of assessment will in all likelihova 
press not lightly. . . . . Weare afraid that the policy enunciated by 
these settlement operations is least calculated to raise the material conditions 
of the very people who contribute very largely to the coffers of the State and 
who get very little in the bargain from the so-called achievements of a good 
Government. The style of dress, the house in which the ryots live, and the 
jewels that their wives wear would give the best idea of the ryot’s prosperity 
to determine what rent he can be decently called on to pay, and not the 
richness of the soil, the even distribution of rainfall or the higher prices o! 
staple grains. Judged by this standard, the increase in assessment will find 
very little justification. So long as the village life is what it is, with little 
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or no idea of modern progress in education and sanitary measures, the method 
4) taxation ought to raise a loud protest. . . . . We should have 
,ppreciated the sentiments of Government in regard to the poverty-stricken 
~oudition of the hill tribes of Goomsur if they could have been applied to the 
more favoured tracts in the south of the Presidency, but in the peculiar 
-ondition of the people of Goomsur, we are bound to state that the increase 
ft -assessinent 18 @ retrograde step especially in view of the professed rood 
‘ovling which the Board of Revenue has exhibited and which the Government 
aye endorsed.” 
(g) Forests. 

13. In a leader on this subject, the /adian Patriot, of the 30th June, 
writes :—‘ The Anaikatti reservation, of which 
our Coimbatore correspondent has been writing 
st late, is a step which, if taken, will involve unimaginable hardship on a 
village. Hemmed in between the human brutes in the forest—the forest 
evurd and the watchman—they will find that they have nothing to eat, for 
in eight months of the year they subsist on ‘herbs and rvots grown in 
unocenpied lands ’—we quote from a memorial submitted to Government ten 
months ago on which, as yet, no orders have been passed, and, we hope, 
favourable orders will be passed. Because the Kodiyarpallam, the chief 
tributory of the Bhavani, is near the unreserved lands in the neighbourhood 
ut Anaikatti village, the unreserved area is to be reserved. The pitiable 
cries of the poor, we sincerely hope, will make headway into the heart of the 
Government, in spite of the recommendation of disagreeing forest. officers. 
Our Coimbatore correspondent informs us that the Kodiyarpallam river never 
had its source there and it is easy for any responsible officers of Government 
tv ascertain it. There are records in the archives of the Government to show 
that in 1884 the source of the river was not there. It is wonderful how ideas 
luried as hopeless find resurrection, for the very same idea now entertained 
hy the Forest department was entertained nearly thirty years ago, and was 
abandoned after personal inspection by forest officers. But the very same 
idea has risen up again, and from the mouths of the helpless villagers, the 
herby and root will be pulled away. Unless there is absolute necessity to 
disturb them, and unless Government would cail upon the Collector to 
personally see that the migrating villagers are properly housed, the work of 
Anukatti reservation would mean the compulsory evacuation of a village, the 
villasers being practically unprovided.”’

— on the “ facilities to be afforded to the ryots 
horny “es be wearers = for the consolidation of their lands ” writes :— 
stag oa 3 the consobesen "The consolidation of all the separate plots of 
eperecnes land into one single piece is productive of 
great good to the ryot as well as to the progress of cultivation. ‘This is borne 
out by the experience of Germany, Austria, Sweden and Japan. Among the 
various benefits derived from it the following may be noted. The land- 
owuer has greater facilities to superintend the work of his farm servants. 
Tie agricultural implements mav be kept in one place and the trouble he is 
put to in carrying them from place to place to be used for cultivation in 
different places is considerably saved. ‘The time required for driving a team of 
oxcu to plough a number of fields that lie here and there is also saved. The 
labour required for gathering the harvests raised on distant plots of land into 
one place is greatly diminished. Much of the land that is taken up by bunds 
to mark boundaries to the several fields may be utilized profitably for culti- 
vation. If the land lies all in one place, the agriculturist will devote more 
attention to the improvement of his land by constructing his habitation in or 
near it, as is the practice, at present prevailing, in the Amalapuram and 
Rinachandrapuram taluks of the Gddavari district. In some places where 
tle experiment of consolidation has been tried, land has risen cent. per cent. 
i: value. ‘The extent of land under cultivation has increased and cultivation 
expenses have been reduced by a third. The experiment cost 2 little but the 
increase of the yield was proportionately great. In [urope it has been found 
that litigation has been greatly reduced by the adoption of this system. 
Cuder these circumstances it is necessary that the Government should lend 
their assistance to further this project among the Indians. This can best. be 
done by providing for gratuitous survey of land on the application of parties, 
bv making ¢aram classification free, by dispensing with stamp and registra- 
‘on tees for documents creating these changes, and by directing the officers 
‘t (Government to mark off necessary sub-divisions without making any 
‘hjections. If the Government are persuaded to take interest in this matter 
~ Indicated above, it will prove highly beneficial to the ryot population.

making attempts to commit suttee at the time of the death of their husbands and 
if prevented from so doing they are immediateiy devising means to part with 
their bodies. hough it cannot be denied that compulsory sutie is to be 
condemned, the leaders of the people and the rulers have to consider whether 
such attempts on the part of women, on their own initiative, deserve to be 
net ve or condemned, and whether women, in the event of their attempts 
in that direction proving abortive, ought to come under the clutches of law 
ind ve lable to be prosecuted for attempting to commit suicide. 


41. In ashort article on this subject, the Andhraprakasika, of the 2nd July, 
remarks :—Though the decision of the Privy 
: Council, acquitting the accused Vidyanatha 
Pillai, was given on the 19th of last month, Vidyanatha Pillai is still retained 
in jail as the orders of the Privy Council have, it appears, not been officially 
received by the Government ot Madras. The accused has been in jail for 
over a year and a half. It may well be said that delays might occur in the 
transmission of mails from England. Will it not be proper for the Govern- 
ment to adopt cablegram communication in such important matters ? 


42. A correspondent in the Kerala Patrika, of the 28th June, draws the 
attention of the Collector of Malabar to a recent 
order of the ‘Tahsildar of Ponnani directing 
that the moveable properties of a ferry 
contractor attached by the adhikari of ‘l'irur for his non-payment in time of 
the amount of the ferry tolls should be removed to the Ponnani ‘l'aluk office. 
| he correspondent observes that the removal of properties to such a distant 
places involves great hardship to the adhikari and heavy loss to the party 
Whose properties are attached. When revenue due 1s not paid in time it 
becomes necessary that moveable properties of the defaulter should be 
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attached. But the attached properties may be left with the owner un , 
recognizance bond or if that is not considered safe they may be kept in charge 
of the adhikari or in the nearest Deputy Tahsildar’s office. ‘To require them 
to be removed to the Taluk office in ‘every case is certain to cause grat 
grievance tothe public. ‘The attention of the Collector is particularly drawp 
to this matter with the hope that he would prevent loss and hardship to the 
public on account of such orders. 


43. A correspondent in ge gtr the pote a Writes that 
. the Branch Post office at Mathilakam should be 
R aa Metnionam J converted into a Sub- Post office with independ- 
ent powers of registration in consideration of 
the increased business transacted by the office. The want of a runner tu 
carry mails to and from the sub-office at Erangalikuta is seriously felt by the 
public as the single postman attached to the office is unable to deliver the 
letters in time and do the work of a runner as well. Besides, the restriction 
.that the value of stamps stocked at a time at the office should not excced 
Rs. 15 often renders it impossible for the public to get a sufficient supply to 
meet their wants. It is therefore suggested that a runner should be appointed, 
independent powers to register articles should be conceded and stamps to the 
value of Rs. 25 should be allowed to be kept at the office in order to make 
the public of Mathilakam derive the full benefit of the postal system. 


44. The Asufia Gazelte, of the 23rd June, says:—‘* The Hon’ble Mr. 
Ahmad Tambi recently asked a question in the 
Madras Legislative Council as to whether the 
Government would grant two hours’ leave to 
the Mussalman servants for the Friday prayers. In doing this, he pointed 
out the importance of the prayer, and said that it is a religious obligation on 
all the followers of the Prophet. The Madras Government paid little atten- 
tion to the question and said that there appeared no necessity for it, seeing 
that even the servants of private employers are not allowed such liberty.” 
The Asafia Gazette, in commenting on this answer, says :—‘‘ The unsym- 
pathetic reply of the Madras Government is regrettable especially as thie 
Imperial Government itself has granted the necessity for the leave. We

- cannot look upon the action of a Government which is not sensible of the 


religious necessities of a great number of its subjects, as praiseworthy. ‘The 
illustration of private employers 1s an inapt one. For though the number of 
Christians and Parsis 1s low in the service of our Nizam’s Government, their 
religious necessities are not disregarded. In this matter the Madras Govern- 
ment has shown itself to be on a lower level than other Governments. 

‘ Under the Nizam’s Government in addition to general holidays, on the 
Sabbath the Christians are given extra leave to enable them to perform their 
service satisiactorily. Moreover, a chaplain bas been appointed by the 
Nizam’s Government for that purpose and the necessary expenses for the 
repair and lighting of their chapels are defrayed. We are of opinion that 
the Madras Government should reconsider the question.” 


45. The Asafia Gazette, of the lst July, quotes an’ item from the Times 
in which the latter paper, while reviewing the 
political sentiments of the Indian Mussalmans, 
asks the question: Has Government really 
recognized the claims of the Muslim community to any special concessions ° 
‘To wit, has the partition of Bengal been maintained to meet the desires 
of the Mussalmans ? Have they been granted a University which is in accord 
with their wishes ? Have they the privilege of separate representation 10 the 
Municipal Committees and District Boards ? The paper adds that if the facts 
enumerated do not answer the question it is impossible to see what others 0! 
their special claims have been conceded to. It says that, if the forelzn 
policy of England requires it, England’s ministers are at liberty to assume 
an attitude which may be detrimental to the political interests of the 
Mussalmans, but it would be quite unreasonable to suppose that such action 
would not rouse feelings of discontent among the Mussalmans ? 


The elaims of Mussalmans and 
the British Government. 
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The Asafa Gazelle urges the Government to kindly bestow attention to 
the abovementioned views of the Times. It adds that in spite of the fact that 
the British Cabinet has shown this indifference towards the Mussalmans vet 
the Government by their excellent and kind treatment have been able to 
keep steadfast the feelings of loyalty in the hearts of its Muslim subjects.

17, Writing on this subject, the Sadhvi, of the 27th June, observes :—It

proposed income-tax, es pag when they have the assurance already that 
the money thus raised will go for their own immediate advancement. 


48. Commenting ona recent speech of the Diwan of Mysore (on the 
12th June) the Dhanurdhari, of the 30th June, 
says:—As the Diwan has rightly observed, 
there are in all only 36 newspapers and periodicals in the State and even of 
this number, many are insignificant. But does it not devolve on the author- 
ities to enquire into the cause of such insignificance? No doubt it is 
partly to be explained by the fact that the responsible work of journalism is 
now handled by incompetent men merely asa means of cking out a livelli- 
hood; and unless taken up by highly educated men who are actuated by 
wnsclfish motives, journalism in Mysore will always remain open to this 
ccusure. ‘The work done by our neighbours in the Maharastra and Bengal 
at lcast ought to put us to shame and impel us to the service of the public. 
But we must not fail to mention here that cur Government too has to some 
extent contributed to this deplorable condition of journalism in the State by 
passing the Press law. With the passing of the Press law wost of the leading 
lieWspapers became defunct. We therefore earnestly hope that our present 
broad-minded Diwan will give careful consideration to the representations 
nade to him in the Representative Assembly and repeal the measure which 
his arrested the progress of journalism in Mysore. 


49. Commenting on the Government review of the annual report of the 
“a AB Revenue Commissioner of Mysore, the Vrittanta 
eu. merrane Administration Dgirika, of the 3rd July, writes :—lt is evident 
aso that all the revenue subordinates, from the

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audited. The work of collecting revenue was not satisfactory. Tio 
boundary marks of tanks, etc., were not gee! checked and inspection 
tours in villages were not regularly made. And the Government themsel\ ¢, 
have noted in their review that even some of the higher officials (includin. 
Deputy Commissioners and Sub-divisional officers) have been alike guilty oj 
this gross indifference and general neglect of duty. We wonder why there 
should be such inordinate delay even in the disposal ot darkhast application s, 
The result of this delay has been that there has latterly been no appreciab|e 
increase in the area under cultivation. Again when we hear that some of the 
J)eputy Commissioners finished off their jamabandi inspection in three to four 
days, it is easy to see with what amount of satisfaction this must have lee) 
done. In spite of express rules as to the length of the tours of officers over 
their respective divisions, not one of the officers has done his requisite touring : 
and the ryots of the country parts are thus deprived of one of the best means 
of representing their grievances, and their discontent is thus increased. 
Another extraordinary feature of the administration of Mysore recently 
discovered is that some of the most useful enactments of the State have been 
allowed to remain a dead Jetter. ‘Thus, it is two years since the Tanks 
Panchayat Regulation was passed and there has not yet been a single instance 
of its application. Again some of our correspondents are writing to us that in 
some places there is gambling in open market places even in the presence of 
the police and all this goes’ unpunished. Again there has been an enactment 
to prevent the use of false weights and measures which is so common every- 
where, as also a measure to prevent smoking among juveniles. But what 
practical benefit has been derived from all these enactments we have yet to 
see. We are thus constrained to remark that the Mysore Government takes 
a keener interest in the framing of new measures than in the strict enforcement 
of existing ones. 


VI.—MISCELLANEOUS. 


50. The Swadesamitran, of the 20th June, writes :—We wish to convey 
to our Viceroy the glad news that we heartily 
join in the greetings sent forth to him and 
Lady Hardinge throughout India today. When it was proposed by Lady 
Hardinge that the birthday of our Viceroy should be celebrated as a festive 
occasion by the children of India, no one would have expected that the 
celebrations would be so grand as is the case today. The birthday of Lord 
llardinge is being observed today as a festival from the largest town to the 
smallest village in India, including the Native States. It may be asked 
what our Viceroy has after all done to deserve his birthday being celebrated 
as a national festival by the people of this country. We will only bring to 
the mind of those, who think so, the words of Lord Hardinge, while he was 
still in bed, suffering from the effects of the outrage committed at Delhi, that 
he would not swerve in the least from his previous decision and that he had a 
faith in the future of India. It is but a laudable act on the part of India to 
celebrate the birthday of such a sympathetic Viceroy. Besides this, there 
are certain lasting benefits which he has conferred upon India. Firstly, even 
before he became the Viceroy of India, he did away with all possible fear of 
an invasion by Russia. Secondly, he created an opportunity, at the Durbar 
at Delhi, for the Indian people to have a look at their Sovereign and pay 
their faithful homage to him in person. Thirdly, he unsettled that settled 
fact, the partition of Bengal, and thereby appeased the Bengalees and made 
them feel sincerely grateful to their Sovereign. Fourthly, from the time he 
came to India, ‘he has had an eye upon the improvement of education and 
sanitation. ‘To be bricf, it must be stated that, since the advent of Lord 
Hardinge, a new era has been begun in the administrative policy in India.

Good news to Lord Hardinge.

English ofticials, who retire from 
high appointments 1 India, exercise a xood deal of influence in this country 
aii therefore English companies here will be really benefited by these officials 
heing in their directorate. So we think it is necessary that the Secretary of 
State for India should follow the example of the Colonial Secretary and make 


, rule that English officials retiring from high appointments in India should 
not be in the directorate of any English company in India. 


52. The Swadesamitran, of the 25th June, reports Lord Lamington 


| to have stated, before the East Indian Associa- 

<elf-consciousness of India. tion in London, that England’s work in 
India could not be said to be finished until India became capable of 
unanimously opposing @ foreign enemy and observes :—This view is quite 
correct. Ifthe Indians are to become capable of unanimously opposing a 
foreign enemy, they should become conscious of the fact that they form a single 
nation. ‘T'o enable them to have this self-consciousness, they should become 
one with the British Government, which rules over them, that is, the Indian 
representatives should become one with this Government. The fact that 
members from different Provinces now sit in the Imperial Legislative Council 
has created the consciousness that India is one country. Of course, this 
scli-consciousness is still in the initial stage. But even now, there is no 
doubt that the Indians will unanimously join the iritish in opposing a 
foreign enemy. If this self-consciousness is to become ripo, the British 
Government should not only bring about the union of the Indian people, but 
also refrain from treating the Indian sepoys as mere paid servants and raise 
them to the position of Colonel, General, etc., and make them independently 
lead armies during wars, so that they may begin to feel that on them also 
rests the responsibility of protecting the country. 


53. The Swadesamttran, of the 25th June, writes.—The Indian Emi- 
gration Act has, after all, been passed by the 
Union Parliament in South Africa. This 
Act was not published in any of the newspapers in India, though it contains 
provisions aflocting the Indians in South Africa, nor was any reference made to 
it in the Legislative Councils here. The British Minister seems to huve given 
his consent to it secretly. According to this Act, the Indians cannot move 
irom one province to another in South Africa, though there is no such 
restriction in the case of other races, who have settled there. It curtails to a 
yreat extent even the few privileges now enjoyed by the Indians. It has 
therefore caused great dissatisfaction among the Indians. But there seems to 
be no remedy for it except resorting to the method of passive resistance 
again. ‘lhe condition of the Indians in South Africa has been a source of 
disgrace and insult to the Indians generally for the last ten years or so. We 
have been dinning the Government of India and the British Government 
chough upon this subject and they say that they have done all that they 
could do for the Indians. Under these circumstances, we are afraid that there 
is nothing else for the Indians to do than to treat this as one of their standing 
yrievances and continue to agitate about it both in India and England. 


D4. The Kistna Patrika, of the 21st June, publishes a summary of the speech 
made by Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson on the 
occasion of a dinner in Simla and recapitulates 
the advice he proffered to the Indians then, that the British are naturally 
slow in effecting reform, that they cannot change their nature, that unless 
they ure convinced that a certain measure is beneficial they do not try to 
introduce it, and that therefore the Indians ought not to misconstrue any 
dilatoriness on the part of the British and feel disconcerted that their hopes are 
not realized. While appreciating the sincerity and candour of Sir Guy in 
lis statements, the paper observes that delay is dangerous and that the 
luitiution of measures after the ripe time for them is past may even be 
attended with evil consequences sometimes.

writes:—** There is an observation of the 
Chief Justice of Bengal, to which we have 
sn ady referred and which we may emphasize again, in his judgment in the 
dmeta Bazar Vatrika contempt case. It has reference to indiscriminate 
attacks on the Police. Such attacks, ifis Lordship said, have a tendency to 
mike the Police what they are depicted to be. Nobody, we are sure, wants 
the Police to be damned. Everybody, on the other hand, would be glad to 
see the Police improve. Whether persistent condemnation will ever improve 
any body of men, whether they will not, on the other hand, make them think 
that they must continue to be what they are isa question which presents little 
didicultv in answering. There was a time when nobody had a good word to 
sav of the Police. Everybody who said anything about the Police said 
what was uncomplimentary. Under such criticism the Police never felt an 
inducement to show an improved record. They knew that there was vo use 
of trying to conciliate their hostile crities. They pursued their own plan 
and methods without caring for those who said uncomplimentary things 
about them. Recently, however, the public attitude towards the Police has 
changed, though not in Bengal. In Bengal somchow the Police and people are 
at loggerheads. Both believe they are enemies ofeach other. But elsewhere 
we helieve there has been a rapid improvement in the relations between the 
Police and the people, and in the methods and means employed by the 
iormer. . . . « This confidence, we have no doubt, will grow with the 
growth of the Police under the new conditions. And the time does not 
secm to be far distant when the Police and the public will be found in active 
co-operation. After all, they have no conflicting interests. They are after 
the same end which is the common good of societv. . . . . Those who 
wish to see this improvement maintained cannot better help it than by show- 
inv a due appreciation of what is good and praiseworthy in the Police, and 
an open acknowledgment of that appreciation.”

Of course there are politicians 
and politicians. Some may be political firebrands who, destitute of judgment 
and without that clearness of vision which is essential to the formation of thia' 
judgment, may always be obstinately perverse and ignorantly obstinate. 
But the Calcutta gentlemen whose names were ejected by the Government 
could not be set down to belong to this objectionable class, for, were they 
of this category, a responsible body like the Calcutta University would not 
have recommended them for the lectureships.”’ 


The Government of India and 
the Calcutta University. 


In commenting on the proceedings of the special meeting of thie Senate 
of the Caleutta University, held recently to discuss the letter of the Govern- 
ment of India, regarding the University lecturers, the Madras Standard, ot the 
7th July, writes:—*‘ The resolutions passed at Saturday’s meeting of the 
Calcutta University Senate are highly satisfactory considering the is ses 
involved. The letter of the Government of India has been referred back tor 
reconsideration and they have also been asked to consult their law officers on 
the question of their authority to interfere in matters connected with the 
Calcutta University. . . . . Perhaps the most important speech of the 
day came from the Vice-Chancellor, the Hon’ble Justice Sir Ashutos! 
Mukharji. His speech exonerates the University from all odium tlirown 
upon it by the Government of India and the few facts placed by him betore 
the Senate show conclusively that the action of the Government was not 1! 
many cases above blame. They have been repeatedly guilty of delay ani 
yet they accused the University on thatscore. . . . . The action o! the 
Government has met with;Sir Ashutosh Mukharji’s unequivocal condemnatio. 
There is now left only one course for the Government and that 1 
acknowledge their mistake and withdraw the letter.” 
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Writing on this subject, the Indian Patriot, of the 7th July, Says :— Inpus Paemer, 
«The proceedings of the meeting of the Senate of the Calcutta University Jely Th i018. 
will certainly never remind His Excellency Lord Hardinge of the days when 
the announcement of the unsettling of a settled fact brought at his feet 
a united Bengal overflowing with love and gratitude. Public men like the 
Hon'ble Dr. Rash Behari Ghosh aud Bhupendra Nath Bose have come forward 
+. defend the rights of the University and the claims of scholarship from the 
invlorious attempt that has been made to pollute them with polities. Bengal, 
to judge from the voice that ariscs from the solemn stillness of the Senate, is 
in no peaceful mood. . . . . The University has been very badly 
treated, no consideration has been given to its difficulties, to its feelings, to 
its rights. The Hon’ble Justice Sir Ashutosh Mukharji’s vigorous vindication 
ot the University only places the Government of India in a more awkward 
position. It is nothing less than a veiled attack on the Government by the 
Vice-Chancellor, and pictures the educational department of the supreme 
(Government in an uncomplimentary fashion. . . . . We sincerely hope 
that the Hardinge spirit will once more assert itself. ‘This is not the time 
that India should witness a tug of war between Bengal leaders fighting for 
the right of the University and the claims of scholarship and the Government 
of India persisting in a mistake. We have no hesitation to call the attitude 
of the Government a mistake, justifiable only by the all-justifying explana- 
tion of prestige, after the story told by the Vice-Chancellor to a Senate that 
had assembled in no pleasant mood. ‘l’o those who had rallied round the 
insulted mother, the mother was telling in detail how she had been insulted — 
such is the picture that comes from the Calcutta University. Right and 
justice are on the side of Dr. Rash Behari and Bengal, and a Government 
that would set itself against right and justice must be prepared to be described 
in the violent terms that a Bombay paper has been forced to describe it 

What did Bengal do that it should have been dragged trom its 
peacetul home and beaten until the screams of its leaders bring once more 
the unforgettable atmosphere of the partition of Bengal? . . . . The 
Government of Bengal is with Bengalecs. What Lord Mardinge was to 
Bengal when he demolished the partition, Lord Carmichael is to Bengal when 
he agrees to the affiliation of the college and to the appointment of lecturers. 
Th result, therefore, of any persistency in the mistake already made will be 
to openly set Bengal against an arrangement that keeps a reactionary Govern- 
ment over the head of a popular Government. It may not be casy for 
Lord Hardinge to throw overboard his colleagues ; it will not be possible for 
pillars of Liberalism like Lord Carmichael to submit to the rule of sun-dried 
hureauerats. . . . . The Government of India has, without doubt, 
asstuned an impossible position, and we find no way for it to get out of if 
execpt by making a frank confession. Never was the Government brought 
down to so indefensible a position as in the present connection, and it is to 
be regretted that Lord Hardinge’s state of health has been such as to compel 
him toleave to less responsible men the more important functions and 
responsibilities of Government. A man in a weak state of health is naturally 
unable to effectively prevent the excesses of his associates, and Lord 
Hirdinge’s health has not recovered from the great strain to which it was 
subjected recently. That, we believe, is the explanation ot the surprises 
Wiich have been sprung upon the country by the Government of India; for 
oi no other hypothesis can we account for what has happened.”

England. Evidently the Senate are not going to take it lying down, wiile 
the Government on their part would claim the right of interfering with the 
selection of University lecturers for which they give a grant, if the men 
selected do not meet with their approval. The tone of the Government's 
letter to the Senate is not calculated to smoothen matters, and the Vice. 
Chancellor’s speech at the meeting clearly reflected the feeling of the Senate. 
‘The question is, whether the Government are competent to veto 
the nominations of University lecturers made by the Senate. Apparently 
the Government hold to the view that as they make a grant towards tie 
payment of the lecturers, they must have a voice in their selection and they 
have a right to draw their pen across names which they consider undesirable. 
And the Senate think that because the Government made a grant they cannot 
presume to override the Senate’s judgment on a purely academic matter and 
talk of condoning irregularities and things of that kind. Now that matters 
have gone so far, it is best a decision 1s come to, regarding the relation of 
the Universities to the Government, so that neither the one nor the other may 
overstep their limits and claim rights which are not theirs by statute.”

The Boards do not put up distress signals ; their re- 

presentations are lifeless ; they show no such righteous discontent as would 

attract the deserving help from Government. This is not an attitude which 

we should expect of these ‘‘ representative bodies ” as our District Boards aré 
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styled by official authorities. An instructive comparison may be instituted 
petween District Board budgets and Municipal budgets. The Municipal 
Councils are also suffering from financiai depression but their budget reports 
are more lively. ‘They seldom hesitate to express their needs in appropriate 
language. For, their voice is not very much strangled with the red tape. 
The District Board budgets form an arid desert of indifferent figures which 
draw little of human sympathy. A lively representation like that of the 
Bellarv Board for the current year is but an oasis in the desert. ae 
In the vast wilderness of inanimate budgets, one human voice breaks the 
silence- _the voice of the Sanitary Commissioner. We hear beam at every 
turn protesting, requesting, condemning and complaining. . . . . The 
Sanitary Commissioner rightly lays emphasis on the necessity for protected 
wells in the villages. Public health deserves rreater consideration than it 
obtains... Some suitable arrangement by which local Boards and 
Municipalities may be enabled to extend their resources to meet their grow- 
iy expenditure, 18 an imperative necessity and it behoves the representatives 
of the people to press the subject on the attention of the proper authorities.”

If ‘Tondiarpet is the dirtiest 
lace in Madras, the Corporation will send to it the sewage and the rubbish 
ot the whole city, so that the incinerators may take care of the air above and 
the sewage farm the air below. If Chintadripet is the thickest and narrowest 
path of the tram car, the President of the Corporation will put in more

Inotan Parnion, 8. ‘he following appears in the Jndian Patriot, of the 9th July —_ 
July Oh, 1918. ‘‘The Forest Committee found that the only 
solution to the crushingly innumerable furs 
grievances was a forest panchayat. Had there been any other alternative 
the Llorne committee would not have made recommendations which }ja\, 
come somehow to be associated with the political agitator. The committe 
found everywhere the poor pressed down by Jawlessness, suffering 11.5 
acutely, feeling most intently. To have gone into their midst, to have seep 
them and heard them, was to be touched to the heart by human suffering 
and misery. Mr. Horne could no more forget the scenes he passed through 
than, for instance, Mr. Kesava Pillai. And we had the very significant 
recommendation, preceded by explanatory notes on village life, of a forest 
panchayat. ‘That recommendation has not yet been acted upon. After the 
evidence we had, after the voice of woe that rose thickly from the interior 
one would have thought that a hundred forest panchayats would have risen 
wherever there were forests and villages. Forest grievances being whit 
they are, and the solution of those grievance being what is recommended by 
the committee, it is inexplicable why there should be so much delay. ‘The 
(yovernment cannot say there is not suffering. The Government must 
acknowledge that there is suffering of a very acute kind. A remedy has 
been suggested. It is the duty of the authorities to apply this remedy, or to 
tind out some other remedy. The urgent nature of the forest case does not 
admit of even a moment’s delay.”

Masaie Gusnane, 9. In a leader under the heading ‘‘Mr. Montagu’s ignorance,” the 
July 7th, 1918. Madras Standard, oi the 7th July, writes :— 
‘‘Tn response to a question by Mr. U’Grady 

on the recent proceedings against the Amrita 
Ba:ar Patrika, Mr Montagu gave the following answer :—‘ It is stated in the 
Press that the Amrita Bazar Patrika has been called upon to deposit 
security under the Press Act in consequence of its comments on the matter 
of the Jagatsi Asram, and has also been summoned for contempt by 
the Calcutta High Court for comments on a pending prosecution for conspi- 
racy at Barisal. The Secretary of State has seen the article in question, but 
has no further information. It is open to the editor of the paper to appeal 
against the order of the Bengal Government as regards finding security to 
the Calcutta High Court, which is reported to have summoned him for con- 
tempt of court on its own initiative in the second case.’ In the last sentence 
Mr. Montagu makes two assertions both of which are false. It is a pity that 
he should have been mistaken even in regard to an important provision of the 
Press Act. Tle is labouring under the misconception that an appeal can be 
preferred against the order of the Government to deposit a security, which Is 
unfortunately not the case. It is true there is a provision in the Act. for an 
appeal to the High Court; but such a step is possible only when the security 
is forfeited to the Government and not when the security is asked from 
the journal. ‘This ignorance on the part of the Under Secretary of State: 
rather strange when we consider the advertisement which this provision of the 
Press Act received at the hands of Lord Minto in England. . . . . [he 
second mistake which the Under Secretary commits in that reply is in regard 
to the action that was taken against our contemporary. Mr. Montagu states 
that the editor of the Amrita Bazar Patrika was summoned for contempt of 
court on the initiative of the High Court. We do not know whence be 
derived this precious information and no one in India need be told that the 
High Court did not at all contemplate such a step. In fact, when the 
Advocate-General on June 6th, appeared before the Chief Justice with his 
application to issue summons for contempt of court, the latter insisted 0”

revretted that an official of the importance of the Under Secretary of State, 
the sole authority on Indian affairs in the House of Comimons, should be so 
‘uorant of the real state of affairs in India. . . . . In the case of 
Mr. Montagu, events in India have taken such a turn that he will soon find 
the {ality of the second remark in his reply to Mr. O'Grady. But. in regard 
tthe Press Act he will not perhaps improve his inadequate knowledge of its 
provisions and nothing but harm can result out of such a misconception, 
especially since the present Under Secretarv of State is imbued with many 
truly’ liberal principles in his attitude toward this country.” 


10, In commenting on the speech delivered by Colonel Giffard, c.s.1., 
I.M.S., at the inauguration of the Giffard school 
at the Maternity Hospital, Madras, recently, 
the /ndian Patriot, of the 9th July, says :— 
‘In the course of a speech characterized by his 
sparkling wit and stern array of facts, Lieutenant-Colonel Giffard drew the 
curtain up over a tragic scene in the life of the females in this Presidency — 
th: medical aid available at childbirth, . . . . Amid the alarming 
scenes portrayed by one of the most experienced medical men in the Presi- 
dency, it is sad to recall that we have only one medical institution, from 
which the band of doctors must go to stem the appalling loss of life and health 
in women and children all over the Presidency. . . . . ‘There is no use 
of depending on one medical school to meet the situation. ‘There is no use 
in calling a nation dirty and ignorant. ‘There is no use in laughing at old 
practices, necessitated by poverty. Neither is there any use, we think, in 
wishing that superfluous wealth will flow towards midwifery schools. Either 
the Government must prove that the figures quoted by Dr. Giffard are false, 
or must prove that the true situation pictured by Dr. Giffard can be effectually 
met by the Dr. Giffard medical school. If the Government cannot do cither 
of these, then there is one alternative to its confession of utter helplessness to 
mevt the situation—to take in hand the existing materials and improve them. 
This latter measure will have the advantage of being practical, and beyond 
the icy borders of dreamy hopes unrealizable for another hundred years. 
= The thousands of villages in the Presidency must go on as they 
have done hitherto, the only satisfaction being that one school exists in Madras 
fron which it is hoped the relief will flow. The problem of childbirth in 
India will never be solved by piling up all our hopes on one school or by 
sipping the finger at the dirt and superstition of the people. It must be 
solved by a right straight move, the resolution that the horrors painted in 
ilarming colours by the Doctor shall cease to be. If we are dirty, try to give 
us enough to be clean ; if we are dirty by instinct, give us education to forget 
that instinct ; if a barbarous people can never be taught the advantages of 
cleanliness, then nothing is gained by painting a dark picture.”

He is the embodiment of all that is noble 
in British character, of all that is great in British statemanship. Alike by 
his utterances as by his actions he has proved himself to be a genuine friend 
and well-wisher of India and this fact has been recognized by ulmost «i! 
Indian public men. . . . . From this brief survey of events, our readers 
will gather that Lord Hardinge is a ruler of the most progressive type and 
that he has come to widen the bounds of Indian freedom in as constitutional 
a manner as is possible under the present circumstances. That the hand of 
the assassin which threw the bomb on His Excellency was impelled only by 
a mal and insensate force few sane Indians now doubt. The outrage lias 
only broadened popular affection for the great Viceroy and increased lis 
popularity. The birthday festivities which were recently being held 
different parts of India from Cashmere to Cape Comorin should be sufficien' 
to bring home to the minds of our rulers that a kind and sympathetic ruler 
evokes a kind and sympathetic feeling throughout India. The secret ot 
controlling the Indian masses thus seems to lie in that one fact, almost 
magical in its ‘effects, * sympathy’. And Lord Hardinge, of all, has given 
practical proots of it towards India. [ven when he was passing through a 
period of intcensest physical suffering and mental agony, as a result of the 
outrage, his love of ‘India did not slacken; nor did one unkind word escape 
him. He is the most dearly loved and popular political figure in Indi 
the present moment and it is our wish and hope that he will remain long wit!

Let the Government also 
warn them that they will not be allowed to touch at any of the Indian ports 
intl they would freely condescend to provide passage to any Indians going 
‘) (an da without the slightest hitch. By doing so Ilis Majesty’s Indian 
subjects will be quite protected and the shipping companies will come to their 
slises and will learn a lesson. Another unjust restriction which presses 
heavily upon Indians is contained in the provisions of Order P.C. 926, also 
ot May 9th, 1910:—* No immigrant of Asiatic origin shall be permitted to 
vnter Canada woless in actual and personal possession in his or her own right 
»t two hundred dollars, unless such person is a native or subject of an Asiatic 
country in regard to which special statutory regulations are in force or 
with which the Government of Canada has made a special treaty, agreement 
vrconvention.’

I.—Forericn Pourtics. 


13. The Swadesamitran, of the 3rd July, observes :—-Those who expected 
the condition of Turkey to improve after the 
war are bound to be dissappointed. It is not 
quite clear how far her position in Europe has been affected by the peace 
recently concluded. Anyhow, if Turkey is to give away to the Balkan 
States all the places conquered by the latter, only Constantinople and a few 
yer s of land round it will be left for her and she will have to be content 
hereafter with this and her territories in Asia. But we doubt if Turkish 
tatesmen nave got sufficient political insight and wisdom to rule over even 
this small kingdom ng avoiding internal dissensions and interference 
from outside. It is clear that there are now two parties in Turkey—one that 
brought about the murder of Nazim Pasha and the ‘other that recently 
avenged the same by assassinating Shefkat Pasha. The latter party seems 
ty have tried a number of persons for the assassination of their leader and 
ordered twelve important individuals to be beheaded in a public place. ‘This 
has enraged many people and it is not improbable that this provocation mav 
prove to be the basis for further feuds between the two parties. 

From a recent telegram we learn that the ‘Turkish treasury is empty and 
tliat the Government has decided to sell away several lands owned by it. It 
appears some ministers and some other high officials have not been paid their 
siluries from March last. This Government has already borrowed monev at 
b per cent. interest, on the security of its revenue from customs duties. ‘The 
very fact that it had to pay such a heavy interest shows that foreign banks 
dio not set a high value upon its securities. ‘Therefore, if Turkey tries to 
raise any further loan, the lenders may not only demand that the Govern- 
ment revenues should stand as security for the loan, but may also claim a 
control in the matter of spending the amount so lent. It is only borrowing 
on such terms that has given an undue influence to foreigners in Persia and 
Kevpt. This will be a proper juncture for Kngland to extend a helping 
hind to Turkey and we hope she will do so and please the Indian Muham.- 
madans,

oly in the mediation of the other Powers of Europe. The paper thinks that 
though this disturbance looks small, it may lead to great wars among 
Furopean States, 


20. The Desabhimani, of the 6th July, has an article on the current topics of 
the day in which it writes :—“ Alas! the strength 
of the ‘lurks is gone. ‘They have struggled to 
kevp up their honour. They said they were ag to lose their lives and 
pulled their beards. But what was destined to happen has come about. 
They have bid good-bye to their European possessions ; but now they fall 
out among themselves and may even lose their Asiatic territories. All 
depends on the merey of the great Powers of the world. 

Troubles are closing in upon Japan, a great Power, in the western 
Cuntiuents. An Act has been passed in California to prohibit the Japancse 
1ton settling permanently in that State. On hearing this the whole of Japan 
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is astir as if by an earthquake. They have sent protests to America. They 
have threatened to appeal to arms. All the same, our Jot overtakes them {;, 
having been born in Asia. It remains to be seen what further developments 
ensue.”

; roblem” writes :—It is to be deeply regrott: 

The South African problem. that the Indian Emigration Act A nate 
the Royal assent on the 21st instant and is to be put into force on the 1st day 
of August. ‘The hopes of the Indians have been shattered and the wishes 6; 
the Government of India have been disregarded. There is no hope: and 
there is no one to stop the welling flood of tears of the Indians in Sout), 
Africa when [mperor George himself who has so much sympathy and 
affection for India had to give his assent to this most cruel Act. This Act is 
rendered more hard than that of 1911 and takes away even the few privileges 
which the Indians in Cape Colony and Natal possess. It is loudly proclaimed 
that the Indians are british citizons. ‘There is no greater occasion {or 
sorrow than when such British citizens are treated with disrespect: in the 
British Empire itself. It is very difficult to define British citizenship when 
the Indians are not allowed to step into the British Colony of Australia, when 
no heed is paid to the plaintive cries of the Indians in Morrison Islands, when 
the Indians are prohfbited from taking their wives to Canada and when they 
are subjected to such humiliations in South Africa. Apparently the British 
Parliament are utterly helpless in this matter. Otherwise it is inexplicable 
how our most beloved King-Emperor could have the heart to assent to this 
iniquitous measure. It seems that the Indians in South Africa will now 
renew passive resistance under the leadership of Mr. Gandhi and it remains 
to be seen how long these poor Indians would be tortured by the South 
African Government. This Act until it is repealed would be a standing 
insult. to the respect of the Indians and a menace to the stability of the British 
kmpire. The country which has given birth to such humanitarians as 
Burke, Bright. Gladstone and Ripon cannot long treat this outrage with 
indifference. It ‘is therefore incumbent on the Indians to pray for the 
sympathy of the Knglish people and to record their resentment at this 
outrage in public meetings all over the country until the grievance is 
redressed. The Government of India should also honestly express its 
disapprobation of the measure in clear and unmistakable terms. 


22. The Desamata, of the 2nd July, in its leading article on ‘ the South 
African Immigration Act” deeply regrets to 
note that this unjust Act has received tli 
3 Royal assent on the 21st of last month in spite 
of the promises of the ministers and the plaintive cries of the Indians who 
complained bitterly at the injustice of the measure. The wonderful fortitude 
with which the Indians put up with insult and disgrace and the utter selfless- 
ness with which they opposed passive resistance to oppression havecall 
resulted in the creation of this stringent Act which curtails even the few 
privileges that they now possess. The paper doubts if another recourse to 
passive resistance, as threatened by Mr. Gandhi, could serve to mend. the 
situation when the British rulers have no sympathy for the Indians and the 
whites of South Africa are devoid of the sense of justice. It is quite against 
the wishes of the world and of his subjects that the Emperor himself should 
accord his sanction to this exercise of tyranny over his subjects in his own 
Kmpire. ‘The paper hopes that the Government of India will take steps t 
safeguard the liberties of their citizens by making proper representations tv 
the British ministers and the Emperor and exposing the gravity 0! the 
situation. It exhorts all the Indians to agitate constitutionally till an equal 
treatment of the Indian with the European is secured.

24. The Kistna Patrika, of the Sti July, in a leader under this heading 
says :—The world and particularly the Euro- 
pean States doubted the sincerity of the 
Kalkan compact of 1912 which was meant to be for their self-preservation of 
these Balkan States, until their righteous indignation at the misrule of 
Turkey has burst with the terrific force of a volcanic eruption. ‘The war 
was begun with the avowed object of securing self-sovernment to Macedonia 
and the union of the Balkan States was maintained till ‘Turkey was chased 
awiv from Europe. The hollowness of their original compact and the 
natural selfishness of these states are disclosed, now that they fight over the 
partition of Turkish territory among themselves. It is impossible to 
conjecture what magnitude this new war may assume. We doubt if the 
Turks will keep quiet at this juncture without rousing themselves into 
another burst of furv. 


25. The Aistna Patrika of the Sth vuly has a cartoon on the ‘f ‘Turks’ 
Departure from Europe ” in which it writes :— 
‘Who can escape destiny? What is sown 
must be reaped. Without any religious toleration we persecuted the Chris- 
tians. Unmaindful of the need of education we steeped our subjects in igno- 
rinve, Missing both this world and the other we have become the laughing- 
stork of the world. There is no place for us in the ever-progressive 
Europe. Not changing with times we assumed we have hopelessly stag- 
uated. We go to drag on our existence in Asia somehow like bats hidiug in 
mountain caves.”

(6) Courts, 


26. In commenting upon the decision of the Privy Council in the Pondi 
murder case, the Swadesamitran, of the 45th 
July, savs:—Mr. Norton, who appeared for 
tle accused in this case, writes to the Englishman ot Calcutta that the 
Sessions Judge of ‘Tanjore, who originally tried this case, was a young man 
having nO experience in criminal cases, that, even in the High Court, 
Mr. Justice Bakewell, who upheld the conviction of the lower court, though 
i Barrister, had no criminal experience and that a rich man was sentenced 
to leath on acccunt of the inefficiency of these two judges. It is no doubt 
true that the inexperience and inefficiency of judges in India leads to many 
dificulties. We may hope that this will be remedied in a way by the recom- 
intndations of the Public Service Commission. Leaving this alone, there are 
certain other points also which have to be considered in this case. An inno- 
vent woman has been murdered and the murderer has not yet been detected. 
Then again, the man, who was till now believed to be the murderer, was 
thle to prove his innocence, because he was rich and spent an enormous 
amount. What would have been his fate if he had been poor’ It 1s to be 
noted that in this case permission to appeal to the Privy Council was not 
zrinted by the High Court and the Government also tried to prevent the 
Privy Couneil cranting the same, by sending a Barrister to England specially 
tor this purpose. ‘Thus it is only the rich and not the poor that are able to 
obtain justice easily. So it is but fair to expect the Government to make 
some arrangement whereby poor people also will be able to reach the highest 
‘rivunal, for the purpose of obtaining justice, at least in cases of murder, 
Without spending much money. 
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27. Commenting on the work of criminal courts in our Presidency. si, 
Sasileiha, of the 8th July, remarks rk. 
work of these criminal courts is far from }eino 
satisfactory and poor innocent people are greatly harassed by the police an, 
the Sub-Magistrates. In 1912 only %:)4 per cent. of the accused in polic. 
cases were found to be guilty, while 52°8 per cent. were declared innocen 
If the police and the Sub-Magistrates had acted judiciously a great dea! ,,; 
worry in the shape of arrests, etc., to which these innocent souls have |v), 
subjected might have been saved. The saddling of Magistrates with ex... 
tive duties necessitates great delays in criminal enquiries. The figures j.,; 
1912 show an average of 14—18 days as the period of enquiry. The number 
of juvenile offenders was 278 of whom 109 are girls below the age ot 15. 
Section 562 of the Criminal Procedure Code permits the discharge of this, 
girls on a due delivery of them into the control of their parents «yi 
guardians. It is to be regretted that many Magistrates have not paid atten. 
tion to this section. Onthe whole it is clear that the criminal administratio), 
in this Presidency is not so satisfactory as the civil. The cause of this |i-s 
in the fact that the Mayistrates are not so learned as the Civil Judges and ar: 
further saddled with executive functions. We pray that the Government 
will pay heed to the suggestions of the Indian National Congress and other 
public bodies regarding this matter and take steps to reform the administra- 
tion of criminal justice. 


Criminal courts. 


28. Commenting on the “ Amrita Bazar Patrika contempt case” tli 
_  Desamata, of the 9th July, remarks that the 
The Amrita Bazar Patrika defeat of the Government of Bengal in this 
contempt enee. vase signifies the preservation, to some extent, 
of the freedom of the Press. The Calcutta High Court and its Chief Justice 
Sir Lawrence Jenkins have already won a widespread reputation as the 
guardians of popular rights. ‘lhe decision in this case has the effect ot 
creating the greatest public confidence in British justice. The Government - 
of Bengal have also to be thanked as they have made it possible to definitely 
assert the freedom of the Press, though the action brought by them against 
the Patrika has been to curtail such freedom. 


(d) Education. 


29. The Swadesamitran, of the 4th July, writes:—However mucli tlie 

. Government of India may evince an interest 
The Government of India and jn higher education, it cannot hide its leaning 
mygner ecuention. towards the narrow views of the bureaucracy. 
It often shows a tendency to interfere unnecessarily with the powers of the 
Provincial Governments and the Universities and curtail their liberty. ‘lls 
has been recently illustrated in Bengal, where a certain decision of the 
Calcutta University in connection with higher education, approved by the 
Government of Bengal, has been annulled by the Government of India. 
Dr. Suhrawady and Mr. Rasul were two of the lecturers appointed for the 
ensuing year by the University of Calcutta and this was approved by the 
Government of Bengal. But the Government of India has ordered the 
omission of the names of these two gentlemev from the list of University 
lecturers, on the ground that they have been taking active part in recent 
political movements. ‘This has raised the question as to how far the action 
of the Government of India inthis matter is constitutional. The fact that 
men of the stamp of Mr. Bupendranath Basu, Dr. Rash Behari Ghosh and 5r 
yurudas Bannerjea have given notice to the Registrar of the University that 
they would move resolutions criticizing the action of the Government ot India 
raises a doubt as to the propriety of the procedure now adopted by this 
Government. First of all, is it true that these gentlemen took an active par! 
in political movements against the Government ? Public opinion in Calcutta, 
however, seems to deny this. _ Secondly, there is the question whether the tact 
that they took part in political movements can be sufficient ground tor the 
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Government of India to interfere with the powers of the Calcutta University 
and the Government of Bengal. The public of Calcutta seem to think that it 
cannot be. . 

The Government of India has unnecessarily interfered like this even in 
another ease. The Government of Bengai was requested to permit the 
Ananda Mohan College at Meimensing to be raised to a first-grade college 
and this request was granted. But the Government of India has now 
revented this without mentioning any reason. ‘his has also raised a 
constit utional question. 

lord Hardinge has acquired the reputation of being very zealous in the 
matter of improving education in India We do not knuw how such a zealous 
man permitted the Government of India to interfere in these two cases. 
Moreover, it was Lord Hardinge and the other members of the Government 
ot India, who stated in their Despatch to the Secretary of State in 1911, that 
the correct policy of the Indian administration would be to grant greater 
freedom to the Provincial Governments, and this was approved by Lord 
(rewe and His Majesty. The present action of the Government of India is 
quite contrary to this dictum. However much our Legislative Councils 
might have improved and whatever change there may be in the nature of the 
officials, we are sorry to note that the narrow views of the bureaucracy have 
not changed with the times. 


30. The Andhraprakasika, of the 9th July, in its leader headed “ The 
School Final System ” remarks that it has been 
introduced in place of the Matriculation exa- 
mination and dilates on the evils that it has already given rise to. The old 
Mutriculation certificate was definite and unyuestionable. Under the old 
system there was no room for recommendation. But under the new system 
the discretion that is vested in the Principals for the admission of students in 
their colleges is apt to be abused. The standard of merit which each boy 
should possess varies with each college, as also from vear to year. Also 
Principal attaches importance to certain subjects while another is favourably 
inclined to others. There is also much room for personal influences and 
recommendations. ‘hese lead to a confusion und chaos among the expecta- 
tions of the student, who leaves his school and flits from college to college in 
hopes of securing a seat somewhere, but, being disappointed everywhere, 
returns to his school to find that he has missed his seat for a supplementary 
course, The authorities are requested to prescribe a definite standard of 
merit to obviate this undesirable state of things. 


31. The Desamata, of the 9th July, in its leader on the “ Calcutta Univer- 
sity” remarks that the educational reforms 
introduced by Lord Curzon have given a great 
voice for the Government in the affairs of the University to the detriment of 
public opinion. Now the order of the Government of India for the removal 
ot three eminent educationists from the list of special lecturers of the Calcutta 
University, on the ground that these men have recently taken part in political 
mutters, has the effect of curtailing another privilege of the University. ‘T'wo 
of them are Muhammadan leaders who command great public confidence in 
Benwal. ‘The other is a great scholar of history and it is not known how he 
isumeeted with politics. ‘These gentlemen are the accredited friends of the 
country and do not appear to have imparted any objectionable teaching to 
stulents, They are as loyal to the Crown as they are lovers of the country. 
Che disregard which the Government of India has shown to them makes 
wiv connection with politics culpable. Students of English History may well 
couveive how the British public will welcome the idea that ‘such persons as 
Lord Curzon and Lord Roseberry, who carry on keen fights in polities every 
day. are unfit to lecture to students. Though India is not Mngland, human 
witure is the same everywhere. The Senate of the ‘Calcutta University in 
Which Dr. Rash Behari Ghose, Sir Gurudas Banerjce, Bhupendranath Basu 
and tue Viee-Chaneellor are prominent members have proposed resolutions 
¢\pressing their opinions on the order of the Government. As it is quite 
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against the traditions of the British rulers, who have always shown sympathy 
for popular rights, to interfere with the privileges of the University ;, 
educational matters and order the removal of all political workers fro: th. 
field of education, the paper prays that the Viceroy may kindly reconsider 
the matter and win the gratitude of the public by revoking the pr sent 
order. 


VomxsLioans Pararxs, $2. The Vokkaligara Patrike, of the 2nd July, * writes :—In connection 
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with the proposal to start two new universitic< 
one at Dacca and the other at Patna, it is urged 
in some quarters that a university should be established at Delhi as wel}. 
When we see that each of these new provincial cities is given a university, js 
it not obyious that the new Imperial Capital will not be suffered to go without 
one? So then, who would object to a separate university for Mysore’ We 
are surprised, at this juncture, to hear a cry in some newspaper that the 
present condition of Mysore does not permit of such an institution. We, on 
our part, should like to see almost every principal city in India endowed with 
4 university of its own. May education proceed on its onward march of 
progress! And may every Indian thus develop his true personality !

(e) Local und Municipal. 


33. In an article on this subject, the Mitakarini, of the 6th July, says 
that fires have of late been of very frequent 
occurrence in this town of Ellore, and many a 
poor people are nelpless and without shelter. Why the Municipality of the 
place neglect to provide this place with a fire-engine gives room for comment. 
‘The paper puts them in mind of their duty and hopes that a fire-engine will 
be immediately supplied to ward off this danger. 


34. A correspondent to the Desamaia, of the 9th July, in an article on 
2S the ‘‘ Grievance of the Board schoolmaster” 
Grievance of the Board sehool- yemarks that these low-paid schoolmaster 

a have not their salaries disbursed regularly and 
cites cases of such irregularity in the Cocanada Taluk office. He says that 
the l'aluk office is too much burdened with other heavy work to attend to 
this complaint of the schoolmaster and that an appeal to the departmental 
heads is punished as ‘direct correspondence.” He remarks that it 1s 
iniquitous fer high salaried officers, who receive their pay on the first day ot 
every month, to be unmindful of this hardship of the poor schoolmaster. |i 
is stranve that such irregularities should also occur when the Presidents of 
Taluk Boards are nen without other engagements. 


(h) Railways. 


35. The Dravidabhimani, of the 4th July, writes:—The parties most 
benefited by the railways in India are the 
companies which manage them. Though the 
people derive some advantages from these railways, the hardships they lave 
to suffer very often more than counterbalance these advantages. Our readers 
ure aware Of the terrible disaster which occurred at Mangapatnam some 
years ago. We now hear of another serious accident in Northern India. It 
secms a train proceeding from Ontal to Scindia fell into the river Salgo neat 
the ‘Tuprajpur railway station. ‘The railway bridge on this river had been 
washed away by a flood some hours before the disaster and there was no one 
near the bridge to communicate this information to the next station. Sot 
goes without saying that this accident is due entirely to the neglect vu! the 
railway authorities. If they had taken the precaution of keeping watchmen 
at every bridge, to give information regarding its condition in times o! flood, 
this disaster could have been averted. So, we hope the Government will soon 
hold an independent enquiry into the cause of this accident and insist on the 
Railway Companies taking sufficient precaution to prevent the recurrence ot 
such accidents.

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(k) General. 


st. The Swadesamitran, of the 28th June, writes :--The London Times 
starr expenditese in Indie. complains that the Yovernment of India is not 
) devoting as much attention to the defence of 
-.. country as it does in the case of education and sanitation and observes 
tat it will be neglecting one of its foremost responsibilities, if it rrudges to 
cpease-its expenditure for the defence of the country on account of its 
having to incur heavy expenses on other matters. This makes us guess that 
‘Je committee recently appointed by the Government to consider about the 
military expenditure in India has recommended a reduction of the same. 
yhups it is the fear that this recommendation may be acted upon that has 
ude this paper suggest even an increase in the military expenditure. India 
is already spending enough of money on the army and any further increase 
in this expenditure wall be too heavy a burden for her to bear. ‘The memory 
at the mutiny of 1807 always makes the Times and other Auglo-Indian papers 
alvocate a reduction of the Indian section of the army and an increase of 
‘le British section. But we would assure the Government that the Indians 
ire ever ready to lose their lives in protecting the British Empire and this 
nus heen proved on many occasions. There are crores of people in India 
who are prepared to join the army and fight for the protection of their 
country and the British Empire and yet it is Englishmen who hold the 
higlier appointments in every regiment now. If these are replaced by 
Indians, the present military expenditure will be reduced by more than half. 
Indians are not wanting in strength or valour, and it will not be self-praise 
to say that they are equal to and even superior to the Englishmen in every 
respect. But they have not been given any opportunity to show their 
capability. Experience shows that, if enlisted in the army, they prove to be 
ss cficient as the whites. France has, for example, been recently forming 
reviments of negroes and giving them the same training that is given to the 
ldiers. In reply to a question by a British Colonel, the French Commander 
appears to have stated that the negroes, though black in colour, are in no way 
uiterior to. the whites and, if properly treated, they are more faithful than 
the latter. Though the Gévernment of India and the British statesmen may 
not be prepared to reduce the strength of the British element in the army, 
we sincerely hope that they will at least try to prevent any addition to this 
element hereafter, by enlisting Indians whenever possible and thus reduce 
‘he military expenditure. 


‘7. In commenting on the discussion in the House of Commons about 
the Oudh murder case, the Swadesamitran, of 
the 2nd July, observes :-—One point on which 
mitch stress was laid during this discussion is that the appeal for mercy 
vilmitted by the accused in this case to the Viceroy was not sent up by the 
Livutenant-Governor. At present there is no rule insisting upon the local 
(Governments forwarding such appeals to the Viceroy. It appears the law, as 
it stands at present, permits an accused sentenced to death to be hanged even 
before Ins appeal for mercy is sent to the Viceroy and a reply is received. 
Thus the local Governments happen to be the final authorities even in cases 
in which a sentence of death is passed, and it is but fair that they should be 
made to wait till a reply is received from the Viceroy to the appeal submitted 
tv the accused in such cases and then give effect to the sentence. 


38. The Lokopakari, of the 7th July, welcomes the appointment of Rao 
Sahib B. Kandasami Mudaliyar as the Assist- 
ant Presidency Postmaster, Madras, and 
7 observes :——It is really gratifying to see that 
the Government has begun to confer some of the higher appointments in the 
Vostal department upon the Indians.

What the minors require is a close association witl 
ordinary folk, an experience of the actual wants of their tenants, a good 
knowledge of agricultural matters and an insight into the rights and customs 
of the people. ‘To attain this object the best course would be to educate 
them in ordinary colleges where common people are taught, to make them 
undergo a course of instruction in the Agricultural College, Coimbatore. and 
to allow them sufficient opportunities to mix with ordinary people in daily 
life. Such being the case the paper doubts whether the solicitude of the 
court to exempt their wards from keeping terms in colleges is after all 
desirable.

societies” observes that one of the great benefits 
conferred by the Government upon the people 
ot this Presidency 18 the establishment of co-operative credit system in the 
country, @ potent factor in mitigating mutual hatred and promoting mutual 
respect and confidence among the people. But the system has not, as vet, 
male any great advance, there being at present only one credit society 
ior forty villages on an average. The burden of developing this system 
rests with the Government and the Registrar of Co-operative Societies has 
also remarked in his report that the Government should in no way discourage 
the establishment of credit societies, when applications for the same are 
received from the people. The Board is of opinion that many evils have 
crept into the working of the system owing to the increase of the number of 
societies and the consequent want of sufficient inspecting staff. ‘he Govern- 
ment have disagreed with the Board and have expressed their opinion that 
there should be as little interference us possible, and that after awakening 
sullicient interest the whole concern may be left in the hands of the people. 
The proposal of the Hon’ble Mr. Srinivasa Sastri for sanctioning a further 
sun of Rs. 7,200 in this year’s budget to provide for a sufficient number of 
Inspectors to supervise over these societies has been rejected by the Govern- 
ment who, however, promised to grant such funds as are required by the 
Registrar. ‘The Registrar immediately thereupon spoke about this matter, 
but has not made a request for money. He says that there are other causes 
than the want of a proper inspecting staff that prevent the creation of new 
ev-operative societies. ‘The paper is at a loss to know what these causes are. 


44. A correspondent in the Manoruma, of the 4th July, writes under the 
heading “Slave Trade” about the practice 
of recruiting coolies for tea plantations — at 
Moonnar, Cholamala and other places. It is 
stated that some scamps enter the estates as labourers, get into the favour of 
the managers and receive sums up to Rs. 50 as advance for the supply of 
coolies on their executing a bond for the amounts. Generally, in the first 
instance, they carry out the terims of their contract faithfully and supply 
coolies, But on the next occasion they ask for and obtain a larger amount 
on bond and decamp with it. ‘The managers hold the coolies already supplied 
ly the agent responsible for the amount advanced to him. ‘This practice of 
making the poor labourers toil for the redemption of the bond executed by 
the agent is indeed hard and cruel. It is nothing short of slavery. A recent 
cise in which two Nayar boys were made the victims of this crucl practice in 
Cholamala estate is given in detail. ‘The guardians of the boys hearing of their 
sufferings went to Cholamala to take them back. But they were told that 
wuiess the amount of Rs. 160 advanced to the agent who supplicd them was 
purl up, the boys would not be allowed to go. | Will the law allow this plea ? 
Huw is it possible for the guardians of the poor boys to teach the planters 
that their plea is untenable in law. Anyhow it is high time that this cruel 
practice was put astop to. It is hoped that Government will bestow their 
attention on the matter.

It is alleged that the 
clerks of the department are the most hardworked of the Government 
muployees. he work of a Sub-Registrar is heavy and involves heavy 
responsibility. But his pay at present is not equal even to that of a first- 
fade Revenue Inspector. The question of raising the pay of the clerks has 
bon hanging fire a long time. ‘I'he matter has been a subject of interpella- 
lou even in the Legislative Council. It is indeed a pity that Government 
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have not yet found their way to give some relief to them. The pay of the 
Sub-Registrars should also be raised to prevent them from ylelding 
temptations.

‘The demolition of the mosqnes jy, Delhi, says that the Mussalmans were 
oe jubilant at the announcement, in Deceniber 
1911, of Delhi being made the seat of the Indian Government. This city, 
though despoiled by the ravages of time, of much of its ancient wealth and 
splendour, is still rich in religious and historical relies, which—thanks to the 
general policy of Government in this matter—have been preserved as land- 
marks of their past greatness and to make the Mussalmans happy and to 
comfort them. ‘To Mussalmans there is nothing dearer in this world than 
[slam which points out to them the path to eternal life and keeps them alive. 
For Islam’s sake they would lose their lives. Islam is alive in spite of the 
united efforts of Kurope to obliterate it from the face of the earth. The 
paper says that nothing would be so gratifying to the Mussalmans us the tact 
that they could view the seat of the British sovereignty in Delhi, as itis 
fully worthy of its grandeur and dignity. But while making the city fit for 
the display of the sovereign’s pomp and dignity, regard should be had to the 
feelings of the subjects. It is a matter for regret that attempts have been 
made to lay the foundations of the new Delhi by demolishing certain mosyues 
and shrines, such as the one near the ‘‘ Kokika Pul’’ and the other between 
Saiyed I{usain Rasul Numa and Pahar Gunj. The paper says that the 
hearts of the Mussalmans are bleeding at such ruthless demolitions. It 
requests His Excellency to consider whether the Mussalmans should as 
a return for their loyalty and devotions be made to see with their own eyes 
the demolition of their own mosques and shrines. Would His Excellency 
hike to have around the seat of the Imperial Government thousands 0! 
wounded hearts sighing because of the demolition of their sacred places: 
Can His Excellency for » moment tolerate that the religious feelings “ 
the subjects even in the very seat of the Government should be viewed 
with contempt ? The paper hopes that His Excellency will never allow 
the religious sentiments of the Mussalmans to be so ruthlessly trample 

upon. 
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IV.—Native Sratgs. 


19. Commenting on the annual report of the Mvsore Education Depart- Voumstiesns Pavares, 

a tekken Waa ment, the Vekkahgura Patrike, of the 2nd Ju eg Jay ted, tote. 
‘he Mysore Eta par’ writes :--We are glad to note that the adminis- 

weit. tration of this department has on the whole 

been very satisfactory. There has been an increase in the number of schools. 

Government as well as private, as alsoin the number of school-going children, 

and the progress of primary education was very substantial in spite of 

hindrances to work owing to the outbreak of epidemics. There are signs of 

fomule education becoming more and more popular. Special attention has 

also been paid to the education of Muhammadans by establishing new schools 

for their benefit. The attempt to popularize elementary education among the 

depressed classes has also met with very satisfactory results. The head of the 

department proposes that provision should be made for imparting moral and 

religious instruction in elementary schools as also for teaching lessons, 

instilling loyalty into the minds of school children. We have nv doubt that 

this suggestion, if carried out, will have excellent disciplinary value in 

shaping the conduct of the future generations. 


Writing on the same subject, the Mysore Star, of the 7th July, makes the wy yee 

sume complimentary remarks regarding the working of the Education Depart- — July “th. ive. 
ment, and further observes :—Notwithstanding the increased activity and 
expenditure of late in the direction of elementary education the fact remains 
that the bulk of the population is still illiterate, which makes it imperative 
that the allotment for education should go on increasing year after year. 
We have no doubt that the Government too fully share these views, for, it 
was only the other day that our Diwan in the course of his inaugural address 
to the Economic Conference compared the progress of education in Mvsore 
with that of other countries observing that while Mysore spends only six wunas 
per head on education, a country like Americu spends about 14 rupees. 
ven in our own country we see that Baroda which takes the lead among the 
Native States in this respect spends eight annas per head. If we may infer 
anvthing from the keen interest and enthusiasm evinced both by our present 
Diwan and by lis Highness the Maharaja over this problem of primary 
clucation, we may safely predict that Mysore will, ere long, be able to show 
that she spends more on education than any other part of India. Unless the 
system of compulsory elementary education is well established, the progressive 
ideas of the authorities in this respect will not be fully realized. 


50. Commenting on the inaugural address of the Diwan at the last session Vors.teses Parases, 
of the Economic Conference in Mysore, the rele a 4 
Vokkaligara Patrike, of the 9th July, writes :— 

ln the first place, our present Diwan, being himself a native of the province, 

has naturally very clear insight. into the economic needs of the state.

51. Commenting on the report of the proceedings at the last session of the Yenrreane Femete 
. ; Economic Conference in Mysore, the Vrittanta July 10th, ists. 
4 sail Mysore Economie Con- Patrike, of the 10th July, writes :—We admit 
ee that the members of this body are all actuated 
by the one desire ‘to promote the economic advancement of the State and the 
numerous schemes they have formulated are all highly laudable. but it 
serms to us that only a fraction of them are feasible and cven these are of 
doubtiul utility. It is proposed to hold a periodical medical examination of 
school children. This.is no doubt an excellent idea ; but, if it is meant only 
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to saddle the existing medical officers with this additional duty without Crvat- 
ing a separate establishment tor this purpose, we cannot believe that any 
good will come of it. Again there was a debate on the question of IM parting 
moral and religious instruction in schools but no final decision was come t, 
We fail to understand how the Government would be able to take upon 
themselves the work of giving religious instruction to school children. But 
we must admit that some provision is indispensable for shaping the conduct 
of children by making them study the lives of noble and virtuous men. 
Again, a number of questions before the Conference have been referred to tho 
Agricultural Committee but not one of these has been dealt with in a manner 
calculated to ensure the best interests of the ryot. ‘Thus, the committee. 
instead of encouraging those who are already engaged in the work vj 
ameliorating the condition of the peasantry, have set up a kind of rival trade 
with these workers. There already exists a concern in Bangalore tor 
supplying improved agricultural implements to cultivators. Instead oj 
encouraging this existing enterprise, we hear that the Government have 
themselves upened a depot for selling such implements. As the Diwan rightly 
observed the other day, it is both just and necessary to teach the people to be 
self-reliant as far as possible ; and it will be admitted that this competition 
by Government with private traders can never help such self-reliance but 
will on the other hand crush all private enterprise. Several decisions were 
arrived at in the matter of taxation. But we very much doubt whether those 
who supported these resolutions had any intelligent grasp of the subject they 
discussed or at least bestowed any thought on the consequences of what they 
recommended. At present those who can bear fresh taxes and deserve to 
bear them constitute a very smal! number. ‘The poorer classes have an unduly 
large share of the burden thrust on them. We therefore suggest that the 
whole question of levying the income tax should be reconsidered by more 
competent men and the burden should be so adjusted as to be least felt by the 
poorer classes. But we are not confident that the new tax will in any way 
fulfil the {expectations of its proposers. The Conference has estimated its 
expenditure for the current year at Rs. 1,22,200. We very much doubt the 
wisdom of spending such vast sums on mere preliminaries such as hatching 
projects and formulating schemes. But we shall not have long to remain in 
suspense. We shall wait for yet another year and see the outcome of it all. 


VI.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


52. The Swadesamitran, of the 1st July, expresses its satisfaction at the 
Government of India having directed an 
enquiry about sanitation in schools in the 
different Provinces and observes :—Many schools are situated in unhealthy 
localities and the boys studying in such schools suffer from want of pure air. 
vood drinking water and sufficient light and accommodation. Even the 
books they read are not all of them printed in good type and this causes 
many diseases of the eye. So, in conducting this enquiry, every student 
should be examined individually to see whether he is healthy. Besides this. 
the places where the students mess should also be inspected, though they may 
happen to be owned by private persons. Such a procedure is always adopted 
in Europe and other countries, where they attech a greater importance to the 
physical development of young men than to their mental development. The 
Government of Madras has decided to confine itself, for the present, to the 
schools in the city of Madras. A small committee has been appointed for the 
purpose of determining the lines on which the enquiry shoul be made and 
for suggesting names for a bigger committee to conduct the enquiry. We 
hope the latter committee will go into the question fully and give entire 
satisfaction to the people. 


53. The Swadesamitran, of the lst July, says :—It is a hopeful sign of the 
times that conferences are now being he d 
annually in the Tanjore district with the object 


of improving the condition of the depress 
classes. The grievances of this class of people are innumerable. What are 


Sanitation in schools. 


The condition of the depressed 
classes. 
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the most important of them, how to get them redressed and how far it is 
ossible for the Government to do this—these aro questions which have soon 
to be decided. ‘Till now the Government has done nothing for the benefit of 
these people. There is no other class which labours so hard towards produc- 
tion in this country as the Panchamas. Though poor, there is no doubt that 
they are intelligent. However badly this class may be treated by the other 
people. there is no reason why the Government also should neglect them. So 
we hope a committee will soon be appointed by the Government to enquire 
about the grievances of this class of people. 

54. The Swadesamtran, of the 5th July. observes .—The cry that 


teachers in Board elementary schools are not 
paid their salaries in time has become louder 
now. We referred some time ago to the ques- 
tion asked about this in the Legislative Council by the Hon’ble Mr. Kesava 
Pillai and the reply of the Government thereto. We hoped that, at least 
after a discussion about this subject in the Legislative Council, the District 
Board Members would see their way to remedy this grievance. But, as

nothing seems to have been done till now in this direction, we have only to 
conclude that these members take no interest in this affair and this does not 
retlect much credit upon them. 


15. The Bharatamata, of the 2nd July, in its leader on this subject, 


expatiates feelingly on the many noble quali- 
ties of His Excellency that have characterized 
him and were fully manifested during the moments of his greatest peril in 
December Jast. It says that, as the children’s voice is popularly believed to 
be the voice of God, the universal prayer of millions of Indian children 
sunptuously treated to sweets on his birthday will not only shower divine 
blessings on him but also bring down proper retribution on the heads of those 
vile miscreants who attempted to take his life. 


The Andhrakesars, of the 4th July, has a leader on the same subject in 
which it gives expression to much the same sentiments us are contained in 
the above and adds that it is only such rulers as Lord Hardinge that bind 
India and England together indissolubly and lay the foundations of the 
Kritish Kmpire on the strong basis of popular affection. 


The Viceroy’s birthdsy. 


56. The Aistna Patrika, of the 5th July, in an article on the “ Karnais’ 
Conference” observes that an appeal for an 
immediate Karnams’ Conference by one of their 
correspondents published in the last issue of the /airika has been responded 
to by many karnams in the district. The replies they have sent to be 
published in this issue of the Patrika reveal the long existence of a dormant 
dissatisfaction among the karnams with the great hardships they suffer. 
The necessity for a discussion of their grievauces in a conference and 
« representation to the Government is also apparent from these replies. 
The paper exhorts the members of the Kistna District Conference to render 
every help to make this conference a success. 


‘7. Writing on this subject a correspondent of the Swadeshabhimani, of 
the 4th July, who styles himself ‘‘a petty 
wargdar”’ observes :—We are seized with the 
fear that these theft cases will affect all wargdars, 
the innocent as well as the guilty. Under the joint family system obtaining 
among us, there are two types of idle hands—the one without any work what- 
soever and the other with having nothing to do after the harvest season. It 
is these idle hands that cut trees on warg as well as kAumki lands, devised 
Various means of effecting their sale and thus brought us into this trouble. 
Now, a notice has been issued to all wargdars on whose kumii lands there 
have been thefts of sandalwood trees, to show cause why their names should 
hot be recommended for the withdrawal of their ‘umd rights. God alone 
knows how cultivation is possible in the absence of kumki rights: ‘These 
Notices make no difference between grown up trees and young saplings. 
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Even young plants of the girth of a finger seem to be brought under tho 
category of “trees.” ‘I'he notices mention the number of trees cut. By 
how were these figures arrivedat? Isitfrom the evidence of the neighbours 
or from the uncorroborated statement of the village officers or from the stun, 
of cut trees? As there have been thefts on a large scale all over the villaves 
the evidence of the neighbours is of little value. The statements of the village 
officers too are not altogether reliable. For, it must be remembered that ther: 
are some rowdy characters whom these village officers hold in great dread apd 
no mention is therefore made by them of their implication in these cases 
Further, whenever any enguiry order is received by the village officers thes: 
are possibly forewarned. It is also possible that some of the wargdars have 
thus altogether removed the stumps from ‘umki lands. How then are the 
statements of village officers to be relied upon? ‘The stumps thus form the 
only source of information. The wargdur who removes trees illicitly will a 
the same time take care that the stumps are also well rooted out. The map 
who is permitted to cut will also cut deep into the ground as the sappy 
portion is more abundant at the root. What then is the means of ascertain. 
ing the number of trees stolen from {the kumi lands of such wargdars? It is 
these wargdars who are really guilty. The number of trees stolen from /:unsi 
lands cannot therefore be ascertained from the number of stumps nor can the 
wargdars of such Aumk: lands be regarded as guilty with any degrec of 
certainty. The fact that there are stumps on kumfz lands proves, in a large 
measure, the innocence of the wargdar. It 1s true that it 1s the duty of the 
wargdar to protect his Aumki as carefully as he looks after his warg lands, 
But how ean one be held responsible for the theft of trees from his lands ” 
ven securely kept things are stolen from the house sometimes. Would it te 
reasonable to hold the watchman responsible for it in the absence of sufficient 
grounds? With petty wargdars a kumki land is like a house without walls or 
«lock. These notices were issued because the Government have been put tu 
grout loss by these thefts. A rowdy wargdar sometimes trespasses on the 
kumki of his neighbour in broad daylight and removes leaves and fuel. How 
is a petty wargdar able to prevent this? Should he remonstrate he is tied up 
to the nearest tree. He cannot go to law because he has neither witnesses 
nor money to prove his complaint. How can one expect the villagers to give 
evidence against a high-handed wargdar? How can one prevent these thefts 
under such circumstances ? It is hoped that the Government in considering 
the explanations offered will make due allowance for these difficulties of the 
warydars and ensure that no innocent person is put to any loss. 


58. Referring to a recent conference of the Andhras and to their prayer 
to Government to form a separate Andhra 
province, the Sadhvi, of the 4th July,* 
writes :— This reminds us of the prayer of the Muhammadans almost every 
year to grant them special privileges. But our Moslem brethren seem to 
have ubandoned this practice of late. These appear to have realized thiat 
they should join hands with the Hindus and struggle for the eventual 
attainment of swaray such as has been granted to South Africa, Australia and 
Canada. This is admittedly a healthy sign of progress. So long as a 
country is split up into hundreds of divisions, with no unity among them, it 
can never command the esteem of others ; nor can it rise in the scale ot 
nations. Of this our own country affords the best proof. It is our divided 
condition as a result of the caste system that is responsible for our presevt 
degraded condition. Let us see how far this desire of the Andhras is possible 
of fulfilment. ‘They ask for special concessions in the public service. but 
as our Diwan once replied to a similar request, it is obvious that prefernent 
in the public service ought to rest solely on considerations of merit. Besides 
the ‘T'amilians, the Uriyas, the Parsis and various other communities may 
also ask for similar special privileges and it is easy to see how far the grant 
of such prayers is practicable. Besides, we see almost daily with what

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outempt the Asiatics are regarded in the western countries. Even the 
Japanese who have so recently defeated a country like Kussia and who rank 
«iti the leading Powers of the world are not free to settle in a colony like 
(jitornia. In South Africa the Boers and other whites are doing us a vreat 
-rvice. ‘Their supreme contempt for the Asiatics and the untold hardships 
, which they subject the Indian settlers have served to create a firm bond 
al unlon among the latter. These have learnt to sink their minor caste 
jifferences and the fortitude and co-operation with which they withstand their 
yiseries Will ever remain an example to posterity. We thus see how strange 
is this desire of the Andhras to have a separate province. Not only is this 
nut ieasible, but we extremely regret that the Andhras should waste their 
energy, time and money on a scheme so futile as this. 


59. A correspondent of the Sadhvi, of the 11th July, writes :—'Time was 
when the play-house exercised a healthy intlu- 
ence over the morals of the people and was 
patronized by the public chiefly because of this 
ethical value in it. The plot of the play enacted usually depicted the life 
and actions of some great and exemplary men and invariably suggested a 
moral. But the theatre of the present day is merely a source of mirth and 
excitement exercising a baneful influence on the views and tastes of the 

ublic. Another evil consequence uf the present-day drama is that young 
and altogether uneducated boys are induced to join these itinerant troupes 
and their character being yet unformed, the company of their more elderly and 
depraved comrades spoils them ; and the companies they join being seldom

stable or resourceful dissolve usually in the course of a year or two, and these - 


children become vagabonds fit for no occupation whatsoever. It is easy to 
conceive the lot of such children. While serving these companies they are 
brought up in habits of luxury ; they receive no education during that time, 
contract, on the other hand, all vicious habits and soon find themselves 
without occupation. Their previous life makes them despise labour and 
their wants remain as they were, and unable any longer to eke out a liveli- 
liod by honest means are at last driven tocrime. It is imperative, therefore, 
that the authorities should exercise some effective control over these dramatic 
companies by providing that every company should be registered, that boys 
under their care should be given education, and that their itineracy should 
not extend to more than three or four months in the year. It is hoped that 
with these reforms the play-house will regain its original function of afford- 
iny moral education to the masses and remove the danger of young and 
intelligent children being spoiled. . 

The Sadhvi, of the 11th July, contains also a leading article on the same 
subject urging the necessity of reforming the play-house and exercising 
control over dramatic companies by means of some legislative enactment.

(a) Police. 


|. In an article under the heading * Fear and Ignorance,” the Madras Mavase Stawpann, 
Standard, of the 19th July, writes:—*'The 

Government of Madras have published the 
eT correspondence that passed between them and 
‘ne Inspector-General of Police on the facts of a question asked by the 
Hon'ble Mr. A. S. Krishna Rao in the Legislative Council on the 10th of 
May last... + + <All the questions asked by Mr. Krishna Rao have 
icn answered in the affirmative, but in spite of the clear evidence of the 
mistukes admitted in the correspondence, the Grovernment of Madras have 
not thought fit to take any steps. To the question whether it was not a fact 
that not one of the police constables who took part in the shooting received 
wv injuries on that occasion, the Superintendent of Police, Nellore, 
answers in the affirmative but tries to explain it away thus:—‘ It is a fact 
that one of the accused was caught by a constable and that when some of 
‘he other dacoits made a deadly attack to rescue the captured dacoit armed 
with deadly weapons the other three policemen opened fire to defend them- 
«lves. The dacoits then ran away leaving the captured man in the custody 
of the police.” It is really difficult to understand how these four constables 
could have avoided getting even a single wound from the seven dacoits who 
assaulted with ‘deadly weapons’ whatever that be. ‘The silence of the 
Governnent and what seems to be an attempt onthe part of the district 
viicials to whitewash the conduct of the police in regard to their omission to 
report the shooting of one person is much more inexplicable to us. 4 
There is really something rotten in the lower grades of the Police [epart- 
neat. If the facts are as related, then the police had no fear at all of any 
rious notice being taken of their action and this is apparently why the 
(ollector calls the fear unreasonable. This is, however, giving too little a 
credit to the police as regards the proper understanding of their own rights. 
The popular conception about them is quite the reverse. ‘Then again even 
it their failure to do their duty was due to fear or ignorance, they are not 
till above blame. It seems to us that the district officials paid more than 
deserving ettention to the bravery and the promptness of the police and 


being thus biassed in their favour, could see no fault in their subsequent 
conduet.? 


Writing on this subject, the Indian Patriot, of the 19th July, says :— ‘noes nea 
“Ai the May sessions of the Legislative Council the Hon’ble Mr. A. S. July 9th, isis. 
Krishna Rao brought to the notice of the public and the Government facts 
which Government stated to he correct. . . . -. The questions assumed 
alarming proportions in the public eye because of the answer of the Govern- 
ment that ‘it had no information on the subject but would enquire.’ It was 
not at all expedient to have sent such a question whizzing into the air without 
‘ proper explanation. The public were going all these days under the 
mjression that the police had done something atrocious which they did not 
report to the Taluk Magistrate or the District Magistrate or to Government. 

'he Indian Pairiot, in an article at the time, expressed surprise that a man 
Could be shot dead, and that the Government should remain ignorant of such 
4 occurrence. But a Government order placed on the Editor’s table today 
“Xplains the situation well. -What looked like a very sad blot on the admini- 
‘ration of the District Police has turned out, after the necessary explanations, 
‘yt vu matter, not for condemnation of the police but for commendation. 


Instead of being a blot on the Police administration, it is an incident that 
reflect. credit on them.”

the High Court. - . . . ‘The Deputy Commissioner lost his sense ,\,, 
this case. ‘I’o him the cane appeared to be a ‘dangerous weapon.’ | )ut; 
pleaded self-defence and grave provocation, but the Deputy Commissiv yer 
would not hear. He easily sentenced Dutt to one year’s rigorous 1M prison- 
ment and a fine of two hundred rupees, in default a further term of thre. 
months’ imprisonment. Dutt appealed. It went before a Sessions Judvc. 
This judicial worthy found that the ‘dangerous weapon’ of the Deputy 
Commissioner was only a walking stick, ‘an ordinary walking cane.’ H) 
also found that Dutt belonged to the ‘ Bhadralog’ class, that is, a respectable 
middle class man, and that the use of the word ‘bugger’ against [Putt 
was ‘inexcusable.’ But there the current of high-minded justice stopped 
and narrowness regained sway. Dutt could not have understood the meaning 
of ‘bugger. There was no provocation. And provocation, which Dutt 

leaded, ought, in the opinion of the Sessions Judge, to be pleaded by Stuart, 
for was not Dutt’s lie provocative enough to call him ‘bugger. And the 
Sessions Judge also found that Dutt ought to have retreated under such 
circumstances or waited till he could appeal to the manager against the 
conduct of the complainant. The Sessions Judge, therefore, remitted the 
fine and reduced the sentence to eight months. Dutt trudged up to the Hic, 
Court and Mr. Justice Imam spread the wings of British justice over him. 
Dutt could understand the meaning of ‘ bugger.’ It has to be remembered 
that the protest of Dutt was in the main due to his objection to being abused 
in the presence of the coolies, and Stuart ought to have realized that the 
reproot given was enough ; but he continued the provocation and heightened 
it when with his raised fist in the presence of the coolies he took a step 
forward towards Dutt threatening to strike him. And as for Dutt pocketing 
the insult and complaining to the manager against his assistant Stuart it was 
giving ‘undue credit to human nature.’ . . . . The result was Dutt 
was reclaimed from the prison after two and a half months, instead of eight 
months. ‘lhe warning was administered to the Sessions Judge by the Iligh 
Court that he ought to ‘exercise a careful moderation in cases of this kind. 
But the High Court forgot the Deputy Commissioner who gave Dutt one year 
and « heavy fine. That Deputy Commissioner ought not to pollute the 
judicial atmosphere even for a minute. He must go. It is here the voice of 
the /ndian Patriot rises prophetic, ‘ separate the judicial from the executive 
functions. Give us Judges who know law.’” 


Writing on this subject, the Madras Standard, of the 15th July. 
remarks :—‘‘ Mr. Justice Hasan Imam of the Calcutta High Court recently 
delivered judgment in what is known as the Cachar assault case. . 
There are some features of this case which should not be lost sight of. The 
Deputy Commissioner described the usual walking stick as ‘a dangerous 
weapon’ though it had not even a weight at the end. ‘Then, again, he did 
not at all think that there was sudden provocation and in this respect, Mr. 
Justice Imam had to remark that he was even ignorant of the law. Lastly. 
the sentence which he thought fit to pass for such an insignificant offence 
cannot be too strongly condemned. We may refer in this connection to # 
case which recently happened in Northern India where a coolie was punished 
heavily for assaulting a European. In his judgment the convicting Magis: 
trate even remarked that it was necessary for the safety of the Englishman 
in India that such a sentence should be passed. We may also recall the recent 
instance in Calcutta in which a coolie was fatally kicked by the manager 0 
a jute mill, in which case the accused was let off with a fine of only Rs. 22. 
These incidents, it must be noted, are of common occurrence in this county. 
Of course, their number is falling and very few remain unnoticed now 1D the

(c) Jails. 


2 In an article under the a " i Real Jail,” the Zndian Patriot, 
es of the l4th July, writes:—‘ What a contrast 
Jail oltietals. does Madras “afford amidst such dazzling 
thoughts of humanity and advancement! We have an Inspector-General of 
Prisons who honestly believes that jails are intended as places where he has 
t show the least number of deaths and loss of weight and sickness. He 
raves in mad fury when the diet, to which he attributes this result, is 
Jemolished by Government in response to an advanced public opinion that 
would refuse to look upon jails as places of experiment on human bodies. 
It is an insult to the advancing thought of the day that our chief officer 
should seriously write to the Government about the greatness of his diet, 
one reason being that the severity of the food given in jails would in itself 
be a strung inducement to the convict not to commit crimes. — 
The doctor would find, perhaps, that starving one of them and throwing nitric 
acil on their left cheek as a permanent symptom of criminality would be a 
more effective deterrent on crime. 

Ts it not time, we ask, that Dr. Macnamara is sent to his proper place 
the hospital and the sick man’s bed. With such a man who is ever 
bemoaning his lost diet and utilising his administration report for a studied 
praise of it no new thought can penetrate inte our jails. Let us go back to 
the davs which gave a Cardew to our prisons as their Inspector-General. 
We have always insisted on a Civilian being made the Inspector-General of 
Prisons, and well-educated men being made the Superintendents of Jails. 

The Superintendent of a Jail ought to be the antipodes of a 
policeman, and unless some stern rules are laid down, the old dead march 
would begin afresh and doctors would feel inclined to try experiments ayain. 
We ure anxious not only that there should not be any set-back in our jails, 
but that always the spirit which Sir Harold Stuart has breathed should 
actuate Government whenever it comes to deal with the jails. ‘The most 
important step remaining to be taken is to drive out medical men from the 
supervision of jails, and place a Civilian as the head, and highly-educated 
mc us Superintendents who would know more about human nature than 
human ailments.” 


(d) Education. 


$. The United India und Native States, for the week ending 12th July, 
writes :—‘‘ The Government of India and the 
Calcutta University are just now involved in 
an nndignified controversy. . . . . We 
teel hound to condemn the interference of the Government of India which 
his produced profound disappointment and indignation throughout the 
country. It is specially regrettable to find that the Government of His 
Excellency Lord Hardinge who stood for Provincial autonomy in _ their 
memorable Delhi Despatch to the Secretsry of State should have in this 
listance, at any rate, acted in a manner which would seem to indicate that 
they would override this principle at their will and pleasure. The gentlemen 
on whom this embargo is sought to be placed are noted for their extreme 
moderation and their appointment was approved of by the Bengal Govern- 
meut. Under these circumstances it was bad policy on the part of the Indian 
(iovernment to intervene and tell the University that these gentlemen should 
not he appointed, especially as in these matters it is necessary that the discre- 
tion of the University should remain absolutely unfettered. We regret thie 
untenable attitude assumed by the Indian Government and hope that they 
will climb down and abandon it.”

in Bengal against the action of the Government. . . . . The aggrieved 
gentlemen threaten to institute proceedings against the Government for deja. 
mation, und if they do so they will, we think, be perfectly justified. 13 
All right-thinking men will admit that the Government was ill-advised jp 
writing that letter. ‘I'he three gentlemen are certainly not political agitators, 
[t is true that they take an interest in politics. They are not extremists, but 
loyal to the core. ‘There is, therefore, no justification in branding them as 
unfit for University lecturers.” 

5. The Wednesday Review, for the week ending 16th July, remarks :— 
On the advice of Mr. I’. G. Gould of the Moral 
Education League, the Bombay Government 
are proposing to introduce moral instruction in schools. A text-book has 
already becn composed by the Hon’ble Mr. R E. Enthoven, and by means 
of that text-book the Government hope to solve the problem of teaching 
morals in public schools. . . . . We shall once again point out that 
this anxiety of the Government to teach morals in schools is due to the 
assumption which las no foundation in fact, that the education given in our 
schools and colleges is Godless and this grave defect ought to be rectified by 
prescribing to the pupils a daily dose of morals. ‘The idea is ridiculous and 
the remedies suggested will never answer the purpose. ‘lhe Government 
don’t seem to have a clear grasp of tlie difficulties in the way. The Bombay 
Government say in their circular, ‘in this connection it should be noted that 
both to counteract sectarian prejudices such as Mr. Gould experienced at one 
of his demonstrations, etc..’ and this must convince the 7 Ses ta that 
even in giving instruction in morals which are not peculiar to any one 
religion or faith, sectarian prejudices crop up. We wonder why the Govern- 
ment should set up the bogey of irreligious education and then be at great 
pains to slay it. ‘The matter is best left to parents and home influences anil 
the Government need not concern themselves with it.”’

(e) Local and Municipal. 


6. In an article under the heading ‘ Stagnation in self-government ” 
the Jndian Patriot, of the 14th July, remarks: 
—‘ It is time that educated men protested 
against the play things of Municipalities which, in the name of seltf-govern- 
ment, are thrust upon them. Year after year we have the same monotonous 
tale, of taxes imposed and collected, of arrears written off, of meetings held, 
or not held for want of quorum and such uninteresting details. ‘The number 
of Municipalities remains almost the same and any story of advancement 
there is nove. . . . . If arrears are collected and vaccination figures 
ure encouraging ; private scavenging is extended and roads are in what the 
Sub-divisional officer or the Collector calls good condition ; if no meetings 
are adjourned for want of quorum and every election is contested ; if the 
relations between the Chairman and the Commissioners are what is described 
as good, the Government is contented enough and says that the ‘ progress ot 
the Municipality is fair,’ or that it has been good ‘ as compared with previous 
years’ . . . . The question is how long is this dead march to be 
tolerated. Except the excitement of a passing day, no interest attaches to 
the working of the Municipalities. When faction and personality coming 10 
the top bring troubled times, there is sensation ; when they subside all is still. 
Under ordinary circumstances the Municipalities are as dead as the deadest 
of any Government departments. The clerks manage the affairs, not the 


J,ocal self-government. 
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Coyunissioners ; the executive lead the way and the Commissioners follow. 
ay arrogant executive can do things as they like. and with popular represent- 
arives Who are subservient by nature or by circumstances can have their way. 
The result is we have local despotism, not local self-government. oN 
What in other places ought to be a scandal ceases to be a scandal in a place 
gjore there is no conscience. It is easv to speak eloquently and give in detail 
sje several exalted deeds expected from popular representatives ; it is easy to 
av that Commissiouers do not do their duty; but it is not realised that one 
black sheep among the representatives of the people can completely paralvse 
sturdy champlons who never swerve from the path of duty. ‘The story of our 
Municipal progress 18 a standing stigma on our capacity for local self- 
vovernment. Every vear that a Municipal administration is reviewed by a 
Sretariat Clerk, and given to the world as a lifeless record of dead routine 
one, ist confirmation of our helplessness.”

The question of tramway 
idings in Chintadripet was raised by Rao Bahadur Theagaraya Chettiar in 
the torm of a resolution which ran as follows :—‘ The Commissioners regret 
that without any reference to the Corporaticn the President should be grant- 
ing sanction to the Madras Electric ‘Tramway Company for the extension of 
the tramway lines and for opening new sidings. ‘'he Commissioners 
resvlve that a complaint should be filed against the Madras Electric Tramwa 
Company for constructing a new siding between tramway posts 25 and 27 in 
Swami Naick Street, Chintadripet, without the sanction of the Corporation as 
the road authority, as required by the ‘'ramway Act of 1886.’ Kventually, 
the fiest part of this resolution was withdrawn on the President pointing out 
that. at the time he sanctioned the sidings, the fact of the Corporation having 
retused it in 1904 had not been brought to his notice, and that, if he had 
knuwn it, he would have brought the matter before the Corporation. IJt is 
hiticult to say whether Mr. Moore thinks that the President has the power 
ot sanctioning such extensions under the Tramways Act. The fact that 
he did give his sanction, of course, implies that he is of that opinion. 
But in the course of his explanation yesterday, he said that Mr. Pears, 
the President in 1904, was of the same opinion as himself in 1913, that 
the sanctioning authority in such matters should be the President. We 
shoul! like to point out, in the first place that, as we had occasion to 
pant out recently in these columns, the sanctioning authority is the Corpo- 
ration and not the President, under the terms of the Tramways Act. We 
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should think that the President’s acts in sanctioning the extension in }3ro,,1. 
way and the sidings in Chintadripet, are clearly ultra vires. Mr. Mour, 
argued that the President should have this power, because it was unwis: +, 
bring small matters before the Corporation. We do not believe that jt Can 
he contended with any prerens that allowing the Tramway Company ,, 
lay out sidings or small extensions is a small matter. requiring only 4j,. 
sanction of the President. Public traffic is interfered with in these ea... 
and the Commissioners should certainly be in a very good position to kj\.,y 
whether the requests of the Tramway Company could be complied wit;, 
without inconveniencing the public. . . . . Apart from this, however 
the public are entitled to know what stage the question of removing th, 
tramway line from Chintadripet altogether and laying it along the Mount 
Road, the Vizianugram fountain and the Penitentiary bridge, has reach«| 
It is extraordinary that a matter of this kind should have been allowed to }y. 

ending for such a number of years. We should think that Governmen 
ce the power of forcing the Company to conform to their wishes and the 
wishes of the Corporation.” 


8. The South Indian Mail, for the week ending 14th July, observes :-- 
‘ After four months of waiting it has Lew, 
declared that Mr. Varadaraja Alvar was duly 
elected a member of the Madura Municipality. 
The history of the case is curious and significant. On the 10th March Jay 
Mr. Varadajara Aiyar defeated Mr. Srinivasa Aiyar in an open fight and the 
majority was 25. In the usual course, the due election should have been 
announced in the Gazette in a few days. Days grew into weeks, weeks into 
months. Still the expected announcement was not made. In the meanwhil: 
it was understood that the delay was due to a petition of Mr. Srinivasa Aivar 
challenging the validity of the election. ;' Thus for four months, 
the most important in the official year, the eighth ward remained without : 
representative and for four months Mr. Varadaraja Aiyar was not able to 
exercise the privileges which the electorate had conferred upon him, because 
somebody thought that the clection was improper and the Government took 
four months to declare that that somebody was mistaken. This sounds like 
a Gilbert and Sullivan comic opera, but they are really the incidents of a 
municipal election in|the second city in the Presidency. Seriously, we wish 
to protest against the tone of public life and the state of the law which make 
this solemn farce possible. - In fact, this nuisance is becoming too common 
to be amusing or healthy. . . .. . The present practice lowers the 
dignity of public honorary service into an undignified me/ee where men who 
ought to know much better, bandy about questionable suggestions. Without 
dignity and restraint public life is insufferable. <A rival suggests that his 
opponent was elected, because a dozen of his supporters misspelt his name or 
his grandfather's name or that the ink on one of the bars of the approving 
cross was not sutticiently liberal. ‘This is a matter for the Returning officer, 
and if he endorses it there should be an end of the matter—at least as_ far as 
the defeated candidate is concerned. Any other course would be pucrile; 
yet we know that these primary lessons of civic duty are a foolishness or 4 
mystery to many people. . . . . It should be carefully considered 
whether a member elected to a seat on the Municipal Council should not be 
presumed to be duly elected till the election is set aside.” 


9. Referring to the resolution passed by the Madras Corporatio, 
adjourning the meeting of#the 15th instant. to 
enable the Commissioners to attend a hockey 
match, the Hindu, of the 16th July, writes:—‘‘ Yesterday’s meeting o! the 
Madras Corporation, the usual statutory meeting of that body, was adjourned 
on account of a very interesting hockey match. Many of the European 
Jommissioners had absented themselves from the meeting and other (om- 
missioners, as Mr. Short who proposed the adjournment stated, did not deem 
a short adjournment unobjectionable. We do not think sych a spectacle of 
‘city fathers’ wishing to march off from their duties to a hockey match has

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been recorded in the minutes book of any other body. To say it is silly, is 
but a mild epithet to use under the circumstances. Moreover, the hockey 
tournaments run by the Madras Cricket Club deliberately exclude Indian 
roams from the competition and the complacency of the Indian Commissioners, 
vho could themselves have formed a quorum and conducted the proceedings, 
‘1 obliging their European fellow-Commissioners, is under the circumstances 
‘deed remarkable.”’ 


Writing on this subject, the Jadian Patriot, of the 16th July, savs:— 
«4 General Meeting of the Corporation of Madras was to have been held at 
‘ts office premises yesterday, but it did not take place, and the reason is 
explained by Mr. A. C. Parthasarathy Nayudu in a letter that we publish 
elsewhere. ‘That a Commissioner of. the age and experience of Mr. Navudu 
should have written to the papers about it is, we take it, evidence enough 
that he considers it important enough, strange enough or whatever it is. 
We would not have believed, ‘ had it not happened, that the premier munici- 

ality of the Presidency was capable of such scenes. ‘Sir,’ says one of them, 

-] want to see a hockey match.’ ‘ And [ also,’ says another, and the meeting 
is adjourned sine die, Of course, Chintadripet is struggling in the hands of 
. ‘Tramway Company. ‘Tondiarpet is gasping for the breath of life. But 
1 hockey match takes away our city fathers. . , . . ‘This farce could 
have been avoided and local self-government spared a shock had the Presi- 
dent dated the meeting on a non-hockey-match day. It is a pity Mr. Moore 
hus not yet learnt the nature oi those over whom he presides.” _ 


10. In a leader under the heading *‘'l'ondiarpet,” the Jndian Patriot, 
of the 16th Julv, observes :—‘“ It is time that 
the British voice was heard in Parliament in 
connection with Tondiarpet. Inthe name of sanitation, a sewage farm has 
been opened at the nose of a poor people, and experts have rallied round to 
explain that the sewage farm is necessary and that the conditions prevailing 
at Tondiarpet are not abnormal at all. We shudder to recall the facts. We 
shudder to go back to April last year when the people represented to the 
(Corporation their suffering and the Corporation remained and continued to 
rinain indifferent. ‘The ghosts of thousands of the dead flap their invisible 
wings as imagination traces back to fifteen months ago. ‘There is fever. 
There are deaths. Come and help us.’ That was the voice of the people. 
Itwas not heard. ‘This indifference shall cease. ‘Take a census of people 
und see how many houses are empty, how many men and women and children 
ar ill and dying. Start dispensaries for distributing quinine.’ That was the 
voice of the people. The executive or those who rallied round the executive 
made answer: The Commissioners will be stultifying themselves if they 
hearkened to the voice of the people. Malaria is prevalent all over Madras. 
It is not in Tondiarpet alone.’ That was in the last week in January of this 
vear, When in the sewage farm zone thirty-four had died.- ‘This was a violent 
insult toa meekly suffering people from the Corporation. Public opinion 
screamed at the attitude of local self-government. ‘To an orphanage crying 
lor quinine, quinine was given ten months after the outbreak of fever and there 
Wax no voice to rouse the Corporation to its senses. ‘The Madras Corporation 
came of itself to the thought that it had done a wrong, and three days after 
this answer, it gave dispensaries for distributing quinine. What was the 
result? More than seven hundred human skeletons, with tin pots in hand— 
poverty could not purchase bottles—knocked at the temporary hospitals for 
quinine and spleen mixture.” -

(h) Railways. 
ll. The Indian Patriot, of the 15th July, observes :—‘‘ We must protest 
er against what appears to be an indefensible 
the: eka oor ee —— attitude of the Madras and Southern Mahratta 
nitta Railway. SS sCRailway administration towards certain mer- 
ue chants of Kodur. The Magistrate’s court was 
tle scene recently of a defamation suit by the stationmaster against these 
merchants, and from the Bench has fallen observations that expose a black 
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spot in the railway administration. The Magistrate has held that a custom 
of unauthorised collection of money by the station sta prevails in Kodur ; we 
may add that to merchants in every station in any Indian railway this 
unauthorised collections will not be new. . .. . The uestion is whut 
has the railway system, responsible for this state of affairs, done to meet the 
the situation ? 


‘We regret to say that the Madras and Southern Mahratta Railway 
has not done anything since the Magistrate delivered his judgment. hie 
stationmaster who was found to have been accepting ‘loading charges’ js 
still there Of course the railway company can do what they like, for they 
are independent, for all purposes, of the Government of the country. We 
can protest against the vagaries of Government servants with hope of success, 
but against railway servants we are helpless. Interpellations asked in the 
Legislative Council bring no response. . . . . But still the station- 
master is at Kodur, armed with all his powers. The merchants have to do 
‘loading ’ in the course of business, and it will be crediting too much divinity 
to human nature to think that both the stationmaster and merchants have 
forgotten about the case. It is an insult to respectable and wealthy Indians 
that the railway company should not only have treated their complaints in 
this manner, but even after the clear finding of the Magistrate should inflict 
such a stationmaster on them. Respectable merchants cannot endure being 
placed at the mercy of subordinate railway servants, and it is for Indian 
publicists to ask whether it redounds to the credit of the country that such 
conditions should prevail. It comes to this that-a railway servant is, in the 
eyes of the company, more honourable than twenty respectable merchants; 
that the railway company do not care for magisterial findings ; that if the 
merchants want to carry on business they must prostrate themselves at the 
feet. of a man who draws less salary perhaps than their clerk, and that it is 
no duty of the company to attend to the grievances of the merchants. And 
all this happens at Kodur, not in Cape T’own or Pretoria.” 


(k) General. 


12. In a leader under the heading ‘‘ The Cawnpore sacrilege,” the 
Muhammadan, of the 14th July, says:— 
‘‘'The proposed demolition of a portion of 4 
mosque at Cawnpore has created the greatest 
indignation among our community. So far as we could see from the 
correspondence published on the subject, Sir James Meston, the Lieutenant- 
Grovernor, says that his decision is final. It was only sometime ago that His 
Honour was giving us homilies as to how the Muhammadan community 
should keep its head cool over the disasters in Turkey, and how it should 
conduct itself over such crises. That such a sympathetic ruler should not 
care to respect the religious feelings of the Moslem community is a matter 
for deep regret. Such an outrage of the religious sentiments of a people 
might be a feature of worse times and a characteristic of worse rulers. But 
in these days to dogmatise that one’s decision is final, however high-placed he 
may be, will be the height of presumption. Sir James will find to his dis- 
comfiture that there are higher tribunals in the land than he, and that nght 
and justice would prevail inthe end. . . . . The local feeling can be 
best gauged by the fact that, notwithstanding the united opposition of the 
Muhammadan members of the Municipal Council, four Hindu members out 
of seven voted against the acquisition. Then who is the best judge to decide 
whether the portion forms a part of the sacred edifice or not? Is it His 
Honour Sir James Meston, or the Mosiems of Cawnpore? . . . . (ne 
thing that strikes us is that Sir James has chosen an inopportune hour to 
wound the religious susceptibilities of the Moslems. Depressed by Turkish 
disasters in Europe, we sit with a heavy head, downcast eyes, and a drooping 
heart. The limbs are all sore, and he is a poor surgeon who would think o! 
inflicting further wounds, before others heal. The principle of religivus 
neutrality has been proclaimed from house tops and it looked as if it is to be

Inan article under the heading ‘‘ A detective Magistrate,” the Hindu, 
of the 16th July, says:—“ In the issue of the 
Hindu, of the 2nd June last, there was published

on tue Berhampur riots which took place last year. It contained strictures 
a the conduct of the Jocal Police and the eee. «st le 
importance of the subject cannot be minimised and in publishing extracts 
‘rom the Government order and from the Inspector-General’s report, we 
think we have discharged our duty in the public interest. We have received 
, communication today from a reliable correspondent, that the Sub-Collector 
ani Joint Magistrate of the division, Mr. Rutherford, sent for a respectable 
Hich Court Vakil of the place and in the course of an interview with him 
tuld him that he believed him to be the correspondent of the Hindu and 
required him to disclose the name of the clerk in the Sub-Collector’s otfice 
sho furnished him with a copy of the Government order in question, and 
threatened the High Court Vakil that if the name of the clerk was not 
disclosed, he would get into serious trouble. The High Court Vakil, how- 
ever, Would not be intimidated by the Joint Magistrate and very properly 
leclined to divulge any information which he may possess on the subject. 
We ure surprised that Mr. Rutherford took the action which he is stated to 
iave taken. It was an act of grave impropriety on the part of a responsible 
oficial to attempt to fish out information regarding what appeared in these 
coluuns and by terrorising a local geatleman whose professional duties bring 
him into contact with the Magistrate, to obtain information behind our back. 
[t was the plain duty of Mr. Rutherford, if he had any representation to make 
with reference to the publication in the Hindu of the Government order 
relating to the Berhampur riots, to address a direct communication on this 
subject te the Editor from whom he may expect a reply such as his communi- 
cation deserved. We hope he will now have the good sense to suspend his 
injilisitional activities in this matter as far as the people of Berhampur are 
voucerned, and turn his attention to the exercise ot his legitimate duties. 
We may point out in passing that the anxiety of Mr. Rutherford to find out

These loans are now given at the rate of 6 per cent. and are generally 
advanced on the security of immovable property when the Government are 
satisfied that the money so lent would be spent in improving the cultivator’. 
holdings. , It is an open secret that the administration of 1\,. 
Loans Act has been a complete failure. . . . . The Government oj 
Madras point out in their review that there was no demand for the loans in 
most of the districts. The whole amount for Madras and 874 per cent. of the 
amount for Soath Canara lapsed at the end of the year. ‘This state of affairs. 
though easily understood perhaps by the Government, is perfectly inexplica. 
ble to the public. . . . . ‘Then again. the two districts which are noted 
for the large number of co-operative societies are Chinglepnt and Sout): 
Arcot and according to the Government itself, in both of them, there was : 
large demand for loans of this description. . . . . Itis impossible to 
conceive that the people of this Presidency, owning nearly 40 million acres 
of cultivated land, have no need for more than 8 lakhs of rupees to improve 
their holdings. One can understand why there is no demand for any loans 
under this Act in the city of Madras, but it is really strange that the people 
even in districts hike South Canara and Malabar should not be able to make 
use of the money advanced at so low an interest. It is the opinion of a large 
majority of the people that the very administration of the Act is responsille 
for the tardiness of the people in availing themselves of its very beneficial 
provisions. ‘he Government in this respect will do well to appoint « com- 
mittee to go imto the whole question and remove the public appreliension. 
Weare confident that, if such a step should be taken, the result would be more 
beneficial as well as more startling than in the case of the Forest Committee. 
The attitude of the Government indicates that the people ure too perverse in 
their ideas about their own welfare, a conclusion which was reigning supreme 
in the mind of the Government before the Forest Committee was appointed. 
Its report has shattered all such strange ideas in one department and there 1 
every reason to believe that the appointment of another committee to inquire 
into the administration of this Act will cause another disillusiomnent.” 


Loans to cultivators. 


16. The Hindu, of the 18th July, has the following :—“ The periodical 
gatherings of officers of particular departments 
in the several provinces of India, which have 
now become a regular feature, are under the circumstances very costly 
indeed, and an estimate prepared of the travelling and other expense 
incurred should prove very instructive and informing. Such meetings ie 
certainly not to be deprecated ; the exchange of views, the discussion 0! 
disputed points and the laying down of programmes of future work so as to 
avoid duplication are advantageous which are in themselves of considerable 
value. But the greatest defect of most of these conferences is that provision 
is not made for associating non-officials with them so that, before work * 
the future involving probably a large expenditure is decided upon, trush 
light, such at least as may be directed, may be thrown on them. Very «tte? 
policies are discussed, and it cannot be denied that representative non-ofhet! 
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geitlemen, invited to serve on the several Boards or bodies, would prove 
yseful to the public by placing the public point of view of the various ques- 
tions brought forward for discussion. A representative character, such as is 
possible, should be given to these gatherings if their proceedings should 
-ommand public approval and the huge expenditure justified.” 


IV.—NatTive Srates. 


17. The United India and Native States, for the week ending 12th July, 
writes:—‘* There is « balance of about 
Rs. 15,000 out of the amount collected from 
the people of Pudukkottai for celebrating the 
Silver Jubilee of their ruler and how to spend this sum is the question on 
which the good people of this tiny State are much troubled. Some maintain 
that the best method of utilizing the money is to erect a statue of the Raja, 
while some others advocate the starting of an Agricultural Co-operative 
Bank. . . «+ But for such a small State with its limited resources to 
throw away such a large amount on a costly superfluity as a statue in marble 
or bronze will be nothing short of reckless waste of the poor people's hard- 
earned money. We hope, therefore, that the sum will be utilized as the 
nucleus of an Agricultural Co-operative Bank which will be of untold benefit 
to the toiling ryots of the State.” 


Writing on this subject, the Madras Siandard, of the 16th July, says :— 
“Elsewhere we publish a letter from our correspondent which serves to give 
un idea of the tactics adopted by the ‘ Bronze and Bricks’ party to achieve 
their cherished object. Obviously the party working for a statue is almost 
entirely official in its composition, and consists of a very small number, but 
it derives all its influence from one high-placed officiai of the State, who hus 
lent his support to the proposal. One cannot think of « more official-ridden 
country than Pudukkéttai and official influence there has always been used 
inthe wrong direction and in most cases this has been done in defiance of 
clear public opinion and in the name of the absentee ruler of the State. To 
defeat the rival proposal of an Agricultural Co-operative Bank, Friday has 
leen selected fora public meeting to decide the question, as on that day 
almost all the people will be busy in the fair and the market. This is really 
i disereditable tactic calculated to stifle the voice of those that have contri- 
buted towards the fund.” 


The Indian Patriot, of the 16th July, remarks:— We learn from 
our correspondent at Pudukkottai that at a public meeting to be held 
day after tomorrow in that town, a resolution is to be passed that the 
filteen thousand rupees collected by the people for the celebration of the 
jubilee be utilised for the erection of a statue of His Highness the Raja. We 
have no doubt that the loyalty of a people could not find more forcible 
expression than in this desire to erect a statue for an absentee king ; and it 
there was any necessity for a statue for a living Indian prince in any Native 
Mate in India, it is Pudukkéttai. But it is for His Highness the Raja to 
vrect a statue and present it to his people, so that his loyal subjects may 
lvast their eyes upon the stone image of rovalty.”

He restored order out of chaos, and so 
developed its resources that the revenue almost doubled itself. He then took 
up the question of reorganisation of the administrative machinery and accom- 
plisied it in a most satisfactory manner. He has made the Government 
hore popular and less subject to the will of any individual however high. 
Other constitutional changes of a beneficent character are in contemplation. 
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And in all that he has undertaken he has kept the imterests of Cochin and its 
people always in view. He has had no clan, class or caste in Cochin « 
outside it in Madras or elsewhere to favour. He imported men from outside 
only under exceptional circumstances and for special reasons. He his 
regarded all classes and sections in the State alike. In the -hands of such , 
statesman and administrator, we may safely leave the interests both of t},- 
jenmi and the tenant in Cochin.” 


19. In a leader under the heading ‘“ Another “ochin sensation,” tlic 

Western Star, of the 15th July, writes :—“ After 
all this, it is certainly regrettable that, of late. 
events have been transpiring in the Cochin State that are more or less calculated 
to modify, at least to some extent, the very high opinion generally held with, 
regard to the present administration. A few weeks ago, we wrote about the 
unfortunate case of Mr. Anthapayyi, the Superintendent of Registration, who 
had been compelled to retire on a compassionate allowance, for the offence of 
writing to the newspapers. We said at the time that the case was one in 
which justice might be tempered by mercy and after we wrote, some of our 
contemporaries drew attention to facts which went to show that the case 
deserved reconsideration. It is a matter for regret, however, that this has 
not been done. . . . . Asif allthis were not enough to create an uneasy 
feeling in the State, something else has just occurred which, to judge from 
what has appeared in some of our temperately conducted Cochin con- 
temporaries, has created a most painful impression in and around Ernaculam.. 
Last year, the Cochin Government acquired from their private owners the 
lands fringing portions of the Ernakulam foreshore, the acquisition, it was 
stated, having been for public purposes in connection with the Ernaculam 
‘own Improvement scheme. Owners of the acquired lands were paid the 
ordinary rates of compensation, no allowance having been made for the 
anguish caused or the great inconvenience resulting from having to find 
homes elsewhere. . . . . Afew days ago, however, these lands were put 
up to auction sale by the Sirkar, and the locality being a most desirable one, 
liddirng was remarkably brisk, with the result that the sale realised a great 
deal more than the Sirkar had paid for tie land. . . . . Be this as it 
may, we do not know if it isa defensible or just policy to acquire private 
lands on the ground that they are required for public purposes and then sell 
them away to the public in such a way as to preclude the previous owners 
from recovering possession. If such a policy is to prevail, there would be 
hardly any security for any private land-owner or house-owner in the State, 
and it is most unfortunate that this Ernaculam sensation has taken place 
at the very time when the Sirkar itself is making so much fuss over its fetish 
of fixity of occupancy. We are of opinion that the previous owners of these

Writing on this subject, the Cochin Argus, for the week ending 19th July, 
says :—** As we stated in our last issue, we have received two communications 
with reference to the note we publised in our issue df the 5th instant on the 
subject of the recent auction sales of some of the lands on the Ernakulam 
foreshore that were involved in the Cochin Darbar’s original scheme for the 
opening up and improvement of the town of Ernakulam. In our note, we 
stated that the object with which the lands had been acquired had been 
deviated from, that the items sold in auction had fetched, as was to be 
expected, far more than their original owners had to be content with, that 
when the decision to auction became known, some of the original owners 
offered to take back their lands, but were told that they could bid at the 
sales, and that the sales in respect of certain items were cancelled and the 
items resold to a certain rich merchant. Commenting on this, we remarked 
that an unfavourable impression had been created and that there was 4 
feeling that the original owners of the auctioned lands had been substantially

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aeved. We also ex pressed our Own opinion that these private individ- 
a had « just grievance which called for redress. One of the communi-

\\. do not know if it is a satisfactory explanation that this special treatment 
vas the outeome of the Darbar’s desire to interfere as little as possible with 
»ysiness and trade, unless it is to be supposed that Mr. Koder alone is to be 
“ven all the eredit for business development in Ernakulam. . . . . In 
‘he communication it is not denied that the auction sale was cancelled and 
the land resold to Mr. Koder, and in view of this, it is not surprising that an 
unjavourable impression was produced, the public having had no means of 
knowing that an understanding existed between the Durbar and Mr. Koder. 
ee We do not, for one moment, mean to insinuate that any of the 
responsible officials of the Durbar were inspired by questionable motives, but 
the facts contained in the communication—we have enumerated them fully— 
jo not show either that the original land-owners in question have no just 
eri-vanece or that our statements and comments were devoid of justification.”

laws are overwhelming. Even women have exhibited admirable courave. 
very class, without distinction, has openly condemned the wickedness oj 
the South Africans. The efforts of such men like Mr. Gokhale, Mr. Pollock 
and Mr. Gandhi to remedy the state of affairs have all proved fruitless 
before the supreme obstinacy of the South Africans, whose hearts have been 
rendered Bes. instead of being softened by the words of advice from these 
liberal-hearted men. Even before the passing of the new Act many inhuman 
restrictions have been imposed upon the Indians; and the new Act has 
quenched the last ray of Indian freedom. It makes it impossible for Indians 
to stay in South Africa. The Indians cannot freely marry, and the world- 
fumed chastity of the Indian wife cannot entitle her to the protection of the 
South African Laws. It comes as a regrettable surprise that our most 
beloved Emperor who had the liberality to declare that in our prosperity lies 
his own, and who was born and bred up in a race who look upon their women 
as the guardian angels of their homes, had given his assent to this barbarous 
and inhuman measure.

$4. The Swudesamitran, ot the 9th July, says :—-We understand that the 
ne ee Bre eas question of the management of the railways 
ways in India. in India is now being considered by the “ov. 
ernment. In our opinion a thorough consider. 
ation of this subject is quite necessary. ‘Though these railways are laid 
with Indian money and are managed with the money paid by India, 
merchants and people, the railway companies do not pay any attention to 
the convenience of the Indians. They give one kind of treatment to the 
Indian merchants and quite another to the foreign merchants. The rates 
charged for carrying Indian goods to the ports are very heavy. As a matter 
of fact, the rates charged by these companies, either for goods or passengers. 
are higher than those charged in other countries. All the higher appoint- 
ments under these companies are held by foreigners and not by Indians. It 
the latter have any grievances against the former, the Government has not 
sufficient powers to get them redressed. Besides these, strikes have become 
very frequent. So, if it is true that the Government is considering about 
the management of the railways in India, we hope all the subjects mentioned 
above will be duly considered by it. Though the railway lines in India, 
covering about forty thousand miles in length, may continue to be under the 
management of foreign companies, the imcome derived therefrom, excluding 
the five or six per cent. taken by these companies as profit, should go to the 
Government of India and this Government should take the responsibility ot 
guarding the interests of Indian trade and Indian passengers. Instead of 
this, these railway companies are now considered to be the masters anii the 
Indians their servants.

35. In commenting upon the discussion in the Senate of the Calcutta

Swudesami(ran, of the 8th July, writes:—When some of the most cultured 
men in Calcutta, who had enough of experience in educational matters, were 
moving resolutions condemning the action of the Government of India, the 
English officials present at the meeting refrained from voting. This shows 
that they too realised that the Government of India had committed a mistake. 


‘but did not vote because they were Government officials. It is really regret- 


table that the University of Caleutta had to oppose the action of the Govern- 
ment of India. The L£aglishman of Calcutta, as usual, interprets the 
silence of the Kuropean members at this meeting in its own way. It says 
that, by their having kept quiet, an impression would be created that the 
Government of Bengal also concurred with the views of Indians like Dr. Rash 
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Behari Ghosh, who wanted that the University should get out of the control 
ot the Government of India and that like the party of Babu Surendranath 
Bannerjea, it did not relish the interference of the Government of India in 
educational matters. Look at the tactics of this paper. It insinuates that 
Lord Carmichael and Babu Surendranath Bannerjea are actuated by the sane 
spirit. Some Anglo-Indian journals are always ready to misconstrue the 
ation of the Indians, in whatever way they may try to protect their 
privileges, The Government of India also seems to have an idea that the 
Indians should not claim any right in political matters. If the people are to 
‘avoid being accused of disturbing the political atmosphere, they have to keep 
quiet, without speaking or doing anything and this has been the case for the 
last six vears and more. The suspicion of the Government against popular 
leaders is also increasing. Whatever may be the personal views of the 
Viceroy, the English officials around him think that Indians, whether old or 
young, should not enjoy any privileges in political affairs and that these 
uttuirs should be attended to by themseives. Especially in the matter of 
education, they seem to have a great deal of suspicion and fear. 


36. Referring to the way in which the Under Secretary is dinned with 
questions, in the House of Commons, regarding 
the Pondi murder case, the Swadesamitran, of 
the 10th July, observes :—One Member of the 
[louse of Commons has thus been able, by dint of his perseverance, to cio 
a greater benefit to the people than what our leaders in India can hope to do 
hy their joint efforts. Look at the difference between an independent 
Government conducted openly and a Government enjoving incomplete 
privileges and conducted secretly by the bureaucracy.

37. The Swadesamitran, of the 10th July. writes :—In reply to a question 
by Su J. D. Rees in the House of Commons 
about the complaint of the junior members of 
the Punjab Commission that they were not 
being paid adequate salaries, Mr Montagu is reported to have stated that a 
new scale of salaries had been sanctioned for these members for three vears 
with effect from October 1912 and that this scale would be in force till the 
Public Service Commission sent: in its recommendations and orders were 
passed thereon. We cannot understand the necessity for sanctioning a new 
scale of salaries temporarily for the Civilians alone. Is it not unfair on the 
jurt of the Government to browbeat the officials iv other departments, when- 
ever they represent their grievances, by saying that these will be considered 
after the Public Service Commission submits its report and to sanction special 
measures of relief in the case of Civilians alone? It does not indicate an 
uupartial administration to offer milk on one side and water on the other.

oS. Referring to a circular issued by the Inspector-General of Police in 
Bengal to his subordinates, in which he says 
that the word ‘ Swadesi” is wrongly used by 
many Police officials to denote those who are 
hostile to Government and that this should be avoided in the future, the 
Nwadesamitran, ot the 12th July, observes :—The word *‘ Swadesi” means one 
having an affection for his country. This meaning is now ignored and the 
word is made to refer to those who buy only Indian goods and boycott 
lorcien articles. ‘The Government has no objection to the movement that 
ludians should buy only Indian goods. Itcan even be said to have a aym- 
pathy for this. Still a seditionist working against the Government, one 
Who wishes to subvert the British Government itself, an anarchist —all these 
are described as ‘staunch Swadesis” by the Police. ‘This is wrong. We 
a really surprised that the Police officers in Bengal were not warned 
tbout this earlier. The word ‘ Swadesi” is wrongly used in this way not 
vuly in Bengal but even in other Presidencies. During the time of [ord 
Minto as Viceroy of India, and Sir Arthur Lawley as Governor of Madras, 
the Swadesi movement was conducted very actively in the country and the 
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Government, being afraid of this, made many attempts to suppress jt. 
Though these attempts referred only to acts contrary to law, the teasin« uf 
the Police created an impression upon the public mind that the Governime,, 
was against the Swades: spirit. From that time the Swadesi spirit jy; 
disappeared from South India. Granting this, what is there in the word 
‘ Swadesi”’? In every country and even in England, there is no merchant wo 
does not prefer Swadesi to foreign goods. In India itself, Lord Minto and 
other responsible officials have often stated that they were not against 
Swadesisin, It will be better if the Inspectors-General of Police in other 
Provinces also issue a sinsilar circular. 


39. The Desabhimani, of the 13th July, in an article on ** Charity at 
Cilkaiben nk totes home ” writes :— The Government of Bomba 

’ uppear to have contracted with Australia fo, 
the supply of iron tubes worth such a very large sum as Rs. 33,90,000. ‘The 
Government of India have expressed that no articles available in India 
should be imported from other countries. This remains a dead letter inas. 
much as the Government of Bombay who might have given encouragement 
to ‘*'l'ata Iron and Steel Works” in India in the present instance have paid 
no heed to it. What propriety is there in upholding with our money the 
trade of a country which prohibits the Indian to step into it? We have tu 
learn many things from other people and our universal brotherhood manifest- 
ing itself in all directions contributes to our advance in none. 


40. In an article under this heading, the Andhraprakasika, of the 12th 
July, favourably reviews the work of thie 
Registration Department and attributes the

India is 2 poor country and her people suffer much for want of education, 
medical hat, and even water-supply sufficient for drinking purposes. In tlus 
state of things the paper considers it desirable that the expenses of admin- 
istration should be curtailed as much as possible. It prays that the 
Government may be pleased to consider whether an outlay of one lakh ot 
rupees will not be sufficient for the construction of the residence of Collector. 


43. The Mushir-i-Deccan, of the 13th July, referring to the demolition 
of a portion of the Cawnpore mosque, says that 
there has been a proposal before the Govern- 
ment to include a portion of the said mosque

dead against it. There was a hope that the Government of the United 
Provinces, considering the protest from the Mussalman public, would cancel 
the scheme and leave the mosque unmolested. ‘The Cawnpore correspondent 
of the Muslim Gagetle, Lucknow, wrote to it as follows :— 
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| “ Today (Ist July) early in the morning an armed Police surrounded 
the Muchlee Bazaar mosque. Mr. ‘Taylor, Collector of Cawnpore, and 
\ir, Stane, Chairman, Municipal Board, and many other. officers were on the 
spot. At 10 A.a. the mosque was levelled to the ground. After this incident 
thousands of Mussalmans, chiefly the mill-workers, visited this demolished 
mosque. This has naturally created a great sensation, but no rising has 
oecurred as yet.” 

‘The Muslim concludes: from a political point of view the disregard to 
the Mussalman feelings evidenced in the matter does not appear to be proper. 
[he action taken to mend the crookedness of the road appears to produce 
results worse than the crookedness. 


41. The Sahfu, of the 12th July, says that all Mussalmans are grateful 

to the Government of India for refusing to 
accept the ar sg of the Bombay Govern. 

ment regarding the conveyance of the pilgrims 
to Hledjaz until the opinion of all Mussalmans is obtained. It hopes that as 
the Mussalmans have generally expressed themselves against the proposals, 
the Government of India will finally settle the matter by not accepting the 
proposals. Moreover the navigation ly ee should be ordered to arrange 
for starting ships weekly from Bombay, Karachi and Jeddah for six months 
inthe year. The rates of freight should be fixed and should, on no account, 
be unusually heavy. 


15. The Jartdah-i-Rozgar, of the 12th July, says that it is not a matter 
sei for wonder if the Italians or the Balkan allies 
_ The demolition of the mosques haye, by destroying or desecrating Muslim 
in Delhi and Cawnpore. prayer-houses, hoped to earn a reputation for 
the highest Christian character, but that it is passing strange to see that some 
short-sighted authorities have, in violation of the express policy of the just 
and unbiassed British Government, demolished, in Delhi, a mosque near tie 
bridge of Koki. Another mosque—the one between Saiyed Husain Rusool 
Nunah and Pahar Gunj—has also been demolished. Similar treatment was 
accorded also to a portion of the mosque in Machli Bazaar, Cawnpore. ‘The 
paper hopes that His Excellency Lord Hardinge, so famed for lis justice 
and equity, will kindly undo the evil effects wrought by these narrow- 
sighted officers, and make the faithful Muslim subjects gratefui to the 
(wovernment.

IV.—NATIVE STATES. 


47. Commenting on the resolutions passed at the last session of the 
wo Economic Conference in Mysore, the Mysore 
bees, Myeore Economie Con- Star, of the 14th July, writes .—The number 
—— of resolutions passed by the conference this 
‘li is something fearfully large. It must be remembered that mere 
Wsintions count for nothing. If their proposers had on their shoulders also 
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the duty of translating them into practice we are sure they would not hay. 
proposed even half that number. 1f these resolutions are the only return fo, 
the lakhs of rupees expended by this body, the fate of Mysore is really yey, 
much to be denlored. However laudable may be the objects of this body 
we have yet to see what return there has been for the time and money spent 
over its deliberations during the space of the past four years it has been jp 
existence. ‘The majority of these proposals have already grown stale wit), 
the Government through the representations of the press as well as oj the 
Representative Assembly. As regards the proposals for the industrial and 
agricultural development of the State there are already the highly paid experts 
for this purpose at the head of the respective departments. Educational 
reform is best carried out by the Inspector-General of Education himsel;. 
in addition to these officials, there is the Representative Assembly whici) js 
free to propose reform in any direction it pleases. If the Economic Conference 
too is to make suggestions in regard to the very same subjects, we fail to see 
what benefit can be derived from such needless duplication of functions. Ii, 
on the other hand, the conference had confined its attention each year only 
to one or ‘wo main items and shown the practicability of their suggestions in 
regard to these, not only would there have been something tangible before 
the public in the shape of a result, but the practical success in one direction 
would have inspired confidence and evoked popular enthusiasm over 
subsequent proposals. But the resolutions now passed are so many and sv 
varied, that it would require centuries to give effect to them all; and the 
revenues of the State, even when devoted exclusively for these purposes, 
would still be found insufficient. Ifthe conference should thus exhaust its 
energies merely in building castles in the air, we cannot help expressing our 
regret once ayvain at this sad state of things. 


48. Commenting on the annual report on public instruction in Mysore, 

& _ . the Vrittanta Patrike, of the 17th July, writes: 
Pod sie. ress of education in __‘here has no doubt been an increase in the 
pees number of school children, boys as well as girls. 
But we are not sure that the work of teaching was always kept at the requisite 
standard of efficiency. The results of the examinations of the higher classes 
were not quite satisfactory. There are signs of greater eagerness on the part 
of the people to receive the benefits of education. It behoves the authorities 
therefore to satisfy that eagerness by providing a larger number of schools 
equipped with properly qualified teachers. ‘T‘here are in the State a number 
of private agencies ready to take.up this work of spreading education ; and it 
rests with the Government whether to profit or not by the presence of these 
philanthropic workers by giving them proper encouragement. We see a 
mischievous tendency in the manner of some who have recently set about 
improving the condition of the backward classes. ‘There are in the State a 
type of enthusiasts whose pretensions for taking the initiative in everything 
prove merely a hindrance to the steady exertions of existing workers. We 
fail to see what purpose is served by starting the so-called new schools tor 
backward classes if these are to consist only of pupils lifted away from other 
well-organised existing schools. The work of improving the lot of the back- 
ward classes ought not to be considered the privilege of only a few. It is the 
duty of every enlightened citizen to exert himself in this direction. Under 
these circumstances we wonder how these preseat enthusiasts can lay claim to 
earnestness in their work, if they resort to the shameful practice of luiting 
away children from other schools. Next, it is clear that the Government are 
now paying increased attention to the extension of education, but the pubhie 
are as yet ignorant as to the definite lines of policy on which it 1s proposed to 
carry out reform. An increase in the number of schools is what the Govern: 
ment appear to have primarily in view. But no encouragement whatever !s 
being given to those private bodies which have already taken upon themselves 
the task of promoting education If therefore the Government should first 
revise Carefully the existing rules regarding the grant-in-aid system and 
liberally support private institutions, there would not only be a considerable 
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saving in the present heavy expenditure on education but the direct efforts of 
Government too would be far more successful and popular than the proposed 
compulsory system. We admit the time has come for paying closer attention 
to the problem of education but we venture to predict that little can be 
fected by resorting to coercion. A sufficient utumber of schools, qualified 
reuchers, and effective supervision and control over institutions are all that is 
necded at present. 


49, The Mushir-i-Dakhan, of the 15th July, comments on the emplov- 
ment, in Native States, of Europeans, und say's 
that what was formerly or hitherto considered 
states. _ & Innovation is now. regarded as a regular 
practice. Just as everything English is generally appreciated, so also all the 
integral parts of the administrative machinery are to be of Europeans. At 
present everywhere in india education is more talked of and people are 
vetting more educated than they were. In spite of this, the desire and 
demand for European officers in Native States are on the increase. We are 
yuite at a loss to comprehend the reason why the European eiement should so 
increasingly predominate in the State day by day in spite of the declaration 
by Lord Curzon against it. The general admission of Europeans discourages 
qualified men on the spot. The paper suggests, therefore, the advisability of 
borrowing the services of Europeans only when qualified and capable natives 
are not available.

VI.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


\0. The Swadesamitran, of the 9th July, writes:—There are nearly 
4,500 Sikhs now permanently settled iv the 
British Colony of Canada. All of these are 
retired military pensioners, who once served in the army in India, and have 
invested about 23 crores of rupees on lands and industries in that Colony. 
These are treated fairly well by the Colonial Government and they do not 
sully the hardships to which the Indians in South Africa are subject to. 
Nevertheless, they have got one grievance and that 1s —the Indians who wish 
ty go to Canada should travel direct, without alighting in any place on the 
way. This is felt to be a hardship because there is no shipping company 
which issues through tickets to Canada and so people going to Canada have 
to land at one of the ports in China and then resume their journey. [his 
revulation was brought into force only in 1907 and it therefore prevents the 
Nikis now in Canada, all of whom had settled there before 1907, from 
sending for their wives and children, who continue to be in India. ‘Three 
Sikiis have now come here with the object of representing this grievance to 
tls (covernment of India and seeking its intervention for the redress of the 
sue We are sure the Colonial Government will be prepared to remove 
this difficulty if only the Government of India and the British Government 
will put in a word in this behalf. ‘There need be no fear that, if the existing 
restriction is removed, crowds of Indians will flock into Canada. The fare 
iin India to Canada is Rs. 400 and every foreigner getting into Canada 
lias to show to that Government that he has not less than Ks. 609 with him. 
Thus no Indian can hope to go there, unless he has at least Rs. 1,000 in his 
hinds. Moreover, the number of Indians who can get into Canada may be 
"stricted as is done in the case of the Japanese.

Leaving this alone, we are at «loss to know why these Sikhs, whose 
vulour and courage as sepovs is admitted, even by the Englishmen, to be 
uiparalleled, were allowed by the Government to go to Canada. We think 
it was the duty of the Government of India to have prevented the emigration 
"i these people, by giving them proper pensions and creating facilities for 
(ivii lor acquiring estates and carrying on industries in India itself. We 


‘uve often been suggesting that the Government should try to ascertain the. 


cutition of the Indians in the several Colonies, which form part of the 
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British Empire. ‘These, numbering not Jess than ten lakhs, are also Briti,', 
subjects, and so the Government should not allow their being driven almost 
to the verge of barbarism for want of education and religious and mora) 
training. ‘The Colonial Governments do not take any interest jy their 
education ; nor is any attention paid to their morale. As for their religioy 
it is not at all cared for, inasmuch as the Government follows a differ.,, 


erent 


religion. ‘Thus more than ten lakhs of Indians are becoming barbariays 
even though they live within the British Empire and are themselves British 
subjects. It is the duty of Indian leaders like Mr. Gokhale to point this « 
to the Government of India and seek some remedy ‘for it. 


SwAaDEBsaMITHAN, 51. The Swadesamitran, of the 11th July, writes :—In speaking at x 
Madras. ° , 
Jaly 11th, 1913. recent meeting at London, Lord Sydenham j. 
[ord Sydenham and the reported to have stated as follows :—“ Thoych 
people of India. India is progressing very fast pecuniarily. 4 
certain class of the people are always opposed to the Government. ‘Though 
the people belonging to this class are only a few, they have a good deal of 
influence and many young men have been ruined with their families .), 
account of their having listened to the advice of these people. ‘The only way 
of checking the evils resulting from the influence of this class, is to satisi\ 
the loyal citizens, who form the majority, and gain them over to the side of 
the Government. We should also bring to our side the educated classes 
lf only these will give up agitating about trifling and dangerous questions 
connected with politics and devote their attention tv questions affecting their 
social progress, India will advance far more wonderfully than is desired even 
by those who emphasise its necessity.” 

We wish to point out two mistakes in this speech. The statement that 
there exists « small, though influential, ciass of people who are always 
opposed to the Government is an incorrect one. Our opinion is that there 
is no such class and that there are not sufficient proofs to show that such 
a class exists. If sucha class were in existence, it could not have hidden 
itself from the Government and the popuiar leaders for such a long time. 
‘The other incorrect statement of Lord Sydenham is that the educated classes 
in India do not devote as much attention to questions affecting their social 
reform as to trifling questions connected with politics. It is not that they do 
not pay any attention to social reform ; but any amount of work turned out 
by them in this direction does not produce such bright results as will be 
patent to the Mnglishmen. Many reforms have been introduced in Hindu 
society. But the Englishmen always stand aloof and so cannot understand 
them. Political questions are not like this. The ieast effort that is made 
by the educated classes catches the eye of the Englishmen, as it affects them 
in some way or other. ‘This is why they wrongly think that the educated 
classes concern themseives only with politics and do not pav any attention to 
social problems. 

‘Then again Lord Sydenham said that we were dabbling with trifling and 
dangerous questions connected with polities. The subjects in which Indians 
take an interest are education, sanitation, industries, etc., and these cannot 
be suid to be trifling and dangerous. Moreover it is not always possible to 
differentiate between trifling and important questions when dealing with 
politics. ‘The people cannot afford to be silent about things affecting their 
convenience, whether they are big or small.

When the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale was in Natal last year, the Colonial Govern- 
ment promised to abolish this tax and the Indians were gladly expecting at 
least this benefit from his visit to South Africa. But we now understand 
that the Colonial Government has decided to abolish this tax only in the case

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women. [f this is true, it will not give much satisfaction to the Indians ; 
for there are very few Indian women in Natal. However this may be, 
J. present action of the Colonial Government does not correspond to 
‘he information given by it to Mr. Gokhale. ‘T’o say one thing and do 
jyother seems to be the nature of these Governments. We learn that 
Mr, Gokhale has already drawn the attention of the Ministers in England to 
‘his decision of the Colonial Government. But we cannot expect anything 
‘rom this, as the British Ministers will, as usual, say that they do not like to 
intertere with the action of the Colonial Grovernments. So, there is only 
one way for the Indians in Natal for getting rid of this grievance as well as 
yveral others, and that is the method of passive resistance. If this method 
sy adopted, many Indian women will be naturally sent to jail for refusing to 
yay this tax, and the Colonial Government will have to maintain them 
juring their imprisonment. When they come out of jail, they will be asked 
+) pay the tax and will be sent to jail again for refusing to do so. ‘This will 
not only place the Colonial Government in a fix, but will also lower it in the 
eves of the world. The British Ministers may then perhaps interfere out of 
sympathy. But how long are the Indians to be suffering like this ? 


53. The Gnanodaya, of the 15th May (received on the 14th July), has 
a short story, purporting to be a translation 
of what appeared in the Vodern Review, in 
wiich the writer holds up to ridicule the conduct of a European second- 
‘lass passenger who, in his determination not to allow any Indian to travel 
in the same compartment with him, behaved rather ‘‘ arrogantly ” towards a 
Suudishi preacher, who had purchased a second-class ticket, by refusing him 
entrance into the compartment and hurling him down on the platform. Some 
of those that accompanied him to the station got exasperated, dragged the 
Kuropean traveller from his seat and belaboured him severely. He was 
badly hurt. The whole town was greatly agitated about the matter. ‘The 
listrict Magistrate gave strict injunctions to the Police to investigate the 
matter carefully. The Town Sub-Inspector made a few arrests. He told 
the District Magistrate in the Club that a constable and two chowkidars were 
present at the scene of the disturbance, who could identify the accused and 
leur witness to the facts of the case. The District Magistrate, not satisfied, 
wanted the Sub-Inspector to get better evidence. The latter thereupon most 
inscrupulously makes some more arrests, and in concocting evidence causes 
great annoyance to an innocent and honest Hospital Assistant that refuses to 
perjure himself at his request, by maliciously arresting his two sons and 
applying for and obtaining a search warrant against him. While executing 
the warrant, the Sub-Inspector finds a bottle containing poison in the doctor’s 
louse, and pours it down his throat mistaking it for brandy. He instantly 
takes ill, and is saved by the very doctor towards whom he has behaved so 
heartlessly. The assault case is then tried, the two sons of the doctor are 
honourably acquitted, and the other accused sent to the jail.

ee Bulgaria’s discomfiture is ‘Turkey’s chance. ‘Turkey, taking 
advantage of the complication of affairs, resolved to OCCUPY forthwith the 
whole of the territory southward of the Enos-Media line. 2. . 2 . On 
questions affecting the welfare of ‘Turkey alone equity, justice and fairplay 
are set at naught by the Powers. There is a semi-official announcement that 
the Powers will exereise a coliective direct intervention if Turkey allows ber 
troops to march into Adrianople. We do not wonder atat. It is the same 
story repeated. The Powers will, no doubt, first think of representation, 
then intervention, coercion and naval demonstration. . . . .  Mmpires fall 
and rise, not at the bidding of the Great Powers, which are human, but of a 
Greater Power which is divine, of a destiny whose working is mysterious, 
whose course passeth all human understanding. The future of ‘Turkey is 
enveloped in clouds of mystery, the handwriting on the wall is indistinct, but 
sooner or later the veil will be lifted.” 


In a leader on this subject the Hindu, of the 22nd July. writes :—“ There 
is no longer a war in the Balkans: there is only a ‘ sitnation.’ ‘The collapse 
of Bulgaria has been as swift, complete, and unexpected as was that of ‘Turkey. 
In the one case as in the other the experts and the prophets have been proved 
tv» le completely wrong. Now that the unexpected has happened, these 
experts are busy finding out the causes of the Bulgarian collapse. Whether 
Bulvaria meant to go to the: extreme length of a sanguinary war it 
ix doubtful to decide. There is no doubt now, however, that she has 
throughout been on the aggressive and that from her came the first aggres- 
sive step. This in itself would not have been ie perros if, as was 
ailezed in her behalf, the Servians and Greeks had planned a combined 
attick and were only waiting for an opportunity. But from the some- 
what meagre information now available concerning the obscure cvents 
which formed the beginning of the war, there appears little doubt that 
Bulgaria, either as a piece of bluff or confident in her superior military 
strength over both her opponents, started an aggressive attack along both 
lrontiers. How this attack failed and how the Servians and Greeks went on 
irom success to suecess, Victories purchased at an enormous cost of life, is now 
amatter of history. . . . . The war has now ended or practically so, 
but the measure of the world’s thanks that may be due to Roumania can only 
be indicated by the events of the future. Frivolous as has been her excuse 
i declaring war Roumania’s pacific declarations must be taken into account,

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and it is at least conceivable that having exacted her price in the shaye ,;

In other words, her opportunity 
being taken, it is to be hoped that she will now join in preventing undue 
pilfering on the part of Servia and Greece. ‘There is nodoubt that if they 
were allowed to, these two countries would like to wipe Bulgaria out of oxj.;. 
ence. Many bitter memories of the past have been revived and a thousay,. 
fold strengthened by the horrible atrocities, which, there is only too vreat 
reason to fear. have been committed by the defeated Bulgarians and th, 
equally terrible reprisals of the victors, though about these latter, Greek and 
Servian accounts are naturally silent. . . . . The topic of immediate 
interest just now is the attitude of Turkey and her claim to a new interpre. 
tation of the Knos-Midia line. The reader might as well put from his mind 
at the outset any consideration of justice in dealing with the action of 
Turkey. The whole of the Balkan drama is being acted upon a plane which 
is far lower than that ot the accepted standards of international morality. 
low as they are. Ina war which had its starting point in pure and unadil. 
terated greed and which was continued with a ferocious cruelty unparalleled 
in the records of civilised warfare, it cannot be expected that any considera. 
tions except mere expediency will prevail and if the Turkish excuses for tl 
advance to Adrianople given in her note to the Powers sound somewhat 
frivolous, that fault must be ascribed to the Powers in demanding an expla- 
nation at all. ‘Turkey’s justification was the existence of an opportunity. 
While, therefore, the morality of the Turkish move is on a par, to say 
the least of it. with the accepted morality of Balkan actions, it is quite a 
different question whether she will be allowed to have her own way. . . . . 
As Reuter remarks there are undoubtedly means of exercising strong pressure 
upon Turkey, but the difficulty will be to agree thereon. In any case the 
British Government in view of its position as a Moslem Power would be well 
advised in refraining from participating in the coercion of Turkey.” 

The Indian Patriot, of the 22nd July, says:—‘* The Moslem faith in 
God, Moslem prayers in the mosque, the rush of Moslem hearts to Turkey 
in her hour of trial have not been in vain; for by a development of events 
unforeseen, ‘'urkey has occupied Lala Burghas, Kirk Kiulleshi and the 
Moslem world will burst into one loud hymn of prayer to hear that Turkey 
has entered Adrianople. The eye of the conquering infidel that looked in 
vacant blankness on the sacred tombs of Moslem saints no longer is there. 
Turkey has become the ruler of Adrianople. God’s blessings be on that day 
when to an advancing army, Adrianople opened its gates and let the real 
ownerin . . . Europe has not failed to show its utter selfishness, unpolished 
by religion or civilisation, whenever the question was the suppression of 
Turkey. ‘That selfishness will be displayed again. Europe will look on with 
surprise the waving flag of the Crescent from the battlements of Adrianople. 

When Europe deals with Turkey, the gods are expected to clear 
away, and religion and science must vanish. We should be surprised if such 
a display does not come from the Balkans, now that the Turk is the master 
of Adrianople. Only one Power can step in and protest, only one man can 
say that in the eyes of Europe Turkey is not different from Bulgaria or 
Servia so far as the Treaty of London is concerned. That Power is Great 
Britain. That man is Sir Edward Grey. Moslem India looks to him, not 


to go to the aid of Turkey, but only not to hinder Turkey in a race where 


anybody can do anything he likes. . . . . England is the one Power 
to which Moslem look for the assertion at this critical period of the history 
of ‘Turkey, for the principles that dictated the resolution of non-interference 
in the Balkans from the lips of the one man whom God would seem specially 
to have made his instrument in the hour of blood and butchery in the 
Balkans. If Sir Edward Grey would not move, the throbbing of life on the 
body of Turkey will cease at once.” . 
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The West Coast Keformer, of the 24th July, observes:—‘ No event in et Coase Reronman, 
moiern history 18 more suggestive of the unsettled nature of human oy 
-aditions and organisations than the sensational tragedy which 1s being 
enaeted 1D the Balkans. . die ie lhe unexpected has, nevertheless, been 
bn .jpitated into the world of realities, and today. the proud Bulgarians are 
vovelling in the dust suing fur peace at the hands of the Servians, Greeks 
and Roumanlads. And the very same fortress of Adrianople, which the Bulga- 
sjans heroically ana victoriously snatched from the ‘Turks, is now in the hands 
ortne Lurks themselves: Whata cruel irony of Fate! The beautiful Bulya- 
sian bubble is burst. ‘The part played by Roumunia is at once most comical 
ali wondrous of all the actors in the tragedy of the Balkans. ‘Oo. 
Tue whole history of the recent wars in the disreputed Balkan sphere is an 
wzlomeration of immoral transactions, which no vrdinary code of inter- 
national morality can ever justify. Why then the great Powers of Kurope 
oii view the Turkish occupation of Adrianople with considerable conster- 
nation is not comprehensible. ‘The step that Turkey has now taken with an 
spparent mixconstruction of the Treaty of London, is at least as justifiable as 
the declaration of hostilities in the first and second Balkhan wars. But 
Turkey stands perhaps at a different degree of relation with the Concert ot 
Europe and she may not be allowed to do what Bulgaria or Roumania might 
do. It is, however, devoutly to be hoped that Britain will not be a party 
to interference with ‘Turkish ambition, so far as it is compatible with the 
prevailing moral code of the Balkans.”

It is a waste of breath being 
indignant with people who defy you. The Powers have not learnt that lesson 
till the very end of the two Balkan wars, but priding themselves upon their 
powers of discipline attempted to dictate to the Balkan States and threatened 
them with all sorts of pains and penalties if they did not obey their seli- 
constituted mentors. ‘They failed woefully in that attempt, tie Balkan 
Stutes merely disregarding them. Since then the Concert has ceased to ke 
‘surprised ’ at the acts of the Balkan States, much less has it given vent to 
futile indignation. Now, however, that it sees Turkey joining in the tray 
they are working themselves up to the gamut of surprise and indignation and 
attempting to bring ‘Turkey to a sense of the iniquity of its ways. The 
Treaty of London is their one pet ewe-lamb, gotten after much travail and 
threatened disappointment. ‘They are consequently aghast at the prospect 
of its being sacrificed at the altar of ‘Turkish ambitions. They are, theretore, 
talking bravely of coercion. It is somewhat unreasonable to expect ‘l'urkev 
to have the same overweening respect for the Treaty of London that the 
Powers have. By that treaty Turkey found herself stripped of her European 
possessions. She had very little more to lose and the allies succeeded in 
extracting to the uttermost farthing, all that was possible for them to take. 

They have become 
accustomed by this time to have their mandates openly flouted. i 
In'the case of ‘Turkey the Powers ought to look twice before they take any 
steps which are likely to result in their own stultification once more. ‘Turkey 
naturally commands a good deal of sympathy and her present attempt, 1! not 
strictly justitiable, is only meant to have something of her own back. The 
knowledge of the futility of the Powers’ threats in the past will serve to 
harden the hearts of the Turks and they may be induced to try and ascertain 
the value of these threats in the present instance.

When such a 
sincere and generous man comes to be branded with infamy—and we takc it 
as infamy when he comes to be excluded from the University lecturers—we 
protest and protest strongly against the action of the Governor-General. 
We express—with a full sense of responsibility—that the action 
of the Governor-General in Council is arbitrary and quite unbecoming of the 
traditions of a race which has presented to the world a Burke, a Bright and a 
Bradlaugh.

10. In a leader under the heading ‘* The New Educational Problem ”, the 
aren ere Indian Patriot, of the 22nd July, writes :— 

: Bit ‘* A new educational problem stares the Govern- 

ment in the face, namely, the want of schools and colleges in the Presidency 
and throughout India. There is no use closing the ears:to the clamours that 
rise from the arena of education. Those clamours must be heard and a 
resourceful Government must stand up to meet the situation. The situation 
is this. Boys coming from elementary schools cannot get admission into 
secondary schools. Boys coming from secondary schools cannot get admis- 
sion into colleges. . . . . We know of an instance in which a troubled 
parent, having knocked about all over Madras, could not obtain admission in 
any secondary school for his sons. Poor as he was and an inhabitant 0! 
Georgetown, he was prepared to send his sons to Mylapore if only admission 
could be got. . . . . Here is a new development, unforeseen or 
any rate unprovided for. What can the Government do now? This dearth: 
of schools and colleges is not confined only to the city, for the wail from the 
parents and boys comes from distant towns also. Now is the time 10! 
Government to start model schools; now is the time to pull down every 
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.arrier that keeps back enthusiasts from starting secondary schools. . . . . 
The plight of the students going from the secondary to the college classes, 
op returning unsuccessful to the college, is even more pitiable. ie 
1 latest Hower in this garland of disappointment is that colleges refuse 
aimissiun to their own students who are found to have failed in more than 
ne subject in the University. In other words, the educational career of an 
Jutermediate student is practically closed if he tails in more than one subject 
wthough a merciful University has provided for him three chances. 
Wi do not accept that our boys are blockheads who do not deserve higher 
jucation. We must rather look upon them as innocents sacrificed at the 
slaizhter of educational inefheiency—or rather educational efficiency, for in 
the name of efficiency several colleges have been closed. . . . . The 
nesent situation has not come upon the Government asa surprise. ‘They 
must have expected it. They did everything to close inefficient schools, but 
n-ver did anything to replace them by efficient schools. Meanwhile women 
Jid not cease to bear and children come steadily up to demand schools. The 
inser now made to them is that, because there are no efficient schools, they 
cannot have any schools.” 
11. The Mudras Standard, of the 23rd July, observes : —‘‘ Last week the «pase Stamnaap, 
‘eer Madras, 

Government of India published the rules under — Jaly sgrd,'1918. 
which a female member of the domiciled 
community will be sent to England to acquire 
training in any one of the six subjects which 
may enable her to take up the teaching profession after her return to this 
country. The object on which the amount of the scholarship is spent is, no 
doubt, good, but the way in which it is sought to be achieved is open to 
wrious objection. ‘The present action of the Government of India is in 
r-sponse to the resolution passed in the last Simla Conference for the education 
ot the domiciled community and this origin increases the intensity of the 
resentment which the people of this country are sure to feel on this question- 
able use of the finances of the Government of India . . . . Though 
instances of special treatment are quite common in this country, it is time for 
plain speaking on this thorny question. The sooner the Government of 
India is compelled to view this matter in an impartial spirit, the better for 
tliscountry. Forsome time past, the agitation for more favourable prospects 
ty the members of the domiciled community in almost all walks of life has 
leon very persistent and in spite of all that the Government has done, it is 
till being maintained in some interested quarters that they are still being not 
wlujuately favoured. . . . . The effect of such a policy onthe part of 
the (iovernment is sure toresult in serious harm. Apart from the feeling of 
rescutment which such partial treatment of a special community at the 
sacrifice of the interests of -the general tax-payer, 1s bound to produce in all 
thinking men who are free from an inordinate love for partiality in any 
form the complete cleavage which it is fostering between them and the other 
people of this country is bound to be felt in the long run. The special 
treatuuent afforded to them naturally creates in their mind a sense of supe- 
riority, which in truth does not at all exist and such a feeling is exactly what 
iscalculated to separate them from the others. . . . . The exact nature 
ot this mischievous policy seems not to have yet been rightly understood by 
our people. We cannot forget that any unfair concession to them in respect

.. . + This occasion may appropriately be availed of to point out the salient 
shortcomings of Mr. Krishan’s pastrégime. Personally his only deficiency 
was his practical neglect of opportunities to make himself popular among «il 
classes of population in the town. A certain amount of compromising spirit, 
smiling condescension, free intercourse, kindly enquiries and such other 
symbols of solicitude for public welfare will go a great way to make him 
popular A Municipal Chairman should be above all things a highly social 
figure. Ilalf the measure of his success depends on his social attitude. As 
for administrative duties, Mr. Krishnan’s experience will stand him in good 
stead, but the complaint against him was that he did not always look into 
things himself, that he did not adequately inspect the entire town, its roads 
and lanes and conservancy arrangements, that in short his physical and intel. 
lectual supervision was insufficient to keep the administrative machinery in 
good working order. We hope he will accept these hints in a liberal spirit 
and conduct the administration in such a manner that at the end of his new 
term his administrative achievements may weigh heavier than the years of 
his experience.”

Every assertion 
was built on facts and figures. He brushed back obstructions ; he preserved 
his temper amidst abuse. He told his sad tale. He was met with derision. 
‘They laughed at his attitude and rose as if nothing had occurred. . . - - 
It was then that Tondiarpet appealed to the Indian Patrist, and the /ndiun 
Patriot harkened to the voice of the dying and suffering. . . . . There 
was woe and lamentation everywhere at Tondiarpet. Nothing happened 
The horn of His Excellency’s motor car was heard from near the sewage farm 
and was lost in the air. ‘The news that the Hun’ble Mr. Sivaswami Alvar 
went and was surrounded by all anxious people rose and fell. Public 
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-<,jtement and emotion reached the boiling point. . . . . Twoof the 
. re things wanted by the dying and suffering Tondiarpet wero given to 
“ety —not alas, until hundreds had died to rouse the Corporation. 

~ «© The voice of the city, as reflected in the public meeting, never stirred 
jyvernment to any action. Public opinion beat in vain at their doors. 
‘thing was done, except what they were requested to do. Such was their 
wtidence in the Madras Corporation. . . . . Political foresight, the 
Lnowledge of conditions, the breadth of mind would have at once given to 
Toudiarpet six months ago what today is wrung out by death. It was plain 
., l/l, except to those who would not see, that faction had blurred the vision 
.jthe Corporation. . . . . All this showed as plainly as in a compass 
. Jose serew somewhere in the Corporation. ‘That was why the citizens 
Madras appeaied, in @ public meeting, for Government interference ; that 
was why publicists like Mr. T'yagaraya Chettiar, with a record of public 
_ovice that dates back to thirty-three years, lent their name, on a public 
j«ysion, to a request to the Government to interfere. Under ioliniey 
-jreumstances Government interference in local self-government would have 
-alled forth public meetings to protest against such interference, but the drift 
v! allairs in the Madras Corporation provoked quite a contrary procedure. 
‘yen then the Madras Government did not interfere. . . . . Vile 
personal abuse, more stinking than the sewage, came from within the Corpora- 
tion chamber, which forced open the eyes of all, except the eyes of the 
(Government to what was wrong in the Corporation. . . . . We hope 
that the general attitude of the Government to public opinion is something 
other than is reflected in the Tondiarpet tragedy. We hope also that from 
te Corporation, from the platform, from the press, the voice of the public has 
sufficiently and sprgersen | risen to the heights of the Government that 
hereafter they cannot mistake it.” 


15. The following appears iu the Madras Standard, of the 24th July :— 
‘The system of local self-government in this 
country is now no better than what it was 
when Lord Ripon first implanted it. . . . . We hear now and then of 
~ue spasmodic efforts to improve our village administration or the munici- 
pilities, but nothing tangible has yet been achieved. . . . . That the 
time is overdue for a definite advance is generally admitted. But no imme- 
litte steps are taken to set matters right. ‘I'he resources of our Local 
Boards have vastly increased and their responsibilities now are far heavier 
thin 80 years back; yet they are not rendered capable of discharging their 
lunctions satisfactorily. : 

“ Any reform in the existing system must necessarily contain the forma- 
tion of a separate I.ocal Self-Government Board constituting a direct part of 
‘1 Central Government. At the present time this fortfolio is entrusted to 
1 member of the Executive Council along with many others and conse- 
yuently, itis not possible for him to devote any adequate attention to this 
part of his duties. He has thus naturally to depend upon his lower officials 
for much of his routine work and also for the information bearing on any 
important question. ‘The person who does this latter duty is generally the 
Collector, the executive head of the district, and it is here that the mistake 
hes. Being a man on the spot, he is —"s influenced by the cross- 
currents that may sweep the life of a district. is views are often biassed 
and the Neosiadll Mcialesnnad acting on the information which he supplies, 
generally support his action even if justice should be ranged on the other 
side, Unpleasant incidents like this are not at all rare. In most of these 
cases the people fail to secure justice which is always associated with the 
British Government. The injured peo le are often not given a patient 
hearing by the higher authorities who take the word of their own officials as 
Gospel truth. . . . . Suchastate of affairs should at once be put an 
end to if local self-government is to be a success in this country. We think 
that for the good name of British rule also, it should cease to exist. The 
Board of Directors, in one of their important despatches, pointed out that not 
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only should justice be done in India, but it should be done in su 
as to make the people feel that it is strictly done. That advic 
being borne in mind by our rulers at the present time. 

‘¢ The Local Self-Government Board, if it is established, should 
integral part of the Central Government. In England, the presiden 
Board is a member of the Cabinet and in this respect, with a slight chang, 
the department in India may be modelled on that now controlled 1 y, 
Burns in Downing Street. The only change necessary is in regard jo +), 
composition of the Board. It should consist here of a substantial nuniter ,; 
Indians.”’ 
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(h) Railways. 


16. In reviewing the Administration report of Railways in India for ¢},. 
hie eh _ year 1912, the Madras Standard, of the 25th 
Railway administration in July, says:— The railway question is baad 
India. assuming some magnitude and sooner or Jater 
important issues shall have to be faced and solved both by the people and the 
Government. The opinion is gaining ground that in time to come the State 
should gradually come into the ownership of all the railways in this country. 
As the periods of contracts cease, no renewals should be granted. This 
opinion 1s further strengthened by the fact that in the West the State railways 
are the best managed and most efficient lines both from the point of safety 
to passengers and cheapness and development of trade, not to speak of the 
gain to the State from the ownership of such a huge and paying concer. 
a Another question of no small interest is the Railway Board, the 
need for which is now being questioned. ‘T’he Board has proved a uscless 
body and the duties assigned to them have not been discharged to the sutis- 
faction of the people. The Government of India might well add to one oj 
its own departments the work of supervising the administration. But, then, 
the question arises if it will be able to meet the ever-growing activity in 
railway extension and the multifarious problems that railways raise for 
rect he solution. Obviously, this is impossible for one. department. 
Hence, it necessarily follows that the work should be distributed and distri- 
bution means provincialisation of the various railways, the Government of 
India supervising the general administration. Eventually this is inevitable 
and things in our opinion steadily tend to this much desirable culmination. 
Lastly we have the question of the feeder railways. . . . . TheGover- 
ment of Madras have yet no settled policy with regard to them and the 
people are apathetic towards a great undertaking of no small economic value 
to them. The question why the District Boards should not join together and 
lay out and manage the feeder railways has not yet been satisfactorily 
answered. Any solution of the construction and management of the feeder 
railways in this Presidency other than the one suggested, is not likely to 
benefit the people. ‘hat, at any rate, is the opinion which is distinctly 
gaining ground.” |

19. The People’s Weekly, for the week ending 19th July, has the follow-

Neverthe- 
Jess, it will be of interest if we recall to mind the remarks made by the 
Madras Mail under the editorship of the late Mr. Beauchamp, when “1 
Greorge White was the Commander-in-Chief in India, to the effect that stati 
appointments used to be conferred upon those who happened to have fair 
and handsome wives. Whether any of the appoirtments made in Travancore 
especially under the present régime could be suspected to have been influenced 
by fair and handsome wives is a question which we must refuse to answer, 
though in fairness we are bound to say emphatically, that some of them can 
hardly be regarded as being in conformity with fe flrs which acknow: 
ledges merits and qualifications as their criteria. . .. . Unless 
Mr. Rajagopalachari is recalled at once to the British Service and the Palace 
Manager sent out of Travancore bag and baggage, affairs there must continue 
as they do now and grow still worse.”

“9 Tn reviewing the Annual Administration Report of the Baroda State, 
the Madras Standard, of the 23rd July, 
writes :— ‘‘ Baroda has ever been in the van of 
State, progress, and as a Native State, adopting and 
ysimilating most of the modern systems of administration, it has served as 
, model for the rest of them, No year passes without some new reform 
being introduced or some improvements being experimented upon to associ- 
ite the people more and more with the administration of the country. In 
short. Baroda has been an experimental farm for Native States in, India. 
affording lessons to them and warning them against pitfalls and dangers. 
| On the whole, the report of the administration testifies to a 
steady improvement, and it need not be stated here that the progress 
yhieved by the enthusiastic officials working under the almost. direct 
inspiration of the Gaekwar is a credit to all concerned.”

The fervour with which officers 
do their duty, the open freedom with which His Highness mixes with the 
wople, the forced simplicity and homeliness, as it were, which the public 
assuciate with Baroda, all give it a particular advantage over other States. 
Most of all, the art of writing the administration report has been fully deve- 
lod. Instead of a plautean, with pages of tabulated statistics, as in other 
States, we have a handy book, written in stylish language, with occasional 
Hourishes which enemies like the Pioneer may call self-adulation, but which 
Indians always understand as the expression of contentment of a hard-worked 
oficial. We know from the report, not only what has been done, but what 
is to be done, and His Highness has so far inspired his officers with his own 
love of progress that the restlessness of the experimental mind, that is 
impressed in every page, has quite a charm for students of politics and 
adininistration.”

were charged with indifference to the Moslem interests. Politically speai,,, 
the charge was unreasonable, even supposing that the Imperial overnment 
did not actively intervene on behalf of Muhammadans in the recent Wars

one or the other of the belligerents, and thus disturb the balance of Power jp 
Europe. . . . . It has been contended on behalf of the Moslems, tht as 
Britain directs the destinies of the largest number of Moslem subjects, it has 
a moral duty by them, and must guard their religious interests in or Outside 
British territory. ‘hat, we believe, is the main contention of those wij, 
express dissatisfaction with the British attitude in the recent wars. Buy the 
critics forget the position of Britain as a world power and the obligations .; 
the Imperial Government to the rest of the Empire. . . -. . What the 
British Government can be reasonably expected to do is to protect the 
interests of Muhammadans who are their subjects in whatever part of the worl: 
they might be for the time being. Beyond that they cannot gO, and it js 
unreasonable to expect them to overstep the limits imposed upon them by 
international laws and understandings. . . . . Im the first place th 
Indian Moslems should not seek to interfere with the foreign policy «j 
England which is governed by circumstances which the Moslems here cannot 
adequately realise. HMnglish foreign policy is solely governed by the relations 
of England with the nations of Europe and Indian Moslems have no place 
there. And again it must be borne in mind that neither T'urkey nor Persia 
or any other Muhammadan Power for that matter will be suffered by th. 
British Grovernment to interfere between them and their Moslem subjects. ani 
they expect a similar attitude on the part of Turkey or Persia.” 


30. Referring to Reuter’s report of the reception of a deputation from 
the International Cotton Federation by Lori 
Crewe, the Hindu, of the 24th July, writes :— 
“Tt is possible to have too much of a good thing and that perhaps is what 
Lord Crewe thinks in regard to the persistence with which he is hunoured 
with deputations intended to bring the India Office and the Government vi 
India to « proper sense of their duties to India and Lancashire. 

Lancashire has a way of regarding the rest of the world as created merely 
to minister to her own convenience—an attitude of mind of which we, in 
India, have had some painful experiences—that we may be pardoned for 
thinking that Lancashire’s interest in the present deputation, as evidenced 
by the presence of so many of her Parliamentary representatives upon it, is 
not quite so altruistic as may appear at first blush. Lancashire wants to 
widen the field of supply against the time when circumstances and the growth 
of the local demand in the United States may have made the American supply 
impossible. Lancashire is in the habit of looking very far ahead and shi can 
see that in due fulness of time such an eventuality is inevitable. We may 
admire this provision, we may sympathise with the anxiety of Lancashire for 
the future, but we can hardly be expected in India to support measures which 
are in any respect likely to be detrimental either to the interests of Indian 
agriculturists or Indian manufacturers. . . . . We may say at the 
outset that with the efforts which the International Cotton Federation lias 
made and is making to improve the quality of Indian cotton we are in entire 
zupetay and we are glad to have the assurance of Sir Charles Macara that 
there is a perceptible improvement in the quality of the crop produced this 
year. With the policy of extending cotton cultivation, if it could be dove 
without detriment to other crops, if in other words the crop is extended by 
bringing waste lands under cotton, we are also in sympathy ; but the /imts 
are quite clear and we are glad Lord Crewe indulged in some plain speec!i 0 
respect of them. . . . . Theclear demarcation of this limit is doubly 
necessary because the deputation, though it did not say so in so many words, 
suggested preferential treatment in the form of bounties or otherwise, to the 
growth of cotton. . . . . If we have correctly interpreted the sen ‘ 
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she Jeputation, it 1s the most amazing proposition we have ever come across. 
{ere is a deputation of manufacturers actually asking that, to afford them a 
wider source of a for their raw materials, the Indian Government should 
‘iuce a Wider cultivation of cotton by snbsidising it. When the subsidising 
igs had its effect and the prices of raw material have fallen; as must be the 
inevitable result of any large extension of cultivation, it would be interesting 
.., quire who will benefit by the result. We cannot convince ourselves that 
-ven if cotton is temporarily more profitable than other crops, it would be an 
unuixed blessing if the ryot were induced to adopt it. . . . . To 
change food stuffs for cotton might or might not be profitable to the ryots 
concerned, but it is not difficult to imagine circumstances, in India at any 
rate. under which the change might produce ucute, and none the less real 
becvuse possibly temporary, distress in parts of the country. ‘The last point 
which the deputation urged was the question of the damping of cotton. This 
particular species of dishonesty is, we do not know why, regarded in India as 
venial. Legislation on the subject is certainly an absolute necessity if the 
rood name of the Indian exporter is to be preserved, and we hope that the 
promise of Lord Crewe in this respect will be carried out.”

We are at a loss to know how the European Powers quietly allow the 
Christians in the Balkan States to tease innocent people like this. The 
Christians pride themselves on being superior to other religionists in the 
world in education, civilisation and character. But in times of war and in 
dealing with weaker races, the Christians show the least sympathy and 
magnanimity. One who has observed the magnanimous way in which the 
Japanese, following the Buddhist religion, conducted their war may object 
to the very claim of Christianity to be called a civilised religion.

against one another. The paper thinks that, with Roumania’s greed for terri- 
torial extension, with Servia’s extravagant desires and with Turkey’s attempts 

for the recovery of lost territories, a serious situation has been created. 


‘I'he atrocities of the Balkan 
war. 
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Commenting on the recent course of ayy ar in connection with the 
war among the Balkun States, the Sadhoi, of 
The Balkan war. the 18th July, writes:—There is nothing 

strange in this wicked greed being thus overtaken by Nemesis. Turkey is 

now exultant over this mutual destruction among the allies themselves. It 
only remains for us to see how long the present alliance between Servia and 

Greece will last. 

Writing on the same subject the Swadeshabhimani, of the 18th July, 
observes :—One ostensible cause of the Turko-Balkan war was that ‘l'urke 
harassed her Christian subjects. But now the dreadful animosity with which 
the allies are themselves fighting against one another shows us clearly how 
empty was that talk of Christian fraternity. We now see that this so-called 
fraternity was at bottom only a compuact of the Christian peoples to roba 
third party. The reports from the scene of war give us « most sickening 
sense of the terrible bloodshed and atrocities committed by the now warring 
allies. But how can we explain the present neutral attitude of the Powers ? 
Very probably they count on the maxim that * Pride hath a fall.”” | Whether 
the allies will conclude peace without further loss of time or whether the 
present tempest of war will spread over the entire continent and the fiery 
insatiable thirst for dominion characteristic of the young and haughty 
Western nations will set the whole continent ablaze, it is yet too early to say. 
But meanwhile, the on-looking world is pale with wonder at the horrid 
monstrosities at the seat of war proceeding moreover from the very nations 
which pose as the preachers of the glories of the kingdom of God to the rest 
ot the world. 


Referring to the same subject the Vri/an/a Patrike, of the 24th July, 
writes :—While the allies are thus engaged in mutual destruction, Turkey is 
uot slow to seize this opportunity of recovering lost ground. Already her 
armies have crossed the territorial limits fixed by the recent peace, and a 
recent telegram states (we can’t say with what amount of truth) that she has 
taken possession of Adrianople quite unopposed. If this news be true, we 
doubt whether the Powers will approve of this action of Turkey. But it 
‘Turkey only regains the territory which she lost in war, we do not think the 
Powers will be justified in demanding a surrender. It seems to us only 
reasonable that Turkey should be allowed the opportunity of regaining what 
was once her own. But it must not be forgotten that this action of ‘Turkey 
is in direct contravention of the terms of the peace which she has so recently 
signed, 


30. The Desamata, of the 16th July, in its leader on this subject, writes : — 
Already troubled sorely as we are with the 
passing of the Suuth African [migration Act, 
the hard lot of the Indians in Canada disposes us to doubt if there can ever 
be an end to our misfortunes. ‘The large sums of money which the Indians 
in Canada have invested in land and in commercial enterprise testify to a 
desire on their part to settle down permanently in that country. ‘This has 
excited the jealousy of the white people and two new restrictions that are 
ridiculous and disgraceful have been imposed by the Canadian Government 
i1 May 1910. ‘The Indian, a British subject, to be admitted into Canada, is 
required not to break his voyage. He has further to show a sum of 200 
dollars on landing while only 50 dollars are required to be shown by a Jap, 
a foreigner. ‘Thus the Indian British citizen is, not even accorded the 
privileges of the foreigner. It is highly regrettable that our rulers have left 
us to the care of Providence while foreign Governments ensure the privileges 
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of their subjects by means of treaties or other methods. We hope that our. 


(vovernment will take steps to remedy such acts of injustice and maintain 
tl prestige of the British citizen inthe British Empire. 

Ina short article on the same subject the Sasilekha, of the 22nd July, 
vbserves that while the Japs and Chinamen are permitted to reside in Canada, 
the Indians alone are prohibited. Even Emperor George, the Imperial 
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Parliament, the Secretary of State and the Viceroy of India proved them. 
selves unable to uphold the dignity of the Indian who has really becuine 
helpless under the British administration. The fact that the ladies Is not 
allowed to step into the British Colonies while people of different countries 
are allowed a happy sojourn in India is, doubtless, a stain on the character 
of the British system of administration. 


°36. Ina leading article dwelling at length on the disabilities of Indian 
settlers in South Africa, the Satyadipike, oj 
the 16th July, observes :—It would be a mistake 
to suppose that cither the Government of India or the Home Government 
countenance this attitude of the colonies. ‘he Government of India haye 
all along been trying their best to secure a fair treatment to their subjects in 
South Africa. ‘he Secretary of State for India, too, has more than once 
tried to grapple with the situation which was even made a subject of parlia- 
mentary on All this goes to prove that the British authorities both here 
and in Kngland look upon these restrictions upon Indian emigrants with 
positive disfavour. ‘Thanks, principally, to the unceasing exertions of Jord 
Ampthill in the cause of these Indian sufferers, the stringent laws sought to 
be imposed upon them were somehow averted last year and promises were 
secured which led to the hopes that these differences would be settled 
amicably, and agitation ceased for a time. Again, when the Hon'ble 
Mr. Gokhale visited South Africa recently even more liberal promises were 
made to him. But now the [ndian Immigration Restriction Act passed by 
the Union Parliament has suddenly shattered all these hopes and expecta- 
tions. ‘lhe severity of this new measure has produced a huge wave of 
wonder and disgust from ene end of this country to the other. Now that 
it is about to be submitted for His Majesty’s assent, the Indians in South 
Africa have resolved to persistently defy the measure and patiently bear the 
consequences. Protest meetings are being held in all parts of India and 
representations sent to His Excellency the Viceroy for communication to His 
Majesty that the Koyal assent should be withheld. In the meantime Lord 
Ampthill has written a letter to the 7imes so as to arouse the interest of the 
(British) public in this problem. We may, therefore, expect that the 
Parliament will discuss and settle this grave question at no distant date. 


The Indians in South Africa. 


II.—Home AbMINISTRATION. 


(a) Police. 


37. The Swadesamilran, of the 21st July, says:—“ At the meetin 

of the Legislative Council held on the 16th 
May last, the Hon’ble Mr. A. S. Krishna Rao 
referred to one of a gang of thieves, who were being chased by the Police. 
having been shot dead by the latter in the Nellore district, and requested the 
Government to make an enquiry into the matter, to prevent the recurrence 
of such an action by the Police. After making an enquiry the Government 
has passed orders stating that there was nothing wrong in the Police having 
shot the thief dead, as the major portion of the stolen property had been 
recovered, but that the Police had committed a mistake in not having reported 
the fact of their having shot the thief. The explanation of the Police is that, 
as it was after dusk that this event occurred and as it took place in a forest, 
they could not discover that they had shot a man dead. The District 
Magistrate, in submitting his report to the Government in this case, observed 
that, though it was wrong on the part of the Police to have hidden the 
shooting, they had done so evidently from ignorance and fear and that it was 
therefore not fair to blame them for this. We are for upholding the action 0! 
the Police in this matter. If the Police have not the liberty of using their 
carbines, whenever they have to combat with thieves, how can they protect 
themselves? How can they have the courage to oppose the thieves ? We will 
even suggest that, in this case, the Government will do well to express 1's 
appreciation of the courage and intelligence of the constables who shot the 
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thief dead and reward them for it. It will be enough to warn the Police for 
their fault in having failed to report the death caused by shooting. 
38. A correspondent in the Kerala Sanchari, of the 16th J uly, animadverts 
\ suggestion to improve the very strongly on the alleged hooliganism of

ties, taking advantage of the opportunities thus afforded to satisfy any private 
yrudge. ‘Che hardship is severely felt in rural parts. The object of the 
benign Government in establishing the Police force is to afford protec- 
tion to the poor. But that object is frustrated by the misdeeds of some of 
them. ‘The correspondent adds that it is high time for the authorities to 
endeavour to purge the force of these obnoxious elements threatening the 
saiety and protection of the puor, and suggests that Government should lay 
down a strict rule insisting on the production by those seeking admission into 
the department of certificates of good character from four respectable gentle- 
men of the locality. It is hoped that by this means the undesirables can be 
kept out. 


(6) Courts, 


39. In commenting upon the decision of the Privy Council in the Pondi 
murder case, tli: Jananukulan, of the 2nd * 
July, says:—To our knowledge this is the 
first case in which a criminal appeal went up to the Privy Council. We are 
really surprised at the decision of Justice Sankaran Nair, having been 
reversed by the Privy Council. But at the same time we cannot help ieeling 
gratified at the decision of a single Indian Judge, Justice Sadasiva Aiyar, 
who is a ‘Tanjorian, having been upheld. One point to be noted in this 
case is that Vaidyanatha Thevar should have long ago been hanged as a 
result of the decision of the Madras High Court had it not been for his 
wealth which made it possible for him to spend enormous sums of money 
and reach the Privy Council. This state of affairs should not be allowed to 
continue. Hereafter a rule should be framed that all cases in which a 
sentence cf death is passed should be sent up to the Privy Couneil for 
confirmation. 

Now that the Privy Council has acquitted Vaidyanatha Thevar of the 
charge brought against him, it behoves the Government to find out the real 
murderer. We shall wait and see what steps the Government takes in this 
direction. 

In dealing with the same subject, the Dravidabhimani, of the 11th July, 
observes :—The sentence of death is itself an uncivilised form of pumshment, 
and it is a slur on the civilisation of the British that they have allowed it to 
tind « place in their Criminal Codes. ‘Though law is rigorous, there should 
be an element of mercy in administering it. We, therefore, think that the 
decision of the Privy Council in this case has clearly established the neces- 
‘ity of doing away with this form of punishment altogether. The British 
Government has done away with many cruel customs in India such as Sati. 
It has even abolished the restriction against widow marriage by means of 
legislation. If it would only abolish hanging as a form of punishment, it 
will be adding one more beneficent act to its credit. Even if this may not 
be possible immediatelv, we hope it will at least try to prevent mistakes 
being committed in cases in which sentence of death is passed, as has been 
lustrated in the Oudh and Pondi murder cases. 


The Lokopakari, of the 12th July, also advocates the abolition of hanging 
4st form of punishment. 
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40. Referring to the Oudh murder case which, im ite opinion, excites the 
attention and indignation of the House ,; 
Commons at present, the Kistnapatril:a, of the 
19th July, in an article under the head *‘ A Great Injustice”, observes tl,,: 
the twentieth century, even under the British administration, witnesses , 
great many wonders and curiosities and in this connection holds up for the 
consideration of Mr. Montagu and the Houses of Parliament the following 
six points :— 

(1) When the accused were acquitted and were at large for tiv: 
months why were they brought again for re-trial and what was the cause ot 
so much delay ? 

(2) It is unjust to bring persons to re-trial when once they are 
discharged. Such practice does not prevail in our country with regard to the 

curopeans. 

(8) Why were not the accused examined before the Judicial Commis. 
sioners? Authority to dispense with such an examination is not to be vested 
in them. . 

(4) To punish the accused once set at liberty with death is horrible. 
They should have been punished with transportation for life. 

(5) Why did not Sir John Hewett send the appeal for mercy to the 
Gsovernment of India ? : 

(6) Why was the modification of law delayed so long, although a 
similar case calling for it had occurred during the time of Sir B. Fuller. — 


(c) Jails. 


1!, While reviewing the administration of jails in Madras, the <Andhra- 
prakasika, of the 23rd July, in its leader notes 
an appreciable change for the better and looks 
on with evident satisfaction at the attempts made by the Government to 
reform the criminal and convert him into a useful citizen. It thanks the 
Government for the caution addressed to the Magistrates to conduct them- 
selves with care in the trial of the accused and to refrain from unduly 
harassing them. It brings to the notice of the Government another evil sub- 
sisting in jails whercin the warders bring force to bear upon the prisoners to 
induce them to pay them bribes and presents. The paper prays that the 
(;overnment may take steps to issue proper orders to do away with this evil 
practice.

(d) Education. 


42, In an editorial article on * The grievances of students” the 
Kerala Sanchari, of the 16th July, says that the 
School Final examination has become a greater 
curse to the students than the Matriculation 
examination of former days. Up till three years ago the Matriculation 
examination was the stepping stone to higher education as well as to 
Government appointments. It was owing to great slaughter in that exami- 
nation that the School Final examination was introduced. The admission 
of the holders of School Final certificates to the Intermediate class was leit to 
the discretion of the Principals of colleges. This course, though favourable 
to students of high schools attached to colleges, make it difficult for students 
of other secondary schools to get admission into colleges. The Principals of 
colleges show no sympathy towards the latter. First they scrutinize the 
number of marks obtained by a student in each of ‘the subjects. In the next 
place they have to restrict the number of admissions according to the capacity 
of their classes. The scrutiny of the marks is desirable in itself; still the 
sending away of a student on the ground that there is no room in the college 
is unjustifiable. It is highly objectionable that a qualified student wishing to 
continue his studies is not given an opportunity to satisfy his legitimate 
ambition. It is not at all proper to create dissatisfaction and heartburn 
among holders of School Final certificates. The paucity in the number ot

-olleges in the Madras Presidency is the cause of all this evil. In some of 
the existing colleges there is hardly room even for a small fraction of those 
who apply for admission. If the Government do not take this unsatisfactory 
ite ot things into their immediate consideration the progress of higher 
_dneation will sadly be impeded and the discontent of the student population 
vil] be on the increase. 


(hk) Railways. 


43. The ndhraprakasika, of the 19th July, in its leader on this subject, 
remarks that, though the institution of railways 
\re railways advantageous fo is capubie of affording great facilities to the 
th: public ? public, it is regrettable that the servants em- 
Joved in railways are not conducting themselves properly enough to ensure 
such facilities. It is too well known that all the passenyers in trains are not 
rreated alike, and that the railway servants subject the Indian passenger to 
uch inconvenience. The condition of the Indian merchant too is very 
auch the same. Some merchants of Kodur have petitioned the Railway 
yuthorities against some illegal acts of the Stationmaster, which were highly 
ve] udicial to their interests. As this petition received no attention from the 
juthorities, the Stationmaster was encouraged to bring a charge of defamna- 
tion against the merchants before the Presidency Magistrate, who, however, 
discharged the accused, as no case was made out against them. ‘The Railway 
authorities, who had knowledge of the ill-feeling between the Stationmaster 
and the merchants of Kodur and of the result of the criminal trial, have not 
thought fit to punish the Stationmaster or at least to transfer him from the 
place. Such a neglect on the part of Railway authorities leads to u further 
straining of the relations bet ween the public and the Stationmaster. The 
paper doubts if such incidents can make railways beneficial to the public. 


44, Referring to the proposal regarding the Arsikere-Mangalore exten- 
sion, a correspondent of the Vrittanta Putrike, 

The Arsikere-Mangalore of the 24th July, urges that a far better route 
extension. would be the extension of the State railway from 
serur (a junction which is only 3 or 4 stations to the north of Arsikere) to 
Shimoga as far as Honavar or Kumta on the west coast across the Sagar 
district running close to the Gersoppa falls on its way. ‘The correspondent 
observes that this line has many advantages over the Arsikere line in that it 
not only affords a cheaper means of conveying to the coast the abundant forest 
produce of the best and most fertile districts of the State, such as Shimoga, 
Savar and Nagar, but offers the possibility of making the world-famous 
Gersoppa an excellent sanatorium which both in its magnificent preny and 
its sulubrious climate would eclipse the now famous Matheran and Kodaikanal. 
Gersoppa would then attract a far larger number of globe-trotters than at 
present and the existence of a railway line in close proximity would also serve

raised the question of simplifying the jamabandi. A hue and cry was raised 
mostly against the expenses which villagers incur in entertaining the jama- 
bandi party. That, no doubt, is one aspect of the question. But we are 
inclined to think that that is not the most important aspect. ‘There are yet 
other aspects of the question which demand closer attention on the part of 
Government. It is true that in some cases the jamabandi camp is a source 
of trouble and expense to poor villagers. But generally the villagers are 
proud to entertain the Jamabandi officer who happens to be invariably the 


head of their district or division and the Jamabandi staff who belong to the 
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Divisional and ‘l'aluk offices. In some cases, however, the hos itality of th), 
villagers ix even pushed to absurd and objectionable iengths. We have hean 
of nautch dances and harikathas, of dinners and evening parties arrange,| 
by the villagers for the pleasure of the Jamabandi officer and his stall 
Such things should no doubt be put down, though the village hosts are quits 
willing parties to these pageantries and no coercion of any sort is brought 1, 
bear upon their spontaneous flow of hospitality. But the real crux ot tj, 
question lies in the trouble and inconvenience to which the people are oite 
subjected in jamabandi camps without any compensating advantug. 
Experience will show that the camping of the Jamabandi officer in differs: 
parts of a taluk has no practical advantage. Whatever may be the jd. 
that has actuated Government in prescribing to the Jamabandi officey. m 
compulsory term of touring, it is meaningless to the villager who sees 4, 
advantage in their camping in this village and holding a judicial trial ,,, 
revenue inquiry very often not connected with his village or its neighbwur. 
hood. In his opinion it could be held in the head-quarters itself with equal, 
if not greater, advantage. I.ven to outsiders the Divisional officer ‘or Jayy.. 
bandi officer, holding his court from morning to evening in a village snd 
trying cases coming from more distant places and signing certain jamabandi 
papers at the tag end of the day is equally meaningless. . . . . [j , 
close scrutiny is made of the jamabandi work, the net advantage accruing 
to a villager after a week or ten days’ camp of the Jamabandi officer in |i; 
village will be found to be almost ni/. For each village the Jamabandi 
officer devotes but a few minutes and that after a full day’s work in hi, 
magisterial capacity and at a very inconvenient hour of the day. Owing 
to the knowledge that these Jamabandies are of no practical advantage t. 
any party, few or no villagers attend them. Even the few ryots who wait tor 
the officers calling up their village und make a representation are referred to 
the Tahsildar for orders or are disposed of in some such summary wav. 
The faces of these ryots returning home from a jamabandi camp bear no 
sign of satisfaction and the people go generally discontented and displeased 
with the indefinite and fecble response to their grievances. A radical change 
must be effected in the mode of conducting the jamabandi if it is to be 
popular or advantageous. If the systen is not to be mended it is better to 
end it rather than have an annual farce with no advantage to anybody.” 


Continuing its comments upon the same subject, the Desadbhimani, of the 
9th July,* observes in English :—*‘ The first thing to be done by Jamabandi 
officers towards popularising the jamabandi is to post no judicial work during 
jamabandi days and to devote whole-hearted attention to the grievances and 
representations of the ryots. At present the jamabandi is only an annual 
stock-taking of the village accounts, and the idea of its affording a special 
opportunity to the ryots to personally and freely give vent to their wants and 
needs to the local representative of their rulers is not very apparent. In the 
next place, attempt should be made not only to give a patient hearing to the 
ryots but to afford them some substantial and tangible redress to their grievan- 
ces. It must be made the occasion for the ryots to represent the shortcoming: 
of the village officers and their immediate superiors and to ventilate their 
wants and needs with regard to irrigation, means of communication, and the 
like. It must, on the other hand, be made a proper opportunity for the Revenue 
officers to inquire into the complaints of ryots, and verify the reports of 
subordinate officers and to pass final orders thereon. It must be understood 
that the representations made in one jamabandi should be disposed of at 
least in the next jamabandi. In the next place, the camps should also be so 
arranged that the least hardship should be caused to the ryots having 
business in them. A jamabandi camp held from morning to evening. 
presided by a sympathetic officer and devoted not merely to the checking 0! 
the accounts, but generally to the investigation and disposal of the wants, 
needs and grievances of the ryots living around the camp,—one that instils 
hope in the people of all this representation, inquiry and investigation being 
fruitful of good results—will never be open to the sneer either of the ignorant 
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-vots in the village or of their intelligent representatives in the Legislative 
Councils. While we are dealing with this question, it is but justice on our 
part to acknowledge that many of the Revenue officers presiding over jama- 
handi camps ure attempting to approach the level of usefulness we pointed 
out above. . . . « But owing to the defects existing in the system itself 
they are unable to go a great way. So far as our district is concerned, it has 
been systematically fortunate in getting sympathetic officers as heads of the 
district and the sub-divisions, except perhaps in exceptional cases and the 
objectionable ways which the ryots of some districts adopt in.showiug hos- 
pitality to the Jamabandi officers have not been in vogue. Our present 
Collector Mr. Aziz-ud-din has been trying to do the ryots as much good as ke 
can in the jamabandi camps, and we have drawn attention on several occa- 
sions to his active sympathy with the ryots and his popularity among them. 
There are also some Divisional officers who have beck influenced by his 
noble example. But to make a system opular, solitary exceptions and 
articular individuals will not do. The mm on the subject should be so 
changed that these exceptions may become the universal practice.” 


46. The Swadesamitran, of the 15th July, says:—The saying that 
everything has its own time proves to be after 
all quite true in experience. Certain measures 
nuw undertaken by the Government make us wonder why it has been 
sleeping over this matter for such a long time. If only the present desire 
of the Government to improve the education of the people in all its branches 
had existed one century back, numerous beneficial results would have followed 
from it. Lord Curzon acquired the reputation of being uw verv active and 
zealous Viceroy, and it was he who reorganised our Universities. During 
his time, there was also a large amount of money in the Government treasury. 
Still it was left for Lord Hardinge to work out a scheme for improving the 
education and sanitation of the people. Attention is now being paid to the 
education of the masses throughout India. 

The Government of Madras has sanctioned certain amounts for enabling

the several industrial schools in this Presidency to buy such appliances as 
may be necessary for them. These schools were not showing much ere 


for want of funds. Now that the Government has come forward to help them, 
we hope they will improve fast hereafter. These schools should help to 
remove the impression in the minds of our people that working industries or 
carrying on trade is not so honourable as being a public servant. 


47. The Bharatamata, of the 16th July. in a short article on this subject 
The Court of Ward appreciates the work of the Court of Wards 

ee eee during this year, but it regrets that the educa- 
tiun imparted to the minors is not useful. It is not possible fur these minors 
to learn the manners, customs and differences existing among the people, 
unless they study in ordinary colleges, where they are brought into toueh 
with common students. 


18. The Kistnapatrika, of the 12th July, in an article on “ The Commotion 
among the karnams,” observes:—During a 
discussion in the Legislative Council about the 
enhancement of the salaries of karnams, the 
Hon’ble Mr. Atkinson remarked that there was no necessity for the increase 
ot salaries inasmuch as the karnams are not full-time officers and they have 
their own bye- rquisites in villages. Such being the case, the order of 
Mr. Satagopa set laa Chariyar, the Tahsildar of Ellore, requiring the 
karnams to prepare diaries and present them in the Taluk office for inspection 
before their monthly salaries could be disbursed to them betrays a lack of 
commonsense. If the Tahsildar withholds the salaries for one or two months 
or utmost three months, he will have to send his peons to karnams’ houses to 
pay their salaries, on receiving ‘Satagopans’ (rebukes) from the Treasury 


Deputy Collector. The Tahsildar will thus have caught a tartar in the 
(arDam. 
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49. In tracing the development of journalism in India, the Andhrakesar; 
of the 18th July, in an article on “ The Indian 
Ihe Indian Press. Press” observes that the repressive admini«. 

tration of Lord Curzon coupled with the new spirit awakened by the Russo- 

Japanese war gave a fresh impetus to the development of national life jy 

India, which was reflected in the increased activity of the press till 1908. 

When the pulse of the country had resumed a normal beat after the excite. 

ment of the Bengal Partition was over, journalism declined and the enactment 

of the Indian Press Act of 1908 added to the decline. 


The Desamata, of the 16th July, voices forth the same views as are con- 
tained in the above and adds :—The scare of the Press Act shackles the hands 
of the press and the evil cannot be removed unless the liberal Government of 
Lord Hardinge come to its relief. An atmosphere devoid of liberty of 
speech and press can never be healthy, and the people cannot be happy. 
The paper suggests that, as the Government have other means to punish 
ctimisal writers, the Press Act may be repealed and liberty of press 
restored. 


1V.—NatTIvE STATES. 


50. Writing on this subject the Sadhvi, of the 18th July, says:—While 
tendering our warmest eulogies for the excellent 
progress effected by the educational authorities 
in Mysore, we wish to draw the attention of 
Government to one vital point in this connection. It will be admitted that 
the prices of food-stuffs have of late gone up to an enormous extent. A pay 
of ten or twelve rupees, such as is offered to primary schoolmasters, barely 
suffices for the subsistence of a single soul and with the additional burden of 
a family privations are inevitable. ‘lhe result is that these schoolmasters are 
ever on the look-out for subsidiary gain, and thus their whole-hearted 
attention to duty fails to be secured and even what is now expended by 
Government on their pay becomes a sheer waste. A schoolmaster, as also all 
the petty clerks and others in the service of Government, should be able to 
earn at least as much as the maistries among labourers. If the Government 
should show want of liberality in this respect, these low-paid servants will not 
hesitute to go astray in order to secure an additional income. It will thus be 
seen that the Government themselves are responsible for the delinquencies ot 
these. We therefore hope that the Government will increase the pay ot 
schoolmasters, police constables and similar other low-paid servants so that in 
the matter of food and raiment at least they may not find themselves in 
perpetual want. Unless this improvement is first effected the attempts of 
Government at reform are bound to fail. Hungry underlings must always 
prove a menace to the peace and well-being of the people at large. 


51. Commenting on the unnual report on the administration of Local 
Boards in Mysore the Sadhvi, of the 18th July, 
writes :—Although the Bowringpet-Kolar 
railway line has been finally sanctioned by 
Government and a company floated with a guaranteed interest of 4 per cent. 
on the share capital for the space of 25 years from the State it is very much to 
be regretted that the requisite funds have not yet been raised. The result 
would certainly have been different if the Deputy Commissioners too had 
shared the earnestness and cnthusiasm of the Diwan in all matters. Unless 
the present indolent executive officers of Government are replaced by more 
active and energetic men it is useless to expect any speedy results from the 
projects of Government. ‘The audit work of this department appears to have 
been unsatisfactory. It will be admitted that this responsible work should be 
entrusted to more highly paid officers. The Comptroller should personally 
inspect at least 5 per cent. of the items of account and satisfy himself that the 
audit has been carefully carried out. Where any embezzlement escapes their 
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nutice, the Comptroller as well as the auditors should take upon themselves 
the responsibility of meking good any lees resulting therefrom. We hope the 
iovernment will not hesttate to thrust this responsibility on the Audit depart- 
ment so as to ensure a more satisfactory condition of the accounts. 


VI.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


52. The Lokopakari, of the 14th July, writes :—It seems that the Govorn- 
ment has decided that architeeture, as an art, 
has declined in India, and that there ure there- 
‘ore no architectural experts at present in this country. ‘The existence, up tu 
date, of several grand structures raised long ago, when the Hindus and 
\fuhammadans held sway in India, clearly proves that there were architec- 
tural experts of a very hgh order in those days. It may be that experts of 
that type are not found now in such large numbers; but it is rather unfair 
on the part of the Government to have come to the conclusion that there are 
no such experts at all and on this ground to refuse to allow Indian architects 
ty tuke part im the construction of Delhi. Crores of Indian money will 
le spent in the constraction of the new capital and it will be strange, if 
Indian architects are not permitted to be of any use in this work. It is one 
ot the duties of the Government to improve the industries of the country. 
Engineers can only draw up structures on paper; but they cannot be of any 
use in tne actual building of them. Still they are paid hundreds of rupees 
per day, while the workmen engaged in uctual construction are paid only 
as many pies per day. ‘The Government has ruined the industries of the 
country by opening the Public Works department. As the industries of the 
country are neglected by the Government, the children of urchitects have 
taken to agriculture and the clildren of agriculturists have begun to prefer 
scriptory work, either in India or in other countries. Thus the condition 
of our countrymen has become deplorable. It is only the Government which 
conducts its administration without displeasing the people that can be said to 
be un excellent one. Our Government should note this well. 


53. Referring to the acquittal, by the Caleutta High Court, of the 
ii editor ot the Amrita Bazar latrika, in the 
aca Serge oar Pi case brought against him by the Advocate- 
Patrika | ~ General of Bengal that he had published 
| certain articles in contempt of the said court, 
the Swadesamitran, of the 14th July, says:—The Amrita Pasar Patika 
ix a paper which commands the respect of the Indians and so they are 
hound to view the acquittal of its editor in this case with satisfaction. But 
they may be doubly glad at the attempts of the Hon’ble Mr. Kenrick, the 
Advocate-General of Bengal, ate failed. ‘This gentleman is least liked 
by the people of Bengal and much less by the vakils. As soon as he was 
appointed to his present post, some one seeme to have told him that the 
Barristers and vakils in Bengal were all of them seditionists preaching 
auarchism. Fully believing this, he has always been keeping aloof from and 
avoiding the vakils as much as possible. It appears he had a long interview 
with Lord Carmichael, as soon as judginent was pronounced in the case 
against the Amrita Bazar Patrka. ‘Though we do not know what the subject 
of their conversation was, we learn that Lord Carmichael advised him to be 
friendly with the Indian section of the bar. Lord Morley thought that the 
Advocate-General of Bengal should be a capable English Barrister and chose 
Mr. Kenrick for the place. But what isthe use ? It would have been better 
if this appointment had been given to Mr. S. P. Sinha, who was acting in the 
place before, or to anv other Indian Barrister. The Government wants to 
avoid, as far as possible, giving higher appointments to the Indians. But is 
it wise in continuing this policy, even after seeing that it does not always 
produce benefivial results ?

Parthasarathy Mudaliyar aad thereby gave room to the aforesaid statement 
being misconstrued by the people. But he has not attached sufficient weiglit 
to the state of teeling which existed in the minds of the people of Tondiarpet 
at that time, and the facts that the people were dissatisfied with the ways vt 
the Corporation and that Dr. Nair was generally upholding the officials of the 
Corporation against the wishes of the people. These facts go a great way, in 
our opinion, to attenuate the offence committed by the Patriot. Though 
the editor has committed a fault in not having published the conversation in 
full. we dofnot think it is such a serious offence. No one has lost anything 
by this. From the aforesaid statement of Dr. Nair, the Patriot draws the con- 
clusion that he has neither sympathy with nor a liking for the people and 
that he is a hard-hearted man. But all papers are accustomed to write in this 
strain and there is nothing novel in the Patriot having done so. Nevws- 
papers must have the privilege of freely criticising the actions of public men 
like Dr. Nair: otherwise the influence and utility of newspapers will be 
vreatly reduced. Of course, the Patriot should have expressed its regret, 
as soon as it learnt that it was wrong in its interpretation of the words ot 
Dr. Nair. We think it has really committed a fault in not having done so. 


Ses.sens, 56. Referring to a recent speech made by Sir Harold Stuart in the 
July 22nd, 1913. S*. Heesld Rinart. Coimbatore Agricultural College exhorting the 
zamindars to provide for imparting agricultural 

education to the people in their zamindaries, the Saselekha, of the 22nd 

July, observes :—Sir Harold is a person that belongs to the goldenage.

been submitted to the Secretary of State for 
India to preserve the declining Indian architecture by cunploy bie Indian 
architects in the construction of new Delhi. Mr. E. B. Havel and Dr. A. K. 
Kumaraswami, who are lovers of Hindu art, did much to support this 
memorial. But we regret to note that this memorial was treated with scant 
-ourtesy. The discourteous reply was well criticised by Mr. FE. B. Havel and 
ly, Kumaraswami. It is doubtless that the Government have deprived the 
starving Indian architecture of this rare opportunity of resuscitating itself, 
prompted by the evil advice of the jealous western artists. It is verv 
Jiscouraging to be told that Indian architects will be required only for the 
work of decoration. Every Indian will feel sorry for this, as also every 
Knglishman that recognises the excellence of Indian art. We therefore 
request the Government to reconsider the jreply and help the revival of Indian 
architecture. 


58. Referring to the advice of Lord Sydenham to the educated classes 
in India to refrain from taking part in the 
harmful field of political agitation and direct 
their attention to the cause of social reform, the Atstnupatrika, of the 19th July, 
remarks that the proper progress of a human being or society is possible a 
under an equal development of all activities, political, social and economic; and 
the paper, therefore, inquires what Lord Sydenham’s advice not to take part 
in political matters really means.

For the establishment of justice, political reform is as necessary as 
social reform.”

Sandalwood theft cases IN Qyqdeshabhimani, of the 18th July, writes to 
Sth Canara. repeat the complaint that these thefts are mainly 
the work of some rowdy characters whose persistent lighhandedness in 
depriving their neighbours of their ‘umki produce the petty wargdars are 
unable to prevent. The writer further remarks :—Considering on what an 
extensive scale these thefts were committed, it passes strange that neither the 
village watchmen, nor the village potels and shanbogucs, nor the Revenue 
Iuspeetors, nor the Deputy ‘Tahsildars and Divisional officers, nor the Thane- 
dars and Forest officers, who are all expected to keep always a vigilant eye 
over their respective divisions, got scent of these offences to suppress them in 
tine. It behoves the authorities therefore not to take the helpless petty 
wargdars to task for what has happened through the neglect of duty on the 
part of the Revenue subordinates not merely to detect these illicit removals in 
time but to make proper enquiries whenever they come in contact with the 
villavers to ensure that the latter are not harassed by rowdies.

In allowing Italy to usurp Tripoli and instigating the Balkan 
war and arranging to deprive Turkey of Albania, Macedonia, Thrace and the 
Island of Crete. Europe in presenting a very ugly picture of herself to the 
Rust. . . . + Contrary to the cherished hope of Europe, Bulgaria and 
Servia are at war and Europe is shedding tears of blood, ‘lime is wielding 
her weapon and friends are slaughtering friends. ‘The combatants ure 
exlausted by the drain of blood and money, but the greatest shock that 
unnerved Kurope is thejadvance of Turkey, and with the occupation of 
Adrianople consternation has overtaken the Powers, and they threaten a 
naval demonstration. For what, we ask? Is it because Turkey is coming to 
Kurope ? Europe down with this hypocrisy. What can the Powers do; what 
if they threaten Turkey ; if ‘Turkey must yield, the submission wil] not come 
at vour bidding, your treaties and pledges are nothing but paper barriers. 
aa Europe acquiesced in Bulgaria’s butchery and land-grabbing and 
the massacre of millions in as many as two wars, and yet if Turkey fights 
because she is fought with, Europe threatens her with a naval demonstration. 
ae The threat smacks of impudence and a lot will depend on how 
Britain will acquit herself in this crisis. Honourable to her traditions both 
as a just and the largest Muhammadan Power in the world, we hope to see 
her out of this dirty affair. Britain has to answer Muhammadan India for 
her attitude in this muddle; and we have no doubt that she will not involve 
herself by lending a hand or a sympathetic ear to those that walk in the way 
of iniquity and injustice ” 

2. In an article under the heading, ‘ ‘T'urkey to the front,’”’ the Jndian 

Patriot, of the 26th July, writes:-—‘' To-da 

the very welcome news comes of Turkish 
invasion into Bulgarian territory. Europe, 
which heard of the Bulgarian advance into Lulu Burghas and Rodosto with 
fe /eum in churches and protestation of pleasure, now hears of ‘Turkish 
alvance with ‘consternation.’ The last word had scarcely fallen from the 
Powers, namely, that the status quo would always be as it was, when the news 
of bulgarian advance changed the situation, and the very lips gave forth the 
shameless promise that the fruits of victory shall be to the victors. ae 
It is to be regretted that England has not infused confidence enough in the 
millions of Moslem hearts in India, that she will act boldly; but here is an 
opportunity. Sir Edward Grey sternly asked the peace delegates to sign the 
Treaty of London or walk out, and Europe nodded assent to the powerful words 
of the man of power. T'o-day, in the European concert, the word of England 
laysdown the law. England, thus, has the greatest responsibility in the matter. 
Let her resolve that the Treaty of London shall be observed to the very letter, 
driving each rebellious Power to its proper limits.

Great Britain and Turkey. House of Lawde recently, in which he said ha 
Britain ‘‘ must be beware of being forced into a position which would offend 
the opinion and sentiment of Muhammadans in India”, the Indian Patriot, 
of the 3lst July, says:—‘t The eyes of Indian Muhammadans are on th 
second capital of Turkey. ‘Their eyes are on the Crown Prince, on his royal 
entry through « population tumultuous in the delight of welcuming the 
Ottoman back again. ‘Their hearts are with the monster meeting of the 
citizens which said that Adrianopole shall remain Ottoman. ‘That is the 
state of affairs at present, and Persia enters very little into the imagination 
of the people to-day. Had the words that fell from Lord Morley with 
regard to Persia fallen from Lord Crewe with regard to Turkey, what a 
wave of love and loyalty would have passed through every Muhammadan 
heart in India? England can say to-morrow with perfect truth. Our 
Moslem fellow subjects who are loyal and faithful to us demand our considera- 
tion. They demand that Adranopole and every town recaptured by 
Turkey shall remain Ottoman. We accede to their request and call upon 
the Balkan Powers who tore to pieces the treaty of London to beware. We 
have found them in war more ee vaPoae than Turkey. They have mocked 
Europe when they disregarded the treaty’ of London. They specially 
mocked Great Britain whose best efforts alone could bring a treaty of 
London to existence. They shall suffer for it, and therefore we, as a Power 
having Jarge Moslem population whose feelings we respect, insist that ‘Turkey 
shall hold every inch of land that she has won back.”

(d) Education. 


4. In commenting on the reply of the Calcutta University to the 
Government of India regarding the University 
Phe Pinte, ayer vt India and = jecturers, the Indian Patriot, of the 28th July. 
| ee: writes :—‘‘ Whoever was responsible for the 
unfortunate incident about the Calcutta University lecturers and the expression 
of opinion that an ‘ atmosphere of pure study’ should prevail in educational 
institutions will feel bitterly stung by the withering criticism of the Govern- 
ment action by the Senate of the University. In along letter the Senate 
minutely subjects the action of the Government to an examination in which 
the political demi-gods in the Educational department appear very small 
before the distinguished educationists, who have risen up to protest against 3 
charge of irregularity against them which, they allege, they have never 
committed.” 
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Writing on this subject, the Madras Standard, oi the 28th July, says: — 
«The summary which was wired to us by the Associuted Press does scant 
justice to the well-reasoned letter which the Calcutta University has sent to 
the Government of India. This reply deals with all the points raised in the 
ill-advised communication of the Government except the one in regard to 
‘heir authority to interfere in matters connected with the University. 
as The letter that has now been sent isa masterly and crushing 
answer to the several questions raised by the Supreme Government. Having 
explained the * mistakes’ that were wrongly laid at the door of the Univer- 
sity, a strong case is made against the unsatisfactory treatment received at 
the hands of the Government. . . . . As we stated ubove, the Senate 
wakes certain allegations against the Government which will not. be casily 
answered. . . . ~ Itis needless for us to refer to a number of other 
complaints which have been framed against the Government. Suffice it to 
.i that the uncalled for interference into the work of a progressive institution 
like the Calcutta University has received a fit rebuff, from whose effects, the 
Government of India will not emerge withoui serious loss of prestige.” 


5. Reterring to the proceedings of a public meeting held at Calcutta on 
the 28th July to protest against the recent 
educational policy of the Government of India, 
the Madras Standard, of the 29th July, writes : 
_.- Yesterday was held the long-expected Town Hall meetine at Calcutta. 
It was presided over by one of the veteran, public leaders of Bengal, who, as 
lhe himself states, was compelled to leave his sick-bed on account of the gravity 
of the situation created by the educational policy laid down by the Govern- 
ment of India. ‘The main object of this policy is to introduce the School 
Final examination in the place of the Matriculation and also to deprive the

University of the right of recognising avy high school. The effect of these . 


two changes, if carried out, will be to provincialise the whole svstem of 
education in Bengal and such a change is naturally resented by the people. 
eee As regards the second proposal of the Government, the people of 
this country should always be careful against the officialisation of any 
popular institutions. So long as the Government continue to be non-repre- 
sentative in character, it is always inimical to the growth of progress to have 
excessive official control of our education. Of all the national institutions in 
India or anywhere else, education thrives most when it is freed from official 
interference. Let the Government by all means regulate its progress and 
see that it is not led into bad channels, but beyond this, the Government 
should not be allowed to interfere. . . . . I[tis true that some youths 
belonging to the high schools of Bengal had been led astray during the last 
few years, but the remedy does not lie in officialisation. If, now, the anarchist 
has been able to capture the minds of some youthful students, we do not 
know why he should not be able to do the same when the Government 
becomes the direct controlling agency. The work of the anarchist is not 
carried on openly, and never in the class room, and no amount of officialisa- 


tion can save the students from coming into contact with those dangerous

6. Referring to the recent meeting of the Moslem University Founda- 
tion Committee, and their decision to send a 
deputation to His I:xcellency the Viceroy on 
the question of affiliation, the Madras Standard, of the 30th July, says :— 
“The unanimous decision of the Foundation Committee of the Moslem 
University to proceed with its work will be welcomed by all right-thinking 
men. The committee have been able to collect nearly 30 lakhs of rupees 
and could have gathered the required amount of 50 lakhs, had it not been for 
the dissensions that arose in its ranks over the letter of the Government) of 
India . . . .

7. The Indian Patriot, of the 30th July, has the following :—«'1},

education. So far, in the consideration of the question uf the Educational 
department, the problems that require His Lordship’s personal attention 
have not, we fear, been put before him, even by those who are interested 
in education. . . . .- In considering every phase of the educatjun,| 
problem, His Excellency has to consider two points: the removal of the 
obstacles’ and the furthering of progress. We deliberately say that, in every 
department of education, elementary, secondary and higher, obstacles remain 
which hinder progress. Of course the officers who are responsible for the 
working out of the state policy have not been guilty of any conscious 
perversity. Onthe other hand, we gladly recognise that they are doing 
their level best, according to their light, and according to their notions of 
statecraft. . . . . Weconsider His Lordship’s régime as the tide-tiny 
of our progress. Of course, we will not expect to be brought ona level of 
fortune with the poor in England. But may we not ask that while educa- 
tion iv England is being gradually given free, in this country it should not 
be made gradually prohibitive and ultimately refused? Free in England 
and prohibitive in Madras—how does it sound? Such a state of affairs gives 
neither pleasure to the subject nor credit to the rulers. The removal of

and the cheapening of popular education are the desiderata. Lord Pentland 
may earn the lasting gratitude of our countrymen, 1f His Excellency will 
but infuse the spirit of his late colleagues in the consideration of our 
educational problems.” , 


8. In reviewing the annual —, on the on of the Madras Law 
College during the year 1912, the Madras 
Boe aceas Law Amigo. Standard, of the Ist endl writes :—“ ‘I'he 
report on the working of the Law College, Madras, by the Acting Principal, 
Dr. S. Swaminathan, is a record of steady progress in the work of that well- 
known institution. The strength of the college has been increasing for the 
past few years and reached last year a record of 566. The Principal thinks 
that this is due to the large number of students that pass the B.A. examina- 
tion under the old and new regulations. This, however, is not quite a fact, 
since the first cxamination under the new regulations was field only in April 
last The increase in the strength of the college is certainly due to the want 
of openings to our graduates in other walks of life and is sure to continue sv 
long as they are not diverted to other and more lucrative professions. Every 
student entering the Law College knows full well that the profession he 
chooses is already overcrowded, but he thinks that he can get on somehow 
in the general scramble. The struggle for existence has become keen, and 
the result is that the profession has greatly deteriorated and few among the 
surging crowds of vakils cherish the ideals of a profession that once com- 
manded the greatest respect. . . . . Among the reforms introduced 
into the college during the past year, the first place should be given to the 
system of holding periodical examinations. . . . . The system of excessive 
examinations has its drawbacks. Graduates are not school boys. They have 
soms sense of responsibility, and the Principal would do well to bear this in 
mind when he enforces the grinding system he has invented. . . .- - 
‘There can be no doubt as to the suffering undergone by the mofussal students 
of the Law College. The managers of the existing hostels attached to Arts 
Colleges, naturally enough, give preference to Arts studénts, with the result 
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that the majority of the Law students, who do not live with their parents or 
with their families, resort to the insanitary eating-houses maintained by 
rivate individuals. On the whole, we might well congratulate Dr. Swami- 
nathan on the work of this institution. The college recently figured, in no 
desirable manner, In the columns of the press. A little more quiet work, 
with less sensation, will, we think, be better appreciated by the authorities 
and the publie.” : 


“, The following appears in the Hindu of the Ist August :—“ Now 
that the dates of the various University 
examinations have been changed to a different 
period of the year it will be advantageous to 
alter also the period for which Principals of Government Colleges are asked 
ty submit their reports. Otherwise, the facts inentioned therein, especially, 
the results of pub ic examinations, are bound to be very stale und of very 
little value. T*or instance, in the reports of the three Arts Colleges ut Madras, 
Kumbakénam and Rajahmundry, which we have just received, the results of 
University examinations held in March 1912 are given and the public have 
ty wait @ year more to know, officially, of course, how these colleges, on 
which Government incur a net expenditure of over Ks. 25 lakhs every vear, 
have done their work, so far as it is assessed by the University. There is so 
much that 18 now stated about the School Final Certificate scheme: the 
students that went up for the last Intermediate examination constituted the 
first batch evolved by that scheme, and it would be particularly valuable to 
know from the college authorities as to the advantages or otherwise of the 
new scheme, judged, among other things, by the results in the last inter- 
mediate examination. As it is we have to wait for a year more to know 
how the scheme has worked as gauged by the first practical test in the 
examination, the results of which were published in June last.” 


10. The Cochin Argus, for the week ending 2nd August, remarks :— 
* Qur English ana\;Varnacular contemporaries 
of Calicut are very. much exercised in mind 
over the report that the Madras Government 
his in contemplation the establishment of a first-grade college in either 
Salem, Coimbatore or Malabar. We are told that the Government will be 
prepared to give two lakhs towards the establishment of such an institution 
on the condition that the public raise a similar amount. ‘There can be no 
doubt that Malabar, on both geographical and intellectuai grounds, has a 
much stronger claim to the Bebo college than not only Salem or Coim- 
latore, but both of them put together, and vet, if the question is to be 
determined on financial grounds there would seem to be the possibility of 
Malabar being left in the lurch, for though everybody seems deeply impres- 
sed with the necessity of energetic action for raising the two lakhs required, 
there are no signs yet of a real move in the direction of their pockets by 
the public, nor, as far as we have been able to ascertain, has the wealth of 
‘uggestions put forward been supplemented by a single offer of financial 
support. Everybody wants everybody else to come forward, and many are 
wllressing indirect, but very frantic appeals to the Collector to place himself 
at the head of a subscription collecting committee, which has, however, vet 
to be created, and as the Collector, for very good reasons, is pretending 
hot to hear the appeals, it seems doubtful if real business will result from 
the great volume of discussion which is now being poured forth. ‘We are 
constantly told that the people are quite capable of managing their own affairs 
and that they can get on very satisfactorily without official help aud advice, and 
1 this is really so, it is a puzzle why, in a matter so trifling as the collection 
of two lakhs from a community with a very appreciable proportion of wealthy 
members and a large proportion of those who may be classed as well to do, 
the people do not give proof of their self governing talents. Has Malabar no 
leader with the requisite influence, brain and organising power to undertake

11. The Hindu, of the 30th July, writes :—“ We publish elesewhere t}, 
Press Communique issued by the Govern: 
of Bengal on the question of the revision 9; 
the constitution of the Calcutta Corporation. . . . . The remedy pre. 
posed by the Government of His Excellency lord Carmichael will, w:: .,;.. 
afraid, practicaliy leave the things as they are. It is now proposed 4, 
increase the number of elected Commissioners to 37, and also increase tijat ,, 
nominated Commissioners to 38. This attempt to neutralise the power .: 
the representatives of ratepayers is hardly one on which the Governme 
can be congratulated and the only proper and wise ~~ is to revert to the 
old system of having 50 Commissioners elected by ward constituencies and 
25 nominated by Government and other bodies. A perusal of that portion 
of the Resolution, dealing with separate Muhammadan representation, leaves 
us impenitent ; and we cannot help fecling that the Government of Benzal 
have, unconsciously it may be, created a situation which is bound tu ty 
disconcerting to them. It 1s a retrograde step that 1s contemplated, and that 
it should be made at a time when Hindu-Muhammadan relations are taking 
a decidedly favourable turn is very unfortunate. The system of separate 
Muhammadan representation nowhere exists in elections to local self-govern- 
ing institutions, and we are not aware of any demand, worth mentioning, 
that has been made in regard to the Presidency Municipalities, particularly. 
It is undoubtedly a mischievous and short-sighted policy, and we can only 
hope that an astute Governor like Lord Carmichael would detect the mistake 
“i rectify it at an early opportunity.”

A major portion of these profits go to forcign 
shareholders, but the people of this country havea right to demand that « 
substantial portion of the annual gains should be spent in [ndia in the 
direction of improvement of communication and other things. Third-class 
travelling in India is certainly not a luxury, and the complaint that third- 
class passengers are treated with scant courtesy is as old as the hills. ‘Third- 
class compartments on most railways are ricketty, ill-ventilated, ill-roofed 
and ill-lighted. In fact, it was only the other day a respectable gentleman 
complained in these columns that the roof of his compartment was leaky. 
They do repairs to first and second class compartments frequently, but the 
third-class carriages are sadly neglected. Another crying necessity is more 
spacious waiting rooms for third-class passengers. In almost all stations the 
unfortunate passengers are crowded together in waiting rooms like shecp 1 
their pen hours before the arrival and departure of trains.”

‘The receipts are expected to be nearly forty-seven and @ half 
lakhs, and Mr. Banerji can look back with pride to six years ago when, with 
an anual income of thirty-three and a half lakhs, an expenditure of nearly 
thirty-seven and a half lakhs and gross liabilities amounting to thirty lakhs

oi rupees, he was face to tace with a situation that was very dark. 2 2. 
In the midst of the triumph, very justifiable, of Cochin financiers about the 
improved situation, the thought must creep in freezing poignancy that 
rourteen lakhs of rupees more revenue have been collected over and above 
what was collected six years ago, and only six lakhs are given back as 
expenditure. Mr. Banerji has not hesitated to cry a halt in the rush for 
‘ncome and eagerness for surpluses.” 


Writing on this subject, the Madras Standard, of the 31st July, SAYS | 
The five yeurs of Mr. Banerji’s stay at Cochin is about to come to 
4 close, and in the brief introduction attached tv the financial memorandum 
tor the year that begins to-morrow, he has with pardonable pride referred to 
his splendid work of reorganising the finances of the State. When Mr. 
Banerji took charge of his office, the revenues of Cochin amounted to 38 lakhs 
and the expenditure was calculated to leave a deficit of 3 lakhs. There 
were also liabilities to the extent of nearly 30 lakhs and thus at the very 
outset of his administration he was called upon to face a most perplexing 
situation. ‘Thanks to his perseverance and ability he has fully freed the 
State from all difficulties ; and the budget for the next vear anticipates a very 
decent surplus. .  . . . Onthe whole a comparison of the balance sheet 
for 1088 with that of 1083 shows that the past quinquennium was a period 
of solid progress in every department ot the State. ‘l‘here is no doubt that 
much of it was due to the single-minded devotion of the retiring Diwan who, 
on the whole, has done enough to be remembered with gratitude by the 
people of Cochin and their ruler.” 


VI.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


14. ‘The foilowing appears in the South. Indian Mai! for the week ending 
2ist July *:--- We are afraid that the clerk 
who drafted G.O. No. 659 relative to Indian 
personal names has played a joke on the 
Government whom he serves. It purports to be an authoritative code of the 
spelling of Indian personal names. We doubt very much whether Professor 
Mark Hunter, the valiant champion of reformed English spelling, was 
consulted before this wonderful code was fabricated ; we are quite sure that 
a sight of it will give a tremendous shock to his literary conscience, we hope 
with no fatal results. Annexure I (it is a Government order, the more 
modest ‘Appendix’ is not sufficiently sonorous —it must be annexure or 
nothing) is a list of 7ndu personal names ; and we find in it Jesudasan Pillai 
wud Jnanaprakasam Pillai (it is our old friend Gnanaprakasam Pillai) besides 
vu accumulation of Christian names from the West Coast. These are Christian 
names quite as much as Raman, Krishnan or Jaladurgaprasadarayudu are 
Hindu names. This argues tremendous confusion or a subtle sense of humour 
in the unfortunate clerk whose business it was to compile the list. Point 
nunber two has regard to the alterations. The respected Deputy Collector 
of the Ramnad ‘Treasury is no lunger the Casivisvalingam Pillay as he has 
known himself a whole life through, but at once blossoms forth into Kasivisva- 
lingam Pillai; Koshi becomes Kosi; Row, Rao; Vaikuntam, Vaikuntham 
andso on. ‘Chese are the curiosities of official spelling, but as the Government 
naively observe ‘ the system when once adopted bv, and established among 
oficiais will in course of time commend (!) itself to the people of this Presidency 
generally.’ This is the very acme of official complacency.”

Spectator, of the 26th July, remarks : —‘‘ Every

the Swadeshi movement has been a failure, esyecially in the land of its 
inception, Bengal. Anglo-Indian papers of a certain type are never tired of 
telling the world that the movement is spurious, that the public as a body,

movement is as strong as ever. It has, in fact, only ceased to be noisy, but 
the progress is steady and substantial. . . . .

sufficient funds or knowledge ‘during the last few years of the Swadesi; 
mania.’ Here is a warning and we trust our people will profit by it. We 
must pot show reckless, indecent haste to advance the material progress of 
the land.” 


16. In reviewing the first year of Lord Carmichael’s régime in Bengal 
the Indian Patriot, of the 26th July, says: _ 
‘¢ The question is whether the Government of 
India could afford to look like a Russia bully. 
ing the right kind of British spirit in Bengal. That is how it now looks like. 
Of course, India has the same love and confidence in Lord Hardinge that 
Bengal has in Lord Carmichael. We knew that Lord Hardinge, who could 
find words of love for us when an Indian hand had torn out life’s blood from 
him, could do no harm. ‘There is Sir Reginald Craddock to afford an expla- 
nation of this change. It is time that Lord Hardinge’s mind in polities once 
more asserts itself. Bengal cries aloud to be cut off from the narrowing 
influence of the Government of India; the Calcutta University is almost 
rebellious; public feeling in Bengal is deeply stirred. . . . . Ii 
Bengalees would not believe that Lord Carmichael could do anything contrary 
to public desire, so does all India believe that Lord Hardinge could do nothing 
jarring to the subjects of His Majesty. . . . . The assertion of Lord 
Hardinge’s spirit, the ring, once more, of his voice, the flow again of his great 
love and confidence in the people of India, will reassure public opinion.” 
17. Ina leader on this subject, the United India and Native States, tor 
the week ending 26th July, writes :—* The 
Orange }*ree State has earned the most unenvi- 
able notoriety for ill-treating and excluding 
Indians, and it is therefore hardly the proper training ground for a Minister 
who is expected to deal with the Indian question in a spirit of sympathy and 
broad statesmanship. It is not therefore to be wondered at that the several 
obvious features of this unrighteous enactment, the most glaring is the 
insidious attempt to deprive the Indian emigrants of the right of appeal from 
the decision of the Immigration Boards to the Jaw courts. Perhaps the 
greatest condemnation of the Bill is to be found in the fact that it does not 
safeguard the interests of Indians who have so long been residents in South 
Africa, and who have special claims on the Imperial Government, by whom 
they are apparently to be abandoned to the tender mercies of the South 
African oligarchs, although, according to Lord Lansdowne, one of the causes 
of the Boer War was this contiuued ill-treatment and oppression of Indians 
by the Government of ‘Oom Paul’. . . . . Under the present Colonists, 
Indians are in a truly pitiable plight, which compares unfavourably with 
the state of affairs prevailing at the time of Kruger. . . . . That the 
present measure is an unjust one, which will operate harshly against the 
British Indian subjects of the King-Emperor and as such is entirely unaccept- 
able to them, will be abundantly clear from the Hon’ble Mr. Schreiers 
criticisms of the Bill in Parliament. . . . . Indians throughout this 
country will be profoundly disappointed and shocked if a legislative enact- 
ment which presents so many objectionable features is sanctioned by the 
Imperial Government as that will be tantamount to leaving the Indians 10 
South Africa to their own fate. Such a situation is unthinkable and we 
hope that the Liberal Ministry will be true to its traditions and do justice t 
the Indians by promptly disallowing this racial legislation as proposed by.

We do not think any official pressure is brought to bear upon 
Indian gentlemen to send presents to European weddings. It is only Indians 
of high social status who can afford to, that send presents on the occasion 
oi the weddings of Europeans with whom they are fairly well acquainted and 
‘hey need not be looked upon as forced levies. The matter is best left to the 
Jiseretion of European officers and their Indian friends. and the Government 
net not exercise their mind over it.”

In the case of a Secretary of State like 
tori Crewe. who has insufficient time to study Indian subjects. the Council 
vould no doubt, as His Lordship observed, be a source of strength, the effect 
o which would, however, be that the decisions of the Council, the majority 
of whose members are Anglo-Indian officials, would ripen into the decisions 
at the Secretary of State—a questionable result so far as the interests of 
Indit and her people are concerned. On the other hand, it is common 
knowledge that when Lord Morley held the reins of the office of Secretary of 
stute for India his Council acted on several occasions as un obstructive clog 
upon his proposals for the better government of India. . . . . The 
Secretary of State for India and the British Parliament ought to look more 
and more for guidance in the future in respect of matters of Indian admin- 
istration to the wishes and sentiments of the Indian people, as recorded in the 
proceedings ob the Legislative Councils and other representative bodies, and 
the people of India must have the right preserved to them of having the acts 
of the local officials efficiently scrutinised by the Secretary of State and the 
British Parliament. A body like that of the India Council is an anachronism 
and a cumbersome superfluity in the machinery of the Indian Government.” 


Writing on this subject the Madras Standard, of the 2nd August, says: 
—'l'he speech of Lord Crewe in the House of Lords is a full forecast. of the 
ndorm of the India Council which he intends to undertake in the next 
Session. That Council has long been a target for persistent criticism and 
recent events mainly connected with the Oudh murder case and the ‘ India 
Oflice Finance’ must have brought home to the Secretary of State that 
further delay in reforming the Council would be dangerous. . . . . The 
Council, as at present constituted, has very little authority by itself. By 
statute it is only an advisory body, and the Secretary of State can, whenevor 
he tinds it pevessary, completely ignore even its unanimous verdict. It was 
generally regarded by many civilians as a safe retreat atter the usual period 
of service in India and many of them choose to remain members even after 
they are tov old to do any active work. ‘Till very recently it had no Indian 
members and was generally composed of Anglo-Indians imbued with no 
syuipathy for the people of this country. Persons like Mr. Hume or Sir 
Ilenry Cotton found no berth in it, and thus, so far as the people of this 
country are concerned, no regret need be expressed for its exit, giving place 
to 1 new and what purports to be a more active Council.

I.—Forzicn Povitics. 


21. The Swadesam‘tran, of the 28th July, writes :—Our readers may: },- 
aware of the fact that the Bulkan States are now. 
fighting with cach other to prevent Bulgaria 
monopolising the spoils of the late war. We, Indians, are not much con. 
cerned with this strife between the Balkan States. But one important point 
we have to note is that Turkey is taking advantage of the present pitiable 
condition of Bulgaria and trying to recover all the territories she lost in the 
recent war. She is being threatened by the Powers that she has broken the 
terms of the agreement signed at London by having recaptured Thrace :nd 
Adrianople and proceeded beyond the limits fixed by that agreement. But 
‘Turkey will not be afraid of these empty shots of the Powers. She knows 
that the threat of the Powers will not affect her in any way, and so she will 
try to make the best of the present situation. It is beneved that Russia may 
come forward to obstruct Turkey in her present move; but then Germany, 
which is known to be friendly to Turkey, will join her and oppose Russia. 
lf matters reach this stage, Austria and Italy will join Germany. So the 
Powers are afraid that serious complications may result by their interference 
and ‘Turkey knows this well. ‘Therefore the only thing that is causing some 
anxiety to the Indian Muhammadans is the attitude of England in this 
matter. It will not do for England to follow the example of the other 
Powers and warn ‘Turkey against extending her boundaries. When the 
Balkan States originally flouted the terms of the treaty of Berlin and changed 
their boundaries by meany of war, the Powers quietly stood aloof, being 
unable to do anything in the matter. Subseguently when the treaty 
between ‘Turkey and the Balkan States was signed at London, ‘Turkey Was 
assured that no attempt would be made by the Balkan States—Greece, Servia 
and Bulgaria—to extend their boundaries as fixed by the said agreement. 
But Greece and Servia have now crossed the boundaries of Bulgaria and are 
waging war with it. ‘Che Powers are not able to prevent this. While so, 
how are the Powers justified in threatening ‘Turkey alone? This is thie 
question asked by the Indian Muhammadans and they have our hearty 
sympathy in this matter. 


Turkey and the Balkan war. 


22. The Sasilekhu, of the 25th July, in its leader, writes :—'The recent 
Balkan troubles have enabled the Turks to 
re-occupy Adrianople, the chief seat of Muham- 
midan power. ‘The European States who were hitherto passive spectators, 
without leaning to any side, are now bidding Turkey to withdraw from 
Adrianople, after having so long tolerated the spectacle of a horrible war 
which caused a great loss of life and made the land overflow with blood. 
Kngland, one of the European powers, has many Muhammadan subjects who 
believe that the destiny of Turkey is in its hands. It is, therefore, incumbent 
on the British Government to help Turkey in the present crisis and thus win 
the attachment of the Muhammadans, an important section of their Indian 
subjects.

ee ee boasted that it was their mission as Christian 
nations to free Macedonia from Turkish misrule and to secure to that country 
the blessing of self-government are, after sacrificing the only Muhammadan 
State of Europe as a victim to their fury, falling out among themselves «Ver 
the distribution of the spoils of war. Internecine feuds have sprung up amon; 
them, and their fury and boasts call back to our memory the ancient story 
of the destruction of the “‘ Yadavas.”

‘eee (2) in. the political troubles of Turkey and the consequent seizure of 
Tripoli. by it be just, and if the unexpected attack by the Balkan States of 
Turkey be deemed to be just, the fact that Turkey has over-ridden the 
provisions of the treaty of London cannot be looked upon as a crime. At 
any vate it isclear that Roumania has entered the war out of mere selfishness. 
That state proclaimed that she would take sides with the losing party in the 
war, and her policy therefore should have been to help Bulgaria instead of 
enlisting nerself in the hostile camp. It 1s also rumoured that Roamania has 
won reconciled having secured a large slice of territory as her share. If this 
ie true she unmistakably betrays her selfish intentions. 


Writing on this subject the Swadeshabhimani, of the 25th July, 
observes:—As expected ‘Turkey has taken 
possession of Adrianople and the representatives 
uithe Powers in London are unanimous in disapproving of this action of 
hers. England, too, refuses to justify ‘Turkey’s behaviour in this respect. 
Considering the fact that Turkey has fully imbibed the sense of justice which 
characterises the European nations in general we are not surprised that she 
acted as she did. But what strikes us with wonder is how she came to have 
the courage to violate the terms of the peace concerted by the leading Powers 
ot urope. Does this admit of a conjecture that she counts upon the readiness 
of some influential European Power to support her ?

[I.—Home ADMINISTRATION. 


(a) Police.

There are Judges and Magistrates who visit the Indian accused with very 
severc punishments when the Europeans are the complainants, but let off the 
Kuropean accused with light punishments when the Indians are the complain- 
aunts. These Judges who are employed in the service of a Government. 
who boldly proclaim that jall their subjects are equal in the eyes of the law. 
suffer injustice to prevail on account of their inability or reluctance to be 
even handed without distinction of class or creed. So long as there are such 
Judges there can be no limit to the appeals preferred to the High Court and 
no satisfaction with any increase in the number of Judges of that Court. 
‘The Judges who give unjust decisions moreover serve to arrest the growth of 
a thoroughly loyal attachment on the part of the people to their Government. 


(d) Education. 


$1. Regarding the statement of the Hon’ble Mr. P. C. Lyon, a Membe: 
of the Bengal Executive Council, that, as the 
Government bears the major portion ot 
expenditure on education, it has the right to decide the lines on which this 
education should be imparted, the Swadesamitran, of the 30th July, observes ; 
—The Anglo-Indian officials have always been arguing in this strain. 
Simply because the Government incurs expénditure, can it be credited with 
all-round intelligence and knowledge? Unless we concede that the Govern- 
ment will always be in the right in whatever it may propose to do or does, 
it will not do for us to maintain that its policy in respect of education isa 
sound one. Those responsible for the conduct of the Government are only 
men and not divine beings. In England the department of education 1s 
controlled not by one official, but by «a body of individuals, who have 
nothing}to do with the Government. In every country the popular leaders 
take as much interest in the education of their youngsters as the Government; 
and it is the views of these leaders that are voiced forth through the Univer- 
sity and other institutions. The Government is therefore not at all justified 
in ignoring these views. All the money spent by the Government }: 
collected from the people and spent for their benefit. The argument that the 
people do not know their interest, and that it is only the Government officials 
that can realise it is a stale one which has been put forward from the time 
the British Government was established in India.

: extract from the Modern Review :—‘' Ananda 
Ananda Mohan — College, Mohan College in Mymensingh prepares 
Mymeusingh. students for the Intermediate examinations of 
the Caleutta University and is affiliated to it up to that standard. ‘lhe people 
of the district wished 1t to be raised to the B.A. standard. ‘The Magistrate 
of the district, who is President of the College Committee, supported the 
people's desire. the Commissioner of the division was ugreeable, the Educu- 
tionnl Inspector found nothing wrong in the idea, and the Bengal Government 
approved of the contemplated elevation of its status and made an adequate 
grant. ‘The Magistrate required the leaders of the district to execute a bond 
that they would, within a fixed period, raise fifty thousand rupees or contri- 
bute the amount themselves to the college funds. Thev did so and, setting 
about collecting subscriptions earnestly, soon succeeded in getting together 
a large amount. An application was made to the University for affiliation 
up tothe B.A. standard and naturally anticipating that it would be granted, the 
Magistrate-President invited students to join the college by advertising in 
the papers. ‘The Syndicate and Senate of the University recommended the 
affiliation, the Governor of Bengal as Rector of the University supported the 
recommendation. So far there was smooth sailing. When, however, the 
recommendation reached the Government of India, which, we think, now 
mesns Sir Reginald Craddock and (in educational affairs), Sir H.S. Butler 
ind Mr. Sharp, it was discovered at once that the people of Mymensingh, the 
Mavistrate of the district, the Commissioner of the division, the Educational 
officer or officers concerned, the Syndicate and the Senate of the Calcutta 
University, the Governor of Bengal and the Government of Bengal were 
all wrong; graduation from a ll in their own district was a forbidden 
fruit with the youth of Mymensingh must not aspire to taste ; and Ananda 
Mohan College, therefore, must teach only up to the Intermediate standard.

appointment to the people. But this we can say that it would be far more 
glorious for him to be remembered for generations as the giver of knowledg:- 
to our cbildren than as the builder of a new Delhi.

Otherwise we should not have seen the spectacle of Sir H. Butler 
applying a cold douche to ‘“‘ My dear Maharaja” of Darbangha ancnt the 
Ilindu University scheme. <A constitutional monarchy is far better than an 
absolute monarchy. Butthough Indiais part of a. constitutional monarchy, 
the King’s servants here are in practice not answerable to either King or 
Parliament or people.—(M. Revie). . 

35. The Kerala Patrika, of the 26th July, urges in a leading article 

. : the crying want of a first-grade college in 

The necessity of a first-grade Malabar Such a college would be a great 
college in Malabar. boon to the numerous students who are now 
obliged to give up their studies after finishing their Intermediate course in 
the second-grade colleges of the district, not being in a position to leave the 
district to continue their studies for the B.A. degree. Most of the wealthy 
janmies of Malabar are enlightened people capable of appreciating the value 
of high university education. It would not be impossible to raise the large 
sum of something like two lakhs of rupees required for the establishment of a 
first-vrade college in the district. 

The Vyvasayamitram, of the 19th July, also dwells upon the 
importance of establishing a first-grade college in Malabar. It draws the 
attention of the public spimted Malayalis to a speech delivered by 
Mr. Hemingway at Kaniyur in Coimbatore district in which he referred to 
an offer made by the Government of two lakhs of rupees to Coimbatore. 
Salem, Palghat or Calicut in case any of the said towns should raise another 
two lakhs by public subscriptions. The paper states that a first-grade college 
is a want long felt in Malabar and that the establishment otf such an institu- 
tion in Malabar would obviate the necessity which the Malabar students are 
under to proceed to Mangalore, Trivandrum or Madras at great inconvenience 
and expense. 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


36. The Swadesamitran, of the 29th July, comments, as follows, upon the 
proposed changes in the constitution of the 
Calcutta Corporation :—We understand that 
the number of members in the corporation will 


‘lhe changes in the constitution 
of the Calcutta Corporation. 
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be increased to 75—37 being elected and 38 nominated. Of these, 25 mem- 
ters will represent the different wards in the city and 12 the more thickly- 
wpuiated wards ; the Muhammadan community will be represented by nine, 
‘ye Chamber of Commerce, consisting of Englishmen, by six, the Trades 
Association by five, the Port Commissioners by two, the University by one, the 
Marwari association by two, and the Bengal National Chamber of Commerce 
by one; 12 additional members will be nominated by the Government as 
‘likes. We are sure these proposals will not be approved by the people. 
Comparing the proposed constitution of the Calcutta Corporation with the 
waiting constitution of the Bombay “orporation, we see the people have 
creater privileges in the latter than in the former. In Bombay the Europeans 
enjoy nO separate special privileges. lhe Bombay Chamber of Commerce is 
represented only by two members, while the Calcutta Chamber of Commerce 
-< allowed to nominate six, according to the new constitution. Besides this, 
‘he Trades Association, @.e., the association of English merchants, nominates 
five. ‘Thus the new constitution gives the English community in Calcutta the 
vrivilege of returning 11 members to the Corporation. Calcutta is not a 
vreater commercial centre than Bombay ; nor do the Englishmen evince any 
special interest in the proceedings of the Corporation. They rarely attend 
even the meetings. The credit or discredit arising from the actions of the 
corporation and the responsibility for everything done by it rests solely on 
the Indian members. So eleven members are, in our opinion, too much for the 
Englishmen. ‘The Muhammadans are allowed to return nine members from 
unong their own community ; and they are therefore not permitted to take 
part in the election of members by the wards. ‘Thus there is a complete 
separation between the Hindus and the Muhammadans. The Government 
evidently thinks that the Muhammadans like this and that it is beneficial to 
then. We are, however, of opinion that it will be in the interests of the 
Mulammadans to form part of the population and elect representatives in 
common with other people. 


(h) Railways. 


37. The Lokopakani, of the 21st July, writes :—It is a well known fact 
that the Indians are suffering several kinds of 
hardships under the existing railway admin- 
istration. The majority of employees on the 
railways are Kurasians and Anglo-Indians and it is only in the lower appoint- 
ments that Indians are employed. It is really a wonder that the Railway 
authorities are still employing uneducated men on their staff, though a 
number of Indians are available with higher education. Even in the matter 
of travelling, the conveniences of Indians are not cared for. ‘The railway 
otticials always huddle passengers into third-class compartments like cattle. 
Just as a separate third-class compartment is always reserved in every train 
lor Kurasians, the Railway authorities will do well to add some intermediate 
‘lass carriages in every train for the use of Indians. ‘The railways derive 
the major portion of their income from the fares paid by passengers travelling 
in the third class and yet proper attention is not paid to their comforts. 
Even in the matter of trade, the European merchants are given a better 
treatment on every railway than the Indian merchants. We hope the Rail- 
wav Board will try their best to remedy these defects soon and relieve the 
lndiaus trom the hardships they are suffering.

38. In commenting upon a case.of defamation recently brought against 

- eee the merchants of Kodur by the railway officials 
aged — pea Kodur in that station, the Lokopakari, of the 21st 
hats mE July, says:—It appears the merchants of 
Kodur had some time back sent a petition to 


the (veneral Traffic Manager at Madras complaining that the officials, at the 


Kelur station were unnecessarily delaying their goods, unless they were 


bribed, and seeking an enquiry into the matter. Instead of trying to redress 
the grievances of these merchants, the ‘I'raffic Manager seems to have 
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authorised the officials in this station to launch a case of defamation agains, 
these merchants. During the trial of this case, it was proved that the officia). 
were in the habit of taking extra money from the merchants for booking their 
goods and the Magistrate also recorded a finding to this effect and disiniss,.) 
the case. In spite of this opinion expressed by the Magistrate, neither t},. 
stationiaster nor any on the staff at the Kodur station has been dismiss,.,j 
It does not reflect much credit upon the railway administration ty |...,, 
respectable Indian merchants to the tender mercy of the railway officials. 


89. In its leader on ‘‘ The Indian Railway Companies ”’, the Sasileéjho. ,) 
the 29th July, observes :—As production must 
precede distribution, the construction of irrj- 
gation works for the development of agriculture is the primary duty of the 
State while the establishment of railway lines and other communications js 
only of secondary importance. The Government lost sight of this fact and 
have not been laving out, on productive works, a tenth of what they expend 
on the development of the railway system. The greatest defect in the adminis. 
tration of the railway companies is that the Indians are only getting subor- 
dinate posts in their service while the higher appointments are monopolised 
by the Europeans. As the Indians are being appointed to high posts in 
Government service, similar facilities may be afforded in railway service also. 


40. A correspondent in the Manorama, of the 25th June, invites the 
attention of the Railway authorities ty the 
filthy condition in which the third-class waiting 
room at Edakulam Railway station in South 
Malabar is kept by the station staff. It is 
alleged that two or three cows belonging to one of the employees of the station 
were found housed in the room ona rainy night and that the foul smell 
emanating from their excreta had to be endured by the passengers waiting 
for the trains. There was no light except a small tin lamp worth a pie which 
vave u smoky light for « short time. The porter when questioned seems to 
have offered the explanation that the authorities having failed to supply « 
chimney in the place of one broken he was obliged to use such an inexpensive 


light.

(11. The Sharalamata, of the 23rd July, in its leader on * The Indian 
Press *’, observes that, among other causes, the 
enactment of the hard Indian Press Act has 
contributed to the decline of journalism in India. The repressive activity 
of this Act has crushed many newspapers already tottering on weak founda- 
tions. Many a proprietor of newspapers, apprehending a violation of self- 
respect under the rigid operation of this Act, as the only reward for the 
expense and trouble incurred in conducting them, have discontinued them. 
The paper fears that in due course this hard Act will have the effect of 
crushing out of existence all journalism in India.

IV.—NATIVE STATES. 


42. The Saddei, of the 25th July, writes:—Out of the fourteen lakhs 

ae rae ne nee of revenue derived by the Pudukkottai State 

J ee nearly three and a half lakhs goes towards the 

expenses of the Raja’s household. Yet the balance is not insufficient for 
securing the advancement of its people in all the necessary directions. But 
the Raja has yet to acquire the fame of helping the progress of his people. 
He is always travelling abroad, bent on a luxurious life maintained by the 


revenues of his State. The subjects are giving a portion of their hard-earned 
money in the shape of taxes. ‘his money is intended as much for the 
maintenance of the ruler as for the protection and well-being of his subjects. 
Statesmen have pointed out that if rulers or administrators fail to show an 
adequate return for the money received from the people, they are to be 
regarded as tyrants and that even where the subjects fail to punish them, 
Nemesis is sure to overtake them. It behoves every ruler and public servant 
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shererore to be always mindiul of this moral obligation on his part. Although 
the Raja 1s quite indifferent towards his subjects, vet these latter are said to 
he raising subscriptions for erecting x statue in honour of the Raja so that 
they may pay their homage at least to his effigy. Even such great and 
popular rulers of the past as Manu, Mandhath and Harischandra have no 
memorial or statue to perpetuate their memory. It is suggested in some 
quarters that 11 this same money, which is to be‘wasted on a statue were to be 
speneon some project calculated either to help the progress of education in 
the state or to popularise the co-operative movement the result would have 
been far more satisfactory and laudable. 


VI.—MISsceLLANEOUs. 


+3. The Sradesamiran, of the 20th July, writes :—Mr. Havell, the late 
Superintendent of the School of Arts in 
rhe disappearance of — the Caloutta. is one of those who has been zealously 
ancient arts of India. pleading for the entertainment of Indian work- 
nen in the construction of the new capital at Delhi. Writing recently upon 
the same subject, he says that, if an et ape is not offered to Indian 
workmen, whenever occasions arise, to show their capability, not only will it 
result in the destruction of several industries which have been thriving in 
india from ancient days, but it may also lead to their joining the ranks of 
these who plan sedition against the British Government, on account of the 
inomplete English education they are given to serve as a means of their 
eking out their livelihood, We cannot concede that Indian workmen having 
Kzlish education turn out to be disloyal subje-ts. Still, nothing good to the 
country can be expected from a number of youths who wander at large 
among the community, not being able to follow the profession of their ances- 
tors ancl not having a new means of earning their livelihood. As the ancient 
industries of India go out of existence one after another, there will be a 
eorresponding redaction im the number of urtisans, who use their brains in 
thar work. Artisans such as blacksmiths, carpenters, goldsmiths and masons 
we now either doing their work after the plain patterns of the west, 
forgetting the fine workmanship of the past, or giving up their avocations 
altogether to work for wages under some one elsc. Whatever may be the 
advantages derived by the Indian people under the British rule, it must be 
said that the gradual disappearance of every art and industry which they can 
proudly claim to be their own is a regrettable incident unknown hitherto in 
the annals of history. 


414. The Swadesamitran, of the 31st July, savs:—We are glad to note 
. | that the efforts to establish a Hindu and a 
Hie Hindu and the Maham- Myhammadan University will soon be crowned 
matin Universities. with success. It is stated that the liberal 
recommendations of the Government of India regarding the Hindu University 
have already been sent to Lord Crewe and that the foundation stone of the 
new University may probably be laid at Benares in the beginning of next 
vear. The Muhammadans propose to wait in a deputation on His Excellency, 
the Viceroy, in connection with the Muslim University and we hope their 
representations will be received well by him. We congratulate the committee 
ot the Muslim University on their decision to utilise the interest on the 
3) lakhs of rupees, now deposited in the Bank, ‘in helping some Muhammadan 
young men to go to England and return as professors in the Aligarh College, 
alter undergoing a special training there. We hope the committee of the 
Hindu University will also adopt this course. If 1t does so immediately, it 
my have a number of Indian professors trained in England ready, when the 
Hindu University starts work. The Government will not approve of the 
suggestion that there need not be anv English professor in these Universities. 
However unreasonable this attitude may be in our eyes, the suspicion that is 
always entertained by the Government in improving the education of the 
lidians makes it impossible to do away with the English clement. ‘Therefore 
some English professors will have to be appointed. But we hope the Gov- 
ernment of India will approve of the proposal that the general administration 
of the University should depend upon the opinion of the Indian professors.

46. In course of a leading article under the heading Swara;, t) 
Sadhvi, of the 25th July, dwelling on the 
leadership of His Highness the Aga Khan 
amoung the Muhammadans, proceeds to observe :—Although the ‘wealth, 
education and foresight of His Highness the Aga Khan make him pre- 
eminently fitted to guide the progress of his community yet the Muhammadans 
themselves have no great confidence in his ability just as the Hindus fail to 
appreciate the merits of their own leaders. His Highness has very ably 
ointed out the shortcomings of the Muhammadan rule in Persia and Turkey. 
tis probably his ambition to secure the benefits of self-government for Ins 
co-religionists in India. But it will take a hundred years or more for the 
Muhammadans to qualify themselves for these privileges. Japan took 
nearly fifty years to rise to her present eminence, and their religion has 
been uno other than partiotism. ‘he progress they efiected in those fifty 
years is more than what may be expected from any other nation in five 
thousand years. Japan has set such a noble example to the rest of the world. 
But it would be extremely difficult for the Muhammadans to act up to this 
ideal; yct it must be admitted that the spirit of co-operation is more largely 
discernible among them than among the th and it is just possible that 
they will realise the ambition of their leader in the course of about a hundred 
vears. Although in India they wield no great influence, yet in other parts 
of the continent of Asia and in Africa they form a fairly powerful community, 
and a steady attempt at progress is not unlikely to help them to reach their 
goal, But the Hindus can never lay claim to the privileges of self-govern- 
ment. ‘They are divided into hundreds of castes and creeds which are 
seething with envy and hatred against one another. Their desire for progress 
too is not very keen. Although a few among them have, it is true, risen to 
positions of rank and influence, yet nearly 95 per cent. of the Hindus are in 
a deplorably backward condition. They are growing more and more 
effiminate and indolent. A large section of them eke out their livelihoot 
either by mendicancy or by taking to some detestable pursuits. But it is all 
very different with the Muhammadans. Their line of action gives rise to 
hopes of steady advancement. We should most heartily rejoice at their 
good fortune. It behoves the leaders of the Hindus who have any spirit 0! 
yatriotism in them to think out some means of salvation for their brethren. 
Ve are not yet fit for self-government. Yet it is not improbable that some 
hundred years of British rule at least will lead us to cultivate those qualities 
which are necessary for attaining Swaray. Every student should work with 
this motto always in mind, namely, ‘‘ Your aim should always be the zenith 
of progress— whether spiritual or material—and in the attempt you should 
ever be ready to sacrifice your very life.” And with the help of Providence 
and the training under the British our country may hope to see better day*.

England 
nav remain neutral to conciliate the Mussalman feeling in India, and the 
jjxreement between the Powers is a point in favour of the Turks. The 
more of the situation is simple. What Italy did towards ‘lurkey and how 
‘he Balkan allies dealt with ‘Turkey, when she was exhausted in the Italian 
war. the same is now played by Turkey towards Bulgaria. Why should 
the Powers be alarmed out of their wits at the present juncture? The 
Turks will answer only in the battlefield, if they are compelled to evacuate 
Adrianople.” 
» The Hindu, of the 6th August, observes :—‘* The news, apparently 
authentic, that ‘Turkey is after all ,prepared to 
yield up Adrianople and respect the treaty of 
london will be received with very mixed feelings in India. It is impossible 
ty avoid the impression that those responsible for the conduct of Turkish 
afiairs have, no doubt, owing to the inevitable pressure of circumstances, let 
their supporters, especially in India, down badly. After a good deal of 
dourish, after talk of resisting the Powers’ mandate to the death, it appears 
‘hat the re-occupation was only a piece of bluff to exturt financial assistance 
irom the Powers. From her own point of view no donbt Turkey was justi- 
fied in exchanging the substance of a full purse for the shadow of Adrianople, 
int the effect of the exchange is to make her sympathisers in India look 
jolish. ‘The latter have passed resolutions commending the resolve of 
Turkey never to give up Adrianople, and it must come as something of a 
shock to them that Turkey never had the intention of retaining Adrianople.” 


The Muhammadan, of the 7th August, remarks :—‘‘ The occupation of 
Adrianople by the Turks has not only created feelings of glorious joy in the 
minds of all Muslims, it has animated the Turk and has brought back the 
spirit of which he had but temporarily been deprived of by an unrighteous 
war und its defeats. The news of the Turkish advance beyond the Enos- 
Media line and the onward march to Adrianople fed rapidly the flame of 
hope and joy that had been kindled in the Muslim minds. Hundreds of 
enquiries for the latest news from local friends and subscribers had to be 
answered. The thousands of anxious persons who besieged our office door 
hal to be pacified and sent away with the assurance that Turkey would 
leal and win. It was undoubtedly a relief to think she would and to 
mike that assurance. Who with any instinct of justice and fair play left 
in lim could have looked on unmoved at the barbarities that were com- 
witted and fail to rejoice at the re-capture of Turkey’s lost territories and 
notably Adrianople, the one place to retain which Turkey had fought with 
ill her might and main. Half the joy over the occupation vanished into 
distress when it was announced that the Powers did not view this occupation 
with favour. Svon the question was asked as to what attitude Britain 
would take. ‘The sensible among the crowd went back to make their own 
lecisions while the ignorant remained to hear our editor say what Britain’s 
attitude would be. It was difficult to ask them to return with the assurance 
that England would act justly. ‘Their one question was, ‘What would 
England do’, and it has to be answered. It was difficult to persuade them 
'o believe that England would not wound the feelings of the Muhammadans 
o India, by taking any part which would be detrimental to Turkey’s

Waser Coase SPECTATOR, ®. The following appears in the Jest Coast Spectator of the 6th 
saleeut, 5 : 


Avg. 1h, 1918. 14) Vadkumprom murder cnse. August :—‘*What is known as the Vadkum- 
Rie prom murder case, committed for trial by the 
Tirur Sub-Magistrate, has had a dramatic ending at the Court of Sessions 
yesterday. . . . . The evidence was purely circumstantial. This being 
the case, the whole case was entitled to be investigated minutely and care- 
fully ; and what we have to say is that the Police lamentably failed to do so. 
In the course of the hearing it was elicited that the investigation of such an 
important case was entrusted to two common or garden constables. Neither 
a Sub-Inspector nor even a head constable was deputed. It was elicited from 
one of the constables that the Circle Inspector visited the scene a couple ot 
days after the occurrence, but he did nothing beyond holding a perfunctory 
enquiry, and the fact that he held an enquiry does not find a place in the 
records. No serious attempt seems to have been made to search for the kuute 
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which inflicted the wound. The Public Prosecutor bitterly complained 
jwainst the apathy of the Police aad commented, in the course of the 
jearing, on the fact that the enquiry into such an lnportant case ought to 
have been entrusted at least to + Sub-Inspector. The evidence being 
rely circumstantial and the motive advanced by the prosecution being 
oytremely weak the Public Prosecutor, who tried his level best to unravel 
He mystery surrounding the case, had no other alternative but to withdraw 
the ease with the permission of the Court which was readily given. In fact, 
Mr. Edgington let fall hints, in the course of the heanng, as to the 
nwagreness of the evidence and the baldness of the. motive and statements 
aivaneed by the prosecution, and expressed his surprise that no responsible 
Police officer was deputed to investigate. . . . . We must, however, 
express our strong disapproval of the conduct of the Police. Here is a 
itd, presumably innocent, detained in jal 4s an under-trial prisoner, for 
over four months on evidence of the flimsiest kind, which collapsed like 
, house of cards in the Court of Sessions. This case ought not to have been 
sent up at all, and we wonder how the learned Sub-Magistrate was persuaded 
tv commit.the case on flimsy evidence. ‘lhe conduct of the Police calls for 
drastic action by the Superintendent of Police and the District Magistrate. 
The fact that a case is sent up to the Court of Sessions by the Police must in 
itself be a guarantee to the trying Judge and all those ussoe@ated with him, 
that it has fully and elaborately been enquired into in all its aspects. 
Nothing is more dangerous to the administration of criminal justice and 
nothing is more calculated to shake the public faith in it, than the belated 
finding of the Judge. after wasting much valuable public time, that the 
enjuiry was most perfunctory and conducted not by any responsible officer, 
hut by common constables, ignorant of the elementary principles of sifting 
evidence and scientific investigation. We trust that this case will be taken 
up by some Member of the Legislative Council with a view to insure better 
and more satisfactory methods of enquiry into Sessions cases. In the mean- 
time. we hope the local authorities will, as we have already stated, take due 
notice Gf the conduct of the officers concerned.” 


6. The Hindu, of the 7th August, writes :—‘‘ Judging by the summary 
wired to us by Reuter of the despatches 
published in Knogland relating to the Oudh 
executions scandal little has been said to mitigate the severity of the criticisins 
passed upon the conduct of Sir John Hewett in the House of Commons. 
“— Unless Reuter’s summary does Sir John Hewett an injustice, he 
does not combat the facts or adduce any fresh ones but merely contents 
himself with, under the circumstances, a somewhat angry denunciation of his 
critics, presuming to include in that hostile body, Mr. Montagu, and an equally 
out-of-place declamation on British responsibilities in India.

and executioner in regard to the appeal for mercy. ‘That is, to say the least, 


a inistake of judgment. In the language of officialdom in India, however, thie 
plrase ‘mistake of judgment’ does not exist, for it would not be consistent 
with prestige to admit a mistake. Hence we have Lord Crewe’s elaborate 
coating of sugared saving clauses to make palatable to Sir John Hewett, the 
verv much qualified reproof he has seen fit to administer. A world untram- 
melled by such tender solicitude for official prestige in India would probably 
describe Sir John Hewett’s conduct in stronger terms. It would have been 
better if the publication of Sir John Hewett’s explanation had been withheld.” 


Writing on this subject. the Madras Standard, of the 8th August, 
siys:—* The publication of the papers in London regarding the Sitapur 
cases In which certain zamindars were hanged after once having been acquit- 
tel, shows that the agitation raised in the House of Commons 1s likely to bear 
rut in the immediate future. . . . . At present the acquittal of a 
person by any competent court of law does not stand in the way of the Gov- 
ernment putting him again on trial before a higher court No one can den 
that such a provision is prejudicial to the freedom of the people in this 
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country. ‘he nature of the judiciary now obtaining here only accentuates 
the situation. Since it is the executive that orders the retrial and since jp 
most cases, these cases come up before persons wielding also executive fu... 
tions, the present arrangement cannot at all be satisfactory. 
As the Times points out, according to the present rules, the person who order. 
the retrial, in the idea that the accused is guilty, has invariably to judg, 
whether he should be allowed to live or die. The drawbacks of such an 
arrangement are obvious. Before the petition for mercy is even opened by 
the Local Government, they are assured of the convict’s guilt and so no mercy 
can at all be expected from that quarter. ' 

‘Sir John Hewett, to whose indiscretion the whole trouble can b- 
directly traced, seems to have been excessively annoyed by the criticisms 
levelled against him in the House of Commons. He was, however, not satis- 
fied with defending himself and availed himself of the opportunity afforded 
to him by tlis incident to pay a glowing tribute to the Civil Service, of 
which he was himself a member. In spite of the whitewashing by the 
India Council and also the Conservative Press headed by the Times, people 
of this country have found no adequate reasons to change their inference, 
that he committed an obviously culpable act in not transmitting the petition 
to the Supreme Government. . . . . Even the Secretary of State has 
admitted this mistake on his part, and he would have done well to have 
admitted it himself instead of writing a brief dissertation on the virtues vi 
the Civilians in this country.” 


(e) Local and Municipal, 


7. In commenting on the judgment delivered by Mr. Justice Wallis in 
this case, the Jndian Patriot, of the 5th August, 
says:—‘* The sewage farm, in which the 
popularity, if any, of the executive and the 
friends, for the time being. of the executive has found shipwreck, has just 
come out of the Madras High Court having obtained for the Corporation 
a very serious black mark from a distinguished Judge of the High Court. 
We cannot congratulate the Corporation on its latest adventure. ce oe 
'‘he Madras Corporation has exposed itself to the charge of utter confusion 
in its working, by the particulars wrung out in the suit which it brought of 
its own accord. It enters into a lease which contains clauses either not very 
distinct or liable to other constructions.. We find in a claim reference to 
instalments, without specification of the amount of the instalment. The 
illiterate Marvadi boy in Mint Street will do business better. When the 
instalment amount is not forthcoming, a subsidiary understanding is arrived 
at that the payment should be covered by equal instalments up to the end of 
lease. But the Corporation either forgets this understanding or ignores it. 
For we find it in Court demanding payment, only to be told that payment 
has not become due and that it must bring another suit. . . . . All this 
painfully brings to prominence the loose manner in which important work, 
involving money transactions, is done by the Corporation. If there 1s 1 
one in the Corporation who can draw up a lease deed, it is time that a legal 
member is added to the executive so that the absolutely unedifying picture 
may be spared to the tax-payers, of the Corporation going to Court, spending 
their money, only to be told that it has no business to go to Court.” 


8. In a leader under the heading ‘‘ The Principles of Local Boari: 
Administration,” the Indian Patriot, of the Sth 
August, writes :—‘t The Government has been 
systematically ignoring its own responsibility 
in the field of Local Funds administration, and enjoys the benefits of Local 
Boards works without adequately contributing its share of the expenditure 
For instance, is it merely the interest of the Local Boards to maintain an 
construct the roads in a district? Does not the construction of a new road, 
or the maintenance of the old ones, benefit the Provincial and the Imperial 
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Governments > How can the collection of the taxes, the maintenance ot law 
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and order, and the carrying on the trade of the country be conducted without 
she toads constructed by the local bodies? The men that ure most eager 
| y youds and new communications are not at all the people of the country ; 


‘hey are not at all the ryots and the masses. It is the official who has to 


sour in the district, and the merchant who thrives in and on the country. 

~ «There cannot be a more significant commentary on the present scope 
ad utility of local boards’ communications than an observation by the District 
k..ard Engineer of the Godavari district, in one of his recent annual reports, 


at the roads in his district are fit for motor traffic. It shows the direct 
interest of the Government iv the matter of communications. If any more 
proot be required, just consider for a moment the tremendous interest taken 
iy even the foreign merchants, let alone the poor touring officials, in the 
question of the district board railways. Why are the foreign merchants so 
py sulicitous to advance the cause of local communications, which the local 
»eople themselves do not care very much to push ou, in indecent haste at the 
‘pense of the ryots, by on enhanced cess? It does not require much 
aJaborate argument to establish that the local eo the Provincial Govern- 
nent, and the Imperial Government are all equally interested in the 
maintenance of what are now conveniently termed by the Government ‘ local 
communications. When all three partners are equally interested, only the 
jal people are forced to bear the entire burden of the charges. Now and 
then, the Government tries to perform some tardy and niggardly justice, by 
,moucy dole which it takes very good care to proclaim as an act of charity. 
Too much stress cannot be laid on the fact that the Government must bear 
ts shure of the burden in a straightforward and full manner.” 


“. The Cochin Argus, for the week ending 9th August, has the 
following :—‘‘ Some months ago we noticed in 
these columns a proposal adopted bv the 
Tellicherry ‘Taluk Board and endorsed by the 
Malabar District Board for raising the rate of land-cess in the ‘lellicherry 
Taluk Board area to one anna six pies on the rupee, subject to the condition 
that the whole of the enhanced revenue accruing should be reserved to the 
tuluk board for expenditure on new roads, hospitals and dispensaries and 
their maintenance. The proposal was recommended by Mr. C. A. tines, I.C.S., 
the President of the District Board, to the Madras Government, which has 
now issued an order, sanctioning the proposed enhancement on the conditions 
named. We think that the action of the two boards is to be highly com- 
mended. Our local bodies are financially unequal to mceting their growing 
demands in the shape of increased communications, extension of education, 
provision of medical relief and improved sanitation and conservancy, and they 
have consequently to depend upon the Government for doles. As Mr. Innes 
points out this is far from being a satisfactory system ; and it is very desir- 
able that the Board should strive to be financially independent to the extent 
that this is possible and legitimate.”

Aiter the very 
explicit statements made by Sir James Meston with regard to the Msi ie

It came to be profoundly believed by the entire Muhammai,,,, 
population in India that a sacrilege had been committed at Cawnpur.. 
To day side by side with the particulars of the riot, comes also particular, 
of a crowded meeting in Calcutta where much was made of the ‘ sacrileg.., 
Not only this, but the Calcutta meeting gave enough evidence of a feeling ot 
distrust among the Muhammadans in the authorities. The Delhi mosque 
sacrilege was recalled, along with the Cawnpore mosque, and over this tly. 
pro-Turkish feeling of Adrianople was thrown, one speaker bursting inty 
tears, and the audience being deeply moved. Mr. Asquith’s threat against 
‘Turkey and Sir James Meston’s reply to the Cawnpore mosyne authorities 
were together mentioned, and the meeting rented oe went into mourning. 
It was, in fact, growing to be a fashion among certain Muhammadans tv 
beat themselves up to frenzy over the Cawnpore mosque. How easily 
ignorance could mingle up Adrianople and Cawnpore, Mr. Asquith and Sir 
James Meston, Bulgarians and the British Police was demonstrated in the 
Yawnpore riot . . . . Muhammadans interested in the advancement «j 
their community in India would be profoundly grieved at the unfortunate 
riot at Cawnpore. There is enough in it to feel alarm. It will be difficult 
hereafter to express sympathy with Turkey, when meetings held for the 
purpose are utilised by evil or irresponsible men to set the Government ut 
defiance. . . . . Sir James Meston, however, can be expected to deal 
with the situation with real grasp of affairs and large sympathy. He will 
not permit Mymensingh or Barisal to rise in his province. [fe will not see 
in the Cawnpore riot the first echo of a deep Muhammadan plot to hoist the 
flag of Turkey on the British flag-pusts.” 


In a further article on this subject, the /ndégn Patriot, of the 7th August, 
suys :—** The riot at the Machhli Bazzar Mosque, Cawnpore, was a deliberate 
act of defiance. Authority had done a thing in one way. And those who 
believed themselves acting on behalf of the people attempted to do it in 


‘another way. What authority had demolished they attempted to rz-build : 


and in this they calculated upon a degree of forbearance, which no Govern- 
ment could afford to show. If the Government is not able to assert its 
authority it can have no title to respect. Yet the rioters of Cawnpore 
thought that the Government of the United Provinces would quietly acquiesce 
in their aggression. ‘There was just a chance of their grievances being 
considered and, if possible, of being redressed. In any case, the deputation 
which was to have taken place, would have cleared up misunderstandings. 
But when the time was approaching for it, the ignorant people took the law 
into their own hands. What followed was the natural result of their folly. 
The Government could not tamely submit to seeing their injunction set at 
naught, which would have been the result if the demolished structure liad 
been rebuilt. Not only did they attempt to rebuild it, but in doing so they 
treated, with the utmost contempt, the authority of the District Magistrate, 
and his person with the utmost violence. If there was a chance of their 
objections being heard, we fear there is no chance hereafter. To respect 
their objections would be to yield, not to clamour, but to lawlessness and 
violence; and the Government is not likely to be so far generous, aiter all 
the display that the rioters have made of force and violence. It will be 
pernicious as an example, and as a policy a mistaken one.” 


The Iindu, of the 9th August, observes: —‘‘ We must await further 
elucidation of facts before commenting upon the unfortunate affair known & 
the Cawnpore mosque riot. It would be necessary to know from impartil 
evidence to what extent the mob, which was fired upon, was dangerous, how 
far the killing of twenty-three men was justified by the necessities 0! the 
hour. Naturally the official versions so far differ widely from the versions 0! 
the Moslems. Whatever may be the answer to these ‘important questions,

Within the last few days His Highness the Nizam 
dealt with an influential offender of this kind, who shamefully abused the 
trust reposed in him by his royal master. Mumtaz Yar Dowla was ignomi- 
nously dismissed, his property confiscated, while he himself narrowly escaped 
deportation from Hyderabad and even prosecution in a criminal court owing 
to the merciful disposition of the Nizam. We wish that the Government o; 
His Highness the Maharaja of Mysore will deal with equal promptitude 
with influential and high-placed bribe-takers and deal out to them the same 
swift and stern justice tempered with mercy. The Maharaja and his Diwan 
Mr. Visvesvarayya must find this a difficult task, but we think that by reso. 
lutely grappling with the evil, corruption can be stamped out and a tolerable 
degree of purity of administration established. ‘he Mysore Government 
pay handsome salaries to their officers and all attempts to add t» their income 
by irregular or dishonest means must be visited with the severest punishment.” 


16. The following appears in the Weekly Chronicle for the week ending 
3rd August :—** We do not know what truth 
there is for the report that the Travancore 
Government means to introduce a press law. Among the enlightened States 
of Southern India Travancore alone has used the weapon of summary deporta- 
tion. If, then, a press law is also to follow suit, the process will be complete. 
We have no sympathy with irresponsible journalism, and those who bring 
journalism into contempt are enemies of their country, . . . . Itixa 
well-known fact that in Native States the press 1s not as free as in Britis}, 
India. We have the new Press Act here. But we can nearly always rely 
on the sense of tolerance and fair play of the Englishman. He has inherited 
traditions centuries old, and he invites and profits by effective criticism. 
But the Indian, with of course several honourable exceptions, is intolerant ot 
criticism. He does not look to the justice or otherwise of the criticism, but 
thinks that the critic is his enerzav who should be crushed if possible. ‘This 
is precisely the reason that the press does not often flourish in a Native State. 
and is, in majority of cases, in the hands of irresponsible and incompetent 
men.” 


17. Referring to a lantern lecture delivered by Mr. C. H. Yates at the 
Y.M.C.A., Bangalore City, on ‘The Making 
vf a Daily Newspaper ”, the /ndian Patriot, of

child-marriages. Such unions are entirely opposed to science and commop- 
sense. But even our educated men. who harangue from every platform 
against such marriages, secretly and without much advertisement perform 
the marriages of their infant daughters and subsequently try to justify ther 
action by the most absurd excuses. Social reformers have been “crying 
agaist this evil ever since their birth, but though it may seem paradoxical, 
the evil is most prevalent in communities which supply the largest number 
of social reform speakers. We cannot, therefore, expect any real benefit, «1 
least so far as child-marriage is concerned, to arise out of the perfunctory 
exertions of social reformers. While they may serve to stimulate thought in 
the direction of reform, we cannot so jar as action is concerned expect any- 
thing from them. On the other hand by their actions which belie their 
words they have very often set back the wheel of progress. While their 
pamphleteering and lecturing have touched the consciences of the thinking 
portion of the public, their vacillating and nerveless conduct have weakened 
even those, who might otherwise have helped the cause of social reform, by 
their bold and fearless conduct, though not by vapoury talk. We will not ask 
the reformers to cease their work of diffusing proper ideas, and stimulating 
thought in the right direction. But we base our faith in the Government tor 
the eradication of the disease of child-marriage which has been eating into 
the very heart of the nation. 


“ The rare vet horrible sequel to a child-marriage witnessed in the Fort 
William tragedy must stir the Government to some action towards the final 
extinction of the custom, which is the fountain of the evil. The Government 
is pledged to a policy of religious neutrality and refuses to move in any 
matter which is likely to affect the religious feelings of the people, even in 
the slightest degree. But when people themselves desire to eradicate an evil 
and seek the aid of legislation, because moral suasion, however sincere aud 
however pesistent, cannot effect the reform, it is ungenerous on the part ot 
the Government tv refuse ahelpinghand. . . . . Unless and until child- 
marriages are made penal and the offenders adequately punished, the custom 
though vehemently reprobated by the whole Hindu community, will exist as 
long as the Hindus exist. Supported by the unanimous voice of the 
enlightened portion of the Hindu community, the'Government may fearless!)

The evils of child-marriage. 
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0) The Indian Patriot, of the 9th August. writes :—“ Mr. Montagu’s 

ge in the House of Commons in introducing 
the Indian Budget is admirable in tone and 
substance. He touched on many topies, several 
oi them of a very delicate nature ; and there is enough evidence throughout 
his taet and sympathy. No Under Secretary of State has hitherto studied 
Indian affairs in the close and earnest manner that Mr. Montagu has done, 
gud no one, we may say, has better imbibed the spirit which Lord Morley 
‘ntreduced into the Indian administration. Even for Lord Morley perhaps 
it would have been impossible to speak with so little offence to any section or 
arty in India, and we think that Mr. Montagu’s speech is an achievement of 
which he may justly be proud. The knowledge which he acquired in India 
of the opinions and sentiments of different classes of people, hus indeed been 
‘yvaluable to him in weighing Indian problems, and no Minister of the Crown 
eg claim the intimate knowledge which Mr. Montagu now possesses,” 


Writing on this subject, the Hindu, of the 9th August, says :-—‘‘ Unless 
there is a new policy to enunciate, or « momentous announcement to make, 
fndiau Budget speeches of Ministers in the House of Commons are apt to be 
aninteresting, stale and common-plice, however long they might be. 
Mr. Montagu’s speech in Parliament on Wednesday last partakes of these 
detects, though there 1s likewise evidence of the spirit and the traditions 
which usually animate the utterances of Liberal politicians. It seems fairly 
obvious that where Mr. Montagu has touched on subjects, on which some 
controversy has been going on, his pronouncements for the most part are 
sich that the keenest dissatisfaction will be felt or be dismissed as marking 
nv new step or contemplating no new policy. Mr. Montagu began by 
referring to his visit to India last cold weather and stated that he had 
derived great benefit from it. He saw a good many officials and non-officials, 
Kuropean and Indian, during his fleeting journey, but the non-officials whom 
he was allowed to see were chosen, we fancy, by the officials, and for one 
who is eager to get to the heart of the people, and learn the real truth, this 
arrangement would not appear to be quite the proper one. We do not know 
whether he had any opportunity to discuss with representative Indians the 
changes his chief was contemplating in regard to the India Office. 1f he had 
done so, he would have become aware of the strong feeling that exists in 
India in regard to its uselessness in spite of the ‘ unalterable factor’ in it, 
that is, the presence of two Indian Members. ‘The last is a sop that would 
fail to satisfy those who have been pressing tor the larger reforra. ‘ila 
The energy, the strength of conviction, the clear grasp of principles such as 
Lord Morley exhibited are lacking in Lord Crewe, and recent events have 
amply demonstrated this fact. That, under such circumstances, the Secretary 
of State should have capitulated, to the advice of the man on the spot, should 
Cullse NO surprise. We are atraid that there is a distinct deterioration 
observable in the point of view from which British statesmen approach Indian 
questions. For instance, we fail to notice in present-day utterances that high 
purpose and noble resolution which characterised Lord Mayo’s views about 
this very question.” 

The Madras Standurd, of the 9th August, remarks:—‘‘ Mr. Montagu’s 
speech fell below the level of his previous performances. In vain, we lvok 
lor a serious pronouncement or a refreshing enunciation of a forward policy.

But a budget speech on a year's progress of a 
country like India, in the throes of a phenomena! political and industrial 
activity, should be pitched in a different key and ought to have heen charac- 
terised by breadth of vision and constructive stutesmanship, so much needed 
to impart life into the cast-iron system of administration in this country.”

It 1s really regrettable that, 
while the British Ministers are bound to guard the interests of Turkey i) 
every way, the British Prime Minister should have made such a statement. 


24. The Aistnapatrika, of the 26th July, in an article on this subject, 
observes :— While on the one hand the Balk:i), 
States are falling out among themselves anid 
massacring one another, Turkey finds a fitting opportunity to make strenuous 
efforts for the recovery of her lost territory. Already the forts of Kirk 
Killeshi and Adrianople are occupied by the Turks and the Turkish army is 
rapidly advancing. ‘The Bulgarians, surrounded on all sides by enemies. 
are unable to check the ‘Turkish advance. But the European States are 
astounded at the Turkish move and are working themselves up to fury and 
indignation. But those States disclosed neither surprise nor wonder when 
the Balkun States rose to deal destruction upon the Turks nor when the 
Balkans fight to death among themselves. The ‘indignation is felt and 
becomes unbearable only when the ‘Turks make honest efforts to recover 
their lost possessions. ‘The paper fails to perceive what political morality 
there is in all this and inquires if these threats of the States of Europe ar 
due to an assumption on their part of the weakness of the Turks and the 
consequent hope of threatening them into submission. It further asks, ‘* What 
offences have the ‘lurks committed which are not already perpetrated by the 


Bulgarians ”’, and concludes that in political morality'might 1s the sole criterion 
of justice.

\riting on the same subject the Salyadipike, of the 30th July, observes :— 
Ane detestable feature of the present war among the ialkan States is that the 
Jlies themselves are guilty of graver atrocities than those with which the 
haf so recently charged Turkey. he Bulgarians in the course of their 
retreat have devastated whole villages and cities, diabolically plundering and 
killing innocent citizens, and thus those who had posed as the protectors of 
the oppressed have now proved themselves worse than demons. Roumania, 
too, which had at first been supposed to have no selfish interest in the war, 
ippears to have been actuated after all by no other motive than that same 
wicked greed of territory. It is certain that Turkey’s renewed exertions 
will confer no lasting benefit on her. The Powers will force her to abide by 
the terms of the peace. Although Turkey knows this fully she appears to 
have continued her operations only for fear of offending her enthusiastic 
amy. Although Bulgaria now appears to have lost her all, we may expect 
that the Powers will not allow her condition to remain so degraded as it is 
it present. Besides there is the triple alliance to espouse her cause. [ven 
ii the Powers fail to adjust her claims satisfactorily, the sturdy, war-like 
wid tenacious Bulgarian will not rest till he has seized an opportune moment 
for regaining what he has now lost.

(a) Police. 


2s. Ina short article on this subject the Audhraprakasika, of the 2nd

This will be highly convenient to the 
eople as the chances of robberies on roads will thereby be greatly diminished, 
ani to the Police as they can easily obtain all information regarding any 
currence of crime on roads. The paper thinks that, if this arrangement is

(d) Education. 


40. The Desumata, of the 30th July, in its leader on “‘ The Colloquial 
Telugu”, observes that the University hay 
appointed a committee of eight gentlemen ty 
decide the question of style to be adopted by candidates for the Intermediate 
examination of the University in vernacular composition. It remarks that 
this committee equally represents the advocates of the literary and the 
colloquial Telugu, and that there is no probability of their ever coming to an 
agreement in the midst of the extreme difference of their opinions. Since 
a very large bulk of the public are in favour of that language which confor 
to the rules of grammar and usage, the paper suggests that the number oi 
members representing literary Telugu may be increased. The paper depre- 
cates the efforts made to sweep away the study of literary Telage from

colleges and inquires why, of all the Dravidian languages, this great danger 


should affect Telugu alone. 


31. The Bharatamata, of the 30th|J uly in its leader, writes :—All are aware 
how slow the progress of education is under 
the direct rule of the British in India. Jn the 
tiny State of Baroda, so many times smaller than British India, the develop- 
ment of education is most satisfactory under the independent administration 
of the Gaekwar. All politicians are agreed that Baroda holds the first place 
in the whole of India with regard to the spread of education, and it may be 
said that that State serves as a model for her sister States in educational 
matters. Ilopeful signs are discernible that industrial and other technical 
education will hold a prominent place in that State, and it is believed that the 
present Industrial College there is too small to adequately fulfil the high aims 
of the Gaekwar in this respect. It is regrettable that in the vast territory ot 
British India, not a single Industrial College is established even in such 
a large city as Madras. We pray that the Government may be pleased to 
remove this defect in the near future. 


32. Referring to a public meeting held in Calcutta on the 28th of July 
under the presidency of Mr. Peary Mohan 
Mookerjee to pass resolutions about the 
measures contemplated by the Government to take over the administration 0! 
secondary schools in Bengal into their own hands from those ot the 
Calcutta University, the Deswmata, of the 30th July, observes :—There can 
be no disputing the fact that it is improper for the Coverall to assume the 
control of secondary education. 1n matters of education it is proper that the 
eg who are conversant with the customs of the country should always 
lave a greater voice. When even in Madras the retention of such authority 
in the hands of the Government is considered improper, it is in 00 way 
beneficial to the public that the Government should try to introduce a similar 
system in Bengal. It is only when the complete control of education 1s 1 
the hands of the public that philanthrophists come forward with their charities 
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by the help of which new schools may be established. The Government may 
take good care that no objectionable instruction is imparted in schools. ‘The 
vublic will not at all be benefited, says the paper, if the Government wishes 
control every trivial detail in educational matters. 


33. The Sasilekha, of the Ist August, in an article headed * ‘he pro- 
tection of children ”, says :—Wrong notions are 
current that India is being filled with graduates 
and that the growth of education should be arrested, while 70 per cent. of 
her population are yet illiterate. Many restrictions are placed on those who 
ook education and from the lowest standard upwards the school fees have 
heen enhanced a great deal. It is eight years since the Liberals came into 
ower in England and during this time they have done many acts beneficial 
ty the British public. ‘They have not only provided for the free and compul- 
sory education of children in England, but are framing laws to provide for 
their board also. They are also trying to extend the system of boarding 
children to Scotland also. When we read of such matters in the English 
papers a great doubt occurs to us why 200 years of British administration in 
ludia have not sufficed to provide at least free and compulsory primary educa- 
tion to Indian children. When at last Lord Minto, our late Viceroy, lad 
proposed this, the Civilians of the different provinces did not lend their 
support to his proposal. Is it their belief that the Indians, if educated, will 
bp» spoiled while the British people can be happy through the spread of 
education among them ? In India there is not even one graduate in a thousand 
people and 70 per cent. of the population are quite illiterate. Yet all the 
income that is collected in India is spent on railways and the army. The 
Hon'ble Mr. Gokhale has even suggested that a special tax might be imposed 
it the Government should consider that their present income is in sufficient to 
mect the requirements of a free compulsory primary education in the country. 
The Government of India have not accepted even this proposal Sufficient 
money for this purpose may also be obtained if the price of salt is raised by 
half anna a measure. It is a wonder among wonders that sich great people 
as the British, who make tremendous efforts for the progress of their own 
countrymen, should refrain from giving education to Indian children with an 
unstinting hand. It may be due to the singular ill-luck of India. 


34. The Sastlekha, of the 5th August, in its leader on ‘ the Muhammad- 
ans”, says:—The illiteracy of the Muham- 
madans isa source of great evil to the country. 
ror the last twenty-five years they have been impeding the progress of this 
country, by standing aloof from the Indian National Congress and incessantly 
hating the movement. ‘They are also a source of great trouble to the 
Government. Recently the Government ordered the demolition of « mosque 
in (‘awnpore for some public purposes, as they have been from time to time 
ordering that of some Hindu temples. It is surprising, however, to note 
that the Muhammadans, not only of Cawnpore but also of Calcutta, Bombay 
ind Madras, should have been thereby led into many open acts of violence 
and breach of public peace. ‘his clearly shows their blind fanaticism and 
recklessness, which have ever been retarding the progress of the country. 
The Government should, therefore, take steps to provide the Muhammadans, 
above all other classes, with compulsory free elementary education, which will 
have at least the effect of broadening their outlook and toning them down 
lito peaceful subjects. ) 


35. A paragraph in the Manorama, of the Ist August, draws the attention 
of the Madras University and the Madras Gov- 
ernment to the desirability of permitting failed 
candidates to appear again for the examinations 
si without undergoing a further course in colleges. 
he paper points out that the Calcutta University has passed a resolution to 
that effect, and that, considering the large number of students that are every 
year refused admission into colleges in this Presidency for want of accom- 
inodation, such an alteration in the university regulations will be heartily 
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welcomed both by the colleges and the students. _ There are many instances 
of private candidates having passed the examinations under the old bve-laws. 
and the proposed alteration would be a relief to the large number of jaile, 
students for whom there is no accommodation at present in these colleves ay] 
who are unable to continue their studies in colleges for want of money. 


(e) Local und Municipal. 


36. The Andhraprakasika, of the 2nd August, in its leader headed * So), 
municipal affairs and observations ”, points out 
that the name of Lord Ripon, in whose récime 
local self-government was introduced into 
India, should ever live in the memory of the people. The paper appreciates 
the bestowal of his name to the Corporation buildings recently constructed j) 
this city as it serves to perpetuate the memory of that great man. It jx 
fitting that the foundations of these municipal buildings were laid by Lord 
Minto who showed the utmost sympathy for the aspirations of the people to 
a share in the government of the land and made many healthy and bene- 
ficial reforms in that direction. It is also fitting that the opening ceremony 
is to be performed by Lord Ilardinge who, in the moment of his greatest 
peril, could yet proclaim his unbounded sympathy for the Indians. In this 
connection the paper suggests that it will lend charm to the occasion of 
Lord Hardinge’s visit to this city if the first statue of our beloved Emperor 
to be erected by Diwan Bahadur Kusal Doss Chaturbhuja Doss, be also 
unveiled, at the same time, by the first of his Viceroys.

_.atine the abolition of the India Council. 
"yo of the important reforms now proposed to be introduced by Lord 
oy isto select members of this Council from among those who are iu 
vy. +, instead of from retired officials. This will no doubt introduce into 
. Couneil young officials, who are up to date in their experience of India, 
wai tuis Will, in its tura, enable the Council to work more actively and 
‘udepoudently than it does now. Lord Crewe next proposes to put a stop to 
J. pteseut practice of deciding even trifling matters by means of committees 
ayi alow the member 1n charge of each department to have the final say 
vaarding such matters. This will ot course save much time and avoid 
imecessary delay. ‘There will be one or two Indian members in the Council. 
Tuoagh Lord Crewe says that this may not ulways be possible, if it is intro- 
jwed as a system, at least two experienced Indians will ulways be members 
+ tais Couneil. 

Anyhow, the Indians will not be satisfied unless this Council is abolished 
atoether. As @ preliminary step towards this end, the Govermnent in 
ludia is already being strengthened. After the reform of the Legislative 
(yvicils in India, the Government finds it no longer possible to ignore Indian 
pinion, aud this opinion is also gaining in strength. ‘The number of Indian 
meubers in Legislative Councils will gradually increase and they will also 
enjoy greater privileges and powers. Then the Government of India will 
iv conducted according to the views of Indians. When this happens, where 
will there be a necessity for the India Council ?

But with the advent of the 
South Indian Raiiway Company all these watchmen were dispensed with and 
liss of life to cattle and men has been of frequent occurrence. It was only the 
tler day that two men who happened to be on a bridge when a train was in 
‘igut Jumped off from the bridge and were killed. The accident that took 
place recently at Pallippuram bridge happened under similar circumstances, 
‘t with this difference that it was a flock of sheep that were killed. 
_ besides, as Malabar rivers are generally flooded during the rainy season, 
I" 1s yiute possible that bridges may sometimes break down all of a sudden. 
in the absence of men whose duty it is to watch these bridges, there will be 
lone to report their condition to the authorities and ‘serious disasters may 
cur. In view of the above facts it may be earnestly hoped that the District 
Traffic Superintendent will bestow his earnest attention on this matter.

No doubt credit 
must be allowed for increased expenditure budgeted under some of the 
heads. chiefly Education, Sanitation and Public Works, which between the 
three apportion Rs. 153 lakhs. The expenditure on education has, it is 
interesting to observe, gone up nearly to 10 per cent. of the gross revenues 
atthe State, whereas in the whole British India it does not scem even 
approaching 5 per cent. The Ernakulam Water-supply Scheme and the 
Town Improvement Scheme take nearly five lakhs. An increased provision 
is nlso made for extensions of existing school buildings and the construction 
of new ones. In view of the introduction of the Village Panchayat Scheme, 
a special allotment of five thousand has been made in Land Revenue budget 
tur supplying the panchayats with funds as contemplated in the draft regu- 
lation framed for the purpose. (ver and above these increased grants, the 
Darbar have reviewed all the State establishments in detail with a view to 
see to what extent they are adapted to the growing needs of departmental 
ulministrations, and they have provided for additional establishments, 
wherever necessary, according to the actual requirement necessitating 
increased expenditure under establishment charges, which now have risen 
alter these changes to over eleven lakhs. 

Despite all his policy of retrenchment from the very beginning in regard 
to the Forest administration the bugbear of forest-tramway sti!l threatens the 
State finances.

VI.—MISCELLANEOUS. 


45. The Swadesamitran, of the Ist August, writes:—Lord Ampthill 
recently started a discussion in the House of 
Lords regarding the effect of the South African 
Immigration Act upon the condition of the 
Indians in South Africa. He requested the British Minister to ask the Union 
Government to suspend the operation of this Act, until it was amended so as 
to be more satisfactory to the Indians and less injurious to British prestige 
ii India. He urged the Government to telegraph to South Africa frankly, 
lirmly and freely, as the matter was of Imperial importance. There is no 
doubt that, by doing this, the British Minister will be acquiring the gratitude 
and confidence of the Indian people. One would have expected the Colonial 
Secretary to have replied to this speech. But we do not find the mention 
of his name at all throughout the debate. It is the Secretary of State for India 
who replied to the remarks of Lord Ampthill and others. We are not at all 
satisfied with this reply. Lord Crewe observed that Messrs. Botha, Smuts 
and Fischer keenly desired to meet Indians as far as public opinion in 
South Africa would allow them. This is a meaningless statement. The 
Whites in South Africa are so jealous of the Indians there that they would 
like to root them out of the country. So, if the treatment of the Indians 
depends upon the opinion of the Whites, it will surely make the position 
ot the former most unbearable. If the Indians are to have justice Mr. Botha 
and others should be prepared to act against the opinion of the Whites in 
South Africa, on account of the pressure of the British Ministers. Lord Crewe 
admitted that the Indians had legitimate grievances and that the new law 
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did not redress these grievances in toto. But what is the remedy suggested 
by him’ He said that, if it was found that any provision of this law 
operated hardly on the Indian community in any particular district, attention 
could be drawn to this provision with a view to its being relaxed. This }),..;. 
not always be possible. It may be difficult for the British Minister to find .,.) 
whicb portion of the law is pressing hard upon the Indians. Besides this 
any portion of this law cannot be modified, unless the Union Parliament 
meets again for the purpose, and even if it does meet, it will go on post poniny 
such modifications. Our sincere belief is that Mr. Botha and others do y,,1. 
at heart, wish to treat the Indians fairly. Lord Ampthill was afraid—a),j 
we think he was right here—that the maltreatment of the Indians in South 
Africa would have a disparaging effect upon the prestige of the British 
Government in India. If the British Ministers, who conduct the British 
Empire from the mother country and who are responsible for the unity and 
the contentment of the various parts of this Empire, are not able to insjs 
upon the Indians being treated in such & way as appears to them to le 
reasonable, what impression will this create in the minds of the Indian 
people? Lord Crewe thought that it was not fair to compel the Colonials to 
adopt a certain course. But why should he presume that on account of 
South Africa being a self-governing Colony, the Whites alone should exercise 
all the privileges and powers? ‘The British Empire reaps all the advantages 
accrning from the Indians. But, if any inconvenience is caused by them. 
it is stated that the Whites cannot put up with it. If the Government of 
India and the Secretary of State have any regard for the Indians and attach 
any importance to their being held in esteem by them, they will not thus 
trample the feelings of the Indians under their feet. 


In commenting upon the same subject, the Swadesamitran, of the 2nd 
August, says: —We are glad to note even the London Times expressing its 
sympathy with the Indians in their present plight. It concedes that the 
Indians are justified in taking exception to certain portions of the new Act 
and takes to task the British High Commissioner in South Africa for wot 
having drawn the attention of the British Ministers to these portions. It 
concludes by saying that even now the Indians can be prevailed upon to 
obey this law for the present, 1f the Union Government assures them that the 
aforesaid objectionable portions of the law will be modified at the next 
session of the Union Parliament. This is, of course, a better suggestion than 
that made by Lord Crewe. But the Union Government has made promises 
like this several times and failed to fulfil them. Still, we can give another 
opportunity to it on this occasion. If they fail even this time, there is the 
method cf passive resistance ready at hand.

there are not wanting people who write glowing accounts of it in the publi: 
press. We can understand the sincerity of their admiration if they would i. 
equally ready to enjoin upon bereaved husbands the sacred duty of immo- 
lating themselves upon the funeral pyres of their dead wives. So long a 
we are content to preach sati to women and remarriage to men our spiritual! 
sense must be woefully defective. It is rather a matter for extreme revri+ 
that of late there has been a recrudescence of this horrible rite of sati and tiv 
Government cannot keep too strict a watch on the practice and must get thi. 
culprits punished adequately. It is only then that we shall hear the last of 
a practice which is a horrible stain on Hindu spirituality.” 


4. Iu a leader under the heading *‘ Sir John Hewett’s responsibility.” 
the Indian Patriot, of the 11th August, writes - 
—‘‘ There is much to be said for and against 
appeals against acquittals, and it cannot therefore be said that Sir John 

ewett is altogether wrong in defending the existing procedure. In these 
cases of appeals invariably it is the executive head of the district that argues 
himself into the belief that the Government must appeal; and in most cases 
the Government never care to interfere with the discretion of the District 
Magistrate. In any case there is no harm in an appeal to the High Court 
which may be ordinarily expected to be very careful in exercising its excep- 
tional powers. But the Sitapur case is very different. In the first place, the 
appeal was heard by the Judicial Commissioner’s Court at Oudh Though: 
the Judicial Commissioner’s Court is in law equal to the High Court, it i 
not so in reality. Though for certain ordinary purposes the inhabitants ot 
the area may be content to be governed by the Judicial Commissioner’s Court, 
it is not a tribunal to which such special cases as appeals “in murder casvs 
ought to be entrusted. We think appeals in murder cases should be entrusted 
only to the High Courts, and where there are no High Courts they must go 
where there is a Iligh Court. . . . . This is the minimum chanve 
which the Government ought to introduce if it is deemed inexpedient to 
abolish appeals altogether. It is the character of the Judicial Commissioner's 
Court in Oudh that stands out prominently in this case. . . . . The 
Judicial Commissioner’s Court examined the evidence which the lower court 
had taken, and found that the accused should be hanged. . . . . This 
anomaly of adinittedly inferior courts exercising the functions of higher 
tribunals ought to disappear, and will disappear when there are High Courts 
all over India. There is no reason why a Chief Court or a Judicial Commis- 
sioner’s Court should exercise the functions of a High Court. ee 
Until, therefore, these inferior courts disappear, there is no justification tor 
allowing appeals in murder cases to them. Such appeals must be permitted 
to High Courts alone, if that is a necessity, and local Governments cannot be 
too vareful in advising appeals against acquittals. . . . . As the ca» 
stands, with the responsibility of the local Government for the appeal and 
the reversal of the original decision and the execution of the accused, it | 
difticult for Englishmen in England uot to be struck with the enormity of the 
whole matter. And however much certain people may try to excuse oT 
justify Sir John Hewett, the fact remains that the accused were acquitted at 
first by a competent tribunal, that they were free men for five months utter 
their acquittal, that they were then suddenly arrested and brought before the 
court and sentenced to be hanged, and that ‘the only source from which: thev 
could have expected mercy or consideration was never allowed to see ‘hel!

So far as we have read, the account of one year’s work, given 
by Rao Bahadur Mr. Venkatanarasimha Rac, is as goo! and interesting us 
anv other account of any other,municipality. But the Kurnool Municipality 
ha. over it a Collector who is an expert in municipal matters. Mr. Lloyd 
had fora long time been the President of the Madras Corporation, and he 
could naturally find im the tiny Municipality of Kurnool ‘no very striking 
aivance’ during the year. In Madras we have instances of ‘striking 
advances, when we ask for swimming baths or have electric lights. when we 
gv in for motor mutton vans or motor ambulances, Mr. Lloyd could not find 
enough ina municipality which has only an annual income of a lakh of 
rupees, and so he comes down with a superior remark about ‘ nothing 
striking, which the Government faithfully echo. If Mr. Lloyd had said 
stead that ‘the Chairman deserves specially favourable mention for his 
vears work,’ the Government would have spoken of ‘high standard of 
eficiency ’ and ‘ noted’ with pleasure ‘ the testimony borne by the Collector 
+o the excellent work done by the Chairman.’ . . . . ‘T’he time has 
cone, We think, to protest against the remarks passed in superior style by 
Revenne Divisional Officers on the work of public men in the position cf 
Municipal Chairmen. We are even prepared to say that the presence of the 
Revenue Divisional Officer on the Council as aa ex officio councillor is itself 
uu anomaly not calculated to advance local self-government on right lines. 
; ‘very Indian interested in the progress of local self-government 
must protest against the language used by Mr. Lloyd against the Kurnool 
Municipality. Complimenting the municipality for ‘ very creditable’ collec- 
tion, the Collector says: ‘ It is reprehensible that nearly half of the uncollected 
bulance consisted of private scavenging fees which should have been collected 
in advance.’ There was, we think, absolutely no justification for the use of 
a word like that under the circumstances. Would any self-respecting non- 
oficial engaged in honorary work on our local bodies relish the use of such 
an expression for honest and unselfish work rendered ungrudingly? With 
the utmost difficulty the municipality brings down tie balance to a low 
tizure. The private scavenging fees consist mostly of two annas and four 
aunas which have to be collected from a large poor population. The 
sympathy of officials towards local self-governing institutions 1s shown in the 
muimer in which Collector Mr. Lloyd has been good enough to do. It 1s 
tor the Government to see whether the plant of local self-government 
will find congenial growth amidst the remarks of Divisional (Officers and 
‘reprehensions’ of Collectors.”

% “ From the report of the ti ked by 
Aug. 12th, 1913. Pp questions asked by 
Mr. King in the House of Commons on the aid 
which the Government of India is giving for 
the erection or the maintenance of Christian places of worship in India, it js 
evident that the question is now under the consideration of the authorities. 
Mr. Montagu admitted that Indian revenues were being spent 
for the maintenance of Christian places of worship, and that this help was 
extended not only to the lrotestant Church, but also to all others that 
followed the teachings of Christ. ‘The questions asked by Mr. King were 
very suggestive of the injustice that is being done in this respect to the 
people of this country. . . . . Mr. Montagu stated that the Christian 
officers of the Government often found no places of worship in some stations 
ta which they were posted for administrative convenience and in such cases, 
it was the duty of the Government to provide facilities for religious worship. 
Such a proposition is, however, absurd on its very face. . . . . There 
is no knowing to which sect the officer in question might belong. To-day he 
night be a Protestant and the Government may order a church to be built 
for him. [is successor might be a Roman Catholic and his religious scruples 
would not permit him to enter a Protestant Church. The third incumbent to 
that office might possibly be a Methodist and the Government would then 
have to provide a third church. ‘That such a lame justification should have 
been advanced seems ridiculous, but a close examination of the aid that 1s 
extended by the Government to all Christian places of worship will at once 
reveal similar instances. 

‘Secondly, the Government, in accordance with its policy of religious 
neutrality, cannot overlook the needs of Indian officers or religions 
Supposing a Vaishnavite is posted to a place contairiing no temple which his 
caste people choose to worship ; can the Government, with any sense ot 
fairness, refuse to provide him with a placeof worship? . . . . Inthese 
circumstances if the Liberals were convinced of the impropriety of compelling 
Wales and Ireland to maintain churches, which were not required by the 
majority of the people, we do not see how they cun pass over the same 
injustice being done to the people of this country. Lastly. the present policy 
of the Government is, in a way, a direct violation of the principle of religious 
neutrality which they so often hold out to us, whenever a request is made to 
put down any of our semi-religious evils. So long as the followers of Christ 
can depend on the Government to bear a certain portion of, if not the whole. 
cost of their places of worship while no such assistance is extended to the 
two great religions of this country, it is plain to any one that the Goveri- 
ment is partial to the Christian religion. That such an impression prevails 
among the people and also that enthusiastic Missionaries make much capital 
out of it, cannot be denied by any one acquainted with life in the moffusil. 
The educated people too fail to view the question in any other light. When 
private Christian places of worship are so numerous all over the country. It 1s 
difficult to find any valid justification for the vast expenditure which the 
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eral tax-payer has to bear on this account. It is true that constant 
reference is not made to this question in the press or on the platform ; but 
shat is not certainly due to the lack of any sense of injustice in the popular 
vint. The reason is rather to be found in the multiplicity of large number

They are not thought fit to be 
ytrusted With onerous duties, although the public tind out the proper man 
and extend encouragement. . . . . The European Defence Association 
nas given a new development to the question, namely, tiat European medical 
practitioners ought to be employed in mofussil districts. . . 3. . In 
other words, Europeans are prepared to insist that Kuropean medical men 
must be employed by Government, so that when they find they are in need 
ot medical relief they may find one of their own castemen from whom they 
can take their medicines. . . . , Wecan well understand a protest from 
Europeans in the mofussil that no medical man is available, who is conversant 
with the western science in which alone they have faith, and appealing that 
a dispensary or a hospital be opened near them, where a western medical 
nan administers medicine. That, in itself, would be a strange protest. for 
it wili amount to a small class of people dictating to the Government the 
kind of medical help and medical men they want. But European politics — 
«far, at any rate, as the Anglo-Indian Defence Association reflects them— 
want to hang on to persons, not science. ‘The Government of the couatry 
have most studiously kept back from the great eastern sciences of healing to 
which millions of His Majesty’s subjects owe their health and living. ‘The 
western medical organisation of the Government touches but a fringe. ‘The 
ludian political aspect of medical relief is the resuscitation of the Indian 
sciences, Dut not that Europeans should not be placed over hospitals where 
Indians resort. How would it strike the ears of the European Defence 
Association if a protest should be made from a remote Indian village that the 
villagers are ‘alarmed and dissatisfied’ because European medical officers 
are ippointed? . . . . The people cannot get on without the Vuddya 
aul the Hakim, and the Government know it; yet nothing has been done to 
st their home in order. ‘That is the political aspect of the question of 
medical relief from the Indian point of view.”

Further enquiries resulted in the arrest of 
two goldsmiths who are alleged to have been engaged in a net-work of false 
comage. Had these sovereigns not been tendered for remittance, probably 
the counterfeiters would have carried on their nefarious trade with impunity. 
That counterfeiting has reached a remarkably efficient stage in Travancore 
nay be seen from the success which those engaged in it have achieved in 
nanitacturing English sovereigns if the report is true. Such successful 
attempts are rare, if not unparalleled, in the annals of false coinage; and

Such an arrangement is hardly satisfactory from the 
point of view of the public which is expected to take great interest in State 
matters and offer advice to the Darbar. The financial statement should be 
published some time before the official year commences, and criticism invited 
from recognised bodies before the sath je becomes unalterable. We trust 
that some such step which will be still far behind what is done in advanced 
countries, will be taken by the Darbar at an early date ; otherwise the interest, 
which the Darbar think the public now evince, will wane.”

As 
somebody remarked when Robert Lowe was raised to the Peerage as Lord 
Sherbroke that he was kicked up to the Upper House as he was found unfit 
to be in the Lower, so, too, civilians declared to be unfit for active service in 
India are drafted on to the India Office to advise and assist the Secretary of 
State.” 


15. The Andhra, for the week ending 8th August, remarks :—‘“‘ The 
passing of the South African Immigration Bill 
occasions a grave crisis in the situation. Once 
more the South African Indians headed by 
their leader Mr. Gandhi will have, of necessity, recourse to passive resistance 
and this time the struggle will be one of life or death. The major portion 
of Indians are poor labourers and the fight with the Colonial Government is 
a hopeless task, which would in the end overpower the resisters.

The Madras Standard, of the Ilth August, writes:—*‘’The one day 
that is devoted by the House of Commons for the discussion of [ndian affairs 
does not seem to be adequately utilised this year. Very few friends of this 
country took part in the debate that followed Mr. Montagu’s most disappointing 
utterance. So far as we can gather from the report available in India, neither 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald nor Mr. MacCallum Scott spoke on the occasion. 
The only member who can be said to have spoken on behalf of this country 
was Mr. MacNeill, who referred only to the Sitapur case. . . . . Sir 
Jolin Rees, the self-appointed guardian of the Covenanted Civilians, was in 
his seat to uphold Sir John Hewett, who was most in need of whitewashing 
in regard to the Sitapur case. Sir Henry Craik was there also to uphold the 
wutholy agitation raised against the appointment of Mr. Hornell, ae | topping 
all these performances came that of the Leader of the Opposition whose 
speech, if taken as an indication of the policy which his Government will 
pursue when returned to power, will be read with intense disappointment in 
this country. . . . . There is one part of Mr. Montagu’s speech which 
ix likely to harm the best interests of this country. Although he made it 
perfectly clear that he did not intend to encroach upon the province of the 
Public Services Commission, he laid more than necessary emphasis on the 
yucstion of pay. He pointed out that the chief grievance of a Civil Servant 
in India was the pay he now received. We cannot say how far this unfortunate 
pronouncement will effect the report of the Commission, but whatever the 
immediate result, it is sure to be availed of, to demand an increase in the pay 
ot the Civilians.” 


The Wednesday Review, for the week ending 13th oh ar observes :— 
‘Mr. Montagu’s speech in the House of Commons in introducing the Indian 
budget was a comprehensive survey of Indian affairs, and the whole speech 
sounded the true note of sympathy which has been widened and deepened by 
Mr. Montagu’s recent visit to this country. . . . . Mr. Montagu’s 
reference to the Nicholson Committee's report is quite disappointing. From 
the correspondence that had appeared in the British Press, notably in the 
Lines and the Manchester Guardian, we were led to hope that the majority 
report of the Nicholson Committee contained recommendations to retrench our 
military expenditure. It is almost a rude shock to us to hear Mr Montagu 
declare that there is no chance of any reduction of expenditure either on the 
British Army in India oron the Indian Army. . . . . Mr. Montagu has 
varned the gratitude of the people of India by the enunciation of a liberal 
policy of administration eb we trust he will have the support of the officials 
in Carrying it out, in the daily task of governing a vast population.”

the policy of the Home Government has 
always been not to interfere in the internal affairs of the self-governing 
Colomes. But the present subject is not connected in any way with the 
‘nternal administration of South Africa. It affects the whole social fabric of 
the Indian Nation. Since the Indians are British subjects, Great Britain has 
aright to interfere, for the protection of its own subjects, in the affairs of 
South African Government, even at the risk of incurring their displeasure, 
and the South African Government should have no cause for complaint for 
av such interference on the part of the Home Government. aces we 
believe that it would have been a good thing if the Home Government had, 
acting up to the advice of Lord Ampthill, cabled boldly and without any 
reserve to the South African Government regarding this matter. We 
however wish-that the Government will sce their way to redress the griev- 
ances of the Indians in South Africa. 


20. The Jaridah-t- Rozgar, of the oth August, says :—* The hope is wnani- aac pes 
mously expressed that the British Government — aug. 6th, 1918. 
may maintain their policy of neutrality.” The 
paper expresses its concurrence in this, and says that such feelings are but 
uatural. ‘The silence of Sir Edward Grey, the one man whom this question 
chiefly concerns, is proof patent that apprehensions of any other counter- 
policy have no basis in reality. ‘The erroneous remarks of some Anglo-Indian 
journals have given rise to some misgivings. ‘The Muhammadans have always 
leven loyal to the Government. But they are altogether helpless and must 
give expression to their natural feelings. The paper regrets that the British 
Government have not also done anything to remove this feeling of estrange- 
ment caused by the mischievous remarks of the Anglo-Indian journals. It 
is incumbent upon the Government to sympathise with their faithful Muslim 
subjects. 
The paper hopes that the Government will have due regard to the 
natural feelings of the Muhammadans and will not tolerate anything cal- 
culated to cause discontent inthe country. The apprehension that the Powers 
ot Europe will interfere in Turkish affairs is becoming general, and this 
apprehension has considerably disturbed the Muslim hearts. The Govern- 
ment should now by some notification remove the cause of this unrest.

lIl.—Homes ADMINISTRATION. 
(a) Police. 


21. The Vokkaligara Patrike, of the 138th August, writes:—The Anglo- VeesaLseans ParaiEs ’ 
Indian community is in the habit of blaming — aug. 13th, 1918. 
the Indians for failing to co-operate with tlie 

Police. Many of the European officials too support this view which is also 

shared by some of the Anglo-Indian newspapers. We are unable to say thut 

this charge against the Indian public is altogether ungrounded. If it is 

remembered, however, that there can be no effect without u cause and that 

love alone begets love, the point must be obvious that it is futile to expect a 

true spirit of co-operation on the part of the people unless the Police always 

reciprocate that feeling. A recent utterance of Lord Carmichael on this 

subject is a correct analysis of the situation. According to His Excellency, 

It ls doubtless the duty of the people to help the Police more largely in their 


The Police and the people. 
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duties than at present; but that help can only come when the people of this 
country begin to realise that the function of the Police is not to get people 
punished but to protect them like friends. With thie mutual understandip 
of the relative positions of the Police and the people, the relations bet ween 
them are wt to improve. 


22. A correspondent in the Kerala Sanchari, of the 6th August, draws 
the attention of the District Magistrate and the 
District Superintendent of Police of Malabar 
to the desirability of improving the modes jp 
which occurrence reports of crimes are submitte:| 
by the adhikari as well as in the recording of dying declarations by the 
Police. ‘The adhikari who receives information on which the report is sent 
to the Police should be strictly ordered to take a deposition in the presence 
of witnesses, if necessary, from the informant signed both by him and by 
the witnesses as to the exact circumstances under which the crime took place 
and to send his deposition along with the report. This course will not only 
tend to prevent subsequent tampering with the evidence of the informant but 
will also help the investigators in obtaining a correct account of the circum- 
stances of the case leaving little room to any one to introduce anything new 
into them subsequently. 

In recording dying declarations the Police should carefully take down 
the statement of the dying person, word for word, and not merely the gist 
of it.

(6) Courts. 


23. Reyarding the decision of Mr. C. G. Srinivasachariar, the District 
Munsif of Negapatam, that the election of a 
certain candidate as a member of the local 
Municipal Council, which was vetoed by the 
(government, was valid in law and that. the 
Government should publish the name of this candidate in the Gazette within 
three months, the Swadesamitran, of the 5th August, observes :—We are not 
concerned much with the soundness or otherwise of this judgment. But we 
cannot help expressing our admiration of the independent spirit which 
characterises it. ‘The fact that Mr. Srinivasachariar is still a District Munsif 
shows that he has put in only a few years of service. He may naturally have 
a (lesire to rise higher in the department. So, it is all the more creditable 
for him to have boldly acted upon his conviction. It is because the transfer 
and promotion of Munsifs rest with the High Court, that it was possible for 
the Munsif in this case to be impartial and give a decision against the 
Government. He could not have done so, if he were directly under the 
control of the Government. As Tahsildars, Deputy Collectors and other 
officials are directly subject to the control of the Government, they have to 
base their decisions upon the view of the Government, whenever they exercise 
their magisterial jurisdiction. So, if the Magistrates are also brought under 
the control of the High Court, they can be as independent as the Munsifs in 
viving their decisions, without being afraid of the Collector or the Govern- 
ment.

(d) Education. 


24. In the course of an article under the heading ‘* The Educational 
policy of the Government of India,” the 
Hitakarini, of the 27th July, observes :-—The 
Government of India have rejected the appli- 
cation for affiliation as a first-grade college of the Ananda Mohan College, 
which was sent up with the recommendation of the University of Calcutta. 
This is an instance showing the improper interference on the part ol the 
Government of India in educational matters. The Government of India 
have not only broken the pledges that have been given for the spread of 
education, but are also acting in direct contravention of them. Great harm 


The Lducational policy of the

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results from these acts in the matter of the spread of education in this 
country. But we learn, on the authority of the Government of Bengal, that 
‘ie Government of India are going to reconsider their order on this question, 
and if this turns out to be a fact, all praise is due to Lord Carmichael. ‘The 
- jection of the appointment of certain gentlemen as University lecturers is 
yiother instance of the kind and nothing is known definitely about this 
matter. We believe that Lord Hardinge will reconsider the- matter, with 
, view to decide it, so as to be consistent with his former promises. 


95. The Kislnupatrika, of the 2nd August. in an article on “ Inter- 
mediate students,” says:—The School Final 
examination is the cause of the great increase 
‘n the number of students in the Intermediate classes of colleges where there 
jormerly used to be a limited number. Many students are unable to get 
outs in any college. This is due to the fact that there is no definite under- 
standing whether a candidate has passed or failed in any particular instance. 
The University also is contributing to this confusion by allowing these 
candidates many concessions. The condition once insisted upon, that 
4 student should obtain a good number of marks in Elementary Mathematics 
to secure admission into the Intermediate class, has since been dispensed 
with ; and students getting a zero in this subject are admitted into the 
Intermediate classes. They flock into the third group which is the easiest 
of all and for which ample provision is made in all the colleges while 
students find great difficulty in securing seats in the first two groups, for 
which there is but limited provision. ‘There are other difficulties besides, 
which the Principals of colleges try to get over by various devices. The 
education in our country is thus becoming a farce. 


The Intermediate students. 


26. The Andhraprakastka, of the 9th August, in the course of its leader 
on ‘* Vernaculars,” writes:—In his recent 
speech in the India House, Sir ‘Theodore 
Morrison stated that vernaculars must be the medium of instruction in India. 
This statement, it may be said, is a reaffirmation of what Dr. P. C. Ray 
sail sometime back in the Bengal Academy. The successful results obtained 
by Russia, Germany, Japan and China, by the adoption of this system of 
instruction, bear ample testimony to the truth of their statements But, as 
a matter of fact the British are giving no prominence, in this matter, to any 
language except their own. Moreover, the dictum that ‘ love of one’s own 
language fosters love of one’s country ” is one that is recognised by all great 
men. ‘This being the case, it is highly to be regretted that both the Govern- 
merit and the University are treating the vernaculars with indifference. We 
pray that the Government will take early steps to encourage the study of 
vernaculars in this country. It is a matter for great regret to note, in this 
connection, that many of our own countrymen are, for some reason or other, 


indifferent to vernaculars, while foreigners are showing greater sympathy 
towards them. 


Vernaculars.

(k) General. 


23. The Swadesamitran, of the 5th August, writes :— We are shocked to 

Th MM hear of a serious riot of the Muhammadans at 
fowueens mnmen viet ot Cawnpore, resulting even in loss of lives. The 
cause of this riot appears to be the demolition 

by the Government of a portion of a mosque in the place. When Sir James 
Meston took charge of the Lieutenant-Governorship of the United Provinces, 
it was stated that, unlike his predecessor, Sir John Hewett, he would work 
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for the welfare of the people and that he would sympathise with their aspira 
tions. ‘This was in a way belied by the evidence he gave before the Pu));,. 
Service Commission. He has now unnecessarily incurred the displeasure 
the Muhammadan community. Before deciding to demolish a portion of ¢},.. 
mosque at Cawnpore, either Sir James Meston or the District Collector shou|,j 
have sent for the Muhammadan leaders and consulted them. Instead of doi). 
so, a notice that a portion of the mosque would be demolished was put up in 
the Collector’s office. But the people did not know anything of this. Sw. the 
Muhammadans were enraged when a portion of the mosque was actully 
demolished. Meetings were held in different places and the action of ti. 
Government condemned. Ultimately « number of irresponsible Mulhamma- 
dans in Cawnpore assembled before the mosque and committed a riot. ‘{’},.. 
Muhammadans are as keen about their religion as the Hindus and they will 
not tolerate the intervention of Government in a religious matter, however 
trifling it may be. It does not matter that the demolished portion of tlie 
mosque was uot an important part of it or was not used for purposes of 
devotion. It is enough that it formed part of a structure, which was deeme:] 
to be a temple by the Muhammadans. The Muhammadans are not all oj 
them educated and so they cannot be expected to judge the action of the 
Government wisely from the standpoint of public convenience. Moreover, 
the Muhammadans are just now smarting under a feeling of discontent with 
the British Government and we believe this feeling was one of the causes that 
led to the riot at Cawnpore. We do not know what the Government intends 
doing now. It may be thought that it is derogatory to the prestige of the 
Government to have the demolished portion of the mosque rebuilt. But if 
the Government does not have it rebuilt and sticks to its original decision, it 
will be wounding the feelings of the Muhammadans permanently and thereby 
affect the loyalty of this community to the British Raj. | 

We wish to lay stress upon another point at this juncture. The Muham- 
madans are not always treated in the same way by the British Government. 
‘They are at times patted by the Government and are given special privileges 
not available to the Hindus. This leads to their having an exaggerated idea 
of their influence and importance and they have begun to think that they are 
entitled to a preferential treatment as compared with other communities in 
India. It is Lord Morely and Lord Minto who gave room for the creation ot 
such an impression in the minds of the Muhammadans. Now several causes 
have led to the British Government and the Government of India acting 
against the interests of the Muhanmmadans in certain respects and the Muham- 
madans are provoked by this. The Muhammadans ure not as cultured as the 
Hindus and the masses among’ them are very easily provoked on account of 
their ignorance and blind faith in their religion. The Government and the 
officials, who are responsible for preserving public peace, are bound to bear 
this in mind. 


Continuing its comments upon the sume subject, the Swadesamitran, ot 
the 8th August, observes :-—-One point we have to consider in connection with 
this riot is whether it could not have been quelled without so much loss ot 
life as is reported in this case. It appears the number of those killed 1s 18. 
and the number of those wounded is nearly 50. The usual method adopted 
in quelling such riots is for the Police to fire blank cartridges in the begin- 
ning. We understand that this was not done in the Cawnpore riot and ball 
cartridges were used at the very outset. If this is true, it must be said that 
Mr. 'l'yler did not exercise due caution in dealing with this riot and that 
he was unnecessarily hasty in giving the order to fire. There is no doubt 
that Mr. Tyler and other officials exhibited a rare courage in the matter of 
quelling this riot. But it is the duty of a Magistrate always to avoid, as 
much as possible, firing upon the crowd on occasions like this. Sir James 
Meston, the Lieutenant-Governor of the United Provinces, showered 
encomiums on the officials at Cawnpore for the promptitude and earnestness 
with which they attended to the wounded persons, after the riot was quelled. 
We do not see how they deserve so much praise. If the wounded are not 
attended to by the officials, who will do it ? 
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The Dravidabhimau:, of the 8th August, reproduces the substance of the D=4vtpamenas, 
comments of the Swaderamitran of Madras, of the 5th August, on the riot at 
Cawnpore. 

The Swadesamitran, of the 12th August, refers to this subject again ®*«2ssqmraa, 

and says:—The mistakes committed by Avg. ime i018. 

the officials in connection with the Cawnpore 
Bg rot are coming out one after another. It 
appears the Municipal Commissioners of Cawnpore were against the demolition 
of the mosque. But their opinion was not cured for. It seems Mr. Sim, the 
President of that Municipality, wrote to Government saying that no weight 
need be attached to the opinion of the Commissioners. He seems to have 
hevun to demolish the mosque, even before the final decision of the Govern- 
ment was known. It is argued on the side of the officials that the portion 
demolished was not a sacred place, on the ground that none objected to 
Mr. Sim and Mr. ‘Tyler, the istrict Magistrate, entering the place with 
their boots on. We cannot understand the meaning of this argument. Is it 
because these officials were not forcibly prevented from entering the place 
that it is argued that no objection was taken to their going in? Jn this 
country, the people are not used to complain of the conduct of big officials in 
their very face, even if its happens to be unjust. ‘The sanctity or otherwise 
ot this place can be decided only after consultation with Muhammadan 
leaders. It has become the usual practice in this country for the officials to 
act on their own initiative, on occasions like this, without consulting 
popular opinion and attaching any weight to it. -We venture to assert 
that if, on this occasion, the local officials had been Indians or if there 
were a committee of Indians at the place to advise the local officials, 
this riot would not have occurred. If there had been an Indian Member in 
the Government of the United Provinces, as is the case in other important 
Presidencies, he would have warned the Government, in time, of the feelings 
ot Muhammadans and prevented a riot. 


29. In commenting upon the despatch sent to the Government of India >w40™auiraan, 
wés: Cid semen ams by Lord Crewe in connection with the Onudh — aug. ath, 1915. 


murder case and the explanation of Sir John 
Hewett, the Swadesamitran, of the th August, remarks :—We are not surprised 
at Lord Crewe applauding the conduct of Sir John Ilewett in this case. Ile 
savs that the latter acted with a full sense of personal responsibility and im 
conformity with the instructions of the Government of India for the disposal 
of petitions for mercy in capital cases. Whatever mistakes the English 
oflicials in India may commit, they are always praised for it. Perhaps the 
Indians will lose their regard for the Government, if these officials admit 
their mistakes or their conduct is not applauded! All the same, the opinion 
of the Indians will not undergo any change on account of Lord Crewe having 
upheld the action of Sir John Hewett. Sir Joln Ilewett takes exception to 
cortain statements made in Parliament in connection with his conduct in this case 
and writes in the following strain: ‘f An Englishman does not, when he goes to 
serve his King in India, leave behind him the instincts on which the race prides 
itself. One of the best of these instincts is a desire to help the oppressed and 
remedy wrong. The servants of the Crown iv India, when dealing with cases 
like the Sitapur case, are actuated only by a genuine solicitude for the welfare 
of the millions of peaceful men, women and children entrusted to their charge.” 
Granting all this, the question is only whether Sir John Hewett exhibited 
these excellent qualities. Our opinion is that he did not. The regulations 
tor the disposal of appeals to the Viceroy are capable of being coustrued in a 
different way altogether from that in which it has been interpreted by Sir 
John Hewett. Even Lord Crewe admits this and observes that Sir John 
llewett wouid have done better if he had interpreted the regulations in this 
way and elected to suspend the executions. throwing the onus upon the Gov- 
ernment of India. We too think this would have been a wiser course. It 
will appeal even to an ordinary mind that it was not fair on the part of Sir 
Jolin Hewett to have played the part of both the prosecutor and the judge 
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and to have also given orders for the execution. That Sir John Hewett did 
not realise this only shows that even high officials like him act hastily at 
times. 


30. Referring to the budget speech of Mr. Montagu the Swadesamitran, of 
the Lith August, observes :—“ This speech can 


Pai budget speech of Mr. he divided into two parts, the first dealing with 
ontag u. the proposed administrative reforms in the 


Government of India and the second laying down the lines on which this Goy. 
ernment should be conducted. An important point referred to by him in the 
firet part is the reform of the India Office. But this reform is only superticial 
and will not result either in reducing the expenditure incurred for this office or 
in conferring any benefit on the administration of the country. Mr. Montagu 
stated that, during his recent visit to India, he had consulted both Furopeans 
and Indians and that he was now trying to introduce only the several reforms 
proposed by them. We do not know whom he consulted among the Indians. 
If he had consulted the true leaders among them, they would have suggested 
only the entire abolition of the India Council. It was stated by him that 
one unalterable fact in the constitution of this Council was the presence of 
two Indian members in it. But how is this important? What can two 
among ten members do? At present, till the Legislative Councils in India 
become stronger, some of the Members of the House of Commons should be 
formed into a committee and made to advise the Secretary of State, from time 
to time, on matters concerning India. This is the opinion which has been 
voiced forth by the Congress from the time it was established. Instead of 
introducing such useful reforms, Lord Crewe is trying to set right the 
superficial bends on the India Council. This only shows that he is playing 
into the hands of the bureaucracy. 

Mr. Montagu next referred to the Military expenditure. It is now clear 
that the appointment of a committee under the presidency of Sir Frederick 
Nicholson to consider about this subject has not proved beneficial in any way. 
‘The members of this committee were all officials and the witnesses examined 
by them were also oflicials. Moreover the report of this committee is treated 
ag confidential and has not been published. In whatever way the European 
and the Indian Armies in India may be changed asa result of the recom- 
mendations of this committee, the Tullos people will lose all interest in it. 
As the army in India is utilised not merely for the defence of this country, 
but also in other military operations undertaken by England, it is but fair 
that England should bear a portion of the expenditure incurred for it. 


Continuing its comments upon the same subject, the Swadesamitran, ot 
the 12th August, writes :-—In the course of his speech, Mr. Montagu observed 
that the policy of the British Government in india should be based upon 
certain desirable principles and enumerated them one after another. 
Though there is no doubt that these are very sound ones, the important 
question is according to what principles the Government of India 1s veing 
actually conducted. Mr. Montagu said that the Government desired 
harmony between the Hindus and the Muhammadans and that the principle 
of ‘divide and rule” had no place whatever in the text-book of British 
statesmanship. It may be this doctrine is in the mind of Mr. Mantagu and 
the Members of Parliament. But how does it avail the Indians? These 
are concerned only with how the authorities in India treat the Hindus 
and the Muhammadans. One important feature of the régime of Lord 
Curzon was the creation of discord between these two communities. 
Then it struck the Government that the Hindus were disloyal and Lords 
Morley and Minto came to the conclusion that it was necessary to favour 
the Muhammadans. From this time the Government of India has been 
steadfastly following the policy of conferring special benefits on the 
Muhammadan community. Now that the feelings of the Muhammadan: 
have been wounded a little in connection with the Turko-Balkan war, 
the Government is trying to appease them. It is on account of this that 
the Government has decided to grant them special rights of representation 
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and secure for the Muhammadan youths a substantial share of the Govern- 
nent offices and special facilities for educatim. He added that the 
Government had committed itself to the principle of special representation 
(or the Muhammadans and that if the latter aeceded to the request of the 
Hindus also for special representation, the Government was prepared to 
grant it. Why should the Muhammadans be asked about grantin rights of 
special representation to the Hindus? Were the latter consulted when 
similar rights were conferred upon the former? Nevertheless the Hindus 
realise that the Muhammadans are after all their own brethren and are 
prepared to receive well any special .benefits which may be conferred upon 
them. When conferring these benefits, the Government should take care 
that they do not entail any loss or disrespect to the Hindus. The Govern- 
went should bear in mind the position of the Hindus in the ancient and 
modern history of this country and treat them in such a way as will not be 
jerogatory to their intelligence, wealth, etc. 

Mr. Montagu stated that the educated Indians should not be ignored, 
that, even if they had faults, it should not be forgotten that these were the 
outcome of the education given them by the British and that they should be 
made to co-operate with the Government in the administration of the country. 
We believe a way may be found, for the realisation of this end, by the 
deliberations of the Public Service Commission. Still, judging from the 
writings of some Anglo-Indian and English journals, we fear that the 
enquiry of this Commission will result only in raising the salaries and 
status of English officials and that nothing good to the Indians will come 
out of it. Tf it really happens like this, it is the most dangerous event 
that can happen, as far as India is concerned. Mr. Montagu pleaded 
for the strengthening of the local institutions and suggested that non-official 
veutlemen should be allowed to share the responsibility of administration. 
This will be made possible. not by increasing the powers of the local 
authorities, but by reducing them and allowing the people to do a portion of 
the work of these officials honorarily. But the Government in India does 
not seem inclined to do this. ‘Though several years have passed since the 
Hobhouse Commission sent in its recommendations, nothing has yet been 
Jone by the Government to give effect to them. ‘The tendency 1s only to 
strengthen the hands of the district officials and not to confer any rights on 
the people in conducting public affairs. Mr. Montagu observed: ‘‘ ‘l'he 
problem in India is not a problem of material advancement, of increasing 
prosperity or of new public buildings. It is not even a problem of efficiency. 
lt isa problem of giving the Indian an increasing opportunity in his own 
country and increasing assistance in the development of his capacity for local 
government and administration.” Though the officials in India are not 
entirely actuated with this spirit now, we hope that the spread of education 
among the Indians and their increasing influence wili. in course of time, 
make it possible for the Government to confer larger rights and privileges 


upon them and make them share the major portion of the responsibility of 
(rovernment. 


31. The Swadesumitran, of the 12th August, takes exception to the 
appointment of Mr. Hunter as the Acting 
Principal of the Presideucy College and ob- 
serves :—We do not question the capacity of 
Mr. Hunter to discharge the duties of a Principal. But we cannot forget 
that the disturbance which occurred among the students of the Rajahmundry 
College, when Mr. Hunter was the Principal of that college, was due to his 
want of tact and patience. It was on account of this that he was transferred 
tu the Presidency College as an ordinary Professor. Perhaps he has now 
Leen appointed to a responsible post again because there is nobody else 
sciilor to him who. is qualified for this post. 


32. Referring to the heavy death-roll of cattle in the Presidency for

Malabar and South Cunara lost 1,940 and 2,573, respectively, thus clearly, 
showing how infested these districts are with wild beasts. € eastern 
borders of these districts are covered with hills and forests, The hich deat). 
rate of cattle is due to the fact that tiie people living in the vicinity of those 
laces have no weapons to protect their cattle from the ravages of wild 
asts. It is therefore highly necessary that agriculturists living near jungle - 
tracts should be given licenses to possess firearms more freely than hitherto. 
But the authorities appear to be reluctant to grant such licenses. It is hoped 
that sume of the members of the Legislative Council would interpellate 
Government on the subject. 


33. The Shams-ul-Akhbar, of the 11th August, under the heading “ ‘Ihe 

demolition of the four mosques,” appeals 
through His Excellency the Viceroy to the 
justice of Great Britain and prays that the Government of India may 
kindly free their subjects from the clutches of such officers as neither respect 
the orders of their esteemed rulers nor pay any heed to the natural feelinvs 
and emotions of the British subjects. It prays that the demolished mosques 
may be re erected and that permission may be granted to prosecute such 
officers in the High Court of Judicature as do continually perpetrate such 
heart-rending deeds. ‘The paper says that the recent occurrences and sub- 
sequent conduct of these officers have considerably grieved the Muslim hearts. 
The fact is that the same man who, in violation of all laws of nature and State, 
demolished mosques has again not only interfered in the performance of an 
Islamic ceremony but has, with a view to feast his eyes on the ‘ Muslim 
blood,” hailed shot and shell on them. If the Muhammadans piled up the 
broken and scattered bricks of their mosque, they had done no harm either to 
Mr. Tyler or his Police force. The paper suggests that the Muhammadan 
public uf Madras should, by wire, approach the Government of India, with 
request to at once institute inquiries into the matter, so that the murder of

so many poor Muhammadans may be revenged. If the matter is delayed, 
the paper apprehends that Mr. oe and his assistants are certain, on the 
l 


slightest provocation, to again fall upon the Muhammadans, and shed their 
blood in order to suppress their excitement. 


The Mukhbir-i-Deccan, of the 13th August, comments on the Cawnpore 
affair and hopes that the Government will not wound the religious feelings 
of the Muhammadans. It adds that firing is the extreme penalty of the law. 
It was not good oy to have used it against the Muhammadans for an 
attempt to re-erect the demolished portion of the mosque. 

‘he paper, with reference to the Karachi affair, notes with satisfaction thie 
action taken by Mr. W. Hudson, stating that had there been an officer of Mr. 
Hudson’s stamp at Cawnporce no lives would have been lost. Mr. Hudson of 
course must have been aware of the section of the Indian Penal Code ander 
which firing is allowed. The paper thanks Mr. Hudson on behalf of the 
Muhammadans in general for his foresight and justice. 


LIT.— LEGIsLATION. 


34. In concluding an article on ‘ Indian state craft” the Andhrabharat, 
of April, says:—The Legislative Councils 
in this country are only advisory bodies, 
without any power to control the Executive Government. Their advice may 
be rejected, and this is the reason why during the last four years the 
Executive Government of India successfully managed to pass some Acts 
curtailing the natural liberties of the people, which are not to be found in the 
body of the Statutory Book of England. |

started in Mysore. We cannot understand the 

wisdom of appointing a European manager for u bank in a Native State. A 

number of duly qualified Indians are available in Bombay and Northern 

India. None will say that the Indian Bank at Madras has lost anything by 

having an Indian Secretary. If banks started by the Indians are not to be 

managed by them, how are they to acquire the experience and capability 

required for conducting banks? It cannot be that the Diwan, Mr. Visves- 

varavva is unaware of this. So, there should be some special reasons for the 

Mysore Government having appointed Mr. Rose as the manager. Even now 

an Indian may be appointed to work along with Mr. Rose in the management 

of the bank, so that he can learn ‘the work in course of time. 


37. Commenting on the Mysore Financial Statement and the Budget for woererass PaTRIES, 
The Mysore budget. 1913-14, the Prittanta Palrike, of the 14th aug. ath, 1918. 
August, obseives:—The revised figures show 
that theactual receipts have been farin excess ofand the expenditure much below 
the original estimates. ‘The Excise department vields a revenue of Rs. 3,52,000 
more than the estimates. ‘This cannot but produce a feeling of deep regret 
at the steady ascendency of the drink vice. ‘The savings under expenditure 
are due mainly to large allotments remaining unutilised. [rom the point of 
view of the Government the year was one of increased stability of their 
finances; tor, the revenue shows an increase und the expenditure a decrease 
over the estimates. But of what avail is this? The Government are eager 
to incur heavy ‘fresh expenditure. In aldition ‘to ‘the completion of the 
projects already comrmenced, they ‘have drawn up a programme for taking 
in hand several new ones. In no previous year has there been an estimato 
of three crores under expenditure. ‘It is in one sense no doubt gratifying to 
learn that the Government expect to be able to spend so much ; but we are 
not sure that the'Government have a sufficient number of executive officers 
who can spend these vast sums with sufficient prudence and foresight. It is 
i matter of common knowledge that when there is no dearth of funds the 
tendency is always‘towards prodiguality. We therefore hope that the Gov- 
ernment will exercise greater care to ensure economy in the administration. 
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VI.—MIScCELLANEOUS. 


38. The Swadesamitran, of the 6th August, writes:—In deliveriag the salty = ae 
inaugural address at the Indian Association in Aug. 6th, 1918. 
London, the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale is reportetl 
tu have stated that the position of Indian students in England was steadily 
becoming more and more irksome and that the main causes which contributed 
to this were the new school of Imperialism of the Englishmen, the greater 
share which the self-governing Colonies were acquiring ‘in shaping the 
Imperial policy and the influence of retired officials. ‘The new school of 
Imperialism is nothing -but'the arrogant feeling of the Englishmen that theirs 
is the largest ‘Empire in the world,'that none are equal ‘to them and that the 
Indians are a low set ‘of people who necd not -be cared for. The cultured 
among the ‘Englishmen do‘not‘hold this view. It is'the ordinary veople, the 
artisans and the ‘labourers, who arrogantly hold ‘this view and insult the 
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Indians. Besides this, the whites in the Colonies have no regard at all { 
the Indians. They are not acquainted with the ancient civilisation and the 
present condition of the Indians. As the aboriginal tribes in their ow, 
country are only wandering savages, they think that all coloured races ¢y 
only be like them. ‘There is no doubt that the association of these Colonia). 
has now begun to have an effect upon the opinion of the Englishmen. ‘['\,. 
third cause mentioned by Mr. Gokhale is also worthy of notice. The his}, 
officials who retire from service in India vaunt that they have always 
solicitude for the Indians. But this solicitude is akin onlv to our affection 
for the lower animals. Generally, the Englishmen do not at all wish that 
the Indians should improve in wealth and strength and live like other people 
in the world, enjoying all political privileges. There may be one in 
thousand like Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson. As observed by Mr. Gokhale. the 
number of Indians going to England, for purposes of education, had enor- 
mously increased, in spite of the fact that their position there was getting 
irksome. ‘The remedy suggested by him was that every facility should Le 
provided in India alone for Indians to have ordinary education, so that they 
would have to go to England only for having education of a special and 
superior kind. When India is an extensive country, with people, who took a 
zealous interest in education and a Government which had a large amount of 
revenue, why should it not have every facility for education like Japan ’ 
There is no money now for improving the education of the people, because 
the revenue of the country is being overspent in several ways. Tie fact that, 
though the British have been ruling over India for the last 150 years, there is 
not one school yet for industrial and scientific education in the whole of India, 
clearly illustrates the want of interest on the part of the Government in the 
improvement of the education of Indians. It may be stated that it is the 
duty of the rich among the people to provide for such facilities; but we 
would say that it is as much the duty of the Government. 


39. Anent a memorial reported to have been submitted to the Govern- 
ment by the Anglo-Indian Defence Association 
of Calcutta that the appointment of a District 
Civil Surgeon should always be given to a 
European, the Swadesamitran, of the 8th August, writes:—The grounds on 
which this representation is based are that the Englishmen living in the 
several districts find it inconvenient to get themselves treated by Indian 
District Surgeons and that this inconvenience is specially felt in cases of 
confinement of English ladies. It was only during the time of Lord Morley 
that the Government of India began to realise the injustice of conferring all 
the civil medical appointments in India upon Englishmen and to confer some 
of them upon duly qualified Indians. Acting on this principle, some Indians 
have been appointed as District Surgeons. Some Englishmen did not 
evidently like this and so induced the above association to present « memorial 
regarding it. We do not know if there can be more than ten Englishmen in 
any particular district. These would naturally be-highly paid officials and 
can therefore afford to get European medical assistance, if necessary. If it 
is not very necessary, what objection can they have to be treated by Indians ° 
Do not the Fndians get A sali treated by Europeans? Are the general 
interests of the country to be sacrificed to satisfy the feelings of a few 
Englishmen ? It is stated in the memorial that it is not based on racial 
prejudice. This may be true. Still, if what is advantageous to lakhs ot 
people is ignored for the sake of a dozen Europeans, it will be turning the 
very policy of the Government topsyturvy. 


40. The Sasilekha, of the 12th August, in its leader on ‘‘ India in Parlia- 
ment” writes :—As usual, the Indian Budget 
was laid, on Thursday last, for discussion before 
the House. Generally only forty or fifty of the 670 members of the House 
attend it, since the day reserved for the consideration of Indian affairs 
happens to fall at the close of its session. In this debate Mr. Montagu has 
ably stated that ample provision must be made for the spread of education 
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‘ India and that educated Indians must be given a greater share in the 
-overnment. ‘These remarks voice forth the views of the Liberal party, in 
Hursuance of which Lord Morley has granted many reforms that put an end 
;,, sedition, unrest and discontent in India. ‘The remarks of the Conservative 
party in this connection deserve to be noted, because they foreslmdow the 
reat harm that is likely to be caused to Indian aspirations, in the event of 
its coming into power. The demand made by Mr. Bonar Law for the 
increased pay of civilians, who are drawing fat salaries ranging up to 
its. 7,000 per mensem, which are denied to their brother officers in England, 
‘s highly improper. By a comparison of the life of the civilians in India 
ind England, it can easily be seen that there is no need for such an increase. 
On the authority of Mr. R. H. Campbell, the present Private Secretary to 
His Highness the Maharaja of Mysore, we can say that civilians in India 
live in palatial buildings and command troops of servants, while their brethren 
i England have to live in narrow and congested quarters and are tov poor 
‘+o entertain @ single servant. In the teeth of these facts, it is highly to be 
regretted that the civilians clamour for more pay, when the Indians are 


starving for want of a proper supply of food and water and a good many 
other necessaries of life. 


11. The Desamata, of the 6th August, in its leader on “ Indian Archi- 


tecture,’ writes:—It has long been a matter 
for deliberation on the part of the Government 
oi What lines the construction of new Delhi should proceed. Opinions were 
invited by the Government from great architectural experts in England. 
Memorials were also submitted by western architects who ure recognised as 
authorities on Indian architecture. ‘The Government and the western archi- 
tectural experts, who are not acquainted with the excellence of Indian art, 
are agreed that the Indians should be entertained only for the work of 
decoration, and it is not known what course things will take. But, since the 
monuments of Indian architecture are actually before us, and since expert 
lidian architects still exist in great cities such as Benares, Muttra, wanting 
cucouragement, we pray that Lord Hardinge may be pleased to employ 
these people in the construction of new Delhi, so that their work may stand 
is a lasting monument of Indian art.

42. Referring to the comments of the London 7imes upon His Highness 
the Aga Khan’s speech on ‘ Self-government 
for India,” the Kistnapatrika, ot the 2nd August, 
in the course of its leader observes’:—It is only the Muhammadan community 
that have long stood aloof from, without declaring themselves in favour of, 
this subject of self-government for India, which has, for a long time past, 
heen hailed by the remaining two hundred and thirty millions of Indian 
population. Its importance has, however, been recognised by them also in 
the last All-India Moslem Conference. His Highness the Aga Khan has, in 
his recent speech upon this subject in London, declared himself in favour of 
the same. Judging by the Jight of the English maxim ‘ Vox ie my vox 
ei” we see no room for doubt that the British Government will see their 
wav to afford greater facilities than they have hitherto done for the realisa- 
tion of this grand ideal proclaimed in one voice by the three hundred millions 
t Indian people.

At present English capitalists seldom invest their money in 
India ; this is because India, unhke several of the other countries of the 
world, has no gold currency. As the intrinsic value of the rupee is below 
its token value these ‘capitalists do‘ not like to convert their sovereigns into 
rupees. This is why India fails to attract foreign capital. Experts in 
currency matters are of opinion that there should be gold currency und free 
coinage in India. The first step therefore towards the removal of the dis- 


abilities arising from lack of capital has to be taken by the Government ot 
India themselves.

ENGLISH PAPERS OWNED BY INDIANS. 


].—Foreicn Potitics. 


|. The following appears in the Madras Standard of the 18th August ; 


»ersia and Indian revenue. —‘* The debate which Lord Curzon raised in 
_ the House of Lords in regard to the situation 
‘1 two of our frontier countries, Persia and Tibet, elicited much useful infor- 
mation on topics of great importance to this country. On the pretext of 
regulating our frontiers not a little of our money has been wasted on purel 
imperial questions. Che ‘ Younghusband’ mission to Tibet cost us a 
million sterling, and not even its most ardent advocates can justify this waste 
ot Indian revenues, Then again, a vast amount of Indian money has been 
spent on Persia, Not to speak of the cost of maintaining a body of troops in 
that country, the Government of India had now and then been asked to 
advance notable sums of money to the Persian, Government. Recently 
+200.000 were doled out to Persia to be spent on yveneral administration. 
We do net know how this diversion of Indian money can be defended on 
»guitable grounds. It is difficult to conceive how the strengthening of Persia 
—if that were to be the eventual result—will be more beneficial to this 
‘ountry than to England or any other nation. Trade will revive in the wake 
of peace and order and considering the low state of our industries, this 
revival will not in any way compensate us for our heavy expenditure. The 
English traders, on the other hand, will be materially benefited by an im- 
provement of the condition. After England, many of the European nations 
will derive great benefit. Persia follows an open-door policy and so the 
countries that are industrially more advanced will be correspondingly better 
henefited. It may be argued that the Moslem inhabitants of this country 
are for the policy of doling out Indian money. . . . . Our Moslem 
countrymen cannot but realise the injustice of depriving the tax-payer of 
this country of the benefits of ‘his money. If Persia needs money and if 
her present condition does not enable her to borrow from any Power other 
tan England and Russia, iet those two Powers lend the amount, for, — 
they are mainly responsible for her present unfortunate condition and will 
benetit by the change in the situation. We can only hope that 
our rulers will be more watchful of our interests and not divert our money 
t> objects which are of no great era to this country.” 


2. The Indian Patriot, of the 28rd August, has the following :—‘‘ Foreign 
telegrams still show the eagerness with which 
the Powers press upon Turkey. As soon as 
tle allies have ceased to be at war, they are startled at the falling shadow 
of the advancing Turkish soldier, and the signs are the Greek and the 
Bulyarian may join again against the Turk. Financial starvation is the 
threat offered to Turkey to fall on her knees, to invite the retreating 
Bulgarian soldier and beg of him to mer Adrianopole. The talk about 
parcelling Macedonia according to nationalities applies unly to the allies — 
nt to Turkey whose history in Europe is built on every stone 1n Adrianopole. 
To pull out Turkey from that place is to give a blow to Muhammadanism at 
which the Moslem world will stagger. . . . . The threat of financial 
starvation, if carried out, will cripple Turkey no doubt, a wml as the 
salary of officials has not been paid for several months. ‘hese are days 
when Turkey expects her children to work for other things than salary, and 
provided bread and water are forthcoming, no true subject of the Ottoman 
Eupire will need more. . . . . Once more the mind of the Moslems all 
over the world flutters on the edge of unutterabilities at the situation 
portrayed by the telegrams.”

8, The following appears in the Cochin Argus, for the week ending 2:3, 
August :—‘‘ It is certainly a most regrettal).. 
circumstance that, for some little time past 
serious charges of misconduct on the part of Police officers have been of dj.. 
agreeably frequent recurrence in this district. A few months ago, there was 
in North Malabar the sensational case in which a Sub-Inspector was convict. 
of the wrave offence of extorting money from a Moplah woman. After that. 
there was more than one case of assault brought against police constables, aid 
now several very sensational Sessions trials have terminated in which Poljc. 
officers have figured as accused. We have in these columns briefly reported 
the results of the [latur and Kolatur torture cases, and there is no mistake 
that these unfortunate affairs have conduced to lowering the prestige of the 
force in the district. It is, of course, unfair to judge the whole force by the 
misdeeds of a few black sheep here and there, but the public do-not usually 
take this high view, and when a bad case of Police oppression is exposed. 
there is an almost inevitable tendency to suspect the entire body. Unreason 
able as this tendency is, there is every necessity for checking it, and perhaps 
one way of doing this is for the higher authorities to act with the utmost 
promptitude whenever the conduct of Police officers is called into question. 
ie In connection with the recent cases, it is apparent also that, not- 
withstanding the reorganisation, or perhaps because of it, criminal investiga- 
tion continues to be in the hands of petty officers, of whom it would be idle 
to expect any very high sense of duty. For our part, we do not think it 
wou be possible to altogether avoid employing the lower ranks for 
investigation work, and this being so what is wanted is, that risks should be 
minimised as far as possible by the exercise of the utmost discretion in the 
arrangement of postings and transfers. We believe that the morale of the

force today compares favourably with what it was a generation ago, but the 

yublic grow in sensitiveness and are apt to draw sweeping conclusions from 
isolated cases of Police corruption ; wherefore it behoves the higher authorities 
to exercise thé greatest possible watch upon the doings of their subordinates, 
above all those who, from being at a distance from head-quarters, are the 
more casily liable to yield when temptation assails.” 


(b) Courts. 


4. The Ontted India and Native States, for the week ending 16th 

Tho Sitapur caso. August, writes :—“ The short summary of the 
correspondence relating to the Sitapur case, 

cabled by Reuter, has created 4 painfuk impression in India. It is surprising 
that an administrator of Sir John Hewett’s experience should seek refuge 
from the palpable error of judgment under a mere technicality. . . . . 
That Sir John Hewett has blundered and blundered very badly, when he 
withheld the petitions for mercy presented by the condemned men must be 
admitted by all who approach the subject calmly and dispassionately. It 
would be wrong to attribute any personal motives to him for having acted 
in the manner he did; but this cannot condone the error of judgment; the 
discretion vested in him was not wisely exercised in the present case. 
, - In England a man cannot be tried more than once for the same 
offence and the power of appealing against acquittals, now reserved to Gov- 
ernment, 1s a dangerous weapon which in clumsy hands will lead to dis- 
astrous results. In England such a procedure is unknown and there is n0 


reason why, what will not for a moment be tolerated in England, should find 
a place in the Statute Book of India.” 


5. The Madras Standard, of the 19th August, writes :—“ We published

riots ease. It will be remembered that the District Magistrate, in his report

to the Government of Madras, blamed both the parties equally for the sad 
currence. ‘Lhe initial mistake, he pointed out, luy with the Muhammadans, 
but the Hindus, too, acted criminally, after provocation. ‘The Sessions Judge, 
jowever, has chosen to take a different view of their responsibilities. He 
thinks that the Hindus were blamoless on all charges except refusing to 
disperse When ordered by the Tahsildar and the lenient punishment of two 
months which he has been pleased to pass on them shows that he is convinced 
oi their innocence in regard to all the other charges put in against them. 
i In the present unhappy case, there is no doubt, that but for the 
construction of the mosque at a place frequently used by Hindu religious 
processions, there would not have been any breach of the peace. We feel 
that an initial mistake was committed in not prohibiting its construction 
when the Hindus brought the after-effects of such a step to the notice of the 
“guthorities. - . . + Although the attitude of the district authorities on 
the eve of the riots seems to be above blame, we must confess that with only 
a little more of tact, the riots could have been averted. That the authorities 
foresaw a breach of the peace is plain from the facts of the case. Oe 
The District Magistrate could very well have convened a conference of the 
leaders of both the parties and settled amicably the matters in dispute. 
Even the Tahsildar could have perhaps undertaken that work. Many 
instances can be given where disputes, like that in Kovur, have been settled 
without recourse being had to the firing of carbines. A District Magistrate 
has an enormous influence in his sphere of authority and he can always use 
it with greater effect when he tries to enforce it by persuasion ratier than 
with the use of the police. . . . . The failure to discharge their 
legitimate duty was perhaps greater in the case of the leaders of the two 
communities than in that of the Government. Although the (iovernment 
committed a mistake in not inviting the leaders to restore peace and good 
will between the excited people at Kovur, we do not see why the latter 
should not have taken the initiative and prevented the mischief from guing 
tosuch lengths. . . . . In these circumstances, it 1s the bounden duty 
of the people interested in the welfare of this country to see that saner 
counsels prevail. The Hindus might have been mistaken in their past 
actions or the Moslems might have been the sole persons to blame; but this 
is not the time to apportion the blame. We have only to repent for what 
has been done and turn over a new leaf. We earnestly hope that both the 
people and the authorities will look to this task without any more loss of 
tine and see that the two communities abandon their useless and suicidal 
strife.” 

6. In a leader under this heading, the Madras Slandarid, of the 23rd 
i. Kistetiueeiailk nails ete August, says:—‘‘ Mr. Justice ‘T'yabji passed 
waste of court time caused by sending the above case for trial at the High 
Court Sessions. The evidence was such that, in his opinion, the accuse 
could not but be acquitted. He -further remarked that either the case was 
not presented properly before the court or that the Police investigation was 
greatly to blame. The Crown Prosecutor pointed out that he had done his 
duty and that was to present the case as handed over to him by the trying 
Mavistrate and the Public Prosecutor. . . . . ‘The whole blame is now 
upon the Police. Their mistake was two-fold. Their investigation of the 
cise was so defective that no sufficient evidence was collected to secure a 
conviction and the second was that they should have wasted the time of the 
court on such meagre evidence. . . . . ‘lo weaken the case for thie 
prosecution still further, one of their own witnesses admitted the defence 
version of the story and a few others were not ina position to corroborate 
what they deposed to in the lower Court. ‘These facts are enough to show 
that the case for the prosecution was thoroughly weak and we cannot but 
avrec with Mr. Justice Tyabji in his condemnation of the needless waste of 
the time of the High Court. More important than this is, however, the failure 
ol the Police to investigate the case. They had no difficulties at all in the 
way of their arresting the real accused soon after the occurrence. It is true

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that the case was entered as one of simple assault, but when the Police founq 
that the man did not recover consciousness even hours after the blow wa, 
dealt,—and there was a profuse loss of flood from the serious wound on the 
head,—they should have at once taken steps to find out the real culprit. 
oa . We do not understand why it should have taken two hours for 
the Police to remove the wounded man to the hospital. Kristnampet is not 
so far away from the Royapetta hospital to require two hours for conveying 
the weabaul man. Possibly, but for this loss of time the deceased might 
have had a chance of recovery. Whatever thut be, it was the first duty of 
the Police to have removed him to the hospital without any delay. No expla- 
nation has been advanced on this score. We shall not go more into the 
details of the case, but from even these facts, it must be plain that the Police 
have grievously failed in their duty, not only in regard to the proper 
investigation of the case, but also in dealing with the wounded man. We 
hope that adequate notice will be taken of the too moderate strictures which 
Mr. Justice Tyabji was compelled to pronounce upon the conduct of the 
Police.” 


(e) Local and Munietpal. 


7. The Malabar Herald, for the week ending 16th August, has the 
eit .  . following :—-*f Whenever we had occasion to 
Municipal admiuitration In write about the administration of the Cochin 
(British) Cochin. Municipality under the chairmanship of 
Mr. A. L. Shirgoakar, we laid special stress upon the remarkable improve- 
ments he has effected in all its branches during the short period of his 
incumbency. ‘This fact is borne out by the remarks made by Mr. C. A. Innes, 
the Collector of Malabar, in his lettcr forwarding the Administration Report 
for 1911-1912 to Government. In face of these appreciative 
remarks it is needless for us to say anything further; and we take this 
opportunity to congratulate the Chairman on the success of his one year’s 
administration. In doing so, we may add that when all the important 
schemes which have been formulated by him and sanctioned by Government 
for the improvement of sanitation and the water-supply will have been practi- 
cally completed, Cochin would be immensely benefited, so much so, that it 
would stand with an unparalleled record of civic activity.” 


8. The following appears in the South Indian Mail for the week ending 
18th August :—‘ Government Order No. 1340 
M. of this year, reviewing the administration 
of the Kodaikanal Municipality in 1912-18, is before us. Local self-govern- 
ment amongst a migratory population has some amusing features and 1s 
really in the nature of a luxury; but Kodaikanal can claim for itself the 
existence of a community which has interests enough and resides long 
enough in the station to be taxed to some purpose. ‘The statement of the 
municipality’s finances is to us quite unintelligible. We will take the 
receipts side first. The closing balance of last year was nine thousand and 
six hundred odd; tax on buildings five thousand and three hundred, six 
hundred and sixty on arts, six hundred and ninety each on lands and water, 
two thousand and nine hundred on servants, and a thousand on tolls 
(deducting what was due to the District Board)—on the whole therefore the 
total receipts with the previous year’s balance works out at about twenty 
thousand. The report, however, states that the total was forty thousand and 
we are not told how the mysterious balance of twenty thousand is made up. 
‘There is a similar mystery about the expenditure of money as well—on the 
data given the calculation gives us between nine and ten thousand. The 
total, however, is given as twenty-four thousand and odd. The data given 
us in the report—at any rate as far as it is extracted in the Government 
Order under review—are bare and insufficient. We cannot help feeling that a 
tabular statement‘of the financial position with a generous area in the column 


for ‘Remarks ’ is likely to be more useful than the present fragmentary and 
often unintelligible method.” |

7 per mensem for doing the duties of Malaria 
itkeer. the Zadian Patriot, of the 20th August, says:—‘* Whoever else has 


hunt. the Health officer of the Corporation has gained, by the outbreak of 
malaria at ‘Tondiarpet. He is to be paid three hundred rupees a month 
more. A more objectionable picce of charitable benevolence cannot be 
‘ought of. When the peuple were dying, when houses were being eva- 
euited, Mr. Tyagaraya Chettiyar brought the very serious charge ugainst 
ce Health officer that he has not paid as many visits as the seriousness of 
rye ceeasion required. That charge has not been explained. But a week 
wo we published a report: that the conservancy was not being attended to 
with that care which the situation at Tondiarpet demanded. Nevertheless 
ie princely Corporation has resolved to throw away three hundred rupees 
on its Health officer. Maturer and responsible opinion pointed towards 
common sense and economy. Po As soon as an officer of the exe- 
sutive does a little more work, the Corporation, in its gratitude, wants to pile 
silver and gold upon him. But what did the Corporation do for the poor 
who were struggling for food, the bread-carner being either dead or emaci- 
ated by malaria? Did it vote for free supply of food for the poor, so that 
the shattered strength might early be recouped and the working-man go to 
work again? Had the eighteen hundred rupees that will go to pay Mr. Mac 
Donald up to date, been set apart to purchase wire gauze, it would have 
erased one scene of woe from the unforgettable Toudiarpet drama. por 
Instead of convening a meeting of the skeletons of ‘l'ondiarpet and invoking 
Ly special mantras the spirit of the dead to thank the Health officer and ask 
the Corporation to sanction an aeroplane for kim to do his work, the world 
will be struck with the atrocious suggestion of Mr. Tyagaraya Chettiyar that 
the Health officer should not only not be paid his allowance, but that he 
should be branded a failure. . . . . Having appointed the Malaria 
(‘onmittee, the Government of Madras have not, we suppose, done all that 
it need do. Will they enquire whether the three hundred rupees of the 
tax-payers’ money a menth now given away is rightly given away or not? 
Will they enquire whether the poor people of Tondiarpet did not deserve 
avy special aid for their wire gauze expenses? As many as two thousand 
cases are under the supervision of nurses in a month, and that, in our 
apluion, depicts a situation very awful indeed. We can place before the 
public a list of people who have been reduced to very straitened circum- 
stances, who are immersed in debt, who are helpless on account of malaria 
aud the anti-malarial wire gauze. When the bread-earner is down, he 
extends his shivering hand to friendship for the coin wherewith to purchase 
lnead for himself and his family. Houses have fallen in value in Tondiarpet. 
There is no guarantee that the man lying flat on the floor today will live 
tomorrow or will not have quitted his house to a distant place. eee 
Wuen representatives of the people bring the charge that Tondiarpet is a 
nell the Health officer writes to the President that it is never « hell at all. 
When, however, it is found to be a hell three hundred rupees are forced on 


um for the special work which has had its origin in the agitation of the 
popular representatives.” 


Writing on this subject, the Madras Standard, of the 20th August, 
remarks :—* The discussion which took place at the meeting of the Madras 
Vorporation, yesterday evening, and the decision the Commissioners arrived 
it aiter a prolonged and rather acrimonious ‘ talk’ in regard to the additional 
allowance to the Health officer, can be taken as an example to illustrate the 
“uphatic need for a change in its constitution. For some time, the necessity 
lor strong, independent and, at the same time, popular representatives in that 
wsuinbly has been gathering strength. Somehow the Corporation has been 
‘own to view many important questions from a standpoint quite different 
tom that of the rate-payers. In very few cases, if at all in any, is the 
lecision of the President or the Standing Committee, however grotesque or 
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strange it might look to outside men, reversed at the general meetings a4 
unfortunately. though the number of Commissioners that are dissatisfied w;t}, 
the work of the executive is not insignificant, they seldom act conjointly 4), 
thus lose much of their influence in compelling the Corporation to obey 1}. 
popular voice.”

10. In an article under the heading “* The Sword of the Sircar” ¢},,. 
Hindu, of the 18th August, writes :—* \,¥. 
The Press Act and the Comrade. withstanding that Delhi has beeome the 
capital of the British Empire in India, it seems still to retain its barbarj:. 
and hoary traditions so far as the conduct of its officials is concerned. ‘T'}y. 
Comrade is a weekly paper published in Muhammadan interests by Mr. 
Muhammad Ali, who conducts his paper with much ability and suceess 
— ‘The press in which it is printed has now been ordered to vive 
security under the Press Act as to which the Comrade courageously observes: 
---‘ Need we say that we could not but be prepared for “the sword of the 
Sircar” the moment we took our conscience as our guide. Such things are 
among the accidents of our existence and they will not be taken tragically. 
We are conscious of having committed no sin against God or man or thie 
(Jovernment established by law in India. If the District Magistrate of Delhi 
has discovered anything in us that he does not like, we are sorry for him, 
but we remain un-repentant. Let as assure him that we shall continue to do 
our duty in the same spirit and with the same wish and purpose that have 
marked our efforts in the past. And we are perfectly confident that so long 
as there is justice to be had in the Courts of British India our two thousand 
rupees are as safe with Major Beadon as with the Bank of Bengal.’ All the 
same, the gross injustice involved in the order to deposit security made 
under the Press Act not being liable to be examined in a court of law, is 
made manifest by cases like this. ‘The Editor of the Comrade states that 
‘before the Comrade was transferred from Calcutta to Delhi, the proprietor 
took an occasion to see Major Beadon, the Deputy Commissioner of Delhi, 
with a view to ascertain if he would be required to deposit security for the 
new press he intended to establish. Major Beadon’s views about the appli- 
cation of the Press Act were refreshingly original, and he expressed them 
with equally refreshing candour. He said that he would require every new 
press in Delhi to deposit security for ‘the sword of the Sircar must always 
be kept out of the scabbard ”.’ ” > 


Ll. Referring to the deputation that waited on Sir James Meston 
recently, in connection with the Machhii 
Bazaar mosque, Cawnpure, the Judan Patriot, 
of the 18th August, says :—‘' The reply given 
by Sir James Meston to the deputation headed by the Raja of Mohamedabad 
was what was to be expected after the riot of the 3rd August There was 
no hope of Government yielding to force. ‘The Government cannot accept 
or appear to accept the dictation of force’ That was what the Lieutenant- 
Governor said, and that is the fundamental basis of Government’s policy. 
On no other basis would it be possible for any Government to carry on its 
concerns. If the idea once gains ground that people have only to break 
forth and the Government will yield at once, it will be a direct encourage- 
ment to lawless elements in society, and no reasonable Indian can question 
the correctness of the proposition stated by His Honour. . . . . Inthe 
matter of the Cawnpore mosque, if the agitation had been carried on ina 
perfectly legitimate manner and if the ignorant Muhammadans of Cawnpore 
had not relied on force, nothing would have been easier for Government 
than to respect the wishes of Muhammadans even if they were unreasonable. 
But after what has happened, it is impossible for Government even to reason 
with them. From what the Lieutenant-Governor said, it a pears that a 
strong body of orthodox Muhammadan opinion did not regard the washing 
portion of the mosque as having the same sanctity as the mosque proper, and 
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orthodox opinion was apparently reconciled to the step taken by the Govern- 
ment. . - + + Ufthe Government now revokes its order, nothing will 


save it from the odium of having yielded to the turbulence of the least 
respectable portion of the community.” 


12. The Madras Standard, of the 19th August, has the following :— 


‘‘'The agitation, that is being so persistently 
kept up in the Houses of Parliament and the 
or columns of the Times, has revealed from the 
start an utter and most lamentable disregard for the feelings of the people of 
this country. . . . Lord Crewe stated in his recent apologia that the 
appoiritment of Mr. Hornell meant no reflection on the ability of Professor 
Janes. We do not know what compelled His Lordship to make such a 
statement. From the Indian point of view, it is open to serious objections. 
id the Secretary of State believe that Mr. James was the only official that 
wis superseded ? If so, his ignorance is most deplorable, especially in view 
of the fact that since the Indian Press has been repeatedly advocating the 
claims of the first two members of the Bengal Educational Service, who now 
happen to be Indians and so cunnot aspire to the patronage of the agitators in 
India or Kngland. . . . . T’he persons who took up the fight in the 
House of Lords did not possibly care for the injustice done to the first two 
members of the Educational Service. They, perhaps, thought that there 
was nothing strange in a supersession of the Indians. Has the love of 
justice, so Characteristic of the British public, descended so low as this ? 
Let us hope that it 1s the case only in the gilded chamber and in the great 
(‘onservative organs. 


‘The people of this country can never fur a moment believe that the 
present agitation 1s for the sake of justice and fair play. Even a glance at 
the real trend of the agitation and the complete ignoring of the claims of the 
two Indian members of the service is enough to convince any one that the 
whole fight is persisted in, on selfish grounds. It is this supreme lesson that 
should be laid at heart by every Indian. . . . . If, in the present 
avitation, they had protested vehemently against the breaking of the pledge 
inasmuch as the claims of two Indian members were ignored along with 
those of Professor James, they could have surely counted upon the support 
of not only the people of this country, but also of all justice-loving persons. 
but to them, there is nothing more hateful or disgusting as the supporting of 
the claims of Indians for even thei most legitimate rights. Viewed from 
any point, the present agitation reveals a state of affairs that is most 
lamentable, and we do not think that the people of this country have any 


reason but to rejoice at the firm attitude taken up by the (rovernment of 
ludis.” 


13. The Madras Standard of the 22nd August, writes :—‘* The Govern- 
i nienihcniin ment Order reviewing the reports on the 
working of the Indian Arms and Explosives 
Acts is, as it cannot but be, dry reading. . . . . Indiais a disarmed 
country, People who go in for arms do so in all cases, barring a few exceptions 
is zamindars who love sport and hunting, out of imperative necessity for 
protecting their person and property against the attack of wild beasts and 
highwaymen. Because there has arisen a handful of anarchists who resort to 
arms for criminal purposes, the Government need not be over-zealous in 
curtailing the chances.of possessing arms by such law-abiding and loyal people 
who require them simply and solely for ensuring protection of their person and 
property in parts of the country where they are most exposed to attack.” 


Writing on this subject, the Zndian Patriot, of the 22nd August, says :— 
‘We publish the results of the working of the Arms Act in Madras during 
last year. Except as the annual account of a particular work of a particular 
department of. the Government, no interest attaches to it. To mp living 
lu towns or cities, the working of the Arms Act is of particularly no interest, 
hut not so to people living outside the towns, or rather on the border of forests. 
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It is a frequent cry among the villagers that firearm licenses are not as readj| 
obtainable as they would like. Firearms are very essential to them for the 
protection of their lives and property. ‘T’heir cattle are in imminent danger, and 
the wail always is that firearms are wanted, and that more and more of them 
are wanted. . . . . Amidst strict restrictions do we live, and these 
restrictions are always a reminder to us that we have not yet, in the opinion 
of the authorities, advanced enough, as a people, into whose hands firearms 
can be placed with impunity. Every time the administration report of the 
Arms Act is published, it comes to us with a very discouraging feeling. With 
the relaxation of the rigidity of the Arms Act is also involved the larger 
question of the admission of {ndians into the army.” 


14. The fullowing appears in the Indian Patriot of the 22nd August :— 
‘¢ Bombay Moslems have held back from the 
The Moslem feeling on the movement of subscribing funds for the conduct 
Cawnpore riot. of the case against the Cawnpore rioters, and 
we should consider, very rightly. . . . . After the definite and con- 
vincing pronouncement of Sir James Meston, it is absolutely impolitic to keep 
on the cry against Cawnpore mosque and outrageous sacrilege. Nothing is 
to be gained by the Muhammadans; but there is much to be lost. <r 
We still hold it impolitic that, in these times of excited feelings, when the 
mind is not particularly given to making nice discrimination, to make an all- 
India appeal for funds and to beat the swelling breast for an alleged outrage in 
(‘awnpore, to recall a similar outrage, as it is called, at Delhi, and to give forth 
thanks to the executive at Karachi for having restored a mosque; these are 
not calculated at all to improve the feelings between the authorities and the 
Muhanmmadans. ‘The step taken by the Bombay Muhammadans will certainly 
be a check on the spread of what the enemies of Muhammadans may describe 
as sympathy for riot ; as such then their decision is very valuable and comes 
in time.” 


1V.—NaTIVE STATES. 


Waser Coast Srectator, 15. The West Coast Spectator, of the 16th August, writes :—‘* We have 
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received from the office of the Diwan of Cochin 
a copy of the review of the Departmental 
Budget Kstimates for 1089 M. E. and we make bold to say that the record on 
the whole does great credit to Mr. Banerji. When Mr. Banerji took up 
the reins of government the finances of Cochin were in a state of chaos and 
the State was merged in heavy debt, the liabilities against the State amount- 
ing to Rs. 23,90,000 in 1083 M.E. The restoration of order into the 
financial department has been one of the meritorious services rendered by 
Mr. Banerji and a perusal of the memorandum explaining the financial 
statement of the Cochin State appended to the review clearly discloses that 
the efforts of the Diwan in this direction have proved appreciably successful. 

We hope we will once more have an opportunity of congratulating 
Mr. Banerji on a successful year of administration as we understand that his 
term of office is likely to be extended by another year. Even if it were not 
so, we are sure that history will record Mr. Banerji’s administration as an

muiized and directed the affairs of the State with such prudence and ability 
‘at finds himself in @ position to prognosticate very fuvourably, nor does he 
orzet to acknowledge liberally all the assistance and loyal co-operation 
acended to him by his various departmental officers. Mr. Banerji found 
chin depressed and deplorably indebted, and as this, his last Financial 
Statenent shows, he is leaving the State financially flourishing, administra- 
‘ively up-to-date and full of rich and reasonable hopes of advancing farther 
slong the path of moral and material prosperity. In short Mr. Baner)i has 
hiesed heaps more than the most optimistic could have expected under the 
.jreunstances which existed half a decade ago, und there can be no doubt 
‘yat tue enlightened Ruler of Cochin and his people will always keep «# warm 
corner in their hearts for the Diwan who has done so much for this 
country.” 


Writing on this subject, the Judian Patriot, of the 22nd August, says:—  |"ous Parmor, 
- \ir. Banerji is so thoroughly satisfied with the work that he has done that Aug. $900, 1013. 
ne lias left a completely written record of every branch of his activity during 
tie vears he has administered Cochin. Elaborate Government orders 
explaining the. situation are systematically issued, and one of the latest is a 
history of the growth of expenditure on establishment in the State. We are 
not sure whether the growth of expenditure has kept pace with the growth of 
meee, but in almost every department Mr. Banerji has some growth to 
show; and in education and public works he has shown special interest.”

4 Comparison or contrast between the Cochin and Travancere budgets. ‘The 
buiget estimate of Travancore differs from that of its sister State in many 
respects, -- material and conventional. The Cochin budget is published in a 
convenient form and the memorandum accompanying the revised and budget 
timates is lucid and attractive with its statement of policy and achieve- . 
wents. The Travancore Government takes no such useful trouble, but 
throws out its budget together with a medley of matters making up the 
‘rovernment Gazette, and the inquisitive reader must take his chances for the 
liscovery of the budget. Then the so-called ‘Explanatory’ Memorandum 
elves no clear information of the policy that determined the provisions under 
he various heads of ncome and expenditure and no clear explanation of the 
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variations and omissions. This policy of reticence 1s as indefensible as jt ;. 
uncomfortable. . . . . The Travancore budget is inferior to the Cochi, 
budget in the more material aspects as well. ‘T'he most striking feature ,,; 
the ‘Travancore budget is the enormity of surpluses. The Cochin financ.; 
have been rising from deep deficits and debts to a healthy level of solvency. 
But the Travancore finances have been fattened with ever-increasing surplusc., 
ae It is devoutly to be hoped that the closing balance will }.. 
steadily reduced in future years, in order to provide for education, sanitativ, 
and other branches of administration for which no amount of expenditur. 
will be too much. The Durbar seems to have matured a policy of spending, 
rather investing, its accumulated fortune ou productive works like irrigatioy 
schemes. ‘his again is a principle that would suit only an individual: , 
‘T'ata may do so, not a Durbar.” 


VI.—MIScELLANEOUS. 


18. The United Indiaand Native States, for the week ending 16th August, 

writes :—‘* The Under Secretary of State fo; 
India introduced the Indian budget in the 
House of Commons last week and as usual the 
‘debate’ was a tame affair. Mr. Montagu had no epoch-making announce- 
ment to make, nor was his speech comparable for a moment with the literary 
cunning and charm with which Mr. Morley (as he then was) used to invest 
his annual budget speeches. It would be unjust, however, not to admit that 
Mr. Montagu brought to bear on his task a mind imbued with sympathy for 
the people of India. . . . . The most disappointing portion of Mr. 
Montagu’s speech was that devoted to military affairs. Great expectations 
had been formed that as a result of the deliberations of the Nicholson 
Commission a substantial reduction in the military expenditure would be 
effected. But all such hopes are blasted, as the Indian tax-payers are to 
derive no relicf in this direction. It is a sad commentary on British 
radicalism that under the most liberal of modern administrations a huge 
Standing Army, quite out of proportion to the real requirements of India, 
is to be maintained at a cost which the impoverished tax-payers can scarcely 
afford. . . . . The ‘debate’ of this year, as we have already said, 
was as dull and dreary as in former years, although it was relieved by the 
heroics of Sir J. D. Rees and Mr. Bonar Law as well as by the pontifical 
pronouncements of that budding politician, Lord Ronaldshay, whose only 
qualification for his self-sufficient assertions about Indian affairs seems to be 


that he was at one time an extra Aide-de-Camp to that most superior of 
Indian Viceroys, Lord Curzon.” 


1%. In an article under the heading * Hostility against Indians,” the 
Indian Patriot, of the 18th August, says :— 
‘Tt is time that the eyes of the Government 
were turned towards the European Defence 
Association, which has been showing abnormal activity of late. Maer 
When the contempt proceedings against the Patrika failed, an alarmed 
Association, anxious for the future of India, protested against the failure of 
the High Court to forge a new crime. When educated India, from one end 
of the country to the other, was rejoicing at the result of the case, and love 
and faith in the British Government was being stirred in the hearts of the 
millions by the Calcutta High Court, the Association sounded a jarring note. 
to say that the joy of the Indians was gall and wormweood to them. We had 
occasion last week to refer to a very objectionable request from them to 
appoit European medical men, because they do not like being treated by 
Indians. . . . . The European Defence Association has again come up. 
and this time against the separation of judicial and executive functions. 
Against the one object on which the mind of educated India is set and has 
been set ever since it found a voice, the European Defence Association has 
protested. Of course, the protest is unconvincing, as indeed it must be 
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against such @ necessary supplement to civilization as the separation of 
executive and judicial functions. But it is a protest, given in the name of 
Anglo-India, and as such must create a profound feeling of disgust and 
discouragement 1n the minds of Indians, that liberal administration of this 
country will find an Ulster in the quarters represented by the European 
Deience Association. . . . . Educated India clings to the words of 
detinite hope held out by Sir Harvey Adamson, and the Kuropean Defence 
A,sociation, in its turn, clings to the words of Sir Reginald Craddock who 
was the first to read into the Adamson promise a meaning quite different from 
what the publie read into it. It is perfectly natural for the European Defence 
Association to follow up the Craddock attitude to the utmost extent. 
_, « «+ The European Defence Association would not hesitate to vilify the 
Indian Nation when such vilification is necessary. The Government of 
India, in a fit of British spirit, wrote some years ago about the evils of the 
«ombination of the executive and judicial functions. The Euro- 
pean Defence Association 1s prepared to set itself against civilization provided 
itcan have the satisfaction of opposing Indian opinion. That is what it comes 
to, and it is for respectable Kuropeans to say that they.do not subscribe to 
the views of the Calcutta Association. When the Putrika is let off by a Full 
Bench of the Calcutta High Court, this Association cannot help smarting ; 
when an Indian medical man is appointed District Medical Officer, this 
Association is ‘ alarmed’; when leliens demand separation of judicial and 
executive functions this Association must needs make mock at them and put 
before the Government of India and the public the reason and carefully 
considered opinion on this subject of the elected representatives of the 
European non-official community throughout the whole of India and that the 
case presented from the Indian standpoint may not be considered for a 
moment to meet with any sympathy or approval in their ranks. This is a 
very definite sign that Liberal statesmen must be prepared to fuce an Anglo- 
Indian Ulster in India.” 


20. The Jndian Patriot, of the 19th August, has the following :—“ The  1*>t4x Parmer,

the treatment accorded to Indians in Canada 
ata public meeting held at Lahore yesterday. There is special significance 
in the protest from the Punjab, for the Sikhs constitute the majority of the 
population in Canada. They are soldiers who have fought wars on behalf of 
the Empire, and yet the miserable wail was raised at the meeting yesterday 
that their wives and children could not join them. A continuous journey 
clause has been invented, which keeps back from Canada all Indians, and 
this invention is a disgrace to civilization. Instead of honestly laying down 
the rule that no Indian subject of His Majesty the King could go and land in 
Canada, to say that no one from India could go to Canada unless in one 
continuous journey is to cheat the imperial idea that would demand why an 
Indian subject of His Majesty the King should ever be kept back from the 
ominion of Canada. It is when such tales are told in the case 
of an educated public that a painful impression is created. Where 1s the 
Gitat British Empire that ought to stand by the Sikh immigrant in Canada ? 
Why are all those meaningless laws allowed to suffocate the freedom of His 
Majesty’s subjects? Why should civilisation be mocked by a continuous 
journcy clause 2 Let the golden bubble of imperialism burst by the open 
assertion that no one wants the Indian because he is thrifty and puts by his 
money and thus soon grows into a position wherein he is able to employ 
Europeans as assistants.” 


21. Ina leader on this subject, the West (vast Spectator, of the 20th Wt Cossr Sracrares, 
. he Oaliewt, 
August, writes :—‘‘ The position and functions aug. 20th, 1918. 
of the India Council have been the subject of 
: public comment for some time past. tae 
lt is. indeed, futile to revolt against the existence of such a central controlling 
boly with the Secretary of State at its head; but the question has often 
cropped up, whether the India Council is really an efficient consultative body 
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with due regard to Indian interests. ‘The provision that every member op 
the Council should have resided or served in India at least for ten years js 
intended to secure persons who by virtue of their intimate knowledge of the 
country and its people will be able to interpret faithfully and correctly the 
aspirations and wishes of the three hundred millions whose destinies are 
entrusted tothem. . . . . The theoretical basis of the constitution of the 
Council is indeed beyond all reproach in so far as the attainment of the above 
object is concerned, but in practice the system has proved a failure. ‘This j, 
mainly attributable to the fact that the predominent clement in the Council 
is the Anglo-Indian official. The life of an Anglo-Indian official in India js 
one of seclusion and the small circle of his own community furms, as it were, 
his happy Goschen in which he ‘lives, moves, and has his being.’ It is only 
official duty that calls him out of this happy seclusion and his relations with 
the ‘ black man’ are generally characterised by an ‘untouchable’ aloofness, 
He is very particular in maintaining the distance between the ruler and the 
ruled and the sympathy and knowledge born of true and free mingling are 
absent in him. If under such circumstances he is transplanted into the India 
Council he must be of little usc in guiding the administration of the country. 
ee ‘he consequence, as we have more than once felt, has been the 
shaping of the policy of the Government without any regard to the feelings 
and aspirations of the people for whom the administration is carried on. 
“ipa! Now that the question of reforming the India Council has been 
brought on the carpet we take this opportunity to urge on the Home Govern- 
inent the need for the introduction of a larger Indian element intu the 
Council. The recent changes etiected by Lord Morley in the constitution of 
the Legislative Councils clearly indicate the trend of the present policy of 
British Administration in its relations with India. The days when India was 

‘et undeveloped und could not plead her own cause are now past and the con- 
stitution of the India Council framed at a time when India was yet politically 
in its swaddling clothes must, of necessity, be revised to suit the present 
conditions. ‘The admission of the two Indian members to the Council was, 
no doubt, the first step in this direction; but if the Home Government is 
prepared to carry out the reforms it has already effected in the constitution 
of our Councils to their logical consequences, it will ere long have to tackle 
with the problem of giving larger representation to the Indians on the India 
Council. If the object of the Council be to assist the Secretary of State in 
carrying on the administration, it is clear that this object is best secured by 
sccuring the best and most enlightened Indian opinion. As we have already 
pointed out, the Anglo-Indian official, who starts his career with the heritage 
of bureaucratic sentiment handed down to Im as his heirloom, finds Indian 
life and aspirations a sealed book to him, or at any rate he gets access only to 
afew pages of it. . . . . Itisto be devoutly hoped that the present 
Liberal Government, which has done so much for India, will take this 
opportunity to remove this anachronism in the Indian polity and bestow on 
us larger representation on the India Council.”

His long official experi- 
ence and deep acquaintance with the varied phases of Indian life, combined 
with his general culture, are bound to give to his utterances on public ques- 
tions more than ordinary significance and value. . . . . Mr. Madhava 
Rao very properly thinks that the first function of the political conferences is 
tv popularise the democratic ideal, and the plea that the notable advance made 
-v the Morley reforms in this direction needs to be followed up by giving self- 
vovernment in villages and districts, though often made, needs repetition in 
view of the pronounced attitude against further progress offered by the bureau- 
cracy in India. . . . . The Government have, he observes, done nothing 
to enable the people to strengthen the agricultural classes and enable them to 
oll their own against the rest of the world. In respect of the reviving of 
rural industrial life, the development of production, the promotion of thrift, 
sclt-reliance, ete., the work done by the Indian Government bears, in Mr. 
Madhava Rao’s view, no comparison to what has been done in Ireland by the 
lrish Agricultural Organisation Society, with the huge voluntary grants made 
by the British Parliament on this behalf, nor even to what has been accom- 
plished in rural Denmark or Russia. If the (Government are really interested 
in the ryot population, Mr. Madhava Rao observes, and wish to raise their 
standard of living and make them economically strong, they must give up their 
present system of assessing theland revenue. . . . . The subjectof land 
ussessments 1s one which peculiarly affects the economic condition of the 
‘anjore district, and we are glad that Mr. Madhava Rao has in unmistakable 
‘-rms given the lead to the conference in the discussion of the question.”’ 


Writing on this subject, the Jndian Patriot, of the 23rd August, says :— 
Mr. V. P. Madhava Kao’s speech at the Tanjore District Conference is 
remarkably frank and direct, and pointedly places before the public and 
(rovernment the land revenue question to which he hus devoted a large 
portion of his speech. . . . . The British Government in India has not 
done for agriculture what it could have done if it had only the resolution ; 
that agriculture being the most important industry in India, on which 
millions depend for their livelihood, the Government should take particular 
interest in it, is one of the wails of Indian patriots. Mr. Madhava Rao had 
something very strong to say on the land policy of the Government; and

his comparison with what England has done for Ireland and what Indi, 
stands iu need of, will leave a painful impression of the indifference »; 
Government to the broad interests of agriculture. According to Mr. Madhay, 
Rao the Government has hitherto done nothing to enable the people t, 
strengthen the position of the agricultural classes and enable them to hol\j 
their own in competition with the rest of the world. . . . . The exist. 
ence of an agricultural department and a few farms is all the evidence oj 
Government’s interest in agriculture after a hundred years. Not all that the 
pumping and boring department could do for agriculture could improve thie 
situation in India as rapidly and as thoroughly as in Ireland. In the Opinion 
of Mr. Madhava Rao, if the Government are really interested in the ryot 
population and wish to raise their standard of living and meke them econo- 
mically strong they must give up their present system of assessing the land 
revenue. . . . . ‘hat Mr. Madhava Rao should have been impelled to 
use such strong language is an indication of how strongly tiose who know 
the intricate questions associated with land revenue and settlement feel.” 


24. The Indian Patriot, of the 23rd August, remarks :—‘“ Sporting 
circles in England, in fact the entire public, if 
‘The crusade against Jack’ we judge aright from a telegram that we publish 
Johnson. elsewhere, is exercised over the appearance 
of Jack Johnson on the Music Hall stage. Jack Johnson is a black man, and 
that is his crime. He has great physical prowess, which in a white man 
would have meant worship all over the world. They do not want Jack 
Johnson to appear in white countries. It is doubtful whether any license 
would be given to him to appear in England; it is certainly inexpedient to 
vive him any license, for an infuriated audience may endanger his life The 
strength that he will show will go against him. Sympathy will flow to the 
white man that lies covered over with blood under his feet We have not 
forgotten the Johnson-Jeftries fight in America and the riots that followed, 
which was a cruel unveiling of the narrowness of the great civilization, 
of which we hear so much, that could not tolerate the success of a black 
man over the white. . . . . Why should not Jack Johnson show his 
physical strength beforean English audience as freely and as pleasantly as any 
body else? Has civilization no secret to induce tolerance in others. It is 
far better to say that white men refuse to fight with a Negro than that the 
very appearance of a Negro should strike England with consternation. 
Appeals are made to the licensing authorities in England to keep off Jack 
Johnson. ‘lhe Johnson sensation, of which a faithful news agency transmits 
particulars all over the world, is a distressing instance of the failure of civili- 
zation and religion to conquer race prejudice.”

95. The Kistaapatrika, of the 9th August, in an article on ‘ The Indians 
in Canada”’ observes:—There are at present 
six thousand Indians in Canada, the majority 
of whom are Sikhs. ‘These are pensioned military officers following various 
occupations, some of them trading in lakhs. Recently a statute of the 
Canadian Government disabled them from living with their families. It is 
stated that Indian women should not approach the shores of Canada. We 
cannot understand how Indian women are inferior to European women. 
There is not a more inhuman statute than that which prohibits men from 
living with their wives and children. Such restrictions are fit for criminals 
and not for honest citizens. There is not a more ungrateful act on the part 
of the British Government than assenting to the passing of this Act, which 
entails so much hardship upon those who had shed their blood for the estab- 
lishment of their empire in this country. Who will not be sorry to hear 
that such a shameful and dishonourable state of things exists under the 
British fag? Surely even animals cannot be subjected to such restrictions. 
It transcends our comprehension how the Canadians could bring themselves 
to inflict such hardships and privations on the Sikhs, who are their fellow- 
beings, not to speak of their loyalty and fidelity.

lII.—Homr ADMINISTRATION. 


(a) Police. 


26. The Swadeshabhiman:, of the 1ldth August, in its news columns 


, complains as follows :—In _ of the presence 
Thefts in Mangalore (South — 6¢ the higher offjcials of the Police in Mangalore 


Canara). and of several of the notably efficient hands of 


th: executive, it is surprising that there have been a series of thefts almost in 
the heart of the city as well as in some of its important suburbs and not one 
of them has as yet been detected. It appears that the Police have been 
trving to explain away some of the complaints by alleging that the reports 
themselves were false. .When the people, scared away by the ravages of plague, 
have to betake themselves to whatever shelter is available in the suburbs, it 
is easy to see how much it should add to their anxiety if they feel that their 
property too is insecure. The paper next dwells on the details of some of the 
theits committed of late and urges that the authorities concerned will warn 
the constabulary through whose neglect of duty they must have happened. 


27. A leader in the Kerale Patrika, of the 16th August, referring to the 
Ee saat the Dall three criminal cases against the Police recently 
complaints azainas She Seine. disposed of by the South Malabar Sessions 
Court, remarks that the aequittal of the accused in the Payyannur shooting 
case cannot but be admitted as just and reasonable by those acquainted with 
the facts of the case, while in the Elatur and Kolatur torture cases the accused 
were rightly eonvieted by the Sessions Judge., ‘The crime of the kind for 
which the constable in the Elatur case was punished is of common occurrence 
in the rural parts althowgh such crimes sre rarely brought to light owing to 
the influential support of the rieb at whose instance they are committed by 
the Police. Imthe Kolatur ease there is ground even to suspect that one 
person has succumbed asa result of the torture. This case reflects great 
discredit on the Police administration. But for the vigorous uiries made 
by Mr. Rabjohns, the Sub-divisional Magistrate, the fact wo not have 
been elicited. The esprit de corps existing among the members of the force 
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prevents them from exposing each other. If Magistrates exert themselves 


like Mr. Rabjohns many such cases could bo discovered. There are only 
very few officials who can afford to resist the influence of the rich in th. 
interest of truth and justice for fear of'injury to themselves. If the rich and 
influential persons of a locality are honest and respectable, there will be a 
wholesome influence for the good just as honesty and alertness on the part 
of the superior officers tend to the maintenance of good conduct among their 
subordinates. But when superior officers while touring expect or receive 
eupplies free or below market value, they have to connive at the short- 
comings of the subordinates. ‘Only a few of the crimes are exposed and the 
conviction of the offenders in such cases will tend to the decrease of crime ip 
the land. But the very fact that such crimes do occur is a discredit to the 
administration. It is essential that there must be strict supervision by 
superiors over the actions of their subordinates and they must also have an 
eye on any oppressive local magnate. At a time when the conduct of the 
Indian Police is being severely criticised in Parliament complaints against 
the Police are cropping up on*all sides. 1t is a discredit not only to Govern- 
ment but also to the people. 


(6) Courts. 


28. The Desabhimani, of the 13th August, comments as follows, in English, 
i tae ae the desirability of separating these 
Pasadena hen ci « pan’ two offices :—‘* Once again there is a contest 
P over the office of Government Pleadership and 
Public Prosecutorship rendered vacant by the death of Mr. M. Ramaswami 
Ayyar. ‘The two candidates for this office who pursue their claims with 
earnestness arc said to be Messrs. V. Srinivasa Chariar and A. V. Kuppuswami 
Ayyangar, both High Court Vakils of almost equal standing. There is no 
doubt that both are qualified for the place and each has got a right to think 
that he is better qualified than the other. We don’t know on whom the 
choice of Government will finally fall. During the period in which Mr. 
Ramaswami Ayyar was ill, the duties of the Public Prosecutorship were 
discharged partly by Mr. V. Srinivasa Chariar and partly by Mr. A. V. 
Kuppuswami Ayyangar. Neither the Collector nor the District Judge seems 
to have had any reason to be dissatisfied with the way in which both these 
gentlemen discharged their duties. But so far as the public are concerned, 
we do not see any reason why the Government should concentrate both these 
offices, Government Pleadership and Public Prosecutorship, in one and the 
same individual. Apart from considerations personally iatieg the incum- 
beats of these offices, sometimes the concentration of these two offices in one 
single person may not produce very good results. Perhaps years ago this 
would have made no difference. But as matters now stand, some special 
knack or special training will be required fur each of these offices. It has 
now come to pass that a clever civil lawyer is not necessarily a clever 
criminal lawyer. Sometimes a foremost man in the bar is an expert either 
in civil or in criminal law and if a man is clever in one branch of law or 
practice, it does not necessarily follow that he is clever in every other 
branch of it. The combination of these two offices does not therefore, at any 
rate at this time of day, appear to be a very sound one. Perhaps 40 or 90 
years ago. when the profession had not much advanced, such a combination 
would be justifiable. It is now high time that these two offices are separated 
and filled by different men fitted for the different duties annexed to these 
offices. Such a separation is not |without precedent. In the High Court, the 
Government Pleader and the Public Prosecutor are different persons. In 
some districts also the example has been followed. The recent appointment 
of separate persons for the Government Pleadership and Public Prosecutor- 
ship in Ramnad is a sign of the need for a separation of these two offices. 
‘“ Now let us ask the question whether the District Magistrate and the 
District Judge could not avoid the present difficulty of choosing one of the 
two candidates by suggesting to Government the appointment of one of these 
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geutlemen as.Governnent Pleader and the other as Public Prosecutor. If. 
sur suggestion be adopted by the Government, there will be little difficulty in 
making the choice. Perhaps it. will he said that: the separation of theso two. 
sHices will reduce the income: which the Government Pleader would: otherwise 
yet and the office will then cease to be attractive. But we do not think so. 
Xone of the two aspirants for t.is office are briefless vakils and both are 
quite self-supportang: in the absence of these appointments. oth perhaps are 
oyamoured of the. position and prestige which the office of Government 
Picader and Public Prose zutor will invest them with. In that case neither 
{them has any reason to dislike the separation we suggest. From the point 
»j view of the public and of the Government, the separation of these two 
offices, with slight changes in the retaining and daily fees, will be a desirable 
change.” 

29, The Swadesumitran, of the 15th August, invites the attention of the 
Government to certain remarks made by a 
Muhammaduan paper published at Cawnpore 
regarding the trial of the accused in this riot case and observes :—T'his paper 
suggests that in this. cose, where nearly twenty people were shot dead, 
neither the Police nor the other officials concerned in this act of shooting 
should have anything to do with the trial and that the enquiry should be 
made by persons who took no part in the events of the day of the riot. We 
entirely agree in this view. We do not say that the Police of Cawnpore 
cannot conduct this case with an impartial mind. But if the Govern- 
ment wants that there should be a general satisfaction about this trial, it 
should not ignore the nature of men connected with it and the human 
tendency in general. We do not deny that the local knowledge and experi- 
ence of the Cawnpore Police will be of immense value in eliciting the truth 
at the trial But at the same time it is not wise to say that the local officials 
and popular leaders of gn should be prevented from deposing ubout 
facts which they know. We need not point out that, if this trial is conducted

bv officials who had no previous connection with this case, the people will 


have confidence in it. Whether the act of shooting has been right or wrong, 
‘he conduct of those who shot like this will have to be adjudged in the trial 
and therefore the wisest arrangement will be to preulabe those who were 
responsible for this shooting from any connection with the conduct of 
the trial. 


(d) Education. 


30. A correspondent to the Kistnapatrika, of the 9th August, in an article 
on “ Village schools”’ writes :—There are many 
difficulties in the way of a student who after 
having studied in an elementary school, wishes to join a secondary school. 
Ile has to pay a penalty of one year’s fee at the time of admission and has 
to join the class determined for him by the whim of the headmaster. It is 
hardly possible to know why there should be such a gulf between these 
schools, when they are subject to the control of the same authorities. We, 
therefore, request the Edueational Department to modify the rules so that 
these difficulties lying in the way of students may be removed, and the same 
relations established between elementary and secondary schools as those 
existing between secondary schools and colleges. 


31. In a leading article on “ The Hindu University ” the Desamqia, of 
the 13th August, writes :—'The Government of 
India promised the recognition of the Hindu 
University subject to the conditions prescribed by them. ‘The opinion that 
prevails over the country is that it is highly improper on the part of the 
(rovernment to throw obstacles in the way of the subjects when they are 
‘rying to provide, at their own expense, the best possible higher education 
lor their youths. Some have expressed that the Government have no 
sympathy with this movement. Some think that, under these circumstances, 
it is highly useless to expend money for this cause. In the midst of all these 
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misgivings, His Highness the Maharaja of Durbhanga is working at it wit), 
a resolute heart. He is confident that the Government have got ever; 
sympathy with the movement. His policy, as it is announced in his recent 
speech on the subject, is to first establish the University, and then acquire 
privileges as they are needed. At this juncture some are afraid that the 
religious proclivities of His Highness the Maharaja, Mrs. Besant and 
Mr. Malavya(?), the prime-movers in the cause, may give it a wrong turn. 
But it can be assured that the presence of such liberal-minded gentlemen as 
Pundit Sundar Lal, Mr. Ganga Prasad Varma and Mr. Motilal will supply 
the regulating influence. ‘lhe Government also, by the power that is 
reserved by them over it, may serve to keep it withiu its bounds. | Informa- 
tion has also been received that the Government of India have sent their 
recommendation to the Seeretary of State and are awaiting his orders. We 
have, therefore, every hope that the University will soon receive its recog- 
nition at the hands of His Majesty. 

32. The Sasilekha, of the 19th August, in an article on Vernaculars 
expresses the same views as the Andhraprakasika, 
of the 9th August, already reported on in the 
report for the week ending 16th August 1913, page 1283, article 26.

(f) Land Revenue and Settlement. 


33. In an article under the heading ‘The grievances of the ryots of 
i Divi” a correspondent to the Kistnapairii-a, of 
‘The grievances of the ryotsof the 9th August, writes:—Mr. Y. Subba Rav 
Divi. Pantulu, Tahsildar of Divi, is very prompt in 


the discharge of his duties, especially in showing zd balance in the collection 
of the Government revenue. His great ambition is to increase the income of 
the Government. in his tours, encroachments and tirvajasti (additional 
assessment) would first attract his notice. In fasli 1322, water-tax was 
recommended for the dry cultivation of chilhes for transplanting which the 


Kistna tlood-water that collected itself in pools was used. This is the first 
instance when Kistna flood-water has been taxed. For the last 60 years, the 
Kistna water was being utilized free of charge for the tobacco and chilly 
cultivation in the lankas (islands) of the Kistna. Mr. Pantulu is the first to 
impose a charge upon such water. B Form penalties have multiplied beyond 
limit in this taluk, redress for which can only be had at a great cost. During 
the fasli 1522, the income of the Government, froin this taluk, in the shape 
of penalties alone, ranged between forty and fifty thousand r:pees. I shudder 
to mention that in a village called Kosuru, in the: Devarakota firka, 
Rs. 3,605-11-0 was collected as penal assessment. In this village, three 
penal assessments, over and above the principal assessment, have been 
imposed on one and the same piece of land—one for using water without 
sanction, one for using water from an unauthorised source, and one for 
cultivating the lind classed B in the Public Works Department Accounts at 
«time whon A class lands are cultivated. I shall not dilate any longer upon 
the poverty, destitution and utter helplessness of the ryot. Now that the 
meritorious services of Mr. Pantulu have been detailed above with facts to 
illustrate them, I shall conclude with a prayer that the Government will be 
pleased to transfer on promotion this able officer who has wellnigh dis- 


charged his duties in this taluk, to another which may stand in need of his 
valuable services. 


(k) General. 


34. ‘The Swadesmitran, of the (3th August, writes:—A portion of a 
mosque situated in Macleod Road in Karachi 
was recently demolished under the orders of 
the railway authorities, on the ground that the 
demolished portion was an encroachment on railway land. ‘This took piace 
on the mght ef the 1Gth instant. The news spread like wildfire among the 


‘The destruction and rebuilding 
of a mosque at Karachi. 
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\uhammadans in and around Karachi and the leaders among them communi- 
vated the same to the officials on the morning of the 1Ith idem. Immedi- 
ately. Mr. Hudson, the Collector of Karachi, proceeded to the spot and, after 
making personal enquiries, gave orders for the demolished portion to be 
rebuilt at once and it was accordingly done. ‘(he numerous telegrams that 
were flying to the different parts of the country on the 12th idem, expressing 
catistaction at the mosque having been rebuilt, prove beyond doubt that the 
‘eclings of the Muhammadans had been a affected by the previous 
demolition. It is really strange that the railway authorities at Karachi 
should have hastily given orders for the demolition of the mosque, without 
spending a thought over the probable effect it may have upon the people. 
The promptitude with which Mr. Hudson, the Collector, interfered and 
repaired the mischief wrought by the above officials is highly commendable. 


35. The Swadesamitran, of the 14th August, writes :—The Public Service 

| . ,, _, Commission is now examining the educational 
The frweg? nee gt afore authorities in England. All of these are at 
wiies en nee“ one in supporting the process of a preliminary 
ja torte sclection before candidates are allowed to 
appear for the competitive examination for the Indian Civil Service. The 
aloption of this suggestion by the Government means a good deal of harm to 
the Indians. Such a selection may be easily made in England, for there will 
he nothing to make those who select show any partiality. But, in India, 
the existence of different castes and creeds will make it difficult for any one 
tv make an impartial selection. The initial respunsibility in the matter of 
this selection rests with the heads of the colleges in which the candidates for 
the Civil Service examination are educated. The graduates selected by 
these should be approved by the Provincial Government and their names 
should be sent up to the Civil Service Commissioners, through the Govern. 
ment of India. These Commissioners will perhaps then require proper 
credentials regarding the character, capability, etc., of the contdbdetes 


selected. If this process is to be adopted, it will affect the Ilindus very 


bally, as the English officials are not overpleased with them. 

Leaving this alone, Mr. Montagu, while speaking in the Louse of 
Commons, pleaded for an increase of the salaries and pensions of the Civil 
Servants in India on the ground that the present scale was not sufficiently 
attractive. The English officiais in India have already complained before 
the Publie Service Commission that their salaries were inadequate. Putting 
these two things together, the Commission may recommend an increase of 
sitlary and pension to the Civil Servants and such a recommendation is sure 
to be approved by the Government. Therefore we are afraid that the result 
of the deliberations of this Commission will be to raise the salaries and 
pensions of Civil Servants in India. 


36. The Swadesamitran, of the 15th August, writes:—Some days back 

we referred to an English company which was 
the trying to acquire the exclusive right of carry- 

ing on a certain trade in India. Now we 
learn that a big match factory has been established in Burma by an English 
company and that the Government of Burma has agreed to permit this 
company to utilise certain trees at concession rates. ‘Thus foreign capital- 
ists are Opening business in India on several lines and they are granted many 
privileges by the Government. The Government says that the efforts of 
these companies result in increasing the wealth of India. We have no 
objection to foreign capitalists starting and working several industries in 
India. Ags long as the Indians are wasting their money in unnecessary 
expenditure, and do not make any attempt to become capitalists themselves, 
there is no use of our regretting that foreign capitalists are doing large busi- 
ness in India. Perhaps the suggestion of holding a trade congress every year 
along with the session of the Indian National Congress may lead to our 
people realising that they should take greater interest in trade and industries,

1! our country is to improve. But this does not preclude the Government | 
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from doing what it cap to create an interest in the people in the-matter of 
trade and industries. Though the searcity of capital. in India necessitates 
our depending upon foreign capital, it does. not’ follow’ that; allithe officials 
in a concern worked with foreign capital: should be foreigners, Indian 
youths have ‘begun to go to foreign countries to acquire industrial training. 
Why should these companies not appoint some of these:young men im their 
business? It cannot that they will be incapable: of managing: these 
concerns, even after acquiring an industrial training: in foreign coun- 
tries. The Government can well afford to insist upon the entertainment 
by these foreign companies of some Indians, who have had. an industrial 


training or who have- the necessary experience and knowledge, at: least in 


return for the concessions granted by it. Moreover the Morrison Committee 
has suggested that Indian young men going to England for industrial 
education would do well to have a practical training in. some factories in 
India. So the Government can carry out this suggestion by arranging for 
the Indian youths. proceeding to England for purposes of industrial education 
having a practical training for some time.in certain big factories established. 
in India. When our Government permits foreigners to establish big trading 
concerns here and to reap all the profits from them, there is nothing unfair 
in asking them to employ some Indians in their factories and to enable them 
to gain practical experience and knowledge of the work done in such factories.

hate the Indian National Congress and advise the Government to hold 
absolute sway over the Indians withholding all privileges for which they 
aspire. But they are only “ birds of passage” having no lasting ties with 
India and run away to their homes with the hoarded wealth of India. We 
are going to give some instances of their iniquities. Recently the charge of 
the Government of India against the Amrita Bagar Patrika for contempt of 
Court, has been dismissed by the Calcutta High Court. On this occasion, 
this association strongly advised the Government to modify the law in order 
that such cases may be made punishable. Another instance is that, out of a 
reluctance to place themselves under the treatment of an Indian doctor, 
howsoever eminent, they urge the Government to appoint European doctors 
in all places inhabited by Europeans, however small and insignificant they 
may be. There is yet another, which is more important. ‘The separation 
of executive and judicial functions has, for a very long time, been persist- 
ently advocated by eminent persons and by the Indian National Congress. 
It has been even assented to by the Government of India during the member- 
ship of Sir Harvey Adamson. But it is a matter for great regret that, for 
some reason or other, his successor Sir Reginald Craddock did not relish this 
idea. It would be better if there should be a rule that a successor in the 
Viceregal Council should accept the decisions once adopted by his predecessor 
in any matter. The Calcutta association is of opinion that such a separation 
is unnecessary since the Indians are uneducated and uncivilized. But we 
ure sorry to note that the members of this association have betrayed their 
utter ignorance in this matter in the face of the policy laid down by the 
Liberal Party headed by Lord Morley. We are glad to note here that the 
Capital highly discredits their view. We strongly urge for a rule that the 
Whites, who come to India ‘to earn their livelihood by trade and agriculture, 
should not meddle with the politics of the country. ere is the Government 
that rules the country and Feces are the ruled that represent grievances and 


crave for pers to grant or refuse which must rest with the Government. 


‘The interference of a third party in these matters is highly objectionable. 
We strongly believe that the Caleutta association will ponder over this 
matter and try to move hand in hand with the Indians in this country. |

Lord dealt with the (master of the elephant) 
-As-hab-i-Feel ” quoted from the Quran, 
addresses Musalmans in general, especially 
those of Cawnpore and asks “‘ Have you not read the quoted verse? Do 
you not know what the Great God made His Prophet understand thereby ” 
Do you not know what hints are latent therein? Pity! you read but do 
not understand its meaning. Who defended Ka’ba when attacked by the 
As-hab-i-Feel. The worshippers therein and its superintendents did nvt lose 
their lives unnecessarily. They took refuge in the mountains when the 
enemics appeared with their enormous forces. They had religious fervour 
and zeal just as you have. But they did not use them; because they knew 
that they were helpless for want of weapons, etc., and thus left Ka’ba to be 
taken care of by its Owner. When God wanted to take vengeance small 
birds appeared with pebbles in their beaks, which they hurled down like 
hailstones on the enemies and thus destroyed them all. ‘This verse is repeated 
here 2s a warning and lesson to all concerned—when you are helpless, don't 
oppose those who demolish mosques or Ka’ba; defence being incumbent only 
when you are able to undertake it. Just so the Prophet acted. When he 
was not able to do otherwise, he qnitted the Ka’ba with idols in; but when 
le became able he returned to Mecca and removed the idols from within the 
Kaba. The paper warns Musalmans against acting in accordance with the 
dictates of the writings of foolish papers and so tarnishing the skirt of 
loyalty. It praises the Government as being ‘ subject-cherishing, ” 
 temperament-understanding,” *‘rights-granting,”’ and ‘ justice-giving ” 
as compared to other Governments and the paper adds that whatever lias 
been done at Cawnpore, Delhi, Agra and Ghazipore by the authorities is not 
due to any malice on the part of the Government, but to the ignorance and 
stubbornness of subordinates. Had Sir James Meston been apprised of the 
fact that each and every part of the mosque is a mosque itself, His Honor

would not have been misled in passing orders. ‘I'he paper thinks His Honor 
should acknowledge his mistakes, and that just as the partition of Bengal has 
been annulled, so the present order should be cancelled and the demolished 
portion of the mosque be re-built at once.

Nayar into the local legislative Council, is

There are instances, in which native medicine proved to be of greater efficacy 
than western medicine. Cases declared hopeless by the best western doctors 
have sometimes been cured by native doctors. In a poor country like India,

satisfactory results. ‘The introduction of this Bill at this juncture is highly | 


prejudicial to the interests of these systems of medicine and this is a matter to 
be highly regretted. -The duty of the Members of the Councid is, therefore, 
tv oppose the Bill at the first instance, or in the event.of such a course being 
impossible to request the Government to place the Ayurvedic and Unani 
systems of medicine on the same footing with the English.

—. 40. In the course of a leading article on the proposed arbitration between 
Aug. 160b, 1913. _ the Mysore and the Madras Governments on 
The Kannambady reservoir this question tlic Sudhvi, of the 15th August 
project in Mysore. writes:—-When the Sivasamudram Power 
scheme was taken up, the Madras Government had raised a similar objection 
that it affected their supply of water. But the then Resident proved that 
this was not true and this project was carried out. And now again the 
Madras Government appear to contend that the Kannambady project is likely 
to affect the supply of water to their territories and that this scheme should 
not be taken up in the absence of due provision to ensure that their many] 
supply of water is not diminished. But there 1s in fact no difficulty in meeting 
the demands of the Madras Government in this respect. It is possible to as. 
certain the quantity of water in the Cauveri when it enters the Mysore 
territory. It will be admitted that the Mysore Government may rightly lay 
claim to the rain water accumulating within their own province. "This 
quantity is so iarge that they can afford to forego a considerable portion of 
even this. The quantity of water which the Cauveri usually supplies to the 
lands in the Madras Presidency for wet cultivation is known. Similarly the 
quantity used upin Mysore too is known. The Madras Government are said 
to have under consideration the construction of similar reservoirs. Why 
should they not similarly accumulate rain water and irrigate their own lands ? 
If they should only arrange to accumulate the huge quantity now running into 
the sea, it would not only suffice for the lands already irrigated but can even 
bring a much larger area under cultivation. The Mysore Government too 
can extend the area under cultivation. We therefore ,hope that the arbitra- 
tors will so settle the question as to afford equal advantages to both the 
(Jovernments. ‘lhe Mysore Government have the full right to the rain water 
of their own province. There are in all about forty thousand major and 
minor tanks in Mysore. ‘These have more than enough water for irrigation 
urposes even without the Cauveri. If only these tanks are kept in good con- 
dition there should be no need for fresh projects. Itis the want of care in 
this direction and the hankering after fame by undertaking big projects that 
lead to disputes like the present. ‘This project has already entailed consider- 
able expenditure. ‘The best course appears to be to settle the dispute in such 
a manner that both the parties may be able to utilise the water accumulating 
within their respective territories. We hope that both the Honourable the 
Resident and the Government of India will prevail on the Madras Govern- 
ment to accept this course. But more important than this Kannambady 
project is the restoration of the tanks already existing in the province. The 
Honourable the Resident had gone to see His Excellency the Viceroy pur. 
posely to represent these matters. His Excellency will shortly visit this 
province. We hope that by that time this question will be settled in a 
satisfactory manner.

5 D recently started 
4 gr ane fey vy tg "in England with a capital of 2} lakhs of rupees 
aap” _. und is trying to obtain from the Government 
ot India the exclusive mght of carrying on different trades in India. It 


seems this company has alread y obtained from the Government of Madras 
the exclusive right of collecting the Dhupa seeds available in certain forests 
near Mangalore and utilising them for extractingoil and other purposes, 
tor 30 years, subject to the condition of their paying an annual tax of one 
anna per tree yielding these seeds. We learn that there are nearly 45,800 
trees of this kind in these forests. ‘Till now these seeds were collected b 
ludian women in their spare moments and used for extracting oil. ‘lhe right 
now granted to the above company has made it impossible for these women 
1o carry on their trade hereafter. Even the Government is only a loser by 
having granted this exclusive right to the company. ‘The Government has 
derived an income of Rs. 3,000 from these seeds in certain adjacent forests, 
which are far smaller in extent, and yet it has now agreed to be cuntent with an 
‘income of Rs. 2,863 from 45,800 trees. While it is collecting from the people 
taxes which prove to be an unbearable burden for them, how is it justitied 
in letting off these foreign companies so cheap as this? The Government is 
completing even such big transactions without the knowledge of the Indians. 
At least, such events as affect the trade of the people and also cause loss to the 
Government may be brought to the notice of the Legislative Councils. Even 
this is not done in this Government and yct we fancy that we have sume 
privileges under it.

should be greater cordiality between the Hindus and the Muhammadans and 
that this should be made the first step towards the political advancement of the 
country. He made several very encouraging remarks regarding educational 
and sanitary reform, as also about the employment of Indians more largely in 
the higher ranks of the public service. He also promised that arrangements 
would be made for an annual conference of the Feudatory Chiefs to concert 
measures for the internal development of their respective territories. Refer- 
ring to the complaints of some of the European officials regarding the 
vicissitudes of their service in India, Mr. Montagu replied that only those who 
are able to win the affection and good will of the Indians can lay claim to the 
service of the country and the empire. He further observed that the recom- 
mendations of the Chamberlain Commission and the Publie Services Com- 
mission and the institution of a State bank will ail help to associate Indians 
more largely with the administration. He said that ‘‘the watchword of the 
future is co-operation.” Only the suggestion of the Nicholson Committee, 
that the expenditure on the army in India should be reduced, did not 


commend itself to Mr. Montagu. ‘This is a blot on his speech which we very 
much regret.

| The Hindu, of the 28th August, has the following :—“ Our Berham- 
. ur correspondent wires that intimation has 
[ho Madras High Court. toll resdivel at Berhampur that Mr. C. V. 
Kundraswimi Sastri, B.a., B.L., District and Sessions Judge of Ganjaém, has 
heen appointed as Judge of the High Court during the vacancy caused by 
Mr. Justice Sundara Ayyar taking leave. ‘This news confirms what had been 
tronely rumoured locally yesterday, though it is curious that no information 
of the matter is obtainable in the High Cuurt today. We congratulate Mr. 
Kunaraswami Sastri on his elevation to the high office, and we think he is in 
every way worthy to hold it. . . . . We have no doubt that the public 
would have reason to feel that Mr. Kumaraswami Sastri would be a desirable 
widition and an acquisition to the Bench of the High Court, especially in the 
matter of the Original Side cases. Weare afraid, lhowever, that the appoint- 
nent would cause deep disappointment aud considerable heart-burning to the 
members of the Vakils branch of the legal profession, as the vacaucy is the 
place of a Judge who was appointed in virtue of his having been a leading 
member of the Bar. This feeling is not likely to be assuaged by the fact 
that Mr. Sastri himself was once a successful member of the Bar, as there are 
his seniors in the profession who have undoubted qualifications to aspire to 
the office of a High Court Judge and whose claims are\not such as could be 
overlooked. . . =» . Wedo hope that the present appointment does not 
mean that the rights of the members of the legal’ profession to a just recogni- 
tion of their claiins have been in any way disregarded. An able, upright and 
independent Bar is an essential element in the administration of justice and 
the highest judicial appointments should as a general rule be made from 
unong the members of the legal profession.” 


In a further article on this subjeet, the J/indu, of the 29th August, 
savs:—* We have received no confirmation today of the news wired to us 
yesterday by our Berhampur correspondent that. Mr. C. V. Kumaraswami 
Nastri, District and Sessions Judge of Ganjaim, has been appointed acting 
Judge of the High Court. We hear in the meanwhile that a movement is 
on foot in certain quarters to ensure the vacancy being filled up by the 
ippointment of a European Member of the Civil Service. There are already 
three Civilian Judges in the High Court, and the most jumor of them was 
appointed but reeently for reasons best known to the Government, in 
reference to two Members of the Civil Service who had already acted as 
Judges in the High Court, and whose qualifications and claims to the office 
wre in the estimation of the public by no means inferior to those of the 
geutleman who was made to supersede them. We hope the individual 
hardship, not to say, injustice, of this proceeding is not now yoing to be 
repaired by the perpetration of what would be a clear injustice in ignoring 
the claims of the public to have an Indian Judge in the place of Mr. Justice 
Suidara Ayyar. We cannot believe that Lord Pentland’s Government would 
be a party to’such a grotesque injustice. An way, it is not expedient that 
‘he matter of filling up the vacancy to a hig judicial office should be left 
open to conjecture, speculation and agitation for an indefinite time. It is 
difficult to account for the delay that has already occurred in the matter, 
u the vacancy is to be filled up at all.” — )

It is not all Collectors that could have take, 
the interest that Mr. Hemmingway has taken, and not all Collectors coy) 
get the opportunity of going to the rescue of a college at a critical time. 
We are glad that there is enough public spirit in the district to understand 
and appreciate the self-imposed and noble work of a Collector who, already 
overworked, takes upon himself work, which ought to belong to the Mulavyas 
in Coimbatore. . . . . The discussion in the press must have convinced 
the good Collector of Coimbatore that those for whom he works are gratciu! 
to him, und that any act of generosity and kindness to the people is always 
appreciated. Instead of discouraging such wholesome enthusiasm, we must 
encourage it, although it may be necessary sometimes to refuse subscription 
from people who are known not to have the means to pay. ‘The 
Coimbatore College will never be helped to the extent that it has been, except 
for the exertions of the Collector, and we think that it will be wrong to 
deprecate interest shown in such good cause.”’

Like a father unto his children has been His 
Excellency in this gracious condéscension, and we wish His Excellency will 
know how he has forced thousands of people on their knees to pray for him 
for his exceedingly kind and generous regard for Tondiarpet. It shows that 
His Iuxcellency has been carefully following the death-rate and health returns 
of ‘T’ondiarpet and has been feeling for the suffering and the dying poor. 
What an act is it, of a Governor, recently recovered from a somewhat serious 
illness, and in Madras only for a day, driving straight to Tondiarpet and to 
the hospital, where Ifis Excellency must have seen the shattered human 
wrecks on account of malaria. . . . . “oday the mind of Tondiarpet 
dwells not on the voice of mockery and belittling that came from the Corpora- 
tion; today they recall only that their Governor rushed to them to enquire 
how they were situated, as no Governor, to their remembrance, has done 
before. Tord Pentland has, by this spontaneous sign of his regard for the 
suffering people, appealed not only to Tondiarpet, but to the whole ot 
Madras; for it has its origin in the largeness of mind to which a people 


always pay homage in their ruler. His Excellency has seen the inmates 


of the hospital, His Excellency has seen the skeletons in the orphanage ; His 
K.xcellency has seen the level of water in the tanks ; His Excellency is seeing 
the fever death figures in the Fort St. George Gazette. No expert opinion !s 
needed ; no expert opinion will probably be called for.”

The Govern- 
ment has to consider how far malaria lies outside the sphere of the Health 
oficer’s duties, and how far he is entitled to a special allowance for attending 
to what we consider to be part of his ordinary duties. When cholera breaks 
out in Madras, and when mauy extra hands are ey yloyed, the Health officer 
‘< not paid a special allowance, and we fail to see what is there particular in 
regurd to the malaria in l'ondiarpet. . . . . We consider this payment 
of an extra allowance to officers of the Corporation, who are not paid daily 
wages, most demoralising. - + . « The funds of the Corporation ought 
not to be treated as something from which its employees are entitled to claim 
ys much as they can. The Health officer is deemed to be entitled to Rs, 300 
, month for special work, and the Corporation readily grants it, because 
another officer would require # thousand rupees. We o ject to this kind of 
reasoning. The Commissioners cught not to be guided by such considera- 
tions at all. If they think that a particular work requires a new hand, they 
ust certainly employ him at tke necessary cost rather than try to effect 
economy. If the Health officer’s ordinary duties would not allow him 
to attend to malaria, a payment of Rs. 300 cannot make him find the time 
ior it. By such payment you merely make him ueglect both his duties, 
the duty for which he is ordinarily paid, and the duty for which he is 
specially paid. . . . . It is a pity that Mr. Butterworth was not an 
oflicer of the Corporation, or else he would have gota special allowance for 
his duties on the Penitentiary Committee and on the General Hospital 
Committee. Both duties fall far beyond his legitimate duties. Land revenue 
and settlement are quite different things from jails and hospitals. And if 
Dr. MacDonald had been in Mr. Butterworth’s place he would have been 
paid a special allowance. . . . . ‘Ihe Henith officer is a pointed to 
look after the public health of the Madras City, and we learn for the first 
tine that the malaria in Tondiarpet lies beyond his normal duties as 
Health officer.”

We hope that our Mussalman 
fellow-subjects will attend the session in large numbers as one of themselves 
is to preside. We look forward with pleasure to his presidential address 
which cannot but be a masterly and highly interesting survey of current 
events interspersed with weighty words of counsel. It is a significant fact 
that the Nawab’s election has been unanimous.” 


The Weekly Chronicle, for the week ending 24th August, remarks :— 
‘The announcement made by a Bombay contemporary, that the Hon’ble 
Nawab Sayyid Muhammad Bahadur has been elected President of the fortheom- 
ing session of the Indian National Congress to be held at Karachi in Decem- 
ber next has been passed by almost unnoticed In the old days, towards 
the closing months of every year, the Indian press would be alive with the 
discussion of the claims of rival candidates for the Presidentehip of the 
Congress. But now hardly one in a hundred thousand takes any interest in 
the selection, and what is more no distinguished Indian is an aspirant for 
the place. . . . . Every man who mounts the stump in these days talks 


glibly of duty, of service, of self-sacrifice, of earnestness of pu ose. But the 


effect of the preaching is seldom reflected in action. Indian politics as 
embodied in the Congress are becoming more or more hollow. vis 
What is lacking is the spirit of sacrifice, the instinct of co-operation, the 
tulent for organisation; and, nowbere have these qualities been less jn 
evidence than in our own Presidency.” 


8. The Madras Standard, of the 25th August, writes:—“ Mr. V. P. 
Madhava Rao’s presidential address, delivered 
at the Tanjore District Conference, which met 
at Shiyali on Saturday last, will surely create 
a flutter in the Anglo-Indian dovecotes. Already we hear the faint rumblings 
of a distant thunder in the columns of a local Anglo-Indian contemporary 
and we have no doubt the columns of the Anglo-Indian press in this country 
will, very shortly, teem with frothy denunciations. We are sure, however, 
that the address will be received by Indian newspapers with neither 
‘surprise’ nor ‘ regret.’ On the other hand, they will, without a single 
exception, have nothing but admiration for Mr. Madhava Rao’s broad and 
statesmanlike survey of India’s problems. . . . . Mr. Madhava Rao’s 
criticism of the work of the Public Service Commission and the trend of its 
inquiry, the tardy piece-meal realisation of the recommendations of the 
Decentralisation Commission, Provincial Autonomy, and self-Government in 
villages, call for no amplification here. Every remark made by him }s 
justifiable and the line of progress marked out is at once safe and salutary. 
His instructive criticism of the needs of the agricultural industry in this 
country and the defects of the revenue administration is certainly a bit 
acrimonious, but does not go beyond the province of fact or of a well-balanced 
judgment. To say that the people of India have improved in their personal 
status is by no means inconsistent with the statement that economically they 
are worse off under a land-system which regards them as so many tenants

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working for the revenue of the Government. And yet one of our contempo- 
raries parades this statement as a self-evident contradiction ! 

‘(in the whole the address before us is a masterly and sugyestive survey 
and although it might be unpleasant to the apologists of the bureaucratic rule 
in this country, we trust our rulers will find in it a sober presentation of the 
legitimate alms and aspirations of the people and the lines on which the 


Government should proceed in the task of associating the people more and 
more in the administration of this country.” 


Writing further on this subject, the Madras Standard, of the 27th 
August, says :—* The Tanjore District Conference, which closed its sittings 
on the 24th instant, has, in addition to its having been made memorable by 
the presidential address of Mr. Madhava Rao, set an cnduring example to 
other districts in the interest evinced by the people in such gatherings and 
the exhaustive and intelligent discussion of various subjects of local and 
provincial interest. . . . . The concluding speech of the President was 
highly suggestive and especially the regret that officials do not avail them- 
selves of the opportunity afforded by such gatherings to understand the wants 
oi the people. The fact that the officials, like the istrict officers, studiously 
avoid attending such gatherings is a proof positive of the gulf between the 
official and non-official classes. Is it soin Great Britain? In all movements 
of any magnitude dealing with questions of public importance, the officials 
in England take a particular interest and seek to benefit by the discussions 
conducted in such meetings. But in India, it is otherwise. Mr. Madhava 
Rao's remark that Mr. Montagu would have greatly profited if he had 
attended conferences of the kind held at Shiyali is well timed in view of 
certain strange utterances in his recent budget speech. Instead of flitting 
from Government House to Government House om meeting politicians whose 
views he could have gathered from discussions in the Legislative Councils if 
lw had attended such gatherings, he would have seen real India, and learnt 


the real meaning of the Anglo-Indian shibboleths, some of which he seems to 
have taken on trust.” 


The Indian Patriot, of the 27th August, observes :—“ In his concluding 
speech as President of the Tanjore District Conference, Mr. V. P. Madhava 
Rio made the useful suggestion that the Collector might be present when 
the conferences sat. If is very appropriate that in a meeting convened by 
the people, where their wants and aspirations are freely discussed, some more 
responsible officer of Government should be present than the Criminal 
Intelligence man. We heartily commend the suggestion put forth by Mr. 
\. P. Madhava Rao. There is not at all any objection, even now, for the 
Collector to be present at the conference, although perhaps he may need the 
particular permission of Government to say to the representations made by 
the people what Mr. Madhava Rao, as Diwan of Travancore and Mysore, 
suid to the representation of the subjects of the princes—‘ noted for consider- 
ation.” The fabrics of the administration system would not collapse and 
there would be no Damodar flood of democracy in the country because thie 
Collector is present during a political conference and, after a particular 
resolution has been moved and seconded and supported, says that he has 
noted the matter for consideration. Where the Governor of the Presidency 
consents to receive a deputation from the Provincial Conference, the Collector 
cil. Wwe suppose, with the permission of the Government which would be 
easily given, receive a deputation from the District Conference. But instead 
of a deputation it is better for the Collector to be present at the conference, 
come in contact with the leaders of the people, hear them speak about their 
¢rievances and formulate their schemes for the amelioration of the conditions 
against which they protest. That would be an interesting kind of education 
for the Collector. Of course he does come across intelligent Indians in the 
local and District Boards but he does not always get the right kind of people 
there. In a conference, men come from other places, prominently associated 
with public movements. If the Collectors are really anxious to be of use, 
ani to be popular, they cannot attend.a better school than the political 
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conference. The presence of the Collector in the conference pandal, nq 
the sympathy and attention which he may give to the proceedings will make 
the conference more sensible of its responsibility. It was impossible for tj, 
Government of India to appoint District Advisory Committees because tho 
District Board ought to serve that purpose. But cannot the Government asi 
their officers to meet the conference in the fave, hear the voice of the people 
and if not able to answer there and then to the questions and suggestions yj 
popular leaders, note them down, ponder over them and try to be statesmen 
and administrators in the real sense of the word, instead of being a lifeless 
screw in the bureaucratic machinery.” 


The Karnataka, of the 27th August, remarks :—‘ It is not seldom that 
we come across men who demand virtue in the loudest terms from others 
themselves avoiding it scrupulously because of its inconvenience. One is 
reminded of such an experience when one reads Mr. V. P. Madhava Rao’; 
lucubrations on the charms of democracy, uttered recently before the 
‘Tanjore District Conference. He played the autocrat to his heart’s content as 
the Diwan of Mysore and perhaps also of Travancore. He muzzled the Press 
in the Mysore State; snubbed and sneered at its Representative Assembly ; 
and drove the men of the province to positive despair. Yet he does not feel 
it awkward,— to use the mildest term,—to figure on the Congress platform 
as the champion of liberalism and the critic of Mr. Montagu, armed with, as 
he is, all the weapons of claptrap. Had not the pious ex-Diwan opportu- 
nities to give practical effect to all his great patriotic ideas? And what is it 
that he achieved ? Poor India, are charlatans too thy prophets! Another 
precious piece of business transacted by the Tanjore District Conference was 
tv express disapproval of the Mysore Government’s Cauvery Reservoir project. 
We have narrated the facts of this case in a previous issue and in their 
presence, adverse criticism must be mere uninformed prattle. But that a few 
retired servants of the State, including the ex-Diwan, should have taken part 
in it, is really remarkable. Mysoreans may not possess the cleverness of 
those who live further down on the banks of the Cauvery. Still they might 
sing with a clear conscience— 


Freeze, freeze, thou bitter sky, 
That dost not bite so nigh 

As benefits forgot :

As friends remembered not.”

‘Tle arcadian simplicity of the old 
tribunal had @ fascinatiun all its own and people must be excused if the 
would dwell upon its charms long and wistfully. . . . . It would be 
::n possible to revive the old village panchayat. | Modern conditions of life will 
not admit of so simple a solution of the problem of administration. If the 
people have any peculiar fitness for self-government.it must show itself in 
the administration of our local bodies. As it is, we are yet to prove our 
tituess for a measure of autonomy and our progress in thut direction 
will largely influenced by the stress and characteristics of modern civili- 
zation Which we cannot possibly escape. It is in relation to these conditions 
that village autonomy ought to evolve, and it is vain to sigh for an institution 
which cannot be revived in its entirety. Mr. Madhava Rio is needlessly 
alarmed at Mr. Montagu’s recent speech in which he reads the foreshadowing 
of a reactionary policy. . . . . Mr. Madhava R&o has in his mind 
Mr. Montagu’s observation that a strong body of men like the Civil Service 
was necessary for the good government of India. He did not mean thereby 
that an unsympathetic and unprogressive bureaucracy was a sine qua non in 
Indian administration. . . . . Mr. Madhava Rao said in his speech ‘ it 
Ludes no good for the cause of self-government that the Under Secretary has 
riven his support to the cry that the bureaucratic rule of the Civil Service’ is 
necessary for the protection of the masses. This is an old fallacy now care- 
fully worked up to strengthen their case by the Anglo-Indian Civil Service.’ 
See This is rather pitching the thing in toohigh akey. Mr. Madhava 
Riv may remember that a number of Indian witnesses before the Public Services 
Commission whom he cannot class with the ignorant public, admitted the 
necessity of maintaining the British spirit and character in the administra- 
tion and what they asked for was a larger proportion of Indians in the 
services. 1t is idle to contend that the peuple of India ure advanced enough 
in political education that they can dispense altogether with British supervi- 
sion, Whatever may have been the state of things in the days of the Chélas. 
We did not expect Mr. Madhava of all men to make such 


au unqualified statement. It was not very long ago that Mr. Madhava Rao 
thought that the people of Mysore were unfit to run even a newspaper. Are 
their fellow-countrymen in the neighbouring British districts so far advanced 
as to have self-rule all at once ?”

Yet, the agitators set up a howl, not the 
least prominently vocal being certain non-conformist divines who combined a 
horror of boxing with their horror of an exhibition in which a white man is 
beaten. . . . . Granted that Johnson represents a type of humanity 
Which is not very exalted, one that represents mere physical force, whether 
he is likely to be successful at the Music Hall depends.entirely on the taste of 
the public and his condemnation or otherwise may well be left to that ublic 
without its being sought to bring it to a sense of its enormity in wishing to 
see on the Music Halls a man of Johnson’s character. . . . . Apart 
from this it is by no means proved that Johnson is a monument of immorality 
because in America he has been convicted under the White Slave Act. In 
America social legislation often takes freakish directions and in certain States 
apparently it is an offence under the Act for a negro to look at a white 
woman, . . . . If weare right, Johnson’s enormity amounts merely to 
his daring to marry a white wife. But the public in England is now unduly 
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sensitive about its responsibilities in the direction of the white slave trai, 
and evidently the fact that the American law is much more comprehensi,,. 
than if the truth were known would be tolerated in England has been ke, 
carefully in the background.” pt

Imperial Government to get a course of actin, 
recommended by them adopted by a selt. 
governing Colony is fraught with the greatest mischief to the future relations 
of the various units forming the British Empire. There can be no mo 
provocative act than the systematic oppression and calculated wrong-doing 
that have characterised the conduct of the Government in South Afric. 
during the last several years. Bitter races prejudice and trade Jealousy 
have made South African white settlers offend the honour, self-respect and 
religious susceptibilities of British Indians in a way which has in it no trace 
of grace, fellow-feeling or anxiety to keep to the plighted word. 
Lord C'rewe’s doctrine relating to the immunity of self-governing Colonies 
from anything partaking of force from above is not new. But where the 
rights of a whole people are so shamefacedly violated, and their peaceful 
existence so deliberately threatened, it is time that this praiseworthy cult is 
thrown aside for a moment and the offending Colony told, in no unmistak- 
able language, to do the right. For offences of a far more innocent kind, 
the civilised Governments of Kurope have not hesitated to go to war; and 
the Boer war is a most conspicuous example. . . . . The publication 
in July last of further correspondence relating to the question of immigration. 
throws a flood of light on the zeal—or the want of it—shown by the authori- 
ties in London in regard to this matter. Between the month of February, 
when the South African Ministers informed the Colonial Office, through thie 
Governor-General, that an Immigration Bill was being drafted, and the 
middle of June last, when Lord Gladstone forwarded copies of the Act as 
signed by him, there was only one communication from the Secretary of 
State to the Governor-General. Throughout these months, there was, if we 
are to rely on the documents presented to Parliament in July, absolutely no 
attempt to consider in detail the provisions of the Bill, with a view to see 
whether they conformed to the provisional settlement arrived at between the 
leaders of British Indians and the Government or whether the directions of 
the Colonial Office, previously made known to South African Ministers, were 
respected. . . . We can well understand the rebuke which Lord 
Ampthill and Lord Curzon administered to the Imperial Government for 
having slept over the matter. Lord Ampthill said truly that the whole 
attitude of the Government had been that they did not want to be bothered 
with the question. Lord Crewe’s stewardship has been singularly inconspi- 
cuous, and his defence of the Act only confirms us in this view. a 
If the Imperial authorities should still be indifferent, then it is high time tor 
the non-official publicists in India to ask the Goverument of India to embark 
upon retaliative legislation.”

I.—Forg1GN POLiTics. 


12, Referring to the recent incidents in Turkey, the Sasilekha, oj the 
Turkish affairs 22nd August, in its leader on the “'T 
affairs” writes:—It cannot be compre! 
how the ‘'urkish reoccupation of the lost territory can be deemed Unjust 
when the doings of Roumania, which has unnecessarily entered the lists wit}, 
the other Balkan States, have been approved of. When this matter ;. 
awaiting settlement, forty members of Parliament have constituted them. 
selves as a committee to declare that Turkey should clear out from Ruroye 
and one of them went so far as to even assert that Christians do not like the 
idea of being ruled by Turkey. Since there are so many Muhammada)s 
under the British Government, it is deemed necessary that the Parliament 
should pass a rule that the British subjects in “ ought not to speak 
against the Muhammadan and Turkish interests. ‘The attitude of the various 
Powers is still in confusion and the future is still uncertain. But one thing 
is certain. ‘T'urkey must financially be helped by European Powers. Under 
the present circumstances, it is certain that Turkey cannot be effaced from 
the map of Europe. At the same time it behoves the Muhammadans tv 
cultivate prudence lest they should be driven out of Europe. 


13. The Jaridah-i-Rozgar, of the 15th August, says that the Muham-. 
madans have no concern whatever in the rela- 
tions of other sovereigns of Europe with Turkey. 
but the only thing which engages their attention and about which they are 
extremely solicitous is the attitude of the British Government. This attitude 


they do not like to see tending to injure the feelings of the Indian Muslims.

‘Turkey and Europe. 


To bring any coercion to bear upon the Turks in the matter of Adrianople 
or any other affair is altogether out of place, and to urge them and them alone 


to respect the Treaty of London is quite beside the point. he paper gives 
credit to Sir Edward Grey for his enlightened and impartial spirit in his 
recent speech, when he reviewed the conduct of the Turks and the Balkans, 
but the paper is of opinion that the Foreign Secretary, in declaring His 
Majesty’s policy to be restricted to the internal affairs of the State only, has 
discovered quite a new and strange policy. The Muslim subjects of Britain 
in India are (unlike the Hindus or the Parsees) not without their national 
kingdom, and consequenly the British Government should not rest content 
with the management only of their internal affairs inside the empire, but 
should also extend their sympathy to their co-religionists outside the British 
dominions. The paper says that Sir Edward has forgotten the opinion of 
the great political philosopher, Lord Morley, who said that, in dealing with 
the question of Persia, the British Government should have due regard to the 
susceptibilities of their [Indian Muslim subjects. The Muhammadans have, 
from former times, had a direct concern in the foreign policy of England. 
All the previous good-natured British ministers, like Lords Curzon, Morley, 
Balfour, Salisbury and Beaconsfield have in a greater or lesser degree enter- 
tained the view that the British Government should, for the sake of their 
Indian Muslim subjects, have ulways some regard for the Muslims outside the 
British dominions. 

The paper does not ask Britain to aid Turkey with men or money. Al 
that it requests is that the British Government may adhere to their policy of 
neutrality and not interfere at all in Turkish affairs. The paper feels cont- 
dent that His Excellency the Viceroy and several learned members ot the 
Parhament will concur with it in this view: It says that the recent remarks 
of Sir Edward have wounded the feelings of the Indian Muslims who are 
most loyal and peace-loving subjects of Great Britain. 
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II.—Homwr ApMINISTRATIOX. 
(a) Police. 


14. The Andhraprakasika, of the 27th August, in the course of an article 

on ‘I'he negligence of duty by the Police ” 
The negligence of duty by the writes :— While acquitting the accused in the 
Police. Kistnampet murder case, His Lordship Mr. 
Justice ‘Cyabjee has well remarked that the Police have unnecessarily 
wasted public time by dragging on this defective case ull along to the Sessions. 
We now and then come across such cases, in which the Police have tried to 
make the innocent guilty and the guilty innocent Some time back the Deputy 
Commissioner Mr. Cunningham came to know, in a similar case near Koru- 
kupet, the mischief played by the Police and rightly punished them, acquit- 
ting the accused. It is, therefore, highly expedient for the authorities, 
under these circumstances, to inquire into the matter and pass strict injunc- 
tions for the future good behaviour of the Police. 


(6) Courts. 


15. A correspondent in the Manorama, of the 22nd August, draws the 

attention of Government to an anonymous 
letter received by the Collector of Malabar 
enclosing @ stamp paper without the name of the vendee or his house name 
or amsom and desom being endorsed thereon as required bv the rules, but 
simply signed by the stamp-vendor attached to the Sub-Registrar’s office of 
‘l'amarasherry and points out the great laxity prevailing among the stamp- 
vendors in the discharge of their duties, It is patent from this that there 
are stamp-vendors who act contrary to the rules laid down by Government. 
The stamp paper in question clearly proves that it was obtained in some way 
which shows serious neglect of duty by thestamp-vendor. The gravity of 
such neghgence on the part of a stamp-vendor becomes apparent. when it 
is remembered that very often judicial decisions are based on the evidence 
of the endorsement on the back of stamp papers. ‘l'here are several vendors 
in the rural parts who entrust tea-sellers and other irresponsible individuals 
of their neighbourhood with their responsible duties. It is necessary in the 
present case to enquire if the signature on the back of the paper 1s of the 
vendor of Tamarasherry and if it is proved to be his, an exemplary punish- 
ment ought to be rps A to him. 


(d) Education. 


16. The Swadesamitran, of the 20th August, observes :-—Some time back 
the Times of London sounded a _ note of 
warning that for two generations more it 
should be an important duty of the Govern- 
ment to have an eye upon the conduct of the school-going population. Being 
the most influential paper in the British Dominions, the London Times has 
the rare advantage of having the first information of the views of the Govern- 
ment upon any perticular matter and therefore statements made by it 
regarding any subject have always been construed as indicating the attitude 
of the Government in that matter. Even the note of warning referred to 
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above seems to warrant this conclusion, as the educational policy of the — 


(covernment in India has been undergoing a change, since this statement was 
made by the Zimes. When India was seething with unrest seven or eight 
vears back, it was stated that the students were the cause of it and that they 
took the most active part in it. From that time, the Government has been 
suspecting students, teachers and others connected with educational institu- 
tions. The action of the Government in the case of some University lecturers 
in Caleutta was a clear illustration of this fact. This suspicious attitude of 
(rovernment was at its worst in Bengal, as it was in this Province that 
sedition played its havoc. But we fear this suspicious policy is exhibiting 
itself even in Bombay. The Deccan Education Society of Poona is an 
Jnstitution which has been doing laudable work, for the last few years, in 
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helping the progress of education. Its President is Sir Ramakrishng 
Bhandarkar, who was for a number of years Professor of Sanskrit iy the 
Government College at Bombay. We learn that the members and {),, 
servants of this society have been called upon by the Government of Bombay 
to subscribe to an oath and a declaration that they would, on no accoun; 
take part in any movement, political or semi-political, which may have for it, 
object the subversion of the Government or criticism of any of its measures, 
We need not dilate much upon the motive of the Government in inaking this 
demand. What are the movements which have for their object the sui). 
version of the British Government, will be decided by the Government itseif 
that is, cither by the Director of Public Instruction or one of the Secretaries 
to Government. ‘The Government of India accused Mr. Rasul and other 
Barristers of Calcutta of having taken part in political disturbances. \, 
grounds were adduced for this accusation, nor were the particular disturbances 
specified. Similarly the Government of Bombay may, without any founda- 
tion or reason, accuse the members of this society of taking part in a 
political movement. Sir Ramakrishna Bhandarkar has always been known 
to be a staunch supporter of Government. The Government need not have 
doubted the loyalty of a society which has the support of this eminent 
educationist. The present Viceroy of India is taking special interest in the 

rogress of education and striving his best to improve it. Lord Pentland, 
Pe Carmichael, Lord Willingdon and the Lieutenant-Governors are all men 
who have already acquired or are sure to acquire the confidence of the people. 
It is for these to consider whether tlie Government is well advised in suspect- 
ing the popular leaders like this and obstructing their work in the cause of 
of education. The popular leaders have taken as much trouble for the 
progress of education during the last 100 years as the Government and there 
is reason to believe that popular leaders will hereafter take a greater interest 
in it The Government itself has, on several occasions, expressed its 
appreciation of their work in this behalf. In spite of all this, the Government 
has now changed its opinion and begun to distrust the very men whom it had 
confided in. Surely this does not augur well for the future progress of 
education in this country.

oe Soe Soave, 18. In a lengthy article under this heading the Sri Krishna Sukthi, 
ips (South Canara), : ° 
Aug. 1913. ; for August, writes :—Some time ago the 
Tho sad plight of our verna- nationalist sentiment was so strong in this 
rm. country that the enormities which it led to 
brought to grief not a few of its patriotic servants. Although it might be 
contended by some that this attitude of the people has also had its good 
results, the only outcome of it which we are now able to see is the infamy 
which the Indians brought upon themselves and the promulgation of new 
measures for suppressing sedition. ‘The commemoration of the Coronation ot 
His Imperial Majesty at Delhi, however, brought the Indians many boons of 
incalculable value, chief among which is the liberal grant of a vast sum of 
money for the progress of education. Under this liberal patronage from His 
Majesty, we may expect that the education of the masses will leave nothing 
to be desired. It will be admitted on all hands that education in English 
and in the vernaculars should receive equal and impartial encouragement. 
llitherto the study of Canarese was indispensable from the Matriculation up 
to the M.A. degree examination, and all the schools and colleges were 
equipped with able Pardits whose scholarly attainments did really make 
them deserve this title. Ancient as well as modern works in the verna- 
culars were published from time to time and the students began to cherish 
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, real liking for these languages and their deeper interest in their text- 
» ks, including Grammar and Prosody, made them fit in course of time 
.,iscome even University examiners. And this wider knowledge of the 
-pnaculars because of their affinity to Sanskrit words and expressions 
jrought the laity into closer touch with the priestly class. hus the study 
a English, Sanskrit and the vernaculars always went band in hand. Now 
‘at the School Final examination is fast ‘rising in popularity and the 
Matriculation 1s falling into insignificance, and the students are required only 
1) write composition without having to study text-books, the Canarese 
language is fast becoming unsettled owing tothe neglect to adhere to the 
jioms and expressions used by reputed authors and the consequent promis- 
-yous use of borrowed and inappropriate words. Again, although there are 
ill Pundits on the staff of almost every educational institution, they have no 
jecasion for teaching classical works and as translation and composition 18 
ail that they are required to teach, their proficiency as oriental scholars is of 
no avail to them in this capacity unless they have a good knowledge of 
English as well. Would this state of things have come to pass if the leaders 
of public opmmion as well as the representatives of the five Dravidian 
onmmunities had urged the University in the very beginning that the 
old order of equal and impartial patronage to English, Sanskrit and the 
yvernaculars should remain unchanged? It may now be said that we are 
gutselves to blame for the present sad plight of our vernaculars. In truth 
our disabilities are after all self-inflicted. While we are thus deploring the 
unelected condition of Canarese it must not be supposed that we are wanting 
in sympathy towards the other sister languages of the Dravidian group. 
We are equally moved by the misfortunes of these, and we now heartily 
rejoice at the attempt of the Travancore Government to revive and develop 
Malayalam. We look forward to the other Native States for the extension 
of similar patronage to the vernaculars. 


(e) Local und Municipal.

the northern divisions of the city, the Swadesa- 
mitran, of the 21st August, writes :—The question at issue was not whether 
the Health officer was discharging the duties of his office satisfactorily or not 
aud so Mr. Theagaraya Chetti was not justified in making a personal attack 
upon this officer. Granting that he is discharging these duties properly, the 
question is whether he has the time and the capability to attend to the work 
in connection with malaria at Tondiarpet. If he has not the time and the 
capability required for this work, he should not be made to do it. An 
alditional allowance of Rs. 300 cannot make him more capable and give him 
ereater leisure. We are afraid it will only lead to the health of the city 
being neglected. It is not a sound policy to increase the duties of a single 
otlicer and raise his salary correspondingly. We cannot say that the 
resolution of the Corporation to grant a special allowance of Rs. 300 to the 
Health officer indicates an economic expenditure of the tax-payers’ money. 


(h) Railways. 


20..The Swadesamitran, of the 21st August, agg 8 vs follows -_ 
ae : the case of Mr. Hooper, Tonga Inspector of the 
nailway officials and courte. Rohilkund and po Saiear, who was 
recently fined Rs. 500 for having rescued an accused from lawful custody :— 
It appears this Hooper had set the law at defiance even before he committed 
the specific offence for which he was punished. He seems to have returned 
the warrant issued for the apprehension of the accused latterly rescued by 
him. alleging several plausible grounds. Once such a warrant appears to 
Lave been torn to pieces in his presence. He seems to have been actively 
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supported by the Traffic Superintendent in systematically treating the proc... 
of a court of law with contempt. In convicting Mr. Hooper, the eputy 
Commissioner remarked: ‘‘ The railway subordinates in general seem to |, 
under a misapprehension as to the reason for which the servants of a raily,.,, 
company have privileges in the matter of summonses and warrants ,,; 
enjoyed by other commercial companies. ‘These privileges are accorded hut 
for the benefit of the railway company or of its servants, but for the eo. 
venience of the public. Inthis instance no possible inconvenience ty t),,. 

ublic could have been caused by the arrest of the man, who was protected 
vy Mr. Hooper. It is therefore very necessary that the duty and privilegs 
of railway officials as regards the service of summonses and warrants ouch 
to be explained to the management of these companies by the authorities 
and that the management should be directed to issue instructions tv jts 
subordinates in accordance with such explanation.” We hope the Goyerp. 
ment will soon act upon the suggestion of this magistrate. Several of the 
Europeans coming to India for the purpose of making money think that it js 
bencath their dignity to obey the laws and regulations of this country like 
other people and that it is not necessary that they should do so. It is really 
regrettable that it has become necessary to point out to these people that 
their conduct is most unjustifiable and punishable under the law. One thin 

we have to specially note here is the systematic support which these railway 
officials receive, not only from their colleagues on the railway, but also 
Government officials, in setting the law at defiance. 


(:) Public Works. 


21. A correspondent to the Kisina Putrika, of the 16th August, in an articl 
on ‘* Water demanding price” writes :—Kanuv- 
mur 1s the last villaye that has to be irrigated 
by the Pulleru channel and yet it has been classed as B. ‘The ryots suffered 
from want of water for transplantation, and complained to the authorities, 
who told them that they would have water from the 25th July. I found 
soon after, the ryots busy holding counsels, collecting contributions and 
starting negotiations, with the result that so early as the 7th July their 
channel was full to the brim with water. 

This practice of systematic blackmailing is an open secret and the poor 
ryots that are victims to it are liable to punishment as abettors if they make 
bold to represent it to the authorities. It is clear to see who is the proper 
delinquent to be punished in such cases—the ignorant and hard-pressed ryots 
vr the educated and well-paid public servant. ‘I'he situation has however been 
a problem all along and I make this representation to the Government and 


the public through the columns of your paper, in view of a satisfactory 
solution thereof. : 


22. The Andhraprakasika, of the 27th August, in an article on ‘ Ryots’ 
meee eee grievances ” observes :—The ryots of Ganjam 
nee Gee represented to the Collector that crops were 

failing owing to the deficiency of water-supply in the Vadada canal of the 
Chicacole river and that there will be a great loss of revenue to the Gov- 
ernment, in the event of a failure of a proper supply of water. They were 
thereupon ordered to raise a bund across the river at their own expense and 
when the ryots were unable to get up the necessary funds, he arranged to 
advance them money under the Agricultural Loans Act. We cannot under- 
stand the justice of making the ryots suffer for the neglect of the Public 


Works Department whose timely action might have saved the need for such 
an expense. 


Water demanding price. 


(k) General. 


23. ‘The Swadesamitran, of the 18th August, writes :—Some time back 
astlities § . the Government issued an order sanctioning 
vile. ies for water-supply in five lakhs of rupees to District Boards for 


repairing and maintaining in a sound condition 
the fresh water wells in villages. It was suggested that this amount should 
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be utilised in putting up musonry structures around the biggest fresh water 
wells in villages and supplying these wells with pumps, so that it might be 
easy for the people to take out water therefrom. Now the Government wants 
ty ascertain beforehand how far the villagers will be prepared to use the 


water from these wells and whether the village staff will be able to look after 
these wells. With this ead in view, it has decided to trv this as an experi- 
ment in certain selected districts and the districts now chosen are Chingleput, 
Xellore, Chittoor, North Arcot, South Arcot and Salem. 

The present suggestion of the Government of Madras clearly shows the 
‘uterest it takes in the improvement of sanitation in villages and we need 
not point out that this interest is the outcome of the efforts of Lord Hardinge. 
The Government of India can only render pecuniary help. The responsi- 
bility of utilising the amounts so granted rests on the Provincial Govern- 
ments. In discharging this responsibility, these Governments should realise 
the new spirit that has arisen among the people and proceed with confidence 
and courage. The Government of Madras.is unnecessarily. suspicious in 
working out any new scheme for the benefit of the people. It shows 
unnecessary caution on the part of this Government to have selected only 
six districts to try an experiment in the matter of preserving the water of 
village wells. It might have been true some time back that people in 
villages would hesitate to use the water of wells guarded as described above. 
But it cannot be true any longer. The people ure already accustomed to use 
pipe water in many places and so there is no reason to fear that they will not 
use the water pumped out of village wells. Moreover, the constant efforts 
made in the matter of sanitation have made the people realise that it will be 
tu their interest to follow such methods. Though the ordinary people may 
not understand the necessity and importance of observing sanitary ner they 
will be made to do so by the example and advice of the cultured few who 
understand them. As, however, the Presidents of the selected District 
Sourds are to report about the results of this experiment at the end of the 
year, we may hope that this desirable suggestion will be carried out in all 
the districts next year at least. 


24. The Swadesamitian, of the 23rd August, says:—We see that Lord 
Crewe has proposed certain reforms in connec- 
tion with appeals for mercy submitted to the 
Viceroy by those sentenced to hanging in 


Appeals to the Viceroy in 
eases of murder. 


cases of murder. According to the present rules, it 1s only in cases in which. 


the conviction of one excites a good deal of popular comment that the local 
Government is bound to forward a petition for mercy to the Viceroy. We 
entirely agree with Lord Crewe in thinking that this is a most unsatisfactory 
rule. What connection is there between justice and popular opinion’? So 
lord Crewe has now proposed that appeals for mercy should be sent up to 
the Viceroy in every case in which one is sentenced to death by an appellate 
court at the instance of a provineial Government. This applies only to 
appeals, in cases in which the accused had been acquitted originally, but 
tried again at the instance of the Government and convicted. We wish 
very much that it were made applicable even to appeals submitted by men 
who are sentenced to hanging otherwise than on a revision ~~. put in 
by the Government. We would suggest another change also. The rule 
that appeals for mercy should be sent up so as to reach the Viceroy 24 hours 
before the date fixed for the execution, may be changed. If an uccused 
setenced to death appeals for mercy by wire, the date of éxecution may be 
postponed till after orders are passed by the Viceroy, even though the formal 
appeal may not reach him 24 hours before the date fixed for the execution. 


25. Referring to the remarks of the Sessions Judge of Nellore ong. 

the order issued by Mr. R. Ramachandra Rao 
to the Deputy Magistrate of Kavali with refer- 
ence to the apprehended riot at Kovur, the Swadesamitran, of the 18th August, 
observes :—In the course of this order, the District Magistrate saya: ‘ The 
J)puty Magistrate should not care for the remarks of the people. If he finds 
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them inclined to riot, he will order them to be shotdown. ‘The very first 
fire should be effective.’ We entirely agree with the Sessions Judge in hij< 
view that this order is justified neither by law nor by the facts of the case 
We have always the best opinion about Mr. Ramachandra Rao and he js 
known to be a capable officer, svinpathising with the people. So we fear 
that, in issuing strict orders like this, he might have anticipated the view oj 
the Government. When, some years back, a riot occurred in Guntiir, the 
Government found fault with Mr. Kershasp, the Parsi Sub-Collector of th. 
division, for not having opened fire on the rioters, and reduced him to the 
grade of an Assistant Collector. Mr. Kamachandra Rao might have had this 
in mind when he issued this order. But we will never concede that he was 
justified in ordering the people to be shot down at the very outset. 


96. The Bharatamata, of the 20th August, in its leader on “ Christian 
places of worship ” writes:—When questioned 
on this subject, Mr. Montagu, in his recent 
speech in the House of Commons, could not but admit that Indian revenues 
are being spent for the erection and maintenance of the Christian places of 
worship in this country, and that this help was extended not only to the 
Protestant but also to all the other Christian churches. He vindicates ths 
policy on the ground, which is obviously absurd, that it is the duty of the 
Government to provide Christian officers with places of religious worship. 
Not to speak of the various other creeds and sects current in India, for which 
it would evidently be impossible on the part of the Government to provide 
places of religious worship, we should like to know what steps have been 
taken, in pursuance of this policy, to provide the Indian officers and students 
in England with places of religious worship. We are sorry that this question 
has never engaged the attention of the Government, who are _ lavishly 
expending Indian money for various other ends. This is the evil of the lack 
of effective Indian control over Indian finance. 


27. A leader in the Manvrama, of the 22nd August, criticises severely 
: the action of a vaccinator of North Malabar in 
_ Complaint against a vaccimator serving a notice endorsed by his superior on 
in North Malsber. the wife of a Nambudripad to produce: her 
child at a shop for the purpose of vaccination. The said Nambudripad is the 
wealthiest landlord in North Malabar and the Nambudri women observe 
a strict purdah system. ‘The attention of the President of the Local Board 
has been already drawn to the matter and it is hoped he would take serious 
notice of the officers concerned with a view to prevent the possibility of 
a recurrence of such indiscreet conduct of the officers of the vaccination 
department. 


Christian places of worship. 


IIT.— LrGisLation. 


28. The Bharatamata, of the 20th August, has the following article in 
The Medical Reeistration Bill English :-—“ It is already known to most of our 

eee a ‘readers that a Bill to compel medical prac- 
titioners to have their names registered as such before they actually practice, 
was introduced into the Legislative Council by the Hon’ble Dr. T. M. Nair. 
The Bill is now under the consideration of His Excellency the Governor in 
Council. It is time that all interested in the welfare of our country should 
bestow due attention and give out their opinion. 

‘“* The first that offers itself for our consideration is the question how far 
such a measure 1s’ now necessary. 

‘‘ Persons absolutely free from diseases are nowhere. Even the best 
constitutions now and then fall ill. Some disease or some physical dis- 
arrangement ails all men at one time or other during the lifetime. Medical 
aid is absolutely necessary to humanity and it is even more so to our 
countrymen, as they are visibly deteriorating in every aspect, and especially 
in the upkeep of their health. People are more victims to various diseases 


now than some time back, and the call for the doctor is increasing on au 
alarming scale. 
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«The medical aid now available to prescribe, and treat (?) the patients 
niv be broadly divided into two classes—English and Ayurvedic. The 
nelish medicine 1s administered by Surgeons, Assistant Surgeons and Sub- 
\sistant Surgeons, as public servants. tiraduates in Medicine of various 
ipiversities have been administering private relief to patients, who go to 
‘hem, but such graduates are very few. The general tendency of the times 
ty go to law to swell the number of the already idle and know-not-what-to- 
jo lawyers. Medical gradvates are wanting here. But under the existing 
conditions they are available only in towns and the fees they levy to visit 
and prescribe are rather high even for average families living in towns. 
Noctors of English medicine are rarely to be found in villages, for a poor 
villager cannot afford to pay the doctor’s demands. Moreover it is a current 
lief among villagers and even in townsmen that native medicine is far 
more eficacious than English medicine. \Ve do not want to be misunder- 
stood here. Wedo not say which is more efficacious, but make this plain 
tatenent as to the current belief. All doctors, be they English or French, 
European or American, Auyurvedic or Unani, are (were) experimenters. 
There are cases in which native medicine brought back so to say life, where 
English doctors gave up the case as hopeless. The general belief is that 
native medicine, prepared scrupulously in accordance with the procedure 
aid down in the Ayurveda, is far more efficacious than English medicine, 
aud belief goes far more in curing a patient of his disease than the best 
medicine prescribed by the best doctor but taken in hesitatingly. 

“ One obvious disadvantage that is on the heels of this Bill if it is passed 
into law is the preferment of the few English doctors. Few doctors are so 
philanthropic as to take trouble with patients without remuneration and 
consequently the fees levied by them will rise enormously owing to the 
pressure of their work. Under these circumstances it is higly desirable that 
this Bill should not become a law so soon. 

‘It is a happy sign of ‘the times that Ayurvedic colleges are opened in 
some important places. We are fortunate in having one in our own 
residency, we mean that one under our distinguished Pandit D. Gopala 
Achari. ‘The aristocracy and the rich of our Presidency, we hope, will soon 
consider the importance of the step taken by the Ayurveda Marthanda 
Bishagmani and soon open colleges for the study of the native medicine. 
When students with some experience in medicine in these colleges come out 
and practice and give relief to the patients we may expect considerable good 
fron them. A step such as this Bill may be taken then. But to pass this 
al! on a sudden, to prevent the present practitioners who are now giving relief 
ty patients on cheap rates, and to increase the importance of the few medical 
graduates, even by compelling people in an indirect way to seck their assist- 
ance unwillingly would in our belief be a step far from prudent for the 
veneral welfare of the country at large”. 


IV.—NaTIvE STATES. 


29. The Sasilekha, of the 26th August, in an article on ‘ The spread of 
education in Mysore” writes:—In spite of 
the indifference of the Government of India 
with regard to the problem of education, we are glad to note that the benevo- 
lent Maharajas of this country have been pleased to do their best to give to 
their subjects compulsory free elementary education. Arrangements were 
already made in Baroda for this purpose, and similar arrangements, we are 
glad to hear, are being made in Mysore. 


30. In the course of a leading article on this subject the Sadhvi, of the 

22nd August, writes :—The allotment of 1°61 
The Mysore Budget. lakhs under Education remained unutilised at 
the close of the year. The reason for this appears to be that the authorities 
concerned were so fully engrossed in deliberations alone that they had hardly 
any time left for practical action. Besides this, the special capital grunt of 
49 lakhs has also been allowed to lapse. It behoves the Government 
therefore to enquire whether these lapses are not the result of dilatoriness on 
the part of the officials concerned. The Government have accumulated a 
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surplus of 3 crores and 70 lakhs of rupees in the course of the last 33 yey. 
But we are unable to say that they have been very Judicions in “the., 
accumulations. ‘The restoration of the minor and major tanks of the Sta;,. 
should have been made the first charge on its revenues. In this respect t}, 
(Jovernment have shown gross indifference. Again village as well as toy, 
conservancy should have received closer attention. The gigantic schemies oj 
the type of the Marikanvé project have entailed enormous expenditure «y 
abel the Government are able to obtain hardly 1 per cent. interes, 
Even here dilatoriness and want of foresight are visible. His Highness th), 
Maharaja however was a minor when this reckless expenditure was incurre, 
Now that His Highness is taking a personal interest in all the affairs of 1), 
State there can no longer be any room for such improvidence. 


Writing on the same subject, the Vokkaligara Patrike, of the 27th August, 
observes :—The receipts under Excise show an increase of Rs. 3,52,(:00 over 
the estimates. This tells us that the people are becoming more and more 
largely addicted to drink. When we have on all sides abundant proofs of th. 
solicitude of the Government to promote the matcrial as well as the moral 
well-being of the people, we are naturally eager to see what steps the 
Government will take in order to check this growth of intemperanee. But we 
must not fail to take into aceount the fact that there has been similar increase 
in the receipts of some of the other departments as well. Provision has 1 
doubt been made for investigating into the causes of the decrease in the 
population of the Malnad tracts. But we doubt whether any appreciable 
result can be attained with so small an allotment. We heartily congratulate 
the Government on the liberality with which they provide money for thi 
economic development of the State. But to have to spend more than the 
income can be no healthy sign of advancement and we hope the Government 
will pay due attention to this aspect of the situation. 


V1I.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


31. The Swadesamitran, of the 18th August, says:—In the House ot 
Commons, Mr. Montagu sharply rebuked 
Mr. McNeill for asking a question reflecting 
on the competency of Messrs. Pundit Lal and 
Stuart, Chief Judges in Oudh. Mr. Montagu declared that they were on the 
Bench because the Government of India and Lord Crewe were in every way 
satisfied that they were fitted for the responsibilities of that office. He added 
that such reflections upon british Judges would not be permitted in the 
Commons and claimed for Indian Judges the same immunity from unfounded 
attacks. This statement of Mr. Montagu will be received with satisfaction 
throughout India. The impartial and conscientious administration of justice 
by Judges in India forms one of the important bases for the quietude of 
British rule in India and the loyalty of the people towards it. ‘The Indians 
have complete confidence in their Judges. It is really strange that an 
experienced man of the stamp of Mr. McNeill should have made disparaging 
remarks about Indian Judges. However, the timely rebuke of Mr. Montagu 
will give satisfaction to the Indians. 


32. Adverting to the reply given by Sir James Meston, the Lieutenant- 
Governor of the United Provinces, to the 
Muhammadan deputation that waited upon 
him, the Swadesamitran, of the 19th August. 
says :—Though we do not know what representations were made by this 
deputation, it is clear from the reply of Sir James Meston that they requested 
that the demolished portion of the mosque should be rebuilt. He said that 1t 
was not possible to have this done. and added: ‘‘ Had we met some weeks 
ago and discussed the matter as today, I cannot say what the result might 
have been, but the whole state of affairs has been altered by the events of the 
drd August. Without in any way anticipating the results of the judicial 
enquiry about the riot, it is my clear duty to proceed on the principle that 
the Government cannot accept or appear to accept the dictation of force. 
You know the ‘British Government is no wanton destroyer of your sacré 
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iuildings. It has preserved, restored and beautitied many Muhammadan 
monuments of which you are most proud.” We do not think that this reply 
would have given any satisiaction either to the deputation that waited upon 
the Lieutenant-Governor or to the Muhammadan community in general. 
The Muhammadan leaders would not have waited in deputation upon Ilis 
H{onour, if they entertained the idea that the British Government was a 
wanton destroyer of their. sacred structures. It is the knowledge that the 
Government has been pursuing a policy of non-intervention in the matter of 
religion and the faith that it would not hesitate to repair the mischief 
‘nadvertently caused by its officials at Cawnpore that made the Muhammadan 
loaders approach him. A rupture between the Government and the people in 
India is caused more often by the tenacity of the English officials in trying 
t) maintain the prestige of the Government at any cost. It is thought that 
it is derogatory to the Government to act according to the opinion of the 
people. In England and other western countries it is the will of the people 
that is law. But in India it is thought to be derogatory to the prestige and 
strength of the Government to yield to the wishes of the ople, however 
carnest they may be about any matter and however much they may agitate 
about it. Sir James Meston said that, if the Government acted on the sugires- 
tion of the Muhammadan leaders, it would lead to misgovernment and chaos. 
We cannot believe tlis fora moment. On the other hand, we think that it 
would increase the loyalty and affection of the people towards the British 
kaj. Nevertheless we would ask our Muhammadan brethren to have a little 
pitience. Since many days have not passed by after the riot at Cawnpore, the 
Government is unwilling to have the demolished portion of the mosque 
rebuilt. After the lapse of some time, the Government itself may come to a 
different conclusion, after calmly thinking over the matter, and decide to 
have the mosque rebuilt in order to wipe out all trace of an event which tends 
tu affect the loyalty of the Muhammadans towards it. 


33. The Swadesamitran, of the 26th August, cites the example of Japan, 
which is fostering her own industries by levy- 
ing high import duties on articles reccived 
froin other countries and prays that the British Government may adopt a 
similar course and help the development of the Indian industries by levying 
an port duty on foreign goods coming into the country. 


34. The Sesilekha, of the 22nd August, concludes a short article on the 
recent speech in the Parliament of Sir Andrew 
Viugate (?), K.c.1.B, thus:—The Indians 
cannot but feel sorry for such remarks coming from a man who for the last 
30 years occupied very high positions in the Bombay Presidency. No doubt 
itis true that there are foolish men and women in India as in England, but 
to say that they are so barbarous as to demand the six iniquitous privileges 
relerred to by him 1n his speech, is highly unjust. We request the Secretary 
of State for India to keep watch over such Anglo-Indians as are working 
avainst the Indian interests and who, while eating the Indian salt, do not 
scruple to endanger the Indian progress by uttering deliberate lies. 


35. The Kistna Patrika, of the 16th August, in its leader on “ Mr. 
Montagu’s speech” writes:—When there are 
so many facilities provided for the representa- 
tives of the people to bring their grievances to the notice of the Government, 
and for the officers of the Government, from the Collector to the Secretary of 
State for India, to redress those grievances, the existence of an irresponsible 
body, like the India Council, is quite unnecessary. It is a fact: to be 
rerretted, therefore, that instead of altogether abolishing such a Council, it is 
only contemplated to reduce its strength. 

We are however glad to hear of the establishment of a State bank. 
Hitherto the money of the Governnient is invested in the Banks of Madras, 
Bombay and Calcutta, at a very low rate of interest. But with the estab- 
lishment of the State bank, the Indian revenues can profitably he invested in 
it, and utilized for Indian purposes. ‘This establishment of a State bank was 
Tecommended by the Fowler Committee two decades ago, but like all such 
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beneficial recommendations it has been neglected. A bank has alread, 
been established in Baroda, and one is about to be established in Mysore, x, 
that it may be said that even in this matter the Native States are leading 
the way. 

Reviewing the same speech, the Desamata, of the 20th August, ¢op- 
cludes its leader thus:—Although there are some points in favour of |}, 
Indians in his speech, it must be noted that it is, on the whole, highly dis. 
appointing to the Indians. ‘There is no reference to the granting of more 
privileges to the Indians. 


36. The Andhraprakasika, of the 23rd August, concludes its leader « 4 
suggestion ”? thus:—Only when the amount oj 
a promissory note, ‘a receipt, or a document 
exceeds Rs. 20, one anna stamp isto be affixed to the document. But this 
rule is not observed in the case of cheques drawn upon banks for which one 
anna stamp is affixed whatever may be the amount thereof. It does not stand 
to reason and is certainly a great loss to the depositors. To obviate this evil, 
it is suggested thatthe banks should issue to each of their depositors two 
distinct cheque books, one containing stamped cheques and the other unstamped 
ones, so that the depositor may use whichever 1s necessary for his purpose. 


$7. In the course of a leading article dwelling on the disabilities imposed 
a a on Indians in South Africa, the Mysore Star, vi 
: the 25th August, writes:—The restrictions 
imposed on the Indian settlers by the South Arican Government are of so 
degrading a character that no human being will ever consent to them. ‘The 
leaders of these Indians therefore are determined to offer passive resistance 
and defy these laws even at the risk of having to suffer imprisonment. The 
Indians are by no means an insignificant race. They are not a savage 
people who have risen to prominence only recently, ‘They have the proud 
privilege of being the subjects of His Britannic Majesty. ‘They prove them- 
selves to be in no way inferior to their ruling race; they aspire to self- 
government and are gradually acquiring the capacity to realise this ambition. 
How bold then must be the people who, themselves belonging to the rulin 
class, dare to treat such a race as these Indians as worse than wild beasts! 
The greater the oppressiveness from these immigration restrictions on the 
South African Indians the greater will be the harm to the prestige of the 
British as the protectors of the Indians. If a territory like South Africa 
were under the suzerainty of a State like Turkey and if similar restrictions 
had been imposed on the British subjects there, would the British authorities 
have shown the same indifference that we now see in regard to the Indians? 


Is this after all the return for the unparalleled loyalty of the Indians to their 
British rulers ? 


38. The Swadeshubhimani, of the 22nd .August, in a leading article, 
giving a summary of Mr. Montagu’s recent 

speech on the Indian Budget, observes :—Some 
time ago ina meeting of the fanart Legislative Council the Hon’ble Mr. 
Gokhale had urged the reduction of the present excessive expenditure on the 
army in India and Sir Fleetwood Wilson, the Finance Member at the time, 
had replied that this question was under the consideration of the N icholson 
Committee specially appointed for the purpose ; and the people had centred 
vreat hopes in these words of the Finance Member. But from what we 
could gather from the Under Secretary’s speech as the result of the 
Nicholson Committee there is hardly any probability of the army expendi- 
ture being reduced. Here are our hopes thus shattered at last, like those of 
a parrot awaiting the ripening of the pods of the cotton tree. We have 
herein one more instance of the futility of expecting any good results from 


these committees. Provision is now being made for military aviation to the 
extent of £20,000. |

2. The Madras Standard, of the 4th September, writes:—‘‘ In the 
The Police of India latest number of the dAsiate Review, ‘ Viator’ 
2 deals with ‘ Indian Police Reform’ which it is 
needless to state is a faithful echo of the Anglo-Indian views and a specious 
apology on behalf of the Indian Police. . . . . The oft-répeated Anglo- 
Indian explanation is trotted out not without extra-coloring given to it. The 
inhabitants of a village, says the writer, absolutely refuse to give information 
or evidence and will ay any one connected with the crime away so as to 
prevent his giving evidence. ‘The first portion of it may have some truth in 
it, but the second is an unwarranted libel: As for refusing to give informa- 
tion, who is responsible for it? ‘The Police themselves. . Many instances 
have been cited in these columns in which those who offered to give informa- 
tion have been clapped into jail, because the Police either could not or were 
too lazy to make use of it for further investigation. Sometime ago, even so 
‘taunch an apologist of the Indian Police, as the Englishman, had to raise a 
protest against such methods. It is no wonder then that the villagers think 
twice before they give any information to the Police. 
‘The second reason the writer gives is, however, a true one. The 
statistical method of judging detection work is, in no small measure, responsible 
tor the abuses at present prevailing in the department. This test, however, 
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has come to be discredited and we are glad that the principle of judging 
efficiency by the ratio of convictions as to cases and persons no more obtains 
Things have greatly improved, although there is much room still for improve. 
ment. But the people in the west should be warned against taking as try, 
all the nonsense that is being uttered against the people of India as being 
unwilling to aid ‘the administration of criminal justice. Confidence bree, 
confidence and if the Police will take the people into confidence, we have 1, 
doubt that it will be reciprocated.”

Sept. 5th, 1913. ‘A more scathing condemnation of the terms of the Indian Press Act of 
1910 cannot be made than is contained in the judgment of the Chief Justice. 
shel Upon the merits of the case Sir Lawrence Jenkins finds that the 
notification is defective in a material particular and His Lordship said that 
but for section 22 of the Act ‘it would (in my opinion) be our duty to hold 
that there had been no legal forfeiture. That section, however, provides that 
every declaration purporting to be made under the Act shall, against all 
persons, be conclusive evidence that the forfeiture therein referred to has 
taken place. The result is that, though I hold the notification does not 
comply with the provisions of the Act, still we are (in my opinion) barred 
from questioning the legality of the forfeiture it purports to declare.’ This 
seems a startling and stultifying construction of the law. It seems to us with 
all respect that the conclusive nature of the notification should not be held to 
operate against the authority which is expressly empowered by the Act to 
examine its correctness and propriety, viz., the High Court. (Otherwise, 
what is to become of the power vested in the High Court to interfere? 
. . . . A piece of legislation striking at the root of a fundamental 
popular right, which was hatched in a hurry and was rushed through to its goal 
in the teeth of great popular opposition did not deserve a better fate than to 
be thus exposed by the highest judicial tribunal in the country. ie « 
His Lordship has in one passage of his judgment clearly reduced the terms 
of the Act to a reductio ad absurdum. . . , . It is needless to say any 
more than that the judgment of the Special Tribunal of the Calcutta High 
Court has placed in an unenviable plight the authors and supporters of the 
Indian Press Act and the notification declaring the forfeiture of the pamphlet 
entitled Come over into Macedonia and help us ; while it has left Mr. Muhammad 
Ali without a stain on his character, according to the judgment of the High 
Court, it is also probably a blessing in disguise to the larger public, who are 
interested in maintaining the liberty of the Press.”

It might also be 

a fact that the appointment of a junior has raised a protest from the seniors 

In service. . . . . The best way, out of this tangle, if the temporary 

vacancy is not to be left unfilled, is to appoint a vakil from the front rank of 
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the practising vakils at the High Court Bar. In the latter case it is needless 
to point out that the Government should take into consideration not only the 

.. seniority and ability of their nominee, but also the public work to his credit 
and the public confidence enjoyed by him.” 


The West Coast Spectator, of the 3rd September, remarks :—‘“ It is ¥#t Coser Sracrarea, 
rumoured in well-informed circles that an attempt is being made in certain sept 3rd. 1908. 
quarters to get a civilian appointed to the vacancy on the Hight Court Bench. 
We trust that there 1s no truth in this rumour. The High Court must as far 
as possible be manned by barrister and vakil Judges, for obvious reasons. 
eo We hope that Lord Pentland will not be a party to.the appoint- 
ment of a civilian, and that no surprises will be sprung upon us by pitch- 
forking @ practically junior civilian or vakil into the vacancy. There has 
been an inordinate delay in filling up the vacancy. It is not good that it 
must be delayed any longer, for, appointments of the kind should never be 
made the subject-matter of long-drawn out comments, conjunctures and 
rumours.

“In his budget speech, Mr. Montagu referred Sept. and. 4918. 


oe missions and Indian to the work of private agencies in the develop- 
education. _._ ment of education in this country. This 
appreciation has been utilised in some quarters to urge the need for greater 
assistance to Christian missions by the Government of India, on the plea 
that the former are responsible for the growth and continuance of private 
enterprise in Indian education. . . . . If these missions had continued 
ty do their work without any other intentions except the educational 
progress of our country, we would certainly have been more grateful to them. 
Perhaps, the claim, that they alone are responsible for our national progress, 
especially in the case of the growing love for social service, is also res- 
ponsible for the cold reception which the activities of the missions now 
receive in many places. Of late this last question has been much to the front 
and few will be surprised to find that Mr. Montagu’s speech has been taken 
to repeat the praises that our missionary friends are sometimes in the habit 
of showering on themselves. In the current number of the Nineteenth Century, 
Mr. Geoffrey Cookson—a, person not well known in these parts—puts in a 
strong plea for assisting more liberally the missions that are carrying on 
educational work in India. . . . . Mr. Cookson contends that mis- 
siunary institutions should be more liberally supported because they give 
religious education. He wants that the Government ‘should serve the 
spritual needs of India’ and make the University ‘the shrine of patriotism.’ 
(‘an any more ridiculous appeal be made? ‘The writer is here asking the 
Government to join hands with the missions in preaching Christianity in 
India. He does not, of course, say this in so many words; but that is 
exuctly what he is aiming at in all his arguments. . . . . Mr. Cookson 
makes another most ridiculous claim in his article He thinks that the 
Christian teaching in our missionary institutions is doing great service to us. 
In fact, to his mind, it satisfies ‘the spiritual needs of India.’ We do not 
think that outside the missionary circle, any will give even the most casual 
consideration to that statement. Our missionary friends have been repeat- 
edly told that the Indian student attends the spiritual classes, not because 
he finds any interest in them, but simply because he has no other alternative. 
Let a conscience clause be enacted in this country. The next day, we are 
sure, the benches in the spiritual class of a missionary institution will be 
more empty than those of the House of Commons on the India budget night. 
‘eae In regard to the claim that the teaching in a Christian institu- 
tion is on the whole more wholesome to the character of the student, the less 
sail the better. Do our missionary friends want us to believe that the 
student coming out of the Fergusson and the many able Government Colleges 
are inferior in their moral character to those coming out of even the best of 
the missionary institutions in India? We hope not and we know that no 
such claim has been advanced.”

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6. The Madras Standard, of the 4th September, remarks :— The Times 
. has again thrown its columns open to the 
The Directorship of Public ginister and selfish agitation that is being 
engineered by some interested parties in regard 
to the appointment of Mr. Hornell, or snall we say, the passing over of the 
claims of Professor James. Persons who are not aware of the tactics of our 
Anglo-Indian friends may not realise why Sir Alfred Croft should have taken 
2() days to publish a criticism of Lord Crewe’s speech in the House of Lords, 
which we published on Saturday last. Sir Alfred was obviously waiting for 
this speech to reach India so that his ‘ weighty’ criticisms, which, he was 
sure, would be cabled to this country, might be better understood in the light 
of the full text of the debate that Lord Ampthill raised in Parliament on 
behalf of the claims of Professor James. That the whole 2 ge is not for 
the sake of any principle is plain from the ‘ noble lord’s’ speech. He 
referred to Professor James as the senior member of the Bengal Educational 
Service and Lord Crewe in his apologia did not correct even this mistake. 
Perhaps His Lordship too was ignorant of the existence of any members 
senior to Professor James, or more probably, he did not think it necessar 
to refer to them as he must have known that all this fuss was being created on 
behalf of only the third member of the Service. Though Sir Alfred has used 
the'strongest language at his disposal, his letter will not find any support 
from the people of this country. ‘They have long ago been convinced of the 
vicious nature of the agitation and all his threats about the ruin of the Edu- 
cational Service are at best only hollow. . . . . As we have often 
pointed out, the injustice has really been done to Indians and not to any 
Europeans. The Government should not have passed over the claims of the 
two senior Indian members cf the service. Perhaps, \the Governments of 
Bengal and India thought that by appointing Professor James or any other 
European member of the Educational Service the feelings of the Bengalis 
might be roused and serious discontent might be caused, Now they must 
have realised that they acted foolishly in refusing to do justice to the children 
of the soil, We cannot in this connection understand the silence of the 
Bengali press. It is very sensitive on questions far less momentous and yet it 
has passed over a substantial case of injustice done to two\ of Bengal’s best 
educational officers. We hope that at least. the present performance of Sir 
Alfred Croft will rouse them from their strange indifference.” 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


7. The South Indian Mail, for the week ending 1st September, has the 
_  following:—‘‘ Quite a sensation has been 
_ The construction of balconies Caused by a recent order of the Government 
in Madura. of Madras (G.O. No. 1258 M., Mis., dated 30th 
June 1913) which upheld the order of the Collector of Madura who perma- 
nentiy refused permission for the construction of balconies in front of new 
buildings. The effect of this ill-advised measure on those who loved the 
luxury of having balconies attached to their houses and on the public of 


‘Madura who are now, more than ever, keenly interested in municipal affairs, 


is sufficiently stunning. . . . - The Collector has chosen to take a 
drastic measure which practically divests the Municipal Council of all its 
powers while the District oe Act itself remains unamended. The 
whole position is extremely ludicrous and likely to end in a series of 
law-suits. In this connection it may be interesting to note that the Advocate- 
General in his opinion, recorded in G.O. No. 454 M., dated 21st March 
1903, states that it is not open to Government to frame a rule which ties up 
the hands of the Municipal Council in the matter of permitting permanent 
encroachment on public streets. 


‘‘'There is also another side of the whole question which should not be 
ignored. On the strength of the recommendation of the Council a number 
of people have erected balconies in anticipation of the sanction of the 
Collector which was as a matter of course obtained during previous years. 
‘The executive now orders that the balcony must be destroyed. Whom is the 
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house-builder to obey —the executive order or the Municipal Council, who is 
to pay compensation for the loss incurred. Sub-section 3 of section 16 


po oe 


of the District Municipalities Act says that if such p 
shall have been lawfully made, the Municipal Council shall make reasonable 
compensation to every person who suffers damage by such removal or 
alteration! Since the District Municipalities Act is not yet amended the 
supposition is, that they are still in force, and it is extremely doubtful 
whether the Municipal Council can submit to frequent executive interference. 
The Madura Municipal Council has unfortunately still further complicated 
the issues by passing a resolution in its recent meeting handing over the 
balecony-builder to the tender mercies of the executive. Thus a strange 
and unique situation has been created. The Municipal Council is shorn 
of an important privilege. House-builders are beginning to lose faith 
and confidence in the Municipal Council. There is again the worry and 
expense that may have to be incurred if disappointed people take it into 
their heads to institute law-suits to test the legality of the whole proceedings. 
In order to obviste any such difficulties we appeal in the interests of sound 
local self-government to the Government of Madras to reconsider their order 
and not to handicap the Municipul Council in the exercise of its powers 
rightly and legally invested under section 169 of the District Municipalities 
Act.” 

x. Lhe West Coast Spectator, of the 3rd September, writes: —‘*The question ¥#&* Coast Sractaron, 
of closing the Chalil dispensary has cropped up 
again, thanks to the zeal of the present Civil 
Surgeon of Tellicherry, Rio Sahib Raima Rao. 
Some time ago there emanated a proposal from the learned doctor to close the 
dispensary, but the good sense and public spirit of the councillors to whom a 
pointed appeal was made by the people of the locality prevailed, and it was 
decided to keep the very useful institution going. For reasons best known 
tv himself Dr. Rama Rao is ‘ at it again’ and he has gota formidable ally 
in the Collector of Malabar, Mr. C. A. Innes, who, it seems, visited the dis- 
pensary, fell in with Dr. Rao’s views and has now recommended its 
closure. . . . . The Collector and the Civil Surgeon are of opinion 
that a dispensary is not needed at Chalil. But, it must be remembered, that 
the people are the best judges of their own affairs, they are better qualified 
to speak abcut their own wants than anybody else. Moreover, the man who 
pavs the piper has the right to call the tune, and the people of Chalil have 
i right to demand that their dispensary shall not be abolished. We find that 
there is a general concensus of opinion against the Civil Surgeon’s proposal, 
aud that being the case it is the duty of the Councillors to support the 
people, rising above all personal considerations and influences that may be 
brought to bear upon them. They would be ill discharging their duties as 
the true representatives of the people and would be stultifying themselves 
were they to sign the death warrant of the Chalil dispensary. We hope the 
appeal the people of Chalil make to the Council will commend itself to them 
and that they will in a body stoutly oppose a proposal made to saatch away 
trom the people of Chalil a boon they have for long been enjoying.” 


The following appears in the Jndian Patriot of the 4th September ;-— [™max Paraor, 
“Tt would seem as if the hand of the expert should strike everywhere 
against the poor, for a wail comes from Tellicherry that a dispensary 
in one of the most congested and the most poverty-stricken part of the 
Municipality is about to be transferred elsewhere. ‘The dispensary has been 
in existence for 25 years, but it was found that its situation was not in healthy 
yuarters, and hence its abolition. The very proposal was brought forward 
a few years ago, but it was vetoed by the Council, because they felt that the 
ispensary served a very useful purpose where it was. In fact the Munici- 
pal Council could have looked upon it as a permanently temporary institution, 
for it is in the dirtiest and the poorest quarter, where local self-government 
has not yet carried the light of sanitation, and whence the expert has failed to 
drive out the annually visiting cholera. . . . . We understand that the 
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people of the locality affected, as well as all fair-minded people, are strongly 
exercised over the matter and unless something happens, local self-government 
will have been a source of annoyance to the people.” 


, In an article under this heading, the /ndian Patriot, of the 4t}, 
September, writes':—‘‘ We invite the attention, 
of the Government to a letter that we publish 
elsewhere detailing the circumstances under which a highly respected Nambu- 
dri lady was treated in an insulting manner by a vaccination official. The 
matter is serious enough for prompt enquiry and action. It isa great pity 
that having been entrusted with certain powers by the Government, these 
men should bring the Government into unpopularity by their vagaries. | 
the allegations made against the particular subordinate invoived are true, it 
behoves the Government to make a severe example of him, not only in the 
interests of discipline, but for its own interests. . . . . Ata time when 
in England the ‘conscience’ clause is more largely taken advantage of by 
people who have no faith in vaccination, itis highly objectionable that any 
unnecessary harshness in the administration of vaccination should be associ- 
ated with the Government of Madras. The Nambudris of Malabar are one 
of the most conservative people of the world, and they have—a majority oi 
them we are sure have—conscientious objection to vaccination. Instead of 
respecting that objection, it is strange that a subordinate, in the name of the 
Government, should have perpetrated the heinous crime of spreading a 
sensation among one of the most loyal and law-abiding of His Majesty’s 
subjects. A large majority of the. Nambudris would Jook upon the action of 
the subordinate as an insult offered to their womanhood, and the vernacular 
press of Malabar has been much excited over the incident. This is certainly 
an occasion when the Government ought to interfere and allay any alarm in 


a people, highly educated, but notoriously uniamiliar with what is termed 
the modern world.” 


10. Referring to the defeat of the Government of Bengal on a resolution 
proposed on the Ist instant by the Hon’ble Mr. 
Surendranath Roy, relating to the formation 
of a committee of officials and non-officials. to 
draw up 4 comprehensive scheme of sanitary reforms and assist the Govern- 
ment in putting it into effect, the Madras Siasdard, of the 5th September. 
says :—‘* It will be remembered that an identical resolution was moved in 
the Madras Legislative Council in March last, but it was lost as a result of 
the support of a few non-officials given to the Government which had, as 
in the case of Bengal, pleaded the non-utility of the proposed committee. 
Happily, the non-official members of the Bengal Council seem to have voted 
solidly in support of Mr. Roy's resolution and it was carried by a majority 
of only one, 43 persons voting in all. 

‘¢The Hon’ble Mr. Surendranath Rov moved his resolution in a very 
lucid speech and he seems to have anticipated the offtcial arguments which, 
though the resolution related only to Bengal, could not be different in 
substance from what they were in the Madras Legislative Council. In 
almost all the provinces, the local Governments were not able to spend last 
year the whole sanitary grant of the Supreme Government and this failure 
was not in any wav due to the superabundance of money placed at their 
disposal. Whatever might be the causes of the failure, the non-official 
members have now a moral right to demand that they should be allowed to 
attempt what the Government have admittedly failed to\perform.. Theo. 
avain, from the excuses advanced by the Government to explain their failure, 
it is plain that their difSculties are in no way temporary, nor are they 
solvable without the co-operation of the people. . . . . At the presen! 
time, the Government seldom take the people into their confidence and ~ 
the latter are \not in a position to understand why a certain course of actlo" 
is followed by them. This absence of autheatic information compels the 
non-oficial member tc move so many resolutions and if the Governm:!'' 
should change their policy, there would be a corresponding change 10 ' 
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attitude of the people. . . . . The reasons advanced by the Govern- 
ment spokesman in opposing the resolution are identical with those to 
which our Government gave expression in March. Mr. Huda. the Indian 
member of the Bengal Executive Council, feared that the proposed mixed 
committee might come into an undesirable conflict with the expert Sani- 
tarv Board. . . - . It is needless to point out that this fear is 
largely the creation of an overworked imagination. . . . . Another 
similarly hollow argument advanced by Mr. Huda was that the Government 
had sanctioned every sanitary scheme sent up by the local boards and 
recommended by the sanitary experts. The difficulty lav, he said, in the 
ucity of schemes that meet with the approval of the Sanitary Board. 
This is a steck argument with all local Governments. It is as old as 
British Rule in India and though it was long ago exploded, the tenacity 
with which the Government cling to it is certainly worthy of unstinting 
admiration. The hollowness of the argument lies in the fact that the local 
hourds are in every way most unfit to comply with the expectations of the 
Government. ‘They have no Sanitary Engineers at their command and the 
Sanitary Board, with its huge expert knowledge, find no difficulty at all in 
picking holes in the schemes sent up by the local boards. The Government, 
however, are never satisfied with this reply and considering their persistence 
in this respect, it is best to leave them in their ignorance and find out some 
other way of achieving our end. Under the present circumstanves, there 
seems to be only one way of doing it and that was done by Mr. Roy. His 
resolution has beer passed by the Council and it remains to be seen how the 
Government will give effect to it.” 


(/) Land Revenue and Seltlement.

with a population of forty-five millions—a little over that of Madras. 
Compared with the situation in this Presidency, Mr. Lloyd George’s figures 
read like astory in the ‘ Arabian Nights.’ We have only a handful of doctors, 
and only one medical college, and it is to be enacted that only those who 
have pessed through that college, or colleges similar to that, will be qualified 
medical practitioners. ‘That is the way we are getting on. The Government 
maintain or aid certain institutions which reach but a fraction of the popula- 
tion, and a large majority of the poor 1n villages have to shift for reall ne. vam 
There is no sickness bonefit at all; there is no medical benefit worth the name. 
In the country parts, all kinds of preventible diseases are silently borne by 
the people. Village physicians administer aid, but they are not properly 
organised, and to absolutely no control or discipline are they subject. Not 
only would the Government not multiply the medical colleges, but on the 
plea of being ‘ bogus,’ the ree medical institutions in Calcutta are to 
be abolished. We confess we look upon this move with alarm. — 
Without much money, an effective organisation of the Vatdyas and Hakim; 
could be made panel doctors in the Madras villages. . . . . More 
important than education is sanitation and medical relief— real sanitation, by 
which people get good water to drink and pure air to breathe. and not bad 
witer and sewage air, tampered with the scientific opinion of highly-paid 
experts, Lengal is at present protesting against the Government forcing a 
Sanitary Inspector down the throat of every unwilling Municipality. 
The Insurance Act is so worked that every pie paid by the people goes to 
them in the shape of medical benefit or sick benefit, the State bearing the 
cost of the establishment; in India a large portion of the amount spent for 
medical benefit is consumed as salary.” 


17. The Indian Patriot, of the 6th September, observes :—‘‘ The working 
a ial Bits hae : the Planters’ Labour Act in the districts of 
alabar and Nilgiris during the last year 1s 
remarkable for the large increase in the number of prosecutions, which 
means, so far as the public are concerned, annoyance and trouble to the 
poor. What we ask, and what we have always asked, is why the Indian 
coolies in plantations should thus behave. when, as a matter of tact, they are 
very poor and do not hesitate to cross the seas and to venture to unknown 
lands in search of livelihood. Why should there be so many prosecutions ° 
Why should there be any difficulty for the planters to keep their coolies, to 
bind them to their estates with the bonds of love? It is strange that in 
spite of good treatment there should have been so many prosecutions. Ii 1t 
is not bad treatment, it must be low salary or ill-health, something which 
forces a peaceful and law-abiding people to break the law and brave prosecu- 
tions? It is not right that the poor should not have freedom enough, and 
the story of those planter prosecutions is a discouraging feature indeed.”’ 
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IV.—Native Srattzs. 


18. The Malabar Herald, for the week ending the 30th August, writes :— 


; “Judging from the latest proceedings issued 
The Cochin Tenancy br by the Diwan of Cochin nh tees briefly the 
history of the agitation started since the Durbar had announced their inten- 
tion to take legislative action to define and improve the relations between the 
landlords and tenants in Cochin, it may be safely inferred that the Durbar 
have spoken the last words on this contentious Bill to sutisfy both the parties, 
chiefly the jenmies. The agitation has been so vigorously kept up, parti- 
cularly by: the jenmies, that it looked as if the Diwan was not given breathing 
time to go through the massive literature consisting of lengthy memorials, 
counter-memorials, newspaper criticisms and the representations of noisy 
deputations. Yet, with all these, the Diwan proved equal to the occasion, 
as he seems to have studied the question thoroughly as it developed by the 
pressure of public and individual criticisms. Within our inemory never in 
the annals of legislative activity has there been such a tremendous uproar on 
a legislative measure as there has been on the proposed land legislation in 
Cochin. Both the landlords and tenants strained their nerves to the utmost 
tension to get the draft Bill modified to meet their respective wishes, and 
probably there will be an end to the agitation when the committee that is to 
sit at Ernakulam from the 8th of September next shall have considered the 


modified Bill finally.” 


Writing on this subject, the West Coast Reformer, of the 31st August, 
says:—“ Another stage in the progress of the proposed land legislation in 
the Cochin State has been attained through the proceedings of the Diwan 
reconsidering and revising the draft Bill in the light of the criticisms received 
bv the Durbar in response to the notification, dated 29th January last. The 
proceedings under notice are in the nature of a judge’s “ summing up” for 
the jury, the instructions contained therein being intended for the special 
committee which will commence its sitting at Ernakulam in the Diwan’s 


office on anne | the 8th September. . . . . The revised draft bears 


evidence of the 


urbar’s anxious consideration for the interests of Jenmies and 
tenants.” 


19. The Hindu, of the 3rd September, writes :—‘“ The Government of 
Mysore have after all appoimted a committee 
to inquire into the circumstances of the terrible 
accident which took place in Edgars shaft, Mysore mine, on the 21st ultimo. 
a Many such disasters have occurred before, more or less gruesome 
in their effect; but we have not heard of committees having been deputed 
to make a thorough investigation, though such would appear to be the proper 
course in every case to follow. The unusually calamitous consequences of 
the accident, coupled with the circumstance that there were a few Kuropeans 
who also lost their lives, should have influenced the Mysore Government in 
taking this line this time. There is, we find, not even one non-official on the 
colmittee, and it is passing strange that the Mysore Government does not 
appear to know the advantages accruing from taking the public into their 
confidence. Most of the coolies working in the Kolar gold mines belong to 
this Presidency, and we fancy it would have been graceful if one from this 
residency had been chosen to serve on the committee. There are a number 
of important points which have to be thoroughly investigated by this prc) 
committee. . . . . In the interests of human life, it 1s absolutely 
necessary for this committee to make the inquiry as thorough and as detailed 
as possible, in order to ensure immunity to workmen in mines from accidents 
due to the breakdown or defective working of the machinery. The loss of 
life in this instance has been quite of an appalling kind ; but it is surprising 
that it has not aroused any feelings of indignation and sympathy among the 
Mysore public. One apparent reason for this phenomenon we have already 
alluded te, and the duty of safeguarding the interests of these foreign coolies 
lies all the more heavily -on the Government oz India who, we trust, will 
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realise their responsibilities and ask the Government of Mysore to do every- 
thing in its power to prevent such disasters. If we are not mistaken there 
would appear to be a tendency, among the authorities in Mysore, to look 
upon these occurrences as being in the nature of vi major, which no human 
forethought could in time foresee. We notice, from the report of the Chief 
Inspector of Explosives for 1912, that though there were 17 accidents durin 
that year involving the death of 15 persons in connection with the handling 
of explosives in underground blasting operations, prosecutions were under. 
taken only in three cases, though admittedly there were other cases in which 
more drastic action could have been taken by Government. Every endeavour 
should be made, every ingenuity should be availed of, to prevent the death 
of even a single human being and we can only hope that the committee will 
commence and conduct its inquiry in this spirit.” 


20. In a leader under the heading ‘‘ A Cochin sensation,” the Indian 
Patriot, of the 4th September, says :—‘‘ The 
A Cochin educational question. letter that we published yesterday from a 
Narakkal correspondent about the action of the 
Government of Cochin in subordinating educational interests in that place to 
the whims of a Bishop, demands an explanation from the authorities. In fact 
we could not believe the facts but that they came from a well-informed 
correspondent. These facts are that in a certain district in Cochin, contain- 
ing about forty thousand people, there were hitherto two schools—one aided 
lower secondary school and an English school for girls. In June of this year, 
the yogam of the Narakkal church on behalf of the people of Vypeen begged 
the Government of Cochin to take over the schools. ‘The Government took 
over the schgols, the Bishop of Ernakulam protested against Government 
taking over the schools, and the Government cancelled its previous order 
and ordered the headmaster to hand back the school. The people hearing 
of the Bishop’s protest wired to His Highness and his Diwan to stay any 
orders on the protest of the Bishop until they were heard, but, in spite of 
telegraphic appeal, the order was sent. We do not know why the Govern- 
ment of Cochin should be swayed hKe a reed in such a matter. 
The Government of Cochin did a meritorious act indeed when, in answer to 
such a cali, they took over the schools. But on the protest of a Bishop the 
mind of Government changes—what that protest sets forth we do not know, 
but it must have set forth some very serious considerations, for within five 
days of the issue of the order taking over the schools from the people, an 
order is issued to give back the school to the people. It would be of interest 
to know what it is that the Bishop of Ernakulam wrote in his protest that 
could unsettle a settled fact in less than a hundred hours. We hope it is no 
State secret on which depénds the stability of the State, but it must be 
something very serious, for not only do the Government of Cochin give back 
the schools to the people which they took from them but four days before, 
but also lay down the condition that if Government should ever take back 
the schools, the people must ‘ secure the consent of the Bishop of Ernakulam 
to close the existing schools’. . . . . We fear this incident is not in 
keeping with the trumpet sound that comes from the administration reports 
of Cochin about encouragement of education.” 


V1I.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


21. The United India and Native States, for the week ending 30th August, 
writes :—‘‘ That undisguised upholder of 
undiluted autocracy, Mr. V. P. Madhava Rao, 
is earning a cheap reputation as a patriotic leader in the counsels of the 
Indian National Congress party. In his portentous presidential address 
delivered at the Tanjore District Conference the other day he dwelt on the 
shortcomings of the I.C'S. men and on the stunting effects of the civilian 
bureaucracy on the progress of the people, forgetful all the while of the 
blighting effects upon popular aspirations of his own blundering admunistra- 
tive policy. Mr. Madhava Rao is still remembered in the Mysore Province 
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as the Diwan who, more than anyone else, was responsible for strangling the 
growth of those very aspirations, upon which he dilates with such a glaring 
‘nconsistency. It is true that in devising the notorious Mvsore Press regula- 
tions, Mr. Madhava Rao found a willing tool in that amiable mediocrity, 
Mr. Ananda Rao, but it 1s to Mr. Madhava Rao that the credit or the discredit 
oi that measure should be traced. The demolition of the compound wall of 
Mr. Doddanna’s school at Bangalore was an unequalled act of vandalism 
which covered Mr. Madhava Rao with a peculiar halo of glory while his 
scarcely veiled attempts to reduce the Representative Assemb! y to impotence 
are still fresh in the minds of the people of the Mysore Province. ‘That euch 
. ‘statesman’ with so many titles to glory should pose as a leader of the 
patriotic party and denounce the ‘ iniquities’ of the I.C.S. men is indeed a 
sight to make angels weep. . « We do not, of course, question the 
veneral correctness of Mr. Madhava Rao’s criticisms of the Anglo-Indian 
bureaucracy but we do hold that those criticisms emanate with a peculiarly 
bad grace from one who, when he was in power, was the embodiment of 
autocracy in its worst aspects. . . . . While finding fault with 
Mr. Montagu for his statements regarding the supposed antagonism of 
interests between the educated classes and the people at large, Mr. Madhava 
Rio makes the astounding, not to say, preposterous statement that there is 
no such thing as classes and masses in India. So, Vakil Raj and Brahman 
uggrandizement in the public services of the country are the veriest figments 
of Mr. Montagu’s imagination. In refutation of Mr. Madhava Rao’s reckless 
statement we would refer to the very conference at which his oration was 
delivered. ‘That conference, it is well known, represents a form of political 


activity which has for its objects the replacement, in certain respects of the 
ritish character of the administration by the domination of a particular 
caste (Brahmans) and a particular profession (Vakils). This being the case 
no amount of special pleading on Mr. Madhava Réao’s part will convince the 
British public that the party with whom he has chosen to associate now when 
lw has cast off the official harness is alone solicitous for promoting the real 


welfare of the masses.”’ 


Writing on this — the People’s Weekly, for the week ending the 
20th August. says:—‘* The weighty and well-considered pronouncements 
made by Mr. Madhava Rao have a twofold significance ; first, that they 
strive to clarify the clouded visions of the prejudiced Anylo-Indian, and 
secondly, that they seek to eradicate the idea that to talk of a forward step 
ior India in any direction is to create discontent.” 


The Weekly Chronicle, for the week ending 3lst August, remarks :— 
‘Ilad Mr. Madhava Rao reserved nearly all that he had said at the village 
of Shiyali for the session of the Congress to be held at Karachi in December 
next and had he devoted his address mainly to the discussion of the needs of 
Tanjore, it would have been more in keeping with the fitness of things. 
| We notice a sort of discursiveness in what Mr. Madhava Rao said. 
However, he struck the right note when he observed that the present was an 
ave of democracy, though the sentiment sounded somewhat strange from the 
mouth of him who was responsible for the Mysore Press Act. (ff course he 
is now ina position of greater freedom and less responsibility. We may 
however remark in passing that a free, responsible and enlightened press 1s 
the most effective instrument of democracy. Lord Morley’s reforms have 
introduced a democratic element into the Indian Government, though we 
cannot go so far as Mr. Madhava Rao in holding that they ‘gave it a 
democratic character.’ A Government from the Councils of which the bulk 
of the population are excluded has no democratic character about it. Lord 
Morley has certainly introduced a wise and beneficent change of which the 
consequences will be great and far-reaching. But, as Mr. Madhava Rao says, 
the district and the village remain untouched, and we cannot too often 
repeat John Bright’s celebrated saying that the people live in cottages. We 
are now in the legal age, and the class which has got any real influence with 
the Government is almost identical with the honourable and lucrative 
profession of law.”

Not a day passes without some passenger or other, 
knowing or ignorant, experiencing the hard knocks of the post, and it is 
strange that no arrangements should have been devised to secure to passen- 
gers immunity from this danger by either widening the space between the 
lines or by placing posts on the two sides of the road instead of in the centre.

We 
are certian that no substantial good can be achieved by relying on the 
Imperial Government for the redress of our grievances in South Africa. ‘lhe 
resent tension of feeling between the Government of Botha and General 
Ilertzog’s party will have made the Imperial Government exceedingly care- 
ful in interfering in South African politics. The defiant words of General 
Ilertzog may not have been so soon forgotten by the Imperial Government. 
The loyalty of Hertzog and his party to the Imperial Government may be 
unduly strained by any severe pressure from the latter regarding the Indian 
question. It is well known that the Indians can expect anything from the 
South African Government only during General Botha’s administration : 
and that General Hertzog and his party will be decidedly opposed to any 
amelioration of the condition of South African Indians. It is therefore verv 
unlikely that the Imperial Government will create active and powerful 
enemies like Hertzog by strongly upholding the cause of Indians. Any real 
benefit that may be derived by the South Africans can only come from the 
Government of India enacting some retaliatory legislation And if the 
Government of India will not move the South Africans have only to depend 
on themselves and their saintly leaders for the ultimate realization of their 
just hopes and demands. ‘That Mr. Gokhale can do anything towards the 
amendment of the Law in South Africa is an idle dream. His interference 
in South Africa politics has only tended to complicate the situation. Basing 
their false hopes on Mr. Gokhale’s magic tour in South Africa, the South 
African Indians had to stop their passive resistance movement and enter into 
4 truce with the treacherous South Africa Government.

(a) ‘Police. 


26. A correspondent in the Kerala Patrika, of the 30th August, draws 
the attention of the Government to the corrupt 
ways of certain Police officers who ingratiate 
themselves into the favour of some oppressive local magnates and act always 
in subservience to their wishes. ‘These magnates thus become formidable 
engines of oppression to the poor with the connivance of the Police, and they 
generally reward the Police for the help rendered to them by a share of what 
they extort from the poor people of the locality. Cases of theft, dacoity and 
even murder go undetected by the Police at the desire of these magnates, 
As they are wealthy and: influential people of the locality higher officers of 
the Police department are also sometimes taken in by the outward show of 
the oppressors. 

The correspondent exhorts the authorities to make without any delay 
a searching enquiry into the conduct of the subordinates of this description 
and not to be led by them to form a bad opinion of the people within their 


jurisdiction.

Ayyar during the period of his leave, the 
Swadesamitran, of the 29th August, remarks :—We have no objection to 
the foremost of the District Judges being elevated to the High Court Bench. 
But the Judge in whose place the present acting appointment is made was 
chosen from among the vakils. It may be that a District Judge has now 
been appointed to this vacancy, because it is only an acting one. We hope 
that, if the place becomes permanently vacant, a vakil will be appointed to 
it. However capable the District Judges may be, they cannot be expected 
to be as independent as vakils and this is borne out by past experience. If 
the Government of Madras thinks that there are not first-rate men in the 
Madras Bar, it will do well to send for an Indian Barrister or vakil from one 
of the other High Courts. . ‘The nomination of Mr. Justice Abdur Rahim has 
not proved unsatisfactory. 


In continuing its comments upon the same subject, the Swadesamitran, 
of the 30th August, says:—We learn that the rumoured appointment of 
Mr. C. V. Kunaraswami Sastriar is not true. The Hindu makes mention ot 
an attempt to get a civilian appointed to this post. This may be quite 
possible. Some of the Englishmen have grown to be jealous of the fact that 
the number of Indian Judges in the Madras High Court is increasing, and 
these people may be making the attempt referred to by the Hindu. Still, the 
Government is bound to make an impartial choice with a view to public 
advantage and we hope Lord Pentland will do so. We are at a loss to know 
why there is so much delay in filling up this vacancy.

(d) Education. 


30. The Kistnapairika, of the 23rd August, says in one of its sub-leaders 
that, there being only a limited number of 
seats in each college for certain subjects, in 
‘he Intermediate classes, some students find it impossible to secure 
admission into those; classes and prosecute their studies in the subjects for 
which they have an aptitude. In the Government College at Rajahmundry, 
there is no provision for all the groups of subjects being taught and there 
are not enough seats in respect of the groups for which provision has been 
made. In the Ceded districts, there is not even one college. Students have 
tv vo from district to district to get admission into the Intermediate class, 
and change, 1f necessary, the subject which they have first selected as the 
ome most congenial to them. It 1s regrettable that the Government, whose 
foremost duty is to impart education to their subjects, have not multiplied the 
umber of colleges in proportion to the increased demand for education. 
The Andhra students are the greatest sufferers in this respect. Even in 
Madras they are refused admission in the colleges on account of want of 
scats. The number of colleges in the Madras Presidency is very limited, 
when compared with the number in the Bengal Presidency. The Andhra 
country can afford to do without a Medical College, a Teachers’ College, an 
Engineering College or a Commercial College; but it is quite unsatisfactory 
and very disgraceful that there are not a sufficient number of Arts Colleges 
init. It is therefore necessary, says the paper, that the Andhra Conference 


should draw the attention of Government to this matter and request them to 
do the needful. 


31. In the course of a leading article the Satyadeepike, of the 27th 
August, writes :—We are glad to see that the 
Government have of late been paying increased 
attention to the physical well-being of school-children. In this connection 
we have a suggestion to offer. Regular physical exercise in the shape of 
“ymnastics or sports has no doubt an excellent value by itself which the 
“Inspecting officers can at no moment afford to ignore. But it would be 

well to remember that these schools contain the children of rich as weil as 
por parents and that the time and energy which these poor children are

If this system is p,, 
acceptable to the children of well-to-do parents, the poorer boys at least mi; 
be slowss the ontion of using their hours of physical exercise in some sy} 
work as drawing water at home, watering their own garden, planting, pruning 
etc. Work of this nature ought to afford real delight to the childrey, 
rendering at the same time a little assistance to the parents. Only, th. 
parents and teachers ought to co-operate with each other in order to ensur. 
that the children do really use their time thus profitably at home. This 
system is very much to be preferred to the present practice of maintaining jo; 
this purpose a small garden for a whole school of nearly a hundred children. 
The result would be different, however, if these gardens attached to sehvols 
should be used for the purpose of imparting only such instruction as would 
help the children to make their practical experiments in their own homes. 
If the Educational department should adopt this method of improving the 
health of children not only would the educated youth of the country bv 
stronver and healthier but haw would at the same time increase their use{u!- 
ness both at home and as citizens. 


32. Under the heading ‘‘ Indian students going to England” a leader 
| in the Kerala Dipika, of the 29th Aucust, 
7 a students going to writes thut the brilliant success of the Oriental 
— students proceeding to England have roused 
the envy of a section among the Occidents, and for some time they have 
been trying to devise some means whereby they can prevent the influx ot 
Indian students into England. Now they have laid down that special 
permission from the British Government should be obtained by them before - 
starting for England. Hitherto an Indian student could prosecute his studies 
in England without any obstacle provided he was prepared to meet thie 
expenses. Now he will have to secure the good graces of the Britis) 
Government. What could be the underlying motive of the British Govern- 
ment who have always professed that they are deeply interested in the 
prosperity and well-being of the Indians? The Government by this 
restriction has simply sharpened the edge of the axe placed at the root of 
Indian education by Lord Curzon. 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


83. The Desamata, of the 27th August, says that with a view to stamp out 
Chol the disease of cholera, the Government ot 
wees Madras have proposed the appointment of two 
parties of ten Sanitary Inspectors each to work under two j PA Surgeons 
in affected areas. ‘lhe Surgeon-General and the Sanitary Commissioner 
who considered the proposal have suggested the appointment of three parties 
of Sanitary Inspectors, who may be placed under the three Deputy Com- 
missioners to be appointed under the new rules. They have also suggested 
that the posts should be graded, the pay ranging from Rs. 40 to 100. The 
Government, however, says the paper, have turned a deaf ear to the sugges 
tions and insisted on their original proposal. It remarks that the Government 
ure unwise in discarding the expert opinion of the Surgeon-General and the 
Sanitary Commissioner and says in conclusion that if their suggestions are 
given effect to, there will be greater scope for efficient men being secured 
for the posts of Sanitary Inspectors and for the fulfilment of the object of 
Government. 


84. The Sasilekha, of the 29th August, in its leader on ‘‘ Local selt- 
government, ” writes :—The proportion of the 


Local self-government. elected members in the municipalities of the 


Madras Presidency is smaller when compared to that in the municipalities 
in Bengal, Bombay and other Presidencies. But considering the size, Juris 
diction and the income of our municipalities, one would naturally expect 4 
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fairly larger representation of non-official members in the Madras Councils. 
There have been, for a long time past, strong demonstrations praying for an 
increase in the number of the non-official members and the privileges they 
may be allowed. But they have been all in vain. It is strongly to be 
desired that the official and non-official representation, in all the local boards, 
should at least be equal, so that the people can have a greater control over the 
working of these boards. We therefore earnestly request the authorities to 
take all these facts into consideration and introduce the necessary changes 
in order to make local self-government a reality. :

and the Tanjore District Con- odical revision of land revenue, the Swadesh- 
ais abhimani, of the 29th August, writes :—Like 

our own district (South Canara) Tanjore too 
consists chiefly of ryotwari holdings. The grievances complained of at the 
Tanjore District Conference concerning the land assessment are therefore to 
a large extent similar to those felt by the ryots of our district. When the 
settlement operations were commenced in South Canara a few years ago, the 
ryots of the district held a meeting and sent their representations to Govern- 
ment protesting against the revision, but seeing that these representations 
were of no avail, they resigned themselves to their lot: Remembering the 
words of the Hon’ble Sir Fleetwood Wilson who at once observed that in all 
matters of administrative reform the Government always proceeded very 
slowly. ‘The popular leaders of our district, instead of sinking into despair, 
would do well to bring the grievances of the ryots to the notice of Govern- 
ment from time to time following the example of Tanjore. The time is now 
opportune for pressing the hardships of our ryots as regards the Iand assess- 
ment. The Legislative Council has now greater privileges than it had when 
our efforts proved fruitless. ‘There are now greater opportunities for discus- 
sing this subject in the Council. The Government too evince a greater 
interest in improving the condition of the ryots by the introduction of 
improved methods of cultivation. ‘I'his is therefore a fitting opportunity for 
pointing out to Government the root causes which hinder the development of 
agriculture. Even some of the retired civilians in #ngland are against the 
policy of periodical revision of settlement. The paper next proceeds to give 
a summary of the speeches of the President Mr. V. P. Madhava Rao, and of 
the mover of the resolution touching *‘ Jand assessment ” at the Tanjore 
District Conference and hopes that the people of South Canara also will 
direct their attention to this subject. 


(j) Salt and Abkdvi. 


°6. Referring to the instructions said to have been recently issued by Swapuenanaiuanr, 
the Agricultural Department for protection aug 29th, igi. 
against flies which affect the tapped palm trees 

in South Canara, a correspondent of the Swadeshabhimani, of the 29th August, 

writes :—While the tappers are highly thankful to the officers of the Agricul- 

tural department for the instructions they have so kindiy issued, it is still 

their humble opinion that the precaution.that has been recommended, namely, 

of wrapping up a kind of sack round the tapped stem, has the defect of 

preventing the free access of light and air causing it thereby to wither away, 

with the result that the quantity of toddy becomes diminished and its taste 

too becomes somewhat altered and unsavoury. As the Agricultural depart- 

ment has itself come to the conclusion that the origin of these flies is to be 

found in the fish allowed to rot on the sea-shoure, it is hoped that the depart- 

ment will pay increased attention to the destruction of these flies and the. 

removal of their origin, instead of recommending the use of sacks.

It appears this gentleman went to England for competing for the I.Cx. 
examination, but failed in it. Sir Alfred Bourne should have.conferred this 
appointment upon him only on account of his special educational quvalifica- 
tions. But as the place of an Assistant Inspector of Schools is a responsible 
executive appointment, we wish that he had been appointed permanently as 
an Assistant Professor in a Government College. It has become the rule for 
the Government of Madras to confer many high appointments upon the 
relatives of officials, who are already receiving fat salaries from Government. 
We take strong exception to this policy. If high appointments under Goy-

_ernment are given only to relatives of rich men, what are the poor men to do 


and how are those in the subordinate ranks of service to look for promotion ? 
We think the best system will be to confer appointments upon the rich and 
the poor alike in accordance with their qualifications and experience. 


39. The Bharatamata, of the 27th August, has the following article in 
its leader on ‘‘ Weights and measures” in 
English :—‘‘ The Board of Revenue hag pub- 
lished the report relating to the stamping and departmental sale of weights and 
measures for the year 1912-13. It reveals the unsatisfactory state of things 
that prevails in most parts of the Presidency. It is not quite encouraging to 
note that no stamping operations were done during the year under review, 
in the districts of Ganjém, Vizagapatam and Malabar. It seems the depart- 
mental sale of type measures and standard weights are not in currency in 
several districts and thus the people are put to a lot of inconvenience and 
have to suffer much loss from petty dealers who try to exact as much as 
they can from their customers by means fair or foul. The Board, in its 
report, observes: ‘ During the year under report, the City Police investi- 
gated 35 cases of alleged possession of false weights and measures. Of these, 
seven ended in conviction and three in acquittal. Twenty-two prosecutions 
were instituted in the Salem district for using false weights and measures 
and twenty ended in conviction.’ There is a fairly large number of prose- 
cutions and convictions in the districts of Tanjore, Ramnad and Tinnevelly. 
It is admitted on all hands -that common dealers in general and particularly 
in our-parts use false weights and derive undue profit at the expense of poor 
customers who are already oppressed by the very high prices in the market. 
‘This malpractice prevails in this town especially with the dealers in milk, 
oil, ghee and other food-stuffs, who cheat the poor customers ney. 
We bring this.to the notice of the authorities with the hope that they would 
try their best to stamp out this evil practice which goes to fatten the middle 
class customers who stand between the producers and customers and wovfld 
remove disabilities under which the poor customers are labouring. 

“Tt is not known why the stamping operations were not conducted in the 
districts of Ganjaém and Vizagapatam. We do not know whether this can be 
attributed to ignorance or indifference on the part of the authorities to the 
existing state of things in market. <A surprise examination of the oe 
and measures must have brought to light the evi] practices of the dealers. 
Anyhow we hope it is not too late to remedy the defects and that the 
Government would be conferring a great boon on the poor people if they we 
and insist on the use of correct measures and weights and thus remove the 
disabilities under which the poor are Jabouring.” 


Weights and measures.

the beneficent influence of the British administration the tone of administra- 
tion of the Native States has considerably improved in recent years. The 
Foreign Department, which has been hitherto engaged in dealing with the 
affairs of Native States, finds it difficult to devote sufficient attention to them 
owing to the rapid improvements taking place in them. ‘This change, it is 
stated, will in no way tend to diminish the facilities enjoyed by the Native 
Princes of direct communications with the Viceroy. Rather step in the 
right direction contemplated by the Government is the establishment of a 
Council of Native Princes and to convene it as necessity arises at Delhi or 
Simla to discuss questions relating to British Government as well as to the 
Native States. This will surely improve in a great measure the friendly 
relations existing between the two. 


IV.—NATIVE SraTss. 


41. Referring tothe views said to have been expressed by the How’ble 


Justice Sir Sankaran Nayar some time ago on 
Compulsory primary educas the question of compulsory primary education 
tion in Mysore. in India, urging that the introduction of the 
clement of compulsion is indispensable to national progress and that the 
Government ought to adopt this policy, if not to dispel the ignorance pre- 
vailing among the masses, at least to remove the misapprelhensions that 
exist regarding the intentions of the present alien Government, the Jfysorv 
Star, of the Ist September, remarks :—These valuable words clearly indicate 
the duty of every Indian in this connection. In Mysore, however, the 
Ggovernment themselves have been the first to see the desirability of such a 
step. Although the Mysoreans are not so forward as the people of the other 
parts of the country to set right their deficiencies, yet the Government have 
of their own accord been solicitous to help the advancement of their subjects. 
‘The Mysoreans are no doubt very fortunate in this respect. But we do not 
know why this question has been shelved of late. It would not be proper to 
drop it altogether pleading want of funds. We hope the Government will 
devise some means or other of finding the necessary money for ht bn | out 
this scheme, which is next to none in importance, and introduce compulsory 
)rimary education at least in some selected areas. 


VI.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


42. In commenting on the proceedings of the Tanjore District Conference 
recently held at Shiyali the Swadesamitran, of 
the 27th August, serves :—As the majority 
of the members who were present in this conference were men who took a 
(eep interest in the advancement of agriculture, many of the resolutions 
passed by the conference were connected with agriculture and its allied 
subjects. The most important thing for the agriculturists is to be free from 
the fear of scarcity of water in cultivating their lands. What were specially

important to the agriculturists in Tanjore were the accumulation of silt in the — 


Cauvery, free flow of water in the irrigation channels and the laying of village 
roads where they did not exist. Above all these things, the land revenue 
settlement eee | be beneficial to the people. The system of making a new 
settlement every 30 years and increasing the land tax as the Government 


pleases is not conducive to the welfare of the agriculturists. It was stated in _ 


the conference that the system of land revenue settlement obtaining in 
India is not follewed in any other part of the world and this is quite true. 
The proposal of the Mysore Government to put up a dam across the Cauvery 
and store water for its own purposes has created a terror in the minds of the 
mirasidars of Tanjore. We hope the Government of Madras will confer with 


Native States in India. It is said that under | 
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the Mysore Government and see that nothing is done by the latter which may 
have an adverse effect upon the agricultural districts in British India irrigatey 
by the Cauvery. 

A resolution was also passed praying that elementary education should 
be made free and compulsory at least in the Tanjore district. The Gover). 
ment is now taking a deep interest in sanitation and spending large sums .f 
money in this direction. If all this expenditure is to prove as fruitful 4s 
expected, the villages and the poor people in towns should know to read and 
write. Female education is in a very backward state in the Tanjore district. 
That there is not one high school for girls in the whole district is a great Hay 
in the educational policy of Government 

We hope all the resolutions passed at this conference will be communi- 
cated to the Government. Though tne Government may happen to read 
what is published in the papers, there is nothing like presenting a copy of 
these resolutions directly and getting a reply from the Government. 


43. The Swadesumitran, of the 28th August, writes :—Certain statements 
made by Mr. V. P. Madhava Rao as President 
Anglo-Indian . journals and (f the Tanjore District Conference held at 
the ecuented etnesse. Shiyali have provoked the Anglo-Indian 
papers at Madras. IIe said that the Government of India could no longer be 
conducted by the bureaucracy and that, as the people had begun to realise 
what would be beneficial to them, the Government should hereafter be con- 
ducted by means of their representatives. The Madras Mail laughs at this 
observation and remarks: ‘‘ The ordinary people are still following their 
old habits and take no interest in public affairs. They lead a quiet life 
without even caring to know what rules are framed by the Government from 
time to time. It 1s the educated classes that are creating a feeling of dis- 
satisfaction in the minds of these people. If anything is done by the 
Government to benefit the poor people and if this is against the interests of 
the rich and influential men, the Indian members in the Legislative Councils 
often oppos¢ such action.” We are not concerned much with the opinion of 
this paper regarding the views of Mr. Madhava Rao. But we cannot allow it 
to make ary unfounded statement to strengthen its own case. Can this 
paper point out one instance in which the educated Indian members in the 
Legislative Councils nave stood against any measure calculated to benefit 
the poorer people? If the Indian members in these Councils had been 
maintaining such an attitude towards reforms beneficial to the people, 
how is it that it has not been mentioned till now by either the Viceroy or 
the provincial Governors, who preside over the Imperial or provincial 
Legislative Councils as the case may be? On the other hand these high 
officials have, more than once, expressed their appreciation of the patriotism 
and popular sympathy of the Indian members in the Legislative Councils. 
So the present accusation of the Anglo-Indian papers against the educated 
classes is only the outcome of their aversion to the advancement of Indians 
ecnerally. When speaking on the Budget in the Parliament, Mr. Montagu 
stated that the dictum of ‘ Divide and rule” found no place in the political 
text-book of British statesmen. This may be true. But it is regrettable to 
find that this maxim oocupies a prominent position in the dictionary ot 
Englishmen living in India. Some Englishmen have made it a principle to 
create discord between the Hindus and Muhammadans and thereby maintain 
their own prestige. Attempts have been made recently to establish that 
there is mutual hatred between the Brahmans and non-Brahmans and that 
the Englishmen have to mediate between them and secure the protection of 
the poorer classes. Now the climax has been reached by the Anglo-Indian 
papers trying to throw an apple of discord between the educated classes and 
the ordinary people. It is an egregious folly to divide the people of India 
into two classes, the educated and the uneducated. Many educated persons 
are connected with agriculture and other industries in the country. So the 
attempt to establish enmity between the educated and uneducated classes 10 
India is only a ruse adopted by those, who have no interest in the welfare 0! 
the people of this country.

44. In commenting upon the proceedings of the public meeting held at 
the Victoria Public Hall to thank the Govern- 
min Sahib as acting ment for having appointed Khan Bahadur 
Usman Sahib as acting Chief Presidency 
Magistrate, the Swadesumitran, of the 29th 
August, remarks :—Every one will concede that Mr. Usman is fully capable 
i discharging the duties of the post to which he has now been Appointed. 
But at the same time we cannot understand the rationale of his Hindu and 
Muhammadan friends offering their thanks to Government for having viven 
him this appointment. If Mr. Usman were an incapable man, it would be 
, mistake to have appointed him to this post. If he were a capable man, it 
‘tis the duty of the Government to appoint him. It is necessary in the 
‘uterests of publié good and the Government that capable men should be 
viven responsible appointments. We think it is derogatory even to the 
Muhammadan community: to deem the appointment of capable men among 
‘hem to higher posts as a favour done to them. ‘The time has gone when the 
Muhammadans had to thank the Government for benetits conferred upon 
‘heir community. Capable men are coming out in as large numbers from 
this community as from the Hindu community. It is derogatory to the 
prestige and self-respect of any community to deem the appointment of 
capable men belonging to it to higher posts, not as a duty on the part of the 
Government, but as a special favour done to it. 


45. As regards the recent accident at the Kolar gold mines, which 
resulted in the death of 42 men, the Swadesa- 
mitran, of the 30th August, observes :—It is 
really surprising to see that none of the Indian 
papers in this Presidency have gone beyond the mere publication of the 
details of this accident. Only about ten among those who perished in this 
accident could have been foreigners and so the rest should have been Indians 
ant the major portion of them ‘Tamilians. Whatever may be the nationality 
at the people who have suffered by this accident, it is the duty of the 
proprietors of the mine to offer a satisfactory explanation for so much loss of 
lite. ‘The official version of this event describes it as a casual accident and 
exempts the engine-driver from all blame in the matter. This explanation 
cannot satisfy any party. ‘There should be an enquiry about the regulations 
in these mines to secure the protection of the lives of the people working in 
then. It is not enough if this enquiry is conducted by the Mysore Govern- 
ment alone. The Government of India should also take an interest in the 
inatter and appoint a committee to enquire into the causes of these accidents 
and report upon the best means of preventing their recurrence. 


16. The Desabhimani, of the 17th August, says that the reason why a 
very large number of Indian students go to 
England to receive education there is that in 
England greater facilities are afforded to them 
‘ianin India. That such is the case, remarks the paper, reflects great discredit 
ou the policy of the British Government in India in the matter of education. 
li the Government make the matters more — for the Indian students by 
uuking colleges more efficient and imparting education through the ablest of 
‘vachers, they will then be encouraged to qualify themselves for the several 
“\aminations in India itself. But as the matter now stands, the poor as well 
1s the rich students, out of a love for knowledge, have to resort to foreign 
coutries and are subjected to great many hardships. It is not wrong to say 
"i refore that it is the foremost duty of Government to come to the rescue 
t Indian students by providing them with a suitable college so that they may 
nv" find it necessary to go to a foreign country for purposes of education. 


47. In its leader on the subject of Mr. Montagu’s Budget speech, the 
Kistnaputrika, of the 24rd August, says as 
follows:—By his visit to India, the Under 
‘-cretary of State for India has inspired into the minds of the Indians the 
vope that he would form opinions about India and its administration which 
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would ultimately lead to the good of India. But it is very disappointin. 
that, on his return to England, he stated that the civilians in India x; 
creditably carrying on the great work of administration in a foreign country. 
and that their critics, instead of taking into their consideration the difficultiv. 
which the civilians have to surmount, take an unsympathetic view of their 
administration. Our only consolation is that the cost of the tour whic, 
created such a perverse impression on his mind was not met from the India), 
exchequer. It cannot be denied that a man enters service in order to main. 
tain himself and his family. In discharging his duties, he may be dispose 
to do good to others. But to say that English officers came to India to dv 
sume great noble act is a violation ot truth. Mr Montagu has stated that ij 
the Hindus and Muhammadans would join together and settle their differences, 
the Government would co-operate with them. Before ‘1905, these tw, 
communities had no disputes between them atall. But subsequently the 
Muhammadans represented falsely that the British got India from them and 
claimed that the latter should be somewhat partial to the former. They thus 
acquired certain privileges. On one occasion Sir B. Fuller, the Lieutenant- 
Governor of Bengal, declared shamelessly in public that, of Hindus and 
Muhammadans, he loved the latter more. 2K 004 representation has been 
allowed to the Muhammadans in the Legislative Councils and in certain 
Municipalities and Local Boards. The Government are thus partial to the 
Moslem community, and so there can be no meaning in the statement that 
they are neutral and would co-operate in case the two classes of people would 
settle their differences. ‘These statements do not reflect any credit on Mr. 
Montagu’s farsightedness and statesmanship. The two communities are 
agreed in holding self-government as their highest ideal, and this ought to 
be the only point of agreement which Mr. Montagu should desire. ‘This 
having been secured, he should not mind any points of difference between 
them. 


~~: 48. Reviewing the proceedings of a public meeting held under the 
Bept. rd, 1918. auspices of the Madras Mahajana Sabha and the 
Madras Provincial Conference, the Andhrapra- 
kasika, of the 3rd September, in its leader on ‘ Last Saturday’s public 
meeting ” writes:—Three resolutions have been adopted, in this meeting, 
the first with regard to the separation of judicial and executive functions in 
the administration, the second with regard to the increase of Indian repre- 
sentation in the India Council, and the third with regard to a favourable 
settlement of the South African question. ‘Though these resolutions seem to 
the Anglo-Indians to be ridiculous, they are all of vital importance to the 
Indians. These aspirations on the part of the Indians have, for a long time 
past, been welcomed by many a noble-hearted Englishman. Hence we 
strongly believe that the authorities, taking into consideration the warm 
support given to these matters by the most impartial Anglo-Indians, wil 
soon settle them in a manner favourable to the Indians.

2. Reterring to the Government order on this case, the Madras Mavase Stampaap, 
: : Madras 
Standard, of the 10th September, says:—*‘ We sept. 10h, 1913. 
are glad that the Government have made a 
thorough inquiry into the Tanjore remand case. . . . . The Government 
hold the Sub-Magistrate of Tiruvadi responsible for the mistake, which 
cnied in the death of Kadirvelu Pillai and suitable notice, we are told, has 
been taken of the Sub-Magistrate’s conduct. . . . . We would add 
that the Police also do not seem to be quite so free from blame. Kadirvelu 
Pillai need not have been arrested and put in the sub-jail after he had been 
let on bail, as the Deputy Superintendent of Police could have easily ascer- 
‘aincd the fact by wire from the Sub-Magistrate. No details are available as to 
‘ie charge of intimidation brought against Kadirvelu Pillai by the complain- 
wits, which made the Deputy Superintendent move for cancelling the bail. 
The Deputy Superintendent was in charge of this case and he 
might to have given a & consideration to the condition of Kadirvelu Pillai. 
The Police were not bound to act on the suggestion of the Sub-Magistrate, 
unless the removal of Kadirvelu Pillai from Tiruvadi, specially when he was 
in such a bad condition, was an urgent necessity, im the interest. of justice. 
We are sorry the Government have not considered this aspect of 
tle question. In our opinion the Deputy Superintendent has not yet justified 
tle course he authorised his subordinate to take.” 


Writing on this subject, the Indian Patriot, of the llth September, tomas Pageeer, 
ohserves :— We are not at all sure that the order of the Government on the Sept. 11th, 1918, 
Tanjore remand case will satisfy the public. The Sub-Magistrate 1s nothing 
betore the Police, for that is the wonderful judicial system under which we 
work, It is plain from the order of the Sub-Magistrate and also from his 
denial of having ordered to arrest the man, that he was afraid to do what he 
most surely would have done—continued the bail. The Government have 
taken note of the conduct of the Sub-Magistrate in faltering to do what he 


surely intended to do, but the Government have not taken note of the unusual

Sept. 19h, 1918. ber, writes :-—‘‘ In the course of a petty theft 
case, which came up before the Chief [ye;. 
dency Magistrate yesterday, the very significant observation was made frv)), 
the Bench that the Police had put so many things together ‘to magnify thie 
case ; the argument of the Police was that he was an old offender and that 
he.deserved no ordinary treatment. . . . . There was some theft case 
somewhere and the Police at once recalled the existence of the old offender. 
ae . The evidence let in by the Police is not of a strong nature, for 
we find the Magistrate remarking to the Police: ‘ What you say may be the 
facts, but with the evidence before me I cannot believe them.’ Judgment 
has not yet been delivered. Perhaps he may be acquitted ; if punished, the 
fact of his having been an old offender would certainly go to enhance the 
sentence. . . . . Itis a stain on Indian society that the lot of the old 
offender has not yet made any impression on it. Every old offender is a 
creature in the hands of an unscrupulous Police; he has to implicitly obey 
them or suffer for it. Here was a man who on an innocent day was torn 
from his house and put in the lock-up throughout the mght, while his house 
wis searched, of course, in the interests of society. But does society require 
such extreme steps? . . . . No thought is given at all to the sufferings 
of these innocent members of society whose crime is that they are tied to a 
criminal, for whose benefit nothing is done, either by the State or society, 
except to lock him up in the gaol for fixed periods. Surveillance and annoy- 
ance at the hands of the Police also fall to the lot of these abandoned people 
outside the gaol.”

Lawrence Jenkins. ‘The Press Act of 1910 was practically an administrative 
device to enable the executive Government to proscribe or put down any 
journal, without the hability of proving the necessity for such repressive 
action in a Court of Law; such handy powers were deemed necessary at the 
troublous time when the Act was passed. . . . . Tull now the Press 
Act has been working with all hardships on press-owners, and the saving 
feature of the administration of the Act has been the fact that it is not worked 
to its utmost possibilities. It is capable of operating with inconceivable 
rigour. Itis this view that is oppressing the hearts of all thinking men. It 
is this aspect of the Act that Sir Lawrence Jenkins has now fully and forcibly 
brought to light with his great judicial authority. . . . . The serious 
defects in the reactionary Press Act having now come to judicial objection, 
it is to be hoped that the Act will soon be amended if it is not yet time to 
end it as it deserves.” 


aH et Writing on this subject, the IJndian Patriot, of the 11th September, 
Sept. 11th, 1913. says:—‘‘ From any Judge who commands less confidence from the public

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Notwithstanding the fact that in the Calcutta case no grounds are stated for 
the opinion of the local Government and the offending words or signs or 
visible representations are oot stated or described, and though, therefore, the 
High Court finds that the notification is defective in material particulars, it 
is forbidden to declare the forfeiture illegal. . . . . The jurisdiction 
viven to the High Court is nominal, and not real, and there is absolutely no 
‘rotection against the decisien of the executive Government. ees 
[ne functions of the High Court are limited to considering whether the 
applicant to it has discharged the almost hopeless task of establishing that 
his forfeited publication dves not contain words which fall within the all 
comprehensive provision of the Act. . . . . ‘The Press Act has been 
in operation among us for some years ; yet these facts, which are now so well 
explained by the Chief Justice of Bengal, were never so well known before. 
4s now after the decision in Muhammad Ali’s ease. And more important 
than all these is the fact that the Act is now being put to uses to which it was 
never intended that it should be put. All this makes it clear that a law like 
the Press Act ought not to exist, except in very abnormal circumstances 
calling for the exercise of rare powers by the State. . . . . he Act 
remains as a permanent record of rights lost and of liberty curtailed, without 
the protection from the courts which every subject has pak, see the right to 
expect. Penal laws, as applied to polities, have of late multiplied among us. 
Not one of the repressive measures passed in Lord Minto’s time is, 
iu var Opinion, fit to be retained on the statute book permanently. Some of 
them, if detained, are bound to prove mischievous, and are useless as practical 
remedies, in days of quict and peace. The Press Act is of this description. 
In fact, as can be seen from the judgment of the Chief Justice, much mischief 
will be wrought by it, and, we know as a matter of fact, has been wrought 
by it. ‘The time has come to consider at least whether those safeguards which 
Lord Minto’s Government honestly intended to afford to the citizen should 
not be made effective enough against all possible abuse.” 


5. Referring to the appointment of Mr. C. G. Spencer, I.C.S., to act as 
. : a Judge of the Madras High Court, the Zandu 
The Medres sige Court. of the 10th September, aber :—In the 
clash of interests in this country between British and Indian, between those 
of members of the Civil Service and of those of the Provincial Service or of 
the non-official class, it may be taken as an axiomatic fact that the former 
would prevail and the latter would go under. As regards the claims and 
qualifications of Mr. Spencer, they are such as should have been duly recog- 
nised by the Government when the last Civilian vacancy arose. It was 
inexplicable to the general public why they were overlooked when Mr. 
Olifield was appointed. The Government’s action in the present instance is 
like trying to undo one wrong by making another. . . . . In these 
days of the Public Services Commission, when the principle of recruitment to 
the judiciary from the legal profession is strenuously urged in the interests 
of the administration of justice, the persounel of the Judges in the Madras 
igh Court is a noteworthy spectacle. It shows, among other things, that 
Civilian influence is paramount in the administration.” 


(d) Education. 


6. The Madras Standard, of the 9th September, writes :—‘' We are 

Ik glad to note that the Government are making 
lementary school teachers. every effort to meet the demand for more 
teachers for elementary schools. ‘Che Director of Public Instruction recently 
applied for the sanction of the Government to his proposal to train 695 more 
elementary school teachers during the next two years. . . . . These 
595 teachers can at best suffice for the establishment of 300 elementary 
schools and considering the needs of the province and also the pledges of the 
(sovernment, we are afraid that this additional provision is very inadequate. 
The people of this country have now to watch carefully the advance in this 
direction ; for, when any Bill to introduce compulsory education is brought 
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forward, a Sharp may get up from his seat in the Legislative Council and 
oppose it on the ground that there is no adequate supply of teachers in the 
country to give effect to the proposed measure. The Governmert majority 
will then certainly refuse to be convinced that the inadequate supply was due 
to the want of foresight of their own Educational Department”.

fs ol se ‘‘ When the wail went forth from the munager 

a of secondary schools that the Grant-No-Aid 
Code should be converted into a Grant-in-Aid Code, Sir Alfred Bourne 
confessed to feeling some qualms of conscience with regard to the present 
provisions of the Code, and made a definite, unequivocal promise to modify 
the provisions in a liberal direction. Sir Murray Hammick also joined in the 
promise. But everything is now forgotten. In sanctioning the grant for 
the current official year, the Director has again reminded the managers of the 
existence of the grim Grant-in-Aid Code. At the same time, the Director has 
benevolently sanctioned sums in excess of what the schools may be entitled to 
according to the provisions of the Code. The truth is that the benevolent 
attitude of the Government has allotted to secondary education more funds than 
can be spent under the present Code. ‘She money must be spent, and instead 
of straightforwardly liberalising the principles of aid, the Director reserves to 
himself the right to fix whichever sum he chooses to fix for any one particular 
school. . . . . If from year to year, the Director can vary the sum of 
teaching grants, no manager can rely on the Government. Shall we or 
shall we not trust the Government? If the managers cannot have any 
definite and unequivocal assurance of the teaching grants, they must again 
reduce the salaries of the teachers to the safest minimum level. wer 
Let the Grant-in-Aid Code be liberalised in a straightforward manner. Let 
managers know assuredly what aid they can expect from the Government. 
Otherwise, the salaries of the teachers may have to be reduced, with all the 
attendant evils. We are sure that the Government will be forced to give a 
better account at the next budget meeting of the Legislative Council. ‘There 
is no use relying on the tender mercies of Sir Alfred Bourne. His heart is 
not ia the matter of liberalising the Code.” 


8. Referring to the decision of the Government to recommend the 
proposals of the Madras University regarding 
the utilization of the Imperial grants, the 
Madras Standard, of the 12th September, says :—‘‘ It is needless to point out 
that the surrender of its former position by the Government of Madras will 
be keenly regretted by the public. ‘To say the least, the scheme as revised 
by the Senate is in many respects fantastic and unworkable. That the amount 
of money placed at its disposal could have been more advantageously 
employed needs no demonstration. The scheme, as it stands at present, 
looks almost like a satire on the enthusiasm that is manifested in some 
quarters for teaching Universities and better facilities for the study of Indian 
languages. . . .* . The only redeeming situation now lies in the safe- 
vuard that every appointment under the new scheme requires the sanction of 
the Government and let us hope that this condition will be used to avoid any 
attempt to make the scheme more ridiculous.”

This policy is deliberately adopted by the 
Council which in the current year has proposed to spend Rs. 10,300 on the 
rpair of 34 miles of road, allotting only Rs. 2,828 for the remaining 46 miles. 
This is an exceedingly interesting policy and one is tempted to think with 
the Collector that ‘in the long run this policy is bound to break down.’ 
What is the probable period during which the reads which are ‘thoroughly ’ 
repaired at Rs. 1,000 to Rs. 3,000 a mile, are likely to last in good condition 
without any further repair? This question does not seem to have been 
sutticiently deeply considered by those who have launched the new policy 
whic appears more desperate than deliberate. ‘The programme, if there be 
one, of the present policy should be subjected to scrutiny by a professional 
mxypert o. . .  . We wish to suggest two alternative plans in the matter 
ot appointing Municipal engineering officers which, we are told, is under 
vonsileration of the Government and the Councils.

Moreover, we are afraid the Government have treated in far tov light a 
fushion the deliberate differentiation made, when the Local Boards Act was 
enacted, between the requirements and capacities of the District) Boards of 
Malabar and South Canara and the rest of the District Boards of the Presi- 
dency as to the land or road cess, as it was then called, in the policy on 
which they now propose to embark on a false idea of uniformity. ‘The 
request of the Coimbatore District Board was clearly to be allowed to be 
included in a category of exceptions, ze, with these Boards, so as to enable 
them to levy an enhanced land cess, and it was expressly based on the 
special and peculiar circumstances of the district in respect of the ¢ferd’s in 
the dry tracts. Whether this additional burden was justified and in the 
interests of those in the district who were asked to bear it is itself open to 
serious question. But this question is quite distinct from the one as to 
whether there is any need, generally throuzheut the Presidency, for the land 
cess to be enhanced and for the empowering of Local Boards to levy them. 
It seems to us a fundamentally unsound principle of finance 
to anticipate requirements on the part of a public body and to arm itself 
with a power to levy extra revenue before the actual need for expenditure 
is felt. . . . . The Decentralization Commission has laid stress on the 
fact that District Boards should not possess the power to raise the land cess, 
even where they may not exercise that power except when necessary. ‘This 
efiectively disposes of the plea which perhaps is in the mind of the (iovern- 
ment and was urged by Mr. Wood, the Collector of Tanjore, that there is no 
harm in the enabling provisions which are nuw proposed. ‘The danger and 
the mischief le as much in the actual enhancement as in the possession of the 
power of enhancement. Ina province subject to the periodical and steady 
enhancement of the burden on the land where the demand of the State on the 
land is not controiled by the needs of the administration but by the principle 
of a guast proprietory right in the produce of the land, where the burden on 
the land is always kept at the maximum and where the cry of the public in 
the Presidency is to lighten this burden by imposing some limit to the demand 
of the State on the land, it is a remarkable proposal for the Government to 
come forward and ask the Local Boards to find money for their growing 
expenditure by increased imposts on the toiling ryot. . . . . Have not 
the rural population the right to ask that they should get their just share of 
the revenues of the State, spent for local purposes before they are called upon 
to pay more? Have they not also a right to say that so long as the burden 
on the land is periodically increased and the revenue of the State has grown 
substantially thereby, the increased receipts of the State should first be 
applied towards the increased expenditure for local purposes consistent, of 
course, with the other needs of administration? Indeed, one of the most 
important arguments in favour of a permanent limitation of the demands of 
the State upon lands and the faced population in the Presidency is that 
such a limitation will leave in the hands of the ryot for the purposes of 
expenditure by local taxation, resources which under the present system of 
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enhancements it would be impossible for him to possess. . . . . It 
seems to us that the Madras Government would not be competent to consider 
proposals for enhancements of the lund cess involving as it does questions 
connected with land revenue, a divided head of revenue with the Taeeea 
Giovernmet, without the latter’s sanction. . . . . That the Imperial 
Governme: did not contemplate any increase in the cesses on land for the 
purpose of increasing the financial resources of local authorities, is quite 
clear from the evidence Sir James Meston gave before the Decentralization 
Commission, as Finance Secretary. . . . . Itis much to be regretted 
that the Madras Government should have at all considered that the rural] 
population were a fit subject for additional taxation.” 


Writing on this subject, the Jndian Patriot, of the 12th September, 
says :--‘' The fiat has gone forth that there shall be increased taxation in the 
Madras Presidency, and no one can now effect any change in the current that 
drags local bodies on to enhanced taxation. . . . We strongly protest 
against this increase of taxation, when we have already a cess from which we 
can have everything we need, of course always bearing in mind that we 
cannot hold to the motor-car standard of road efficiency. . . . . Nothing 
can be a more demoralising influence than that a few electors should answer 
the call of the Collector to attend a Conference where increased taxation is 
proposed and carried—and then the taxes are increased, even against the 
pledged words of the Government not to increase the tax. The landlords 
must have committed great sins indeed that their fate could be so summaril 
dealt with. In the Ryots’ Conference nothing is said of what the Govern- 
ment ought to do. It is pointed out that village roads are bad, that there is 
no money, that the Government can give no money, and that either the roads 
should remain as bad as ever or that more taxes should be collected from 
those who pay already much. ‘Then there is raising up of hands among those 
who have assembled in a cattle show—that is what took place at Trippur 
under Mr. Hemmingway, and that is what Government have recommended 


to the other Collectors also—and the Collector finds that a majority is in 
favour of the proposal for increased taxation. The District Board takes it 
up, and of course there is a majority. The Government most eagerly 
embraces this step as a sign of awakening in local self-government, and issues 
iu recommendation that all District Boards must do what Coimbatore has 
done. We protest against this light-hearted way of increasing taxation.” 


13. In commenting on the proceedings of a recent meeting of 
the Madras Corporation, held to discuss the 
administration report for 1912-13, the Indian 
Putriot, of the 13th September, writes: —‘t Madras City is very prosperous, 
for every year we have lincrease of; revenue and last year was no exception 
tothe rule. . . . . It was very natural that Mr. Rangachari should 
have resented the omission to even explain what has become of the reso- 
lutions passed by the council. It is most deplorable that the preiier 
municipality, with popular leaders in the council, should not set a better 
example in these directions. If Mr. Moore could set on ignoring men like 
Mr. Rangachari or Mr. ‘l'yagaraja Chettiar, surely in the mufassal a sub- 
divisional officer can tyrannise over the less spirited Municipal Commissioners. 
' So long as we have a Collector as President and a Deputy Collec- 
tor as revenue officer, the spirit of local self-government must, in the main, 
remain bureaucratic. If the council had 80 per cent. powers instead of the 
President, the popular representatives would lick into shape the officials, but 
that is not possible. The result is the increase of revenue year after year, 
without any noticeable increase inthe prosperity of the people. The pressure 
is year by year applied stronger and stronger on the poor, and there is no one 
to enquire whether they are fitto bear it . . . . The trend is for more 
taxation to come in, for the Government is always pointing out that there are 
resources to be tapped and have to be ‘tapped. The maximum tax will soon 


come to be levied on every thing, and even then we doubt not the cry will be 
for more.”

Taxation without 
presentation is a political crime ; but nowadays such infringement is the 
tashion of the bodies politic. No doubt, tzxation is an inevitable consequ- 
wyee created by the requirements of a Government and taxes have to be 
‘troduced if the needs of the people are to be adequately supplied. In 
‘ese days, those healthy principles which ought to govern the action of a 
<1 in taxing its people are very ingenuously disregarded. That is a 
polley which, the Government seem to assure us, is very necessary in face of 
i. growing needs of the country. But it would be a waste of time to trv 
conclusions With a Government when they want money, however frivolous 
the object be for which the money is to be utilised. ‘The Government prove 
obstinate and the position of the people becomes absolutely helpless. ‘This 
is the political doctrine that finds favour with those who profess to be the 
cistudians of the peoples’ rights. 

The chief object of these observations is to say a few words in respect 
atthe action taken by the Government of India with a view to ascertain the 
ral cause of the rise in prices, chiefly of articles of daily necessaries. It 
will he remembered that the Government of India, a few years ago, 
appointed a Commission for a thorough inquiry into the circumstances that 
ave brought about this disquieting situation. ‘The Commission has been 
‘curing in certain important centres for the collection of all available data, 
ulit was recently reported that the Commissioners would lay before the 
Government the result of their labours ina short time. But so far nothing 
athe kind has seen the light of the day, and probably we may have to wait 
‘ill the millennium to have an idea of the remedy they propose to apply to 
minimise the evil and the real cause of that evil. Our object. in incidentally 
alluding to the appointment of the Commission in question is to emphasise 
tlie inet we have already referred to, that where the interests of the people 
are concerned those responsible for their promotion are somewhat tardy in 
‘liv adoption of the necessary steps. It, on the other hand, a new tax 1s to 
lc levied or a resettlement is to be introduced to increase the revenue, there 
sno such thing asdelay. . . . . Of course, several theories regarding 
‘le rises in prices are put forward to satisty the curiosity of the politician 
aud the economist ; but none of them seem to have met with the approval of 
one or the other. . . . . On the whole, both the Government and the 
people are as far away from the real cause as the two Poles. While such is 
‘he condition our benevolent Governments are sincerely expressing their 
‘Vinpathy towards a class of their subordinates drawing Rs. 30 and below 
who are given the allowance of a few annas or a rupee the most, a month, to 
compensate for the higher cost of living which has come to stay with us 
permanently. However fair this allowance be, we doubt very much whether 
it will enable them to tide over their difficulties. . . . . ‘The condition 
ot the Government menials drawing between Rs. 7 and 12.4 month is, indeed, 
pitiful, more so, when they are encumbered, as is the case generally, with 
a large family consisting of a dozen enuaren ang Wire. .... H®

_.., Legislative Council, the Hindu, of the 10t), 
The = Imperial Legislative September, says:—‘‘The answer of the 
Council. Government in reply to the Hon’ble Mr. Huda's 
question on the Cawnpore mosque affair cannot be deemed satisfactory, indi- 
cating as it does a policy of leaving the matter entirely to the discretion oj 
the local Government; nor can we view with satisfaction either the question 
or the answer of the Government in regard to the separate electorates fur 
Ilindus and Muhammadans in local bodies in the country. . . . . We 
only hope that the Government will not revert to the reactionary counsels ot 
an earlier day and that our own Muhammadan fellow-countrymen will not |: 
led away by interested advisers into asking for privileges which are at variance 
with their true national aspirations. . . . . The Hon’ble Sir T. R. 
Wynne, thought it necessary to perform the supererogatory task of telling 
the Council what is usually done in respect of joint inguiries on railway 
accidents. . . . . The answer of the Hon’ble Sir Reginald Craddock in 
reply to the question of Sir Fazulbhai regarding the proposed reconstitution 
of the India Council, reveals a most surprising situation as regards the rela- 
tions and the degree of mutual communication existing between the Govern- 
ment of India and the Secretary of State. . . - . Considering how 
closely the correspondence of the Government of India with the Secretary ot 
State is supposed to be scrutinised and dealt with by the India Council, at 
its committees and gencral meetings from time to time, it is, we think, a signi- 
ficant indication of what both the Government of India and the Secretary of 
State think of the utility of the India Council that neither has thought fit to 
correspond with the other as to the proposed reforms of the India Council.” 


Writing on this subject, the /ndian Patriot, of the 10th September, 
observes :— There is much to stir the imagination in the answers given to 
the questions asked in the Imperial Legislative Council. Such Moslems as ever 
seriously thought that the British Government have taken to the Bulgarian 
ways of destroying mosques and temples, would, we hope, be relieved by thie 
very explicit answer that the Government of India gave. . . . . We 
cannot help adding that more questions by champions of Moslem advance- 
ment in India in this strain would completely alienate the respect felt tor 
their organisations and their intelligence. . . . . We regret that the 
Government should have been compelled to reiterate pledges which hitherto 
have been most scrupulously respected. The sooner the Muhammadans 
banish the attitude of mind that was responsible for this interpellation the 
better it will be for their progress. ‘They cannot forget that the rapidity ot 
their progress is due to the very affectionate way Government looked upon 
their uctivities ; they cannot afford to alienate the Government .. . - 
Among other answers to interpellations, the one given by Sir Reginald 
Craddock on the cost of the separation of the executive and judicial functions 
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will be memorable in the annals of Legislative Councils in India. Such is 
the attitude of the Government of India towards the all-absorbing topic of 
separation of judicial and executive functions that even the mention of it is 
-gimoxious . . . + It means that the whole bottom is sawed out of this 
old problem, and that it has receded one more stage backward from where 
Sir Reginald ae it last time—we have reached the stage which was 
surgested by the European Defence Association, that the question should be 
completely banished from the attention of Government. ‘he President of 
thie Railway Board, in his answer to certain interpellations, seems to have 
‘taken the opportunity’ to explain the procedure adopted during the 
enquiries 1nto railway accidents. That is, we must admit, a very excellent 
rocedure, only it has not had popular confidence and the Honourable Member 
who interpellated the Government on the subject wanted some changes which 
lhe considered necessary for the purpose of publie confidence. — 
The public of Madras, who cannot forget the part played or rather refused to 
be played by the Railway Board, will not believe that much is done, even 
supposing much can be done, by this body. . . . . Wecongratulate the 
Government of India on realizing the amount of feeling in the popular mind 
regarding the position of Indians in Canada. A very open and a very fecling 
answer was given to a question on the subject which will not fail to cause 
cnthusiasm in the popular mind. . That is not all, we suppose, 
that could be done. We think that the Government of India should have 
protested against the scandal of the continuous journey clause which is a 
transparent subterfuge. . . . . Only the threat of retaliation, but 
nothing else, would bring the colomes to their senses. The Government of 
lidia, we have no doubt, would not hesitate to retaliate the moment it feels 
as strongly on the subject as the people.” 


The Madras Standard, of the 11th September; remarks :—‘ A number of 
important questions were put to the Government and except in the case of a 
few, most of them received no satisfactory answer. . . . . Regarding 
the grievances of Indians in Canada, the answer of the Government will be 
received with no small dissatisfaction ‘We are helots even within the 
Kmpire’ is the prevailing feeling in tlis country in regard to the Indian 
problem in Canada and South Africa and the helplessness of the Government 
of India and the Home Government in this matter has only served to intensify 
the feeling. We should, however, feel thankful for even small mercies and 
tle assurance that the Government have made a representation to the Secre- 
tary of State will be received with some satisfaction. . . . . Regarding 
the reference to a committee of arbitration to facilitate prompt settlement of 
railway strikes, we are told that the question is still in incubation. Public 
bodies have almost unanimously advocated such boards and our recent experi- 
enee shows that the policy of leaving the employers and the employed to 
settle disputes between themselves is open to much objection, as the former 
cutertain no adequate concern for tie inconvenience caused to the public and 
the Joss to traders’. . . . . One important question put by the Hon’ble 
Nir Currimbhoy referred to the association of the public in inquiries into 
causes of railway accidents. The Government in effect say that they have 
complete faith in their officials who watch the inquiry. That may be, but 
why should the public be rigorously excluded? ‘This very exclusion has 
created an impression that such inquiries, held virtually 2 camera, are more or 
less a process of whitewashing the railway authorities and this impression is 
not likely to be weakened by the Government’s assurance of contidence in 
their officials. The best way of removing it is to make such inquiries open 
to the public and place one or two non-officials on the board of inquiry.” 


_ The Karnataka, of the 13th September, writes :—‘‘ Mr. Montagu swore 
in his budget speech that ‘ divide and rule’ was not in the book of liberal 
political maxims. But the illustrious men on the spot do not seem to 
swear by the principle expounded by their representative at home. At the 
meeting of the Imperial Legislative Council on Tuesday last, the Hon’ble 
Sir Harcourt Butler was pleased to observe that the question of the 
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separate representation of Muhammadans on Municipal and District Boards 
is under the consideration of the Government of India. Tho Governmen; 
are fully aware of the fact that there can be no diversity of municipal o; 
political interests between the Hindus and the Muslims or members of 
any other religion or religious sect. And yet they encourage separatists.” 


IV.—NaTIVE STATES. 


17. The Cochin Argus, for the week ending 13th September, writes -— 
“There can no longer be any doubt that Mr 
A. Kt. Banerji, the Diwan of Cochin, is beypt 
upon destroying the very good reputation he has built up in the Cochin Stat: 
as an able, sound and far-seeing administrator. Within the past few months 
not «a few of his administrative acts and measures have provoked ve; 
reasonable and deep discontent and dissatisfaction, and we were constrained 
on more than one recent occasion to criticise the orders and proceedings of 
the Durbar with something more than our customary moderation. It is 
however, in connection with the policy he is pursuing with reference to the 
Cochin Tenancy Regulation that Mr. Banerji would seem to be most heedless 
of his own reputation for impartiality and wise statesmanship. The Diwan 
has grossly and amazingly mismanaged this legislative business from the 
very start . . . . The policy of first hanging the prisoner and then 
trying him appears indeed to be the only policy which the Durbar is pursuing 
in connection with the Regulation. ‘Tne draft of the measure was published 
and objections and eriticisms were invited, but after all these had been 
ss 5 it was very seriously announced that no criticism of principles would 
be listened to for a single moment. . . . . It 1s perfectly clear that 
the Diwan never really wanted criticism of the Regulation at any stage, or, 
to be more correct, criticism proceeding from the landlord’s side, no matter 
how just and convincing it might be. It is also perfectly clear, we think, 
that the Diwan is far from competent to deal with the problems involved in 
his legislative enterprise and that he has frequently had to act arbitrarily 
when he has found himself utterly unable to meet objections put forward by 
the landlords. . . . . ‘The modified Regulation proves to be more 
revolutionary than the original draft while the Diwan is still making profuse 
promises to hold the balanee even between landlord and tenant, ete. Kven 
those whose sympathies were not with the landlords are now sympathising 
sincerely with the latter, solely because it 1s so evident that this proposed 
legislation is designed not for agricultural improvement, but for promoting 
the interests of a particular and privileged class. ‘There is no longer any 
disposition to judge the Diwan indulgently in this matter, inasmuch as it 1s 
so plain that Mr. Banerji is determiied not to give the landlords the measure 
of consideration to which they are justly entitled. . . . . We are 
tirmly of opinion that, in pressing is Regulation, Mr. Banerji is making the 
biggest blunder he can possibly perpetrate.” 


18. The following appears in the Karnataka of the 13th September :— 
‘‘'The question of the separation of judicial 
and executive functions is one of those im- 
portant subjects which have been discussed 
by persons without number and times without number both in the press and 
on the platform in this country, and yet about which the gods continue to 
remain as cross and sullen as ever. Indian opinion has always demanded 
sucli separation inthe most emphatic terms. The Government has oiten 
recognised the merits of their case, but has been postponing action under 
some pretext whose significance the people are unable to appreciate. - 8 
Here in Mysore an experiment in the desired direction was begun, it is true, 
some six years ago; but as everything else, it was conducted according to the 
celebrated policy of ‘drift’ and the Government themselves are not sure 
whether it was success or a failure. But they are not unwilling to admit that 
the prevailing system of judicial administration involves failures of justice. 
- . . . The great bulk of .the masses are rendered unhappy enough by 
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rye wav in which life is made a burden not only to the rogues, but to the 
ronest folk, by the practical working of the Salt, Opium, Abkari, Forest, 
sas and Land Revenue Acts with their Infinite rules and regulations 
_, ling the people round in all directions. But vexatious and harassing as 
oa laws are, they would not be nearly so intolerable if all resistance to 
pout unjust and oppressive enforcement and abuse Were hot practically 
_ Jered impossible by the ingenious device of combining the prosecutor and 
 agistrate in-one and the same person. Strange to savy, our enlightened 
(;.cernment seem to consider thisan advantage. Such is their overwhelming 
nduess forthe ryot that they would clothe the head of the taluk with 
_qwzisterial authority merely that the village sanitary rules might be better 
eutorced. But do they know how many Mnocent persons are compelled 
sibseribe in charity for reading rooms, entertainments, marriages and 
just. by the rod of the Amildar-Sanitarian—Magistrates? Do they 
- ow how often guilt is countenanced and innocence punished ? tae 
Tie present condition of Judicial administration is, in all conscience, far 
iron being satisfactory and the first step towards reform should be: the entire 
separation of judicial offices from executive ones. ‘This has been effected to 
some small extent in British India already, and they ask for the same reform 
in the entire service. It is highly important that Mysore should think of a 
similar measure here so that the administration of justice might be sound, 
anviassed and trustworthy. The answer given by Sir Reginald Craddock 
+, a member of the Viceroy’s Legislative Council on Monday last was neither 
-vinpathetic nor straightforward. We cannot think that the Government of 
\Wysore are under the necessity of following that course here. ‘The problem 
is less complex here, and the excuse of increased expenditure cannot proceed 
with any appropriateness from the lips of the present Government. We have 
itn pointed out that the whole judiciary ¢rom the Honourable the Chief 
(uurt downwards requires some overhauling and we respecttully implore 
‘i (rovernment to attend to this urgent problem.” 


VI.—MISCELLANEOUS. 


19, In commenting on the resolutions passed at the public meeting, held¥" Coase Reveewtty 


in Madras, on the 30th August 1913, under 
the auspices of the Madras Mahajana Sabha 
and the Provincial Congress Committee, the West Coast Reformer, of the 4th 
September, writes :—* [t is a healthy sign of the times that public meetings 
are being held in the capital cities of the provinces of India, to stir the heart 
oi the people with the great political problems of the day and to impress on 
‘le governmental authorities the deliberate opimions of the best men of the 
country. ‘The Congress and Conferences and the Legislative Councils are good 
in their own routine way, but there is nothing so impressive and efficacious 
as timely gatherings of public men for the solution of important problems 
that arise in the horizon with occasional meteoric radiance. . . . . 
Madras, which is fast dis¢laiming the epithet ‘ benighted,’ which somebody 
fastened to it, has not been slow to echo its opinions on the same national 
questions. . . . . The Madras meeting resolved that the separation of 
‘lis executive and judicial functions cannot be postponed for ever, if the 
viministration of justice, which is the bed-rock of British Rule, should not 
suffer injury. An officer simultaneously discharging the contradictory 
tictions of investigation, prosecution and adjudication, is likely to impair 
justice, and such is the present position of Sub- Magistrates, Divisional Officers 
and District Magistrates. These officers are, moreover, primarily revenue 
alministrators and their judicial duties are of a secondary nature. — Their 
knowledge of law is insufficient, their attentions are distracted, their judicial 
liinctions are inconvenient to themselves and to parties and lawyers. Criminal 
justice should be separated as civil justice has been, and placed under the 
control of High Court. . . . . The Madras meeting also urged the 
(sovernment of India to secure a tolerable stetus for Indians in South Africa 
to take retaliatory measures. This is the most painful subject of all, for 
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the cause of those Indians has won the sympathy and support of all authorit... 
except the South African Union Government, and is a most serious can... 
in the Empire.”

Madras correspondent of a Bombay newspaper. Ater deciding to have a 

statue of Lord Ripon, our leading men had recourse to the usual procedur: 

for collecting subscriptions but enthusiasm had so far expended itself in words 

that money was not easily obtainable. After considerable difficulty it was 

decided by our leaders who loom so large in the counsels of the Mahajana 

Sabha and the Cosmopolitan Cleb to honour Lord Ripon rather cheaply by 

accepting a replica of a statue of the most popular of our Viceroys, that was 

being made in Yorkshire. ‘I'his arrived in due course but such was the zeal 

of Lord Ripon’s admirers that for a whole year it remained unclaimed in th 

customs shed. <A notice was sent by the Customs authorities that the statue 

would be sold if not taken delivery of. ‘This incident is highly significant of the 

political advancement and patriotism of the Southern Presideucy. No Viceroy 

better deserved honour at the hands of the Indian people than Lord Ripon 

and when the movement todo honour to him ends in such a miserable fiasco, 

it is palpably preposterous of Mr. Madhava Rao and his satellites to speak in 

the manner they did at the Tanjore Conference. His Highness the Aga 

Khan was more correct when he said that several decades must elapse before

It is a very strange thing that 
a person who is so deeply conservative in social matters should be a zealous 
democrat in politics. Stranger still that a bigoted supporter of the caste 
system should want the body-politic to be constituted on a thorough demo- 
cratic basis. Does Mr. Madhava Rao speak according to his deep conviction, 
or as influenced by the humour of the moment, or as the old Athenian demo- 
crats try to seek an hour’s cheap reputation from the dumb-stricken masses 
by pandering to their tastes? Or does he perhaps according to the rules ot 
caste confine the meaning of democracy to the self-constituted ruling caste. 
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.iz.. the Brahman, if not to the Kshatriya, who is now nowhere. . . .. . 
Mr. Madhava Rao’s present position is not in consonance with that when he 
was Diwan of ‘Travancore and Mysore. Did he establish a real democratic 
rule in those places? He was of course the founder of the Popular Assembly 
in Travancore? But did it approach to any extent a democracy in its real 
sense ? Is it not on the other hand a mere petition body whose power depended 
on the whims and caprices of one man ” Why did he not try to establish 
according to his present humour a real self-government in any place where 
le must find congenial conditions for it’ What more than one man’s rule 
was it when he was Diwan here’. In Mysore, was it not worse, bordering 
almost on despotism? . . . . Mr. Madhava Rao is now on a safe height 
whence he could see glorious visions, and form golden schemes of democracy ? 
Indeed many of our men, when divested of power or outside power, have a 
brilliant faculty for criticising the actions of our rulers as despotic and 
tyrannous. But give them power, they will play the role of despots, pure 
aud simple, though when outside it they will be thorough-paced democrats. 
Mr. Madhava Rao makes an unreasonable and ungraceful attack 
on the bureaucracy, which is quite unlooked for from a person like him, 
whose rise must be greatly attributed to that source. 2...) . We should 
have expected that a person like Mr. Madhava Rao instead of coming from 
his retirement to attack the bureaucracy, which has yet its service to perform 
in the country, should have devoted his time, energy and -talents towards 
removing the difficulties we have above shown. ‘That would have greatly 
helped the furtherance of self-government in the country and not any of his 
present tactics.” 
21. In a leader, reviewing the annual report on the work at ‘ The India 
The “ India House,” London. House,” 21, Cromwell Road, London, for the 
vear 1912-15, the Mudras Standard, of the 9th 
September, writes :—‘ The ‘India House’ has very often figured promi- 
nently before the public and it is needless to go into the history of the house 
from which Indian students in England are sought to be controlled or advised. 
.. . « « Itis plain that the authorities at 21, Cromwell Road, have 
been rather anxious to earn the good-wiil of ‘ older visitors’ which phrase 
presumably stands for distinguished Indians that periodically visit England. 

If students, whe 
are certainly more in need of the assistance of the Advisory Committee, 
should be asked to clear out after a certain period of stay in the home, there 
can be no valid reason at all to provide permanent accommodation to visitors, 
who as a rule are in a better position to look after themselves.”

Comrade, to place before the Imperial Govern- 
ment the Moslem situation in India, the Jndian Patriot, of the 9th September, 
observes :—* Messrs. Saiyid Wazir Hasan and Muhammad Ali have given 
out to a representative of the Associated Press that events affecting Muham- 
midans have been developing with great rapidity during the last two or three 
vears and that they have been advised by many of their co-religionists to go 
to Kngland and place before the British statesmen and the British public 
their own view of the Muhammadan situation. But we are not aware of any 
such startling change in the political firmament of either Ingland or India 
Which necessitated such a precipitate departure from Be ing 
British public certainly needs much enlightenment regarding Indian «affairs. 
But we do not see what special grievances are going to be presented to the 
British Democracy by Mr. Muhammad Ali and Mr. Hasan. We fear the 
present move is liable to cause much misapprehension in the minds of the 
British public. . . . . Our fear is that their speeches are likely to make 
the British public feel that there is an unbridgeable gulf between the Hindus 
und Muhammadans and that there are special disabilities which affect the 
Muhammadans and to which Hindu politicians do not give sufficient 
€xpression. 
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“To create such a feeling is to widen the breach between Hindus and 
Muhammadans which has been increasing somewhat rapidly since the Minto- 
Morley reforms. We hold that the energies of Mr. Muhammad Ali and other 
Muhammadan public men might be very profitably used in India just on -the 
eve of the Indian National Congress witch is going to be presided over by a 
distinguished Muhammadan. . . . . Of course the education of the 
British public in Indian affairs must, to a certain extent, be useful in solving 
Indian problems. But in the main the man on the spot will be relied on even 
by British statesmen, and it will be better for Indians of whatever caste or 
creed to exercise all their political fervour in this country. And Mr. 
Muhammad Ali has chosen a very inopportune moment to make his political 
pilgrimage.” 

23. Referring tothe proceedings of this Conference, the Madras Standard, 
of the 10th September, says :—‘‘ We are ex- 
tremely glad to note the absence at the 
Conference of any reference to what does not 
immediately pertain to its legitimate work. Of late, due to rather painful 
causes, the attention of our Moslem countrymen had been diverted to events 
elsewhere, and it was generally feared that at Tanjore also there might be 
some such misplacement of their zeal. . . . . We feel that they could 
bave with advantage been a little more moderate in their demands, but con- 
sidering the work of such gatherings elsewhere, 1t must be admitted that the 
Conference directed its attention ouly to practical and useful topics. 
Some of the resolutions passed at the Conference savour of the separatist 
tendency, which, though dying, is still lingering in some quarters. . . . . 
We are afraid that the warning of the President not to go in for too much 
patronage was soon forgotten by the Conference. ‘The Government have for 
some time made it their deliberate policy to increase the number of Muhamma- 
dan officers in the services and it cannot be denied that this policy has in some 
cases been given effect to at the cost of not a little efficiency. At such a time 
a demand for the employment of a few more of their co-religionists, and that 
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for specified appointments, cannot be expected to receive a wide support. 
‘There is a widespread impression that a great injustice has been done by the 
(Jovernment to some other communities. . . . . It must be admitted 
by the Moslem leaders that considering their educational equipment they now 
carry a good number of higher appointments and so long as they are not more 
advanced in this respect, it is as essential in their interests as in those of the 
other people of this country to cease asking for further patronage.”

25. ‘he Avsinapairika, of the 6th September, in a leading article on 
ea ge aie SG ‘State education ” writes :—Education in our 
country, has, of late, been becoming not easily 

accessible to the ordinary people. It is becoming very costly like other 
marketable commodities, and this is directly opposed to the Indian notion of 
education. Formerly the State used to entertain scholars who imparted free 
education to the rich and the poor alike, but the State now, under the influence 
of some queer and perverse notions, and adopting the principle that the rich 
alone are entitled to culture, have made education very costly «and difficult. 
There is also another reason for this unsatisfactory state of things. It is the 
duty of the State to impart education to the subjects and so the question how 
iar education is to be imparted to the people depends largely upon the poliev 


«nd the ideals of administration adopted by the State. If it be the policy of 
the Government to give its subjects self-government, it will, then, make a 
veneral provision to give education to the masses. If not it will depend upon 
th whim and pleasure of the person at the helm of the Crovernment. The 
astounding results that have accrued, during the last ten years, to the 
Philippine Islands, by the liberal educational policy of the American Govern- 
ment could not have been dreamt of by the narrow-spirited aeRO Governors 


ruling for a period of four centuries. ‘There has been much eloquence lavished 
upon many a public platform for the spread of education for the masses, the 
social uphft of the depressed classes and so on, but nothing has been the 
practical outcome thereof. Time has come for putting an end to all such 
imposition. Liven in England, compulsory free education followed in the 
wake of the extension of the franchise. And in India no real expansion of 
education can be looked for without larger share being aceorded to the Indians 
i the administration of the country. This will be a source of perpetual 
discontent among the people. 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


26. The Sasilekha, of the 5th September, in its leader on the ‘* Madras 
Corporation,” writes. —The too many cala- 
mities that are the outcome of the existence of 
the sewage farm, in the vicinity of Tondiarpet, can only be understood by 
the people that are the actual victims to them, and not by the Madras Corpo- 
ration, although it is supposed to exist to look after the health and the water- 
supply of the people.

take this matter entirely into their hands and do the needful so that thy. 
people of Tondiarpet and its vicinity may lead healthy and happy lives. 
We further pray that His Excellency will be pleased to bestow on this matte: 
his best possible consideration and attention.

(k) General. 


29. The Szadesamitran, of the 2nd September, observes :—Our readers 
are aware that Lord Crewe has proposed 
certain reforms in the constitution and work 
of the India Council. In writing on this subject a few days back, we 
expressed the hope that this Council might be abolished altogether within 
afew years. It is argued by some that, if this Council is abolished, the 
officer who is, from time to time, appointed as Secretary of State for India 
will begin to exercise absolute authority and that this will be highly detri- 
mental to the interests of India. This is not true. Even if it is true, there 
are ways of remedying the evil. When this Council is abolished, it can 
be replaced by a permanent committee composed of sonie Members ot 
Parliament, which will advise the Secretary of State for India on matters 
concerning India. The contention of the Indians is that India derives no 
benefit from the existence of the present India Council, that: it is always 
obstructive in the case of proposals calculated to benefit this country and 
that it leads to unnecessary expenditure. If a Parliamentary Committee 
comes into existence, its members will consider the matters connected with 
India with a liberal mind and without preconceived wrong impressions. 
The advancement of India will have their sympathy. Their decisions will 
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often be discussed in the House ot Commons. This one fact will. by 
itself, prove beneficial to this country. If Mr. Swift McNeill nad not 
raised @ discussion in the House of Commons about the Sitapur case. 
the facts connected with this case would never have seen the ught of day 
and there would have been no occasion forthe reforms now proposed by 
Lord Crewe in connection with appeals to the Viceroy for merev. So 
however strong may be the jeslousy of the Anylo-Indian officials, the 
control of the House of Commons and frequent discussions in Parliamenta pear 
1 he very necessary in order to prevent injustice being committed in India 
and to give an impetus to the introduction of reforms conducive to the pro- 
gress of the people. So, if this Parliamentary Committee is appointed, the 
existence of the India Council will become quite unnecessary. There is 
vet another special reason why the present Council should be replaced by such 
, committee and that is that the Government of India should be conducted 
‘1 India and not from a foreign country. All affairs connected with this 
country should be finally decided here alone. ‘This will become quite possible 
when our Legislative Councils become still more enlarged and, centering in 
themselves all powers, are in a position to act independently. But, as India 
farms part of the British Empire, it is but reasonable that the Parliament 
should have the power of supervising the administration of India. Where 
isthen the necessity for the existence of this obstructive India Council ? 
Even as it is, the Secretary of State for India can decide any matter himself, 
without consulting his Council, if he so likes, and it is stated that Lord Morley 
yever used to care for this Council. Sothe abolition of this Council will not 
only result in saving the expenditure incurred upon it, but will also help the 
wlyancement of India without any hindrance. At the meeting recently held 
in the Victoria Public Hall to diseuss the proposed reforms of Lor. Crewe. 
an alternative proposition was brought forward that, if the Government was 
not for abolishing the India Council, it should at least see that four among 
the eight members of this Council are Indians. We, however, think that 
this will not improve matters much and that, even if all the eight members 
of this Council are Indians, the existing flaws in its constitution and work 
will not disappear. It will continue to be a secret association acting as a 
stumbling block in the case of every proposal concerning India. How can 
even. the Indians living in London know the true state of affairs in India ? 
For example, Sir Krishna Gupta, who is now a member of this Couneil, with 
all his patriotism and love for the people, cannot be credited with an up-to- 
date experience of India. He may not be aware of the opinions of people in 
dif-rent parts of India on any particular subject. If all the four members 
are like Mr. Gupta, it is clear nothing good can come out of it. Therefore 
we should with one voice demand only the entire abolition of this Council. 


In continuing its comments upon the same subject, the Swadesametran, 
of the 3rd September, writes:—Numerous instances can be quoted to show 
that this Council is of no use in either redressing the grievances of the 
Julians or helping their advancement. Tor example, what efforts have been 
made by this Council to remove the hardships suffered by the Indians in 
South Africa? It is stated that the reforms of Lord Morley did not receive 
the support of this Council. Why should we spend lakhs of our money upon 
in institution which is not able to do anything in the direction of relieving 
our distress or helping us onward in a progressive career ?

A memorial seems to have been recently presented to the Government of 
India by the Anglo-Indian Defence Association of Calcutta protesting against 
this separation on the ground that it would weaken the Executive Govern- 
ment and lead to enormous expenditure. The Pioneer upholds this view 
and says that the Government should not ignore the opinion of this associa- 
tion, as it comprises 2,600 members living in different parts of India. We 
cannot understand the rationale of this argument. Is the opinion of 2,600 
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Anglo-Indians entitled to greater weight at the hands of the Government 
than the convenience and just claims of crores of people? If the view oj 4 
handful of Anglo-Indians, who are only birds of passage in this country, j, 
upheld, ignoring the feelings and opinion of the people, who have been living 
in this country for thousands of ycars and improving its wealth, trade anq 
industries, the Indians may find it hard to continue to live here. In writing 
on this subject, the Madras Mail wants those who are agitating for thi, 
separation to prepare a scheme for working out their proposal. But, as 
pointed out by Mrs. Annie Besant at the public meeting held in the Victoria 
all, it is the Government that should take up the responsibility of preparing 
such a scheme and not the people. ‘The people can only agitate about their 
grievances ; the duty of preparing schemes to work out the proposals of the 
people rests upon the experienced officials of Government. 


31. In a leading article urging the desirability of separating the execu. 
ae tive from the judicial functions, the Swadesha- 
judicial and bhimani, of the 5th September, refers to the 

recent public discussion on this subject at 
Madras with Mr. V. P. Madhava Rao as president, and observes :—wMr, 
Madhava Rao’s ripe experience of administrative matters as the Diwan of 
important Native States gives him a full insight into the views and wishes of 
the people and it gives us great pleasure to see that he is now using this 
experience in tlic service of the public. . . . .

Regarding the proposal to 
abolish the Chalil dispeasary by 
the ‘Tellicberry Municipal Coun- 


oil. the dispensary at Chalil established twenty-five 
years ago is to be retained or abolished. The 
locality where it is stationed is alleged to be very densely populated and 


extremely backward in sanitation. When any epidemic breaks out in the 
municipality, it appears first iu this filthy locality where the inhabitants as a 
class are indigent. It was in view of all these considerations that the 
dispensary was located here at first and it has amply justified its existence 
ax evideneed by a daily attendance of not less than 120 out-patients. The 
benefits conferred by the institution are enjoyed also by the people of the 
adjoining amsonis of Vatikal, ‘Talayi, Punnol, and Vayalam. The removal 
of such « useful and popular dispensary will not only entail innumerable 
hardships on the poor inhabitants of the place but is calculated also to deprive 
them of the timely assistance of a medical man in cases of emergency. It 
is moreover a matter for surprise to every thoughtful person knowing the 
conditions and needs of the locality, that the authorities should have taken it 
into their heads to abolish the dispensary at a time when the population of 
the place has increased considerably. Some few years ago when a similar 
proposal was made the people protested and the Government thereupon 
conducted an enquiry and refused to ratify the abolition. The present civil 
surgeon proposes to amalgamate the dispensary with the main hospital which 
is situated a mile off and to utilise, for the purposes of increasing accommoda- 
tion in the hospital, the amount of ten thousand rupees sanctioned by 
Government for the improvement of the said dispensary. The proposal has 
created great consternation among the people of Chalil and they have resolved 
to petition Government against it. It is hoped that the Chairman of the 
Council, the Collector and the Government will favourably consider the 


bent of the petitioners having due regard to justice and well-being of the 
people. 


33. The Alhami, of the 7th September, has an extract from the Municipal 
ee ge Gazetle (place of publication not given) the 
Christianity. overnment snd purport of which is as follows :—The — 
ae Government theoretically observes a periec 
impartiality among all religionists thus avoiding favour and bias in any 00¢ 
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religion. Moreover, its desire is to grant equal freedom to all. But strange it 
is that, in practice, it renders special help towards the propagation of ‘ Christ- 
‘anity ’ inasmuch as it meets its expenses every vear from the Todian Exchequer 
_the earnings of the poor Indian subjects. ‘The Church of England and the 
Lord Bishop of Calcutta, for instance, enjoy a large amount from this source. 
But an amount equal even to a fourth part of it is not allotted for the expenses 
of the propagation of anv other religion in India. When the Government 
Hinds it difficult to afford money for the requirements of the Indians, it is not 
clear why it should ungrudgingly spend money received from the Indians 
towards the propagation of a special religion. 


ITT.— LeGisiation. 


34. The Lokopakan, of the Ist September, writes :—Recent statistics 
regarding the number of hospitals in this 
Presidency and the number of patients treated 
in them shows that, out of 550 Iakhs of people 
living in this Presidency, only 60 lakhs get themselves treated in the hospitals 
maintained by the Government and by private munificence. Thus, it is clear 
the major portion of the population have recourse only to native medicine. 
So it is the duty of the Government to do everything in its power to advance 
the interests of native medicine in this country. It should not therefore act 
upon the suggestion of some Ilindus, who have been trained in English 
medicine, and insist upon the native doctors registering themselves. This 
will prove a serious hardship to 300 lakhs of people and so the Government 
should think twice before accepting this proposal.

IV.—NaTIVE Sratks. 


35. In the course of a leading article under the heading ‘ Officers and 
officials”? the Vokkaligara Patlrike, of — the 
10th September, writes:—-With the present 
increasing predominance of outsiders in almost every line of life in Mysore 
the patronage of the State to the natives of the province is becoming less and 
less hiberal. Born Mysoreans of respectable parentage and possessing at the 
sume time high educational qualifications have no recognition in the State. 
The Mysoreans have at all times been prepared to satisfy even the most 
exacting requirements of Government in respect of education as a condition 
ot preferment ; but the facilities given tu outsiders for competing with the 
natives of the State has naturally led to the gradual mustering of the former 
tv the exclusion of the latter. Our present Diwan is able to bear personal 
testimony to this. We therefore hope that in future at least the Government 
will give more liberal patronage to their own subjects. If we compare thie 
statistics of the population of Bangalore and Mysore about ten years ago 
with those of the present population we should at once be able to see what a 
large eux there has been of the natives of the province during this period 
and how outsiders have gained their predominance. Does it not behove the 
wuthorities to consider the truth of the saying that ‘charity begins ut 
home”? It is again this rapid influx of outsiders that is responsible for the 
enormous increase in the prices of foodstuffs during the past ten or twelve 
years Everywhere we see instances of Mysoreans driven to destitution ; 
their education is hardly able to secure to them a bare subsistence. ‘T'hey 
ire so poor that sometimes fur want of money even to pay the assessment 
they are driven to the extremity of having to sell away their lands to the 
new settlers. Who can bear to see such abject poverty? Is not this the 


“ee of their inability to obtain the higher appointments in their own 
State ? 


36. Referring to the provision recently made by the Mysore Govern- 
ment for the grant of loans to the extent of 

inane from Government for Re 10,000 for industrial purposes charging 
natvie! parposes im Mysore. interest at the rate of 63 per cent. per annum, 
the Vrittanta Patrike, of the 11th September, writes :—While we heartily 
congratulate the Mysore Government on their laudable intentions in lending 
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their kindly support to men whose enterprise is hampered by want of 
capital, we may be permitted to give expression to our misgivings 
regarding the probable effect of such a policy as this. We doubt verv much 
whether the leaders of the public and the heads of the several departments oj 
Government were consulted before the scheme was finally accepted and 
published for the information-of the public. It will be remembered that the 
Government have only recently organised the institution of a State Bank 
which, we presume, is rightly intended to meet the requirements of the com- 
mercial population equally with those of the State. We believe that this 
Bank has been organised with the avowed intention of promoting the agricul- 
tural and commercial interests of the province. If this be so, then there js 
evidently an overlapping of functions and we are surprised that before this 
new banking institution has had time to commence its operations the Govern- 
ment have launched another scheme which is, so to speak, in rivalry with 
the former. Although in taking this step it was admittedly not the intention 
of Government to limit in any way the usefulness of the State Bank, we aro 
disposed to think that its effect, in practice, cannot be otherwise. Again, no 
industry of any appreciable magnitude can be started with so small a capital 
as Ks. 10,000; even ten times this amount will barely suffice. Further, it 
is a matter of common knowledge that an industrial concern can hardly be 
expected to yield any considerable profit at the end of the very first year of 
its existence. If therefore the Government should require the repayment of 
a fifth.of the loan within so short a period of granting it, the result will 
assuredly be the failure of the project which it was their object to finance and 
encourage. We therefore venture to suggest that the rules for the grant of 
such loans should be framed with a more liberal spirit. 


VI.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


37. Referring to the committee appointed by the Mysore Government to 
enquire into the causes of this accident, the 
Swadesamitran, of the 5th September, says :— 
We think this is not a proper committee. 
Firstly, only one Indian is a member of this committee and even this gentle- 
man is an official. Some non-official Indians should have also been included 
in this committee. Secondly, as many of the coolies who met with their 
death in this accident might have been Madrasees, some respectable Indians 
of this Presidency should have also been nominated as members of this 
committee. Moreover, a committee appointed by the Government of Mysore 
may not command the respect of the proprietors of these mines, who are all 
of them rich and influential men in London. So the Government of India 
should soon appoint a committee consisting of some Indians and some 
renowned scientific experts and ask it to draw upa report about the causes 
of this accident. It will not do to say that the Government of India cannot 
interfere and make an enquiry about an accident which occurred in a Native 
State. There have been a number of accidents like this in these gold mines 
in the past and the present one is a most horrible one. Such accidents may 
continue to happen even hereafter. Dr. W. F. Smith, Chief Inspector of 
Mines, Mysore, has reported in his official capacity that the machine by 
means of which the coolies were let down into the mine is in a sound condition 
and that the Engineer who was in charge of it tried his best to prevent the 
accident. All this may be true; but, as Mr. Smith is an officer connected 
with the mine, the public will not be satisfied unless the opinion of scientific 
experts, who have no connection with the mine, is also obtained. In our 
opinion, the Government of India should appoint a number of experts whose 
duty it will be to examine periodically the machines used, not only in gold 
mines but also in other mines, to let in and lift up the cvolies working therein. 
As the proprietors of these mines and their agents here are Europeans, they 
may fail to take all the precaution that will be necessary to safeguard the 
lives of Indian workmen. So it is the duty of the Government of India to 
adopt such measures as will enable these workmen to do their work without 
any anxiety about their safety. : 


Vhe recent accident in the 
Kolar gold mines. 
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38. The Swadesamitran, of the 5th September, writes :—We referred some 


time ago to an accident on the tramway in 
which a Brahman youth was jammed between 


ais acar and a tram post and expired soon after. 
\\» hear of another similar accident and learn that the injured man is now 


an in-patient in a hospital. Accidents of this kind, causing serious injury to 
lite or limb, have become too common on the tramways. The ‘Tramway 
Company has been asked by the Government of Madras to report the number 
of such accidents which have happened till now. Whatever may be their 
number, the people cannot quietly put up with their lives or limbs being 
lost unnecessarily. ‘This Tramway Company is getting an enormous income, 
and the major portion of it is contributed by the uneducated and low class 
people who travel by these tramways. So the Government can issue strict 
‘nstructions that this company should take all possible precaution to prevent 
the passengers being injured. We do not know why the Government has 
paid no attention to this matter. Questions should be constantly asked in 
the Legislative Council about this nuisance and the serious nature of the 
situation. Public meetings should be held often and the negligence of.the 
Tramway Company in guarding the interests of the passengers condemned. 
Public agitation should not cease until this nuisance is removed altogether. 


Ir quent accidents on the 
tramways. 


39. The Swadesumitran, of the 8th September, expresses its satisfaction 
at the Swadesi méla at Calcutta having been 
opened this year by Lord Carmichuel ‘himself 
and exhorts the people to bear in mind the 
sincere advice given by him on this oceasion. 

10. In the course of an article on * Mr. F. ‘TI’. Brooks and his mission ” 

| a . the Kistnapatrila, of the s0th August, writes :—- 
Mr. F. T. Brooks and his arcpiesies and the Americans that come 
same to India may pe divided into five classes. ‘The 
first class is represented by the Civilians. ‘hese are the props of the Gov- 
ernment. ‘They mix with the people so far as is necessary for the collection 
ol the revenue of the Government. ‘There are no other bonds that unite 
them with Indians. The people are afraid of them and they treat the Indians 
with contempt. They are the rulers holding sway at the point of the sword, 
over the poor sons of the soil and there is no possibility whereby the two 
may unite. All this is due to racial prejudice. 

The second class is represented by the traders, who have been given 
many privileges by the Government who are their own kith and kin. These 
think that they are the real rulers of the soil. ‘The absolute rule of the Gov- 
crument is helping them in draining away the Indian wealth. 

The third is represented by the missionaries, who think that they have 
cone down here to save the three hundred millions of the Hindus from falling 
into hell. To these the Hindu religion is ignorance and Hindu customs are 
superstition. Hence thev can have no sympathy towards the Hindus nor 
cin they command respect at the hands of the Indians. 

The fourth class is represented by those well versed in occultism. These 
having lost their faith in Christianity praise the Hindu religion to the skies, 
thereby causing greater harm to it than the missionaries. ‘l"hese are encmics 
ina friendly garb. 

The fifth and the last class is represented by those who act in the path 
ot righteousness. Sister Nivedita may be placed in this class. To this 
class belongs Mr. Brooks also, who always tries to mix with the Indians 
sharing in their joys and sorrows. 

4]. The Desabhimani, of the 3lst August, in an article on the 6 Budget 
speech” writes:—The greatly disappointing 
Budget speech of Mr. Montagu, the Under- 
Secretary of State for India, however finely couched it may be in sweet 
language, cannot but reveal to the eager Indian public the highly unsatis-

upon them, when the sons of the soil, drunk deep as it were in the occidental 
statesmanship and philosophy, are ready to serve their Government for lower 
sularies. Having no money to expend for purposes of education and sanitg. 
tion, the Government has been able to spend three lakhs of rupees on the 
* College of Aviation”’ that is going to be established in India in the near 
future. ‘I'he Military expenditure has during the last 28 years tremendously 
increased from 16 to 31 crores and the protests of the Indian Nationa) 
Congress regarding the unbearable burden have become cries in tlie 
wilderness. ‘Ihe unity between the Muhammadan and the Hindu com. 
munities advocated in the speech cannot be hoped for in the teeth of the 
greater privileges that have been accorded to the Muhammadans by the Goy- 
ernment. 


42. ‘The Desamuta, of the 10th September, in the course of its leader on 

Ee . ‘‘Mr. Dadabhai Naoroji” writes :—Tohere arc 
Mr. Dadabhai Naoroj}. some towns that did not celebrate the birthday 
of Mr. Dadabhai. ‘This indifference on the part of the people surely shows 
their ingratitude towards a man who has devoted his life to the social and 
political regeneration of this country. This is not the only instance of such 
an ingratitude. Our people were very ungrateful to Lord Ripon, who did 
so much for the advancement of local self-government in this country. He 
had done much for the welfare of the Indians and went low in the estimation 
of his own countrymen. Tlow:did the Indians reward him? Manv a 
Governor-General that has stepped into India has a statue erected for his 
memory, while Lord Ripon had none. This plainly shows the ingratitude 
of the people towards a man who drew upon himself the anger and disappro- 
bation of his countrymen. ‘This of course is in no way derogatory to the 
greatness of Lord Ripon. His name will ever endure in the remembrance of 
the people as long as the history of this country is written and read. In the 
same manner our indifference towards Mr. Dadabhai cannot in any way 
affect him. Nevertheless, it behoves the people to show their gratitude by 
celebrating the birthday of this great man. 


43. ‘The Ravi, of the 11th September, in the course of its leader on 
‘‘ Indians in Canada,” writes :-—Recent tele- 
grams show that there is a great strike of the 
working classes in British Columbia. Here there is an associaticn of these 
working people which is demanding high wages from the owners of big 
factories. But there are some workmen who have not joined this association, 
several of whom being Indians. These are willing to work at low wages. 
In these circumstances, the members of this association are threatening the 
members of the Parliament that they are !strongly bent upon withholding 
their votes ‘in their re-election in case they do not pass repressive measures 
strongly against such Indian workmen. Sir L. Lorrier is complaining that his 
leniency towards Indians during his premiership has made his brother 
members work strongly against his re-election. The Workmen’s Association 
has adopted a resolution to prevent their brother Christians from helping the 
Canadian Baptist and the Canadian Presbyterian Mission Boards, since they 
are favouring the importation of Indian coolies working at low wages into 
Canada. But this could not change the attitude of the Boards in this direction. 
Recent incidents of the strike show that there is a strong hatred against the 


Indians in Canada and that it has the warm sympathy of the members of the 
Parliament.

IT.—Howrk ADMINISTRATION. 
(a) Police. 


|. In commenting on the administration report of the Madras Police for 


ae 1912, the Jadian Patriot, of the 15th Septem- 
Madras Police Administration ber, writes: —“ The Government order a the 
in Whe. administration of the Police of the Madras 
residency is a valuable document, showing how very earnestly the Govern- 
ment has been paying attention to the Police problems. This explains the 
wonder partly at any rate, as to why, in the budget debates, no reference is 
nade to the Police—a fact which was mentioned in two successive budget 
debates as matter for congratulation by members of Government in the 
Council. If the same degree of attention and concern as is evinced in the 
Government order on the Police were evinced in otber Government depart- 
ments affecting the public, there would, we are sure, be perfect ussurance in 
public men that things do engage the attention of the Government. ec 
The behaviour of the policeman, which means, in other words, the attitude 
oi the Police to the public and of the public to the Police, continued to be 
highly satisfactory. ‘T’he policemen behaved well, and departmental punish- 
ments were less, because of good treatment. It used to be considered us a 
virtue in a Police officer to mistrust and annoy the policeman ; that, however, 
has ceased to be. ‘Today, this poor, but responsible servant of Government 
is treated kindly, with the result—the Inspector-General thinks so--that 
there has been an improvement of the morale of tne force. Kindness, even 
ty a policeman, is not lost; and the difficulty of recruitment, which is a 
problem that most furiously faces the officials ought to instil kindness in 
their minds towards the constabulary.” 


Writing on this subject, the Hindu, of the 17th September, says :—‘' The 
report on the administration of the Police and the review of the Government 
thereon for 1912, have been issued with commendable promptitude and 
furnishes much material for serious thought. The re-organisation of the 
Police force in the Presidency in accordance with the recommendations of 
the Police Commission has now been completed, but ever since the scheme 
was set on foot, there was some amount of unsettlement and some amount of 
reluctance on the part of the department to take kindly to the new scheme. 
(nthe one hand, many superior officers of the Police force did not always 
look with favour on the new class of Veputy Superintendents of Police who 
have been introduced into the ranks of the force by recruitment from young 
men of position, birth and education, while on the other hand the ranks of 
the Police force were unfriendly to the new class of Sub-Inspectors, who 
virtually displaced the old Station-house officers who had risen from the 
ranks and had been steeped in the old methods of investigation and detec- 
tion. There was a tendency on the whole to discount the reforms and the 
position became further complicated by the very large increase in the actual 
torce of the constabulary in the Presidency sanctioned and being carried out 
by the authorities, which led to difficulties in the recruitment of a proper 
classofmen. . . . . The recruiting difficulty is one which has to be 
immediately dealt with if the Police are to discharge efficiently their functions 
both in the prevention, as well as in the investigation and detection of crime. 
The large lowering of the percentage of detections and convictions as compared 
with the growth of crime more particularly of the graver character in recent 
years is a question which needs special attention and will be referred to 
subsequently, but it certainly is a fact which points to the need of early 
remedial measures. The difficulty felt in the recruitment of Sub-Inspectors,

their duties among an illiterate population. The evils due to the sluy 
progress of education in the country are bound to re-act on the work «j 
administration in a variety of ways, and it will be the part of wisdom on tli. 
part of Government to go to the root of the evil and recognise their duties in 
regard to this matter.” 


Mapnas Sraxpan, The Madras Standard, of the 19th September, remarks :—* The repor' 


Sept. 19th, i918. On the administration of the Police of this Presidency records no strikiny 


progress in any direction. . . . . The cry, that young men with higher 
educational qualifications do not come in any appreciable number, continues 
to be persistent. Of the total number of Sub-Inspectors selected during the 
year only five, about 4 per cent., were FAs. while there was not even one 
graduate. The Government trust that this will be a passing feature. But 
we fear it will be a permanent one until the superior officers in the department 
accord men, with higher educational qualifications, the treatment and con- 
sideration they are entitled to. If Superintendents and Deputy Inspectors- 


General think that they can give them the treatment, which they used to 
give to the Station-house officers whom they have replaced, no self-respecting 
educated Indian will care to enter the department. . . . . ‘The Governer 
in Council, in spite of all the drawbacks and defects, in spite of the increase 
of crime and ill-success in prevention, finds matter for congratulation in the 


report, but it will be long before that note of satisfaction will be echoed by 
the public.”

In effect the Government declares that its will is absolute in matters educa- 
tional and that the opinion of the Senate of the Calcutta University, com- 
posed of distinguished Indians and Europeans, counts for nothing against the 
i dizit of the Government. There is a pitiful. pettifogging attempt in 
‘+ Government of India’s letter to make capital out of the literal. wording 
certain remarks of the Vice-Chancellor Sir Ashutosh Mukerjee in a Convo- 
-ation speech. How the Senate as a body is responsible for the speech is not 
made clear. Are we seriously to entertain the beliet that the Secretariat in 
the Education Department of the Government of India is wiser than the 
members of the Calcutta Senato? No grounds whatever are indicated as to 
what constitutes, in the opinion of the Government, objectionable participa- 
tion in polities. . . . . Whether the part taken by a person is objec- 
tionable or not, or is such as to render him unduly prominent or not, is left 
delightfully vague and indefinite, and im default of the Senate coming toa 
rizht conelusion on the matter, the Goverument, of India steps in and 
eyercises its supreme political judgment. The Universities Act of Loid 
Curzon has been from tne time of its enactment credited with having ina 
dywnright manner officialised the Indian Universities, and no more signal 
proot of it can be adduced than the action of the Government of India in the 
present case.” 

Writing on this subject, the Wadras Standard, of the 17th Septem ber, 
sivs:—In the reply of the Government of India to the University of 
Culcutta in regard to the ‘ breeding of an atmosphere of pure study,’ there 
is a studied defence of the new principle that students should not associate 
with political leaders. The Government of India is of opinion that even in 
times of excitement there is nov need to alloy the students to come in contact 
with cven the most trusted leaders of the people; and further on comes the 
most astounding sentence that ‘the Government of India are not preparc.! 
to accept the statement that at the age of 21, and after having passed a 
degree, @ young man necessarily becomes immune from political influences, 
whether they are intruded into lectures or whether they are merely embodied 
in the person of the lecturer.’ ‘This, we may veuture to point out, is a most 
ridicul6us statement. . . . . Mr. Sharp, to whom is generally traced 
the origin of the whole embroglio, further remarks in his letter that here- 
alter if a University lecturer is known to take any part in politics, the 
recommendation ot the University to appoint him should hereafter be 
accompanied ‘with the statement of their reasons for considering that the 
part taken by the person had not been objectionable or such as to render 
him unduly prominent.’ We do not think that any respectable political 
worker—or as a matter of fact any prominent Indian who does not belong 
tu (iovernment service —will be prepared to undergo this humiliating test of 
his harmlessness in order to be sanctioned by the Government of India as 
being fit for delivering the University lectures.” 

The J/ndian Patriot, of the 20th September, observes :—“ The reply of 
the Government of Jndia to the famous letter from the Senate of the 
Calcutta University, which has, if anything, only weakened the position of 
the Government brings to prominence one phase of public life in India which 
is exceedingly discouraging. . . . . Inthe first place the points laid 
down in the letter of the Senate have not at all been convincingly met— 
that is to say from the point of view of the public. In the second place, the 
force and weight of the support given to those points by men like Dr. Rash 
Behari Ghosh, Sir Gurudas Banerji, Sir Ashutosh »Mukerji, have heen 
ignored. ‘These men are great forces with the — hey are not 
generally political agitators, and whenever they speak, the people hearken to 
them with great respect. The Government of India themselves have held 
strongly to the opinion expressed by Sir Ashutosh Mukerji four years 
ago; how much more strongly should the public hold to his opinion expressed 
thirty days ago? This larger aspect of the question perhaps never struck 
the men responsible for the reply which has, as we said, only served to show 
that the position taken by the University is unassailable. . . . . This

Neither economy nor expediency 
nor constitutional authority seems to have been satisfied by this resolution 06} 
the Council. . . . . The Council, we learn, has resolved to abolish the 
dispensary only to add every = of its cost and every hand employed in it. 
to the main municipal hospital. It is not therefore ona plea of economy that 
the present resolution stands. The dispensary is not in fact to be abolishe 
but 1s really to be amalgamated with the main institution. What, then, was 
the necessity for the branch institution when it was originally created? [i 
the Chaliyil dispensary has proved a failure either in attracting: patients to 
itself or in reducing congestion at the main hospital, the present step taken 
by the Council could be justified. But if our information is correct, as we 
believe it is, the dispensary has been such a notable success that one would 
not be much surprised if the position were reversed, that is, if the main 
hospital were amalgamated with the branch dispensary. . . . . It would 
not be expedient to abolish a dispensary, which admittedly ministers to the 
needs of a considerable number of patients, and which has enlisted the regards 
of thousands of rate-payers, who have now spiritedly come to plea for its 
retention. We do not believe that there is a grim conspiracy in Chaliyil to 
embarrass the Council for the mere delight of an exciting protest. The narrow 
majority which carried the resolution bears testimony to the genuineness of 
the grievance of the people and to the good faith of their protest. er 
Nor does it seem to us that the Council was right in casting to the winds the 
opinion of an important minority in the disposal of a momentous subject. It 
is of course perfectly lawful to carry out a proposition when a majority of 
Councillors assent to it. But it is an acknowledged principle that a measure 
which meets with strong opposition even from a minority should not be 
pressed to the extreme. . . . . Unless we are favoured with any valid 
contradiction from the other side, we cannot resist the conclusion that thie 
resolution of the Council was ill-advised and the Government would do well 
to advise the council to reconsider the resolution.” 


Ware Come Brees, Writing on this subject, the West Coast Spectator, of the 17th Sep- 
Sept. 17th, 1918. tember, observes :—‘‘ Contrary to expectations the Tellicherry Municipal 
Council has by a narrow majority signed the death warrant of that very 

popular institution, the Chalil dispensary, which has been, for the last quarter 

of a century, doing a world of good to the poverty-stricken, disease-breeding 

part of the Municipality called Chalil. The opposition against the retrograde 

proposal of the Civil Surgeon being very strong and popular, we thought 

that the ‘representatives ’ of the people on the Council would unceremoniously 

brush aside the proposal. Their action has, therefore, come upon us as a 

surprise. We find that among the eight ‘ good men and true’ of Tellicherry, 

the champions of popular liberties, the props of local self-government in that 

place who loyally and enthusiastically supported Dr. Rama Rao were Messrs. 

N ariyaas Kurup, P. R. Marar, a Mussalman gentleman incapable of putting 

his ideas in black and iwhite even in Malayalam, whose name we do not at 

present reraember, two nominated members and the Divisional officer. We 

can understand Mr. V. P. Rao’s position. He being subordinate to the Collector, 
and ofticial discipline and etiquette being very strict, cannot be expected to 
vote against the ‘suggestion’ emanating from the head of the district 
administration. The Chairman is the Public Prosecutor of North Malabar and 
Mr. P. R. Marar has more than once acted as Public Prosecutor, and 1 
expected to succeed Mr. Kurup in office.

IV.—NATIVE STATES. 


8. The Malabar Ieral/, of the 13th September, has the following :— 
‘The reversion of Mr. P. Rajagopala Achari 
to the British service and the question as ti 
the selection of a successor appear to be the two absorbing topics now 
engaging the attention of the Travancore public. And the two commuii. 
cations we published editorially sufficiently disclose the supreme necessity ot 
the one and the vital importance of the other. ‘he Travancore Diwanship 
with its present occupant is a mystery of mysteries. For, nodefinite infor- 
mation is forthcoming as to when he will vacate the office which he has been 
occupying for well nigh six years, with demoralizing effect. . . . . It 
is far more regrettable that tie Madras Government, who are expected to 
know what transpires in Travancore under the present régime, seem to favour, 
regardless of their responsibility as the Paramount Power, the retention ot 
Mr. Rajagopala Achari in his present office as Diwan of Travancore for an 
indefinite period. Whatever may be the intention of Government underlying 
their attitude in this connection, we can scarcely congratulate them on the 
propriety of the concession, especially when it is shown in favour of one 
whose régime can hardly find a parallel in the annals of the Travancore 
Diwanship, a prominent feature of which is the complete alienation of the 
sympathy of the people. A speedy cessation of the career that has been 
responsible for the creation of this condition is what we look to. Conse- 
quently, the sooner he leaves Travancore the better for him and its people 
who have lain low for these six years calmly waiting for the day of their 
deliverance, Immense and widespread will, therefore, be their joy whe 
that day comes, and let us hope that it is not far distant. . . , . Uf the 
three in the running for the candidature that, of Mr. Naraéyana Ménén may be 
ruled out of court. For, apart from the fact that he distinguished himself 3s 
the chief tour agent in connection with His Highness’ trip to Delhi for the 
Imperial Coronation, there is nothing that he can lay claim to for the 
Diwanship. Nevertheless, if a shabby tent and a motor car which got out 
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of order as often as it was in motion, can be regarded as the result consti- 
‘uting his claims for the Diwanship, by all means let him have it: and the 
Travancore adininistration will not be poorer by his appointment than what 
itis now. Of course, we all know that he wrote a thundering judgment in 
‘he Chalai riot case in the sessions; but it was completely riddled by the 
High Court under the guidance of one whose views were upheld by the Racy 
Council in the Pondi murder case. As the result of the appeal in the Chalai 
yiot Mr, Narayana Ménon was placed under suspension by the High Court for 
legal corruption. The exploits of Mr. Rajayopala Achari to get this order 
cancelled forms one ot the ughest chapters of his régime. He set to work and 
eyentually the judicial independence of the highest judicature in ‘Travancore 
was completely destroyed. Had His Highness the Maharaja shown a degree of 
moral courage compatible with his exalted position as a constitutional 
Sovereign, when Mr. en Achari’s letter of resignation and his official 
communication to the High Court for His Highness’ assent to cancel the 
order of suspension were before His Highness, probably Mr. Rajogapala Achari 
would have been out of Travancore much earlier. In this ilemene His 
Highness declined to accept the letter of resignation tendered by the Diwan 
and elected to break through his constitutional barriers by giving his consent 
t» the Diwan’s communication to set aside the order of suspension, thereby 
shattering the authority of the High Court to pieces. This much, as regurds 
Mr. Narayana Ménon who enjoys a fat salary, and the fact of his being at 
tlhe head of the Police is akin to the fly in the amber. 

“The next in the list of aspirants is Mr. Krishnan Nayar, the redoubtable 
Chief Justice of the Travancore High Court. The less said of him the 
better, though we are tempted to make a few remarks. His importation for 
the present post under a compact concluded at Alwaye came as a surprise to 
the Travancore public, since they never dreamt for a moment that a place 
vacated by Mr. Sadasiva Ayyar, who now graces the Madras High Court 
Bench, would be filled by the appointment of a second-rate pleader of the 
District Court of South Malabar earning an income that falls to the lot of a 
juirly successful legal practitioner. . . . . Jf Mr. Krishnan Nayar is to 
lw appointed it will be a case of—from the frying pan to the fire. 

‘The third and the last candidate is Mr. Subrahmanya Ayyar, the well- 
known Census Commissioner and senior Diwan Peishear. [leis a man with 
a philosophical turn of mind and we have a surfeit of his philosophy in the 
last Census Report. His conservatism is uncompromising in the present 
ave of progressiveness and liberalism. As a pen-man he is capable of pro- 
ducing readable literature, and if he is to be the next Diwan of ‘Travancore, 
we will have voluminous administration reports which are likely to go 
unnoticed for the very fact of their being voluminous. These qualifications 


are, no doubt, commendable for the Travancore Diwanship. But there are | 


vraver reasons to negative his candidature. His official transformation from 
a Doctor of Medicine to a Revenue officer still remains a mystery. But it 
becomes less mysterious, when we recall to our mmd what was reported by 
a vernacular paper in Trivandrum, that his official transformation was due 
to the effect of a transaction between him and the Palace Manager involving 
the payment of Ks. 12,000. Mr. Subrahmanya Ayyar has, for aught we 
know, not taken any steps to clear his character of this serious imputation, 
an consequently, the allegation remains still unrefuted. In addition to this 
if the archives of the British Resident’s office in ‘Trivandrum are to be 
searched, there might be something to throw a very disagreeable sidelight 
on his candidature. Whatever that might be, the imputation levelled against 
him by the vernacuiar paper that he purchased the Peishcarship at a cost of 
Rs. 12,000 is of a very serious nature; and unless he secures a clean shect 
from this impeachment he can scarcely be considered as being eligible even 
for an appointment in any public service, much less for the Travancore 
Diwanship. The above, in brief, are the {qualifications of the three respect- 
ive candidates; and should the selection fall on any one of them, the 
demoralization that has already set in under the inauspicious régime of 
Mr. Rajagopala Achari, would be complete under that of his successor.”

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Waer Coast Bractaren, Writing on this subject the West Coast Spectator, of the |7th Septem. 
Bept. 17th, 1918. ber, says:—‘* Diwan Bahadur Rajagopala Achari is shortly to ny down the 
reins of office, and speculation is rife as to his probable successor. Journalisti:. 
Cassandras have already suggested three names and a sort of war is going 
on in the columns of some of our contemporaries as regards the merits and 
‘demerits of the three candidates. Mr. Krishnan Nayar, the Chief Justice, j, 
supposed to be the most favoured in palace circles. - « Weare sure 
that this appointment will not be seriously thought of. Mr. Nayar may tx 
a very able officer, possessing all the qualifications that go to make a Diwan, 
but the principle involved in transferring a judicial officer to the executive 
service is one that will not suggest itself to those igh above whose sanction js 
necessary before anybody is confirmed as Diwan. . . . . Wemay take it that 
Mr. Krishnan Nayar stands the Jeast chance of getting the Diwanship. About 
the other two candidates we need not be serious. In this connection, it is very 
much to be regretted that some of our contemporaries have thought it fit to 
make disparaging and unparliamentary remarks, conceived in very bad teste, 
against Mr. Krisanan Nayar. Eveu his domestic affairs are laid bare in the 
columns of the public press by certain critics who seem to think that vitriolic 
denunciations pass for independent criticism, . . . . Mr. Krishnan 
Nayar is incapable of replying to such attacks by reason of his official position, 
and this is all the more the reason why critics should be fair towards him. 
We hold no brief for Mr. Krishnan Nayar. In fact, during his term of office 
in the Legislative Council, there were no more uncompromising critics of hiis 
than we. Jut, in our treatment of public men, especially, public servants, 
who are not. privileged to reply their detractors in the press, we must be fair 
and just. . . . . Coming again to the Diwanship, our information goes 
to show that a British Indian public servant may probably be imported. We 
hope there is truth in this statement. In the present state of Travancore 
officialdom it is necessary that the Diwan should be one who will bring with 
him an open mind, free from local prejudices and traditions.” 


aa gg 9. The indian Patriot, of the 15th September, writes :—‘‘ The with- 
Sept. 16th, 1913. drawal of the representative of the jenmis and 

the members of the Jenmi Sabha from the 
committee meeting, which has become the 
subject of a Cochin Government order, is the last episode in an exciting 
drama. The haste and ill-preparedness with which one of the most difficult 
of legislative measures was being rushed and the confession of weakness to 
which Mr. Govindaraghava Ayyar almost wrung from the Diwan only went 
to confirm the popular belief that absolutely no justification had been shown 
of the necessity for such a measure as Is now on the high road to the statute 
book. . . . . Mr. Banerji, at any rate, owes an explanation of his 
conduct, not to the Cochin State, where no one will ask it, but to the public, 
whose opinion he has always respected. We shall go step by step into the 
story of this Cochin betrayal, with the hope that the Government of Cochin 
will confess its mistake aitd, without driving its aristocracy to irreconcilable 
opposition, still recall the words of Lord Hardinge, to bind to the Indian 
prince, lis nobles. 

‘An alarmed and excited aristocracy, with the incessant sound of the 
hammer on the legislative anvil, begged and obtained permission to wait in 
deputation before the Diwan. The deputation was headed by Diwan Bahadur 
Govindaraghava Ayyar. Impressed with the strong representation of the 
deputation, Mr. Banerji said: ‘I can assure you that the representations will 
have very, very careful consideration and from the 1st of Chingam I will 
sit in committee on this Bill, and I would be glad if a representative of tne 
Jenmi Sabha who is competent to deal with the question on their behalf will 
be elected to sit in this committee.

‘The day the 
committee ought to have sat,—and who knows whether it sat or not — passed, 
aud two succeeding days also passed. Still the representative of the land- 
ords had no idea of what he was to do. At last. on the Ith August, 
‘tree days after the appointed date for the committee the Jenmi Sabha 
win danced attendance in the corridors of the Diwan. ‘ You say that 
vir nomination of a representative has been approved; but you do not 
sy when the committee is sitting or where it is going to sit or whether it 
has already sat. The Sabha’s representative has been here these four or five 
jays. and the Sabha is being put to considerable expenses on that account. 
uched, perhaps, by this suppliant tone, the Cochin Government were 
inoved enough to reply as follows: ‘In reply to vour letter of even date, 
| write to inform you that the Durbar’s proceedings relating to committee 
sitting will appear in the next gazette. For your un-official information, 
nowever, I write to say that the committee will sit at Ernakulam on Monday 
‘+e Sth September and such subsequent dates as may be necessary’. 2... 
On the 26th August the Cochin Government published a Gazette Extraordi- 
wiry, which placed a new Bill before the public--which we will call the 
revised draft Bill. The Cochin Government ignored its order of the 6th 
July, without a word of explanation. Not only did it change the date, 
without informing the members of the committee, but it changed the Bill 
over which the committee was to sit. It took away the draft Bill and placed 
another Bill instead, and told the members that they had to consider that new 
Bill and not the old. Consternation once more seized the landlords. ‘There 
was but a fortnight for the sitting of the special committee, and here was, for 
practical purposes,a new Bill. . . . . There was, of course, no time for 
any action, if indeed, any action was possible, for the 8th of September was 
it iand and on that day the jenmis saw that their representative was treated 
as it he was not at alla ‘member’ of the committee ; and the spirit of 
independence and self-respect of Mr. Neelakanta Ayyar on being insulted 
sowed itself in his walking out of the committec, followed by his consti- 
‘uents. The special committee on the revised dratt Bill sat without the 
representative of the jenmies.” 

Writing on this subject, the .Mudras Standard, of the 16th September, 
siys:—* The amended draft of the Cochin Tenancy Regulation published 
with the Diwan’s proceedings thereon in the Gazette Extraordinary forwarded 
‘us a few days back is, we regret to note, disappointing. . . . . here 
is. so far as we can see, nothing in the proceedings by way of explanation. 
The whole basis of that provision seems to be what the Commission calls 
‘tenant right custom’; and the language of the Diwan’s proceedings in this 
counection appears to be a clear case of suppressio vere and sugyestio falsi. It 
suggests that Conceunlieds. at least a majority of them, hold lands which from 
‘ime immemorial were in possession of their own family ; that they had 
thereby acquired a prescriptive right which it would be unjust or dangerous 
‘to violate; and that itis high time to prevent the jenmi from infringing 
ach a right. Nothing could be farther from truth, . . = . lhe problem 
ix so complicated, its importance so great and its consequences so far-reaching 
that any attempt to hurriedly place it on the statute book ought to be 
deprecated. Unfortunately the cry of delay seems to weigh much with the 
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Durbar. We wish to point out, therefore, that the British Government ..,..,, 
with the assistance of such experienced men as Sir T’. Muttuswami A}-\-,, 
Sir C. Sankaran Nayar, Mr. T. V. Anantan Nayar and others took years :. 
arrive at a decision in a similar question ; and the fact that that Governme;,’. 
conclusion was altogether different from the one arrived at by the Durt,,, 
should be a further reason why they should wait, take time and deliberate.” 


The Hindu, of the 20th September, observes :—‘‘ The Special Committ... 
to discuss the Tenancy Bill began its sittings on the 8th instant, under t}). 
presidency of the Diwan, and although its opening was under favoural), 
auspices, it is to be regretted that the conclusion of its labours was dun, 
under depressing circumstances, and the proceedings seem to have Jy 
conducted in a manner hardly in keeping with the judicious and liberal spiri: 
which had prompted the formation of a representative committee, to assis: 
the Government in shaping the provisions of the Bill. In making thes, 
observations, we refer to the incidents in connection with the withdraw,| 
from the Special Committee on the second day of its sitting, and his non. 
participation in its subsequent work, of one of the important members of thie 
committee, viz., the representative of the jenmis. In noticing this matter, 
the Diwan has made a scathing denunciation of the conduct of the jenmis 
representative, the full text of which we publish elsewhere. We have had 
an opportunity of perusing the papers connected with the case and we cannot 
help thinking that the weakness of the case of the Diwan against the jenmis 
representative is sought to be made up by the use of the strong language 
contained in his proceedings. . . . . The ground on which Mr. Banerji 
ruled the jenmis’ representative out of order is stated by him in his Order, 
dated 9th September, as follows: ‘ The jenmi’s representative was ruled out of 
order in the first hearing day when he made a personal representation about 
his position in the committee as that was not a subject which the special com- 
mittee had any jurisdiction to consider or discuss.’ We think Mr. Banerji 
was wrong in considering this as a personal question. Ii the contention of thie 
jenmi’s representative was right that he was a member and that he ought not 
to be excluded from the committee, his objection was one which went to the 
root of the constitution of the committee and it ought to have been decided 
when the point was taken. With the impatience and spirit of brnsqueness 
which by habit becomes ingrained in a member of the bureaucratic service, 
whether Indian or European, Mr. Banerji brushed aside the point taken 
by the jenmis’ representative and went on with the proceedings. 
Mr. LBanerji’s attempt to dissociate the action of the jenmis’ representative 
from that of the jenmis is also much to be deprecated. ‘There is absolutely 
no ground to support the suggestion that the withdrawal of the representative 
was actuated by personal considerations. On the other hand, all the circum- 
stances and the facts clearly show that the representative was throughout 
acting in concert and in entire harmony with the views of the jenmis 
who were present. Mr. Banerji declares that ‘the Diwan would refuse to 
believe that the jenmis who are as a class the representatives of the landed 
aristogracy, and who have an organization,of their own for the constitutional 
representation of their views to the Durbar, should have given any instruc- 
tions to their representative to behave as they did.’ But is there any class ot 
people in the world who are greater sticklers for their privileges and riglits 
than the landed aristocracy in every country? So far as we can see, it was 
of little consequence personally to the jenmi’s representative, who is a Vakil 
of the High Court of Madras of standing, of intelligence and integrity, 
whether he represented the jenmis as a mere agent before the committee or 
asa member of it. Under these circumstances, the harsh terms in which 
Mr. Banerji has characterised the action and behaviour of the jenmis 
representative seem to us to be unmerited and unjust.” 


Writing further on this subject, the Indian Patriot, of the 17th Septem- 
ber, observes :—‘‘ We cubical, on the 15th instant, the story. of how 
Mr. Banerji, the Diwan of Cochin, as the member of a Special Committee 
sitting over the Cochin Tenancy Regulation, treated the landlords’ re resenta- 
tive in a manner that made the. representative think he was ins ted and 


withdraw from the committee. This abrupt withdrawal of the representative 
was considered important enough by the Diwan to merit a Government order 
—in fact they have a Government order for everything which is ignored us 
easily a8 published. We consider that the Cochin Government, in whose 
name an order has been passed violently censuring a member of the High 
Court bar, deserves more than a passing notice. . . . . There can be no 
Joubt that there must have been something in the committee which cast 
suspicions as to the landlords’ representative, whether he was a member of 
the committee at all; otherwise there can be no meaning in what the Gov- 
erament order says, namely, that the jenmi representative was ruled out of 
order on the first hearing day, when he made a personal representation about 
his position in the committee. Now what could have roused the suspicions 
of the jenmi representative? Here he was a member of the Committee. He 
sot all the papers intended for the members of the committee. The orders 
ot the Government mention him as a member of the committee. Even in tlie 
orier of censure on the landlords’ representative, the Cochin Government 
distinctly states that ‘the Jenmi 3abha was requested to select a representa- 
tive to sit a8 member thereof and the selection was subject to the approval of 
Durbar.’ 

“That being so, why should all at once have misunderstandings 
arisen? We understand that in the arrangement of seats in the chamber, 
while the President and other members of the Special Committee sat round a 
table, the landlords’ representative was placed separately, away from the 
other members. Why was this difference shown to a particular member of 
the committee ? If it was resolved to treat him as an outsider, as a witness 
tur instance, why should he have been called i member? . . . . Here 
isa gentleman, who is told he is a member, but finds himself separately seated, 


and finds his name omitted in the opening remarks. He ought to have at - 


once demanded an explanation and walked out, for he is no servant of the 
Cochin Government and need not submit himself to such insults. That a 
Government should have told a representative association to nominate a 
member, and approved of its nomination, but that it should have treated him 
as a non-member, without the privileges other members have, Is passing 
strange. . . . . To invite a gentleman as a member, to seat him uway 
from other members, to omit his name from the list of members mentioned in 
the President’s introductory speech, to say that the members cun participate 
in the discussion only ‘ in the end’, that the member has no ‘ right to insist’ 
but only to ‘represent,’ and when this member resents the insult an] 
withdraws, to abuse him, is unworthy of any honourable man—much less of 
a Government. The Cochin Government order that we published on the 13th 
iustant places the Government in an exceedingly unfortunate position ; for it 
tries to prove that the landlords’ representative was a ‘member,’ whereas it 
cnds by abusing him for not calmly bearing the insulting attitude of the 
President.”

Mr. V. P. Madhava Rao, ex- 
iPr sorerament. Diwan of Mysore, presided, and the members 
ot the Mahajana Sabha and the Provincial Congress Committee, who selected 
him for the office, apparently fancy that they have shown their skill to 
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advantage as tacticians. Wedo not know whether these gentlemen hiya 
read all the comments in the press about the appearance of Mr. Madhava Ri,, 
as a popular leader. His Press Act, which practically extinguished 1), 
liberty of the press in Mysore, has come in for mention, and in the Victorj, 
Hall itself, while he was reading his speech, among the audience was o¢¢,4. 
sionally heard the cry about his authorship of the Mysore Press Act. 

In Bombay too a similar demonstration was held. But the Presidency 
Association of that city @#nd the astute men who control public opinion jn 
Western India had no fascination for gentlemen, who from being autocrats 
in office, suddenly and in an unsuspected manner, develope in retirement 
democratic ideals about self-rule. . . . . In Calcutta they once held a 
meeting for a similar purpose with Dr. Rash Behari Ghose as Chairman, and 
if again an organised expression of opinion on such subjects as the separation 
of judicial and executive functions, India Office reform and the question of 
I alinas in South Africa is deemed imperative, they will have either the sane 
distinguished patriot or some one equally eminent as President. Maras 
will nearly always be an exception and continue to hang on to the coat tails 
of high caste retired officials.” 


12. In a leader under this heading, the West Coast Spectator, of the 17th 
September, writes:—‘‘ While the adjoining 
Native State of Cochin is being convulsed hy 
the revolutionary ayrarian legislation that has just passed through the 
committee stage, British Malabar and South Canara are now face to face 
with legislative measures devised by the Hon’ble Mr. K. P. Raman Menon 
with a view to hasten the changes which he fancies society is now under- 
going. . . . . Inthe speech delivered by the Hon’ble Mr. K. P. Raman 
Menon in moving for leave to introduce the Bills he says in effect that the 
idea of individualism is becoming more and more emphatically stamped on 
the face of the social polity of the Malayalees, and it is therefore necessary to 
accord legislative sanction toit. . . . . It is no doubt true that in the 
progress of societies, the development has been from the communal to 
the individual ascendancy, but this general rule, like all other general rules, is 
subject to exceptions and the Malabar joint family has been such an exception. 
It would seem that the real cause of the agitation to break up the 
joint family is to be traced to the growing opposition to authority among the 
young men of the new community rather than to any healthy desire for improv- 
ing the individual condition of its members. The idea of partition is directly 
traceable to this growing impatience of authority and as we have pointed out 
before economical consequences of the step are sure to prove dangerous. ‘lhe 
concentrated fortune of a family if split into as many fragments as there are 
members, and they are often numerous in big families, becomes too small to 
serve the purpose outlined in the Honourable Member’s speech and the 
temptations of youth provide a ready drain for the small heritage sliced away 
to each individual. . . . . By defending the joint family we do not 
purpose to set above each family an irresponsible autocrat as in some rare 
cases the karanavan proves to be, but we should say in justice to the despised 
head that it is unsafe to generalise from the analogy of a few instances and 
that the legislature will not be justified in subverting the existing social 
polity on rare cases of abuse of powers by karanavans. Some checks are, no 
doubt, desirable on the powers of a karanavan as preventive of future evils, 
but that is a matter of detail and does not affect the principle. The 
desire for enjoying the fruits of one’s own labour is instinct in man and 
we do not grumble at the suggestion to vest each individual with what 
he has earned. This, however, is provided for by enabling each individual 
to dispose of his self-acquisitions according to his will by means of a testa- 
ment and ii this is not availed of by any one, the legislature need hardly 
atone for the fault. The question of marriage is also a knotty problem 
on which the new-fanged youth may have much to say. We do not 
quarrel with the refined notions of the marital tie but before we approve 
of such notions being thrust upon the people at large, we have 4 riglit 
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., isk What occasions such sweeping changes? The late Mr. O. Chandu 
Menon, the first among the fiction-writers of Malabar, has, with his 
_jaracteristic genius for true appreciation, in his Jndulekhu, established the 
conerionity of the marriage system prevalent umony Malavalees to all other 
ces of marriage. Huis evidence before the Travancore Marrixge Com- 
wissign Was to the same effect, and he thoughtgthe prevalent form of marriage 
puowh as sambandham was very healthy, elastic and conducive to the well- 
being of both the parties concerned. If our courts of law have not invested 
.),storm of marriage with legal validity it is no fault of the people or of the 
erislature. As we said some time ago it would be quite sufficient if our 
curts took @ rational view of the alliance. Even if our courts prove 
-caleitrant some provision to make the marriage a binding tie till divorce or 
sch other period as may for convenience be fixed would satisfy the require- 
ments of justice and any chivalric sentiment the promoters of the Bill may 
have. Instead of such practical measures, to add another chapter to the 
x tute book, only to become a dead letter like the Act of 1896 is highly 
yupractical and unstatesmanhike. We think that the es of Malabar have 
,rizht to expect from the Honourable Member who has been se the

the Hindus which, although it is not the first time that such a warning has 
been given, cannot be too often given. Speaking of the elevation of the 
lower classes, he said: ‘I fear that if the Llindus stand aside, it will be left 
t. the foreigners to take up the work and there is adanger in it. ‘The sooner 
it ix done the better for you.’ There are those who think that this question 
ot the elevation of the depressed classes is a philanthropic or charitable 
object; and that is the only explanation of the wail for financial support that 
rose trom the meeting. It is not a problem to be solved by charity; it is a 
problem that affects the very life of Hinduism. . . . . The question of 
tle depressed classes is nothing else but the question of self- preservation of 
the Ilindu society. ‘l'his must be realised, as also that of the political aspect 
ot the question which was described by Mr. Justice Miller’s quotation from a 
sech he had heard years ago, that ‘if it was left {o foreigners to bring them 
up time would come when the depressed classes would awaken as your 
enemies and not as your ‘friends.’ An enlightened ‘ depressed classes,’ as 
enemies of higher class Hindus, would have swamped society. Like the 
waves of the sea rushing forward, the small minority shall be swallowed by 
tle menacing march of the majority. ‘To every man of political foresight the 
problem of problems is the elevation of the depressed classes.”

His appointment would have been quite appropriate, if the vacancy was that 
of a civilian Judge. It is very unreasonable on the part of the Government, 
which strictly follows the principle of appointing only civilians to vacancies 
caused by civilian Judges, to ignore this principle in the case of vakil-Judges 
and to appoint a civilian to act in a place occupied by such a Judge. 


(d) Education. 


17. In commenting upon the letter from the Government of India to the 
Registrar of the Calcutta University, in reply 
to the protest of the Senate on the Government 
vetoing the appointment of three University 
lecturers, the Szadesamitran, of the loth September, observes :—This letter 
cannot give any satisfaction to the public In effcct it declares that the 
Government of India is wiser than the di:tinguished members of the Senate 
of the Caleutta University and that it can therefore act upon information 
secretly received by it and change the educational policy of the University, 
if necessary. ‘The objection taken to the Universities Act of Lord Curzon 
that it would lead to the Universities in India becoming entirely officialised 
has now proved to be true. It has now been established that the Govern- 
ment has the power to upset any decision of the Senate, though it might 
have beer arrived at after mature deliberation. ‘Chis pronouncement is sure 
tv damp the spirits of the Universities throughout the country and those who 
take an interest in the advancement of higher education. When the educa- 
tial policy of the University is changed, there will be a corresponding 
change in the methods of primary education and this will mean a new 
departure in the educational policy of the country as a whole. Lord 
Ilardinge said that he;took great interest in the advancement of education 
among iIndians. But if this interest runs counter to the opinion of the 
people, it will not satisfy them.

This increase of the cess may, at the outset, appear to Le 
burdensome, but it will prove useful in the long run. Hence we trust tha: 
the public will not only accept the Honourable Member’s suggestion, |ut 
also submit memorials to Government, praying for a modification of the A¢ 
accordingly. 
(h) Railways. 


19. In an article under this heading a correspondent of the Swades). 
abhimani, of the 12th September, complains :— 
While carriages that are intended for running 
only within the municipal limits of cities, as also the carriages of the transit 
services which do not go to a distance of more than 30 or 4 miles from the 
starting place are required to seat not more than the prescribed number of 
passengers and those who break this rule are prosecuted, it is unfortunate 
that in the case of railway carriages intended for far longer journeys through 
hundreds of miles, the railway servants persist in huddling together like 
packages of dry fish more than double the prescribed number of passengers in 
each compartment, in spite of the boards which are hung up in these 
carriages displaying in bold characters the number to be seated in each 
compartment and in spite of the warning that railway servants trying to 
force in more than this number will be punished. Is the indifference on the 
part of the railway authorities as well as of Government in this matter duc 
simply to our own misfortune or is the local Government powerless to 
interfere ? Owing to the absence of reserved third-class compartments for 
women in the mail train from Mangalore to Madras and the rush of passen- 
gers into ‘‘ through carriages ” even for small distances, the passenger from 
Mangalore to Madras, be he a man, woman or child, performing the tedious

journey of 25 hours finds himself so hemmed in by co-passengers from all 
sides throughout that he is hardly able even to stretch his limbs or change 
the posture now and then. You once published the news that during the 
régime of Lord Carmichael, His Excellency went to some junction station 
one night and actually got into a third-class compartment in order to watch 


the traffic himself. Are there not officials at the present day who are eyually 
sulicitous about the public welfare ? 


(i) General. 


20. ‘The Swadesamitran, of the 9th September, observes:—A_ public 
meeting was recently held in Bombay to discuss 
the two important problems, viz., the separation 
of executive from judicial functions and the 
condition of Indians in South Afiica. Similar meetings were already held in 
Madras and Calcutta. If, in spite of repeated agitation, the British statesmen 
turn a deaf ear to all representations on these subjects, the responsibility for 
the evils arising theresrom will rest upon themselves. Meetings are sure to 
he held in other places also to discuss this matter. We hope responsible 


statesmen will rea}'se the feel'ngs of the people and guard against disturbances 
ruffiug the peace of the country.

The Hon’ble Mr. Chidambaranada Mudalivar was one of these 
yen. He is one of the leading mirasidars in the Tanjore district and he 
ays 4 large amount as road-cess.

MI. ivjivar vote against a proposal, the Government should consider about it. 
1: js clear from this and the resolution passed at the District Conference held 
econtly that the mirasidars of the Tanjore district are against this proposal 
syi we think the same will be the case in other districts also. The people 
sv already. feeling the burden of the taxes they pay to the Government and 
|... will not agree to the weight of this burden being increased. 

' We are glad to find that Collectors have been asked to hold conferences 
‘ith the ryots and ascertain their opinion on this subject, and we hope this 
struction will be strictly adhered to. ‘The ryots should boldly express their 
pinion at these conferences. If, without doing so, they echo the views ot 
he Collector, they will themselves be responsible for the evils arising there- 
iron. We will make another suggestion also and that is that it should be 
Jearly laid down in the Local Boards Act that the excess amount thus 
vllected as road-cess will be earmarked for the purpose of laying roads, 
wierever they do not exist. Itis only then that the villagers will be able 
v derive the fullest advantage from this increase of the road-cess. 


22. The Swadesamitran, of the 15th September, writes :—In an important 
discussion which took place some time ago 
between the Bombay Chamber of Commerce 
and Sir William Meyer, the President of the 
(lumber suggested that the surplus balances of the Government, amounting 
nearly to 130 crores of rupees, now locked up in the civil treasuries in India, 
should be deposited in banks, so as to be available for the use of the re 
merchants. To this Sir William Meyer replied that he could not immediately 
vive this important problem single-hande:! and that it would be considered 
formally by the Viceroy and his Executive Council. Now this arrangement 
by which merchants, carrying on the foreign trade of India, expect financial 
accomodation from the resources of Government and the Government agree 
vafiord this accommodation requires some explanation. ‘The Government 
t Iudia colleets its revenues in the months of January and February, and the 
urplus after meeting the current expenditure is kept in the civil treasuries in 
the country. It is this amount that is utilised for expenditure during the 
renaining months in the year. ‘Thus every year, nearly 130 crores of rupees 
a deposited in the treasuries by the end of March and out of this between 
2; und 3 crores of rupees are deposited in the banks in the three Presidency 
towns for the use of the merchants. Now the [English merchants plead that 
this umount is insufficient for their purposes and want that the remaining 
amount also should be deposited in the banks. ‘lhe import and export trade 
ot India is in full swing only between the months of December and April, 
aul as money is not available to the merchants during this period, it hampers 
trule. But how can the Government help it? If it deposits its cash 
balances in the banks for the use of these merchants, how can it manage to 
mect its expenditure throughout the year? The Government of India with 
its mighty responsibilities should always have the money required for it in its 
own custody and should not on any account lend it to others It is not 
bound in any way-to give loans to the merchants carrying on foreign trade 
in India. It should not forget that the money in its hands is collected from 
the people of this country. 

23. The Desabhimani, of the 14th September, writes in a short note :— 
Generally income-tax will be levied on the 
Income-tax. authority of confidential reports.

ae enw gdh ber gnc he was rumoured that the Government will enact 
South Cn ate, a legislative measure in order to settle this 
question (as to whether the landlord or tle 

tenant should pay the enhanced assessment). It was expected that the 
Hon’ble Rao Bahadur N. Subba Rao, who represented this district in the 
Legislative Council, would take upon himself the task of vausing such 4 
measure to be passed. But like the proverb which says that the strings 
snapped just when the tune was begun, before he could be expected to exert 
himself in this direction his term of membership expired. Now we hear that 
a certain gentleman of Malabar is representing us in place of Mr. Subba Rio. 
Even his name is not familiar to our people here. How, then, can he be 
expected to know our grievances? Besides, what need has he to know them: 
So, we are not aware of his having paid any attention to this subject. He 
is over two years since the measure was proposed. The Government mux 
by this time be in full possession of public opinion on the subject. Why 
then do they delay it still? Are the Government silent because the people 
are seen to make no noice or agitation on the subject ? Oh, editor! thie sceret 
of success in this twentieth century is that a wagging tongue wins the day, 
which the ignorant masses have yet to learn. Although their grievances are 
many, they have not the ability to discover their causes and make them 
known. It is not proper on the part of Government to be indifferent towards 
such a people as these. It behoves them, therefore, to remove the present 
indifference of the people in the matter of improving their lands and to 
stimulate them to larger hopes and expectations. Since the revised assess 
ment is already being collected for many years now, it would not be well that 
the question as to who should pay the enhanced assessment should be 
allowed to remain still unsettled. Is it too much to expect that the Govern 


ment will now at least proceed to enact the necessary measure without further 
loss of time ? 


V.—ProsprEcts oF THE Crops AND THE CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE. 


26. The Desabhimani, of the 10th September, publishes the following 
English leader:—On behalf of the rural 
population of the Madras Presidency, We 
express Our heartfelt gratitude to the Government for the magnificent grant 
of five lakhs of rupees made by them towards the improvement and protec 
tion of drinking water-supply in rural areas. With the aid of this grant, 
500 wells will be supplied with pumps and other improvements made during 
the year 1913-14. Before distributing the whole of this amount among the 
various districts, Government rightly consider it desirable that experiments 
should first be made on a less extended scale with a view to ascertain how 
far the ordinary village agencies will be able to keep the pumps in working

order. It is suggested by Government that the experiment, to be favourably 
circumstanced, should preferably be conducted in the larger villages, such as 
unions and iu the small municipalities which have no piped water-supply 
and in the districts near Madras, so that they ay be within easy reach of 
the Sanitary authorities. In | ore of this suggestion, euch of the dis- 
tricts of Chingleput, Nellore, Chittoor, North Arcot, South Arcot and Salem 
is given Rs. 16,000 for the conduct of this experiment. The above grant of 
ts. 15,000 for each district is considered sufficient for about twenty wells, 
and the Presidents of I)istrict Boards concerned have been requested to do 
allin their power to further the experiment and to report at the end of 
lyecember next how the experiment has progressed, how new wells are work- 
ing and how they are liked by the poeple so that the question of the 
desirability of multiplying them may be considered and decided. We 
acknowledge that this is a step in the right direction on which the Govern- 
ment deserve to be congratulated. Up to now, the com plaint has been that 
the villages are neglected and left behind. The water-supply, sanitation and 
means of communication are the most important questions which affect 
every-day rural life and deserve the utmost attention of the Government. 
The grant is generous enough though when distributed over a large number 
ot villages it will be found inadequate. Anyhow the grant has been generous 
and if the same recurs for some years, the condition of villages will show 
decided improvement. The grant, of course, approaches only one aspect of 
village administration. The experiment that is to be tried in villages with 
the aid of this grant, and the necessity for making the experiment imply 
that even if funds be forthcoming, there are nut proper agencies in village 
tracts to utilize these funds to the best advantage of the villagers. It, therefore, 
behoves Government to approach, at the same time, the other uspect also of 
the village problem, viz., the necessity for creating an agency in villages 
to look after their local affairs, such as the village board or village panchavut 
proposed by various persons in connection with this,subject. 


27. The Andhraprakasika, of the 17th September, in a short article on 
‘* Famine,” writes:—F amine is raging every- 
where in this country. Although there are no 
open cries of the people with regard to it, one cannot but be struck with the 
rate at which the prices have risen. During the great famine of 1875, rice 
was the only commodity that was inordinately dear, but now all the foud- 
stuffs have risen in price and yet the people are not heard to complain. ‘This 
is no matter for congratulation as indicating the growing prosperity of India. 
The committee that has been deputed to enquire into this matter has kept its 
proceedings so private that no one knows anything of them. They are not 
attended with any beneficial results and the prices of things continue to be 
steadily on the increase. :

VI.—MISCELLANEOUS. 


28. Referring to the Engineering Conference now being held at Simla, 
the Swadesamitran, of the 10th September, 
The Engineering Conference gayvs:—The majority of the Engineers who 
at Simla. met at this conference were Englishmen and 
there were only one or two Hindus in it. The reason for this is not far to 
seek. Almost all the Indian Engineers hold only subordinate posts and very 
few of them are given the higher appointments. So any advantage which 
may be derived from this conference will benefit only the Englishmen. Very 
few Indians take part in conferences held among Government officials, as the 
Heads of almost all the departments under Government are [nglishmen. 
It is deemed to be an insult to our community that Indians are allowed only 
to hold second-rate and third-rate appointments 1n service. 


29. The Swadesamtran, of the 11th September, observes : —As is usual 
with the session of the Legislative Council at 

The meeting of the Jmperial Simla, the business transacted at this meeting 
Legislative Council at Simla. was non-contentious in nature. The Bills 
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brought forward by the Government members were almost all of them 
approved by the other members. A number of useful questions were, how. 
ever, asked by the non-official members and answers elicited thereon. T}y. 
Hon'ble Mr. Surendranath Banerji wanted to know what action the Britis} 
Government had taken to safeguurd the interests of Indian coolies in Britis} 
Guianu. Recently there was a riot among the Indian coolies there up 
account of five of them having been forcibly transferred from one plantativn 
to another. and the Police are said to have shot down fifteen Indian coolies 
during this riot. It seems to be usual for the Police there to help the 
planters actively in transferring the Indian coolies from one plantation to 
another even against their will. In connection with this, the Hon’ble Mr. 
W. H. Clark stated that the attention of the Government of British Guiana 
had been invited to this matter and that the British Colonial Secretary had 
pointed out to this Government the undesirability of the Police interfering ia 
such affairs, unless they anticipated the opposition of the coolies. ‘This 
Government has also been informed that proper notice should be given tw the 
coolies if they are to be transferred from one plantation to another, that the 
reasons for such transfer should be communicated to these coolies, if they wished 
to know them and that any planter who wanted to transfer the coolies without 
conforming to these conditions should obtain the previous sanction of the 
Government for doing so. Though this reply may satisfy the Indians to a 
little extent, we are afraid the facts stated above may not prove to be very 
useful to the Indian coolies in the colonies, as long as they have to work as 
slaves under foreign masters and those who are responsible for safeguarding 
their interests are not their own men but foreigners. In India itself, we 
see the officials acting quite contrary to the laws and regulations framed by 
the Government for the protection of the poor. Such being the case, how 
can the poor Indians living in foreign countries, with no one to uphold their 
cause, obtain justice ? 


In replying to a question by the Hon’ble Sir Fazulbhoy Currimbhoy, 
Sir T’. R. Wynne stated that the Government did not propose to associate the 
non-official public with railway officers in all enquiries into railway accidents, 
that it was an erroneous impression that an enquiry into a railway accident 
was left solely to the wie je officer of the line on which it occurred, that 
before an enquiry was held, the matter was always reported to the Magistrate 
and Police Superintendent of the district concerned and that the findings of 
the enquiry were also communicated to the Government Inspector of Railways, 
who in his turn forwarded the same to the Railway Board, for them to take 
the necessary action in the matter. ‘This reply cannot give any satisfaction 
to the public. What is the good of giving the Government Inspector, the 
Railway Board and the District Magistrate concerned the power of having 
the final say regarding accidents caused by the negligence of railway officials ? 
The evils arising from these accidents affect the people mostly and so it is 
but reasonable to demand that a representative of the people should be on 
the Board enquiring into such accidents. As a matter of fact, the railway 
companies in India consider the people to be slaves. The unjust deeds 
committed by these companies would not be tolerated in any other country 
in the world. We do not sufficiently agitate about the way in which the 


people are treated by these companies and that is why the Government does 
not take an interest in this matter. : 


In replying to a question by the Hon’ble Mir Asad Ali regarding 
separate electorates for Hindus and Muhammadans on District and Taluk 
Boards and Munit¢ipalities, Sir Harcourt Butler said that the subject was 
under the consideration of the Government of India. We hope the result 
will give general satisfaction to the people. The grant of separate rights of 
representation in the Legislative Councils to the Muhammadans has already 
caused heart-burning to the other communities. If separate rights of repre- 
sentation are granted to the Muhammadans in the Municipalities and District 
Boards, it may lead to a misunderstanding between the Hindus and Muham- 


madans, who are now striving hard to become united.

nis conduct. But we think the Police were not justified in havin kept 
Kadirvél Pillai in confinement, when he had been let on bail and in Retiae 
arrested and removed him to the Tanjore hospital when he was ill. So the 
Government should hold an enquiry into the conduct of these officers also. 
Though it is stated in the order of the Government that the action of the 
Sul-Magistrate has been taken proper notice of, no details are given regard- 
ing the way in which it has been taken notice of. When the Government has 
condemned the action of one of its officials, why should it hesitate to publish 
‘lie nature of the punishment inflicted upon him’? If certain Magistrates act 
against the interests of the people, either through fear of the Police or for 
weking the favour of the Government, their action should be condemned 
openly so that the people may know it. The time has gone when thie 
people of this country used to regard the Government officials as heaven- 
horn beings. But this opinion still prevails in certain rural parts. ‘The 
Magistrates and other officials shouid be made to realise that they have been 
appointed to look after the welfare and comforts of the people. So the 
Government will do well to publisn the manner in which the Sub-Magistrate 
of Tiruviyar has been punished. ‘The conduct of the Police officers concerned 
in this case should also be scrutinised. ‘The Government should know thut if 
the people are to be friendly with the Police :nd realise that they exist for 
preserving the public peace, the conduct of the Police should be such as to 
meet with the approval of the public. 


$1. The Swadesanitran, of the 12th September, writes: —We have now 
received a list of the delevates from the differ- 
ent Provinces who will be present at this 
conference, and we are sorry to note that the 
list contains the names of very few Indians. It cannot be said that there aro 
not many Indians in this country who are qualified to take part in the 
proceedings of this conference. There is no doubt that many of these 
conferences are held with the main object of improving the knowledge of 
Anglo-Indian officials, and perhaps this is the reason why the names of several 
capable Indians have been omitted as unnecessary. We see that the 
Calcutta Corporation and the Burma Municipal Council will be represented 
in this conference. It is, therefore, necessary that the Madras and the 
Bombay Corporations should each elect an Indian member as a delegate to 
this conference, and we hope this will be done. ‘There should also be an 
Indian delegate from each of the Provincial Legislative Councils. 


32. The Swadesamitran, of the 13th September, comments as follows 
upon this case:—We ure afraid the criminal 
proceedings in connection with the ‘Triplicane 
cambling case cannot be said to have been closed. It is stated that some of 
those concerned in this case have escaped from the clutches of law and that 
some persons who had nothing todo with the gamling volunteered a confession 
in order to screen the real offenders. We do not know how far this is true. 
We hope the Police will continue their enquiries into this matter and soon 
bring to book those offenders who are still at large. : 

It is a folly to think that this case has brought out a eyes | instance of 
gambling in Madras. Even men deemed tw be respectable indulge in this 
vicious habit secretly in many places. Itis the duty of the Police to find 
out these dens and bring the offenders to justice. 

_ Leaving this alone, the Magistrate who tried this case let off the accused 
with light punishments on the ground that many of them were respectable 
persons. Our opinion is that he should not have done sv. The very fact 
that the Reticle in this case were respectable men aggravated the offence 
committed by them and made them liable. to more severe punishments than 
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what would be inflicted in the case of ordinary criminals. We learn jj, 
some of the accused in this vase were teachers having high Univer.;;, 
qualifications and some Government officials. There is nothing 1, 
degrading than being convicted as a gambler and yet many, who 4;, 
addicted to this and other vices, are considered to be the best guides ju; the 
education of our youngsters! We hope managers of schools and Educativya| 
authorities will see that a teacher of this stamp is not allowed to remain j) 
any school or college even fora moment. Even in the case of Governmer: 
servants, the people should understand that men with vicious habits will },, 
be permitted to continue in service.

The Indians in South Afnca. th, cuitiles of the fodiens in South ite 
a gentleman is reported to have stated that, though the Government of India 
could not compel the Colonial Governments to act as it liked, the Indian 
people were capable of doing it and that, if only the Indians were left free 
to dispose of this matter themselves, the doors of South Africa would be 
thrown wide open to them within two weeks. The Times of India takes 
exception to this statement and interprets it as meaning that, if India were 
not subject to the British Empire, the Indians will be able to decide this 
question themselves. It asks the speaker to publish, for the benefit of the 
Government of India, the conjuring trick by means of which he can settle 
this question. ‘There is no conjuring trick implied in the words of this 
gentleman, nor do they indicate the views of an extremist. All that he meant 
was that if the South African whites are prevented from coming to this 
country and holding appointments or carrying on trade here and coal and 
other articles from South Africa are prevented from being imported to this 
country, the Government of South Africa would surely come down. It 
cannot be said that this is impossible. Does not the South African Govern- 
ment prevent our people going there and our articles being sent there? But 
the British Government is treating the Colonial whites with genuine love, 
while it has only a step-motherly affection for the Indians. It is only this 
that pains us.

the mortality of the children in other towns and villages. This is due, as 
Dr. Giffard has recently remarked, to the lack of female medical aid in 
India. It is highly expedient for the Government to admit ladies also into 
the Indian Medical Service, so that well-trained European ladies may con- 
tribute to the relief of the suffering humanity in India. Until then the 
Government will do well to make ample provision, in this country, for the 
training of women in medicine. The District Boards must provide scholar- 
ships in aid of women prosecuting medical studies. We earnestly pray 
that Her Excellency Lady Hardinge will perpetuate her name like Lady 
Dufferin by enlisting general sympathy and substantial help to Lady 
Dufferin’s Fund. We suggest that a modest scale of fees may be fixed i 
the interests of the suffering millions of this pauper country where high fees 
are sure to make treatment prohibitive. 


35. The Andhraparakasika, of the 17th September, in its leader on 
“To be born an Indian: Is it a crime?” 
writes :—-The Brahmans are now labouring 
under certain disabilities in the Public Service 
for being born as Brahmans. Although they have been hated everywhere 10

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Pubhie Service, they are able to vccupy many eminent posts in it by dint of 
‘heir merit. Even supposing that they should, in future, be utterly dis- 
regarded it is a consolation that Indians would be appointed in their stead. 
When one has thus to be sorry 'for being born a Brahman, time has come for 
regretting one’s birth as an Indian. While the criticism on the South 
Atrican Bill is still continuing, it has come into force already and nine of the 
twenty Indians, who have recently arrived at South Africa, are refused 
admission on account of their peculiar customs and habits. ‘These nine, it is 
reported, are people that settled there sometime ago. It is not known how 
long this unsatisfactory state of things is to continue and when the labours of 
Lord Ampthill and Messrs. Gandhi, Pollack and Gokhale bear fruit. 

Instances of this race prejudice are not wanting nearer home. Recently 
an executive officer of Lahore got some Indian camel-owners severely punished 
ior their inability to supP'y him with camels, they themselves being urgently 
in need of them. The Indians, however, obtained full justice on an appeal to 
the Chief Court. Such are the difficulties under which the Indians are 
labouring. Neither in their own country nor in a foreign place are they 
accorded equal privileges with other races. This appears to be the outcome 
of being born an Indian and cannot otherwise be explained. 


36. The Sadhvi, of the 19th September, wmtes:—The Mahratia says 

that the Bombay Government have asked tho 
Deccan Society to subscribe to an oath that it 
will not take part in any movement which has 
for its object the subversion of the British Government or criticise any of its 
measures and that its members have declined to do so. Other newspapers 
doubt whether the Bombay Government have really done any such thing. 
Whatever the fact may be, we must say that such insistence upon an oath is 
opposed to the traditions of British justice. ‘The benefits that have accrued 
to India since the advent of the British are so numerous that it would be 
iupossible even to enumerate them fully. It would be quite unbecoming 
on the part of Government therefore to assume that there is any move- 
ment at all which aims at the subversion of their authority and to ask any 
of their subjects that they should not join such movements. We are far 
from holding that such an oath should not be taken; but we fail to see 
why that question should have been raised at all. More than 99 per cent. 
of the people have at heart a stronger attachment to the British rule than 
any that can be expressed by an oath of this kind. ‘l’o require the people 
not to criticise the shortcomings of the authorities is a policy which is in 
direct contravention of the traditions of British justice. The rulers them- 
selves can never be responsible for these shortcomings, because they are 
always able to identify the well-being of their subjects with their own. 
Hence the convention that the king can do no wrong and the servants of 
(;overnment are alone responsible for the defects in the administration. The 
king never attempts to enrich himself by abusing his power ; but among the 
servants there are both honest and dishonest men and it is the latter that 
abuse their power and bring discredit on the Government, and consequently 
it is equally the duty of the ruler as it is of the Government to remove the 
shortcomings of the officials ; and wherever this duty is fully realised the 
Government is always popular. Under the British Government the press is 
able to wield greater power than even His Majesty and the parliamentary 
bodies. The British press has the full freedom of denouncing the behaviour 
of wicked officials. The British Government is interested only in seeing that 
the press does not abuse its liberty and not in suppressing the attacks against 
the misdeeds of its officials. We cannot believe that Lord Willingdon did 
really ask the society to take any such oath; even if he did, we do not think 
that the members were wrong in refusing to subscribe to It.

2. The Audhra, for the week ending 19th September, remarks :—*‘ ‘lhe 
death of a remand prisoner named Kadirvelu 
Pillai at Tanjore is a glaring instance to show 
luw life is made light of by the Police and reveals the hardships of under- 
‘iil prisoners. . . . . The Government, in their Government Order 
recelitly issued, censure the conduct of the Sub-Magistrate quite justifiably, 
uudiemark that suitable notice has been taken uf his conduct. So far is 
ruil, But what about the conduct of the Police? They disregarded the 
express advice of the medical man and thus endangered a human life. The 
Government Order does not enlighten us as to the view that the Government 
have taken of the conduct of the police in the matter, who relentlessly 
pursued the victim from place to place. We hope some Honourable Member 
ot the Council will obtain full information from the Government about this 
matter.” 
3. The Hindu, of the 23rd September, writes :—‘ The statistics relating 
: to crime and the detection and prevention 
\ ie letection of crime in the thereof by the Police during the year 1912, as 
suas Presidency. disclosed in the Police Administration Report 
ior 1912, hardly encourages the belief that their efficiency has increased in 
comparison with that of the previous year. . . . . Much used to be 
male ofthe better registration of crime by the Police since the reorganisation 
scheme and the alarming growth of prices during recent years, as the causes 
of this Increase in figures, but neither of these reasons could possibly account 
or the specific increase in 1912, for there was no decided rise of prices nor 
any marked improvement in the system of registration of crime during the 
vear as compared with the previous year. Mr. Gillman’s explanation that 
the rise of prices definitely varies with the growth of crime committed by 
‘ne habitual criminals, by more or less the percentage of the money value 
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of the properties stolen is, no doubt, ingenious, but hardly satisfying. 
Mr. Gillman seems to think that the failure of the Police in checking crime ;. 
much more the result of the inadequate preventive measures provided by t),.. 
Code and by the administration, than of the actual reduction in the succe,, 
of investigation, detection, and conviction of cases. + + The Govern. 
ment, however, in their review do not agree with Mr. Gillman’s view as {,, 
the value of binding over criminals, and known depredators, and they are 0; 
opinion that the binding over of persons to keep the peace ‘has prevent. 
many acrime of violence and there can be tittle doubt that the habitus! 
burglar, thief or dacoit has been deterred from crime at least to some exten 
by being bound over. . . . ” We are glad to note that this principle oj 
reforming the criminal is being increasingly applied and given effect to jy, 
the measures of Government, and we trust this will lead to something more 
satisfactory than the present system of binding over, as to which we cannt 
but think.that Mr. Gillman is quite right in his observations. We cannot 
assent to the statement of the Government that the results of prosecutions jn, 
bad livelihood cases suggest that ‘in some districts either the evidence di 
not justify the action of the Police or that the courts required more precisv 
evidence than the Code contemplates. It rather seems to suggest to us that 
courts in some districts were prepared to convict on much more sleniler 
evidence than the Code contemplates.”’

4. In publishing a letter from a correspondent complaining of the 

Slee eae inconvenience caused to under-trial prisoners 

_ Tho Palladam Taluk Stationary owing to the illness of the Stationary Sub- 
Sub- Magistrate. Magistrate, Palladam taluk, the Madras 
Standard, of the 26th September, says :—We invite the attention of the Gov- 
ernment to the letter. ‘This is an instance of senseless red-tapeism. Here is 
a judicial officer lying seriously ill and utterly incapable of doing a stroke of 
work. The Sub-Collector, after seeing his serious condition, recommends the 
privilege leave applied for. A doctor’s certificate is wanted and when that 
is produced, a certificate from the District Surgeon is demanded. The Sub- 
Magistrate is not relieved. His chances of obtaining better medical aid are 
being delayed. Meanwhile, the criminal administration of the Palladam 
taluk comes to a standstill. The Palladam sub-jail being under repair, the 
under-trial prisoners have to be marched every day from a place ten miles off. 
Inconvenience to the public, cruel inconvenience to under-trial prisoners, and 
the chances of the health of the Sub-Magistrate being jeopardised have never 
yet entered the heads of officials responsible for the delay. After all it is 
privilege leave that is applied for and why there should be such a delay in 
sending a substitute is beyond our comprehension. We cannot think of a 


more scandalous instance to red-tapeism. Will the Government look into this 
matter ?”’ 


(d) Education. 


o. The Jndian Patriot, of the 23rd September, has the following :— 
a ee “It is a frequent explanation from the 
satin seMceseon®" authorities that first-class men do not care to 
take service in the Indian Educational Service 
because of the low salary and the poor prospects. No one has cared to 
question this fact. The real question that ought to be asked by the 
authorities is why indifferent Europeans should be employed on what they 
consider low salary, when first-class Indians would consider it a great gain 
if they could enter the Imperial Educational Service. It would be exceed- 
ingly unfortunate if we should be driving out brilliant talents in India by 
offering four or five pounds a month, and attracting mediocre talents from 
England for thirty-five or forty pounds. If the Imperial Educational Service 
is thrown open to Indians our best materials will find its way there ; instead 
of being the most unattractive, the Educational Service will have become the 
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most attractive. If the Government should insist on European experience, 
Government could easily provide for their two years’ study in any residential 
University 1m Engiend. - + . . Under such a state of affairs we predict 
almost a revolution in our educational sphere. ‘There will be better under- 
tanding between teachers and boys; there will be a spirit of enthusiasm in 
tie teachers which now 1s strangely lacking. . . . . We have yet to 
hear of any welcome change or useful innovation due to the spirit and genius 
ota member of the Indian Educational Service. The older members are 
ground underneath the wheels of departmentalism, the younger members 
cannot penetrate the hardened skin of the older. The result is we have a 
plane of ideas in our educational system, to maintain which we pay a very 
large sum of money, but from which we do not get our monev’s return.” 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


6. The Indian Patriot, of the 23rd September, writes :—‘‘ We fear very 
much that for nothing at all the good people of 
Tellicherry are to be deprived of a useful 
dispensary that has existed for over twenty- 
five vears and for which, according to one of the speakers at the Tellicherry 
meeting, the ‘ Madras Government had been gracious enough to have allotted 
from the provincial funds a sum of Rs. 10,000 for construction of a special 
vuilding.’ . . . . The fact is the Government grant of a large sum of 
money to a hospital which was amidst the poor, and in exceedingly insani- 
tury situation, whetted the appetite of the Civil Surgeon who would have the 
main hospital in a fashionable and improved style. That is the origin, we 
think, of this Tellicherry sensation. We further hear of a ‘note to the 
Secretary of the Tellicherry Municipality from the Civil Surgeon to request 
the Municipal Councillors, to go to the hospital’ before the commencement 
of the meeting at which the fall of the dispensary was to come up for 
consideration, ‘to show them the improvements made in the hospital, and 
explain certain matters.’ We hope the pillars of local self-government in 
Tellicherry answered to the whistle of the Civil Surgeon. If a Civil Surgeon 
can whistle back a once unanimous Council into thinking in his own way, 
uiter showing them certain improvements and explaining certain matters, the 
council ought to be deprived of any responsibility whatsoever. The Govern- 
ment, realising the usefulness of the Chalil dispensary, gave a grant of ten 
thousand rupees, but this is pounced upon by another hand, and the pou 
suffer. Ifa memorial signed by two thousand two hundred people cannot 
have any force, but that a majority of eight to six, contrary to a unanimous 
Council of nine months ago, should prevail with the Government, then the 
Chalil dispensary, to which the Jellicherry poor were accustomed to look for 
ail for the last twenty-five years, jwill disappear. . . . . That two 
Government servants, the Civil Surgeon and the Collector, should be seen 
interested in the closing of the hospital must be regretted by all who have 
been accustomed to look to Government to take up the cause of the poor. 
The question is always: ‘Why should the poor people suffer?’ Let the 
richer folk have electric fans and trained nurses in their hospitals, but let the 
poor have some place where the sick may be attended to. In the abolition 
ot the Chalil dispensary we find the first seed of a very dangerous principle— 
the sacrifice of very old and useful institutions to provide for the re uirements 
of larger hospitals. It is time this false notion of extension of medical relief 
ls instantaneously checked.” 


7. Referring to the comments made by the Commissioners, at the recent 
meeting of the Madras Corporation, on the 
Tondiarpet sewage farm, the Jndian Pairiot, 
of the 25th September, says :—“‘ The Government is the authority which, in 
the face of faction and dispute in the Madras Corporation, ought to act 
promptly. It has a responsibility towards Tondiarpet which it cannot 
discharge by going according to the advice of the Corporation. “ae 
We have the sewage farm, the trenching ground and the incinerators, all in 
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Tondiarpet which is practically treated as the sink of the “* And the 
Corporation persists in keeping them all in Tondiarpet. They do not 
pretend that they are beneficial to the people of Tondiarpet, but justify them 
on other grounds. But what right has the Corporation to poison a whole 
locality and then boast that by so poisoning certain revenue is obtained or 
other advantages are secured? What right has it to force its will on a 
eople who contribute to the Corporation revenue in the same way as people 
elas elsewhere do? And if the Corporation will not act fairly to Tondiar- 
pet, it becomes at once the duty of the Government to compel it to act fairly. 
Mhere has been already an unconscionable delay ; but with the delay the 
cry has neither ceased nor diminished. It will continue so long as there is 
the nuisance in 'l’ondiarpet and there are people still living to complain of it. 
And we do not see how the Government can hesitate to act when the voice 
of the people is so loudly and so insistently raised.” 


8. The Indian Patriot, of the 26tn September, writes:—‘‘ The whole 
Presidency, from one end to the other, has 
The proposed enhancement of heen thrown into anxiety and agitation, by the 
the land-cess. proposed enhancement of the land-cess. The 
mockery of our local self-governing institutions appears in naked form when 
Taluk Boards and District Boards pass resolutions increasing the land-cess, 
whereas the voice of Mr. K. P. Achutha Ménon from Palghat or of Rao Bahadur 
V. K. Ramanuja Achari from Kumbakinam is heard in protest from the 
platform of public meetings. . . . . Day after day we have been 
publishing in these columns reports of public meetings from Ganjim to 
Malabar, protesting against the proposed taxation. There is absolutely no 
justification for it: there was no need for the Government to have thrown 
the whole country into agitation simply because Collector Hemingway 
held a conference under the banyan tree and carried by a majority the 
proposal to improve village roads by increased taxation. ee iar eek 
say that the land-cess will not affect the poor is idle. And whether it 
affects the poor or the rich the burden will be most faithfully transmitted to 
the poor by the rich, ‘The landlord is not going to pay nine annas where he 
was hitherto paying only eight, simply because it has been so ordered—he 
will take that extra one anna from those who depend on him. Practically, 
therefore, you take from the poorest of the poor money to improve the roads. 
Why should the Government be seen amidst a cloud of dust for such a 
purpose? What necd was there to disturb the present condition at the 
proposed cost? If, hereafter, it is known that no grievance of the people 
could be described to Government without increase of taxation, it is better 
that we know it, so that those who champion the cause of the poor may know 
that they are indirectly effecting their ruin. If we cannot protest against 
the neglect of village roads without increased taxation, we will never protest ; 
it is better that we bear the ills we have than fly to others that we know not 
of. . . . . Weare sorry that over such an exceedingly popular subject 
as the improvement of village roads, the Government should have acted in a 
manner to cause widespread alarm. It is an administrative blunder ; it is far 
better, we think, that the Government quietly ignores the voice of the people 
demanding redress than that, hearing it, it should find the remedy by press- 
ing down more on an already over-pressed class of tax-payers. If the Gov- 
ernment had said that it wanted to improve the village roads, but that it could 
not find the way, the representatives of the people in the Legislative Council 
would have said how to find the way, or would have asked it to drop the 
subject altogether.” — 


Writing on this subject, the Madras Standard, of the 27th September» 
says :—‘“‘ A few weeks ago the Government of Madras requested the 
Presidents of the different District Boards to summon conferences of 
the people for the purpose of explaining the scope and effect of the pro- 
posals of Mr. Hemingway to enhance the landecess. . . . . The 
order of the Government to the other District Boards is being rapidly 
carried out and it is a foregone conclusion that not only the Boards but also 
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tie conferences of the people will be reported as having given their un- 
equivocal support to the proposal. It is not possible to expect any other 
result. The District Boards, as at present composed, are no more than the 
muth-pieces of the Collector and the latter, as is well known from past 
experiences, will try to carry out the suggested intention of the Government. 
\s regards the conferences of the people, the majority of its members will be 
‘ie ignorant landholders, who, though in a position to understand what is 


nud or bad for them, are not disposed to oppose what is suggested to be 
-j decision of the Collector or the Government.”

9. The Indtan Patri, of the 26th September, observes :—“ At a time Inuan Parator, 


when the question of medical relief in India is Rept. 0th, fois. 
more and more engaging the attention of the 

Government it is very unfortunate that, instead 

ot the question on an early solution, it should grow more difficult. 

When the people cry aloud that they have not facilities to obtain medical 

relief, and demand that more hospitals should be established, the Government 

evs to be the first to suddenly restrict the field of medical relief. ee 
The Government maintains one Medical College in each Presidency, employs 
4 handfulf%of Indian Medical Service men, and establishes a ridiculously low 
number of hospitals, and then seriously thinks that the time has come to wage 
war, not against lack of medical relief, but against medical relief by unquali- 
tied doctors. . . . - That we do not exaggerate, that the motive of the 
Government is good and is noble, but that the advisers are responsible for 
this unfortunate measure is clearly brought out by the following sentence 
trom the letter of the Government of India: ‘It is as much in the interests 
ot the independent private practitioner as in that of the members of the Indian 
Medical Service and of the subordinate medical department, that the field of 
private practice should not be overrun with untrained or half-trained men.’ 
The eloven hoof could not be more vividly seen. The interests involved are 
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not the interests.of the people, but the interests of the medical profession. 
The voice that rings in the ears of the Government is not the voice of the 
people clamouring for medical relief, but the voice of the medical profession 
clamouring for more opportunities.”

evaporators. . . . - This suggestion would certainly have carried ev). 
viction to his audience if the tale he narrated of the achievements of t}.. 
three mills, he has already had started, were in any way encouraging. Their 
working had revealed a good deal of irregularity and mismanagement an 
they have till now been a failure from the point of view of the Governme;; 
as well us of the farmers. Mr. Chatterton may induce the Darbar to belie, 
that the failure to work them at a profit is a foregone conclusion for a fey 
years to come and that they aibl view the question from quite differe); 
standpoints, such as the lessons which failures always teach us. But the 
farmers, especially those who are imbued with some commonsense, cannot s, 
easily be led to acquiesce in the untenable reasons that he has advanced ty 
cover up the failure. . . . . Any expert can advise a Government to 
order the necessary machinery from England, but it is only its successful 
working that secures to one the title and respect of a capable officer. Mr. 
Chatterton seems to be labouring under a strange hallucination, common ty 
many English officials in this country. It is that the State has done or is 
doing all it can and that the present miserable condition of the people is du: 
to themselves. If asked to explain what they mean-by such a statement, 
they will readily accuse the people for not making the best use of modern 
machinery in developing the industrial possibilities of the country. We do 
not mean to say that the people are free from blame on this score, but every 
unbiassed man must admit that the resources at our disposal are too limited 
to allow any scope for rapid progress and, what is more to the point here, 
this state of affairs is mainly due to the imactivity of the Government in 
many important lines of national advance. . . . . We do not think 
that the Government of Mysore will consent to be led by the nose by experts 
who never miss an opportunity to din into their ears that the people are 
unmindful of their own interests. ‘That is their perpetual cry; but even in 
British India where the highest officials, being ill-conversant with the people 
are prone to be guided bv it, are slowly beginning to realise its hollowness. 
We hope that the present régime in Mysore will not be gulled by such specious 
urguments. ‘They know the people better that even our most sympathetic 
rulers and however perverse the people happen in some cases to be, they are 
not likely to abandon any course of action which they believe to be remune- 
rative. Another fact, the Government of Mysore should not lose sight of. 
Their experts may tell them that the use of foreign machinery will increase 
the wealth of the people by 250 per cent., but such calculations are generally 
realised only on paper. But if they turn to the history of the sugar industry 
of Java and Formosa, they will find that the first essential to its prosperity 
is the improvement of the raw produce, and we are convinced that in an 
agricultural State like Mysore, there is more to be done in this line than in 
the premature installation of unnecessary mills.” :

The first attempt at breaking up the joint family was made by 
Mr. M. Krishnan Nayar when he was on the Madras Legislative Council. 
but it proved abortive and the Hon’ble Mr. K. P. Raman MénGn has renovated 
this attempt and introduced a Bill to regulate the partition of and succession 
in Malabar joint families. This Bill with its accompanying measure to 
define the marriage relations among the Marumakatayam and Aliyasantana 
families is now engaging the attention uf the public of Malabar and as we 
said in our last issue protests against these revolutionary measures are hailing 
from all corners of the district. . . . . Whether such radical changes 
are warranted by the public opinion of the people affected by the proposed 
iece of legislation and whether the community is really in need of such 
teste cures for any ills it may be labouring under are questions whicl: 
we invited the author of the measure to expound mach more clearly and to 
substantiate his statements, and we regret that no response has yet been made 
to our call. . . . . The wealth of Malabar tarwads of longstanding 
mainly consists of land; and as Mayne observes ‘it would furnish a better 
means of subsistence to the members when it remained in a mass, than when 
it was broken up into fragments.’ This plain truth recognised by the 
ancestors of the community long since in framing the social polity has now 
been ignored by the interested few in hastening a revolutionary measure 
through the legislative assembly of our Presidency. We do not think we 
are indulging in any chimerical dream when we anticipate the probability of 
Malabar being deluged by a host of indigent men and women who to satisiy 
their momentary needs laid hold on the ancestral pittance slipped into their 
pockets by a statute and found themselves deprived of their all with magical 
rapidity by the besetting sins of youthful fancy and the foibles of inexperience. 
We urge on the member responsible for the measure to pay due attention to 
this aspect of the question.”

Sept. 24th, 1913. September, says :—‘ We have already enumerated some of the evils of intro- 
ducing this novel principle into the peculiar family law of Marumakatayam 

and Aliyasantana community. The political significance of the step lends 

additional weight to the opposition against partition. As long as our Legis- 

lative Councils and local administrative bodies are recruited from amongst 

persons of given property qualifications, it will be in the interests of proper 

and effective representation to safeguard the wealth of individual families 

from sinking lower than the minimum prescribed by Government, ‘The 

measure under reference threatens to break the solidarity of family wealth 

and thus to diminish materially the representative capacity of our people. 

The present landed aristocracy, which consists mostly of Marumakatayam 

people, is a potent force to be reckoned with in shaping the policy of Govern- 

ment, and we could hardly contemplate with equanimity the destruction of 

such a political force. . . . . fn this connection, we have to notice that 
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the Bill contains no provision as to ésfamam properties. The stances have 
4lwavs puzzled our British courts as a peculiar species uf landed proprietors 
and the convenient omission of any reference to them in the Bill naturally 
vives rise to some difficult questions. We presume that the Bill is intended to 
have its sway over them too and if this be so, we cannot but enter our emphatic 
protest against It. The stanees, pop followers of Marumakatayam, are, a8 
it were, corporations sole and if we allow partition to lay its disintegrating 
hand on them we shall have rung the death-knell of stanams. The sfanees are 
the pillars of the social fabric of Malabar; and we earnestly protest against 
any measure caleulated to wipe out of existence the historically glorious 
aristocracy Of Malabar. The absence, under any circumstances, of any 
reierence to the séanam properties bas to be condemned as a serious defect : 
and we hope the Honourable Member responsible for the Bill wil) tell us what 
he proposes to do with this recalcitrant section of the community. . . . . 
Reading all these provisions together we are led to think that the Bill has 
little to commend itself in regard to its workmanship. 1t appears to be ill- 
designed compromise between the pioneers of radical changes and the 
staunch conservatives who abhor unwarranted innovations. The result has 
been the perpetuation of the dual principles of Murumakatayam and Mitakshara 
laws—a step diametrically opposed to the genius of the Bill. A measure 
which complicates the existing system of law with no appreciable advantage 
to its credit stands self-condemned and comment thereon is needless. 
. . . + From what we have said above, it must be clear to our readers 
that the Bill although in some parts it smacks of timid approaches to the 
Mitakshara law, reveals in other parts an instinctive reluctance to give up the 
tine-worn customs. The result has, therefore, been a half-hearted measure 
which contains much to be expunged and leaves much to be desired ”

The questions are not 
yet begun to be asked in India, but they are sure to be asked the moment 
the first shot is fired for preserving the Union intact and setting up a 
Carsonian Government. The mildest expression of anti-British views js 
visited with condign punishment in India and of course it should be, for an 
offence against the State is the most heinous offence imaginable. But that 
an army should be improvised to take over charge of a province, even though 
it be in the name of the King and the State with a view to obstruct and delay 
the legitimate reforms which the legislature has sanctioned, cannvt be 
regarded as the innocent pastime of underworked lawyers even in England. 
If that is to be condoned, what are the wildest writings in the Indian press 
before actual mutiny and civil war? That the articulate section in India 
will regard the recent developments in Unionist policy as incidents in consti- 
tutional warfare, we hope and trust, will not be believed by the British 
people, and we would strongly warn Sir Edward Carson and his friends 
against believing that their tactics will have no effect _ the course of 
public opinion in India. Once it is established by Irish precedent that 
revolution and civil war are the surest means of securing national ends, it 
would be putting a promi upon unconstitutional methods in this country 
as well, which would make British administration extremely difficult. Let 
not the hands of the bomb-thrower be strengthened by British recalcitrants 
encouraging treason in Ireland.” 


16. In a leader under the heading ‘‘ The Beginning of Passive Resist- 
eaere : ance,” the Madras Standard, of the 25th Sep- 
a tember, writes :—‘‘ The fight for honour and 
self-respect has begun in South Africa. Sixteen men crossed the frontiers of 
Natal to witness a football match and fell into the meshes of the recent South 
African Immigration Act. All have been sent to jail including four women 
who accompanied them. It is stated that Mr. Gandhi will follow their 
example and be with them ina short time. . . . . Thus fora second 
time, the Botha Government have proved treacherous to Mr. Gandhi and it 
is no wonder that he should have given up all hopes of effecting a peaceful 
settlement of the crisis. . . . . The beginning of passive resistance 
clearly shows that the Indians now in South Africa have no hopes of peace- 
fully compelling the Union Government to carry out their promises. It 
should not, however, be supposed that the situation is hopeless. Even with- 
out help from the people or the Government of India, the passive resistance 
movement alone can be depended upon to lead our countrymen to eventual 
success. . . . . Lord Hardinge stated the other day in ciear and 
unmistakable terms that they would never give up the struggle until and 
unless the reasonable demands of our countrymen were acquiesced in by the 
South African Government. This pronouncement by a Viceroy, who, it 
must be noted, holds.a very distinguished position in the councils of the 
rig ig is a most valuable source of strength to our side. . . . . Thus 
in the fight that has begun so manfully, our countrymen can, this time, 


depend upon better support than three years ago, and it will not surprise any 
one if the next few weeks should witness their final and sure success.” 


Writing on this subject the Indian Patriot, of the 25th September, says: 
‘‘'Today we have the first of a series of incidents that will, in rapid succes- 
sion, knock at the heart of India. Three of our countrymen have been 
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arrested. for crossin the borders, or, in other words, for having infringed 
,, south African Immigration Act. We know what it means. it ee 
ivan.

‘The 
would not silently bear the weight of indignity that is sought to be piled 
upon them. They are subjects of. His Majesty the King of England and 
Emperor of India and they are proud of it. They will not behave as would 
‘J]-tccome the subjects of the greatest Empire in the werld and the descend- 
yits of @ proud and ancient people. Passive resistance means, to them, 
.mething more than disabilities 12moved; it means the honour of the 
country of their birth. ‘To Indians in India, how powerfully should be the 
conviction that their countrymen far away should so gallantly hold out ? 
Every time an Indian offers himself up for arrest, what painful effect will it 
produce on the public mind of India. . . . . Every educated man and 
every illiterate man in India will be saying very coon the ominous words, 
‘i+ has begun.” They know what it means. It means that their brethren 
are hurried to jail while their wives and children are at home; and they 
iow that to India it is a sacred duty to see that food is sent to the homes of 
\trica whence the bread-earner is dragged to jail in a great fight for the 
maintenance of the prestige of this ancient country.”

17. The Shams-ul-Akhbar, of the 15th August, states:—The policy 
of England has been creating a feeling 4j 
contempt in the Turks and want of trust i, 
the Mussalmans of India. ‘The relations between the Mussalmans of India 
and the Turks have been overlooked. The British policy has been paving 
the way for a decline in its Eastern prestige. Even a nobody amongst 
the ‘l'urks loses heart seeing that the administration of justice in his case 
differs from that which prevails in the case of a Bulgarian. It is not known 
why the killing of even a chicken or a pig by a Turk produces a feeling oj 
irritation from one corner of Europe to another, whereas no attention is paid 
when Mussalman villages are burnt, and their males, females and children 
are slaughtered without mercy.

[II.—Home ADMINISTRATION. 


(a) Police. 


18. The Desabhimani, of the 21st September, in an article on “ Police 
officers and Magistrates,” writes :— Justice 
requires that the Magistrates should decide 
cases according to their merits. But the Sub- Magistrates and the Deputy 
Magistrates are not free to dispose of cases instituted by the Police according 
to their merits, for fear that the Collectors, in whose hands the prospects of 
these Magistrates lie, would on the motion of the Superintendents of Police. 
mar their prospects. Unless the Government take strong measures to put an 
end to this abuse of power, the Magistrates cannot pronounce right judgments 
and the people cannot obtain full justice. There is also another thing. Ii a 
case is to be instituted at the instance of a Collector, it will be better for 
him to bring the matter to the notice of the Government or the Board of 
Revenue, who may send the case for trial to any officer who is not a subordi- 
nate of the Collector instituting it. It is only in such cases that full justice 
can be obtained by the people. 


19. The Andhraprakasika, of the 20th September, in its leader on “A 
a ais Outi Government Order,” has the following obser- 

, vations :—In connection with the _ recent 
criminal case against Kadirvelu Pillai of Tiruvadi, the Government has, in 
its recent order, been pleased to throw the entire blame upon the Sub- 
Magistrate. But it is our strong belief that if the matter is still deeply 
inquired into, it will plainly appear that the Police also are equally to blame 
in the matter. There are reasons to think that the Sub-Magistrate felt 
himself constrained by the determination of the Police officers from the Sub- 
Inspector to the Deputy Superintendgnt to pass such dubious orders for the 
arrest. It is our strong belief therefore that the Police are also to blame 
equally with the Sub-Magistrate, if not more. We therefore request the 


Government to direct an inquiry into the behaviour of all concerned in this 
case. 


20. A leader in the Kerala yet of the 20th September, while sag 

. ing the Police administration report for the 

wate mabe hee year 1912, remarks that in Malabar the number 
1912. of police stations hus much decreased by the 
reorganisation, and so it is found difficult to 
investigate crimes promptly enough after occurrence, thereby giving the 
culprits time to baffle detection. The Government view with satisfaction

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the increased confidence of the people in the Police. It is due to the Sub- 
Jnuspectors who are mostly respectable, educated and well-conducted persons. 
The harmonious relationship existing between them and the people will 
greatly help in the detection of crimes It is to be hoped that the slight 
faults DOW noticed in the investigation will disappear as tho Sub-Inspectors 
cain experience. But similar attention should be Lasteend on the matter of 
preventing the occurrence of crimes.” Habitual offenders should be kept under 
surveillance and security for good conduct should be required from some 
of them. Persons who receive stolen property should be watched, and steps 
should be taken to effectively deal with them. ‘Then there will be a decrease 
in crime. If the superior officers exercise sufficient supervision over their sub- 
ordinates and devise measures to prevent crimes the administration will 
improve much and will conduce to the prosperity of the country. 


(d) Education. 


21. The Mushir-i-Dakhan, of the 16th September, says:—The Mussal- 
mans of India feel very grateful to the Govern- 
ment of India for the special attention it paid 
to the question of Muhammadan education. 
The result of this has been that it has asked the opinion of every Provincial 
Government of India in this matter. The Government of the Punjab, before 
expressing its opinion, asked the Anjuman-i-Himayath-i-Islam to consult the 
other Muslim societies and declare the general opinion of all for the 
Government. It is hoped that, after having taken the opinion of all these 
assuciations, the Government of the Punjab would, as regards Muhammadan 
education, adopt such a course as will be in every way favourable to the 
Mussalmans. tt is also expected that a similar course will be adopted by all 
Provincial Governments.

(e) Local and Municipal. 


22. The Swadesamitran, of the 17th September, observes:—Dr. Nuir is 
reported to have stated at this meeting that 
many rich men in Madras were not paying the 
full assessment upon their houses, and that it is 
the poor that were over-assessed and suffered thereby. It is not only the 
poor but even the middle classes that suffer like this. An increase of assess- 
ment upon houses results in a corresponding increase in house-rents and 
therefore the parties directly affected by an increase of assessment are the 
tenants living in such houses. On account of this a number of families 
crowd into every house, thereby endangering the sanitation of the place. 
There is also the trouble given by the scavengers. These do not look to 
their work properly and, if checked for this by the owners of houses or the 
municipal officials, they strike work. It is also to be noted that a sufficient 
quantity of water is not available for cleaning the latrines properly. All these 
evils arise only from the increase of municipal assessment. The ony remedy 
we will suggest for this is that the Government should take the necessary 
steps to have new streets opened on the borders of the city and enable people 
to build houses there. ‘Ihe Corporation may also make a rule fixing the 
number of persons that can live in a house. So! before deciding upon a 
periodical increase of: assessment, arrangements should he made to extend 
the city of Madras on all sides as stated above. 


23. The Swadesamitran, of the 18th September, comments as follows 
upon the view expressed by the Government 

_ Government and the local of Bombay that the municipal administration 
institutions. in that Presidency has been on the whole very 
satisfactory :—One of the objects with which municipalities have been 
established is to collect taxes from the people and use them generally in 
securing their welfare. Another object is to entrust the popular representa- 
tives with the power of spending the amount so collected and not only 
increase their administrative capability but also improve their knowledge 
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and experience in public affairs. It is, therefore, the duty of the Government 
to see that both these objects are fulfilled, without causing hardship or 
injustice to any class of people. Even if there be one or two defects in tho 
matter of administration, the Government should not make much of they, 
and threaten to curtail the rights of any municipality therefor. Replacing 
non-official by official chairmen, hee the number of elected councillors 
in a municipality, speaking disparagingly about a municipality in a public 
record—all such action ou the part of the Government will only lead to 4 
deterioration in the administrative capacity of municipalities. Therefore 
the only method of improving these institutions will be to overlook their 
faults and create an enthusiasm in the minds of the people in managing 
them. But the local Governments have not been pursaing this policy in 
this country till recently. There has however been a slight change for the 
better, within the last few years, 1n the attitude of the Government regari- 
ing the work of the municipalities and this 1s illustrated by the appreciatory 
remarks of the Bombay Government about municipal administration in that 
Presidency. It is stated that since the municipalities in that Presidency 
were given a purely non-official constitution, not only were the municipal 
revenues being utilised for the welfare of the people but the latter have als 
begun to take an active interest in re affairs. This can be said to be 
true in the case of every Presidency. If it is granted that the municipalities 
throughout the country are working satisfactorily, why should not. the 
District Boards and Taluk Boards be also managed by popular representa- 
tives? The officials should have nothing to do with them. If this experi- 
ment is also tried for a sufficiently long time, it is sure to be a success. 
Then the village panchayats should be revived, the members thereof being, 
as in ancient days, elected by the people. Above the municipalities are the 
Legislative Councils. Representatives of local institutions and those elected 
by the community should have a larger number of seats in these Councils. 
They should have greater powers in the matter of regulating the public 
income and expenditure, of levying taxes and of guiding the administration 
generally. ‘There are none in the world more intelligent than the Indians, 
and this is admitted by our rulers themselves. So the aim of the British 
Parliament must be the grant of swaray to this country in course of time, by 
gradually increasing the privileges enjoyed by the people and making them 
solely responsible for the whole administration, reserving to itself merely the 
power of supervision and advice. 


24. A correspondent to the Kistnapairika, of the 13th September, in an 
article on “A new Chairman for Bezwada 

Bezwada Municipality,” writes :—Ever since the advent 
to Bezwada of the Hon’ble Mr. Sivaswami 

Ayyar, every one in this town is of opinion that the Bezwada Municipality 
will be favoured with a new Chairman. We are going to give our opinion 
regarding the candidates that now stand for the post. ‘The fr t is Rao Sahib 
T. Rajaram Pantulu. This gentleman will not do for the post since he is 
almost taken up with the suits of the Court of Wards, and has to attend the 
Collector’s office too often. Another is Mr. Dasu Madhu Madhava Rao 
Pantulu, B.A., B.L., who has, for some time, occupied the post. He is a 
Government Pleader and has heavy practice. It need not be said that he is 
not likely to discharge the duties of the Chairman satisfactorily. The third 
is Mr. Dinavahi Hanumantha Rao Pantulu. He has not received any higher 
education and belongs to the party of the old Chairman. He has influence 
in higher circles but will not do for the place of Chairman. The fourta is 
Mr. C. Rajagopala Achiri, B.a., B.t., a Government Pleader having no know- 
ledge of municipal administration. He is also unfit for the place. Mr. 
K. Purnanandam Pantulu, a man of wide experience, belongs to a faction 
prevailing during the time of the old Chairman, and will not do for the 
lace. Moreover he has not received any higher education. The last 1s 
tr. B. Venkatappayya Pantulu. He is pre-eminently fit for the place since 


he has, in spite of his wide experience, had no concern with any party and

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commands the respect of all. We believe that none in Bezwada will object 
to his appointment to the place. Since it is likely that a gentleman belong. 
ing to a faction may be returned as Chairman in case of an election, we pray 
‘hat an unpaid Chairman may be appointed by the Government direct.

agitation 18 inadvisable, and it hopes that Government will ‘favourably con- 
sider the subject when the resolution is placed before them. The residents of 
the Municipality are preparing a memorial to Government against the reso. 
lution of the Council. 


Anent the same subject, a leader in the Kerala Patrika, of the 20th 
September, says that a good case has not been made out by the Council to 
abolish an institution which has been in existence for the past 25 years. 
From all reports the proposal if carried out would cause great hardship to the 
poor people of Chalil. ‘The locality is the filthiest in Tellicherry Municipality 
and is inhabited by poor fishermen and Muhammadan converts besides being 
the place where cholera and other + apa appear for the first time in the 
Municipality. A dispensary in such a quarter is highly desirable. Probably 
the Civil Surgeon and the Chairman think that the main hospital being near 
the place, the people of Chalil can be served there. Such a plea has not been 
advanced during the past 25 years, so it cannot well be urged now. ‘Tho 
anount of Rs. 10,000 sanctioned by Goverment fora building for the 
location of the dispensary 1s proposed to be utilized for improving the main 
hospital by way of providing more accommodation to it. Even if they wish 
to do so, the Chalil dispensary need not be abolished but it may be maintained 
in the present building or in some other rented place. It is not too late for 
the Council to reconsider and it is hoped that the Council will reconsider its 
resolution and redress a serious grievance of the people. 


(h) Railways. 


26. Referring to the statement of Sir T. R. Wynne in the Imperial 
Legislative Council that the Government was 
not prepared to admit that third-class passen- 
gers had to endure hardship for want of sufficient accommodation on the 
railways io India, especially during festive occasions, the Swudesamitran, of 
the 2\\th September, observes :—Evidently Sir T. R. Wynne has not been an 
eve-witness to the hardships suffered by the third-class passengers on such 
occasions or perhaps he has no idea of what will be felt as an inconve- 
nience by the poor passengers. Except those who think that the Indians can 
widergo any suffering, all others are bound to admit that they are being 
subjected to unnecessary and cruel hardships. He added that, in every 
country in the world, a certain amount of crowding was found to be inevitable 
on special occasions. In European countries people never used to travel in 
large numbers to visit sacred places. Moreover the railways in India have 
not made the same arrangements for the convenience of the people that have 
been made on the railways in Europe. So we are surprised at the above 
statement of Sir T. R. Wynne. Even granting that there was overcrowding 
in Kurope, what of that? Does it preclude the passengers in India travelling 
conveniently ? If the railway companies and the Government devote special 
attention to this matter, it will be quite possible for the people to secure 
their comforts while travelling. The truth 1s that these companies will have 
to add to their rolling stock and increase their staff, if they are to remove the 
hardships now suffered by the third-class passengers. is will mean extra 
expenditure and by incurring it, the profits of the companies will naturally 
become reduced. 


Railways in India. 
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We are glad that the Government of Madras has issued an order th, 
whenever there are accidents on Railways resulting in loss of life, the Magis. 
trate of the locality should hold an enquiry about it and communicate his 
decision to the Government, that this enquiry should be open to the public 
and the press and that a District Magistrate or a First-class Magistrate shoul) 
always be present at an enquiry held by the Railway officials themselves 
But we wish this order referred to every accident on railways and yo 
specially to those which result in loss of life. Even in the case of accidents 
resulting in loss of limbs, the sufferers become a heavy drag upon their families 
being unable to earn. So the Magistrates should be asked to hold enquiries 
about these accidents also. The enquiries now held by the Railway official, 
are practically useless, and people can never be satisfied with the results oj 
such enquiries. 


(i) General.

II]. — LEGISLATION. 


28. Reviewing the proceedings of the recent session of the Imperial 
_... Legislative Council at Simla, the Sasilekha, of 
The Imperial Legislative the 19th September, in its leader on the 
Council. ‘“Tmperial Legislative Council,” has the 
following observations :--His Excellency the Viceroy has been pleased to 
observe in a sure and unfaltering voice that India’s prosperity is in its 
ascendency. But there are many people, everywhere in this country, dying 
of starvation owing to the devastations of famine. The Government may 
congratulate itself on the supposed prosperity of India, but the Indians 
cannot share in this view and rejoice. 

In spite of the sweet speeches of His Majesty and His Exceilency the 
Viceroy, itis well known how dear education, elementary, secondary and 
collegiate, has become in our country. To. many restrictions have been 
placed in the matter of the recognition of schools, and in the matter of a 
schoolboy transferring himself to another school. The college fees have 
risen so high that higher education is placed above the reach of the poor. 
The speech of His Ixcellency regarding the spread of education is, under 
these circumstances, unintelligible. In this country the rich have no taste 
for education and the poor, having a taste in it, find its cost prohibitive. 
His Excellency the Viceroy will do well to take all these facts into his kind 
consideration.

|. The South Indian Mail, for the week ending 29th September, lias the Serre oe Main, 


following :—‘‘ We had occasion last week to 
notice the unfortunate state of affairs that now 
Mausif. obtains in the Tirumangalam Munsif’s Court. 
\e were then under the impression that the matter was a simple one which 
could be adjusted by a generous policy on either side. Subsequent inquiries 
aud a large quantity of correspondence from our readers make it abundant! 
clear that things are in @ very bad way. Till July 1912, the 
record of the Court was not a brilliant one. The disposal was slow—but 
justice was done finally in the majority of cases and Mr. Subbaraya Ayyar 
had lett the district with a reputation for considerate, courteuus and conscien- 
tious. if slow, work. In his time it was also felt that clerical domination was 
developed in undesirable measure. In July 1912 the present Munsif came to 
Tirunangalam after some sensational adventuresin Dharmapuri. ‘I'wo things 
marked the advent of Mr. Natesa Ayyar—both to the good. Clerical 
Jomination became a thing of the past and justice was more promptly 
administered. In regard to the ability and forcefulness of the officer, no 
manner of doubt was felt. But this very masterfulness bred new evils which 
were felt to be more grievous than those which marked the lotus caters’ time 
ot Mr. Subbaraya Ayyar . . . . The masterfulness of Mr. Natesa 
Avyar exhibited itself in a second direction. There are eleven gentlemen 
practising at the Tirumangalam Bar. Thunder clouds swept a rolled-- 
every one knew in which direction the storm was brewing; but it was on the 
|2th of this month that the final burst came. Larlier still, in May last, the 
Munsit is understood to have received an anonymous communication in which 
serious allegations were made against a member of his Bar. It was also 
stated that the member of the Bar had been taking advantage of his friend- 
ship with the Munsif. . - . . The Munsif then committed the blunder. 
In open court he said that he had reasons to believe that a member of the 
Bar had written the letter with the intent to spite the Vakil. It was about 
this passage in his speech that the Bar felt aggrieved and passed the resolutions 
which were published in our columns last week. The Munsif has not, as far 
is we know, replied to the Bar Association. The Munsif has had the luxury 
ota series of private interviews with some of the vakils, but that course seems 
to us to be the least happy and straightforward. Let the Munsif say clearly 
what he meant or if he feels that he was wrong in his observations it would 
be his clear duty to say so frankly and unreservedly to his colleagues at 
the Bar. We understand that if neither of these courses is taken, the 
whole affair will culminate in results which we cannot contemplate with 
equanimity.”

with a uniform judgment and a uniform standard of efficiency and succicg 
ag It is the individual tastes and inclinations of district officials th,: 
determine the character of a Municipal administration ; but even individy,,) 
tastes and inclinations ought not to be allowed to outrun the limits ,; 
courtesy and consideration in the criticism of honorary service. The 
Government at present appear to be unable to exercise their own independe 
judgment in these matters; and if they are unable, they should not alloy 
local officials to damp the spirit of non-official gentlemen who come forward, 
at considerable sacrifice, to render gratuitous service. a. 
authority that supervises and judges the work must be one and the same for 
all municipalities, and since the Government are not able to do this efficiently 
there must be some other subordinate authority which will comprehensivel\ 
consider the entire Municipal administration of the Presidency. oe 
A Municipal Inspector for the whole Presidency may relieve the district 
officials of the responsibility that is now vested in them, and he will certainly 
be able to Eriadase a uniform standard for all municipalities to go by. 
No municipality is now safe against adverse judgment unless it has pleased 
the Divisional officer; and the judgment of Divisional officers varies as much

as theirtemper. . . . . Wewould prefer for this purpose an officer whi 


has acquaintance with the local self-governing institutions in England, and 
who is accustomed to judge municipal work as they judge it in England. 
Then it will be easier for Government to apply one weight and one measure 
to every municipality in arriving at their judgment. They will be able tu 
rely on their officer and yet can judge impartially and justly. 3 
The officer to supervise municipalities should not only have recent expericuce 
of self-governing institutions in Great Britain, but must be brought out 
directly from there, strictly for a period of five years as members of the 
Government of India are. They must bring fresh knowledge and experience. 
and they must get away before they become confirmed in their Indian 
notions which, beyond five years, they may find it impossible to resist.” 


4. The Madras Standard, of the 1st October, writes :—* The review ot 
the Government of Madras of the administra- 
tion of the Tanjore Municipality has a special 
interest. From the report of the ex-officio Chairman, we find that there was 
a steady progress in all directions during the year under review. en 

he Government in their review state that orders will be issued separately on 
the question of restoring to the Council the privilege of electing its own 
Chairman. We trust that the Government, while granting the privilege of 
electing the Chairman, will not take the hint and the Collector’s proposal ot 
cutting down the elected seats from 18 to 12 as a conditional precedent. 
That will be something like answering the prayer of a man for the restora- 
tion of a lost eye by demanding in its stead his pair of legs. Such a gift will 
come with very bad grace. . . . . We are not surprised that sucha 
reactionary |e ae comes from a member of the Civil Service, which has 
always tried to hamper the advancement of local self-government in avy 
direction. We would rather prefer having 18 elected Councillors and 3 
nominated Chairman to having an elected Chairman with equally poised 
elected and nominated Councillors. The apprehensions of the District Col- 
lector with regard to the recurrence of any trouble in the administration 


are, at best, unfounded and the threat the Collector recommends to be inserte 
1S unwarranted.”’

Once more pregnantly the 
ind recalls the realities of the service, once more before the vision of the 
thinker the strange spectacle presents itself of clever and promising Indians 
working in unimportant positions for long, while young Europeans come 
and join and rise in the ladder. + + . « The Indian mind is overtaken 
hy « cloud of discouragement as it rests on the several struggles between 
bureaucratic and British spirit. The Royal Commission on Public Services 
is te musical hall where both the spirits meet and rouse public attention to 
the present situation. The situation is the same in the Police, in the Salt 
and Abkari, in the Educational, in the Medical, in the Public Works and in 
every kind of service. No educational institution in India is acknowledged 
ty produee good scholars. An Indian graduate or master of arts, for instance, 
is put down as most hopelessly behind the European graduate so far as the 
education service 1s concerned. ‘The Indian can only be a Provincial] Service 
min, never an Imperial Service man. . . . . It is the same with the 
)lice—it is worse. It is possible for an Assistant Superintendent of Police— 
only Europeans selected in England can be Assistant Supcrintendents—to 
ris: more rapidly in service, get more salary and travelling allowance, fill 
nore Onerous positions and easily work to distinction than the Deputy 
Superintendent. The Salt and Abkari department presents a much worse 
stute of affairs, only comparable to the Forest department. . . . . The 
Public Works department presents a similar spectacle. ‘The Imperial 
nvineers are recruited in England by a selection committee, the selection 
being made from amongst the eligible candidates, who fulfil the necessary 
conditions for appointment on the basis of a brief conversation with the 
candidates. . . ~. +. #We have survived the taunt that there is something 
inherent in the Indian race that disqualifies them for high and responsible 
oflice. Now we have come to another stage, namely, that there is something 
inierently inferior in Indian education. But the inherent inferiority in 
Judian education must be erased, and whatever expense Government may 
have to incur for this purpose must have the first consideration.” 


6. The Hindu, of the 2nd October, writes :—‘‘ A good deal of apprehen- 
sion has been caused in the minds of ryots in 
the Tanjore and Trichinopoly districts of this 
Presidency by the proposal of the Government of Mysore to construct a large 
reservoir at Kanambadi, eight miles above Seringapatam, for power and 
irrigation purposes which, it is feared, would materially diminish the quantity 
ot water flowing in the Cauvery. ‘The right to dam up the water in this 
manner has been apparently disputed by the Government of Madras, and thie 
matter is at present under the consideration of an Arbitration Board, whose 
decision is naturally awaited with great anxiety both in Mysore and in this 
Presidency. . . . . There is no doubt that the Mysore Government is 
acting in the best interests of the people of the State, but what we cannot 
understand is the secrecy with which the Madras Government have clothed 
this most important subject. . . . - This secretive attitude is deeply 
to be deplored and the barest justice to the public of this Presidency requires 
the publication, by the local Government, at the earliest possible o portunity, 
of cverything connected with the dispute, so that the ryots of the districts 
concerned might say what they have to say on a matter which so vitally 
attects them.”

know what the result of the promised enquiry is; we have no means ,; 
knowing whether it has been held at all. But we sincerely hope that th. 
recent practice of stopping over-time earning for those who have taken casy,/ 
leave is not a result of the enquiry by Government. If Government has not 
sanctioned this practice, and if it is due to the original genius of the official, 
of the Government Press, here is another instance of disregard of Governmoy 
orders. . . . . There is something vindictive in the attitude of the 
authorities of the Government Press. They do not grant casual leave ; ayq 
when Mr. Kesava Pillai interferes and stirs the sense of justice in the 
Government so as to provide casual leave and also an enquiry into other 
grievances, they try to set at naught the Government. We take a serious 
view of such official perversity, and hope Government would also do sv. 
_ . . , This is not the first time that such defiance of a 7 spirit has 
been put forth by the lower spirit. . . . . The prestige of Government 


would suffer by these instances of executive disobedience, if the Government 
fail to enforce popular measures being carried out in the proper spirit by its 
subordinates. Unless the subordinates are lashed into line with the higher 
spirit of Government, much . benefit would not be visible, even though the 
Government may be presided over by Liberal statesmen like Lord Pentland.” 


IV.—NAatTIVE STATES. 


8. The Indian Patriot, of the 2nd October, writes:--“‘ We publish 
elsewhere a dignified reply sent to the Cochin 
Government by Mr. Neelakanta Ayyar, repre- 
sentative, as Mr. Banerji would emphasise, member as the Government paper 
describes him to be, of the Special Committee that lately sat over the revised 
draft of the Cochin Tenancy Bill. It is unfortunate that a Government 
should have laid itself in a position to draw such a reply from an individual. 
It is, to us, very surprising that a Government should revise proceedings 
once published, to belie public criticism. We refer to the proceedings of 
the Special Committee on which the order of the Government was based, 
which was placed at the disposal of the Press by Government and to 
which Mr. Banerji referred in his proceedings on what he insultingly calls 
Mr. Neelakanta Ayyar’s petition. ° We can honestly admire a 
statesman who is convinced that he is right and that his critics are wrong and 
who hopes that the future will bear out his unpopular efforts. But we cannot 
understand why one who is so thoroughly convinced should have displayed such 
consternation as to call Mr. Neelakanta Ayyar a ‘member’ of the committee 
and then introduce the ‘ non-official members’ into the committee, introduce 
the word ‘representative’ into the committee and differentiate between 
a ‘member’ and a ‘representative’. Neither can we understand how one 
so thoroughly convinced of the great action he is taking should promise to 
place acertain Bill before a Special Committee and then place quite another 
Bill before it, write an official proceedings of the committee and then revise 
the proceedings in important places so as to falsify public criticisms That 
all this is being done by the Government of Cochin is to be regretted by 
every true friend of Cochin.” 


9. The Indian Patriot, of the 8rd October, observes :—‘‘In his speech 
on the opening of the Agricultural Conference, 
Mr. Banerji made certain statements which, 
we fear, do not represent the true state of 
affairs.

II.—Home ApMINISTRATION. 


(a) Police.

The 
sim of the officials should not be the punishment of clildren, who commit 
offences without having the least idea of the nature of their action. Kvery 
attempt should be made to wean away such children from their bad habits. 
They should either be sent to the Reformatory School and trained to be 
better men or handed over to their parents on the latter furnishing security 
for their future good behaviour. In western countries the officials do not at 
all allow juvenile offenders to be treated harshly. It is the duty of the 
officials in this country to adopt the same course.

wuthorities to recruit their department from the educated classes. For instance, 
out of the 129 students selected for training as Sub-Inspectors at Vellore 
list year, there is not a single graduate. The reason for this unwillingness 
on the part of the educated classes to enter this department, is the undesirable 
behaviour of the :Superintendents and other Police officers. The treatment 
received by the Police subordinates at the hands of the Superintendents is in 
some cases very rude and barbarous. ‘here are some officers, it seems, who 
are solely bent upon finding fault with the newly-appointed Deputy Superin- 
tendents. It would be better for these officers to train these newly-appointed 
men instead of thus discouraging them. The Government have advised the 
Police authorities to encourage such newly-appointed men. If the authori- 
ties act in obedience to these orders, it is not impossible to place the Police 
administration on a more satisfactory footing.

(d) Education. 


21. The Swadesamitran, of the 25th September, observes :—Both the 
people and the Government in India do not 
appear to take as much interest in the educa- 
tion of their girls as they do in that of their boys. The Government ig 
lethargic in this matter because the people do not evince any interest in it. 
Still, after the visit of His Imperial Majesty to India, there is apparently a 
change. The people are evincing a greater interest in the education of their 
boys and girls, and the Government 1s making large grants of money towards 
education. But the efforts of the Government in this matter are not on the 
lines approved by the people. If female education is to have sufficient deve- 
lopment in this country, the Government should put forth ten times the effort 
it now takes in this direction. The fact that there is not one college for girls 
in the whole of the Madras Presidency is enough to show that the Govern- 
ment is not taking sufficient interest in this matter. It is a futile argument 
that a sufficient number of girls will not be forthcoming to be students of a 
college or high school, if one such is started. Some years back, Japan was 
as backward as India in the matter of female education. But education has 
spread so fast among the women of that country within the last 25 years, 
that there are now tens of thousands of women there, highly cultured and in 
a position to work for their country. So, if proper attempts are made in 
India, education is sure to spread among women as fast as in Japan. 


Female education in India. 


22. The Sri Krishna Sukthi, for September, in the course of an article 
under this heading, referring to the questions 
said to be under the consideration of the 
committee appointed by the Travancore Gov- 
ernment in this connection, observes :—One of the questions before this com- 
mittee is ‘‘ whether the present Education Code has in any way affected the 
progress of vernaculars and if soin what manner.” Let us proceed to answer 
this question as it concerns the whole of India. That the recent changes in 
the courses of study have arrested the progress of vernaculars is, we take it, 
a fact which is beyond dispute. The newly-created School Final and other 
examinations, which prescribe only composition without insisting upon the 
study of text-books, grammar, prosody, etc., are a direct. blow to purity of 
style. In these days of modern civilization when the portals of school 
education have been thrown open to the high and the low, the rich and the 
poor alike and the students no longer take a pride in studying their own 
vernacular, it is not difficult to say whether the newly inaugurated changes 
have been helpful or prejudicial to the progress of the native tongue. If it 
is only admitted that a knowledge of grammar and prosody is indispensable 
to good composition and that ignorance of these destroys the very chastity 
of style, it is easy to see how a system which prescribes mere composition 
without these antecedents strikes at the very root of our vernaculars. We, 
therefore, wish to point out that it is the duty of Government and popular 
leaders alike to enforce the same attention towards the vernaculars as is paid 
to English by reverting to the system hitherto in vogue.

In 
this connection, it may be noted that Lord Curzon himself, reviewing the 
memorial of the Indian Famine Union, signed by Mr. Garth, Mr. R. C. Dutt 
and others, declared that it is unjust to impose a cess upon ryots who are not 
at all benefited. We are sorry to note that the Madras Government, without 
showing even as much consideration as Lord Curzon to the ryots, has 
snatched away with the left hand the boon given by the right. This order 
of the Madras Government is unjust, improper and uncalled for and a bane 
to the ryots. We pray that the Government may be pleased to see justice 
done to the ryots viewing the representations of the press and the public

In spite of the numerous interruptions and unauthorised 
objections made by these Tahsildars in the course of ;the proceedings, the 
ryots strongly objected to the increase of the cess. Mr. Sayed Mowlah Sahib. 
a nominated member of the Taluk and District Boards, was the only person 1 
the whole assembly that spoke in support of the increase. When we consider 
the way in which these meetings are conducted, it can be perceived that only

Boards are in favour of this increase. Hence the District Boards should not 
invested with power to increase the cess so long as they have official

9). The Swadesamitran, of the 22nd September, says :— The Government 
of India spent nearly 28 lakhs of rupees in 
1912 on the several churches in India and the 
ministers attached to them. In reply to a 
question from the Hon’ble Mr. Ghaznairs in 
the Imperial Legislative Council as to how the Government was justified in 
spending such a large amount for the propagation of the Christian religion, 
Sir Harcourt Butler said that the Government was quite impartial in the 
matter of dealing with different religions in India and that it was giving 
liberal annual grants even to Hindu and Muhammadan eee. He added 
that the very fact that the Government has not interfered with the vast 
endowments made on behalf of these temples by the ancient Hindu and 
Muhammadan kings proved beyond doubt the impartial attitude of this 
Government towards the different religions in India. We need not say that 
the Indians are not satisfied with this reply. ‘The ancient Hindu and 
Muhammadan kings did not follow the policy of non-intervention in the 
matter of religion, as the British Government professes to do. Even the 
grants now given to the Hindu and Muhammadan temples are only a 
continuation of the old grants. So the Government of India is not right in 
acting unjustly in a certain matter, because 1t refrained from acting so in 
certain other matters. In England, the Government has long done away 
with the practice of supporting any religion. Why should not the same 
policy be followed in India too? While Missionaries are being sent out to 
India at the expense of private societies 1n England, with the object of 
proselytizing the natives of India, where is the necessity for the Government 
oi India to spend large sums of money for evangelical work -se | the 
Englishmen here? It is easy to rob Peter and pay Paul. ‘Though the 
Indians cannot afford to ignore the expenditure of 28 lakhs of rupees 
spent for this purpose, we have not been devoting our s ecial attention 
to this matter because it does not immediately affect their comforts and 
conveniences.

On the other hand, several District Boards have approved of the ropos:il, 
This difference of opinion between the District Boards and the people shoul. 
be noted. As long as the Collector is the President of the District Boards. 
and the number of nominated members on @ District Board exceeds that ,; 
the elected members, the District Boards will echo only the opinion of t,. 
Collectors and not that of the people. So our people should make genyjp, 
efforts to get the constitution of these Boards modified in such a way ax {,, 
make them represent the true opinions of the people. 

Coming to the proposal itself, it has not received the support of thie 
popular leaders, ‘Fhough it is stated that the increased cess will be levied 
only in such places where it is necessary, it will be no wonder if those 
members in each District Board, who have now voted for the proposal, vote 
again for its being levied immediately. The money so collected will be 
spent in repairing trunk roads, for the convenience of motorists and influ- 
ential men. So, this cess should not be levied until village panchayats con 
into existence again and are entrusted with the responsibility of conducting 
the village administration. If village roads are to be maintained in a better 
condition than what they are now, the Government should give the locaj 
institutions greater pecuniary support than what they receive now. The 
Provincial Governments plead that they have not sufficient funds in their 
possession to increase the grants to the local institutions. But they can cet 
over this difficulty by retaining in their own hands a portion of the revenue 
now handed over to the Government of India. The forest revenue is 
retained like this. So, the excise revenue, half of which is now being sent 
to the Government of India, can be retained by the Provincial Governments. 
Anyhow the present proposal to increase the road-cess is opposed by the 


people throughout this Presidency and we hope the Government will not 
press the matter in the teeth of this opposition.

II I.—LEGISLATION. 


35. The Sadhvi, of the 26th September, contains an article contributed 
by one D. S. Subraya Sastri of Mysore in the 
course of which the writer, dwelling at length 
on the need of protective duties for the develop- 
ment of Indian industries, observes: —One ostensible reason which Englishmen 
like Sir Guy Fleetwood Wilson give for not imposing protective duties on 
Judian imports is that in the absence of ready facilities for meeting the 
lcreased demand, the prices of manufactured articles will go up considerably 
aud the poorer classes will be affected. They further contend that although 
a tew industries may thus be revived or newly introduced under such protect - 
ive tariffs, it is doubtful whether the articles produced in India will be as 
cheap as those that are imported and whether the capital, skill, technical 
knowledge and co-operation which have contributed so much to industrial 
success in the west can be found in India. These are some of the arguments 
coning from the advocates of iree trade in England. If however the Unionist 
party should come into power in England and undertake tariff reform, the 
Finance Member in India will doubtless also acknowledge the value of 
protective duties. It is true that protective duties will effect a rise in the 
prices. But that rise can only be temporary. Once the newly-organised 
industries are firmly established the prices must inevitably go down again. 
Nowhere can industries thrive unless foreign competition ceases. _ Thus, for 
example, India iniports cotton goods from Manchester. If these imports are 
prevented by means of a heavy import duty, it will no doubt result in some 
temporary inconvenience to our people. But the ‘Indians will, at the same 
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time, be able to manufacture goods in no way inferior to those of Manchest, 
Some time ago it was proposed by an Honourable Member of the Imperia| 
Legislative Council that the influx of foreign sugar into India should 
prevented by means of a protective duty. If this proposal had been carried 
out, the sugar industry 1n India would have revived and Indian sugar would 
have been cheaper than the foreign. But this 18 a result which to the Env lish 
officials is by no means welcome. The truth is that the industrial interests 
of England and India are diametrically opposed. While the British indust;;,., 
have almost reached perfection India is still adhering to her primitive methods 
of manufacture. Millions of coolies go without sufficient food and rainey; 
The British are, therefore, doing a grave injustice to India in forcing on hes 
the principles of free trade. But there are at least a few generous-hearted 
men who agree with the Indians on this question. When Mr. Frank Carpen- 
ter, an American who had come to India as a ylobe-trotter, asked Lord Minto 
who was then Viceroy why the people of India were agitating abdvut tlie 
boycott of foreign goods while the more proper and natural course would be 
to urge the imposition of protective duties, Lord Minto replied that i: was 
only because the latter course was not acceptable to the people of England. 
‘ngland will raise a cry against protective duties in India because these 
duties will cause heavy loss to the huge industrial concerns of Manchester 
and Birmingham. That is just the reason why, although protective duties 
are indispensable to the development of Indian industries, it is futile to appeal 
to the British for such reform. Although some among the authorities at the 
head of our Government know at heart the value of tariff reform to this 
country, yet the fear of selfish opposition from the British manufacturers 
deters them from carrying out their convictions. What, then, is the course 
left open tous? ‘The leaders of the public and the advocates of Swadesh; 
anticipated the views of Lord Minto and thus resorted to the perfectly con. 
stitutional methods of advocating swadeshism and boycott. That Sir Edward 
Baker, the late Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, was a staunch advocate of 
tariff reform is evident from the views he expressed to Mr. Carpenter on this 
question. Of late the authorities in India have been admitting the harmless- 
ness of the Swadeshi movement. When we see their helplessness in 
following their convictions we must be thankful to them at least for this 
sympathetic attitude. ‘lhe English press is never tired of impressing upon 
us their enormous self-sacrifice and disinterested service in protecting us. 
We admit the heavy responsibility of the British in undertaking to govern 
this country. But that responsibility would have been greater still if their 
methods were wholly equitable and impartial. It is true that in reserving 
the higher administrative posts for their own men they have taken the 
burden of administration almost wholly on themselves. But it will be 
admitted that the Indians are not altogether a savage race, and the task of 
governing them is not so difficult as they seem to make out ; nor is it a fact that 
the British have no self-interest in governing this country. The higher offices 
are earmarked for British young men and India affords a huge market for 
British goods. Again they are able to maintain a huge army and, as Sir 
Kdward Baker observed, this army is available for use in any part of the Empire. 
As Lord Curzon once observed with the loss of India, England must lose also 
her great fame, wealth and supremacy. England is, therefore, no less benefited 
in governing this country than we are. Why, then, should she fail to help 
India by means of protective duties? With the growth of our industries our 
wealth would increase also; and our trade with the British would grow 
volume in the same proportion. The resources of the Government will 
become likewise strengthened, while the wealth of the Empire, as a whole, will 
alwavs remain unaffected. 


36. Referring to the Malabar Partition and Inheritance Bills a leader 
the Kerala Patrika, of the 27th September, 
observes that the time has come for the tollowers 
of the Marumakkatayam and Aliasantanam 
systems of Malabar and South Canara to express their views on them. The 
public for this purpose may be divided into those who have and those who have 
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not eceived English education. Of the former some say that they are in 
entire favour of the Bills. We cannot say how far the statement is correct. 
But we are sure that there are many among them who are opposed to the Bills 
and that the major portion of the second class are decidedly opposed to the 
Bills. If the Partition Bill is passed into law it will be highly injurious to 
‘he community. However ba the present tarwad system may be, it at 
east provides an asylum for destitute members. There may be many 
j-iects in the present system and all attempts ought to be made to improve 
‘t, but the system as a@ whole should not be destroyed. Social legislation 
should be undertaken only when it is likely to improve the status of all the 
members constituting a society. The proposed Partition Bill will not tend 
+, the improvement of the members of Malabar tarwads but it may lead 
1) its disintegration. It is said that the Bill is necessary because of the 
many faults in the present tarwad system of Malabar. In that case a law 
‘o remedy the faults alone ought to suffice, instead of a law that will cause 
creat agitation among the members of a large community. All persons who 
will reflect on this subject must come to the same conclusion. here seems 
ty be no objection to enact the Marriage Bill with some amendments, but as 
the object of that Bill can be achieved by amending the Malabar Marriage 
Act. it will be enough if this course is adopted. 


IV.—NatTive Sratrs. 


37. In the course of an article referring to the draft measure for the Sanart, 
control of motor traffic in Mysore, the Sadhvi, sept 26th, 1913, 


The control of motor traffic in of the 26th September, dwells on the desir- 
ee ability of passing the proposed measure and 
thereupon proceeds to observe:—The danger of accidents from motor 
vehicles is very much increased in this country partly by our zigzag roads 
with sharp curves and partly by the pohiceman’s voice proving ineffectual. 
Unlike the regard for authority in European countries such as Kngland, 
where the policeman with the simple raising of his finger is able to stop even 
the King’s carriage, the drivers of vehicles in India are not only rash and 
heedless of the rules of the road but sometimes drive faster still after an 
accident for fear of being chased by the policeman. The only remedy for 
this state of things seems to be to post coustables with loaded guns at every 
turning on the road with instructions to fire on rash drivers who refuse 
t) slacken their speed. This might at first seem too drastic. But it is 
undoubtedly the best means of maintaining discipline and creating a due 
resard for authority. We understand that the Government contemplates the 
appointment of mounted police for the control of traffic as in Madras. It is 
sugested in some quarters that as the voice of the native constables proves 
inefiectual with the people, it would tend to more efficient control if thexe 
are replaced by European constables. Such a proposal can commend itself 
ouly to self-abased men. What wisdom is it to think of amputating the legs 
simply because they are somewhat defective! What new principle of justice is 
it which says that because our police are not able to command the respect of 
the people they are to be replaced by others. The duty is primarily ours to 
help them to win their prestige. When we fulfil our part of the duty they 
cannot |fall short of European constables in efficiency. ‘The pay that we 
five to these native constables is less than what even a labourer can earn. 
What awe or respect can we expect such police to command? Only when 
We vive them the pay that is given to European constables can we expect 
intelligent, educated and able-bodied Indians to enter the department. 
The police that we can get to serve on 7 rupees a month can be no other 
tan men who are unfit even for common labour as coolies. We hope the 
Government will never accept this selfish suggestion to appoint whitemen.

VI.—MISCELLANEOUS. 


38. Referring to the proposal of Lord Willingdon, the Governor of Swanmamrraas, 
Bombay, to establish a demonstration farm, on sept. 23rd, 1918. 


Rearing of mileh cows in India. the Jands around the Government House, for 
Tearing milch cows, the Swadesamitran, of the 23rd September, says :—This 
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can very well be done even here on the lands around the Government Hoyc. 
at Guindy. Lord Pentland is known to take as much interest in agricultur, 
as the Governor of Bombay. If Lord Pentland will only adopt this SUP vres. 
tion, the zamindars and other rich men in this Presidency, who will Never 
take the initiative in any matter, will easily follow the example of the 
Governor‘’of the Province. Even our co-operative credit societies may well 
invest some of their funds on such farms. It is really a regrettable niatter 
that, in a purely agricultural country like India, there should be a scarcity 4; 
milk and ghee, and that the people have to depend upon the importation vj 
these articles from foreign countries. So our people should make genuine 
efforts to remedy this evil. ‘I'he Government is now taking an active interest 
in the breeding of horses and rearing of poultry. Though we are not prepared 
to say that the efforts of Government in this direction will not result in any 
practical benefit, we venture to assert that it will be doing a more useful 
thing by helping those who rear cattle. 


39. The Swadesamitran, of the 23rd September, observes:—A public 

_ meeting was recently held in Georgetown and 
Mess-houses and coffee-hotels1n rogolutions were passed requesting the autho- 
Madras. rities to take steps to prevent the use of impure 
and adulterated articles by the managers of mess-houses and coffee-hotels in 
Madras. As the students form the major portion of the people resorting to 
these places, it is the managers of schools and the teachers therein that should 
evince an interest in this matter. But many of the schools have not the 
required funds to maintain their own hostels for the benefit of their students. 
This may not he possible for some of the schools even if the Government 
come forward to help them. So the only means of remedying this evil is to 
adopt such measures as will impose upon the managers of these mess-houses 
and hotels the duty of carrying on their trade in such a way as not to be 
detrimental to the general health of the public. They are making a great 
deal of profit in this business and there is nothing unfair in subjecting them 
to certain restrictions in the matter of the articles used by them. It was 
suggested at the meeting above mentioned that the President of the Corpo- 
ration of Madras should strictly exercise the powers conferred upon him by 
the City Municipal Act for preventing the sale of adulterated foodstuffs. 
This 1s a good suggestion indeed. If these powers are exercised strictly and 
the owners of these hotels are punished once or twice, it will surely have a 
salutary effect upon them. The officials of the Corporation should inspect 
these places constantly and the license of the manager of a mess-house or 
coffee-hotel who does not conform to the conditions subject to which it is 
issued, should be immediately cancelled. )

) of the 24th September, says :—Laudable as 1s 
this suggestion, there is an important objection to its being adopted, and that 
is, the Kegulations of the Madras University do not permit any one, who is 
not a member of the Senate, to deliver the convocation address. But there is 
a way of making Lord Hardinge deliver an address to the students of 
Madras. ‘The University can confer the title of LL.D. on any one whom it 
considers to be a highly cultured man. If the University of Madras decides 
to confer this title upon Lord Hardinge, the occasion can well be availed of 
to arrange for an address from our beloved Viceroy. There have been 
enough of precedents for this course. This University has conferred this title 
upon Dr. Miller of the Madras Christian College and Sir S. Subramania Ayyar. 
The University of Calcutta conferred this title upon His Majesty George V 
when he visited Calcutta and such a title was conferred upon Lord Ripon by 
the University of Bombay as early as 1884. So there will be nothing novel 
in the University of Madras conferring this title on Lord Hardinge during his 
ensuing visit to Madras. It is needless to point out that Lord Hardinge 
eminently deserves this title. His speech in the last meeting of the Imperial 
Legislative Council at Simla clearly shows the active interest he takes in the 
higher education of the Indians. It was on his recommendation that His 
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Imperial Mujesty granted 50 lakhs of rupees for the improvement of elementary 
an ation. So it will bea very laudable action a the part of the Madras 
University to confer the title of LL,D. upon Lord Hardinge.

privileges to our people. But, all the same, it is a folly on the part of the 
Government to prevent the Indians from expressing their grievances by 
means of newspapers. If public opinion is vested it is sure to result in 
serious injury.

privileges enjoyed by the Englishmen. It can rest assured that no harm 
will result from this.

Reviewing the speech of His Excellency the Viceroy in the rey; 
_ session of the Imperial Legislative Council, ¢},, 
His Excellency the Vieeroys #ystnapairika, of the 20th September, writes -— 
speech, His Excellency has been pleased to explain the 
policy of the British Government in relation to Turkey and Persia. Itis not 
without reason that the Viceroy has struck out this new course. His Exc,|. 
lency had formerly been an Ambassador at Turkey for eight years and sv jx 
thus thoroughly acquainted with the ins and outs of Turkey in its relation ty 
England. Hence His Excellency has been led to make these utterances with 
a view to preserve the loyalty of the Muhammadans in India to the British 
Crown. His Excellency, while expressing that it'1s the policy of the British 
to preserve the integrity of Turkey and Persia, exhorted the Muhammadans 
not to swerve from the path of loyalty and fidelity to the British Throne. 
This counsel is quite proper. We should not allow our religious bias to 
interfere with our individual duties to the Empire. When one has to deter. 
mine the future of Turkey and Persia, he has to take many: things into 
consideration, such as the efficiency of administration therein and the policy 
of the neighbouring States. We, therefore, strongly feel that it is opposed to 
all rules of Government for the Muhammadans to put any tension upon British 
officers. 

His Excellency has spoken about the correspondence that is going on for 
a proper settlement of the Canadian and South African questions. Considering 
that His Excellency has on a previous occasion stated that the Colonial 
Governments do not like the interference of the Home Government, with 
regard to their Legislature, the above pronouncement would appear to have 
been meant for mere consolation. 

In answer to His Excellency’s question, whether, regard being had for 
the liberal sums allotted for education, there was room for any complaint that 
sufficient encouragement had not been accorded for education, it may be 
stated that such a complaint is well grounded in view of the lack of compulsory 
tree elementary edueation and the recent interference of the Government ot 
India with the freedom of the Calcutta University.

: writes :—In this speech we are able to see thie 
true secret of His Excellency’s increasing popularity which is no other than 
his high regard for public opinion coupled with that friendly advice by 
which he seeks to remove erroneous ideas from the popular mind.

).. Emigration authorities before they return to their native place. But the 
majority of them are able to save only about 5—6 rupees. On the whole a 
pradent cooly is able to lay by at least Rs. 10 per month. Thus a cooly who 
works there for five or six years can, on returning home, earn an independent 
livelihood. The question naturally arises as to why the majority of them 
return = with very small savings. The answer is that with the carving of 
ore handsome wages the cooly’s head is soon turned and the quantity of todd 

he consumes goes up at the same time. He soon cultivates a liking for English 
liyuors In place of toddy, and gambling and other vices take hold of him. 
Within six months he rushes headlong into debt and his health and strength 
also fail. What wonder that such a cooly returns to India with an empty 
urse! The Government is now exercising very careful supervision over the 
«ndition of these coolies in the plantations in the Malay States. ‘These 
plantations, which were formerly the hot-beds of malaria, as it were, are pow 
healthier than many of the Indian villages. A measure has been newly 
enacted to prohibit gambling which was hitherto indulged in with impunity. 
Tie sale of ae aly uors to the cooly classes is likewise prohibited. ‘The

planters have been ordered to pay the wages before the 10th of every month. 
Arrangements have also been made to provide elementary schools for the 
children of these coolies. In short, the coolies in the Malay States receive 
closer care and attention thanin India . . . . Unless, therefore, arrange- 


nents are first made in India to make their lot better and happier it would 
uot be proper to create restrictions on their emigration to the Malay States. 
A contribution to the Malay Mail by an Indian correspondent also shows 
clearly how happy is the lot of the coolies in these States. Ilere they enjoy 
that contentment and happiness which they had never seen in their own land. 
They get a decent dwelling and a measure of comfort which they had never 
known before. Here they have not the disability of the untouchables in 
India. Their wives wear glittering ornaments. ‘l'hey are able to render 
pecuniary aid to their relations at home. All this is possible because the 
planters spare no pains to make the lot of these coolies truly happy. These 
employers are more loving to these coolies than their own parents. I[t would, 
therefore, be quite unjust to blame such emyloyers.

In commenting on the Annual Report for 1912 on Hospitals in t), 
Oot Och 1818. Madras Presidency, the Indian Patriot, of t\y 
6th October, says :—‘‘ Some of the explanations 
given for the closure of the hospitals ar 
astounding ; and we regret that Government should have merely ‘ recorded’ 
them without a word of comment. Weare told that one local and two private 
non-aided institutions for women and children had to be closed ‘for want oi 
substitutes to take the place of the female medical practitioners who had bee 
granted leave.’ That is to say, hospitals which meet a real public want have. 
to be closed because there are no rare Yet another confession, equally 
astounding, is the Surgeon-General’s admission that ‘some of the institutions 
maintained from public revenues had to be closed for varying periods to allow 
of medical subordinates being deputed elsewhere for cholera and _ plague 
duty.’ When medical subordinates go out, the door of the hospital will 
remain closed. ‘That is a state of affairs with which no one will be satisfied. 
We hope that some serious attempt will be made to solve the problem of 
medical relief, which means no other than that medical men should be ayuil- 
able. . . . . We donot know whether any definite progress at all is 
being made in the realm of medical relief. No man of ideas has yet come 
forward to do in the field of hospitals what, for instance, posterity will asso- 
ciate with the names of Mr. Kesava Pillai and Sir Harold Stuart. We do not 
find any stirring impulse in the atmosphere, none to grasp that, out of 
a population of over forty millions, we are able now to reach only six 
millions—all that we were able to reach last year. . . . . Is that enough? 
What has the Government of Madras to say on the subject? .. . . 
What is it that Government can do to penetrate beyond the fringe? Let us 
remember that the six million out-door patients is made up of the same 
patients calling respectively day after day. Calculated thus the circle we 
reach is very small indeed. It is this that we have been trying to impress 
on the Government, and the Government cannot but seriously face this 
problem one day. As yet no active medical programme has been drawn up. 
Our attention is on education. The story of medical relief must convince us 

all that at least as much attention deserves to be paid here as elsewhere.”

The scale of salaries should not only be reasonable and adequate for 
the men of education that Government require, but should be sufficient to 
entble them to put by some thing which will be of help to them in days of 
stress. As we have pointed out, what is required isa comprehensive reorgani- 
sation and not a half-hearted measure, sad there are a number of important 
points that have to be investigated and thoroughly threshed out.

Does the Resident 
mean that in the atmosphere of Juganadh, or for the matter of that in that of 
India, the mental and moral qualities of a young prince cannot be developed 
along sound and healthy lines? We don’t care to give a report to Mr. 
Robertson’s unprovoked slander of Indians or dwell upon the healthy 
surroundings and high moral atmosphere in England, but would draw the 
attention of the Secretary of State to statements by responsible and high- 
placed officials which must widen the gulf between the rulers and the ruled. 
ap In despair the poor mother appealed to Lord Sydenham, but to 
no effect. In his reply the ex-Governor said :—‘ At this impressionable age 
the English surroundings and training are likely to have their valuable effect 
upon his mind and character,’ and that ‘Mrs. Tudor Owen will act asa 
mother to him until he returns to you.’ Finally, he advised her to accept the 
decision as Kismet. In spite of the mother’s entreaties to delay the departure 
ot the boy the business was hurried on with a vengeance almost. ‘The 
disconsolate mother appealed, on the eve of the departure of the boy, to the 
Viceroy. . , - . The Government of India, that great car of Jugger- 
nath decked in red-tape, could see no ground for interfering with the decision 
of the Government of Bombay.

Very near to the same place there is the 
temple of Chengalwarayaswami in Kuppayyar Street. Near the north gat: 
of the said temple assemble some rakes and other vagabonds who behave 
very rudely to the passers-by on every Saturday night. There are some old 
offenders among these. So we request the Police to bestow their best attention 
on this matter and promptly remedy this evil. 


(d) Education. 


10. In a leading article under this heading the Satyadcepike, of the 1st 
October, writes :—If the objects of our benign 
Government in providing for the extension vi 
primary education are to be fulfilled, the teachers of primary schools ought 
to possess better educational qualifications. It is useless to expect that any 
good will result from a system under which persons who have studied up to thie 
third standard are allowed to teach up to the same standard, or at times 
allowed to teach even the next higher standard on the ground of their having 
been trained, or worse still, when teachers who had themselves neither school- 
ing nor training are allowed to maintain elementary schools tp to the fourth 
standard merely in view of their long service or experience. If men with better 
qualifications are to be available, their emoluments should first be made more 
attractive. The grant of a special allowance to men of higher qualifications, 
a provision for admitting some of the teachers to the grade of Sub-Assistant 
Inspectors in view of their special fitness, long service or general educational 
qualifications and various other similar means of encouragement-ought to be 
resorted to in order to render this service more attractive. Under the present 
rules it is found more paying and less burdensome to maintain a school with 
only the first three standards than to enter service in a complete primary or 
secondary school. Also the scale of fees in the complete primary schiols 
being slightly higher than in the incomplete ones, a large section of the 
villagers send their children to a more distant incomplete school in preference 
to a complete primary school nearer home. The result of this has been that 
the villagers are led to believe that the teachers of these primary schools 
unjustly levy heavier fees than those obtaining at some of the other Govern 
ment schools. It also leads to the impression that the spread of education 
further than the third standard is looked upon with disfaveur by Government. 
As under a new provision the capitation grant allowed to teachers of primary 
schools up to the fourth standard will be calculated on the average attendance 
in the lower standards also, the new provision is brought under the category 
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of Jevices by which “ higher education is discouraged both among the 
teschers and the public”. Neither the poor teacher who is ignorant of the 
odjects and reasons of Government in framing these rules, nor the Supervisors 
and Sub-Assistant Inspectors who in this respect are no less ignorant, are 
able to answer the accusation that the Government would not have framed 
these rules in regard to the higher standards if their object had not been that 
the children should not get useful knowledge. To insist on a uniform scale 
of ives in both these classes of elementary schools, to attract teachers with 
better educational qualifications, to prevent the growing popularity of 
incomplete schools to the detriment of complete ones, and to make the latter 
at least a8 remuferative as the former are some of the reforms which it 
iehoves the authorities to corsider. 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


11. A correspondent to the Aistuapatriku, of the 27th September, in a 
skort article on “ ‘The Misfortune of the Board 
schoo]masters,” writes:—As soon as the 
monthly returns are submitted by the Board 
schoolmasters, the Sub-Assistant Inspectors of Schools send the pay bills of 
tlese schoolmasters to the ‘Taluk Boards. Soon after they are passed by the 
Presidents of the Taluk Boards they are sent to the ‘ahsildars for payment. 
They are generally lodged there, sometimes for 15 days, on the pretext that 
money is wanting for money order commission. In these famine days it is 
very difficult for the ill-paid schoolmasters to wait so long for their pay. 
It will be better if the payment be made by the Presidents of the Taluk 
Boards, or strict orders issued to the Tahsildars to make prompt payments, 
depositing sufficient sums as permanent advance, to cover the money order 
colmmi1ss1on. 


12. A correspondent to the Azsinapatrika, of the 27th September, writes : 
a —In reply to the letters of a correspondent to 
Besweda Municipality. the Avstnapatrika of August 30th and September 
Lith, recommending the candidature of Mr. B. Venkatappayya Pantulu for 
the Chairmanship of the Bezwada Municipality, it is necessary to point out 
the following facts.

this Act, for their having gone over to see a match. Itis curious indeed 
that in the South African Government, man is denied even the privilege 
enjoyed by animals and birds of moving about freely! That this should 
apply to British subjects in British territory and under the highly civilised 
British Government is a still greater wonder! The British Government 
cannot plead that it is afraid of the South African Government. If it has 110 
effective control over the Colonial Government, it is its duty to prevent the 
migration of Indians to foreign countries. 


In commenting upon the same subject, the Swadesamitraa, of the 3rd 
October, says: —News is received that the Indians in South Africa, unable to 
put up with the ill-treatment of that Government, have begun to adopt the 
policy of passive resistance and that a number of Indians are already suffer- 
ing unbearable hardships in prison. Such cruelties can be committed only 
by a Government, which is bent upon rooting out the Indians from its terri- 
tories by treating them worse than slaves. Mr.,Gandhi and his followers are 
transgressing the provisions of the law with a wonderful determination to 
glorify the good name of India by means of their noble and courageous conduct, 
risking even their lives. Of the 16 Indians already in prison, two appear to 
have refused to be vaccinated and to have fasted for two days and the Colonial 


_ Government seems to have removed them to the prison at Durban, lest their 


example should be followed by the other prisoners in the Transvaal jail. 
The suffragettes in England, who claim the most novel privileges and who 
commit the most daring crimes in order to gain their end, are let off from 
prison, if they refuse to take food while there. The Indians in South 
Africa do not claim any novel privileges ; nor do they commit any misdeeds 
to gain their object, and yet they are treated like this by a most hard- 
hearted Government. The London Times admits that, if the Indians in 
South Africa are allowed to pursue the policy of passive resistance for a long 
time, it will result in serious injury not only to South Africa, but also to the 
British Empire itself, and suggests that the Government of India should 
depute an official to proceed to South Africa and settle the differences 
between the Indians and whites there, by a personal conference with the 
Colonial authorities. But what is the use of sending one official from India ? 
Can the words of one individual be more effective than the heart-rending 
cries of numerous Indians? Moreover, we think it is derogatory to the 
Government of India to sue for peace at the hands of the Colonial Govern- 
ment by sending an official from here. In o=r opinion, there is only one 
remedy for this evil. All the Indians in South Africa, inclusive of women 
and children, should carry out their determination of losing their lives, if 
necessary, In resisting the policy of the Colonial Government. Let it be 
recorded in history and published to the world that the South African whites, 
who profess to be followers of the noble Christian religion and to belong to 
the highly civilised European race, subjected innocent Indians living there to 
unbearable hardships and made them lose their lives. If it is established 
that the Indians, who are British subjects and who migrated to a country 
forming part of the British Empire and lived there loyally, without commit- 
ting any offence, lost their lives, unable to bear the cruel treatment of the 
Government of that country, it will then speak volumes of the sympathy and 
wisdom of the British rule! The hearts of crores of Indians living here will 
throb with ‘sympathy for their brethren who have become a prey to the 
cruelty of a foreign Government. 


But there is one way of avoiding all this. British troops are required 
for the protection of South Africa, and British capital is also required for its 
material development. Let the Colonial Government be made to understand 
that the British Government will surely withhold its support in both these 
directions, if even ordinary justice is not meted out to the Indian subjects of 
Britain. If the British Ministers will only show a bold front like this now, 
it wi!l not take long for the South African whites to come round. 
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The Swadesamitran, of the 6th October, continues its comments u 
this subject in the following strain:—We understand that the South 
African Government has come down a little after the Indians began to adopt 
the method of passive resistance. It appears that some Indians who sold 
articles withagt a license were imprisoned only for a day and the Magistrate 
who convicted them seems to have remarked that he was not going to allow 
them to take credit for having become victims to the injustice of the whites. 
Let him not doso. If the Indians are given unly light punishments, they 
will go on transgressing the law. Of what avail will the law then be ? 
Excepting that the Government will lose the prestige of having passed a 
cruel law and that the Indians will continue to suffer hardships, no other 
result can follow from this. 

The Supreme Court in T’ransvaal has recently given a curious decision 
regarding the marriage of an Indian Muhammadan. It has declared that 
though an Indian Muhammadan had married only one woman according to 
the rites of his religion, it should be deemed to be polygamy, since the 
marriage took place in India where polygamy is in vogue. Apart from the 
surprising nature of this decision, it will have the effect of denying to the 
Indians in South Africa the privileges appertaining to a legal marriage. 
Thus the children of the Indians in South Africa will not be considered to be 
born of a legally wedded wife; and they will therefore be branded with the 
stizma of illegitimacy. Wedo not know how the British Ministers tolerate 
this conduct on the part of the Colonial officials. | 

The Morning Post suggests that the Indians can be spared from all this 
ignominy, if they are sent to Soudan or East Africa, where there is a demand 
for Indian labourers. But even there, the Indians should only be subordi- 
nate to the whites and cannot form an independent community. While 
there is sufficient demand for labourers in India alone, why should the 
Indians go to foreign countries in search of work and be subjected to all 
kinds of hardship? ‘The time has come for the Government of India to 
make a thorough enquiry into the condition of Indians in South Africa and 
take proper steps to remedy their grievances. 


The Lokopakari, of the 6th October, reproduces the substance of the 
comments of the Swadesamitran, of the 3rd October 1913, about the condition 
of the Indians in South Africa.

a a ae Wi bank failures in Whatever may be the causes that led to these 

ulin. sat failures, it cannot be gainsaid that the closure 
of banks conducted by Indians will, at the present stage, result in serious 
injury to the country as a whole. The trade and industries of India can 
thrive only by means of banks. Though India is considered to be a poor 
country without capital, it is expected that, if a number of banks are started 
and the people begin to invest their money in them with confidence, enough 
of capital will be available for purposes of trade. ‘Till now, it is banks 
conducted by foreigners that have failed and there has been no case of failure 
of an Indian bank. There are a large number of banks and funds in 
Southern India doing immense good to the people. So it cannot be argued 
from the failure of certain banks in the Punjab that the Indians are incapable 
of conducting banks. Anyhow even the failure of one or two Indian banks 
is not desirable at this moment, when the whole country is being actuated 
by a strong desire to improve the industries. It is, therefore, very necessary 
that the Government should make such regulations regarding the constitution 
and management of the Indian banks as will prevent the public losing their 
confidence in them. 


30. Referring to the statement of Lord Hardinge in the Imperial 

. Legislative Council that India had enjoyed 

1 Ag phenomenal prosperity of )henomenal prosperit agg the last year, 
aA the Swadesamitran, of the 26th September,® 
observes :—He based this statement on the ground that the total value of the 
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import and export trade of India had increased from £244 millions to £27) 
millions. This has always been the ground on which the Englishmer 
usually based their view that India was enjoying material prosperity. But 
we, ip India, cannot but he surprised at this statement. hatever may by 
the total value of the import and export trade of India, this Value, divided 
rateably amongst the population of India, comes to nearly Rs, 12} per head 
per annum. Is this such a large sum as to warrant their condition being 
described as one of phenomenal prosperity? Moreover, the import and 
export trade of India is entirely in the hands of Europeans and go the profits 
derived from it benefit only these foreigners. Going into this subject more 
deeply, we find thut the majority of the articles imported into the country 
are used only by the Government of India, the Europeans living in India 
and the richer classes among the Indians and not by the masses. The fine 
cloths imported from England, the sugar imported from other countries and 
the iron articles imported for use by the railways and in Government 
buildings and other sundry goods are not of any use to the poorer classes, 
Even in the case of articles exported from this country, the profit accruing 
from their sale does not go into the pockets of the poor. It is true that 
agricultural products form more than half of the exports. But the agri- 
culturists all eas their produce for a very low wor in order to meet the 
pressing demands of the agents of foreign merchants and sowcars from 
whom they have borrowed money to pay the Government kist. So it is 
the foreigners who enjoy all the advantages of the high prices prevailing 
in the market. If these agricultural products remain in India and are 
converted into saleable articles by means of Indian capital and Indian 
labour, and then exported to foreign countries, the profit derived from this 
trade will be enjoyed by the Indians and add to their material prosperity. 
But now both the import and export trade of this country benefits only the 
foreigners and so none but those who do not know the real condition of 
India can argue, from the fact that the total value of this trade comes to a 
large amount, that India is enjoying phenomenal prosperity. 


The Hindu Nesan, of the 2nd October, also comments on this subject in 
the same strain. 


31. The Desabhimani, of the 5th October, reproduces the following 
from the Andhrapatrika of Bombay :—On 
Light punishment for a serious }ig yoyage to India, Lieutenant-Colonel 
equncens.ite MacAndrew has, for having gazed at some 
ladies, kicked with his boot one Kambhai Singh, a servant ot his fellow- 
passenger Mr. Turner, so severely that the doctors declared the hurt to be 
incurable. A charge was filed against him, but a compromise was effected 
under which a compensation of Rs. 750 was accorded to Kambhai. But ina 
recent case brought by a European against a Hindu, for causing him some 
hurt, it was declared that an exemplary punishment must in such cases be 
inflicted to insure the safety of Europeans in this country. In view of these 
facts, it must be said that justice must be impartially administered irres- 
pective of racial differences. Unless persons like MacAndrew are visited with 
severe punishment, it is impossible for the people of this country to live here 
any longer. |

loans for the purchase of the implements of husbandry. The Government 
will confer a great boon on the poor ryots, if they lend them money without 
interest and make arrangements for the postponement of the payment o! 

In 
the prosperity of the ryots lies that of the king. We therefore pray that 
the Government will help on the material prosperity of the country by the 
spread of scientific agricultural education. . om

(d) Education. 


1. The following appears in the West Cvast Speelator, of the 1th Weer Coser Brectarea, 
October :--“ We invited the attention of the on. tom 000. 

‘powers that be’ of the Zamorin’s College in 

as early as 1911 to the fact that there was ‘something rotten in the State of 

Denmark’ and struck a note of warning against the policy of ‘let go’. 

Since then, some spasmodic efforts at improvement were, no doubt, wade by 

the Board of Management to restore to the institution its quondam reputa- 

tion and prestige, but it is very sad to reflect that the first step they took 

proved a serious blunder. Trusting in testimonials, they imported a man 

of the field to preside over this secular institution. In a short time, this 

‘knight of the rod’ proved himself a veritable Dominic Sampson. . . 
We understand that the assistants having opened hostilities with the Principal 
had submitted a complaint to higher quarters where it lies pending disposal. 
It is indeed a sorry sight to see a house divided against itself, which must 
fall if matters continue in the present state. . . . . he present out- 
break of hostilities is more far-reaching and disastrous in its consequences in 
that it has filled the atmosphere of the college with a bellicose spirit which 
has infected the young minds with a zeal to revolt against authority and 
control. We hear that memorials have been pouring in from the students 
condemning the professional talents of revved teachers and to add insult 
to injury ‘ muffins’ labelled for the condemned pedagogue are finding their 
way into the class room! These are, in truth, strange tales of scholarly 
vagaries! We doubt if undisciplined insubordination could go higher and 
yet we regret to find no steps taken to suppress this pernicious spirit of the 
tree lances invading the quiet of an educational institution. . . . . One 
thing is abundantly clear, and that is, the Zamorin’s College seems to have 
nuw become an arena of plots and counter plots, hatched by interested 
persons to secure their respective ends. We cannot look on and assume an 
air of philosophic nonchalance while the affairs of the Zamorin’s College, 
which is a centre of immense potential force, are coming to such a deplorable 
pass. . . . . We understand that an unhealthy spimt of faction is 
rending the college in twain. ‘The spectre of discord is too dreadful a foe 
to be allowed to stalk the premises unchallenged, and we do not hesitate to 
say that the signs do not augur well for the institution. We should 
certainly feel sad if the college instead of acting as a unifying force both 
in precept and example should cast widespread the seeds of discord and 
discontent. . . . . We invite the attention of the College authorities 
and the Collector of our district, who is the official visitor, to this important 
question and hope that ere long we wili be able to see a searching enquiry 
made into the causes of the present evils and means adopted to eradicate 
them.”

The 
proposal to abolish, for the [..T. degree of the Madras University, the study 
of the ‘ history of education’ was a signal for political educationists to ral|\; 
round. Diwan Bahadur Govindaraghava Ayyar, Mr. Seshagiri Ayyar and 
others led a furious charge. It would seem as if the abolition of that subject 
would end in the total destruction of the really capable LT’. It would seem 
as if to make a good teacher, the teacher should know the origin of the. 
educational system. We think it is no more necessary for a teacher to know 
the origin of teaching than it is necessary for a good man to know the origin 
of man and the process of his development from an ape. . . . This 
kind of reasoning would very soon reduce our students to a herd of asses. 
When experienced educationists like Mr. Stone would abolish what they 
consider irrelevant subjects, surely public opinion would follow them. 

. The wonder, now that the public know of it, is why a Stone was not 
found fifteen years ago to propose what he proposed and carried yesterday. 
We are in sympathy with every proposal that would lighten the bookish 
burden on any student, and the public, we have no doubt, will not hesitate 
to give their enthusiastic support to such proposals when they come from 
respected educationists.” 


(e) Local and Municipal. 


$8. The Hindu, of the 138th October, writes:—‘' We referred the 
other day to the fact that at the time when 
The proposed enhancement (Government first levied what is commonly 
Of the land-gems. called the road-cess, objection to that course 
was raised, among others by British officials of high position, on various 
grounds, such as the implied undertaking inherent in Revenue settlements 
that during the period of its duration, no other burdens would be imposed on 
the land, the necessity in the interests of Imperial revenue to induce ryots to 
look upon their land as something which was valuable and considerations of 
equity which demanded a policy of least interference with the enjoyment of 
their land by agriculturists. Reasons which, in fact, were urged and urged 
so unsuccessfully in favour of the introduction of a system of permanent 
settlement, were adduced against the imposition of this taxation. — 
We have scen how, in spite of the opinions of high authorities, the Secretary 
of State and the Government of India decided that the increase of taxation 
by means of cesses on land contravened neither a provision of law nor any 
express or implied undertaking given by Government. . . . . The 
specious demand for the increased taxation coming today from a local body 
which is, as the Decentralisation Commission put it, not yet fully represent- 
ative of the people, cannot be mistaken for a genuine desire of the people to 
tax themselves. . . . . ‘The Royal Commission on Decentralisation, in 
its emphatic condemnation of adding to the cesses, spoke of the present policy 
of Government to lighten the burdens on the land, which has to some extent 
been exemplified in the abolition of certain minor cesses. If the tendency is 
so, then there could be no more violent departure from that policy than the 
proposed enhancement of the land-cess. The Government of Madras would, 
by such a course, be creating the greatest discontent among peasant pro- 
prietors who are already taxed beyond their capacity as a result of a pernicious 
system of resettlements. The enhancement of the cess would be a fitting 
termination of a deplorable policy under which the original undertaking to 
construct and maintain roads out of the assessment was silently brushed aside 
and a cess for that purpose was levied contrary to pledges.” 


4. In an article under the heading “Trampling on a Government 
The Coimbatore District Boara, der, ” the /ndian Patriot, of the 13th October, 
‘ writes :—‘‘ A glaring instance of inferior 
authority trampling on the order of the Government of Madras, enough to 
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send prestige shrieking through the land, has come to our notice. We place 
it before the Government, so that they may assert themselves over their 
subordinates, especially when public opinion strongly insists that they must 
soassert. . . . . In 1908 Mr. Clegg, while President of the Coimbatore 
District Board, looked into the working of the Public Works Department 
aud found it unsatisfactory. The District Board consequently 
sent up revised proposals, providing for three sub-divisions instead of four, 
two to be in charge of an Assistant Engineer, the third to be in charge of the 
District Board Engineer ‘ with a first-grade overseer to assist him in check- 
measuring works.’ ‘These proposals of the District Board were approved by 
the Government. . . . . We now come to the stage when the Engineer 
and the Collector are seen standing on a Government order and trampling it 
under foot. There are to be three Assistant Engineers and one Supervisor. 
The Engineer ought to have advertised for an Assistant Engineer and a 
Supervisor. But the Engineer would not have this course. He would have 
as Assistant Engineer in the new division, one of the two overseers pro- 
nounced inefficient and unqualified by Mr. Clegg in 1908, and to remove 
whom from a position of responsibility, a Government order was passed, 
sanctioning @ reorganisation. . . . . There then remained the Super- 
visor’s post. ‘This post also required higher qualifications than was possessed 
by the condemned overseers. But the Engineer would again make an effort 
on behalf of his overseer. He writes again that the Supervisor’s post may 
be given to the overseer, who had not in the opinion of Government the 
necessary qualification to be employed as an Assistant Engineer. yee 
The Engineer permitted his overseer to do independent check-measuring 
work under him; that was trampling the Government order; the Engineer 
wanted the overseer to be made an Assistant Engineer—that is, he wanted 
the Government to trample on its own order. This the Government refused 
to do. We now find him asking the Government to make his overseer 
Supervisor—that is, asking the Government to trample on ‘its own order. 
This also the Government refused todo. . . . . Government thus faintly 
asserted itself, against a rain of recommendations on behalf of proclaimed 
inefficient overseers, for, as we have found from the rate-payers’ petition, in 
practice the inefficient officer, who was not to do check-measuring work, was 
doing that work. But Government would not permit the overseer, who was 
doing check-measuring work against its orders, to be Assistant :ngineer or 
Supervisor in open contravention of its own order. . . . . Today the 
overseer, pronounced inefficient by Mr. Clegg in 1908, and pronounced 
ieihel by Government in March 1911, is doing an Assistant Engineer's 
duty. ‘Government are not prepared to exempt him from the operations of 
the rules in order to appoint him as third-grade Assistant Engineer,’ was the 
order in March 1911. In September 1913 we see the same man doing an 
Assistant Engineer’s work. Not onlythis. We find that the Clegg reorgani- 
sation affected two overseers ; we have seen how one overseer was taken over 
the barriers imposed by Government. We have no particulars to prove how 
the other overseer was taken over the barriers, but we may say that today 
he is Supervisor, doing an Assistant Engineer’s duty. Ilere is yet another 
trampling on the order. . . . . ‘Thus is the Government order, making 
for efficiency, torn up by inferior authority. When Government aims at 
efficiency, some one aims at something else.” 


(h) Railways. 


5. The United India and Native Slates, for the week ending 11th 
October, has the following:—‘‘Mrs Annie 

Racial distinction on the South Beant has done well in drawing attention to 
Indian Railway. the way in which Indian‘ gentlemen” are 
sometimes treated in their own country by Europeans. An educated Hindu 
gentleman was travelling with Mr. Graham Pole, an English theosophist, in 
order to show the latter the great South Indian Hindu temples Both 
travelled first class and halted one night at the Trichinopoly Junction station. 
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When they went to the station waiting (retiring ?) room which had two beds, 
Mr. Pole was told that he might use one, but as for the Indian gentleman, 
he must find accommodation elsewhere Mrs. Besant adds that remonstrance 
was useless and the European stationmaster was obdurate with the result 
that Mr. Pole and his Hindu companion, disgusted with the absurdly invidious 
distinction sought to be enforced, had to seek shelter elsewhere at dead oj 
night. In this case the European stationmaster was egg | acting under 
the orders of the company which, though it derives the buik of its income 
from the Indians, seems to have introduced this absurdity, although his 
pompous remark to Mr. Pole that even a Raja had been refused admission 
was in questionable taste.” 


(k) General. 


6. The Hindu, of the 15th October, writes:—‘‘ The visit of His Excel- 
lency Jord Hardinge to Cawnpore yesterday 
was of unique interest. It must be specially 
gratifying to the Muhammadan community in so far as they have obtained a 
substantial reversal of the policy of the Government in respect of the mosque 
in Cawnpore, which has been the cause of so much unrest in the community. 
Weare glad that Lord Hardinge has done the right thing in, as far as was 
possible, rehabilitating the portion of the mosque which had been demolished, 
and in directing the prosecution of those who were concerned in the riot to 
be withdrawn. An act like this, far from striking a blow at British prestige, 
as is foolishly imagined in some quarters, will strengthen the hold of the 
Government upon the confidence of the people. . . . . I» principle, the 
policy which it indicates is the same as that upon which the reversal of the 
partition of Bengal was based. . . . . The withdrawl of the prosecution 
against the Cawnpore mosque rioters by Lord Hardinge is analogous to the 
release of the Hindu prisoners convicted in the Salem riots by that noble- 
minded Viceroy, the Marquis of Ripon. We may be sure, however, that 
Lord Hardinge has not, by his latest beneficent action, added to his popu- 
larity with a section of the Anglo-Indian press.” 


Writing on this subject, the /ndian Patriot, of the 15th October, says :— 
‘It was a rare act of defiance of law and authority which the ignorant 
Muhammadans of Cawnpore committed on the 3rd August last; and it is a 
rare act of magnanimity. which His Excellency the Viceroy proclaimed at 
Cawnpore yesterday. It is not generally the policy of the British Govern- 
ment to condone such a serious offence, and as Sir James Meston said 
recently, it becomes more difficult for Government to recede from its position 
alter its authority has been defied. Lord Hardinge has, therefore, made a 
most merciful use of his prerogative in resolving to terminate the proceedings 
against the accused and in settling the mosque question in a way satisfactory 
to both Government and Muhammadans. . .. . By a certain class of 
critics, indeed, His Excellency will be assailed for what they may call his 
weakness. They will say that a premium has been put upon disorder and 
violence. . . . . In India particularly the prestige of authority has 
always been counted high and unassailable; and although there may be 
danger in yielding to a mob, there is, we believe, none in showing a concilia- 
tory and sympathetic attitude to such men as waited upon His Excellency. 
; . Itisfar better to accustom people to the idea that law must be 
respected and order maintained at any cost; for it will be impossible for 
Government to excuse another riot like that.of Cawnpore. A repetition of 
what has occurred will have very serious consequences, and the Muham- 
madan leaders have undertaken to prevent such repetition. It is only on this 
hope that the action of the Viceroy will be justified.” 


The Madras Standard, of the 16th October, observes :—“ It is, however, 
a matter of gratification that public opinion in this country should have 
succeeded in compelling the Government to abandon for a time all its 
absurd notions of prestige and to redress the grievances of the people. This 
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is exactly why our Anglo-Indian friends have chosen to criticise the decision 
of the Government. We are confident that the effects of this conciliatory 
step will be most far-reaching in calming the ruffled feelings of our Moslem 
countrymen and we congratulate them on the success of their agitation.”

to draw up a programme of work for them calculated to start industrial 
education on any serious basis. . . . . Dr. Maraden’s work as summa- 
rised in the report shows that the maintenance of a dyeing school and 
laboratory in Madura in working order is still in the preliminary stage, while 
as to Mr. Guthrie’s work, even the preliminary stage has not been reached. 
ono the most significant proof of the suspended animation ot 
the Department of Industries is furnished by the figures of expenditure of the 
department, and they show how—though the budget figures made the public 
believe and showed the intention of (sovernment, that large expenditure is to 
be made in the promotion of industrial education—practically little else was 
spent beyond the payment of salaries to the experts and their establish- 
ment. . . . . Wethink it is high time for the Government to see that 
matters do not drift in this manner, and that the taxpayer obtains value for 


the monies which the authorities concerned have apparently spent so freely 
on his behalf.”

8. In a leader on this subject, the United India and Native States, for 
the week ending IJ1th QOctober, writes :— 
‘When Diwan Bahadur P. Rajagépala Achari 
succeeded that respectable mediocrity Mr. Sarakkai Gopala Achar, as Diwan 
of Travancore, the people thought, ‘here isa man who will work wonders 
for ‘Travancore and convert it into another land flowing with milk and honey.’ 
But today Travancoreans are most eager to get rid of him. Why? Mr. 
Rajagopala Achari is a man of undoubted ability and energy and under 
i circumstances he ought to prove a successful Diwan. The causes, 
therefore, of his conspicuous failure are well worth enquiring into. 

‘The first and foremost of these is his lamentable want of sympathy 
with the ‘Travancoreans. He _has made no secret of this. We are doing no 
injustice to Mr. Rajagopala Achari and are indulging in no exaggeration 
when we say that Travancore never had a more unsympathetic Minister and 
that under him the State has reached the lowest _level of administrative 
demoralization. In this respect Mr. Rajagopala Achari’s tenure of the 
Diwanship constitutes as black a record as Sir M. Kk. Grant Duff’s black 
quinquennium in the Madras Presidency. Another outstanding factor in 
Mr. Rajagopala Achari’s Diwanship is his imperiousness. . . . . In this 
respect his administration bears a strong family resemblance to that of 
Mr. Madhava Rao in Mysore who, it is interesting to observe, has now turned 
into a patriotic politician, professing to be anxious to hasten the advent of 
self-government in India and to deliver the Indian people from the ‘tyranny’

While the members of the Ayyangar sect found g 
ready asylum in Travancore under Mr. Rajagopala Achari, he has not 
forgotten his Madras friends whose proteges have been imported in large 
numbers. The scandal has thrived to such an extent that any good-jor. 
nothing man from Madras who can secure a note of introduction to the all. 
powerful Diwan is sure of a fat job. The scandal is so flagrant that patriotic 
‘Travancoreans now consider it inconsistent with their self-respect to accept 
appointments under the Travancore Government so long as Mr. Rajagopila 
Achari continues as Diwan. . . . . The low level to which the State 
service has been dragged by his open alliance with certain unworthy palace 
favourities whose one avowed object is to sell appointments to the highest 
bidders and to enrich themselves within the shortest possible time, is a 
matter of history. . . . . Such are some of the principal features in 
Mr. Rajagopala Achari’s Diwanship which, we hope, will come to a speedy 
termination. If the verdict of the people of Travancore, as distinct from 
Mr. Rajagopala Achari’s flatterers and hangers-on, is taken, it will be found 
that he is the best-hated Diwan and the State will heartily rejoice, if tomorrow 
he should cease to be the Maharaja’s Minister. He has, during the past 
six years or more, sorely tried the patience of a long-suffering people and 
the best possible service he can now render to the people is to take his 
departure from their midst at the earliest moment. . . . .

Seshagiri Ayyar’s opinion on, what may be called, the ‘ Neelakanta Ayyar 
incident’ at the sittings of the Special Committee. . . . .. We haveall 
along been holding that Mr. Banerji was certainly not justified in giving 
short shift to Mr. Neelakanta Ayyar, and it will be remembered that we 
characterised his action as arbitrary and unheard of in the annals of consti- 
tutional meetings. . . . . Mr. Banerji’s action was uncalled for, and 
unwarranted by any precedent or procedure. ‘lhe Sabha’s resolutions are in 
accordance with the expert opinion expressed and the illegality of the whole 
procedure is forcibly and clearly brought out. To our mind, if the com- 
mittee was constitutionally formed, it seems that Mr. Neelakanta Ayyar’s 
withdrawal vitiated the further proceedings of the committee; and the 
Diwan’s subsequent proceedings on its ‘recommendations,’ are null, void 
and ultra vires. This is the rational opinion and we should like to know 
what Mr. Banerji proposes todo further. . . . . Mr. Banerji will gain 
nothing by sitting on the high horse, as the interests involved are of first-rate 
importance, and it is the height of injustice that such an important measure 
as the ‘Tenancy Bill should be forged behind the backs of the parties inter- 
ested the most. . . . . It must be clear to the Diwan by this time that 
in persisting in this unfortunate legislation he would but be paving the way 
for the alienation of the sympathies of a peaceful and law-abiding community. 
a We have not yet despaired, and we are confident that the good 
sense and fair-play of Mr. Banerji will prevail in finding out a vid media that 
will relieve the existing tension. We also hope that His Highness the Raja 
will exercise his power of veto in the direction of a peaceful settlement of the 
controversy. His Highness, though possessing autocratic powers, is a constl- 
tutional ruler by temperament, inclinations and training, and probably this 
may be the reason why he has given Mr. Banerji carte blanche. We expect 
His Highness to intervene in the interests of good order and the contentment 
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of an influential body of his loyal subjects, who have more than once 
demonstrated their loyalty, by throwing oil over troubled waters.” 

Writing on this subject, the Cuehin 
October, says :— We have on several occasions expressed our strong dis- 
approval of Mr. A. R. Banerji’s land legislative policy and have endeavoured 
to lay bare its illogical character and the absence from it of any sound or 
defensible principle of legislation, and we are astonished to observe the 
persistency with which the Diwan adheres to « position, which has been moat 
conclusively shown to be unjustifiable in all respects. . . . . With

The Hon’ble Mr. Ali Imam is a member of the 
Viceroy’s Executive Council, and His Highness the Maharaja Bahadur of 
Darbhanga is a member of the Behar Government and as such they are both 
public servants. Can public servants associate themselves with movements 
which have for their object the glorification of their superiors and heads for 
the time being? If such a procedure is constitutionally admissible, we 
certainly hold it morally indefensible for it opens up a vista of flattery and 
sycophancy of which no end can be seen.” 


12. In commenting on Mr. G. A. Natesan’s appeal in the Press for 

subscriptions to aid the age resistance 
movement in South Africa, the /ndian Patriot, 
of the 15th October, says :—*‘ Mr. Natesan’s appeal for funds is a challenge 
to Indians in the Southern Presidency to show that their heart is behind their 
words of indignation ; that they can understand what passive resistance 1s ; 
that they can realise what it is for the mother and children to be at home, 
when the father is in jail. To say that our heart is with them will not 
convince the Boer of the force behind the handful of our countrymen whom 
they would reduce to the position of slavery. When the father works the 
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hardest work in the midst of the harshest condition; when the mothe; 
combats poverty, misery and sorrow in her enforced widowhood ; there is ny 
Government behind them to say: “Goon. Wewill take care of you. Yi, 
are fighting for the King and country and civilization.” It is for the three 
hundred millions of India to supply this force. “We are behind you. 
Many lakhs we send. More will follow.” Mr. Gokhale has come with words 
of imprecation on his lips. Fiercest is the fight, he said, and freely must 
money flow. Let every servant and friend of India go about, touch the heart 
of the people, attract, like the magnet, the ornament from the female and the 
money fromthe male. . . . . ‘The finger of scorn of our enemies will 
witheringly shake before us, should we fail at this critical hour. There is no 
doubt that we feel, and feel strongly. A heavy responsibility rests on all 
educated men to supply the drawbacks under which our public men suffer— 
namely, lack of education and organisation. . . . . There is, we think, 
no reason why the Government of India should not ryt the League. If the 
Viceroy can give thousand rupees to the wives and children of those shot 
dead at Cawnpore in the course of a riot, why should not every officer of 
Government subscribe to the South African League? Let the eyes of the 
officers fall on the weeping women and children, as the eyes of the Viceroy 
fell, not on the defiance of law and authority at the Cawnpore mosque, but 
on the women and children surrounding the dead. . . . . Why should 
not the Sheriff call «1 meeting?

The Viceroy’s donation to 
the Cawnpore riot relief fund has shown how political considerations should 
not shut the official heart from real human suffering.”

speeches, as they are not all of them trained in the art of speaking, as is the 
case with the Members of Parliament and of the Legislative Councils here. 


14. The Kistnapatrika, of the 4th October, in an article on the “ Wheel  Kursarararna, 
Wheel of time. = time,” writes :—Leave alone the Local On et 1918. 
oards. There is not a single person or body 
in this country that does not treat an order of the Government with great 
respect. The Collector of a district has the upper hand in all matters of that 
district, and he does nct act in contravention to the wish of the Government. 
It was therefore resolved by some District Boards that the Government has 
to authorise an enhancement of the land-cess. But the ryots have well 
discussed the subject and made strong representations that they cannot pay 
a single pie more. All the same, the Government will authorise the enhance- 
ment of the cess and the ryots will be obliged to yield obedience to it. But 
the justice of such a measure remains to be well considered. 

In 1906 the Government abolished the village cess in recognition of the 
poverty of the ryots. Some parts of the country have been since subjected 
to a resettlement and enhancement of the assessinent and of the cesses along 
with it. Others will follow suit. The ryots are becoming poorer and poorer 
day by day. Wages, the price of the cattle and other cultivation expenses 
have inereased, and with them the mamuls levied by the Public Works 
Department officers for water-supply. Many of the ryots have, in conse- 
quence, become paupers. Under these circumstances, the imposition of an 
additional pie of assessment will be the last straw that may break the ass’s 
back. So far about the ability of the ryot to bear the additional burden. 

Even granting that he is able to pay it, why should he alone submit to 
the burden? ‘The roads are not exclusively used by the ryot. On the other 
hand some of them do not stir out of the villages and when they do they 
shun the circuitous course of the road and take to short cuts or foot-paths. 

Money-lenders and vakils and the touring Government officers constitute 
the great bulk of the people that use the roads, and contribute to their wear 
and tear by their coaches, motor-cars, etc. Hence to impose the whole 
burden upon the poor ryots, leaving others safe, is not only unjust but 
ridiculous. 

Further, there are two ways in which this cess has been misapplied. It 
is spent for purposes other than those for which it is raised. It is an open 
secret that a lion’s share of it goes to fill the pockets of the contractors and 
the officers of the Engineering department, an there are no members in the 
Boards that have the independence to represent boldly the interests of the 
ryots and question these irregularities.

‘The attitude of the Bombay Government 
towards morality,” writes :—The Government 
of Bombay has to be congratulated upon the 
salutary orders it has, through the exertions of the “ ‘Temperance Associa- 
tion of Poona,” issued for the prevention of excessive drinking in that 
Presidency. ‘The number of arrack shops in the city of Bombay has been 
reduced from 29 to 10. The time of opening of these shops has been altered 
from 6 a.M. to 9-30 a.m. and that of closing trom 9-30 p.m. to 8 p.u. Drink- 
ing before breakfast has thus been put down to some extent. The system of 
selling the shops by auction has been abolished. The revenue for each shop 
is fixed in accordance with the consumption of arrack therefrom, and any one 
who pays the amount is granted a license. ‘These measures are, it is hoped, 
conducive to the prevention of excessive drinking, while at the same time 
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neither the Government nor the license-holders are put to any loss. It will 
be well if the Madras Government adopt similar measures in the important 


towns of this Presidency and try to ascertain what benefit may accrue 
therefrom to the people. 


(i) General. 


17. While fully appreciating the sentiments expressed by Lord Hardinge 
ne in his concluding speech at the last session of 
, The Viceroy’s specch at the the Imperial Legislative Council at Simla, the 
ast meeting of the Imperial Var ; , * 
, otihehids Ciaell asyamtiran, of the 22nd September, 
: observes :—'hough it is clear from _ this 
speech that the condition of our countrymen in the Colonies has the hearty 
sympathy of our Viceroy, we cannot but note that the arguments adduced by 
him do not. sufficiently explain why the Government of India, which has 
both the right and the power to prevent the entry of the South African 
whites into India, does not exercise them in order to retaliate the action otf 
the Colonial Government in respect of the Indians. His Excellency dwelt 
upon the interest taken by the Government of India in the advancement of 
ucation in general. But our opinion is that, unless primary education 1s 
made compulsory throughout the country, the people cannot derive the 
fullest advantage from this solicitude of the Government. of India in the 
matter of education. 


18. Referring to the appointment of one Mr. A. L. Covernton as Deputy 

; Director of Public Instruction in Bombay, the 
Indians in the Educational gyadesamitran, of the 7th October, says :— 
oepenne. The Government has made it a principle to 
choose only an Englishman belonging to the Indian Educational Service for 
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the post of Director of Public Instruction in every Province. Why should 
the same principle be followed even in the case of the Deputy Directors ? 
Experienced and capable Indians in the Provincial Educational Service can 
well be chosen for this place. For example, Rao Bahadur A. C. Pranatarti- 
hara Ayyar 18 a Ca able Indian in the Madras Educational Service and he 
has also once acte as Deputy Director here, and yet an Englishman, who 
arrived in India only recently, has been posted to this place. Similarly, even 
in Bengal, Indians of the stamp of Mr. P. Mukerjea, who are well qualified 
even for the post of Director, are not given any promotion above the place 
of Inspector. — Though there is scope for the Indians getting the higher 
appointments 1n other departments, this seems to be impossible in the 
Educational Department. 


19. The Swadesamitran, of the 11th October, writes: —The Public Works 


Department is, like other departments in 
India, divided into two portions, viz., the 
Imperial and the Provincial Services. The 
nominations for the former are made by the Secretary of State in England, 
mostly from Englishmen, while the majority of the members of the latter 
are Indians. The method of recruitment to the Imperial Service is not # 
competitive examination, as in the case of the Indian Civil Service, but 
selection by a committee appointed for this purpose in England. If Indians 
are to have appointments in this service, they should proceed to England 
and, after Bore the necessary examinations, they should be apprentices 
under an Engineer there for one year. Even after going through all this

ordeal, there is no certainty of their being selected by thé committee in 
England. Hence itis that many Indians do not make an attempt to enter 
this service. Unlike this department, nominations to the Indian Medical 
Service are made to depend upon the results of a competitive examination. 
We very much wish this course to be followed in the case of every depart- 
ment in Public Service. Indians will then have equal opportunities of 
competing for the higher appointments with Englishmen. It is because this 


course is not followed in the case of the Engineering, Police, Educational and 


other departments that Indians are not able to aspire to the higher soats’ * 
therein. There is at least a possibility of Indians entering the sg te ie 


Service of the Public Works Department. But the regulations of the Police 
Department do not at all permit this. It is stated that the members of the 
Indian Civil Service are responsible for the general administration of the 
country and that only Englishmen have the capability and experience 
required for this purpose. It is only on this ground that Englishmen are 
largely recruited to this service. No such extraordinary capability is required 
in the Police and other departments and yet the higher appointments in these 
departments are also given to Englishmen, to the exclusion of Indians. 
Thus all the high appointments in Public Service are held by the Englishmen 
and the Indians hold only the subordinate aoe and have therefore to obey 
the commands of these English officials. How long are the Indians to hold 
subordinate positions like this and lose the prestige and advantage of holding 
the chief appointments? Ifthe Indians are treated like this in their own 
country, what respect will the world have for them? A few Indians have 
really been given some of the higher appointments and have they been found 
wanting in either capability or intelligence ? 

20. The Hindu Nesan, of the 9th October, observes:—The Nation of 
Allahabad publishes a leading article under the 
heading ‘‘ Kidnapping by order” in which 
reference is made to the action of the Government of Bombay in having 
removed the Nawab of Junagadh, a minor of thirteen, to England against 
the will of his mother. The late Nawab of Junagadh died in January 1911, 
leaving the minor referred to above and a young widow. Soon after this, 
Mahabat, this minor, was removed from his mother and trained under the 
immediate supervision of two English families. The mother objected to this 
on the reat | that such environments might have an undesirable effect upon

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the social and religious habits of her son. Her objection was overruled; 
though the minor was allowed to be with her for an hour every day. lj, 
seems to have had an attack of typhoid recently and Mr, Robertenn, the 
Resident of the State, appears to have decided to send the minor to England 
for 18 months to help him to recruit his health. ‘The mother naturally 
objected to her separation from the boy and to his being sent thousands <j 
miles away from her so soon after a serious illness. But she was informed 
by the Resident that the mothers of princes were expected to bear with 
fortitude those inevitable separations which the training of Native Chiefs 
involved. Weare really surprised at such a reply being sent toa mother 
and a lady of the position of the Dowager Begum of Junagadh. The 
Resident also stated in his letter that he had already mentioned the matter 
to the Governor of Bombay and had received his approval and that amidst the 
healthy surroundings and high moral atmosphere in which the minor would 
live in England, she could confidently expect that his mental and moral qualities 
would develop along sound lines. How can this argument satisfy the mother + 
Are there not enough of facilities in his own State or elsewhere in India to 
improve the mental and moral qualities of the minor? Finally, on the 16th 
November 1912, the Resident informed the mother that Mahabat would be 
leaving for England in March this year and advised her to devote her 
energies to the education of her daughter instead of wearing herself out with 
vain regrets for her separation from her son. She then made a piteous 
appeal to the Governor of Bombay. T'o this she received a reply in the 
course of which Sir George Clarke asked her to concur with the decision of 
the Resident as irrevocable and observed that at this impressionable age the 
English surroundings and training were likely to have their valuable effect 
upon the mind and character of the minor. She then appealed to the Viceroy 
giving a fuil statement of the case. No reply was received for this till the 
beginning of April this year, when she was informed that the Viceroy saw no 
ground for interfering with the decision of the Government of Bombay. 
Finding that no one would uphold her cause in India, she seems to have made 
a final appeal to His Majesty the King-Emperor. We need not say that this 
is a case which demands the close scrutiny of the Secretary of State and we 
anxiously await his decision. 


21. The Mushir-t-Dakhan, of the 5th October, says:—‘‘ Owing to the 
bloodshed near the mosque in Muchhli Bazaar, 
Cawnpore, both—Government servants and 
non-officials too—have been full of sorrow. The fact that many a renowned 
Islamic paper, such as Akhbar-i-Tawhid and Muslim Gazette, have been 
discredited, adds much to the grief.

So long as the case remains sub judice, it is quite impossible to lay the 
blame on any une party. However, the action was undoubtedly a very 
unjust one. The present moment calls for no hasty action on the part of the 
papers, but just as ‘‘slow and steady wins the race,” so should they be 
depending on the justice of the British Government which is proverbial and 
without a parallel in the world. When the case of this unpleasant occurrence 
is under trial, it is quite against commonsense to raise any voice.” 


22. The Aftab-i-Dakhan, of the 3rd October, writes:—‘‘ The course of 
the long-standing anarchism is still in existence 
in Bengal. The steps taken by the Govern- 
ment for its suppression have proved fruitless inasmuch as the murder of a 
head constable has again beencommitted. Itis astonishing that the murderer 
has not yet been arrested. 


Anarchism in India. 


The partition of Bengal has been one of the causes of the grievances ; 
but though it has been cancelled anarchy did not cease. If this anarch 
continues, the Government will take vigorous steps to put it down and w 
be assisted in this by most Indians, 
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23. The Mukhbir-i-Dakhan, of the 3th October, reviewing the speech of Mexmua-rDarnds, 


. His Excellency the Viceroy, says that what — cet. stb, 1013 
a ‘tom ot ‘a boi Bis Exccllency has said as regards the Turks 
M ussslmans. is true, and that in view of the present cireum- 

P stances the ‘Turkish administration was deticient. 
But it adds that the European Powers by their interference only made matters 
worse for Turkey. The paper expresses gratitude to some English politicians, 
as for instance, Lords Curzon and Lamington, etc., who from time to time 
cautioned their nation against the evils that were likely to result from the 
ruination of Turkey. It says that Indian Mussalmans, in sympathising with 
the ‘Turks, have in view the interest not only of Turkey but also of England. 
The paper hopes that these utterances of His Excellency will bear good fruit 
and give satisfaction. The paper says that the Indian ussdlannne do 
respect and esteem the piece of advice in which His Excellency exhorts 
them not to forget that they form a respectable portion of the British 
Government. The paper hopes that the Government will have a regard also 
for their national sentiment. 3 


IV.—Native Srares. 


24. Commenting on the Diwan’s budget speech at the recent Luasara eo 
Session ofthe Mysore Representative Assembly, vet 13th, i918. 
the Mysore Siar, of the 13th October, writes :— 
The Diwan has given us a very interesting 
retrospect of the administration of the province 
during the Jast 30 years. We are thus enabled to see at a glance the extent 
of increase in the population and the revenue of the province as also the vast 
measure of popular progress effected since the wenllelen: Whule the area 
under cultivation shows a considerable increase the quantity of produce has 
remained nearly stationary. It is significant that during the space of these 
30 years the land revenue alone has gone up from 69 lakhs to 106} lakhs. 


The Diwan’s address at the 
Dasara Session of the Mysore 
Representative Assembly. 


In spite of the fact that the area under cultivation is now 74 lakhs of acres as 
avainst 4¢ lakhs 30 years ago, the agricultural outturn shows no increase. 
This can only be accounted for by one of two prace A namely, either the 


increasing poverty of the soil or adverse seasonal conditions. In any case it 
points to the unsatisfactory history of the agricultural development of the 
province during recent years. How a steady increase of land revenue is 
justifiable under these conditions it is impossible to guess. It passes strange 
how in the face of these adverse conditions, Government can undertake a 
resurvey of lands and enhance the rate of assessment. The Diwan has 
observed that the ryots have all willingly submitted to the enhanced assess- 
ment. The people of Mysore, be it remembered, are of an extremely meek 
and law-abiding nature, hence it is not in their nature to complain of the 
burden of taxation, however heavy that burden may be. Nothing would be 
more improper, therefore, than to construe this tame submission, as a mark of 
popular acquiescence sufficient to warrant a resurvey. Again, the gross 
revenue which was 50 lakhs at the beginning of the nineteenth century 
vradually rose to 101 lakhs which was the figure at the time of the rendition. 
Thus, while the revenue had only doubled during the course of those 80 years 
of British administration, it has increased nearly five times during the next 
30 years! The expenditure, too, has steadily gone up in the same proportion. 
It is true that a great many works of primary benefit to the public have been 
carried out during this period. But the scanty increase in the school-going 
population daring this same period shows how slow has been the progress of 
education in the province. Although the present Diwan has recognised the 
importance of this question in almost every public utterance of his and nearly 
a year ago his predecessor too had made reference to the desirability of the 
element of compulsion in the scheme for spreading primary education, and 
now, last month a regulation has been passed to this effect, it still remains to 
be seen when and to what extent the measure will be brought into force. 
We very much regret that the Diwan’s remarks on the subject were confined 
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to the mere fact of having passed the measure. We are afraid that this, too 
might, after all, share the fate of the numerous other enactments which arc 
on the Statute Book only as a dead letter. We were only told that the 
Mysore Government, following the policy of the Government of India, had 
made liberal allotments for the spread of education and that the question «j 
establishing 4 University in Mysore was also under the consideration of His 
Highness’ Government. We are the more pained therefore that even at this 
juncture the Diwan made no reference to the steps that were proposed to be 
taken in connection with the compulsory education scheme. We have 

ointed out in these columns more than once that the education of the masses 
is @ question of infinitely greater importance than the University project, and 
we feel sure that our present Diwan is not less mindful of this fact than we 
are. It is possible that the Government of India are not actively interested 
in the compulsory system for the immediate present. We, therefore, wish to 
impress upon His Highness’ Government once again that it behoves them tv 
follow the example of sister States like Baroda and inaugurate the scheme at 
least by slow degrees. 


Referring to the same subject the Vriltanta Patrike, of the 16th October, 
writes :—We are glad to note that this year’s address is highly interestin 
and at the same time full of valuable information. As we have devel 
on several occasions before, the Government have before them a highly 
comprehensive scheme for the administrative as well as economic progress of 
the State in almost every possible direction, ‘They also evince a desire to 
associate the people more largely with the administration. Thisis evidenced 
by the fact that four seats in the Legislative Council and eight in the Econo- 
mic Conference have been set apart for election by the members of the 
Representative Assembly. ‘This must naturally arouse a keener interest in 
the popular mind as regards the administration of the State. Itis needless 
to point out that when Government are prepared to invest us with greater 
rights and privileges it should be our foremost duty to assist the authorities 
to the best of our ability in the arduous task of administration. We are 
equally gratified to see the numerous irrigation and other projects that have 
been actively taken in hand. ‘These projects will doubtless prove of 
immense economic value in the future. Only, the agricultural department 
should be so constituted as to be of practical value to the ryot. We should 
feel satisfied if the Economic Conference gave us the practical results of at 
least a few of their projects. We are not slow to admit that it must take 
some time before some of the proposals now framed can take any practical 
shape. But we refuse to believe that the time has not been sufficient to take 
in hand at least one or two of the schemes before them. We realise that 
their activity should not be one-sided. But it does not seem to us expedient 
to attempt too many things at thesame time. The fact that the Chickballapur 
light railway scheme failed to evoke popular enterprise is, it will be admitted, 
not a matter for congratulation. We do not share the belief that in these days 
of competition, our industries are really as paying as is generally supposed. 
But we must not lose sight of the fact that they serve at least to provide 
labour to thousands and thus bring peace and contentment to a large section 
of the masses. It is therefore our earnest wish that the strenuous efforts of 
our present Diwan in the direction of economic development may bring 
success to the organisers and glory to the State. 


Writing on the same subject the Sadhvi, of the 17th October, observes : 
—The Diwan’s address bears ample testimony to his rare ardour in all 
matters pertaining to administrative efficiency. His uncommon zeal reminds 
us of the late Diwan Rangacharlu to whom we owe our Representative 
Assembly. Although Mr. Rangacharlu’s successors in office under-rated the 
importance of this body and some of them even regarded it with antipathy, 
our present Diwan seems to be bent upon fully reviving the functions of this 
institution. The Legislative Council and the Economic Conference were 
brought into being only to give practical shape to the initial proposals of the 
Representative Assembly ; and by providing for the election of some of the 
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members of this Assembly to seats in both the Legislative Council and the 
Economic Conference these bodies are made responsible to the Assemby and 
the latter is thus able to make its voice felt in the other two institutions. 
But it is believed in some quarters that in course of time as these two bodies 
rise in importance the Representative Assembly will gradually fall into 
insignificance. hat these tears are ungrounded is evident from the tact that 
the Representative Assembly is competent to correct the views of the Legis- 
lative Council whenever it considers such interference necessary. ‘Thix is 
obvious from the numerous proposals made by it year after year in the matter 
of annulling certain existing enactments and suggexting new measures. ‘I'he 
various important problems discussed by all the other bodies of the State have 
all their origin 1n the Representative Assembly. The correct way of detin- 
ing the status of this body would therefore be to regard all the other bodies 


of the State subsequently organised merely as off-shoots of this prime 
institution.

Recruiting agents descend to the peaceful plains and lure 
helpless children and credulous adults to their doom. It isa pity 
that such conditions should prevail in modern days, when we hear so much 
of philanthropic endeavours to elevate the depressed classes. The arms of 
the law are unfortunately not strong enough or long enough to reach the 
worst offenders. It is permissible to doubt whether the encouragement of 
the labour contract system by statute is not mainly responsible for this 
revrettable state of affairs.” 

The paper observes that Mr. Raman T'ampi’s remarks io his able judg- 
ment about ‘ slave traffic” cannot be left unheeded. It is highly desirable

‘T’he paper 
says that the present Prime Minister with his hereditary instincts and 
instinctive genius is perfectly fitted to hold this hi h office in the State. 
Having had the opportunity, — his short period of Premiership to be 
guided by his experienced and earned Councillor, he has thoroughl 
mastered the principles of governing. The paper says that to prove himeelf 
worthy of the confidence reposed in him by His Highness, he can and will, 
guided and assisted as he is by his trustworthy subordinate officers, manage 
the State in a way beneficial both to the ruler and the ruled.

State, could or would be more inexplicable. ‘The conferment of the Finance 
Ministership on Mr. Walker was due to the exigencies of the time, and was 
a temporary measure only. It cannot serve as a precedent for bestowing not 
only this appointment but also a higher appointment, viz., the Premiership 
on outsiders. No doubt Mr. Ali Imam is inighly learned and eminently 
qualified, yet his appointment would become a precedent and would mean 
that the management of the State is entirely at the mercy of the British 
Government. The British Government will never adopt a policy which will 
render the greatest Islamic State, a State in name only. The present 
Premier is admittedly fitted for his onerous office and moreover is assisted 
and guided by such eminently learned and experienced men to wit Nawal 
Imadul Mulk and Nawab Faridun Jung. Even the Honourable the British 
Resident has expressed his satisfaction and admitted his efficient work. In 
case the present Premier is, as is rumoured abroad, to be sent to England, 
the Acting Premier may be chosen from the ranks of the nobles of the 
State. 


V.—ProspPEects oF THE Crops AND THE CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE. 


28. A correspondent in the Kerala Patrika, of the 10th October, deplores 

aia the absence of timely rain and the consequent 
for remiesion of fgilure of the “ pallial crops” in Walluvanad 
asscesment. taluk in Malabar. The correspondent doubts 
the possibility of the yields of more than 10 paras of paddy from lands which 
were expected to yield 100 paras in the normal season. If Government do 
not show a little mercy in the matter of assessment, the condition of the ryots 
would indeed be extremely pitiable. He therefore implores the Tahsildar to 
enquire into the real condition of the crops and to inform the Collector, who 
is ever solicitous about the welfare of the people, of tbe true state of affairs 


with a view to obtaining a remission of assessment as a partial relief to the 
poor ryots.

VI.—MISsceLLANEOUS. 


29. ‘lhe Jananukulan, of the 20th September, * observes :—Every Indian 


= should note the following ways in which the 
bee _— of the European Fyropean merchants are cheating the Indians 
merchants. while carrying on their trade in India :— 


(1) ‘They pack up the flour of maize, cultivated by poor ryots in our 
country, in tins and sell it as corn flour for twenty times its original value, 
advertising it on a grand scale and attributing to it many qualities which it 
does not possess. They manufacture powder from plantains and sell it as 
Mellin’s food. 

(2) One C. & E. Morton in England is sending out a large quantity 
of lamp oil to India stocked in small bottles and labelled as fine castor oil. 

(3) Millet, ragi and grains of this kind cultivated here are exported to 
England and there grains of small size are bottled together and imported into 
this country as *‘ Birds’ Food.” 

(4) Pure white gum found on the margosa and other trees here is 
taken to England and imported again into this country stocked in bottles, 
after being finely powdered and mixed with water. We do not take all this 
trouble and so we derive no advantage from an article which is available in 
this country in large quantities. Similarly, broken wheat or rice is mixed 
with water and boiled well until it becomes a thin paste and a little wine is 


added to it as a preservative. This is then stocked in bottles and imported 
into this country in large quantities.

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(5) Small pieces of ginger are soaked in honey and sent tu this country 


‘n tins or glass bottles, and we, lazy le, buy them quietly withuut maki 
eas y attempt to do this businves aalatees ’ See 

(6) Pepper is exported to England in large quantities and well fried 
and powdered there. It is then stocked in bottles and imported into this 
country and sold at exorbitant prices.

31. The Swadesamitran, of the 7th October, writes:—A meeting was 


ki recently held at Delhi by some Muhammadan 
(he Muhammadans and the joaders with the object of pacifying their 
co-religionists and impressing on them the 
necessity of refraining from indulging in outburts of temper on account of 
the actions of Government. ‘The Nawab of Rampur, who presided at this 
meeting, observed that, if the Muhammadans would only follow a peaceful 
procedure as regards the Government, it would be possible to accomplish all 
their objects. Whether the objects of a community are accomplished or not, 
it is not wise to exhibit a feeling of hatred and suspicion against the Govern- 
ment. Still it will not do for the Muhammadans, with a view to adopt a 
peaceful procedure, to follow their old practice of not doing anything which 
is disapproved by the Government. ‘The subjects are not always bound to 
approve of every law passed by the Government. If such enactments appear 
to contain any flaws, it is the duty of the popular leaders to point out the 
same and get them removed. The Government will never mistake fair 
criticism and a demand for reform to be sedition. If the opinions of the 
people are expressed in moderate language without exhibiting any suspicion 
against the Government, the latter will be prepared to receive them. Neither 
the Hindus nor the Muhammadans should hesitate to express their opinions 
freely. lf the popular leaders do not boldly represent the wants of the 
people, how can a Government conducted by foreigners know them ” 


32. The Swadesamitran, of the 11th October, savs:—Some Englishmen 
think that they can wmnite as they please about 

The unrest i Ende. the conduct, character and loyalty of the 
Indian people. This makes the British public and the members of Parlia- 
ment think that the Indians are a set of ungrateful people and that they 
should always be held under subjection. Thus a Calcutta correspondent of 
the London Times has recently written an article in that paper containing 
the worst vituperations against the Muhammadan community. Ile says 
that a new generation of agitators has arisen among this community, who 
aim at expelling the British from India, and lose no opportunity of abusing 
the British rule. According to him, this class comprises pleaders, school- 
masters and journalists, trained and educated by the British, but of no social 
standing. Similar vituperative language is often indulged in even in the case 
of the Hindus. In the eyes of these correspondents, all those who work for 
public good and criticise the actions of Government are disloyal, be they 
Hindus or Muhammadans. It is really regrettable that those who spread 
such false news and prejudice the minds of the Bntish people cannot be 
effectively gagged. Another instance of Anglo-Indian prejudice is a letter 
of Sir B. Fuller, the first Lieutenant-Governor of Bengal, to the Statesman 
of Caleutta, in which he says that the unrest im India is due chiefly to 
attempts being made to belittle the importance of the Indian Civil Service. 
He wants therefore that the Indian Civil Service should be strengthened and 
that the pay of the Police officers in Bengal should be raised, if the present 
unrest is to be effectively suppressed. He dovs not stop with this. He is 
against the right of appeal that lies to the High Court of Calcutta in every 
case, as, in his opinion, this court has always acted as an antagonist of the 
Executive Government. It is needless to point out that the spread of such 
views among the British public will be highly detrimental to the Indians.

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Englishmen who write in such strain would be glad if the Executive Gover. 
ment in India had absolute power to act as it pleased and the High Courts ;, 
the country were subject to its control in every respect. But statesmen oj 
the stamp of Lord Morley are of opinion that if the British rule is conducted 
on these lines, it will, instead of strengthening the administration, only 
endanger the continuance of peace in the land.

Bept. 22nd, 1913. upon the condition of the Indians in England - 

It looks as if England will soon become 

another Transvaal as far as the condition of the Indians there is concerned. 

In the course of a speech delivered by the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale under the 

auspices of the London Indian Association, he stated that the position of the 

Indians in England was gradually becoming very irksome and that, unless a 

united effort was made by the Indians to improve the situation, Indian 

students might find it difficult even to gain admission into England. There 

was a time when the British public were treating the Indians with kindness 

and sympathy. But now things have changed and what is the reason for 

this? ‘The chief reason is the difference of colour between the British and 

the Indians. There is a growing feeling among the British that the whole 

world is intended only for the whites and that other races are fit only to be 

trodden under their feet. As long as the Indians were implicitly obeying 

the commands of the British, the latter were kind to them. - But now this 

kindly feeling has changed to one of hatred, on account of the Indians 

—a for the high appointments under Government. The cry of the 

official and non-official Anglo-Indians that India is fast becoming a centre for 

sedition and the false reports spread by the Anglo-Indian newspapers to 

support this view have helped to strengthen this feeling of hatred. So the 

‘nglishmen have come to regard the Indians as an obstacle in the way of 

their enjoyment of certain privileges as rulers and as the enemies of British 

rule in India. It is very necessary, in the interests of both my gy and 

Indians, that early attempts should be made to remove this feeling. The 

destinies of these two races are linked together in more ways than one. ‘The 

stability of British rule in India depends upon the loyalty and support of the 

Indians. Whatever may be the grievances of the Indians against particular 

Anglo-Indian officials, they have the best opinion of the cultured Englishmen 

occupying the higher ranks in ingland. So it is the duty of the Imperial 

Government to see that this feeling of prejudice and aversion on the part of 
the British against the Indians is not allowed to continue long. 


Lonopaxant, 34. In a leading article on the murders recently committed in Bengal, 
Oct. 13th, 1918. Tie siti dacsiitteas of Waal the Lokopakari, of the 13th October, observes : 
ne presems condmion of Dengel. Mere is no doubt thet these vislent 
murders were committed by wicked men, but we do not think it mght 
to say that they were the outcome of disaffection. It is but right that the 
culprits should be detected and brought to book, though there is not the 
least ground to infer from this that the inhabitants of India are miscreants or 
seditionists. ‘The loyalty evinced by the Indians during His Majesty’s last 
visit to India amply illustrates their devotion to the Throne. ‘Those who 
publish seditious leaflets and those who murder public servants think that they 
are doing good to India, while, as a matter of fact they are traitors to their 
country and tend to destroy our coe and privileges by their misdeeds. It 
is, therefore, the duty of every Indian to trace them out and bring them to 
punishment, as the existence of such miscreants leads the Government to 
suspect the loyalty of the Indians. 
85. The Ravi, of the 9th October, in its leader on “‘ The cocoanut and 
the palmyra pest,” writes:—The kind of pest 
The cocoanut and palmyra that has, for many years past, been affecting the 
ee palmyra trees of Godavari and Kistna, is also 
affecting the cocoanut trees of Malabar. But the measures that have been 
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adopted in those districts for preventing this pest have been considered 
inefficient by the Collector of Malabar and the Director of Agriculture, and 
new preventive measures have, with the sanction of the Government, been 
adopted in Malabar. The entire work concerning this has, in Malabar, been 
laced, under the control of special officers appointed for the purpose and not 
in the hands of the village officers. We, therefore, recommend the same 
measures for adoption in Godavari and Kistna. 


36. Favourably reviewing His Excellency the Viceroy’s speech on the

contained in its issue of the 17th September, evade reported on page 1485, 
article 27. It concludes with a suggestion that the representatives of the 
people should not in the midst of their rejoicings forget to bring to the 
kind notice of His Excellency the duty that devolves upon the Government 
to devise measures calculated to dispel the famine that has fairly settled in 
this country.

39. In connection with the South African affairs, the Sahifa, of the 3rd 
October, writes :—‘ It would huve been better 
had the Government of India, at the very 
commencement of the difficulties, sent an officer to discuss the present crisis 
with the South African authorities.” 


In a leading article giving a translation of Ihis Excellency Lord 
Hardinge’s reeent speech in the Imperial 
Legislative Council. touching the position of

says:—‘' We cannot congratulate the University on the manner in which it 
has formulated ny wa for the utilization of the U niversity grants. While 
other Universities have schemes ready on hand—schemes for the development 
of modern sciences as well as oriental research—the local Senate has been 
blundering over the matter and the impression has been created that the 
Senate is feeling oppressed and bewildered over the matter. eee 
The conduct of the University authorities in regard to the grants has revealed 


poverty of imagination and a surprising lack of knowledge of present-day 
needs and requirements.”

(e) Local und Municipal. 


2. In a leader on this subject, the Municipal News, for the week ending 
19th October, says:—‘‘ We have received a 
memorial addressed to His Excellency the 
Governor in Council, signed by four thousand 
five-hundred and one subjects of His Majesty the King-Emperor to protest 
against the action of a Municipality—which has also the name of local self- 
government. Only India could show such incidents; only here can we have 
local-self-government and four thousand five-hundred protests against it. 
Such a picture can come from nowhere else. Wehave before referred to the 
question of the closing of the Chalil a Sg at agers 4 oe 
Several attempts were subsequently made to abolish this dispensary by 
persons who were not fully aware of the circumstances, under which it was 
opened and was being maintained. Each and every such attempt met with 
failure and with re-atfirmation of the necessity for its upkeep. Some years 
ago, a proposal was made to close it. After an elaborate inquiry, the proposal 
was dropped. It was then thought that here the matter would have rested, 
and the poor dispensary would be left alone. Butit wasnotto be. In April 
1912 Dr. Rama Rao came as Civil Surgeon to Tellicherry, and we understand 
that soon after his arrival he addressed the Surgeon-General to abolish the 
Chalil Dispensary. The Surgeon-General, it is said, referred him to the 
Municipality. He then addressed the Chairman on the subject, asking him 
to place the matter before a meeting of the Council. The Chairman included 
it in the agenda paper and circulated it among the Councillors. When the 
Doctor found that the sense of the meeting was against his proposal, he 
quietly withdrew it, and substituted for it a more plausible one. He said 
that he did not press for the abolition of the Chalil Dispensary, but that he 
would be content with a transfer of funds, i.e., that the Rs. 10,000 sanctioned 
by the Government for a permanent home for the Chalil Dispensary might 
be transferred to the main hospital for its improvement, and the Chalil 
Dispensary continued in the present rented building. . . . . A very 
serious charge is brought against Mr. Rama Rao by the memorialists. He 
is said to have told certain rate-payers to their face ithat he was determined 
to close the Chalil Dispensary, and that even if the Government ordered its 
retention, he would see it removed from Chalil to Thalai, Dharmatom or some 
other place, and that their protests would be useless. . . . . In August 
1913—just eight months alter the last resolution of the Council to retain the

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dispensary—it was visited by the Collector of Malabar, who remarked 
favourably about its attendance, but recorded his opinion that it might be 
abolished as it was close to the main hospital. Armed with a copy 
of these remarks, Dr. Rama Rao again addressed the Council for the abolition 
of the dispensary. The matter came up before a special meeting of the 
Council. Here is yet another charge, i serious. A Municipal peon 
stood at the gate of the Municipal office and directed the carriages of the 
Councillors, as they came, to the main hospital. Here they were met by 
Dr. Rama Rao who had something to speak to them in regard to his proposal, 
backed as it was by the Collector’s remarks, which it is too much to expect 
an ordinary Councillor to resist, especially when faced by the Divisional 
Officer who also was present at the meeting of the Council. re 
Before the meeting, two monster memorials were presented to the Chairman, 
protesting againstit. . . . . These memorials were not circulated among 
the Councillors. They were not even formally read at the Council meeting. 
The Chairman simply made a vague reference to them by saying that there 
were two protest petitions on the subject. Of the 14 Councillors present, § 
voted for the proposition (to abolish the dispensary), and 6 against it. 
Why were the memorials addressed to the Chairman not placed 
before the meeting? Is there no one to be hanged for it? Only in November 
we find the Municipal Council resolving unanimously that the dispensary be 
maintained. But outraged expert opinion shrieks against popular will; ‘I 
will abolish the dispensary. I am convinced it should be abolished, says 
the Doctor. The Collector of the district comes all the way to record his 
opinion against the hospital. The Divisional Officer comes to attend the 
meeting when the abolition is discussed. He can overawe the nominated 
stuff and worthless materials that always have a place in our municipality — 
thanks to the system of local self-government that prevails here. The Doctor 
keeps a peon at the gate and commands every Councillor to go to him, a 
reformed sort of Pride’s purge. He whispers in the ear of every Councillor, 
and each attends the meeting charged with a clear message. The dispensary 
is doomed, and by the organisation of local self-government. oes 
We ask Lord Pentland to see how official perversity can carry everything 
before it. It is all child’s play—mischievous child’s play in Municipalities. 
An expert lays down certain principles and he swears he will enforce them, 
sounds the bugle and is answered by the Collector and the Divisional Officer. 
5 It is for the Government of Madras to check this criminal 
shortsightedness. Instead of closing dispensaries we must open more ; and if 
the main hospital at Tellicherry should require more money, it must be found 
in other ways than in closing a useful dispensary in a place where it is needed 
most. That two Government servants, the Civil Surgeon and the Collector, 
should be seen interested in the closing of the dispenary, must be regretted 


by all who have been accustomed to look to Government to take up the cause 
of the poor.” 


3. The Municipal News, for the week ending 19th October, writes :— 


<e ere “We have not much hope in any immediate 
The Vaniyambadi Municipality. relief being given to Vaniyambadi. We even 
fear that unless the eyes of the Government are always open, official perver- 


sity will blur the vision. We will give a story below. Some time ago we 
drew attention to the strange behaviour of the Collector of North Arcot 
before very respectable fais who had gone to him by appointment to 
wait in deputation on him, to represent certain matters affecting the Vani- 
yambadi Municipality. The direct need for this deputation was the conster- 
nation in the citizens at the news that Vaniyambadi had been declared an 
infected area. With an officer in the Vaniyambadi Municipality, who would 
not hesitate to insult Muhammadan leaders by his conduct, anything was 
possible, and the elite of the town, merchant princes, most of them, wired to 
the Collector for an interview. . . . . ‘The Collector of North Arcot, 
facing the merchant princes of Vaniyambadi, said that ‘they deserved 
criminal prosecution for basing a serious complaint on a mere rumour.’ 
After the revelations from the Police Court, in a criminal prosecution, not by 
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the executive against the people, but by the people against the executive, no 
one will wonder that serious complaints were based on rumours. , 
The Collector went out of his way to lower the prestige of the British 
(Government before the eyes of the people, when he said to them that as 
: wt! were merchants duing business with English firms they knew nothing 
besides, that, as their business would now and then take them away to 
Madras and Bangalore, they would not attend to Municipal affairs, but simply 
write fine readin; os age The crowning act of insult was when this stream 
of vilifieation suddenly ceased and the Collector walked out of the room with 
the District Superintendent of Police, who had just arrived. The Collector 
lett without a word of farewell. The citizens of Vaniyambadi waited for 
sume time expecting his return, but were told that the Sahib ‘had gone for 
a shooting excursion.” . . . . This is the position now; they have a 
Municipal Manager who has earned the hearty ill-will of the citizens so as to 
induce them to combine and launch a criminal prosecution against him; a 
Chairman who would finish off the meeting held to consider the administration 
report in 7 minutes, and would not even auswer an elected representative 
properly ; @ Collector who would shake the spear of a criminal prosecution 
against rate-payers for making allegations against the municipal executive. 
nk The whole bottom of the trouble is in the Collector, the barren 
soil in which the seed of local self-government can never thrive. We know 
how he behaved towards the people of Vaniyambadi, Tiruvanndmalai, 
another municipality, shrieks against the highhandedness that would force 
a Christian Chairman on an intensely religious Hindu society. ‘This is the 
Collector whose hands we see there: Government must deport the Marjori- 
banks and the Sykes from the plane of local self-government, for they ure 
responsible for a dangerous kind of unrest.’

4. The West Coast Spectator, of the 18th October, writes :—" ediatine = hractatos, 


Excellency, the Viceroy’s gracious act in withe oot. tath, 1913, 


drawing the prosecution against the accused 
in the Cawnpore riot case and the rebuilding of the destroyed portion of the 
mosque will be greatly appreciated by the Indian public, especially the Mus- 
salmans. . . . . Onthe whole, all's well that end’s well, and by this 
act of clemency Lord Hardinge has enhanced a thousandfold his very many 
claims to the gratitude of the Indian people. . . . . But as a contem- 
porary rightly puts it, acts like these, far from striking a blow at Jritixh 
prestige, will strengthen the hold of the Government on the confidence of 
the people.” 


Writing on this subject, the West Coast Reformer, of the 19th October, “Coast Reroawss 
says :—“ His Excellency the Viceroy’s disposal of the Cawnpore mosque affair — Get. 19th, 1918. 
is the absorbing topic of the day. ‘The Muhammadan community was holding 
protest meetings in all the chief towns of India; they were collecting sub- 
scriptions everywhere in aid of the sufferers of the riot ; Moslem lawyers were 
offering their services gratis to the prisoners ; the Moslem papers assumed 
a tone which awoke the Press Act; a Muhammadan deputation has gone out 
to agitate in England ; the hundred and six persons arrested in connection 
with the mosque riot had just been committed to the sessions ; the public men 
were keenly and widely regretting the situation; all on a sudden Lord Hardinge 
paid a visit to the centre of agitation, the scene of the tragedy, and announced 
his decision tv rebuild the demolished portion of the mosque and to withdraw 
the prosecution of the rioters! What could be more dramatic ? gia 
An estimate of the extent of the Indian Muhammadan feeling on the Cawn- 
pore mosque tragedy may be made from the fact that the news of the Vice- 
roy’s announcement at Cawnpore was known to the illiterate Moplah betel- 
vendor squatting on his pial in the Calicut bazaar, some hours before the 
Madras papers published the news. No act of a similar nature by the Viceroy 
in respect of any Hindu tem le could have created anything like this wide- 
spread effect. . . . . ‘There is, to be frank, a certain amount of truth

5. In a leader under the heading ‘A singular case of deportation,” the 


A deportation case in Ganjam. ey of the 22nd October, says: A singu- 
ar case of executive oppression and injustice 
has reached us from the Ganjim district. T’o what incredible extent the 


Deportation Kegulation of 1819 could be used is made clear from the facts of 
this case. The Agency Tracts of the district seem to be a terra incognita to 
a large section of people, and it accounts for the apathy and indifference of 
the public to the doings of the Collector, who is the Geverinins Agent, whose 
actions are sometimes defiant of law and justice. . . . . There has been 
a dispute for some years past regarding the village of Rasikarayapuram 
between the Bisoyi of Namanagaram and Appanna Patnaik. There was 
protracted litigation about the village, but the Bisoyi did not succeed in his 
several attempts to obtain possession of the village. Just after this Jerango 
affair, the Bisoyi put in a petition before the Agent in August last year 
alleging, inter alid, that Appanna Patnaik was inciting the tenants of his 
mutta to get the reserve forest, that at his instigation the tenants refused to 
pay him (Bisoyi) the rents, and that several papers relating to Namanaga- 
ram Mutta were in Appanna Patnaik’s possession. The Agent, therefore, 
called upon Appanna Patnaik to show cause why he should not enter into 
bond for Rs. 10,000 with two sureties for Rs. 5,000 each, to keep the peace 
for one year. In obedience to the said notice, Appanna Patnaik appeared 
before the Agent and represented to him that the allegations in the Beoyi’s 
petition were entirely false. Without taking any evidence in the matter, the 
Agent ordered Appanna Patnaik to enter into a bond for Rs. 10,000 to appear 
before him whenever he was called upon. ‘The Agent then sent the Bisoyi’s 
petition to the Assistant Superintendent of Police, Parlakimedi, for investi- 
gation ; the latter officer sent it to the Serango Police station for investigation. 
After the investigation was completed, the papers were sent to the Agent, 
who ordered the Police to present a charge sheet before the Special Assistant 
Agent, Chicacole, under section 110, Criminal Procedure Code. The Special 
Assistant Agent, Mr. Bhore, after an exhaustive enquiry, discharged Appanna 
Patnaik on the oth June last, noting that none {of the charges against him 
had been established. . . . . One would think that, after Appanna 
Patnaik’s character was thus vindicated in a court of law, there would have 
been an end of the matter and that he would have been allowed to remain in 
peaceable possession of his properties and of his rights of personal freedom. 
But the Agent was determined to exercise his powers to their utmost limit. 
On the 23rd June, the Agent issued a notice to Appanna Patnaik to show 
cause why he should not be forbidden to enter the Agency again. Immedi- 
ately after discharge by Mr. Bhore, Appanna Patnaik had gone ‘on a pil- 
grimage to Rameswaram and other sacred places and the Agent’s notice 
could not be served on him personally. The Agent passed an ex parte order 


forbidding Appanna Patnaik to enter the Agency. The text of the order is 
as follows :— 


‘¢¢ Namanagaram Appanna Patnaik is forbidden to enter the Agency 
Tracts of Parlakimedi and is warned that if he attempts to do so he will be 
lhable to be arrested under the Agency Warrant. 

“62. The Deputy Tahsildar of Parlakimedi, the Police Inspector and 
the Bisoyi of Namanagaram should report ;if Appanna Patnaik returns to 
Parlakimedi, and explain this order to him as soon as he returns.’ 

‘‘ Appanna Patnaik, having returned from his pilgrimage, appeared before 
the Agent on the 2nd September and put in a petition representing that his 
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lands lie all in the Agency, that if he is forbidden to enter the 
would be reduced to a state of beggary, that in case 
some arrangements may be inade whereby he 
lands.

‘* Appanna Patnaik has thus been not only banished from the place, but 
also deprived of the possession of the lands, which were in the enjoyment of 
himself and his father for the last tifty years. It would seem indeed as if the 
strong arm of the executive secured to the Bisoyi what he could not get 
through the courts of law. . . . . The Deportation Regulation of 1819 
does not empower the Agent to forbid persons living in the plains to enter the 
Agency. Appanna Patnaik is a resident of Parlakimedi and it would seem 
that the Agent’s order forbidding him to enter the Agency is illegal. Even 
granting the order is technically right, the question remains whether, under 
the circumstances of the case, the Agent has exercised his power rightly and 
justly. There seems to be no doubt that the Agent’s order is, under the 
circumstances, nothing less than an arbitrary exercise of his powers Regula- 
tion II of 1819, though it was passed in troublous times, was more liberal in 
its provisions and more humane in its actual working than the Agent’s order 
in Appanna Patnaik’s case. : Appanna Patnaik 1s, by the Ayent’s 
order, not only deprived of the village which is the subject of dispute between 
himself and the nig but of other lands also regarding which there is no 
dispute whatever. Is the Agent’s order, therefore, legal and, if legal, are 
such drastic steps called for under the circumstances of the case? We hope 
the Government of Lord Pentland will make a thorough investigation into 
the matter and do justice.” 


IV.—NATIVE STATES. 


6. In commenting on the Diwan’s behaviour towards its representative, 
at the recent meeting of the ‘Travancore 
Legislative Council, the Leople’s Weekly, for 
the week ending 18th October, saves :—‘*Read- 
ing the report of the proceedings of the last session of the Travaucore 
Legislative Council, we are pained to see that the Diwan should have been 
the cause of an unpleasant incident in the meeting. If what our represen- 
tative says is true, and we have not the slightest ground to disbelieve him, 
we are only sorry that an officer of Mr. Rajagopala Achari’s position and 
experience should have so far lost control of his tongue as to use language 
vulgar enough in all conscience. . . . . Judging him evon by the most 
charitable of standards, we are unable to come to the conclusion that Mr. 
Rajagdpala Achari has not committed a serious breach of decorum, for which 
he himself in his calmer moments should be more ashamed of than our 
representative, who was sought to be browbeaten and humiliated. a4 
‘The affront he has offered is one which affects the press as a whole in this 
Native State, and requires an immediate reparation. We should be glad to 
hear that Mr. Rajagopala Achari, as a gentleman, would withdraw the 
offensive language used by him and offer an unconditional apology to our 
representative. Surely he could not lose anything of his official prestige by 
being forced to be polite in language.” 


7. In a leader comparing the Mysore Representative Assembly with 
the Travancore Sri Moolam Popular Assembly,

members from each of them, while the Diwan reserves to himself the right 
nominating a larger number of members. Such public bodies as the Niyar 
Samaj and the Agricultural Associations are denied the right of represe. 
tation at the Assembly. Indeed, the planting community which enjuy. 
exceptional privileges under the present régime, are permitted to return a large: 
number of members. But taluk representation which is to be the basis for t]),. 
extension of the franchise has been emasculated to such an extent that the 
enthusiasm created at first by the introduction of this institution under the 
distinguished régime of Mr. V. P. Madhava Rao has diminished considerably : 
so much so, that the Assembly is now looked upon as a toy Parliament jin 
the hands of the Diwan to amuse the members with during their annual 
gathering in Trivandrum. A Diwan who scouts public opinion as being 
unworthy of consideration is not expected to afford any facility for the 
development of a popular institution; as he knows too well that its practical 
effect would tend to the curtailment of his own privileges, for an autocratic 
Government over which he wishes to preside in contemptuous disregard of 
public opinion. Such is the deplorable condition to which Mr. Rajagopila 
Achari has brought the Travancore Popular Assembly ; and if he is allowed 
a longer lease of official life in Travancore, it would mean the death-knell of 
this popular institution.” 


8. The Madras Standard, of tie 20th October, writes :-—‘‘ The progress of 

The Pudukkottai State. the Pudukkottal State in the last twenty-five 
years, ”’ is the name of a brochure sent to us for 

review. Itis styled as ‘a short memorandum’ of progress in the State in 
various directions, and is compiled by one of the high-placed officials, who, 
strange tosay, has lefttheeven tenour of a schoolmaster’s life for a more exciting 
and lucrative career invested with the gew-gaws of pomp and trappings of power 
of a State executive official. We have read through the brochure carefully 
and compared the contents with the statements in the administration reports 
for the last eighteen years, and we have arrived at the irresistible conclusion 
that the book prepared, with no small care and caution, is eminently fit to 
mislead a reader, who knows not much of Pudukkottai, its politics and its 
officials. . . . . The fact is there has been absolutely, since the termi- 
nation of the Diwanship of Séshayya Sastri, no material development. worth 
the name, but the incidence of taxation has been increased, forcing up the 
revenue artificially, and a few windfalls have also added their share. ‘T'o 
take another example, we are told that His Highness abolished permanently 
the tax on weavers’ looms, in honour of the Imperial Coronation at Delhi 
To an outsider this would mean something enormous that should go to give 
a vigorous impetus to the industry. Nothing of the kind. The amount 
abolished was about Rs. 200 per annum, a magnificent sum, indeed, to be 
remitted on such a great occasion as the Coronation Durbar. ... . 
The State is rich in deposits of high grade magnetic ore, says the author. 
What has the State done to develop this industry? The absence of a rail- 
way stands in the way, is the author’s reply. But what has the State done to 
meet this want ? What has become of the Vaithur glass works, the toro mat 
industry of Karambakodi, the famous Teruvappore dyed cloths? What has 
the State done to revive these fast dying industries? . . . . The 
misleading brochure might be palmed off on a Viceroy or a touring Governor, 
but not on those who know Pudukkottai and have been in touch with its 
administration. Sir A. Sésbayya Sastri did no doubt rejuvenate the State. 
But has the progress been kept up? Within the last few years there have 
been too many signs of rt: she. 4 Pudukkottai wants a strong man with 


constructive statesmanship at the helm, and when he will come we cannot 
say.” 
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VI.—MIScELLANEOrs. 

9, The Hindu, of the 20th October, has the following:—“In our 
The forthcoming Viceregal advertisement columns to-day will be found 
Levee in Madras. the rules relating to the eligibility of visitors 
_, at the Levee of His Excellency ‘the Viceroy 
during his forthcoming visit. According to these rules, those among the 
non-officials who are entitled, suo motu, to attend the Levee byfsending applica- 
tions beforehand, are title-holders only. All others have to obtain 
recognition, by being introduced by somebody who has been himself 
presented previously at the Court of St. James or the Viceregal Court. This 
seems to us an unintelligible restriction. A member of the local Legislative 
Council or of the Imperial Legislative Council, if he has not already been 
presented at a Viceregal Court, and if he is not a title-holder, falls within the 
restrictive Operation of the rules. We have little doubt that the rules us 
iramed would greatly tend to reduce the number desiring to be presented, if 
such be their object. If it is considered, however, of the nature of a dut y; 
that a citizen has to discharge by showing respect to the King’s representa- 
tive on the occasion of his visit, it is but reasonable that unmeaning and 

invidious restrictions should not be imposed.” 


10. In commenting on the speech delivered by the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale, 
sattiiie i aii Aties on the situation in South Africa, at a meeting 
held in Bombay recently, the Jndian Patrivt, of 
the 25th October, writes :—‘‘ Worse than the worst days of Turkish rule in 


Macedonia to the Bulgar and the Serb has been the South African rule to our 
countrymen. oh privilege is shaken; almost every privilege has been 
taken away. Step by step, inexorably, bare-facedly, against promised word, 


° 


against the dictates of the human heart, our countrymen have been pushed 
from the bank to the bottom of slavisii indenture labour. Every repressive 
action against Indians proclaims with the longest tongue that the object of 
the Boer is to degrade the Indian into a Kaffir. They want us, but as slaves, 


not as freemen. They want us to dig their mines and do their behests, but 
for nothing else. We have no political privilege there—we ought to have 
had it, if the Imperial Government would redeem its promise made at the 
dawn of the indenture system. ‘To be an Indian isa disqualification ; it is 
a crime punishable with the withdrawal of the privileges that mark men 
trom ‘ beasts of burden ’—that is again an expression used by the Ion’ble 
Mr. Gokhale. . . . . ‘The maintenance of this struggle in South Africa 
is a glory to mankind, a display of the innate greatness of the human heart. 
Mr. Gokhale has calculated the cost of the struggle at two thousand pounds per 
mensem. The struggle will have to be kept up till Parliament re-ussembles ; 
in other words, India must find ten to twelve thousand pounds. As Mr. Gokhale 
said to an excited India, thrilling with indignation and overflowing with 
sympathy, this sum is certainly not formidable. Our Moslem countrymen have 
shown what they can give when they are touched in the heart. The question 
of the treatment of Indians in South Africa is an all-India question. It should 
be possible to collect several times the sum required. It is very significant 
that Mr. Gokhale had to conclude with an appeal to his countrymen not to 
permit their racial prejudice to be deflected into any other quarter except the 
South African oppressors. Surely all Indians could grasp the force of this 
warning, but the warning gives us an idea of the extent to which public men 
like Mr. Gokhale fear popular excitement might spread.” 
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II.—Home ADMINISTRATION. 
(a) Police.

The vicissitudes of the Police ao ae of the 10th C cober, writes :— 
oeetaa. hese murders must naturally give rise to 
much speculation in various directions.  'I'hj. 

is not the first time we hear of such murders in Bengal. During recent 
ears since the first signs of the anarchist movement, many a worthy 
Police official has fallen a victim to these political criminals. These victims 
have laid down their lives in the loyal service of the Government. Ono 
sees these crimes mostly in ‘Bengal alene; and it was believed at first that 
they were the result of the unrest caused by the partition measure and various 
remedies were sought in order to remove this unrest. Repression was 
considered ineffective and His Excellency the Viceroy as well as the 
Secretary of State adopted a conciliatory attitude and His Imperial Majesty 
was prevailed upon to annul the partition. For a time it was believed 
that all unrest was at an end; but before another twelve months have elapsed 
the Bengalis are again betraying their true character. Within the last few 
months Bengal has known no end of political dacoities, outrages and murders. 
How can it be said now that the partition was the cause of the discontent 
and unrest? Besides, these crimes are not the acts of single men in lonely 
places. Although it would be too much to assume that the majority of the 
people of Bengal connive at these outrages, it 1s nevertheless evident that 
there is at least a compact body of extremists at the bottom of them all. 
That is why these crimes are not easily detected. ‘The Police, although they 
too are Indians, have always been known to be faithful to Government. 
‘They have not only refused to shield their countrymen in any way but have 
invariably done their best to detect the culprits. It is painful to see that 
these anarchists have for the most part been found to be educated youths. 
In this connection it behoves us to consider one other important point. Can 
it be said that this anarchism is confined to Bengal and that the people of this 
side of the country are altogether free from such tendencies ? We must not 
forget that whosoever delights in the news of these outrages is equally a 
criminal himself, and proves an instrument in increasing such wickedness 
and its dire consequences ; and such a person is neither worthy of confidence 
nor loyal to Government. Whosoever decries a benign Government and 
secretly sympathises with the wicked anarchists is himself no less an 
anarchist. He becomes the cause of inciting such criminals to action and 
is equally responsible for the consequences of what they do. It behoves 
us therefore to consider these situations carefully. If there is any one 
in our midst who is of this attitude we ought to caution him against the 
consequences, and, if need be, give information to the authorities. We 
ought also to co-operate with the Police in their faithful adherence to 
duty. But in these days it is common to hear from all sides complaints 
about their irregularities. Of late the Indian Police were made the subject o! 
severe criticism even in Parliament. The press too was condemning them 
and the Government too began to treat them with greater rigour and where 
they were found guilty they were severely punished. But at the same time, 
as we hear so often, there have also been false complaints against them. 
Also, we must not forget the valuable service they are ever rendering us- 
Even on the very low pay they are given they are seen to work honestly. 
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We are apt to underrate the difficulties in detecting crime. Because they 
are occasionally seen to resort to violence it would be improper to rush to 
the conclusion that they are the worst type of offenders. Often, in the 
discharge of their duties they have to risk their very lives. ‘I'o blame them 
further would be a insult to injury. Those, therefore, who 
refrain from exposing these crimes against those innocent and faithful Police 
officials in Bengal are no less guilty than the prime offenders themselves. 
The one point to be remembered is that the Police are the servants of Govern- 


ment and whosoever offends against the Police offends against the Government 
also. 


(f) Land Revenue and Settlement. 


12. The Suvaraalekha, of the lith October, in its leader on * Land- 
vor en cess,” observes : —So long ago as 1870, great 
administrators of this country expressed 
themselves against the enhancement of the land-cess. In 1869, other 
eminent administrators objected to it in Bengal, which enjoys a Permanent 
Revenue Settlement. It must therefore be felt a greater hardship in this 
Presidency where the assessment and with it the land-cess are subject to 
periodical increase. Itis held by the Duke of Argyle that there should be 
no taxation without the consent of the tax-payers. We, therefore, request 
the Government to proceed in this matter in accordance to the wishes of the 
people.

But, under the present circumstances, it is necessary to enhance the cess and 

empower the taluk boards to spend it as they think best.

mitran, of the 16th October, remarks :-- As 

displaying a wonderful liberalism and political wisdom quite unprecedented 
in the annals of British administration in India, the yvreat doings of Lord 
Hardinge in Cawnpore have created quite a stir throughout India. When 
Sir James Meston, the Lieutenant-Governor of the United Provinces, was 
approached by a few Muhammadan gentlemen to make representations 
regarding this disturbance, His Excellency replied that the authority and 
prestige of the Government had, of necessity, to be preserved and that it was 
not possible to rebuild the mosque which had been pulled down. The ques- 
tion of acquitting the accused Muhammadans did not then arise, nor did the 
Muhammadans of Cawnpore include the acquittal in their prayer to Lord 
Hardinge. That they had perfect confidence in Lord Hardinge’s allaying 
their ruffled feelings is all that they had said. Lord Iardinge is an astute 
diplomat and is well-trained ins tatesmanship by long experience and associa- 
tion in high quarters. He came to Cawnpore, realising as he did that 
superior statesmanship consists in conciliating and satisfying the people. 
Two kinds of opposition might have stood in the way of Lord Hardinge’s 
carrying out his resolution. In the first place, his own colleagues, the 
Members of the Executive Council, and the Anglo-Indian officials mght have 
opposed his determination, and in the next place some Anglo-Indian papers 
might have raised the cry that the prestige of the British Government would 
be impaired by carrying out such a resolution. That_he has been able to 
act up to his decision by setting at nought both these opposing clements 
brings iito bold relief his rare courage, commonsense and tact. The 
Pioneer, the Englishman and other Anglo-Indian papers think that Lord 
Hardinge is a coward and has yielded to the agitation of the Muhammadans, 
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that Sir James Meston’s authority and liberty of action have been curtaj,,1 
and that whenever the Hindus and the Muhammadans want to have thjc;, 
aspirations satisfied, they would hereafter resort to serious riots aud unconst;. 
tutional methods. ©n the other hand, they praise Sir James Meston a; , 
level-headed and bold civilian officer. It is in the same way that tho 
papers condemned Lord Minto and praised Sir B. Fuller. We are familia, 
with the usual statement of the English papers that the Indians are ignorant 
children and can be ruled only by terrorising and not by conciliating them 
But we have often shown that the Indians are not a whit inferior to the 
Englishmen in mature understanding and discrimination. We can assure thi 
Englishmen that the minds of the Indians would in no way be unhinged by 
the noble doings of Lord Hardinge. ‘The kindness and large-heartednes; 6; 
the Vicervy are prompted neither by weakness nor by timidity. The Muham. 
madans and the Hindus perfectly know that His Excellency has shown his inercy- 
ut this moment, realising that this is not the time to exercise his undoubted 
authority. His touching words that the Viceroy of His Majesty stands in the 
place of a father to his subjects are such as deserve to fall from the lips of 
the King-Emperor himself. It will be no surprise, if the decision declared 
at Cawnpore by Lord Hardinge was, as a matter of fact, given out with the 
sanction of His Majesty and Lord Crewe. We congratulate ourselves that 
we have in Lord Hardinge a Viceroy who acts in consonance with the noble 
mind and sympathy of His Majesty. His Excellency’s conciliatory acts will 
never tend to impair the prestige of British rule in India. They will rather 
enhance their affection tor that rule and their faith and confidence in its 
statesmen. ‘lhe world will thus realise that the days of terrorism and tyran- 
nical rule are gone, that the era of conciliation and government with the 
co-operation of the people has dawned and that this will promote feelings of 
mutual confidence and sympathy between the rulers and the ruled.

_ . , ernment subordinates’ salaries,” writes :—The 
, subordinates’ necessaries of life have become very dear. The 
cost of living in the Presidency town fora 
single couple is Rs. 40 in the least. ‘The pay of the last grade of clerks has 
no doubt been raised from Rs. 15 to Rs. 20 per mensem. This may be help- 
ful in some measure to those living in the mufassal, but not to those living in 
acity. ‘Though the cost of foodstuffs is much the same in all parts of the 
country, house-rent and other expenses are very high in the city. Memorials 
to increase the salary of the subordinates have been submitted to the Govern- 
ment, but no definite settlement has as yet been arrived at. We, therefore, 
request the Government to issue favourable orders regarding this matter as 
soon as possible. 


15. The Swadeshabhimani, of the 17th October, writes :—Our readers are 
doubtless aware how badly Muhammadan 
feelings had been wounded by this mosque 
incident. It was nothing but the Vetles to remove that pain and endear 
himself to all classes of people that made our benign Viceroy proceed to 
Cawnpore and order the rebuilding of the demolished portion of the mosque 
and cause the release of all the rioters who were in prison. The people can 
never forget this mark of clemency which is truly indicative of His 
Excellency’s fatherly affection towards them. It is this attitude of the 


administrators that makes the people regard even foreign administrators as 
in no way different from their own kinsmen.

Tat ARETE rae Conan, Netravati river to ee eee as furnishing 
a cheap and easy mode of conveying the produce of the interior to the coast 
town of Mangalore, complains that owing to a rocky bed and the considerable 
drying up in summer the river ceases to be useful for purposes of traffic 
for nearly four months in the year. The writer next points out that the tile 
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industry in Mangalore owes its success largely to the easy mode of conveying 
clay and firewood along this river, and that in course of time as the supply 
in closer proximity becomes exhausted, this industry will greatly suffer owing 
to the absence of facilities for conveying clay from beyond ten miles up the 
mouth of the river, with the result that a large section of the labouring 
population which depends on these factories for its livelihood will find itself 
thrown out of employment. The correspondent urges that it behoves the 
local authorities to consider the question of deepening the river and removing 
the dangerous rocks all along the bed and finally hopes that the District 
Collector will not fail to bestow his attention on this question and perpetuate 
his name in the district by making the river navigable throughout the year.

Gopala Chariyar, 
anticipating the evils that may ensue from the ,passing of the Bill, is touring 
through the country explaining the evils to the people, with a view to make 
a humble representation to the Government of his disapprobation of the Bill. 
It is very necessary to estimate the evil consequences of such a Bill being 
passed into law. Every reasonable man must admit that the handful of 
practitioners of western medicine do not meet the requirements of the suffering 
y-stricken country. The hospitals in the mufassal are 


millions of this povert ass 
not enough to relieve the distress of the poor that are constant victims to 


disease. In many villages no remedy is known to the peuple except the 
black remedy (opium) and the while remedy (a corrosive variety of mercur 

perchloride) and the barber is the chief surgeon. Innumerable are the ills 
that assail the villagers, and their poverty 1s bottomless. The consulting fees 
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of the qualified doctors are prohibitive. Dr. Nair has set his eye on the one 
want of registration which he is bent on supplying, but is altogether ignorant 
of the destitute condition of the people in the mufassal. If he takes the 
trouble to go through the country and understand it, he will be, we are sure, 
the tirst man to put his face against the Bill. The native doctors are, on 
account of their practice and experience, affording real help to the poor 
people in the country. Mr. Wheeler has admitted the fact that the 
Government are not able to meet the demand for doctors in the country by 
men trained in their colleges. The ultimate natural effect of the Medical 
Registration Act will be the eenagegen of the native doctors to practise, 
The future of the suffering millions of this country is all a chaos and con- 
fusion. ‘The people will, therefore, do well to represent to the Government 
through the press, before it is too late, their disapprobation of the measure. 


IV.—NaTIVE STATES.

The Nawab of Junagadh and +> England for purposes of education and the 
the Bombay. Government. persistent refusal of the Government of India 
to interfere in the matter, in spite of the piteous appeals of the widowed 
mother of the Prince, the Swadesamitran, of the i8th October, observes :— 
We admit that some of our Princes are spoiled by the viles and intrigues of 
the zenana, and yet many will be disposed to think that it is by no means 
just to take a boy to a distant foreign country, separating him from his 
mother at a tender age. If the Government of Bombay thought it necessary 
to wean him from such evil influences, it could have sent him to be educated 
in any one of Rajkumar Colleges in Rajkot, Indore or Ajmere instead of 
removing him to England. We need scarcely say that our experience about 
some of the Indian Princes who have spent several years in England for 
their study and training is not at all satisfactory. Prince Ranjit Sinhji of 
Jamnagar has been ever addicted to playing cricket in England, leaving the 
administration of his State in the hands of others, and the ways of the Raja 
of Pudukkittai in our own Presidency are in no way different. It is, 
therefore, not certain that all the youths who proceed to England for training 
return with superior equipment and high character, and there is no guarantee 
that the Nawab of Junagadh will not turn another Ranjit Sinhji or will 
return as an accomplished statesman. We do not imply by this that foreign 
travel is undesirable for Princes or young men of high birth. On the other 
hand, there are many instances which may be quoted to prove that a short 
sojourn in England and other foreign countries 1s beneficial. But those who 
undertake such travel must be adult persons capable of exercising their dis- 
cretion. It is only then that they will be unaffected by the glamour of foreign 
ways of life. The Indian Princes are morally bound to promote the best 
interests of their subjects and as such, it is indispensable that they should be 
sympathetic to their habits, language and religion. It is needless to quote 
instances to show that this sympathy is likely to evaporate by association with 
foreigners in England. ‘The Princes who, after their return from England, 
adopt foreign habits and show no sympathy and love to their people will lose 
their respect. 

When the Government insisted on the presence of the infant Nizam of 
Hyderabad at the Darbar held in Delhi by Lord Lytton, Sir Salar Jung, the 
veteran statesman, who was then administering the State, stoutly opposed that 
order and Lord Lytton was obliged to yield to him. Had any nobleman 
protested similarly in Junagadh, the present situation might have been 
averted. But who is there to listen to the wailings of a Gosha lady ? 


22. In continuation of the articles reported last week on this subject the 

ee eee Mysore newspapers received this week are 
Dasara session of the Mysore *@%0 replete with eulogies in regard to the 
Representative Assembly. Diwan’s speech, laying stress on his proposal 
to increase the elective element in the Legisla- 
tive Council as well as in the Economic Conference.

Legislative Council.

The ‘‘story of a Cochin Betrayal by a Cochinite” is another humorous 
brochure issued by the Municipal News press, Madras, by way of an a peal to 
His Excellency Lord Pentland and the lengthy and dignified aeekians of 
last Saturday’s Jenmi Sabha in their local office comes last, though in more 
respects than one it 1s bound to be the first in importance. We regret much 
that it is not possible within the short space of a newspaper article to deal 
with one and all these interesting credentials in a satisfactory manner. 
Suffice it to say that a lengthy supplement extending to over 51 foolscap 
pages of closely printed matter, will lay bare the full facts relating to the 


Special Committee in such a manner as to convince all unbiassed and reascn- 
able thinkers of the unjust and indefensible attitude assumed by the Diwan- 
President. 

As for the broad — of the Durbar’s policy in the matter of this 


regulation we have said enough by way of criticism, and it is another curious 
and surprising circumstance in the present era of this 20th century, unheard 
of in the annals of enlightened administration, that the criticisms and 
opinions of the public press on such an important measure were not 
considered in public, while framing the draft or revising it. Long ago 
it was conclusively proved in the course of a series of articles which we 
published in these columns, that the aristocrats of Kerala cannot view with 
calmness and equanimity this irksome regulation which wantonly deprives 
the jenmi of his time-honoured, and inherent rights and privileges, and that 
it does not confer any boon upon the innumerable verumpattamdars—the 
actual cultivators. A vast majority of the small kanomdar section also, it 
was stated, do not view the new enactment with favour. The jenmies, who 
are the most afflicted and whose hearts evidently seem stirred to its deepest 
depths, prayed, supplicated, agitated, protested, appealed, waited in deputa- 
tions—but after all this they are only where they were. The recent 
statement that emphyteutical lease is von) Alda to kanom demise, which the 
Diwan publicly made in the course of his opening speech at the last Exhi- 
bition . . . . cannot stand the test of scrutiny as it was conclusively 
proved so long ago as 1885, in the committee appointed by the Madras 
Government, that kanom was at no time irredeemable, and fixity of rent 
never an incident of that tenure. The present comparison in itself of the 
emphyteutical lease with kanom is therefore misleading, as irresumability 
and fixity of rent were the incidents of that tenure. To be brief and to the 
point : the administration of Mr. Banerji has well nigh seen the opposition 
and burning indignation of the whole landed aristocracy towards the measure, 
felt the pulse of public opinion and #nown the discontent. If he would not 
respect it now, the greatest and lasting blunder committed by any Govern- 
ment would have been committed by his; and we refuse to be persuaded that 
the Royal assent to the Bill will not be withheld by a statesman-Sovereign 
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of great intelligence, repute and farsight as the one under whose noble sway 
the little State is now enjoying unique prosperity and happiness. 


24. In a leading article on this subject, the Swadesamitran, of the 15th 
October, observes :—It is needless to urge that 
it is our duty to help our countrymen in 
South Africa in their efforts to emancipate 
themselves from the unbearable hardships which have befallen them there. 
The four South African countries of Transvaal, Natal, Cape Colony and the 
Orange Free State have combined to harass them and insist with one stub- 
burn mind on driving away the Indians who have emigrated there and 
preventing any new-comers from India from setting their feet in those 
countries. What the Colonial Ministers told the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale last 
year is one thing and what they have now legislated is a quite different thing. 
The new enactment absolutely prohibits the entry of the Indians in the 
Orange I'ree State and their entry in Cape Colony even from the other parts 
of South Africa. Thus the Indians numbering from thirty to forty thousands 
have lost the right which they have been enjoying hitherto. Another 
injustice inflicted by the new law is that any indentured cooly who 
settles permanently there, after five years’ labour, is required to pay an 
uinual poll tax of £3, and will not be re-admitted in South Africa, if he 
leaves it on any account for his native land; and his wife and children 
are doomed to the same fate. The right of appeal to the Supreme 
Court, hitherto enjoyed by the Indians in matters of fact and law, has now 
been curtailed by the new enactment by being restricted to matters of law. 
In the face of such harsh new regulations, of what avail is the recent state- 
ment of Lord Crewe that no looal restrictions injurious to the interests of 
the Indians in Natal and Cape Colony will meet with the approval of His 
Majesty’s Government? The rights of millions of Indians are thus tram- 
pled under foot merely to please a few thousands of Whites in South Africa. 
The South African Government explicitly told Mr. Gokhale that the annual 
capitation tax of £3 levied on the Indians in Natal would be abolished ; but 
in direct breach of that promise the same tax has been renewed in the new 
enactment. ‘The payment of this tax is compulsory for males as well as 
females. Besides this, there 1s another annual tax of £1. The highest 
income that an Indian labourer in South Africa can earn by hard work 
throughout the year is only £15, and out of this he is required to pay £4 a 
year in return for the privileges he has worked hard to acquire, though he is 
under the protection of the British Empire. Will such a cruelty be tolerated 
in any country by any Government? The proud claim that the loyal Indian 
subjects of His Majesty are citizens of the British ‘Empire is ours only in 
theory ; but in actual practice we are treated worse than slaves under the 
very eyes of the Kmperor in the South African dominion of His Empire. 
The Government that has levied a capitation tax of £4 may very well raise 
it to £40 and subject the defaulting Indians, who are unable to pay it to 
unbearable torture in the jail. The Indians who, after paying as tax more 
than one-fourth of their annual income, are unable to live upon the remaining 
£10, and their girls are in consequence driven to the necessity of living by 
prostitution. Ifa Government acts likes this, is there no superior judicial 
authority to restrain it? It is only a few English residents in South Africa 
whose hearts have been moved by such indescribable miseries, and high- 
minded persons like Lord Ampthill, Lord Sydenham and Lord Curzon who 
have had personal experience of the long-suffering and meek nature of the 
Indians are endeavouring to get justice for them. But in spite of all this 
Lord Gladstone, the Governor-General of South Africa, has assented to the 
new legislation in order to conciliate the whites. Even Lord Crewe, who is 
bound to protect the Indians, has deserted them. It is true that His Majesty 
has the authority to repeal this enactment if necessary within a year ; but he 
is not likely to go against the counsel of his ministers. The duty of the 
Indians at this moment is therefore clear. We must protect, wit liberal 
contributions of money, our countrymen who are undergoing untold sufferings 


The sufferings of the Indians 
in South Africa, 
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for earning their bread in a foreign country. The world will be justified in 
thinking that the Indians deserve every cruelty and indignity, if we, at this 
moment, hesitate to help the brethren of our own flesh and blood when the 

crv out in utter despair. What is involved in this problem is not so ioh 
the temporal interests of a few thousand Indians as the honour and self- 
respect of the Indian people asa whole. We will be discredited as a nation 
if we fail to rescue our countrymen in South Africa; but if we succeed in 


redeeming them, our honour and good name will be established before the 
eves of the world.

in arg 2 tion put forward by the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale 
and the Times that a few officials should be sent to South Africa to negotiate 


with the Colonial Government for the redress of the grievances of the 
Indians is not likely to be carried out. Reuter says that the South African 
Government would not welcome any sort of interference by the Government 
of India on behalf of the Indians, that there is no chance of altering the 
existing law in their favour, so long as they persist in passive resistance, and 
that administrative measures will be devised to meet any reasonable demands 
of the Indians provided that they abandon their extreme methods. If this 
information be true, it is vain to hope for the redress of the Indians’ griev- 
ances by peaceful negotiations. The South African whites, though number- 
ing but a few thousands, are emboldened by their pride of colour to defy 
the Government of India. It is derogatory to the honour of the Government 
of India to carry on peaceful negotiations with the obdurate whites of South 
Africa. Lord Crewe should advise His Majesty to exercise his right and 
secure the repeal of the existing law, or the Government of India should 
wreak its vengeance on the South African whites by a legislative measure 
avainst them. ‘The Government of India should show to the world at large on 
our behalf that India is not bound to send slaves for menial work to enable 
the Colonial whites to amass wealth and that the Indians too, like other races, 
do feel the necessity of maintaining their self-respect and honour. 


26. Commenting on a speech delivered recently on this subject before 
the Indian Society of London by Mr. Vazir 
Hassan, Secretary of the All-India Muslim 
League, the Swadesamitran, of the 17th October, writes:—Mr. Hassan said 
that the power of the bureaucracy which stands in the way of the Hindus and 
the Muhammadans combining and working for the advancement of their 
country should be curtailed. The main motive of the members of this 
bureaucracy is the maintenance of their authority and prestige, and in their 
opinion, the people should always be under their control and any liberty or 
power conferred on them would simply weaken the Empire. But for the 
hindrance and opposition of these officials, great will be the promzese attained 
by India by this time. It is they who protest against imparting a liberal higher 
education to the Indians, arguing as they do that the educated people turn 
seditionists. The admission of Indians to the Executive Councils and the 
reform and enlargement of the Legislative Councils were at first opposed by 
these very officials. It is they who exercise the chief authority in the 
India Council in London and in the Viceroy’s Executive Council and it is 
their friends who write to the newspapers condemning the bold and generous 
act of Lord Hardinge at Cawnpore. Therefore it is that Mr. Vazir Hassan 
said that the main effort of the combined Hindus and Muhmmadans should 
be directed to attacking and bringing down the power of this bureaucracy. 
The chief cause for the differences which have till now kept the Hindus and 
the Muhammadans apart from each other is the promotion of the enmity 
between these two communities by this bureaucracy, acting under the 
principle of “ divide and rule.” From the very beginning the Hindus saw 
through this and endeavoured to draw the Muhammadans to their side and 
work tor the advancement of the country. All euch efforts have so far been 
unsuccessful and the Muhammadan community continued to stand aloof. 
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Some of the educated Muhammadans, however, have recently come to realize 
that the separation of their community from the Hindus is ruinous and that 
the uplift of their co-religionists and of India can be achieved only |, 
co-operating with the Hindus. Mr. Vazir Hassan spoke the absolute truth when 
he said that this co-operation could be facilitated by the spread of education 
among the Muhammadans. 8o long as these people remained ignorant, it was 
easy for our enemies to craftily keep them isolated. Educated Muhammadans 
have now come forward as leaders and have begun to guide their community in 
the path of advancement, following the example of the Hindu leaders. These 
educated leaders are emphasising the necessity of union of the two communities, 
and are consequently disliked by the English papers. These papers assert that 
these leaders have no influence, that their opinions are not shared by the elders 
of their community and that they are not the real leaders of that community. 
But such writings are sure to be futile hereafter. As Mr. Ghosh observed in 
the London meeting, many occasions have presented themselves for the 
Hindus to give proofs of their sympathy and brotherly feeling towards the 
Muhammadans. The Viceroy’s speech at Cawnpore has — as much 
satistaction and pleasure to the Hindus as to the Muhammadans. There is 
no doubt that Mr. Vazir Hassan, being the Secretary of the All-India Moslem 
League, is a trusted and influential leader of his community and his views 
are shared by several other Muhammadan leaders like His Highness the Aga 
Khan. Though the ideal of self-government as in the Colonies may not be 
realized very soon, yet with the weakening of the bureaucratic opposition, 
the co-operation and earnest endeavours of both the Hindus and the 
Muhammadans for the well-being of the country, will bring in at no distant 
date the advent of swaraj, and this great et covering an extent of 12 
millions of square miles and containing a population of 35 millions will 
then rise to its height and take a prominent place amongst the nations of 
the world.

The South African Indi African Indians,” writes:—It is our strong 

© SOUND ANCL ADES~ Nelief that there is nowhere, not even in any 
nook and corner of our country, a single soul that does not shed tears when 
he hears of the calamities with which his brethren in South Africa are beset, 
and feel indignant at the cruel laws enacted by the Colonial authorities 
actuated by jealousy and spite and at the cold neglect of our English rulers 
who have betrayed their helplessness to protect the Indians who are their 
fellow beings and fellow subjects. Our Indian brethren have only claimed 
for themselves the natural rights and privileges of man and desired to live 
like all civilised human beings. But to their misfortune, their hopes were 
all blighted as soon as the Immigration Act came into force, receiving, 
through the advice of the civilized, just and learned English statesmen, the 
assent of His Majesty. The hope that the injustice of the South African 
Government will not be perpetrated under the British flag is now extin- 
guished. Coolies that have gained their freedom after the expiry of their 
term should not live in the country. Wives cannot live with their husbands 
inasmuch as their marriages were declared unlawful.

A man desiring to go from one place to another 
has to take out a license on payment of a tax of £1. Nowhere on the face 
of the earth can be found people who bow down their devoted heads to such 
statutes and live despicable lives in this twentieth century. As soon as the 
Act came into force, our people have entered into a moral warfare. This 
warfare is not attended with swords, guns, and other weapons of destruction. 
Nor is to be found in it the incessant sounds of trumpets and drums. T'o 
preserve their self-respect, to protect their nation, and to establish justice, 
our people are prepared to lay out their strength, their money, their very 
lives, with the cheerfulness with which Lord Jesus devoted himself to the 
cause of dharma (justice), prepared himself for his crucifixion, and resigned 
his life to his enemies. One thing must happen in this warfare, either the 
Bharatiya brethren must all perish, or the South Africans, feeling ashamed, 
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modify their Act out of due deference to the opinion of the civilized world. 
What is the help that we can render to our brethren in their present affliction, 
subjected to the yoke of a cruel statute? Time has come to test the self- 
respect, courage, and the perseverance of the Hindus. A duty devolves 
upon us to render financial help to our brethren who have pledged themselves 
+, win fame for their brethren and glory to their mother country. And let 
us discharge this sacred duty and save our brethren from any chances of 
despair and dejection. The Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale has stated that the South 
Airicans will try this time to crush us in all possible ways and that something 
will happen either for good or for bad. He promised to start a fund for the 
relief of our brethren. At this juncture, it behoves all political associations 
here, not only to submit, through the Government of India, memorials to 
English statesmen showing forth our indignation at this despotic measure of 
the South Africans, but also to request them humbly to endeavour to preserve 
the loyalty of the Indians tothe british Crown. Lord Ampthill is favourably 
Jisposed towards us. ‘lhe Government of India is trying its best to effect 
a conciliation. The Indians must, therefore, try through the Government of 
India, to bring peace to the poor Indians in South Africa, by having the 
odie of this cruel statute altered, and till then, help our heroic brethren 
with funds.

(e) Local und Municipal. 


1. The Municipal News, for the week ending 26th October, has the mornanes Bowe, 


following -—** The Official Chairman of the 
é Vaniyambadi Municipality resides in Tirup- 
pattiir, 14 miles away from Vaniyambadi. The whole management is 
practically entrusted to the manager and personal assistant to the Chairman. 
The powers of the Chairman are delegated to the manager and personal 
assistant. It is no wonder then that the manager and personal assistant pla 
‘he part of local tyrants, playing havoc with the rights and liberties of the 
eople, and rule them with aniron hand. . . . . We know that as lon 
is Lord Pentland, the staunch and sturdy Liberal that he is, is at the cook 
of our Government, and such an enlightened gentleman, well versed in all 
branches of life, as the Hon’ble Mr. P. 8. Sivaswimi Ayyar is in charge of 
the Municipal portfolio, such a state of affairs will not be allowed to exist. 
Facts that have been brought to light clearly show of the existence of 
factions in Vaniyambadi, extremely antagonistic to one another and this 
should be put an end to by the Government very soon, if the administra- 
tion of Vaniyambadi is to goon smoothly. We invite the attention of the 
Government to this grave affair and trust they will sift the matter to the 
bottom, and find out a solution that will give a deathblow to autocracy, and 
set the wheels of Vaniyambadi municipalism so that they may run smoothly 
without any hitch. ‘T’he above deplorable facts clearly show that the plant 
of local self-government is forced to wither, not by Government, who, we 
sincerely believe, are not capable of doing it, but by our own men, who aro 
not ashamed of doing what they are doting. The story of Vaniyambadi is 
a terrible lesson for others to be careful in selecting men for performing 
the onerous duty of growing the seed of local self-government in India.”

9. The Malabar Herald, for the week ending 25th October, writes :— 
‘The removal of the tension, which was 
becoming acute between the Government of 
India and the Indian Muhammadan community, particularly that section of 
it in Cawnpore implicated in the recent riot, may, for the present, be taken 
as representing a happy termination of what might probably have led to 
unhappy consequences. . . - + In our opinion the initial error was 
committed by the Government themselves. They should have known that 
to demolish any portion of a place of public worship would wound the religi- 
ous feelings of those who make use of it. In connection with the Cawnpore 
mosque affair there were sufficient grounds for apprehension, as the local 
Government authorities had proceeded to demolish a portias of the mosque 
regardless of the opposition raised by the . Muhammadans whose fanaticism ; 
the Government know by experience, easily overpowers their reason. The 
Government should: have therefore thought twice before they decided upon 
removing a portion of the mosque. Having failed to do so, their attempt 
resulted in the creation of a disturbance. The subsequent procedure of 
Government in releasing the prisoners before the completion of the trial and 
the withdrawal of the case can hardly be considered judicious. It is, indeed, 
a beautiful homily when one is told that the sympathetic decision of His 
Excellency the Viceroy will appeal to the refined feelings of the educated 
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Muhammadans, who cannot fail to acknowledge the benevolent character «; 
the decision, und the paternal spirit in which it is given. It is well and g,,,, 
if educated members of the community can control the ignorant masses, '}),., 
they lose their temper over imaginary wrongs. ‘Lhe members of the deputy. 
tion which approached His Excellency the Viceroy, when he visited Cawny,,:.. 
with a message of peace, were there before the riot took place, and if tj... 
had any control over those who created the disturbance, the incident of t),.. 
4rd August would, probably, have not happened. It is all bunkum to s,; 
that the decision of His Excellency Lord Hardinge would have the effect oj 
improving the unruly character of Muhammadan fanatics. It is only the 
influence of education that will effect such a transformation. When th,. 
yartition of Bengal was modified by His Majesty the King-Emperor at the 

mperial Coronation in Delhi it was fondly hoped that there would be ay 
end to political unrest in India. ‘The ugly events which have happened aiter 
that memorable decision need not be reiterated here, because they are to, 
fresh in the memory of those who know them. In like manner we may be 
told that the release of the Cawnpore rioters will have the effect of toniny 
down the turbulent character of a aes mob of Muhammadan fanatics. But, 
if what had happened after the modification of the Bengal partition is to be 
taken as a precedent, we are inclined to be a bit sceptical as to the happy 
millennium predicted in the near future. Indeed, we must, in fairness, admit 
that the educated Muhammadans will accept His Excellency’s decision with 
feelings of gratitude and loyalty. But the educated Muhammadans constitute 
only a small speck in the big ocean. When we are told that the 
action of a Government in yielding to the lawlessness of a people does not 
involve the loss of their prestige, we must confess our inability to understand 
what prestige is. If, however, the Government had waited till the conclusion 
of the trial, and pardoned the prisoners after their conviction, there would 
not have been any accusation of weakness.” 


3. In aleader on this subject, the Hindu, of the 29th October, says :— 
The Members of the Royal Commission on the 
Public Services in India are expected to arrive 
in Bombay to-morrow, and to commence their sittings at Delhi on the 3rd 
ultimo, to enquire into the working of as many as 28 departments of the 
Government, having already, during their last visit, conducted their investiga- 
tion into the constitution and recruitment of the Indian Civil Service and thie 
Provincial Civil Service. In connection with these two latter services, « 
series of questions were framed to be answered by intending witnesses and 
previously circulated before the arrival of the Commission, so as to enable 
witnesses to submit their written answers on which they could be orally 
examined subsequently. Not only officials, but a large anaes of non-officials 
were examined and a large volume of material and useful evidence collected. 
which would enable the Commission to come to a thorough understanding otf 
the questions connected with these two services. But, unfortunately, with 
regard to the other departments of the Government no such procedure has, 
so far as we know, been adopted; no lists of questions have been drawn up 
and printed as regards each of these 28 departments and circulated to 
gentlemen who are likely to give valuable evidence and thus assist the 
Commission in their labours. . . . . So far as we understand, only 
official witnesses have been selected, with the exception of a few non-officials, 
and in connection only with some particular departments and the apparent 
reason for this procedure appears to be that the forthcoming enquiry by the 
Royal Commnissions is regarded as of a technical nature, in which only the 
officers of the department are competent to express an opinion. If this be 
accepted as the real reason, we are afraid that the scope and the objects of 
the enquiries of the Commission have been bcsdeaks Official witnesses 
move in a narrow grove, and though some of them may give expression to 
the disabilities under which they labour, they will be hampered, for reasons 
which it is unnecessary for us to go into at present, in formulating proposals tor 
meeting the needs of the situation. . . . . Several non-official members 
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of the Legislative Councils, as also several of our leading men in the districts, 
are perfectly as competent and perhaps even more competent than the officers 
of the departments concerned, to offer useful criticisms on broad questions 
aifecting the constitution and the recruitment of the various departments, 
while many retired officials ought to be able to give material help to the 
(‘commission in enabling them to arrive at correct conclusions. — 
We trust that even now it is not too late for the Government of India and the 
various local administrations to summon a sufficient number of non-ofticial 
witnesses competent to press the various aspects of the question for considera- 
tion by the Commission. . . . . So far we have not heard of such an 
invitation to appear before the Commission having been extended to any 
non-official gentlemen, and we yet trust that the necessity of letting non- 
official light on the official system of these various departments of the public 
service will be realised and provided for sufficiently.” 

4. The Madras Standard, of the Ist November, has the following :— 
“When the Viceroy delivered his epilogue 
alter enacting the last scene of the Cawnpore 
drama, little he must have thought of another question, kindred to the one 
that he put an end to. Far-seeing statesmen like Lord Hardinge need hardly 
be told that a policy intended to soothe the feelings of a large section of the 
people, unnecessarily worked up to the point of explosion, should be meant 
for universal application. . . . . In the light of the same policy, and as 
a corollary to the redress of the Cawnpore Muslim grievance, the Ayodhya 
Hindu grievance also must be considered and redressed. . . . . Had 
the Viceroy allowed the trial at Cawnpore to take its own course and end in 
the usual way, the Hindus would, perhaps, never have brought back to life the 
dead Ayodhya question. The experience of every husband having two wives 
is that he can insure his peace by kicking both the wives when they go 
wrong, but the moment—the most unfortunate moment to him—he chooses 
to bestow a kiss on one offending wife after kicking the other, he is sure to 
create a hell for himself athome. . . . . Ifitis thought rght to yield 
to Muhammadan agitation over a strongly-felt religious issue and to pardon 
those who took the law in their own hands, of course in a frenzy of religious 
zeal, why should not the Hindus also be considered fit for the same act of 
clemency, especially when they had been misled to break the public peace 
by highly provocative circumstances? . . . . The strength of the 
Hindus’ contention does not even lie in the argument, that because the 
Cawnpore law-breakers were amnestied, the Ayodhya riot prisoners must be 
released.

What we 
request is that the Government may be pleased to order the release of 
Seapvey, connected with the Ayodhya cow-killing riot and thus add one more 
ink to the golder chain that binds the people to the British Raj.”

eating into the vitals of this hapless Native State. . . . - Un the 
expenditure side, we find that money is spent on many useless things and the 
departments which directly contribute to the prosperity and happiness of the 
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ryot are starved. Palace items come to nearly a lakh and half where. 
education gets a little more than half a lakh and less than what was spent ip 
the preceding two years. . - - . On irrigation, in a rain-fed country, 
we find only Rs. 67,768 spent as against Rs. 1,02,826 in the year previous, 
whereas civil works, a non-paying expenditure, absorb nearly two lakhs, 
A good bit of this, we suppose, has gone towards the new palace building—a 
needless luxury when the State can little afford it. On the military and 
band are wasted Rs. 31,000 and odd, and the amount is much higher than thie 
expenditure in the two previous years. . . . . The Diwan’s closing 
address calls for no useful criticism. It is a string of meaningless platitudes. 
That speech might be delivered in any Native State in India and repeated for 
the next twenty years tocome. We see the Diwan is beginning to appreciate 
the value of agricultural co-operation. He has indulged in some flights of 
rhetoric on this. It is sickening to read all this tall talk, when more than 
ts. 10,000 originally intended for starting an agricultural co-operative 
bank is being wasted on a mass of cold marble. ‘ Dust thou art and to dust 
shalt thou return’ is as well applicable to a piece of marble as to the human 
frame.” 

Writing on this subject the Indian Patriot, of the 31st October, says :— 
‘Mr. Gwynn, the new Superintendent of the Pudukkottai Darbar, has met 
the representatives of the people of Pudukkottai in Assembly. In the perma- 
nently temporary absence of His Highness the Raja, Mr. Gwynn, helped 
by his Councillors, is the Raja to the people, so that the spirit of adminis- 
tration for the time being would be the spirit that he would bring to play. 
His address to the popular representatives, his attitude towards them, his 
courteous behaviour throughout the sittings of the Assembly ail promise to 
his spirit being of the best. His address proves his earnestness in adminis- 
tration. He has ideas in his head, and will not live out his period by sitting 
at his desk and disposing of papers. Mr. Gwynn has opportunities to show 
himself as a statesman and administrator, which he can never have in the 
cabinned and cribbed confinement of the British Indian district. . . . . 
It is a great opportunity for young men of ideas, highly educated and specially 
called upon to administer affairs, to-find himself head of a small State like 
Pudukkottai. No Collector, no Member of the Board of Revenue, has‘such 
opportunities as Mr. Gwynn has to do popular deeds. ‘There are sentiments

sndions in South Afrion. Africa has become a veritable scandal, and 
the Government of India as the guardian of our liberties and interests can no 
longer delay taking up a decisive and unequivocal attitude. It was only the 
other day that His Excellency the Viceroy announced to the people of India 
that it was the duty of the Government to maintain the equality of status of 
the Indian subjects of the King-Emperor with that of British subjects in other 
parts of the British Empire. The time has come for His Excellency to trans- 
late his word into action. There is strong and widespread feeling in this 
country in favour of the Government taking in hand retaliatory measures. 
Treat the colonists coming to India in the same manner they treat us in their 
country is the demand emanating from all parts of the country. The Govern- 
ment of India will be perfectly justified in listening to the demand and taking 
in hand retaliatory legislation. The step proposed is no doubt drastic, but 
desperate diseases call for drastic remedies. . . . . The Government of 
India can no longer parley with the situation. They must proceed to business 
at once, vindicating their honour and sense of justice. The country is behind 
their back, and fortified by that they must move in the matter at once. The 
Imperial Government may demur and talk of Imperial unity and such other 
kinds of nonsense. A people who do not allow Imperial unity in their own 
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country have no right to demand it in another. . . . Some member of 
‘he Imperial Legislative Council will, we trust, move a resolution at the next 
.ession recommending to the Government the taking in hand such measures 
ot retaliation as will bring about an appreciable change in the situation.” 


Writing on this subject, the Madrare Standard, of the 27th October 
says:—* In his speech at Bombay, on Saturday last, the Hon'ble Mr. Gokhale 
resented the South African situation with his usual lucidity and force 
coupled with that never-failing fairness to the other side. It is needless to 
recount the details, but it will be enough when we say that the struggle that 
has commenced is a stupendous one and on our success in the struggle 
jienends our true regard or our national self-respect. We have to face the 
<ituation squarely and with no small determination. We have to recognise 
the fact that our people, who have helped to enrich the planters and con- 
tributed to the economic development of the Colony, are not wanted. ‘They 
are weleome as coolies, rather, as slaves, but as citizens of the Colony, as 
tree men, as British subjects with a definite status, they are not wanted. 
ee Justice and equity and above all the fair name of the Empire, 
under which the Colonials and Indians find protection, require that the 
people with whose blood the Colony has been fertilised and developed should 
he shown a certain amount of consideration. ‘T'o deny this is the nega- 
tion of the elementary ideas of justice and citizenship within the Empire. 
. . , We have no other alternative but to retaliate and if the Govern- 
ment should fail to stand by us in this struggle, the people of India will 
look upon themselves, not as free citizens, but as helots of the British 
Empire.” 

The Indian Patriot, of the 31st October, remarks:—‘‘ The story of the 
fight of our brave countrymen in the Transvaal 1s daily being telegraphed to 
us. The workmen in the mines have thrown in their lot with the passive 
resisters. They are refusing to work, refusing to submit themselves to any 
indignity or insult, and braving the angry combination of influential cap- 
italists. The fight is waging with great fury. . . . . There is nothing 
left now but to retaliate. To close the service to South Africans, to boycott 
South African coal, would not only instantaneously bring them to their 
senses, but would infuse hope and courage in the martyrs now in jail, uphold- 
ing the greatness of British citizenship by refusing to call themselves subjects 
of His Majesty and be slaves. It will be a great day for the daily increasing 
band of passive resisters that they can point to their Government being on 
their side. ‘To theng it will be a supreme moment in their lives when the 
wire brings the news that at the meeting of the Viceroy’s Legislative Council 
Mr. Gokhale carried his resolution, and that effective retaliation will be used 
against South Africa. . . . . A war itis, and a holy kind of war, 
where no blood is spilt, but where the soul of man manifests itself in all its 
clory. It is easier to be struck with the Bulgarian sword and to fall down 
and die than to realise that a lawfully wedded wife of a Moslem should be 
‘old that she is but a concubine.” 


The Karnataka, of the 1st November, observes :—** Mr. Gokhale has 
made a very comprehensive and at the same time heart-stirring statement of 
the position of our brethren in South Africa. Telegrams from that scene of 
the acutest ethical and racial war of our times go to show that the situation is 
becoming worse from day to day, that the authorities are descending lower 
into depths of meanness and that the Indians are nsing to heroic altitudes of 
suffering. All India,—religions, castes and sects making no difference, — 
sends her sincerest sympathy to those poor men and women who have been 
‘truggling nobly and enduring valiantly, in a distant land and amid dismal 
circumstances, for the honour of their race and the good name of their mother- 
land. . . . . What ashame it is that the people of Mysore have made no 
organized effort yet to help the cause! We learn from a source which is 
absolutely reliable, that a Servant of India visited this place a couple of years 
ago to raise funds for the cause of Indians in South Africa, and that he could 
not collect more than Rs. 10 with all his best efforts! What a sad comment

desirable ; legally qualified to be chosen”? If all those who do not come 
within the description contained in (a—e) are excluded from the Levee, they 
will form a pretty large class of non-official gentlemen, whose enforced non-

attention of the authorities to a case of suspicious 


death which occurred recently at Nadapuram 
in Malabar and which the correspondent calls ‘ the N adapuram murder case.” 


Qn the morning of the day previous to ‘“*Onam” the tdead body of one 
Pottan was seen floating in a small pool close to Mr. K. S. Narayana Ayyar’s 
house. The Police were apprised of the fact and the Circle Inspector with 
Sub-Inspector and the village magistrate hastened to the place. On examining 
the body they had reasons to suspect that the death was due to torture. 
Subsequent enquiries elicited the fact that from a neighbouring compound, the 
residence of a Kavutiyan, some arecanuts had been stolen from a tree and 
that paddy growing under that tree had all been trampled over. The 
Kavutiyan’s house was searched and marks on the floor which looked very 
like those of blood were carefully collected and sent to the Chemical Examiner, 
who, however, was of opinion that they were not caused by blood. ‘The 
Kavutiyan was not found at his house but his mother said that he was at his 
wite’s house at Naluthara. For some days after the occurrence he was absent 
from the place but the correspondent understands that he is there at present 
and that further enquiries into the case appear to have been dropped. ‘lhe 
correspondent asks how any decrease in the number of murders, etc., can be 
expected if crimes of this kind are allowed to go undetected and their perpe- 
trators unpunished. ‘The proper attention of the Police is earnestly drawn 
to this matter.

(e) Local and Municipal. 


1l. The Desabhimani, for the week ending the 22nd October, writes as 
follows in English:—One of the most important 
questions absorbing public attention during 
the last few weeks is the proposal to increase the land-cess commonly known 
as the road-cess. Our readers may be aware that every District Board 
collects 1 anna per rupee of the land-cess paid by landowners to Govern- 
ment. The income from this source together with that from tolls, ferries, 
avenues, etc., and the Provincial grants given by Government towards educa- 
tion and sanitation constitute the funds of the District and Taluk Boards for 
the discharge of their numerous duties in maintaining the roads, hospitals, 
dispensaries, schools, the vaccinating department, etc. Though as its name 
implies, this tax was originally intended for the maintenance of roads, it has 
now to be necessarily devoted to various purposes. — The District Board 
retains more than half of these receipts for itself and distributes the balance 
among the Taluk Boards in certain proportion. The District Board is in 
charge of the principal roads while the ‘l'aluk Boards are entrusted with the 
smaller ones. Though the receipts amount to some lakhs when collected yet

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when shared by the District and Taluk Boards are split into very small 
amounts. The small amounts they thus get are hardly sufficient for thes. 
Taluk Boards even to maintain their roads so that any advancement towards 
the introduction or improvement of village roads is out of the question, }}u 
for the last some years the demand for village roads has been rather pressin 
and the District Boards and Taluk Boards are unable to cope with it. ‘Thy 
District Board of Coimbatore therefore thought fit to raise the land-cegs |); 
l anna in the rupee. As the Local Boards Act authorizes the levy of only 
l anna per rupee, the necessity for legislation giving the District Boar 
concerned power to raise the tax became necessary. This induced Govern. 
ment to ascertain if other Vistrict Boards and the public are willing to accept 
the proposed enhancement. In pursuance of the order of Government, thic 
President of our District Board held a public meeting to ascertain the wishes 
of the people in this matter. Circular letters were accordingly sent to all the 
voters of the Taluk Boards, and it was decided in a largely attended meeting 
that the land-cess should not be enhanced. We do not think that the decision 
thus arrived at is quite desirable. The main reason adduced against the 
proposal was that the ryots were already overburdened with taxation and that 
the road-cess now collected is not properly utilised. Even making allowance 
for possible mismanagement, the funds now at the disposal of the District and 
Taluk Boards cannot meet the increasing demand for village roads. The 
other reason, namely, that the people are already burdened with taxation 
does not quite meet the case for a slight increase. The raising of the road- 
cess by half anna per rupee, we think, will not throw a heavy burden on the 
landowners because with the smaller landowners, it will be only a question of 
a few annas, while with bigger landlords it will certainly be no great thing. It 
will not be in the one case even a hundredth of the amount most of them spend 
on drinking. In the other case it will not be even a hundredth of the amount 
they spend on feasts and tamashes and other recurring luxuries. The ryots will 
not therefore grudge to accept this small increase, especially in the present 
circumstances of village roads and the necessity for their improvement. The 
real cause of any reluctance to pay more is that the ryots have no confidence 
in the ‘Taluk Board administration, the main objection they put forward against 
the increase being, that though the increment is now said to be necessitated for 
village roads, yet there will be no guarantee that the funds accruing from the 
additional taxation will be devoted for the very purpose for which they are now 
proposed to be intended. Moreover, if the village roads are undertaken by 
a sort of rotation then there will be no knowing when all the villages under a 
‘Taluk Board will realise the fruits of the increased taxation. For some years 
to come most of the villages must be contributing to the benefit of the rest. 
‘This idea it is that has made the people unwilling to contribute anything 
more towards the funds of the Taluk Boards. ‘l'o put it shortly, the absence 
of a village organization to look after the aifeirs of every village has been 
the cause of this popular reluctance to accept an increase of taxation which is 
intended purely for the benefit of the ryots. Ifthe proposal to increase the 
road-cess and to devote the additional revenue to village roads succeeds the 
creation of village organizations, then the result of the proposal will be 
different. If it was proposed that each village should have a small organized 
body to manage its affairs and that to this body should be handed over the 
additional revenue collected from that village, then each village would have 
the guarantee that it would reap the fruits of this increase at once and every 
one will readily subscribe to the proposal without the least murmur. The 
initial mistake therefore lies in the failure of Government to propose 2 
village organization first and then to propose a way to supply it with funds. 
Under the present circumstances, therefore, it is certain that many supporters 
of the proposed increase will not be found. It is natural that the villagers 
cannot be expected to be so philanthropic as to consent to an increase of 
taxation without immediate corresponding advantage to them. It will be 
too theoretical to argue with them that what is advantageous to their neigh- 
bours will also be indirectly advantageous to themselves. There is no doubt 
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his is @ good opportunity for the improvement of Village roads, but if this 
opportunity 16 not availed of by the people concerned. they are not altogether

has been pleased to order their release. We do not see any reason for this 
exercise of special powers on the part of His Excellency the Viceroy in this 
case. The accused have, while the case was pending, been for ten weeks in 
prison. This has been declared by him sufficient punishment. But we do 
not comprehend the reasons for such a declaration. 


In « riot in Oudh, between the Hindus and the Muhammadans conse- 
quent on the killing of a cow, the Government did not think it necessary to 
excuse the Hindus who out of religious frenzy fell out with the Muham- 
madans. ‘The wealthy landholders who took part in the Kotappakonda riot 
case had to undergo severe punishment for years. A term of four years 
imprisonment has not been considered enough in the case of the sickly and 
old Bal Gangadhar Tilak. But yet it has been found necessary to excuse, 
before their trial in Sessions, a group of Muhammadans who were committed 
to the Sessions for open rebellion and assault on the Police in broad daylight 
in which ten lives were lost. 


It is not necessary to express the sentiments of the Hindus with regard 
to this matter. We have discerned the partiality of the British the moment 
the Muhammadans were accorded special privileges in the administration. 
There is nothing improbable if one partial act has led to a series of others. 
Whatever gives contentment to the Muhammadans will, no doubt, be a source 
of joy to us also. But we cannot put up with any partiality. We strongly | 
believe that His Excellency’s action will strike a blow at the British prestige 
at least in the eyes of the Muhammadan community. This sort of partiality 
not only tends to create differences between the Muhammadans and the 
Hindus but is also a slur on the strength of the British Government. We 
fully concur with the Statesman that the policy of His Excellency Lord 
Hardinge in this matter is not, as every one tavws: safe in view of the 
future administration of the country. 


Writing on this subject the Mysore Star, of the 27th October,

steps to make some honest means of living available for the poor convicts 


discharged from jails and the professional robbers in general. It is not 
understood why this topic was brought forward on the occasion of opening 
the chattram at T’anjore, while there are several objects which are in need of 
the help and co-operation of popular leaders and liberal-minded wealthy men. 
[t will be admitted on all hands that the promotion of primary education is 
one of the problems, the solution of which is more urgent and better calculated 
to meet the needs of the people than the charity suggested by Mr. Wood. 
When primary education is made free and compulsory, as desired by the 
people, the numerical strength of the criminal tribes will be reduced. 


18. The Swadesamitran, of the 25th October, writes:—The instructions 


given by Lord Crewe to the 75 members of the 
Civil Service recently recruited for India are 
noteworthy. As India is undergoing a trans- 
formation in several respects, it is no longer possible for the present-day 
otticers of the Civil Service to rule the country as did their soehianadai of 
old. The Indians have now become the equals of Englishmen in education 
and character. Since the formation of Lord Morley’s Reformed Councils, the 
Indians have developed a capacity and courage unknown before, and are. in 
consequence, more freely criticising the Government. This freedom should 
nut, however, be resented by the Civilians. Lord Crewe made a general 
remark that the Indians’ criticisms of Government are intolerable some- 
times, but he did not give instances in support of his statement. When the 
measures of Government are discussed in our Legislative Councils by the 
non-official members, they do not, in the opinion of Lord Crewe, use immo- 
derate language. On the other hand, their behaviour and language in these 
Councils have been acknowledged by Viceroys and Governors tu be dignified 
and polite. 

As it is impossible for the educated Indians, when they rise in strength 
and influence, to refrain from speaking on the actions of Government, the 
Inglishmen themselves are aware that criticisms ou the Government and 
scrutiny of official responsibility will be on the increase. ‘The best way to 
meet such criticisms and scrutiny lies in the promotion of cordial relations 
between the Indians and the Englishmen. Another important matter in 
which the Civil Servants were advised by Lord Crewe to take intcrest, in 
addition to discharging their legitimate official duties, is the study of the 
ancient literature of India. Mr. Burnell, who was formerly a District Judge 
in Tanjore, spent his leisure in examining the local library, and the late A. O. 
Hume became a specialist in the study of Indian birds. But it is not possible 
tor the present-day Civilians to follow their example, as they spend their 
leisure hours in singing and playing inthe company of their ladies, and 
proceed frequently to England on leave. They do not evince the same 
sympathy towards the Indians as before, and moreover, their time 1s diverted 
in the company of non-official Englishmen who are pouring in this country 
for purposes of trade and industry. We do not, therefore, believe that Lord 
Crewe’s advice in this respect will be beneficial. 


19. The Dravidabhimani, of the 24th October, thinks that the Goverment 

of India is not well-advised in having resolved 
English medical women for to import medical women from England for 
mine employment in India, instead of recruiting 
them from the educated women in this country. As the medical women of 
England are not well acquainted with the customs and habits of the natives 
of India, this paper is of opinion that the sum of Rs. 50,000 set apart for this 
vee will be properly spent only if the Indian medical women are benefited 

y it.

page 1665, article 28, of the Report. 


21. The Kerala Sanchari, of the 22nd October, in a leading article entitled 
‘The magnanimity of the Viceroy,” eulogises 
the gracious and statesmanlike action of His 
Excellency Lord Hardinge in the Cawnpore riot affair. His Excellency’ 
deep sympathy with the aspirations of the Indians has, says the paper, already 
manifested itself in the annulling of the partition of Bengal as well as in 
redressing many grievances. His Excellency’s sympathy was remarkably 
shown recently by the withdrawal of the prosecution of the 106 Mussalmans 
committed to the sessions in connection with the Cawnpore riot and b 
settling the dispute regarding the mosque in the way it has been done. This 
action of His Excellency more than any other has not only endeared him to 
all classes of Mussalmans in India but also conduced to promote peace and 
loyalty among them to a very large extent. ‘T’hen, after giving a briei 
account of the Cawnpore riot and His Exvellency’s reply to the welcome 
address presented to him at Cawnpore, the paper adds :—‘ most of the 
Anglo-Indian papers have adversely criticised His Excellency’s action; but 
all the Indian papers have been unanimous in praising it. Those that 
mistake statesmanship and sympathy for weakness on the part of the 
(government are certainly incapable of understanding the true nature of real 
statesmanship.” 

22. The Jaridah-i-Rozgar, of the 23rd October, in a leader on the Indian 


in ttn as Press, says that the Government should 

approach the problem broad-mindedly, because 

all the papers are not alike, nor are all the editors acquainted with the true 

significance of freedom; and so, if any editor exceeds the bounds, it is due 

to Ins ignorance. ‘The editor looks on his own article in a light quite 
different from what the authorities do.

given in the Government House at Ranchi in honour of Mr. N. 1. Halward. 


the Director of Public Instruction, Bihar, at which two Indian ge. iemen and 
an Indian lady were present, Mr. Halward observed that it was impossible 
for an Englishman to bring himself to the position of desiring the company 
of the men and women belonging to the black and vellow races, and adds 
that the Lieutenant-Governor of Bihar wrote subsequently to the Indians 
present at the dinner party, expressing his regret at the foolish effusions of 
Mr. Halward. It is surprising that such a narrow-minded man as Mr. Halward 
should have been elevated to the position of Director of Public Instruction. 
In the provinces in which he worked in this capacity he is sure to have 
treated his Indian subordinates as mere worms and to have blighted their 
prospects. It is hoped that the opinion he expressed about the Indians will 
form the subject of a question in the House of Parliament. 


28. In commenting on some of the resolutions passed at the recent 

_ Group Conference in Madura, the Swadesa- 
_ The resolutions of the Madura mitran, of the 22nd October, remarks :— Though 
a the earnings of the railways in India are 
derived from the money of the Indians, the duties levied on foreign imported 
vvods are light while those imposed on the indigenous manufactures are 
heavy. When Sir Vitthaldas Thackersay once moved a resolution in the 
Imperial Legislative Council for doing away with this distinction, the official

member who replied to it gave some sort of excuse and maintained that the 


distinction could not be removed. ‘The sale of Indian articles in distant 
places is very much hampered by the existence of such a distinction. ‘T'hen 
the Government has been requested to afford greater conveniences to the 
passengers in several railway stations and to open fresh railway lines to 
certain places. The Indians are powerless now to compel the railway com- 
panies to remove the hardships of passengers and to attend to their conveni- 
ences. The Secretary of State for India directly enters into agreements 
with these companies in the opening and management of railways without 
consulting Indian opinion, and even the Railway Board, established by 
Grovernment, does not contain any Indian member. No authorities are 
therefore anxious to remove the hardships of Indian passengers. [ven in 
the matter-ef opening fresh railway lines, the main consideration of the 
Government of India is to improve the’ facilities for traffic between the 
Indian ports and the interior of the country, as such improvement will tend 
to increase the export of Indian products to foreign countries, and it is the 
object of the Government to encourage such export as much as possible. 

The next resolution contained a request to the Government for tbe 
establishment of industrial schools and colleges in every district and the 
improvement of indigenous industries. The establishment of industrial 
schools is a necessity at least in large industrial centres, though not in every 
district. Even: Madras cannot at present boast of a first-rate industrial 
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institution with complete equipments. Enormous expenditure will haye ;, 
be incurred if this resolution of the Conference has to be carried out. ‘T},, 
Governmeyt pleads want of funds for the improvement of general education, 
though it is aware 'of the aspirations of the public in this direction. ‘1, 
Government was recently prepared to spend large sums on all the branches 
uf education, but it could not do so owing to paucity of funds. The allot. 
ments granted out of the revenues of India to the various local Government; 
are inadequate to meet even their ordinary expenditure. In such circum. 
stances, how is it possible to open industrial schools in every district ° 
Unless the budget estimates of India are completely altered and larger allot. 
ments are made to the Provincial Administrations, there is no means of 
fulfilling the aspirations of the public in educational and other matters. 


29. In a leading article commenting on the reply of His Excellency 
| _.. Lord Pentland to the several addresses 
Co-operative credit societies resented to him during his recent visit to 
sur Wenvens, Salem, the Swadesamitran, of the 28rd October, 
remarks :—His Excellency said that an attempt on the part of Government 
to establish a co-operative credit society for the weavers would be of no avail 
when they themselves took no interest in the matter. As, however, it is 
natural that ignorant people should be unable to realise what conduces to 
their own interests, the Registrar may start, as an experiment, such societies 
in one or two specified areas and watch their working. Such societies for 
weavers have been established in several places in Bombay. The Indian 
agriculturists were also at first considered to be incapable of carrying on 
co-operative work. It is now patent that such a view is wrong and similarly 
the opinion now held by Government regarding the capacity of the weavers 
may after all turn out to be erroneous. It is therefore worth while to make 
a trial in this direction by gathering a few persons of this community and 
forming such societies in places like Salem, Kumbakonam and Coimbatore. 


30. Referring to the speech of Mr. Wood, the Collector of Tanjore, in the 
recent Conference at Papanasam on the enhance- 
ment of land-cess, the Swadesamitran, of the 
25th October, says:—Mr. Wood observed in 
the course of his speech that by empowering District Boards and Munici- 
palities to impose fresh taxation, the local institutions would be strengthened. 
The people will then take an active interest in the management of these 
institutions and local self-government will exercise real power. This is no 
doubt true, but if local bodies are to be mvested with such power, they must 
really become representative institutions and should not be conducted by the 
officials in accordance with their own wishes, as at present. ‘The popular 
leaders should be the prownay members in them and they should be managed 
by the people themselves. ‘T’hen the people will not be unwilling to invest 
such bodies with fresh powers. ‘T'o invest them in their present condition 
with fresh powers wil] be naturally feared by the people as disastrous to their 
own interests. 

The District Board of Tanjore has opened railway lines im that district 
and is deriving large profits therefrom. 7 new lines are opened with this 
profit, there will be a fresh income of five lakhs of rupees within six years. 
With this income, village roads may be freely constructed wherever they are 
wanted. Where is then the necessity for the enhancement of the land-cess ? 
The agriculturists of Tanjore are already overburdened with taxation. When 
it is possible to afford all the necessary conveniences to the villagers without 
adding to this burden, the levy of a fresh tax is obviously unnecessary. We 
regret our inability to approve of one of the resolutions of the Conference, 
which recommended the setting apart of 64 per cent. of the land revenue of 
the district for the use of the local bodies and the division of the balance 
between the Provincial and the [mperial Governments. This suggestion 
can never be carried out. If 6} per cent. of the land revenue of every 
district is to be made over to the local bodies, the funds necessary for the 
protection and welfare of the country will be reduced. In order to promote

on the question of the appointment of more Inspectors of Schools in this 


Presidency. Our contemporary gives currency to a rumour that the number 
ot Inspectors will be increased by twelve. There are already, we believe 
nine Inspectors, and another Inspector 18s proposed to be appointed. If we 
add twelve to the cadre, there will be in all twenty-two Inspectors. We do 
not ourselves believe that such a proposal has been made by the Local Govern- 
ment, though, as we have celahed out before, the ideal to be worked up to is 
one Inspector for every district. The most important duty of an 
Inspector is to watch the progress of elementary education and help on its 
development. An European Inspecting officer, ignorant of the language of 
the people, and of their life and traditions, and who has to depend helplessly 
on his subordinates, is least fitted for this task, and it is difficult to see wh 
Dr. Bourne thinks it desirable that men possessing English University 
ualifications should be employed in the Inspectorate. The kind of inspection 
conducted by such officers is more or less of a farce, and the sooner the 
Government change their policy, dictated by experts, the better for mass 
education for which they nightly profess so much sympathy.”

endeavour by the officers of Government to make them successful’, . . 
In their desire to obtain acceptance of their scheme of panchayats, +]; 
committee expressly proceeded to exclude, from their report to Government.

for the constitution of village panchayats in general for the management o; 
all village affairs. . . . . The public, as we have pointed out, accepted 
the proposals of the committee for the constitution of functional panchayats, 
in spite of its obvious drawbacks, in the hope that their success in the various 
forms of work entrusted to them would, in due course, demonstrate the need 
of, and lead to, the establishment of the general panchayats, and it was hope 
that whatever their reasons for their former attitude, the Government would. 
in the face of the overwhelming evidence as to the success of panchayats. 
brought together by the committee, see fit to accept cordially and frankly 
the partial remedy, which the committee proposed. The Government. 
however, we regret to note, while unable to reject the recommendations, 
have attempted to attenuate their effect to the last degree in a form barely 
compatible with their acceptance. . . . . Itis not easy to understand 
the spirit of pessimism in reference to this matter which underlies the 
observations of the Government. After this statement of Government’s views 
and fears, one may imagine what effect this will have on the average Revenue 
Divisional officer and| the Forest officer, who are to be entrusted with the 
duty ‘to examine the conditions prevailing in each forest village, with 
special regard to their adaptability to panchayat administrations,’ while the 
final selection will be in the hands of the Commissioner of Forests. The 
amount of official control provided over the panchayats by the committee 
was rigid enough, but the complete segregation and non-utilisation of any 
of the existing statutory non-official organizations, viz., the unions, the rural 
and the district boards, or of their members, in obtaining advice and 
assistance in the selection, the starting and the constitution of these 

anchayats in forest villages, is hardly calculated to encourage experiments 
in this direction, or to give them that fair trial which the Government have, 
at the outset, declared themselves in favour of. We can only hope that a 
much more appreciable recognition of the utility and the need of village 
panchayats will yet be made by the Government and that, by the time the 
rules and instructions, as well as any changes in law which the Board ot 
Revenue may find necessary, are got ready to be issued, a more sympathetic 


attitude and a sounder — of administration will mark the actions ot 
Government in this behalf.” 


Writing on this subject, the Indian Patriot, of the 5th November, says :— 
‘¢'[he Madras Government have passed orders on the Forest Committee’s 
report. It is an exceedingly sympathetic order, and if the Forest officers and 
the Revenue officers, on whom the working of the system will depend, will be 
equally sympathetic, the cruel forest grievances will be things of the past. 
In fact, the Government of Madras, which, the day before it appointed the 
committee, was of opinion that there were not enough abuses to justify the 
appointment of a committee, is now anxious to show that it is not at all 
responsible for the state of the existing relations between the villager and the 
Forest authorities. It required, however, the supreme efforts of 
Kesava Pillai before Government would be convinced that there were 
grievances enough to justify enquiry. The evidence collected by the 
committee contained startling instances of corruption and oppression. 
Government have so thoroughly been convinced of the abuses as to make the 
generous confession that the complaints refer to the ‘ manner in which cattle- 
owners have been harassed by an unnecessary insistence upon the letter of 
the law. This has been accompanied by offers of bribes on the one hand and 
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jemands for them on the other, and the atmos 


here of mutual ti 
thus created has produced demoralization end discontent.’ corruption 


Government’s reliance on the Agricultural department and on the cultivator of 
green manure Crops to meet the demand for leaf manure will not give aatisfac- 
tion to the public. It is to be regretted that the fountain of Government 
sympathy should have run dry at this stage and that the opinion of 
Mr. Kesava Pillai, that the agriculturist would not be able to grow these crops 
all at once and that the prohibitive cost of leaf manure should not all at 


once be enforced, did not prevail. But it must be admitted that the Govern- 
ment have fully grasped the spirit of the Forest Committee. Every important 
recommendation made by the committee is enthusiasticall accepted. There 
is inevery line of the order a desire to befriend the friendless and poor 
ryot. If only the Forest officers and the Revenue sub-divisional officers would 
imbibe the spirit of the Government order and encourage forest punchayats, 
the new forest policy would give peace and prosperity to a large suffering 
population, who will be grateful to the Government, to Mr. Horne and tw 
Mr. Kesava Pillai. In fact to Mr. Horne’s large heart and sympathy is due 
the very earnest pleading he made for the generous concessions we find in 
his gga which Government has, with equal boldness and generosity, 
accepted. 

The Madras Standard, of the 6th November, observes :—“ We published 
yesterday a summary of the Government order passed with reference to the 
recommendations of the Forest Committee. The Government have accepted 
all the suggestions of the committee, and both are to be congratulated on this 
happy ending. When the proposal to appoint the committee was pressed on 
the notice of the Government, ak refused to believe that corruption reigned 
supreme in the administration of Madras foreats, but the evidence before the 
committee proved to the hilt every contention of the non-official members. 
The recommendations of the committee, though in keeping with the declared 
policy of the Government as embodied in their past resolutions, contained 
some far-reaching proposals ; and we are glad to see that the Government, 


though still sceptic as to their eventual success, are prepared to give them a 
fair trial. . . . . The success of the new policy depends mostly on the 
villagers and their supervising officials, and we are confident that the Govern- 


ment will not have to regret the day when they decided to entrust the new 
responsibilities to them.” 


(i) General. 


4. In a leader on this subject the Madras Standard, of the 3rd 
November, writes:—‘ The Public Services 
Commission meets to-day at Delhi to collect 
evidence on the several departments of the Public Services. . . . . We 
only wish to draw attention to the vast change that has come over the country 
in regard to its attitude towards the Commission. When the news of its 
appointment first arrived in India, it was hailed in many quarters and the 
general impression was that their labours would not be so disappointing as 
those of the last Commission. But all such expectations, based mainly on 
the composition of the Commission and the policy of the present administra- 
tion, vanished one by one and when the Commission left the shores of 
Bombay, it was even feared that its report might accentuate the present 
grievances of the people. . - . . We have referred more than once to 
the uncompromising attitude of most of the Kuropean witnesses towards the 
most cherished demands of the Indians and their opposition grew in volume 
and intensity as the Commission travelled from one province to another. 
Even the Madras European witnesses, who were comparatively more liberal 
in their views, raised the cry of class hatred and in Bengal, a persistent 
attempt was made to show that Indians had no administrative capacity and 
were completely unfit to hold district c¢ . The climax was, perhaps, 
reached in the evidence of the Hon’ble Mr. Fenton of the Punjab Government

While the evidence of the 
European witnesses thus became more and more hostile, there was fortunately 
or unfortunately, no similar change in the evidence of the Indian witnes.. 
The consequence is the present feeling among the people that the :Commissi, 
might not after all fulfil the reasonable expectations of the people. tis: 
Another important consideration that has intensified the disappointmey 
of the people is the way in which some of the Local Governments are reported 
to have looked upon the work of the Commission. Since the Commissio, 
have now to go more minutely into the work of the several departments 
Provincial as well as Imperial, it was reasonably expected that the member 
to be co-opted would be chosen from among both the Services. W, 
understand that some Local Governments have been pleased to ignore the 
claims of the Provincial Service in this respect. “They seem to believe— 
they are not bound to give their reasons for it—that the members of the 
Imperial Service would represent the grievances of the Provincial as well, 
Another equally incomprehensible decision of the Governments of the United 
Provinces and Madras is to choose their own witnesses to represent the 
different Services. This is absolutely against the instructions of the Com. 
mission and is calculated to wound the feelings of the Services concerned. 
We again confess our inability to see the justice of the reasons that might 
have influenced the Government in taking that step, and however well they 


may discharge their self-imposed duty the dissatisfaction caused by it will 
in no way be insignificant.” 


5. The Indian Patriot, of the 5th November, observes :—‘ The Sub. 
Assistant Surgeons took advantage of their 
annual gathering, over which: the Honourable 
the Surgeon-General presided to air their grievances. These are many and 
serious. At least one of them, and the most vital of them, is peculiar to this 
Presidency. The Sub-Assistant Surgeons in every other Presidency have 
had increase to their salary ; those in this Presidency alone have not got an 
increase. In Bombay, for instance, a Sub-Assistant Surgeon can hope to 
draw a salary of Rs. 100 a month; in Madras he can hope to draw 
only a salary of Rs. 60 a month. . . . . The late Surgeon-General 
Browne testified before the Royal Commission on Decentralisation to 
the superior qualifications of the Madras Sub-Assistants. What, however, 
actually happens to these superior men is that, when the Government of 
India sanctioned a revised scale of salary for them, the inferior men in 
other Presidencies got Rs. 100 salary, whereas the superior men here are 
still stagnating in the Rs. 60 grade. It is for the Madras Government to 
instantaneously remove this difference. . . . . Lieutenant-Colonel 
Giffard recently described the monthly salary of the Madras Sub-Assistant 
Surgeon as being ‘less than it costs to maintain a horse.’ And yet upon 
the shoulders of these is the full weight of medical relief in the Presidency 
placed. Out of the six hundred hospitals and. dispensaries in the Presidency, 
nearly seventy per cent. are under the charge of men costing less than 
keeping a horse. Seventy-five per cent. of the post-mortem examinations 
done in the Presidency are conducted by this class of medical subordinates. 
They brave the villages where cholera and plague decimate people, carrying 
relief to them. And an explanation should certainly be forthcoming from the 
Madras Government as to why it alone, of all the Governments in India, 
should have shown the cold shoulder to these men. . . . . They are 
proud of the testimony of a late Surgeon-General that they possess higher 
qualifications than any Sub-Assistant Surgeons anywhere in India. And yet 


they are treated worse than a horse—to quote the expression of Lieutenant- 
Colonel Giffard which promises to be historical.”

the Ayurvedic and the Unani systems of medicine which the Bill will damn. 
. . . + Asa speaker at yesterday’s meeting very aptly described it, the 
Medical Registration Bill may be described by its advocates as putting the 
louse of the western practitioners iu order, but it puts the house of the eastern 
practitioner into disorder. ‘T’o exclude the Sub-Assistant Surgeons from the 
mugic circle of the qualified practitioner will expose the Government to the 
taunt that it entrusts seventy per cent. of its medical relief to unqualified 
men. But if tomorrow the Medical Registration Bill is law, the thirty 
rupees grade Sub-Assistant Surgeon, who costs less than it does to maintain 
a horse, will be greater in the eye of the Malabar public than the great 
‘Tupprangot Moosad. All that we can say is this will be a scandal. And 
why should Government take up such an attitude to the eastern school ? 
IIas the Government weighed the eastern systems and found them wanting ? 
. . . . Why then should Government be a party to the irresponsible enthu- 
siasm of interested men. . . . . Here aresystems, the greatness of which 
is accepted by even western experts. ‘The people know that there are ailments 
for which the eastern systems hold out rapid and sure cure. And yet 
a Government that would spend a lakh of rupees in putting a fence round 
a decaying fortress in Bijapur or holding together the falling bricks of 
a Sivaji’s fortress, in the name of history and civilisation, would not spend 
anything worth the name in preserving at least—we do not say improving— 
the ancient systems. . . . .

his lecture the absence of any means at present of putting a stop to the adultera- 
tion of food-stuffs, such as rice, milk and ghee. The Corporation is now 
erecting an institution for testing impure articles of food, and buildings for 
bringing together and accommodating;milch cows are also in progress. Besides 
these, the Government should enact a suitable law in this direction. Under

‘Thisiwant is keenly felt throughout 
India. Proper measures should therefore be taken by the Government and 
the Municipalities to put an end to this practice which affects the health and 
lives of the people.

[he enhancement of land-cess introduced, many eminent English officials 
oe ee oo pee objected to it strongly. The objection was 
however over-ruled by the then Secretary of State for India and the Govern- 
ent of India, and it was held that the levy of this cess did not contravene 
the Revenue laws. It was at that time strongly urged by Lord Ripon that 
the power of enhancing the cess should not be given to the District Boards, 
is the poor ryots would thereby be subjected to hardships, aud that. it should 
therefore be vested directly in the hands of Government. Even Lord Curzon 
endorsed the same view, and it was pointed out by the Decentralization 
Commission that cesses should not be increased and that, on the other hand, 
it was the object of Government to minimise taxation and lighten the burden 
ot the ryots. Is not the proposed enhancement of the land-cess contrary to 
that object? The District Boards to which this question has been referred 
are not unaware of the rise in the price of foodstuffs and the consequent hard- 
ships of the poor. What will be the effect of this enhancement on the people 
at this time when even a reduction in the land revenue will. be welcomed 
as a great relief by the’ poor ryots ? Though the people know that the money 
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collected as land-cess is utilized for the formation and upkeep of 1.,j. 
hospitals and schools, they are unable to understand the necessit,: j,,. 
increasing it now. The Fn bg of 2 annas in the rupee as land-cess },,,, 
no doubt appear to be trifling to the rich mirasdars and zamindars, but it y;' 
be felt as a heavy burden by the poor farmers who solely depend upon 1}, 
cultivation of lands under lease and kudivaram. The Government of Mad;,; 
must have been convinced by this time that the numerous meetings |\¢\; 
throughout the Presidency have passed resolutions voicing the unaniini,, 
opposition of the people to this enhancement. The Hon’ble Mr. Chiday,. 
baranatha Mudaliyar and the Hon’ble Mr. V. K. Ramanujachariyar will, », 
course, fight for the people’s cause in the Legislative Council; but we ar. 
difident about a strong majority supporting them. The Cauvery dir 
scheme in Mysore, the existing heavy land assessment ‘and the increase| 
prices of foodstuffs owing to short harvests and foreign exports have already 
made the poor agriculturists miserable and if the land cess 1s also enhanced, 
what chances have they to prosper? We hope that the Government wi! 
deeply consider this question and see its way to refrain from enhancing thi, 
cess and thus avoid causing hardship to the people. 


Writing on this subject under the heading ‘* Wake up, O landholders! ”, 
the Pilaikkum Vazhi, for September, remarks :—As it is a universally admitted 
fact that the land assessment is already too heavy for the people to bear, w: 
thought that Mr. Hemingway’s proposal to increase this cess would die 
a natural death without attracting any attention. But the proposal has 
been accepted by the District Board of Coimbatore and sanctioned by 
Government, while the other District Boards have been consulted, as to 
the desirability of a similar enhancement in their respective districts. 
The landholders in the villages where this news has spread have already 
held meetings and protested against the proposal and thus have opened 
the eyes of the masses as to the danger ahead and these are.sure to raisc a 
hue and cry. While the road-cess in other Provinces is not more than 
1 anna in the rupee, it is not understood what special necessity exists in this 
Presidency for increasing it. We admit, of course, that the agriculturists 
in the villages are obliged to sell their produce at reduced rates and put 
to other difficulties owing to the want of proper roads and foot-paths; but it 
is not in the least justifiable that on that account they should pay more 
tax for the removal of their grievances. ‘The landholders are the poorest in 
this Presidency and yet they pay excessive taxes. It is only reasonable that 
for the proper carrying on of the Government all classes of people should 
pay taxes; but it is not proper that the greater portion of the taxation 
should be collected from one section of the community. The landholder has 
to pay half of his income in the shape of Government kists besides 1 anna 
in the rupee as land-cess. There are again various other taxes which he hias 
to pay in common with others without actually knowing that he is paying 
them, such as the export duties on rice, the stamp and customs duties and the 
salt and abkari duties. The taxes thus paid by the agriculturist when 
compared with those paid by other classes are quite disproportionate. The 
taxes paid by the agriculturists, instead of being spent on the formation and 
upkeep of village roads and elementary schools which would be of eminense 
to them, are, asa matter of fact, being utilized in towns for making gravel 
roads for the traffic of coaches, cycles and motor cars and ‘for maintaining 
hospitals and schools for the use of the general public, and when the question 
of village roads is raised, a proposal is made for increasing the land cess. 
If there are no sufficient funds for meeting the wants of the agriculturists, 
taxes should be levied on the citizens who enjoy benefits at the expense of 
the agriculturists. The income-tax of 4 or) pies in the rupee collected from 
officials and merchants who pay no other taxes must be increased so as to 
meet the requirements of the townsmen and to reserve sufficient money for 
providing for the conveniences of the agriculturists. If the agriculturists can 
only pay some attention to this matter and not remain indifferent as usual 
with them, the Government will come to know their hardships and refrain 
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from enhancing this cess. The landholders should, therefore. 


, wake up from 
their slumber, hold meetings and send memorials to Government spéine this 


proposal, for in these days only those who speak can hope to be heard.

on the proposed enhancement of land-cess. ‘The 
‘ivitation circular did not mention the hour or place of the meeting. Many 
respectable pattadars and muttahdars who had come from a long distance 
went to the Sub-Collector’s office at 11-80 a.m., and remained waiting in the 
verandah till 2 p.m. without receiving any information as to the hour of the 
meeting. At last the Sub-Collector sent a clerk to ask them to stand under 
1 tree at a distance of 15 yards from the office, informing them that the 
meeting would take place at 4 p.m. As many of the persons who were 
assembled there were Members of Taluk and District Boards, Municipal 
Councillors and Vakils, they did not like to stand under the tree and went 
away, while the rest remained there for fear of disobeying the Sub-Collector. 
The Sub-Collector appeared on the scene after 4 p.m. and asked his Head 
Clerk to ascertain their opinion on the increase of land-cess. The people 
unanimously said that the cess should not be increased. ‘The Sub-Collector 
asked them to reconsider their reply and give their opinion at the end of ten 
minutes. After ten minutes they repeated the same reply. The Sub-Col- 
lector then asked all those persons who were for the increase of the cess to hold 
up their hands. No one held up his hand. When those who were against 
the proposal were asked to signify their opinions by a show of their hands, 
all held up their hands. ‘Thereupon the Sub-Collector dispersed the meeting. 
If the proceedings of the meeting took place as described by the 
correspondent of the Hindu, itis very much to be regretted. In G.O. No. 
1275 of the 8th August, Presidents of District Boards are directed to ascertain 
the views of the people on the proposed enhancement as well as to explain to 
them the advantages of such enhancement. It does not appear that the Sub- 
Collector of Tiruppattir has honoured the spirit of that order. [lis procedure 
is an instance to prove that several Civilians, by their unkind and inconsi- 
derate treatment of the people, drive many a loyalist to dread and shun the 
executive authorities.

The prevention of plague in jnsanitary condition of the streets of Mangalore 
. ae. ne un meOROOTY ond congestion of houses in sume quarters 
preventing free access of light and air have 

resulted in a deplorable state of public health. The ravages of plague and 
typhoid fever show no signs of subsiding. On the other hand, the infection 
has of late heen spreading over the healthier suburbs also. ‘This is not all. 
During the past one or two years plague deaths have been occurring in many 
of the villages as well. Unless the Government and the public combine to 
put forth a more vigorous effort to suppress the havoc of this dread disease the 
infection is sure to spread over the entire district. The municipal authorities 
have been receiving financial aid from Government for carrying out the neces- 
sary reform, and we must admit that with this money some good work has 
been done of late in the direction of constructing new roads and demolishing 
insanitary dwellings. But the benefit of these changes is very much marred 
by the reconstruction of equally insanitary dwellings in the very same places. 
Unless, therefore, the new buildings fully meet all hygienic requirements, it 
would be necessary to insist upon keeping such plots open. We must observe 
in this connection that it is the duty of the municipal authorities to provide 
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the residents of such demolished cottages with quarters for new habitations 
elsewhere, The opening up of congested quarters by a Up insanitary 
houses and providing new quarters for constructing healtheir dwellings are 
thus the two important reforms which the municipality very much needs at 
present. Then alone will other sanitary reforms become ee and the 
attempts to suppress epidemics become fruitful. It is true that these changes 
entail enormous expenditure. But it must be borne in mind that if the 
infection should spread beyond Mangalore, the preventive measures that will 
have to be takere then will entail even more. We hope, therefore, that the 
Government as well as the municipal authorities will bestow due attention 
on this question. 


(f) Land Revenue and Settlement.

(h) Railways. 


24. The Desabhimanz, of the 29th October, writes in English as follows :— 
3 ‘¢ The obstruction of the railway traffic on the 
jythe railway level-crossing at Tirupapuliyur road at the railway level-crossing 
Tirupapuliyur. at the N. .. station has been becoming of late 
un intolerable nuisance. This is a very busy road leading as it does to the 
heart of the town. The yard south of the station is very narrow and all the 
trains are shunted in this yard, when the road is practically blocked up and 
the carts on either side of the railway gate are innumerable. From 9 to 11 
A.M., a@ number of trains pass, the intervals between one train and another 
being short, and little after that a goods train also arrives here and the 
shunting continues up to 11-30 or more. This is the time at which 
most persons are busy going to court or other offices. The obstruction to 
them is material loss and disadvantage. It would appear that complaints 
have been made to stationmasters, but to no purpose. Even the Police 
and the Municipal authorities do not seem to have taken any trouble in 
obviating this Jiffieulty of the public. The remedy may not be very 
difficult, but nothing seems to have been attempted. Either the shunting of 
the trains should be conducted on the other side of the station, z.e., on the 
northern side, or proper arrangemeut made for the passage of people and 
carriages along this road without undue interruption. There seems to be some 
railway rule that trains coming from south should not be shunted on the 
other side of the station. Whatever it is, the rule seems to be more or less a 
technical one. With the sanction of the Railway authorities, this should be 
done only on the northern portion of the station yard and not at the close 
proximity of such a high road as Tirupapuliyur road. An over-bridge seems 
to be only another alternative, but it will be difficult to have one at this spot 
as the level of the railway line is very high while that of the adjacent ground 
is much lower. We hope that the authorities concerned will not belittle this 
perpetual] nuisance, but try to abate it as much as possible. 


(4) General. 


25. In a leading article giving a summary of the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale’s 
teats ts Geet Aiba recent speech in Bombay on this question, the 
Swadeshabhimani, of the 1st November, observes : 

—The attempts of the Indians all these years to remove the hardships of 
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their South African brethren have borne no fruit whatever. The efforts of 
Mr. Gokhale in this direction have proved equally fruitless: and now at 
last under the heroic leadership of Mr. Gandhi the Indian emigrants have 
one and all resolved to resist the Colonial authorities who, it would appear 
are equally bent upon driving them out of South Africa. It would be 
impossible to recount their tales of woe that are appearing in the newspapers 
almost every day. Leaders lke Mr. Gandhi appear to be determined to 
continue their campaign of passive resistance until the oppressive. law is 
modified and to be prepared even to lay down their lives in the cause. The 
paper next observes that there is a movement in almost every part of India 
to raise subseriptions for the relief of the South African Indians, and con- 


cludes the article with a hope that a similar movement will be started in 
South Canara as well.

ment declared war against the late President Kruger basing it on this very 
point. Itis a matter of great regret that the British Ministers have forgotten 
the reason for the war after conquering the Transvaal. The editor proceeds 
tv observe that the Indian population of the colony is reported to be on the 
increase and the same is reported with regard to their trade and commerce. 
The white people consequently envy them and wish to turn them out of 
Africa. Hence it is that the South African Government strives its utmost 
ty entangle Indians in difficulties by inventing different modes of annoyance. 
The Act of 1911 gave the Indians certain amount of satisfaction, but it is 
regrettable that General Botha, in utter disregard of the provisions of the Act, 
has made ready to annoy the Indians. ‘The whites are viewing them with 
scorn. ‘This attitude has been the cause of hurting the feelings of the Indians, 
and they have been strenuously exerting themselves for the last ten years to 
levally rid themselves of this. Section VII of the Act declares the Indians 
ty be inferior, in all respects, to the white population. Exception has been 
taken to this oppressive measure by Lords Morley, Ampthill and Curzon. 
Lord Curzon, indeed, remarked that this section casts a slur on the South 
African Legislation. Moreover African-born Indians are prolibited from 
entering the Cape Colony in spite of the fact that such a prohibition had 
not been in existence previously. To add to the difficulties, the Indian 
cmigrants are prohibited from continuing their stay there after the termi- 
nation of contracts, unless they pay certain amount under the Act. Their 
temporary absence cancels their citisenship and prohibits their return. 
Further, their religion is interfered with. 


The paper says that cordially sympathetic as Lord Hardinge 1s towards 
the Indians and strenuously as Lord Crewe is exerting himselfjon their behalf, 
yet the union Government regards, with disapprobation, any interference of 
the Indian Government in this question. The paper ying that if 
the Government of India and the Imperial Government fail in their efforts, 
the Indians will be deeply disheartened. However the paper thinks that it 
is so early to despair, and that the best course now 18 to try and make liberal 
pecuniary contributions to aid our distressed brethren. The paper feels 
thoroughly confident that the British Government in view of the serious 
consequences that would result from any other course will go to the rescue 
ot the oppressed. The usual policy of Britain as is universally known is 
cver ready to set right an undesirable state ot things as now exists, and this 
together with the kindly disposition of Lord Hardinge gives ample assurances 
or looking for a satisfactory settlement of this question.

Great men like the late Mr. Krishnaswami Ayyar, 

Sir S. Subrahmanya Ayyar and others have all held the Ayurvedic and the 

Unani systems of medicine in high esteem. The Indians led happy lives 

before the advent into this country of the European doctors, and hey can 


in future do without them. Hence it requests the Government not to take 
Dr. Nayar’s Bill into their consideration. 


Kenata Pararka, 29. A leader in the Kerala Patrika, of the lst November, referring to 


Nov. let, 1913. ee the Medical Registration Bill proposed to be 
on Pee Ser introduced into ‘the forthcoming Gellies of the 

Legislative Council, remarks that some misconception seems to exist in certain 

quarters as to the objects contemplated by the Bill. Some persons think that 

the Bill would be detrimental to the practitioners of the Ayurvedic and Unani 

systems of treatment. But there is no ground for entertaining such an appre- 

hension in the face of the fact that the mover of the Bill has specifically 

announced both at the time he sought to introduce the Bill and also

subsequently that the Bill is intended to affect only the practitioners 
of the European system of medicine. The Bill proposes to define the 
qualifications necessary for the practice of the European system and to 
give certain privileges to such of the practitioners as registered themselves 
under the Bill. Such being the case, there does not appear to be any ground 
for the fear that native physicians and others interested in the indigenous 
systems of medicine would be prejudicially affected. This legislation is very 
necessary as it will put a stop to the practice of empirics and quacks pre- 
scribing European medicines, thereby causing death and physical ruin of many 
patients. It is highly desirable that persons who have not studied medicine 
systematically should not be permitted to practise. ‘I'he Bill, as it is proposed, 
does not control the native physicians. There are many quacks without any 
knowledge of any system of medicine practising to the great injury of the 
poor ignorant people who are unable to distinguish between quacks and really 
learned physicians. It will, therefore. be of great service if a law is enacted 
by which native physicians van be subjected to a test examination and allowed 
to practise only after securing a certificate. 


IV.—NatTIvE Srates. 


30. In a leading article on the recent visit of the Viceroy to Hyderabad, 
. the Swadesamitran, of the 81st October, dwells 
The — condition of on the progressive administration of the Nizam 
ee seen and makes the following remarks on the 
present condition of the State:—The total annual revenue of this State 
amounts to 4 crores of rupees ; but if it is administered as efficiently as other 
States, it can double its present revenue. While the welfare of the agricul- 
turists is promoted in Mysore and Baroda by the development of railways 
and irrigation, Hyderabad has done nothing in this direction and the condition 
of its ryots remains unchanged. Several efforts are strenuously made in 
other States to improve the economic condition, education, character and 
administrative capacity of the people; but in this State such efforts are 
conspicuously absent, and this accounts for its backward condition. There 
is no institution in this State like the Representative Assembly of Mysore. 
Primary education has not spread, nor are there colleges for higher education. 
The greater part of the State is distributed amongst a number of aristocratic 
chiefs called Nawabs, who, though subordinate to the Nizam, hold independent 
sway over their petty principalities, and evince no interest in the advance- 
ment of their subjects. Moreover there are none in the State who can be 
appointed as eminent ministers. Owing to the custom of selecting the Prime 
Minister from a limited number of aristocratic families, there 1s no scope for the 
appointment of talented persons of experience and statesmanship to this 
responsible position. Itis on account of these causes that such a vast and 
populous State as this is not progressive like the other States. As the present 
Nizam has, under the advice of Lord Hardinge, resolved to extend the rau- 
ways and introduce other necessary reforms for increasing the revenue of 
his State, we hope that the interests of nearly 1} crores of people will receive 
the attention of his Government and be promoted to a large extent.

disappointed by the irregularities of village postal servants who, it 1s said, do 
not deliver the packets to the right addressees.

The Mysore Press Regulation. Regulation of 1908 which did away with the 
liberty of the press, have until now been of no avail, and the Government 
have been persistently refusing to reconsider the question, we are glad to find 
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that the present Diwan is disposed to handle the subject in a liberal spirit. 
When the question was again pressed at the last session of the Representative 
Assembly, the Diwan inquired whether there was anybody ready to start fresh 
newspapers if the law were modified. We may, therefore, conclude that the 
Government are prepared to modify the Regulation if any fresh newspapers 
are to be started and we may expect also that those newspapers which had 
voluntarily become defunct on the passing of the measure in 1908 will be 
revived. But it would be wrong to conclude that the absence of fresh journal- 
istic ventures will form any justification for keeping the Regulation as it is. 
It is easy to see what mischief a stringent measure of this type can work in 
the hands of narrow-minded officials. The existing Regulation is, therefore, 
a source of disgrace to such a progressive State as ours. Remembering what 
type of newspapers it was designed to suppress while passing the measure 
and. how the same was subsequently availed of even against a purely religious 
ournal, it is easy to see what harmful results the measure has wrought. 
I'he best course would, therefore, be to repeal the Regulation. If that is not 
acceptable to Government, it is necessary that at least (1) the provision that 
the sanction of Government must be obtained before publishing a newspaper, 
and (2) the clause relating to the penalty of deportation and forefeiture of the 
ress to Government for offences against the Regulation should be repealed. 
Ve have no doubt that the present Diwan, whose foreign travel has helped 
him to imbibe the liberal ideals of the west, will repeal the entire measure. 


33. Referring to police reform in the Mysore State and the increase of 
pay of the constabulary by about a rupee, the

Considering the enormous increase in the cost of living, it is useless to expect 
that this slight increase in the pay will cause any appreciable improvement in 
the quality of the recruits. The constables must be men who have passed at 
least the Canarese Lower Secondary examination and their minimum pay 
should be at least Rs. 10; and attention should be paid, at the same time, to 
the attainments and respectability of the officers.

Native States to compete for the Indian Civil Service, the Dhanurdhart, of the 
30th October, says:—As a Poona paper (Jndna Prakash) has rightly observed, 
how inconsistent this prayer is with the similar request of the Mysoreans that 
the Mysore Civil Service should not be thrown open to outsiders! The 
Mysoreans appear to think that the best means of effecting their progress lies 
in making their best intellects enter the Public Service. The drift of their 
arguments is that while Mysore should always be for the Mysoreans, in places 
outside too they must have the same privileges as others. While they thus 
hanker after the public service and want to protect their interests by means 
of restrictions on the influx of outsiders they seem to forget how essential it is 
to economic nips to have similar restrictions to protect the industries 
of the State. While they fear that the Mysore Service will be swamped by 
outsiders if the competitive examination is kept open to them, it does not 
occur to them that if the importation of cheap foreign goods is not arrested 
indigenous industries will be extinct. There are few countries at the present 
day which do not owe their economic greatness to a skilful system of protect- 


ive tariffs. Did not Henry IV protect the British industries by the very 
same device ?

The Diwan has promised to do ae 
thing possible to remove this shortcoming, if only the people would boldly 
come forward and report the facts to Government through a leading citizen 
of the locality, and has promised at the same time that care will be taken to 
conceal the identity of the reporters. After the very encouraging rep! y that 
the Diwan has thus given us, the fault would lie with ourselves, 1f we do nof

profit bY this assurance. Lastly, the members of the Assembly represented 


the hardships caused by the Press Regulation and the Diwan has promised 
to consider the question. In enlightened Mysore which 1s progressive In 
every particular, such a rigorous press law does assuredly neither good to the 
people nor credit to the State. Its only effect is to give full license to wicked 
officials and other high-handed men to indulge in their vagaries altogether 
unchecked. We, therefore, hope that our Diwan will, at no distant date, 
repeal the measure or at least modify it and thus restore the full liberty of 
the press.

‘They must also combine in them several other accomplishment, 
such as « sound knowledge of law, good insight, and experience. In England 
the Lord Chief Justice gets a salary which is twice that of the Prime Minister, 
and he exercises full control over the Judicial Department. In Mysore th. 
judicial revenue leaves a net income of nearly two lakhs to the State. 
correspondent writes to us saying that the incalculable importance of thi, 
department in protecting life and property demands that the Government 
should appoint Mr. Nanjundaya or some other person of acknowledged 
reputation to the office of Chief Judge. We fully endorse this view addiny 
that besides the Chief Judge the other Judges too must be men of untiring 
activity. 


VI.—MISCELLANEOUS. 


40. In a leader under this heading, the Swadesamitran, of the 29th Octo- 
ber, observes :—-Mr. Gandhi and other Indians 
in South Africa have adopted passive resistance 
as the last resort in order to compel the Union 
Government to accede to their legitimate demands and are prepared to 
undergo any hardships which may be entailed by such a course. At this 
juncture, it is our duty, as Mr. Gokhale said, to appeal to the Government vi 
India to retaliate on the whites of South Africa. What the Government 
might do against these whites by such retaliation cannot of course be much, 
but it will show the indignation which India feels at the cruelties of the 
colonies. If, for instance, the import of coal from South Africa is prohibited 
in India, it might produce some apprehension in the minds of the whites. 
‘Lhe Union Government of South Africa has virtually insulted the Govern- 
ment of India by its refusal to accept the proposal to send a few officials from 
India to negotiate with it for an amicable settlement of the South African 
question. Considering that South Africa and India are parts of one and thie 
same british Impire, the fact that South Africa should set itself against 
friendly negotiations when there is mutual misunderstanding, shows how 
intensely proud it is of its own strength and independence. The Government 
of india is, therefore, bound in the interests of its own prestige to retaliate on 
South Africa and to sever our connection with it in every way, and the 
Secretary of State for India should accord his conseut. for this. 

While the sufferings of our countrymen in South Africa are more 
intolerable than those of the beasts of burden, the Indians in other British 
Colonies are in no way more happy. The Government of British Columbia 
has ordered the deportation of fifteen Indians in that Colony and thirty others 
are about to be deported. The Indian community residing there is reported 
to have held mectings and expressed its disapproval of such deportations, but 
to no purpose. Is it not because of their absolute contempt for the Indians 
that the ruling authorities of British Columbia are subjecting them to various 
indignities ? ‘T'he reason assigned for these deportations is that the Indians 
do not travel in the steamers which sail direct to Columbia from India 
without halting in the middle. Knowing as the authorities do that there are 
no such through steamers and that every steamer has to halt at China, they 
deport the Indians simply because they do not want them in their country. 
But the British Government is powerless to protest against such cruel 
restrictions. The Imperial laws confer the same kind of rights on all the 
several races inhabiting the British Empire whether they are whites or 
Indians. But it is evident that in actual practice the Indians do not possess 
those rights. What is the use of a nominal right which cannot be exercised 
in practice? The British Government which presides over the Empire 1s 
unable to give a practical form to this right. T'o what authority, then, can 
the Indians appeal ? | a 

Meanwhile the troubles in South Africa are increasing. Information 
has reached us that the Indian coolies in the fields and plantations of Natal

have run away from them, causing thereby much loss to their white 
and that many of such run-aways have entered the Transvaal and are 
the passive resisters. It is also said that Mr. Gandhi has held a conference 
of the Indians working in the coal mines and sugarcane plantations, that the 
strike is not yet over and that the conference is still continuing. If the 
indentured Indian coolies thus combine with a strong mind and maintain 
their strike, the whites may perhaps he brought round. Besides there ure 
thousands of Indians working in the railways and plantations in Kimberly, 
East Africa and other places which are outside the South African, Union, and 
if these also were to join in the strike along with their brethren in South 
Africa, thev will prove to the whites and the British Government their 
organisation and strength and their power to injure the interests of the whites. 


In concluding an article on this subject, the Liva-ul-Tslam, of the 80th 
(Qctober, writes :—If the whites in South Africa were to oppress the Japanese 
in this manner, will Japan keep quiet? She will at ounce start for war. As 
the British Government alone is our help, it is necessary for that Government 
to interfere in this matter. Ifthe Indians in South Africa receive our help 
and continue the movement of passive resistance, they ure sure to paaened 
We should not, therefore, hesitate now to help and inspire with courage our 
brethren who are suffering in a far off country. 


41. In commenting on the recent Moslem League dispute, consequent on 
Mr. Amir Ali’s declining to attend a public 
political dinner arranged by the Muhammadan 
residents of London, the Swadesamitran, of the 
Ist November, observes :—Mr. Amir Ali’s action is inexplicable to us. He 
savs that he cannot take part in political affairs without the sanction of Lord 
Haldane, the Lord Chancellor. If such sanction is necessary, what prevents 
him from applying for and securing it? The fact of Mr. Amir Ali's being a 
member of the Privy Council does not surely preclude him from working for 
the benefit of his community. Lord Haldane himself is ever engaged in 
political work ana will not at this juncture refuse to accord sanction to 
Mr. Amir Ali for working in the interests of lis community. ‘The fact is 
that Mr. Amir Ali’s attitude towards promoting public interests is changing 
and is calculated to create suspicion and sorrow in the minds of those who 
respect him. During the time of the Turkish war, he pleaded the Moslem 
cause vigorously by condemning the policy of the British Government and 
the partisan spirit of the Christian nations. But he has become an antiquated 
conservative and entertains no sympathy for, nor a desire to co-operate with, 
the Muhammadan young men who have now come forward to work for their 
community. It is preferable, in our opinion, to leave him alone and to 
appoint in his stead another person as President of the London Moslem 
League who is in sympathy with the new Muhammadan leaders.

If so there will be a further increase of at least 4 crores of 
rupees in the army expenditure, which is by no means a pleasant thing for 
the Indians. Since there is no sign of any increase in the prosperity of the 
Indians in the near future, we respectfully request the Government to curtail 
the army expenditure and utilize the extra money for education, sanitation, 


and other useful purposes.

Mr. Narasimha Ayyar’s resolution was 
withdrawn on an assurance that the question will come up again for consider- 
ation, while the Hon’ble Mr. Ramanuja Acharya’s resolution was treated in 
quite a light fashion and was lost eventually. . . . . It would have 
tended to assist the Government and the local bodies, if the questions raised 
had been allowed to be freely and seriously discussed in the Couneil and it 
the Government’s own ideas, including those of their officers, had been put 
iorward for enlightenment, criticism and suggestion. This is, however, a 
course Which bureaucratic methods always eschew, and bureaucratic tradi- 
tions, we are afraid, continue to govern the deliberations of the reformed 
Councils, which Lord Morley and Lord Minto said were given a real and 
ctiective voice in the every day administration of the country. It is not to 
be wondered at that the attempt on the official side to get over difficult 
situations, 1s often maladroit and by no means re-assuring to the public.” 


(f) Land Revenue and Settlement. 


2. In commenting on Sir John Atkinson’s reply to a resolution on this 
subject at the recent meeting of the Madras 
Legislative Council, the /ndian Patriot, of the 
12th November, observes:—‘‘ The plea for the remission of assessment 1s 
built on the first principle of administration—to have a contented people to 
rule over. . . . . Sir John Atkinson’s case against any remission of 
assessment, except on a total failure of crops, was not at all convincing. 
Every elected member of Council showed by lifted hands that he was 
not convinced by his case. On the other hand, he created a good deal 
of heart-burning by gratuitously censuring landlords and by cailing the 
one-rupee or ten-rupee pattadar a wealthy man. Sir John must have been 
convinced of the unassailable position of the champion of the ryots. Ile 
cannot have escaped the feeling, when in his utter helplessness to ward 
oft the blows from the non-official side, that he had no other weapon In 
hand than to say that the landlord does not remit taxes and therefore 
Government would not also remit them ; or that the one-rupee pattadar has 
other means of livelihood. Sir John Atkinson could as well have said that 
Shylock exacted his pound of flesh and so Government must also do likewise. 

The case of the ryot is simple. Picture him standing in his field, 
devastated by insects; or his crops withering for want of water; or his crops 
drowned in water. He cannot bid the insects go; he cannot draw water 
into the irrigation channel ; neither can he bid the rushing waters not to 
rush. Canute has done that before and failed. . . . . And yet Govern- 
ment knocked at his door and asked him to pay the assessment. What is 
heto do? He must borrow. And with eight hundred applications for 
Co-operative Credit Societies pending disposal, Government surely ought to 
know that he must borrow from the sowcar, the direct descendant of Shylock

of vicarious suffering on the part of our iegislators, which they need not 
undergo, as it is not likely to profit them much or the public they represent. 
Unless they have a collective ambition to send up at every session the recor 
of interpellations and resolutions we cannot account for the crowding of sv 
much work into a single session. . . -. . Itis strange that it does not 
strike such an intelligent body of men, as the Legislative Councillors, that 
public opinion can only be confused and not enlightened by such a large 
number of subjects being thrust upon their attention all at once, however 
important and urgent every one of them might be. It 1s sheer physical 
exhaustion tohave to talk on 31 resolutions or hear other people talk on 
them. We refuse to believe that there would be the least advantage to the 
public, that so much of talking should be indulged in on their behalf. 
We are not blaming any individual member but we strongly deprecate the 
system of work, rather tne lack of it, which results in such a large number of 
resolutions and interpellations. If the members are really anxious to serve 
the public, whose confidence they enjoy, there must be a radical alteration in 
the method of going about their business. 

‘‘ As an instance of the jejune way in which the work of the Legislative 
Council is now being carried on, we need only refer to the resolution of the 
Hon’ble Mr. Ahmad Thambi Maracayar. We do not see why the Honour- 
able Member should take up the time of the Council by moving a resolution 
on a matter which he could have settled with the Government in a demi- 
official communication. . . . . After all, a halfhour on Fridays may be 
snatched by the Muhammadan servants of the Government to say their 
prayers without obtaining Legislative sanction for it. More hours than halt 
are snatched by the several servants of the Government, Muhammadans or 
Hindus, on all the days of the week to attend to their private affairs without 
executive orders or legislative proceedings. We believe that the Government 
or the secretaries on their behalf revise the list of interpellations and resolutions 
proposed to be asked and moved at a Legislative Council meeting and delete 
all that do not require to be deliberated upon by the Legislative Assembly. 
If that is the practice, we do not know why a resolution, like the one we 
are referring to, has been allowed to go into the agenda.”

The palace 

expenditure for the year amounted to nearly alakh and a half, which must be 

pronounced needlessly lavish, since, during a considerable portion of the 

year, the Raja was absent in Europe. The amount spent on education was a 

little less than half a lakh, which is certainly inadequate. It is discouraging 

to learn that while a lakh and a half was spent on the palace, not more than a 

third of this amount was devoted for the purpose of educating those from 

whom the bulk of the revenue was derived. . . . . These are some of 

the unsatisfactory features of the administration of this State. There can be 

no doubt that the State has deteriorated owing to the long absence of the 

Raja. He can scarcely be said to be in touch with the people when it is 

remembered that during the past two or three years he has not spent more 

than a few weeks in their midst.’

The number of inspectors of schools in this 
Presidency is at present eight and the Educa- 
tional Review gives currency to a rumour that 
this number 1s to be increased by twelve. In that case there will be in all 
about twenty gees “rath that is to say, there will be one inspector for every 
district. It 1s only one or two years since the appointment of one assistant 
inspector for every district was made. and we think that some more vears 
would elapse before the present proposal can be given effect to. We are in 
entire agreement with the observation of our contemporary that one-half of 
the number of inspectors should be Indians, that the Englishmen who are 
appointed as inspectors should undergo training in inspection work for one 
year in India in the first instance and that qualified Indian graduates should 
he appointed as inspecting officers and sent to England to learn the methods 
of inspection. When even the Indian Civilians who are considered to be 
endowed with exceptional talents, arc, on their appointment as Assistant 
Collectors, placed under a Collector for training, it 1s surprising that Inglish- 
men having no Indian experience who are employed in the inspectorate 
should be placed in independent charge without any previous training under 
an Inspector.

| that it had been resolved to pay Res. 10 to all 
Grievance of teachers in the teachers in schools under public manage- 
pray ere ment whose pay was less than Ks. 10° per 
month from 1st March 1912 and they were paid accordingly for over a year. 
In August last an order was issued to the effect that those among the teachers, 
who were benefited by the former order and who do not hold a trained 
teachers’ or service certificates, should refund the excess amount thus received 
by them. The representations made by the sub-assistant inspectors and 
other officers that it would entail great hardship and distress on the teachers 
concerned if they are asked to repay the amount have proved futile. They 
have now received orders for immediate refund and they are now blinking 
how to meet the demand. The amount to be refunded by each teacher 
according to this order will amount to more than Rs. 30. ‘here are few 
among the teachers who could afford to pay up this amount ina lump. Most 
ot them are persons having families and it is, therefore, impossible for them 
to make immediate refund. Even the recovery of the over-payment in 
instalments from their salaries would entail great hardship and make them 
starve for half a month. Itis hoped that the officers of the Educational 
department would make a representation to Government that the amount 
received by the poor teachers may not be recovered while enforcing the stop- 
page of further payments and that Government would redress the grievance 


of the persons concerned.

appointed to help this commission have been 
so far only officials. If some experienced non-officials are given an opportu- 
nity to serve in this capacity, they will be in a better position to represent 
the interests of the Indians. The official members think that they have to 
suit the wishes of the Government and cannot therefore express their views 
boldly. Had the object of appointing this commission been merely to 
inquire into the special regulations in force in the various departments of the 
Public Service regarding promotion, leave, pension, etc, there is every 
propriety in such an investigation being carried on by the officials themselves. 
In that case it would be unnecessary for the Secretary of State for India to 
incur an enormous expenditure for appointing a commission like this, and 
everything could be done by means of correspondence. But as the real 
object of the commission is to determine the claims of the Indians to a share 
in the Public Services and to meet those clainfs justly, it is but proper that 
a certain number of pupular representatives should, as far as possible, be 
associated with the commission in its investigation. The witnesses who have 
so far given evidence before the commission at Delhi are only European 
and Indian officials and we do not find the names of any non-officials. 
The commission is now conducting its investigation in regard to the 
Civil and Military Financial, the Geological and Forest departments. 
These departments are also gradually rising in importance, though the 
Civil Service bears the general responsibility of administering the country. 
It is therefore as much necessary for the Indians to be admitted to 
these departments as to the Civil Service. ‘Technical and scientific know- 
ledge is an essential requisite to the officials in these departments ; but the 
educational institutions in India are not in a condition to impart such know- 
ledge. Until they are better equipped to fulfil this function, it is necessary

ment of the Ayurvédic and Unani systems by the Government and the 
general public. The Government cannot maintain its claim to be keenly 
solicitous about the health of the people until it comes forward to foster these 
two national systems of medicine in every way. 


1V.—Native Srartes. 


17. In an article on this subject, the Swadesamitran, of the 11th Novem- 
ber, writes :—We stated in a previous issue of 
our paper that the services of an Italian expert 
had been secured by the Mysore Government 
for the revival and development of the silk industry which was once in a 
flourishing condition and is now declining in the Mysore State. We are glad 
that the conditions on which he is to serve the Government have been care- 
fully defined. His monthly salary is not more than Rs. 600, and though 
many Indian officers will work under him, he himself will have to be under 
the control of the Secretary to the Keonomic Conference. That is to say, 
the superior who has to look to the efficiency of his work is an Indian officer. 
As a rule, the arrangement under which a European agrees to serve the 
Native States is that he should be directly responsible to the Maharaja‘s 
Government without being subordinate to an Indian officer. But the Itahan 
expert, Signor Marie, has not been appointed as an independent officer. 
Another condition that the Mysore Government has imposed in this connec- 
tion is that before Signor Marie’s term of office expires, he should train a 
number of Indians in the silk industry, so that this industry may be worked 
by the Indian experts themselves without tlic necessity of sending for 
another European after the departure of Signor Marie.

Every word uttered 
by His Excellency in the course of that reply shows how immensely hi jg 
sleeund with the review of the administration, as also with the other ey. 
dences of good government personally noticed. It is a piece of no small 
good fortune to have merited such warm approbation from His Imperial 
Majesty’s representative in India. His Excellency’s announcement touching 
the surplus revenue of the Civil and Military Station of Bangalore as also his 
assurances regarding the satisfactory settlement of the Kannambadi reservoir 
question must be a source of as great joy to the people as it is to His 
Highness’ Government. But there is yet another piece of news which 
surpasses everything else as regards the popular rejoicing it has produced 
and that is His Excellency’s promise to invest Mysore with certain fresh 
rights and privileges. The ‘instrument of transfer” drawn up in 158] 
between the two Governments has necessitated the previous sanction of 
the Government of India even in certain very trivial matters thus entailing 
much loss of time and needless inconvenience in administrative matters, 
Now in view of the steady approbation which the _ administration 
has won from every Viceroy since then, Lord Hardinge has been pleased 


to grant His Highness’ request touching the desirability of investing 
Mysore with wider privileges. His Excellency has thereby materially raised 
the status of the province. We must remember that much credit is also due 
to the responsible officials of the State whose administrative fame has paved 


the way to these changes. The memory of Lord Ripon, the author of the 
Rendition in 1881, is still cherished by the people of Mysore, and time lias 
shown that that great act of his has borne excellent fruit. Now that Lord 
Hardinge has effected this new increase in the powers and prestige of the 


State, we have no doubt that the present Viceregal visit will ever remain 
memorable in the annals of the province. 


Referring to the same subject the Vrittanta Patrike, of the 13th 
November in a similar article, gives a brief survey of the administration of 
the province, since the advent of the British and next referring to His 
Excellency the Viceroy’s announcement at the banquet regarding the new 
treaty with Mysore, proceeds to observe:—The administration of Mysore 
during the 32 years that have elapsed since the Instrument of Transfer in 
1851 has admittedly been one of steady progress in all directions. The 
Rulers of Mysore have not only conducted the administration in strict 
adherence to the stipulations of that deed but have also evinced a keen desire 
to promote the peace and prosperity of their subjects; and we may con- 
fidently say that their efforts in this direction have met with very good 
success. ‘I'he people are seen to have a strong tie of loyalty and affection 
towards the present House of Mysore and the administrators too have in 
their turn done not a littie to improve the economic advancement of the people. 
The present announcement therefore regarding the intention of the Govern- 
ment of India to place their relations with the State on a better footing affords 
only additional proof of the fact that the present system of administration of 
the province has given immense satisfaction to the Supreme Government. 
It is to be regretted that His Excellency failed to mention the exact nature 
of the changes contemplated. But it is needless at this juncture to speculate 
on this subject. For, there can be no doubt that the new treaty will raise 
the rank as well as the prestige of Mysore among the Feudatory States of 
India. It is impossible to predict whether the amount of the a will 
be lowered, or whether His Highness will be invested with much larger

Our benign British Rulers. who owing ah 
concourse of circumstances, found themselves entrusted with this dihadlabeene. 
tion of this province, kept it in their own hands for nearly 50 years and 
then graciously restored it to the late Chamarajendra Wodevar. The late 
Mr. Rangacharlu, the then Diwan, had cvnbianplaied a number of valuable 
administrative changes. Although his untimely death proved a heavy blow 
ty the progress of Mysore, his successor, Sir Seshadri Ayyar, during his lone 
and brilliant career extending over 18 years as Diwan, besides winning vreat 
fame by his huge irrigation and electrical power projects, contrived to prevent 
an increase in the amount of the subsidy and thus materially helped the 
progress of the State. But the huge item of expense entailing an annual 
payment of 4 lakhs towards the maintenance of the Imperial Corps hampered 
the progress of Mysore. Besides, a large portion of the City of Bangalore 
was transferred to the Cantonment, necessitating considerable extensions in 
the west and north. In addition to these two losses to the State, the annual 
subsidy was raised from 25 lakhs to 35 lakhs. his led to the im posi- 
tion of fresh taxes on the people. To add to their distress a rigorous 
press law was also passed. This series of calamities in quick succession 

roved an enemy to the progress of Mysore. Fortunately we have now 
Mr. Visweshwaraya as our Diwan, and we have already numerous signs 
of his zeal for popular progress. Before he has had time to carry out 
his first great project of the Kannambadi reservoir the Madras Government 
have frustrated his scheme by presenting difficulties. about water rights. 
We look forward to the liberal instincts of Lord Hardinge therefore to 
settle this question in a manner conducive to the furtherance of the scheme 
on which millions have been spent already. The extent of our province 
is. inadequate to the population. Abounding in forests and hill tracts, 
rivers and springs, the cultivable portion of the land is very small. Owing to 
the enhancement of the subsidy the Government had to find the additional 
amount by increasing the burden of taxation on the poor ryots. ‘This has 
led to much distress among the people. We hope, therefore, that His Excel- 
lency will earn the love and praise of the Mysoreans by reducing the subsidy 
to the former figure. Such an act of generosity must inevitably lead to 
stronger ties of attachment between the two Governments. It has no doubt 
been decided to restore the surplus revenues of the Bangalore Civil and 
Military Station to the Mysore Government. But the municipal authorities 
are striving to have this amount for their own exclusive benefit. It is under- 
stood that they will raise this question at the time of His Excellency’s visit 
to Bangalore. But we have no doubt that the generous instincts of His 
Excellency will view the question with an unbiassed mind and cause tlus 
amount to be paid to His Highness to whom it should justly go. We are 
also confident that His Excellency will grant us some more boons so as to 
perpetuate the memory of his visit to this province.

It is the Government!of India that permitted 
in a moment of weakness the passing of the Act which compelled the Indians 
either to pay a tax of £3 or to re-indenture if they wished to live in Natal. 
It is the Government of India therefore that is responsible |for the present 
situation. It is for them and the Imperial British Government, which has not 
done anything praiseworthy in this affair, to rectify this great wrong. The 
claims of British rule of meting out impartial justice and granting equal rights 
toall British subjects will depend only upon how this matter is settled by the 
Government of India and the Imperial Government. We simply quote the 
words of Lord Morley which were to this effect: ‘‘ The Indians will merely ask 
whether it was not want of will rather than want of power which led the 
British Government to keep quiet without doing anything in the matter?” 
That the British Government should passively countenance the tyrannical 
and heartless oppression to which the British Indian subjects in South Africa

India or the British Government. Nor are the Indians able tu rescue their 
brethren and sisters from their sufferings and hardships in that distant land. 
These helpless beings have therefore resorted to passive resistance as the only 
means by which they can embarrass the South African Union and get their 
grievances redressed. It is on account of disunion among the Indians that 
they have come to such a sad predicament. Now that they jiave united 
together in South Africa, their efforts are bound to be crowned with success 
The Indians are suffering oppression, not only in South Africa but even in 
Canada and the Fiji and the Philippine Islands. ‘Thev are looked down 
upon in all the British colonies. The Japanese were once similarly slighted 
in America. But as the Japanese Government indignantly protested against 
such maltreatment of its subjects, the American Government consented to 
grant them the free rights of the Republic. It is reasonable that the British 
Government should also step forward to remove the indignities to which our 
countrymen are subjected in the colonies. But if, owing to racial prejudice, 
it would not propose any means of redressing our grievances, we must 
ourselves seek the remedy. The best remedy that we would sugyest is that 
the Indians should make up their minds to stop emigration to these colonies 
where the whites cannot do without Indian labour. It is only then that 
their claims to be treated like human beings will be recognised and 
respected. 

24. Adverting to a memorial submitted recently by the Indian Muslim 
League to the India Office in London, urging 
that the British Government should obtain from 
the Balkan States a recognition of the binding 
nature and an assurance of the faithful fulfil- 
nent of their international obligations under the Treaty of Berlin, guarantec- 
ing full religious and civil liberty to the Muhammadan population, the 
Swadesamitran, of the 12th November, remarks:—We doubt if the British 
Government will. accede to this request. If the British Government were to 
dictate to the foreign Powers as to how they should treat their subjects, they 
might reply that they know best their obligations. ‘The Indian Muham- 
madans profess no doubt the same religion as the Muhaimmadans in other 
countries ; but as the latter are under the control of a different Government, 
it is with this Government that the responsibility of guarding their religious 
interests rests and the British Government cannot reasonably interfere in tliis 
matter.

Somehow the belief has come to be entertained in India that the ultimate 
recommendations of the Commission will be disappointing and will more or 
less end in the modification, generally in favour of vested interests, of some 
technical details such as salaries, pensions, etc, of British recruits to the 
Services. . . . . The witnesses have said a good deal about the inade- 
quacy of the salaries of the Services, and of the rules relating to pensions, 
leave, allowances, the period of study leave, etc., etc., while comparatively 
little has been said about what is gencrally believed in India, and what was 
said in the House of Commons by the Under Secretary of State, to be the 
chief aim and purpose of the enquiry by tho Commission, namely, the fulfil- 
ment of the legitimate ambitions of the educated classes in India to the 
highest and most responsible appointments in the Services of the State. 
pg No question connected with the government of India can be 
more important to our people than their employment in the Public Service 
of their country. Their present position in regard to it, stamps them with 
the mark of political inferiority and accentuates their subordination as 
a subject and dependant race. No people treated by their own Government 
in a manner which distinguishes them from a foreign nation as an inferior 
and subordinate race, can command regard or respect from other nations of 
the world.”

VI.—MIScELLANEOUS. 


38. The United India and Native States, for the week ending 15th 
November, writes :—‘' The passive resistance 
movement, which has been begun by Mr. 
Gandhi and is now being conducted, must evoke the admiration of even those 
who are indifferent to the sufferings of our countrymen in South Africa and 
are determined upon reducing them to the position of hewers of wood and 
drawers of water in the land which they have been, to a large extent, instru- 
mental in developing. . . . . The Indians have been taken to South 
Africa and have adopted the country as their own, -just as the European 
colonists have done, and it is monstrous that their marriages should be 
regarded as invalid, while it must have been the tacit understanding that the 
religious and social laws of the Indians would not be interfered with. Again, 
the negotiations preceding the present laws contemplated the settlement of 
this question in favour of the validity of the Indian marriage, and the 
construction now put upon it by the legal judgment makes the clause utterly 
nugatory. We cannot conceive of a more glaring example of faithlessness 
than this, which will go down to history as wanton oppression of a helpless 
people. 

‘‘ We do not know how this tragedy will end. Whether it ends in the 
triumph of those principles of justice and humanity for which the Indians are 
suffering, or whether history will repeat itself in the victory of might over 
right, this drama will be deeply impressed upon the Indian mind which rarely 
forgets an injury of this kind. . . , . But there isa God whose mill 
grinds slow but surely, and we shall leave them to his judgment. But we 
appeal to our readers to help our brethren with funds to carry on the struggle. 


Let us rise to the height of the occasion and show that we deeply sympathise 
with our unfortunate brethren.” 


Writing on this subject, the Indian Patriot, of the 17th November, says : 
—‘ If there is in any mind any indignation against the atrocities committed 
on human beings by human beings, that indignation must express itself today 
against the South African Government. Where are the Christian Powers of 
Europe which vowed the sacred vow of turning out bag and baggage the 
Turk for his misdoings. The worst days of Macedonia never could have 
approached the picture that South Africa presents today. ‘The telegrams 
that appear in another column will startle civilised humanity throughout the 
world. Our countrymen are forced to labour in the mines. Authority, that 
ought to protect human freedom, draws the trigger and fires the bullet on

_ our countrymen who refuse to be slaves. . . . . The very coal mine, 


on which the strike was started, is proclaimed a prison. The strikers are 
forced into the prison to do hard labour. They refuse. They are tortured. 
They are shot down if they attempt to go away. . . . . The Govern- 
ment that would stand against the workman, with bayonet and buckshot, and 
compel him to work in his master’s mine, where he refused to work, will 
never do anything for them. If, instead of South Africa, it was Turkey or 
Belgium that was a party to such atrocities, Europe would have interfered 
in the name of Christianity and civilisation. Shall it be that belonging to 
India and being subjects of the King of England is a crime in South Africa, 
punishable in a manner that is positively outrageous to civilisation? The 
answer to this question is a deadly affirmative unless we hear of interference 
from London. As for the Government of India, if it will not do everything 
it can do to show its indignation and horror at what happens today, all that 
we need say is the Government of India can never lay claim to represent the 
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wishes and feelings of the three hundred millions of His Majesty's Indian 
subjects. . . . . When the bayonet of the South African Government 
presses the Indian labourer into the pit, nothing can be so useful to him—at 
a moment when the inspiring words of his leader are denied him, by the 
leader being incarcerated in prison—as a faithful account of the passionate 
interest with which the millions of their countrymen watch their gallant 
fight. Money is not all that India can give. India can also give men to 
take the place of Mr. Gandhi and Mr. Polak. Let Mr. Lajpat Rai from 
Punjab or Mr. Gokhale himself go to Pretoria, cross the forbidden border 
and be arrested. Then, but not till then, would the conscience of England be 
roused. If men like Sir Pherozesha or Surendranath Banerji fi be in 
the Transvaal jail, and that for being the subjects of His Yajesty, then 
perhaps England might be expected to enquire what really the matter was.” 


The West Coast Reformer, of the 20th November, remarks :--"‘ In thes Coase Reseammn. 


visible hell of South Africa, where the miners are Indians, mines have become 
jails. The Indian labourers struck work in the course of the passive resist- 
ance movement and thereby touched the pocket and pained the heart of the 
colonists. The colonists are capable of anything satanic and having arrested 
and sentenced the Indians to hard labour, handed them over to their employers. 
So the mine-owners have now got condemned criminals instead of id coolies 
to work their mines. Could any race of cannibals do worse to helpless way- 
farers ? Employers of labour under the indentured system have 
now been further exalted to the position of superintendents of convict labour 
in their own mines. How elevating morally! Slaves may evoke pity but 
convicts engender revenge.” 


4. In republishing a letter, which appeared in the Straits Echo, wel- 
coming the decision of the pianters in the 
Straits Settlements, to reduce the pay of Indian 
coolies, the Indian Patriot, of the 21st Novem- 
ber, says:—‘* While all India is concerned with South Africa, Madras is 
almost entirely concerned with Penang. God, when He created the world, 
placed Penang near Madras, and the white man has penetrated even there to 
bear his burden. The brutal sentiments in the letter of the planter show 
that one need not be a Boer to feel like a Boer. Penang has been enamoured 
of the example of South Africa. If South Africa can do so, why not we ? If 
they lash our.brethren at the pit mouths in the Transvaal, the interesting 
suggestion comes from Penang that ‘in order to get more work from the 
coolies an ample supply of rattans and cat o’nine-tails to the managers may 
be advisable.’ And so from land to land, although the British flag may fly, 
Indian labourers are slaves. The white colomes look upon India as their 
slave market. ‘They think they can do anything with us. We can only do 
and die. We appeal to Lord Pentland to realise for one moment what really 
happens. He must have gathered from the speeches in the Legislative 
Council how the labourers in the field get on. They are illiterate. The 
cooly recruiting agent could easily allure such illiterate men by promises 
which may even be made inthe name of Government. They know how 
honourable the word of Government is and eagerly go in; they do not know 
that there are planters in Penang, who think that ‘ breach of agreement 
entered into on behalf of the estates by the recruiters of coolies and the 
promises made to them in India are not of much moment.’ It is for Lord 
Pentland’s Government to send an officer and tear away the innocent workers 
from their place in the steamer that wafts them to the debris of slavery and 
oppression. It is idle to think that a notification to the effect that there is no 
Protector of Indian Emigrants in Penang will keep back our ignorant people. 
What is the real object of the Government? Is it to stop our people from 
emigrating to Penang as coolies? Then Government must do something 


more effective than it has hitherto done.”

(6) Courts. 


5. A correspondent of the Swadeshabhimani, of the 14th November, 

writes :—Although the Government have been 
kind enough to provide an easy and inexpensive 
means of settling petty disputes among villagers and of deciding suits to the 
value of Rs. 20 by instituting village courts, the benefit of these courts ig 
considerably marred by the levying of stamp fees in connection with the 
proceedings before them. ‘Thus the village munsifs insist on the payment of 
& stamp fee of 1 anna with every application for adjournment, as also a 
fee of 8 annas on every vakalat when the party cannot plead personally 
and some other person is permitted to speak instead. It is hoped that the 
authorities, to whose control these courts are subject, will do the poor litigants 
a great service by declaring whether these stamp fees are compulsory. 


6. A leader in the Manorama, of the 14th November, recommends the 
transfer of the temporary Sub-Court at Palghat 
to Calicut to the kind and {immediate consid- 
eration of Government and the High Court on 
the ground that such a transfer would considerably reduce the expense and 
minimise the hardship now suffered by the clients in appeal cases. It is alleged 
that the present practice of transferring cases to the file of the temporary Sub- 
Judge at Palghat for final disposal even after they had been posted many times 
for hearing in the District Court in order to escape being called upon by the 
High Court to explain delay in disposal entails double expense on the clients 
as they have to engage vakils at both places and incur other incidental 
expenses. It is not possible for the District Judge to adjust the hearing of 
civil appeals when he is busy with sessions and criminal appeal work. But 
a case transferred to the Sub-Court at Palghat becomes a newly admitted case 
op its own file and the Sub-Judge could post it again for hearing three or 
four times during the next six months. ‘The delay and expenses in both the 
courts tell heavily upon ordinary clients, making them losers even when the 

win their suits. ‘l’his double expense and delay could be avoided if the 
temporary Sub-Court is located at Calicut. If the Sub-Judge of Palghat tries 
only original cases there will not be much arrears in that court and the 
appeals may be heard by the temporary Sub-Judge at Calicut. If the 
temporary Sub-Judge is also made the additional Sessions Judge the work of 
the Sessions Judge will be reduced. ‘T'wo Sub-Judges could relieve the con- 


gestion of appeals and the clients could be saved from the unnecessary 
expenses and hardships.

(d) Education. 


7. The Sasilekha, of the 18th November, in a short article on ‘‘ Inspectors” 
observes, in view of the proposals for the 
increase of the number of the Inspectors of 
Schools from six to twelve, that a lion’s share of the money that has been sanc- 
tioned for educational purposes will be absorbed for the pay and allowances of 
these officers while hardly anything remains to augment the salary of the 
teacher that works all the day long. It, therefore, requests the authorities to 
take into their consideration the matter of increasing the schoolmasters’ pay-

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(e) Local and Municipal. 


8. In the course of a leading article, commenting on the annual report S*soesmenatman, 


on the administration of the Municipality of 
Mangalore and the Government review thereof, 
the Swadeshabhimam, of the 14th November, 
observes :—Although the Divisional officer had 
remarked that there was discord among the members of the Council during 
the earlier part of the year and the Collector too had reported that the Council 
was broken up by factions, the Government in their review have made no 
reference to it whatsoever. Since the appointment of Diwan Bahadur M. M. 
Bangera as Chairman not only did these factions disappear, but there was 
concord and agreement between the Council and the Chairman. As regards 
the sanitation of the city, we must observe that, while expecting the Municipal 
authorities to maintain the pubtic health, the people are too apt to forget their 
own share of duty in regard to gencral habits of cleanliness and proper 
conservancy so as to prevent the contamination of drinking water. Still, it 
would be more expedient to ensure the co-operation of the people by friendly 
advice through the Councillors and Sanitary Inspectors than to adopt coercive 
measures for enforcing sanitary precautions. It behoves the authorities to 
pay particular attention to the fact that nearly a third of the houses subject 
to taxation are stil] without latrine accommodation. It is found that a large 
amount of the grants received from the Government for the construction of 
new roads remained unutilized. ‘This is ascribed to the delay in acquiring the 
necessary lands. But it is equally true that the work of the roads already 
commenced was not proceeded with as expeditiously as it could be. ‘The 
condition of the roads has been admitted by the Collector to be by no means 
good. ‘The provision for lighting too is wholly inadequate. It is strange 
that the street lamps are not all of the same quality throughout the city. 
Although the number of in-patients at the Wenlock Hospital shows an 
increase we fail to see what led to the decrease to the extent of 900 in the 
number of out-patients. The District Surgeon has observed that the sanita- 
tion of the city was by no means satisfactory. The mortality due to plague 
shows an increase over that of the previous year. Although the District 
Surgeon has been remarking year after year, that the public health of the city 
cannot be improved unless there is a good water-supply and a satisfactory 
system of drainage, it must be deemed the misfortune of the citizens of 
Mangalore that reforms in this direction are only under consideration still. 
The Collector has proposed the extension of the town by the creation of a 
new suburb at Urva. We hope that the Government will not fail to approve 
this welcome scheme.

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improvements in the elections of Local bodies, as the Hon’ble Mr. Sivaswami 
Ayyar said that the matter was under the consideration of Government, 
while the remaining resolutions relating to the maintenance of trunk roads 
from Provincial funds and the enhancement of the pay of pandits in Govern- 
ment colleges were lost as the Government secured a majority of votes. We 
can understand the official and English members voting in favour of Govern- 
ment, but we do not see why the non-official Muhammadan members should 
side the Government without supporting the Hindu members who advocate 
the people’s cause. The report of the proceedings of the Legislative Council, 
as published in the newspapers, does not mention the names of the particular 
members who voted for or against the resolutions. But the fact of a majority 
siding the Government leads us to think that some of the members who ought 
to have voted for the people have given their votes in favour of Government. 
Until all the non-official members have the courage to discharge their duties 
to the public by a conscientious advocacy of their interests, we shall not reap 
the full benefit of the reformed Councils. 


11. In a leading article commenting on the reply of the Hon’ble Sir John 
Atkinson to the resolution on the remission of 
assessment, moved by the Hon’ble A. S. Kishna 
Rao in the recent meeting uf the Madras Legislative Council, the Swadesa- 
mitran, of the 14th November, says :—In the opinion of Sir John Atkinson, 
there is nothing wrong in the revenue policy of Government. Whatever the 
Government does is right. The ryots are not pinched by poverty and are 
indeed in a happy condition. If they sustain loss, it is due rather to accident 
than to any official acts. It is thus that the Government, as a rule, always 
praises its land revenue policy. If, as the Government argues, the ryots are 
happy, they should be healthy and live in comfortable homes without running 
into debts. We know that millions of people are notso. If the Government 
has any sympathy for the ryots, it will not talk in this fashion. All 
possib'e devices are employed for collecting the revenue from the ryots. The 
resolutions brought forward by the non-official members in the Legislative 
Council fall through, as the Government is sure to have a majority of votes 
inits favor. Mr. A.S. Krishna Rao’s motion was lost by twenty votes against 
fourteen. The Government could not have secured a majority on its side, if 
some of the non-official members had not been prevented by the recent rains 
from attending the Council. All the members who voted against this resolu- 
tion were officials, with the single exception of the Hon’ble Mr. Savege. It 
is a pity that the Hon’ble Mr. Sivaswami Ayyar and the Hon’ble Mr. Swami- 
kannu Pillai were, on account of their official position, obliged to vote against 
the interests of the people. 


12. Adverting to a resolution moved in the recent meeting of the 
_, Madras Legislative Council by the Hon’ble 
Establishment of industrial My. 'T, V. Seshagiri Ayyar, recommending the 
schools in the Madras Presi- hieehe E, yyar ee 
denoy. establishment of industrial schools in five more 
places in this Presidency, like the one started 
in Madura, the Swadesamitran, of the 18th November, says:—In opposing 
this resolution, the official member said that, though the Government was in 
favour of promoting industrial education, there was no necessity to start fresh 
industrial schools at present and that it would be sufficient if the existing 
schools were strengthened with financial help. It is true that the Govern- 
ment 1s in favour of encouraging so many things. Only its interest does not 
avail practically. When the people and their leaders unanimously desire to 
secure a certain benefit, the Gotamuae neglects it. We regret that the 
Government is not actively interested in educational matters.

The Bill is from various points of view 
unnecessary at present and the Government will do well not to take up this 
Bill for consideration. 


V.—PRosPEcTs oF THE Crops aNp THR CONDITION oF THE PEOPLE. 


14. The Sasilekha, of the 18th November, in its leader on the ** Poverty 
of the people of India” states that in spite of 
Britain’s eer care of the liberty, life and 
property of the Indians, the country is becoming poorer day by day, owing 
to the enormous expenditure of the administration. his, it says, is the 
opinion of great economists like Digby, Naoroji and Macdonald, though it 
may not be palatable to the Anglo-Indians and their press. It then goes on 
quoting the opinion of Lord Cromer with regard to the wealth of India, and 
mentions a number of instances where India’s wealth was being utilized for 
purposes with which India had no concern. It says that India is a very poor 
country and cannot bear the prohibitive cost of administration, which can be 
reduced by the introduction of a larger Indian element into it.

VI.— MISCELLANEOUS. 


15. The Desabhimani, for the week ending dth ® November, writes as 
follows in English :—Our readers would have 
an idea of the treatment which the South 
African Governments accord to our countrymen there. On this subject we 
have very often dwelt and pointed out the injustice that is being done to our 
brethren who have gone there years ago and settled themselves in some 
lucrative and respectable walks of life. A number of laws and regulations 
have been passed to the prejudice of the Indians there. Our readers may 
also remember that the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale moved a resolution in the 
Imperial Legislative Council asking them to interfere and alleviate the 
sufferings of the South African Indians or to undertake legislation prohibiting 
the emigration of Indians to these colomies, and the Government also 
promised to correspond with the South African Governments with a view to 
amicably settle the differences between them and the Indians. Lord 
Ampthill, a former Governor of Madras, also touk great pains to discuss this 
matter in the House of Lords and influence English public opimion in the 
matter. Mr. Gokhale also undertook a long journey to South Africa to 
observe the conditions present there and to confer with the chief officers of 
the Colonial Governments. It was expected from all these attempts that the 
sufferings of the Indians in South Africa would be mitigated and the honour 
of India would be vindicated. But all the hopes have become vain. ‘The 
South African Governments have again begun their campaign against the poor 
Indian emigrants, who have in return entered upon their passive resistance 
programme. Mr. dhandi, the leader of this resistance, has again becn sent to 
jail. His son also was sent to jail and the same was done in the case of

several other Indians refusing to conform to the dishonourable conditions * 


imposed by the Colonial Governments for the very existence of these people 
in South Africa. It is very strange that the South African people, who belong 
to the stock of a civilized nation and who claim brotherhood with the British, 
should have lost all their humane feelings and systematically persecute the 
Indians, who are their fellow citizens and who owe allegiance to one and the 
same august Emperor. The attitude of the colonial people does not at all 
stand to reason. The action of the British Government also stops short of 
any firm retaliatory measure, and tarries at the stage of mere passive

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sympathy for their Indian subjects. We are unable to understand the reason 
for this attitude. Is it the case that the British Government 1s really power- 
less to coerce the colonies to a reasonable understanding regarding the 
Indians? Or having the power, is it really unwilling to exercise that power 
to the advantage of a loyal a." like the Indians in South Africa? Neither 
yosition is intelligible to us. The sufferings of the Indians in South Africa 
oom reached a high pitch and ought no longer to be allowed to go 
unchallenged by the paternal Government. Even if the Government holds 
back, it is the duty of the people of India to urge on their Government the 
necessity for at once adopting the retaliatory measure suggested by the 
Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale. What cannot be mended must of course be ended. Ii 
the South African people cannot afford to maintain a friendly relation with 
our emigrants there, the best course would be to see that their emigration to 
these countries ceases as soon as possible. It may be that the people of South 
Africa cannot afford to get on without the coolies imported from India. 
In that case they should get them only on conditions which the Gov- 
ernment of India impose and consider reasonable and honourable to the 
mother country and not otherwise. As matters at present stand, the Indians 
in South Africa are in awretched plight. There are hundreds and thousands 
of women and children, whose supporters and protectors have been mercilessly 
sent to jail and who are suffering from want of food. At this stage, our 
people cannot do better than holding meetings and discuss the injustice 
of the treatment given to our brethren in South Africa and urging their 
Government to take pity on these unfortunate people, and to take steps to 
mitigate their sufferings. So far as our people are concerned they should 
subscribe liberally for the relief of the sufferers until the present difficulties 
are solved and the passive resistance of the emigrants comes to a close. We 
hope that some leading gentlemen of our district will undertake to call for 
a public meeting and concert measures to help the helpless wives and children 
of our fellow Indians in South Africa whose protectors have been now under- 
going incarceration for no other fault than that of vindicating the honour of 
{isians. We hope the people of our district will realize the importance ot 
the situation and the necessity for help and appreciate the honourable way 
in which our countrymen in South Africa are resisting the dishonourable 
restrictions imposed on them. 


16. The Avstnapatrika, of the 8th November, in its leader on the 
‘‘Indians in South Africa”, dilates upon the 
innate human instincts of sympathy for suffer- 
ing fellows and righteous indignation that constitute the essential principle on 
which rests the efficiency of the policy of passive resistance, and forecasts 
that the persecution, suffering and self-sacrifice of the Indians in South 
Africa are bound to meet with a ready response from the hearts of all men 
including the South Africans themselves, and end in the ultimate triumph of 
love over hate, the emancipation of the blacks and” the spiritual regeneration 
of the whites. In glowing terms it commends the self-sacrifice of the heroes 
and the heroines of South Africa, armed only with resolute hearts and 
fervent souls that defy destruction and blaze most when most rudely shaken 
and exhorts their brethren in India to open their eyes to the situation in 
Africa and lend all possible financial support to their struggling brethren—a 
task that can he easily accomplished, if each should rise to the occasion. It 
congratulates Gandhi upon his heroic initiative and assures him of the moral 
support of all men including the members of the South African Government 
and the ultimate triumph that awaits his cause, which is the cause of justice 
that cannot long be suppressed though temporarily clouded.

It is not among the hostile Indians alone that 
the actions of the whites have caused heart-burning. The seditionists in 
India are like a drop in the ocean and need not be taken into account.

was at first due to the active encourgement from the Imperial Government

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that Indians had begun to migrate to South Africa. It was this encourge- 
ment that led to subsequent emigration in larger numbers. Now that these 
emigrants are finding for themselves independent means of livelihood, the 
European races are jealous of them, and therefore harass them in every 
possible manner. ‘Their mca ge privileges have been curtailed one after 
another. No trade or profession can be taken up without a license. Every 
male cooly above the age of 16 and every female above 13 whose term of 
contract has expired has to pay an annual tax of £3 per head. This by no 
means exhausts the number of hardships suffered by them. It is most 
unfortunate that the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale’s mission to South Africa has 
proved altogether fruitless. ‘I'he Colonial Government is enacting fresh 
measures one after another with the sole object of totally wiping out the 
Indian element from its territories. We may be sure, however, that the 
Home Government will never acquiesce in this attitude of the colonies. But, 
is this after all how the colonies reciprocate the self-sacrificing zeal shown to 
them by the mother country in the Boer War? How is it possible to bear 
these hardships patiently ? The more they endure them, the more they are 
made to suffer. That is why they have at last resolved to offer passive 
resistance. Jeroic leaders such as Gandhi and Polak have determived to 
varry on this campaign fearless of imprisonment. Hindus and Muhammadans 
have learnt to sink their caste differences and find themselves united by 
the common bond of British citizenship and national glory. Everywhere 
meetings are being held and subscriptions raised for the relief of these 
suffering Indians. Bombay, Lahore and Madras have each a league of their 
own. In Mysore, too, the Mahdjuna Sabha is contemplating a similar organi- 
zation. We hope it will not end in empty talk. We publish elsewhere a 
translation of Mr. Gokhale’s appeal for funds.

—'T'lis refusal has caused disappointment to the two Moslem representatives 
aud is sure to displease the majority of the Muhammadans in India. We are 
led to think that the present attitude of the British Ministers in this case is 
due to the unfavourable remarks of the Times and other English papers on 
these two representatives, which, we may be certain, merely echo the opinions 
of the Anglo-Indian officials who are the Councillors of Lord Crewe. These 
officials have no sympathy for the new sentiments and aspirations of the 
Muhammadans. What has been the experience of the Indian National Congress 
is now being repeated in tne case of the Muhammadan awakening. Any 
attempt made by the people in India to obtain new rights 1s at first regarded 
by the Anglo-Indian officials as a seditious agitation and the Secretary of 
State for India decides the question according to their view. When once 
a question is decided by the Secretary of State in one way, it will not be 
decided otherwise either by the other British Ministers or Mr. Asquith. 
Lord Crewe refused to grant an interview to the two Muhammadan repre- 
sentatives on the ground that there are differences among the Moslem leaders. 
It is true that there is split in the Moslem camp, but as the representatives 
of the two parties are in London, Lord Crewe might have conferred with 
both of them. His attitude will, however, bring home one valuable lesson to 
the minds of the Muhammadans, namely, the lesson that union is strength, 
and dissension is weakness. The Mekeeenalions should therefore strive 


with one mind to promote their social and national interests by ceasing to 
accentuate differences among themselves on the one hand and between their 
community and the Hindus on the other. Though the tenets of the young 
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Moslem party are now regarded as seditious by the authorities, this view 
will be changed at no distant date. It is not within anybody's power to 
arrest the progress of a people. It is not possible for the Muhammadans to 
work always under the leadership of such conservatives as Mr. Amir Ali. 
The young leaders of today will be the mature leaders of tomorrow. What 
is necessary 18 Organization, union and strength among the Indians.

It is inconceivable, still it is true, 
that all these are happening under the very British flag, in a portion of the 
British Empire, to which these, our unfortunate countrymen, had been 
invited, after all, it would seem, to sweat and convert the arid desert of the 
Boer into a smiling country and quit the land, when they were no more 
useful as human automatons. Is this anything else than naked slavery ? 
The Union Government might invent fresh methods of brutality, 
forge new weapons of affliction and punishment. It might pervert the law 
of the land, disgrace its own constitution and go back to sheer savagery. 
. When the heart feels and the cup of suffering is filled to the brim, 
one cares less for nicety of expressions or possible remote consequences. Did 
not the Anglo-Indian papers and the British press breathe fire and brimstone 
when they wrote of the sufferings of that cosmopolitan crowd of the Rand 
prior to the Boer War?

12. In welcoming the proposal of the Bombay Government to establish — Sw4pasamrrnan, 
an Oriental College in Poona, the Swadesamitran, Mov. seth '1018. 
of the 20th November, observes :—It will be 
wlnitted generally that Sanskrit Pandits of the old type will be of no use in 
the development of modern education. We do not think that the Govern- 
sont of Bombay contemplates the training of such Pandits in the proposed 
college. Its aim seems to be to bring into existence a new class of Pandits 
possessing modern culture and practical experience with sound scholarship 
in Sanskrit and a fair knowledge of English, who will be ina position to 
mike researches in the ancient history of the country by a comparative study 
of languages. It is impossible to exaggerate the value of the services that 
sucli Pandits can render to the progress of modern education. ‘The Govern- 
ment of Madras has established a few colleges in this Presidency for the 
training of Pandits according to the new method, and the University of M adras 
has instituted certain examinations for awarding titles uf learning to the 
successful candidates. The new class of Pandits thus trained can do much 
useful work as officers of the Archeological Department and as Professors 
in colleges. The Government colleges pay at present decent sularies to the 
Pandits, and their pay in the aided colleges will also be raised shortly. ‘The 
disappearance, under any circumstances, of the ancient learning of India and 
ot the Pandits who are the repositories of that learning: will be disastrous to 
the country, and with that will pass away India’s civilization, culture and 
glory. It augurs well for our country that the Government has begun to 


nterest itself in improving the condition of our Pandits.

Commission on the Railway Service, tl!)

As most of the witnesses were Europeans, thicy 
spoke in favour of adinitting only Englishmen to the higher grades of this 
Railway Service and did not recommend the Indians for such posts. They. 
however, advocated the sending of aspiring Indians to England for practical 
scientific training and the establishment of a fully equipped first-grade 
College of Engineering in India for the training of Indians. Their evidence 
in favour of the Indians is vague in that it did not clearly define the propor- 
tion of appointments to be given to them. In such countries as Japan and 
China, the management of railways is in the hands of the natives and not of 
foreigners. We are unable to understand how in India alone the European 
agency has become a necessity in such management? Ifthe Indians have 
not the requisite capacity and skill, the Government should take steps to 
give them the necessary training in that direction. The policy of preferring 
foreigners, on the ground that Indians lack in capacity, and thus denying 
to the latter all opportunities to acquire such capacity can never be justified. 
If the Indians are to be shut out of all the Departments of Service on account 
of want of capacity, how on earth are they to acquire that capacity? Is it 
equitable that the Indians should forego the service of their own country in 
favour of foreigners and serve in subordinate positions in obedience to their 
orders for ever? As Mr. Madan Gopal observed in his evidence on agricul- 
ture, the Englishmen who hold high appointments in India carry away with 
them to a foreign country their knowledge and experience, when they return 
home on their retirement from service. If this knowledge and experience

The Medical Registration Bill. The Medical Revistration Bill introduced by 

_ the Hon’ble Dr. T. M. Nayar in the last 
meeting of the Local Legislative Council was strongly criticised in the 
Council as well as in public meetings. ‘The passing of this Bill into law will 
prove to be unnecessary ln spite ot the partial satisfaction produced in the 
minds of the members of the Council by the Surgeon-General’s statement 
that it affects only those who practise the western svstem of medicine 
Many of the persons who objected to this Bill are of opinion that it aims at 


putting an end to the practitioners of the Ayurvedic and Unani systems. 
ew indeed are those who are systematically trained in the indigenous 
systems, While those who, without a proper knowledge of these systems, 
pose as physicians and commit havoc on the health of the people for want of 


4 better means of livelihood, are Dumecrous. It is very desirable to prevent 


these men from plying their trade, and for that purpose the Government 
should establish Ayurvédic and Unani medical colleges in several places and 
declare by legislation only such as are trained and certified to in those 
institutions to be duly qualified to practise the indigenous systems Until 
this is done, it is impossible to stop the Ayurvedic and Unani practices. 


17. Commenting upon the proceedings of the recent meeting of the 
Madras Levislative Council, the Desamata, ot 
the 19th November, states :-—We hope that the 
Select Committee, to whieh the Medical Regis- 
tration Bill was referred, will try to remove its defects, The reply of tho 
Government, with reference to the unmediate enforcement of the Factory 
rules recently passed, is not quite satisfactory. The reply of the Hlon’blu 
Sir John Atkinson with regard to the remission of ussessinent is unsatisfactory 
Ile says that the ayot has no right to demand remission from the Government, 
init that it is open to the Government to grant the remission ‘at its pleasure: 
There are two provisions with respect to the grant of remissions. The first 
clarly lays down that the ryot who is supplied with water for irriyation has 
to pay water-tax. Hf, therefore, the ryot sustains a Joss owing to either excess 
or deficiency of water-supply, the Government wall also have to participate 
in the loss. The ryot has thus under this provision a right to claim = remis- 
sion. The reply of Sir Jobn Atkinson will hold good in cases where, owing 
io providential eircumstances, the ryot undergoes a loss. When in 1°99 the 
rvots tried to claim remission as of a right the Government issued a high- 
handed order to the effect that the granting of remission is 4 matter of motcy 
on the part of the Government, and that the ryot cannot claim it as a matter 
of right. Sir John Atkinson says that the Government will be’pleased to grant 
remission when the ryot sustains absolute loss. In such cases mercy 1s out 
of question, when the ryot has nothing to pay. Sir John Atkinson has made 
his position strong by quoting some opinions, but they cannot shake the 
opinion of the people that the Government 1s acting unjustly. Though the 
proposition was lost on account of official majority, the non-officials should 
trom year to year raise this question in the Council until redress is had. 


18. The Hithakarini, of the 16th November, in its leader on ‘‘ Dr. Nayar’s 
Bill,” writes :—There are only one thousand 

Dr. Nayar’s Bill. practitioners of western medicine to render 
medical aid to a population, which according to the last census amounted to 
42 millions. Thus the medical aid in this Presidency 1s very scanty. 
Further, if we compare the eastern and western systems, both stand more or 
less on the same level. If surgery is excepted eastern systems of medicine 
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are acknowledged to be more efficacious than the western systen.. In view 
of these facts the Bill now under consideration does great harm:to the 
eastern systems. It is, therefore, unnecessary that the Government should 


support it at the present moment. This is the opinion of the public and 
we concur in it. 


IV.—NatTIvE STATES.

_ the condition of the Indians November, refers to the arrest of the leaders 
———— of the passive resistance movement and 
remarks:—The news of this arrest has roused the indignation of all the 
Indians in India, who have begun in earnest to furnish their brethren in 
South Africa with the necessary funds to maintain the campaign of passive 
resistance, and public meetings are held all over India for this purpose. 
We trust that the Government of India, which has been indifferent to the 
pitiable condition of the Soutli African Indians, will, at least now, step 
forward to discharge its duty. to the British Indian citizens in that land. 
It is also the duty of the Imperial Government to shake off its indifference 
and take steps to stop the atrocities committed by the Union Government. 
It is only then that the prestige of the British Empire can be maintained. 
In case the Government fails to do its duty and remains quiet, as it has been 
till now, the Indians in South Africa will not hesitate to carry on the cam- 
paign which they have begun. It is far more glorious to die in jail in 
fighting for one’s cause than to remain a slave. It is revolting to the nature 
of an Indian to preserve his life after losing his honour. Our brethren 
should therefore act wisely at the present juncture. To desire to acquire 
their mghts without transgressing constitutional laws is not disloyal. 
‘They can succeed in their efforts only if they offer passive resistance 
without hesitation. They are only fighting for the rights which the 
Government of India promised to give them. If this Government fails to 
fulfil its promise and to bring the South African Union to its senses, all the 
1,500,000 Indians now living in South Africa are ready to lay down their 
precious lives, as is amply illustrated by the present occurrences there. 
Realising that it would be difficult to-support all the Indians sent to jail, the 
South African Government resorted to the unjust course of incarcerating 
their leaders. That such injustice should be tolerated in a Government 


under the British rule is indeed a feature of the civilization of the twentieth 
century ! 


In writing on this subject under the heading “ An appeal to the South 
Africa Sakya Buddhist Society ”, the Tamilian, of the 19th November, remarks 
that the sufferings of the Indians in South Africa are only a just retribution 
jor the wrongs inflicted on the depressed classes by the se de castes in India, 


and advises the Panchama coolies in South Africa not to partake in the 


agitation of the passive resisters, but to wait patiently till everything is set 
right by the Government. | 
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21. In an article under this heading, the Swadesamitran, of the 19th 


November, says:—A recent telegram states 
that the Union Government of South Africa 
nies the truth of the alleged flogging and shooting of the Indians who have 
srick work. Though the Government might not have directed the infliction 
jp<ich a punishment, the managers of mines and the Magistrates, who are 
vjitvs, would have done so without the orders of Government. In India 
seit, we have seen the local officials committing misdeeds without the 
permission of Government. The lecal officials and the brutal managers ot 
mies 1D South Africa, who know that the helpless Indians ure hated by the 
Government, would not hesitate to torture them. It is futile for the Govern- 
ment to plead innocence in this matter. When the Indians are tortured 
mercilessly like lower animals on any account and by whomsoever, the 
(iovernment alone is responsible for it. It is reported that the Union 
(ov rnment has ordered that the strikers need not be arrested and that no 
iare should be used against the Indians unless it becomes necessary. ‘There 
js no use in merely issuing orders. The Indians should be protected) from 
teing harassed by their angry and hostile employers. It is said that some 
atthe Indians were compelled to strike work by the threats of the leaders 
uf passive resistance. What else can the leaders do but to have recourse to 
threatening, 1f some treacherous and cowardly Indians consent to serve under 
th whites, when all their countrymen submit to untold sufferings in order to 
<y their honour and hives? Itis only when all the Indians act with one 
uund and strike work boldly and resolutely, so as to cause pecuniary loss to 
‘ie whites, that the latter will be brought to their senses.

‘Vithont India, the possession of Canada, Australia, South Africa and other 
Colomes will only add to the greatness of Jritain, while not being materially 
ulynitageous by way of trade or revenue or as a source of strength. Britain 
derives all these advantages only from India. Such being the case, ii the 
}ople in India are to be seething under indignation, unrest and grief without 
tuith in the wisdom and capacity of British statesmen, the British I:mpire 
will lose its power and strength. An attitude of confidence and love and a 
spirit of co-operation on the part of such a vast and populous country as India 
iu her relations with Great Britain will surely be advantageous, while any 
chanve to the contrary in that spirit will obviously result in disaster. Realising 
this, the entire British press emphasize the intervention of the Home Government 
an the necessity of moderation on the part of the Union Government. Ihe 
attitude of the South African Indians has been so far gpm and orderly. 
But if the Union Government permits its soldiers and policemen and the 
lanagers of mines to harass the Indians, the latter may possibly forget 
themselves and treat the authorities with disrespect. Before things come to 
such a pass, the Union Government will do well to improve the condition of 
the Indians, in consideration of their own honour and of the good will of the 
British people. It is futile to preach to the South African whites about

justice and mercy. But we think an appeal can be made with success to their 
own interests and the loss which they are likely to incur by being deprived 
of the support of the British people. 

Meanwhile, restlessness and indignation are spreading more and more 
among the Indian people. In a big meeting held the other day in Allahabad, 
the masses are said to have dragged through the streets and burnt the effigies 
of some of the South African statesmen, including Lord Gladstone. As the 
official representative of Great Britain in South Africa, it is the duty of Lord 
Gladstone to inform the Home Government of the situations that may be 
created in the Colony and to advise both the Home and Union Governments 
from time to time ; and yet, he has failed to show his capacity or resoluteness 
in dealing with the present crisis. ‘The Indians had been patiently bearing 
their sufferings and have on several occasions acted wisely with forbearance 
and obedience to law. In return for all this, the Union Government is 
subjecting them to the most cruel oppression. If Lord Gladstone had only 
invited the attention of the Union Government to this injustice, the present 
troubles might have been averted. ‘I'he Members of the Viceregal Legislative 
Council are taking prompt steps to acquaint the Government of India with 
the attitude of the Indian people. The British Government cannot afford to 
remain passive when the Indian people and the Government of India demand 
in one voice remedial measures. At a time when unrest is subsiding and the 
old tranquility is being restored in India, the Imperial Government will not 
tolerate any occurrence which is likely to rouse unrest again. 


23. The Desamata, of the 19th November, in the course of its leader on 
‘South African struggle,” says:—The coal 
and other minerals will be exported to India 
wet with the gore of the Indian labourer at the mines and it is a pity that 
India should use them. It would be a fine thing if measures are proposed 
prohibiting the importation into India of the South African coal and the 
appointment of the South Africans in the Indian service. 


24. The Kistnapatrika, of the 22nd November, has a cartoon represent- 
ing the South African Boer as the giant Naraka, 
persecuting the innocent Indians in open 
defiance of the British Imperial power. What is at stake now is not the 
honour of the Indian nation, but the prestige of the British flag which 
safeyuards truth, justice and liberty.

Indians in South Africa. 


In the course of a lcading article making an impassioned appeal for 
funds for the relief of the Indians in South 
Africa, the Mysore Star, of the 24th November, 
dwells at first on the course of events according to the telegraphic news in 
regard to the punishment meted out to the strikers and other passive resisters 
and thereupon proceeds to observe :—Our brethren in South Africa, whose 
ancient civilization as Indians has always commanded a high degree of 
respect and admiration from other nations, find it derogatory to their national 
prestige to tamely submit to these oppressive laws which, it must be observed, 
are a veritable disgrace to humanity. ‘They have thus at last, seeing no 
other means of redress open to them, resolved upon the policy of passive 
resistance so as to find relief at least by exciting remorse in their oppressors. 
They are ready even to lay down their lives in the course they are now 
pursuing. If they were content to eke out a bare livelihood, and had 
remained uninspired by a zeal to maintain the proud position of their mother- 
country, they would not have had the need to suffer as they do. It 1s not 
in their own personal interests therefore that they so suffer. Their cause 1s 
the cause of India. So must their suffering too be a source of pain to the 
whole of India and its rulers. Whenever there is news or even a remote 
apprehension of ill-treatment of any people the European Powers are ready 
to step forward to the rescue of the oppressed. But in the present case, 
although there has been such a wild uproar all the world over, not a finger 
has been raised. Even the Imperial authorities have failed in their duty. 
Their indifference in this respect is becoming a subject of much trenchant 
criticism which deals a heavy blow to the very traditions of British justice.

Only their distress till then will be indescribable. When our brethren there 
are bearing all this oppression for the sake of India, what can be more sinful 
on our part than to remain engrossed in our own personal well-being, or 
appear quite unconcerned about their suffering? It is this sense of duty in 
the Indians that has led to the holding of public meetings in almost every 
town, and the collection of subscriptions for the relief of the poor sufferers 
who are dying of starvation.

The Lokaprakasam, of the 17th November, writes in Muylish thus— 


Indians in South Africa. mi Our readers can understand that the situa- 
tion in that part of the British Empire has 
now entered on a most critical stage and that the British Government, 


amongst whose subjects we Indians loom large, has not been so dutifully 
zealous in defending the legitimate rights of our brethren. Mr. Gandhi's 
sun, daughter and some others were arrested long ago, aud Mr. Gandhi 
himself and his co-workers—Messrs. Kallenbach and Polak—were arrested 
last week, for breaking some obnoxious regulation made under the Immi- 
gration Act. According to the telegrams received yesterday, Mr. Gandhi 
‘that brave soul within a weak body’ as somebody aptly described him, has 
been sentenced to twelve months’ imprisonment, and Messrs. Kallenbach and 
Polak who have been repeatedly refused bail stand remanded till this day ; 
and by this time both these self-respecting Indian patriots also must have 
heen convicted. The New Immigration Act, amongst other punitive clauses, 
retains the racial bar as regards entry into the Free State, disturbs existing 
rights in Natal and Cape Colony, pronounces ex-indentured Indians to be 
prohibited immigrants and places married Indian women in a most invidious 
and humiliating position. No provision, whatever, is made in the New Act 
in regard to the repeal of the obnoxious £3 tax on the time-expired labourer 
(in Natal), which is levied obviously to provide for the labour supply as well 
as to leave little or no room for free Indians to settle down in that province 
which wants Indians only as labourers but not as free-men. Enlightened 
and reasonable thinkers even now look upon this tax as wantonly unjust and 
indefensible, and as the Indian Opinion mghtly remarks, its repeal ia ‘ both 
a moral and an actual obligation resting upon the ministry, especially in 
view of the brief with which Mr. Gokhale was allowed to go away last Nov- 
ember.’ Indians with a certain amount of self-respect cannot be expected 
to calmly view the Pearse decision, which does not recognise @ marriage 
according to Muhammadan rites, degrading as it does, though indirectly, the 
status of their wives and children there. Another one of importance is the 
question regarding the indefensible nights of ‘domiciled ’ Indians in Natal, 
as the administration of the New Act appears to deprive them of same in the 
event of their absence for more than three years. Permits have to be taken 
before travelling from one province to another, so much so every time an 
Indian crosses a boundary line, say Natal, he has to purchase a permit for 
£1. These, in brief, are some of the manifold grievances of our Indian 
brethren in South Africa who, as would be evident also from the following 
telegrams received yesterday, are exposed to every species of subaltern 
Oppression. Mr. Gokhale has received the following telegram from the Natal 
Indian Association of which Mr. Dawood Muhammad 1s the President :— 
‘All passive resistance leaders are in jail. Government has declared nine 
more compounds to be temporary jails. All strikers have been arrested and 
returned to each mine. Indians are firm and refuse to attend the roll-call or 
work, They are being charged with absence from the roll-call and sentenced 
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to hard labour to be performed in the mines. J. W. Gross, Dundee, and 
I). G. Giles Newcastle, me pe have issued warnings that Indians 
refusing work will be starved and thereafter mercilessly flogged under the 
jail regulations into submission, and forcibly driven underground with the 
lash. Hundreds of Indians on the Ballingich Navigation and Cambrian Mines 
have been systematically flogged also shot at and two wounded. The 
Magistrates have refused protection and notified that Indians leaving the 
mines to complain to the Magistrates will be shot as escaping prisoners, 
Passive resisters in the coast districts are being assaulted by the military 
armed with sticks. Are we no longer British subjects.’ Mr. Gokhale has 
furnished the following explanation, with regard to the above telegram, which, 
he thinks, will enable the public to understand fully the precise character 
of the steps which the Union Government have taken :—‘The law under 
which indentured labourers have to work in Natal provides that a labourer 
refusing work without sufficient cause is liable to be sent to jail. If the 
(Jovernment had enforced this provision according to its plain interpretation 
it would have meant that a large number of Indian prisoners in their own 
jails, and the mines would have gone without labour during the time of their 
incarceration. The Government, therefore, have notified that all mine areas, 
in which there is strike, to be jails for the time being, and have invested 
managers of mines with the powers of jailors. With this contrivance strikers 
sentenced by Magistrates to three or six months’ hard labour under the 
Indenture Law have been made over to the managers of their mines as 
prisoners. All prisoners are liable to be flogged for disobedience, and to be 
shot if they try to escape from prisons. Indian strikers are being threatened 
that they will be flogged if they refuse to work in the mines and shot if they 
seck to go to any adjoining Magistrate to complain. 

‘¢ With this state of affairs the climax of the struggle is reached, and the 
Union Government does not seein to understand the gravity of the situation 
it is creating for the Imperial and Indian Governments. While Lritish sense 
of justice acknowledges the fairness of the claims of Indians in that part of 
the Empire, we refuse to believe that the Imperial Government of His 
Majesty the King Emperor is unable to protect the mghts of the British 
cltizes 1f they are seriously bent on it. Mr. Harcourt could have avoided 
all the troubles of the present situation long ago by advising His Majesty to 
withhold the Royal assent to the Act, and the Bill could not have become 
law uf he had insisted on the removal of the Indians’ grievances. One of the 
sad results of giving self-government like this to nations that are not yet ripe 
therefor 1s evident in the lamentable lack of statesmanship exhibited by the 
Union Government in this affair. Welhighly appreciate the sympathy which 
[lis Excellency Lord Ifardinge bears and which, we are sure, will induce the 
[mperial Government to force the Union Government to be guided by justice 
and fairplay. The effect of the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale’s sympathetic appeal for 
funds is manifest in the numerous public meetings convened and the collee- 
tions made throughout the length and breadth of India, for keeping the 
sclf-less passive resisters in South Africa above starvation. We are glad that 
some of our countrymen realise their responsibility and the duty they owe 
their suffering brethren by subscribing liberally to the fund. With the idea 
of making proper use even of the smallest contribution, we are opening 
subscription list in our columns, and any small amount whatever will be 
thankfully accepted and remitted to Mr. G. A Natesan, the energetic 
Secretary of the South African Committee, Madras, or to the Secretaries, South 
African Committee, Fort, Bombay.

every one of our countrymen to subscribe his smallest mite for the success of 
so noble a cause.”

We think the Magistrate has taken an extremely lenient view of the conduet 
of the accused and has utterly failed to realise the gravity of the offence in 
inticting the fine. . . = . . Upon Mr. Gibson’s own statement it seems 
to us perfectly clear that he acted in a ruffian-like manner in beating and 
kicking a man of the high social position of the Jagirdar of Arni in a public 
place. ~. . «+ It was, in our opinion, mistaken leniency amounting to 
miscarriage of justice, which prompted the Chief Presidency Magistrate to 
Jeal so lightly with the accused and inflict a fine of fifty rupees only, for an 
offence of so grave a character, having regard to all the circumstances, ss 

‘hat with which Mr. Gibson was charged and convicted.” 


Writing on this subject, the Zadian Putriot, of the 5th Deceinber, says :— 
‘ \n interesting case was decided yesterday when Mr. H. M. Gibson. a 
European, was fined fifty rupees for having assaulted the Jagirdar of Arni. 
. Here isa gentleman who, ‘in the interests of the public’ goes 
out of his way to the Railway Station and manages to lose his temper so as 
ty kick the Jagirdar of Armi. . . . . We wonder why Mr. Gibson 
should have lost his temper, when the Jagirdar asked him who he was. 
Any man would consider it impertinence to be asked, point blank, by a 
stranger whether he was not guilty of a crime—in this case the alleged crime 
was driving a motor car at an excessive speed. The Jagirdar would be 
perfectly right in asking ¢ who the devil are you’ to any man who constitutes 
himself to be a Magistrate. And Mr. Gibson has shown how to wreak his 
temper on a gentleman and pay a small fine for it. Especially im view ot 
‘le personage assaulted and the circumstances connected with It, We should 
consider the fine very inadequate. We hope the small fine will not be an 
inducement for others to try assaults, in the public’s interests, on private 
individuals.” 


The Madras Standard, of the 5th Wecember, observes :—‘ Judgment 
was delivered yesterday in the case of assault brought by the Jagirdar of 
Ami against Mr. H. M. Gibson, a skin merchant, with the result that the 
accused was convicted and fined Rs. 90. . . . . Here we have « man 
coming to remonstrate with a person of the position of the Jagirdar ot Arni 
tor the mere mistake of having motored at some speed and for having resented 
that interferenee—certainly uncalled for—the Jagirdar is assaulted at a 
public place. The accused admits the guilt and yet the Magistrate decides 
to let him off with a trifling fine. . . . . ‘Lhe punishment which the 
Magistrate has now passed is likely to make matters worse. It may create 
the lamentable impressicn in the minds of the worse sort of foreigners in this 
country that they can take the law into their own hands in their —e 
With even the Indian magnates, if they can afford to spare a _— ga 0 
money to pay as fine. Weare constrained to say that justice has not been 
done in this case.”

false hopes given by /angantes or recruiting agents. We have again and 
again brought to the notice of the Government specific instances of ill-treatment 
of our countrymen ; faithful accounts are to be had of the miserable conditions 
under which they lire. We have been crying ourselves hoarse that the 
responsibility for this dumb South Africa in Penang is peculiar to the Madras 
Government, for, the coolies that are lured away to slavery and the conse- 
quent oppression, are l'amils, the natives of this Presidency. . . . . Surely 
Government cannot afford to see its subjects allured to a distant place, where 
they are subjected to a kind of treatment which civilization and Christianity 
would shrink from acknowledging. . . . . Weask whether the Madras 
Government does not know that the ‘l’amil coolies in the Straits are subjected 
to very harsh treatment. If it does not know, it isa pity. If it knows, then 
it must move. Lord Hardinge has paved the way as regards South Africa ; 
will Lord Pentland follow? . . . . Itis no credit to a Government that 
it governs people who are willing to put up with the planter’s rule in the 
Straits; itis a downright shame that we should lay claim to have a large 
public life and yet should not have any organisation to prevent innocents 
being allured beyond the seas. It is time that we had a Society for the 
Prevention of Cooly Recruitment to the Straits. . . . . Stories that 
come trom the Straits give a revolting idea, and we cannot understand how 
any Government could sit idly watching the steamer heavy with its load of 
emigrants bound for the Straits in the face of such stories. Let at least 
Government say that it does not move because it knows that the stories are 
exaggerated. Let Government do something, so that our countrymen may 


feel that they are not uncared for, and that they have a Government watching 
over them.” :

“+ new University Library buildings :—The address referred to the inclusion 
ot vernacular composition as a compulsory subject in the course of studies 
ror the Intermediate examination and credit was claimed for the increased 
terest evinced in the study of the vernaculars as we result of such action on 
the part of the University. It is needless for us to say what position has 
been assigned by our University to the vernaculars in the curriculum of 
suties. It will be remembered that in the original recommendations sub- 
mitted by the University, the vernacular was rejected as unnecessary for the 
Intermediate examination, and that it was introduced only on the insistence 
ot the local Government. Such being the real attitude of the University 
with regard to the vernaculars, it is regrettable that those who were 
responsible for drawing up the address should have given a different version 
of the fact. 

Writing on this subject, the Swadesamitran, of the 27th November, 
characterises the assertion of the Madras University before His Excellency 
the Viceroy that its activities in the cause of the vernaculars are calculated 
ty) stimulate great interest in their improvement as nothing short of a daring 
ind bare-faced perversion of fact, when the whole of Southern India is loudly 
luuenting the wholesale exclusion of the vernaculars by the University from 
the higher course of studies and crying hoarse for their reintroduction as a 
compulsory subject. 


“. A correspondent in the Aerala Sanchari, of the 26th November, 

commenting on the order of the Director of 
Public Instruction that English should be 
taught only from the fourth standard in 
elementary schools, says that the order should be reconsidered in view of the 
tut that most of the primary schools have only the first three standards in 
them. In these days of constant emigration to foreign countries, it 1s a pity 
‘litt poor students, who cannot afford to carry their studies to higher standards, 
‘iould be deprived of the possibility of acquiring knowledge sufficient to 
‘nable-them to write at least addresses to their relations abroad. So there 
cannot be two opinions on the point that it will bea great blessing to the 
}tpils of elementary schools if English is allowed to be taught in the second 
‘tundard. Another point to be considered in this connection is the securing 
ot properly qualified teachers to teach English in elementary schools. The 
tuthorities should allow only such teachers as they consider competent to 
tetch the subject. This restriction may tend to produce a better class of 
‘eachers. The article concludes with the hope that the Director of Public 


lustruction will graciously consider this question again and pass favourable 
orders without delay.

| on the trade of Bombay for 1912-13, the 

* pica for tariff reform in India. Dhanurdhari, of the 30th November, observes: 
~The value of the imports exceeded that of the exports by no less than 
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Rs. 4,125 lakhs. Among the imports the value of liquor alone was 59 lakh s 
as against 54 lakhs in the previous year. How deplorable it is that notwith- 
standing all our temperance associations, meetings and conferences the liquor 
traffic is still steadily gaining in bulk! The value of manufactured articles 
imported is Rs. 4,063-03 lakhs. Of this, Rs. 1,452 lakhs represents textile 
fabrics and 139 lakhs, the value of imported yarn. These figures exceed 
those of the previous year by nearly one-fourth. But it is gratifying that 
leather goods and sundry articles such as toys and buttons show a decrease. 
= Bombay exported 60 million yards of cloth, but at the same time 
imported 730 million yards. Does this not show how the Indian market is 
being steadily flooded with foreign goods? If, in spite of the exhortation 
of the Swadeshi preachers during the last six or seven years mindless 
of the trouble it entailed, foreign piecegoods should still find a larger 
demand every year, is it possible to persuade ourselves that our indigenous 
industries will ever see better days? Political economy gives us only one 
svlution to this problem and that is: ‘‘ Whatever class of goods is manu- 
factured in this country and whatever does not come under the category of 
necessaries should be protected against foreign competition by means of a 
heavy import duty.” No industrial expert, however highly paid, can bring 
about a regeneration of our industries unless this protection 1s first afforded 
to Indian manufacturers. 


The paper next refers to Mills’ views on Protection and Freetrade and 
proceeds to observe :—Mills’ views on the need for protection in the earlier 
stages of industrial advancement in every country have been amply sub- 
stantiated by the policy followed by the British in the days of the East India 
Company. At that time, India used to export a large quantity of textile 
fabrics to England. ‘he English people then resolved, as we ourselves 
had done, not to purchase foreign goods. But these resolutions were found 
to be of no avail. The next step they took was to stop the influx of these 
goods by means of protective tariffs and at the same time to penalize the 
use of such goods. ‘his gave such an impetus to their an sere os that 
not only did the importation of foreign goods cease, but England began to 
export her own goods to other countries and immediately followed a stage 
when according to Mill freetrade was more expedient. Similar were the 
views of Wordsworth, as can be gathered from his letter to the Times of 
India in. 1880. But when we see that the Government is reluctant to abolish 
even the excise duty on our cotton goods, is it ever to be expected that they 
will impose an import duty on foreign goods ? It is nevertheless our duty to 
prevail on the Government to afford us such protection. There is still another 
course open to us and that is to adhere to the principle of not using foreign 
plecegoods in deed and not in word alone. Whatever the cost and whatever 
the quality of Indian goods one should attach a sense of sacredness to the 
purchase of these and be prepared for a certain amount of self-sacrifice in this 
respect. Like the points of a mariner’s compass, there are only two directions 
to which our industrial problem points and these are the two we have 
mentioned above. 


11. The Sadhvi, of the 5th December, writes :—The Irrigation expert, 
Mr. Nethersole, in the course of his evidence 
before the Public Services Commission, pro- 
posed that the pay of European officers should be 
placed on a higher scale than that of Indians doing the same duties. He was 
not only immediately cross-examined, but examined in camera. But by far 
the better course would have been to demand his reasons for this suggestion 
in the open examination. It is notorious that most of the European officers 
have no knowledge of the vernaculars. They are incapable of looking into 
the records personally. Some there are who are in the habit of bullying even 
their very capable and responsible subordinates. That such persons shoul 
be paid more than the real workers is a suggestion so odd that we are pained 
to see such scant regard for justice in-an official of such high position.

IIT.— Lecisuatioy. 


13. The Vatdyakalanidhi, for October 1913, offers the following remarks 
on this Bill:—There are only two points in 
this Bill which call for comment. The first is 
the provision that none except registered 
practitioners under this Act can sign certificates of health. This will lead to 
many difficulties in the matter of patients obtaining medical certificates. 


‘The Madras Medical Regis- 
tration Bill. 


This hardship will be most keenly felt by the mofussil mticnts, as they May 


not always find it possible to get at a registered practitioner for the purpose 
of obtaining a medical certificate. Even in places where there are registered 
practitioners, it may not be possible to obtain certificates from them easily in 
urgent cases. Itis therefore very necessary in the interests of patients in 
rcneral that influential or qualified Ayurvédic or Unani doctors should be 
authorised to sign medical certificates. 


The other important provision in the Bill which may in the long run 
prove detrimental to the interests of the Ayurvedic or Unani doctors is the 
restriction that only English doctors can be registered under it. ‘Though 
there is # provision at the end of the Bill that it would not affect the 
Ayurvédic or Unani systems of medicine, the non-inclusion in the schedule 
of diplomas and certificates obtained from arerview: or Unani medical 
colleges, of which there are now a good number in this Presidency, will 
naturally have the effect of reducing the number of students seeking admis. 
sion into these colleges. If the Gcovernment does not attach any value to the 
certificates granted by these colleges, persons who are trained therein will be 
in no better position than quacks. There is yet another aspect of the question 
to be considered. The Government is conferring titles of ‘ Vaidyaratna ” and 
‘* Shams-ul-mulk ” upon Ayurvedic and Unani doctors in recognition of their 
capability and merit. It is not fair to exclude even these people from the 
schedule to this Bill. We would therefore suggest that the diplomas and 
certificates granted by Ayurvédic and Unani colleges imparting instruction 
on a scientific basis should be included in the schedule to this Bill. We 
would also urge the claims of Ayurvédie and Unani doctors of established 
reputation to be given the option of being reyvistered under this Act. W c 
make these suggestions only because tne Government is desirous of knowing 


the public opinion in respect of this Bill. 


VI.—MISCELLANEOUS. 


14. The Swadesamitran, of the 24th November, writes :—Lord Hardinge

jubilantly expecting the advent of prosperous times, and we sincerely pray for 
aN auspicious termination of his visit. Though His Excellency arrives here 
tor the first time, his good name and reputation have preceded him, and the 
public will aceord him a hearty and loyal welcome. It is during His 
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Excellency’s régime that Their Majesties tiie King-Emperor and Queen- 
Empress graciously visited India and blessed their *‘ good subjects” and 
granted them several boons. We owe it to His Excellency’s initiative that, 
during Their Majesties’ stay in India, the partition of Bengal was cancelled, 
the Imperial seat of Government was removed to the ancient capital city of 
Delhi, and with the disappearance of anarchy and sedition, which had 
been rampant till then, loyalty and tranquillity have been firmly established. 
It is not our object here to dilate on the administration of Lord Hardinge ; 
but we cannot help admiring the splendid statesmanship and courage 
manifested and the confidence reposed in the people by His Excellency in 
connection with the recent Cawnpore riot. When the lives of such a popular 
and kind-hearted Viceroy and his consort were attempted by a miscreant in 
Delhi last year and providentially saved, the whole country thrilled with 
consternation and messages of sorrow and sympathy poured from the utmost 
corners. His Excellency’s assurance in the Legislative Council that he would 
not deviate by even a hair’s breadth from his administrative policy on 
account of that outrage will always be remembered with gratitude by the 
Indian people. The only grievance which is causing uneasiness to the 
Indians at the present moment is the inhuman treatment of their own flesh 
and blood by the white colonists in South Africa, and it is really a godsend 
that we should have Lord Hardinge as our Viceroy now. His Excellency 
has realised the danger which might possibly befall the country from the 
present woe-stricken condition of India, and has suggested to the Secretary 
of State for India the necessity of an enquiry into the atrocities in South 
Africa by competent arbitrators. We rejoice at the large-hearted sympathy 
and lofty royal virtues of Lord Hardinge. May success attend His 
Excellency’s visit to Madras ! 


Referring to this subject, the Hindu Nesan, of the 24th November, writes 
in a similar strain, but without alluding to the South African question.

South Africa. The British people owe the pre-eminence of their Empire to 
their possession of India, and it does not behove them to treat with indifferencc 
the claims of India which is the brightest jewel in the Imperial Crown. 


Writing on this subject under the heading ‘‘ the South African troubles,” 
the Swadesamitran, of the 27th November, says :—Since the despatch of Lord 
Hardinge’s message to the Secretary of State for India, the situation in South 
Africa has assumed a new aspect. The Union Government has been agitated 
and is impatient of the interference of the Home Government and the 
Government of India with its authority. The Secretary of State for India 
and the Colonial Secretary in England are consulting each other, and it is 
believed that some sort of solution will be arrived at with regard to these 
troubles, though we cannot now guess what that solution will be. We do not 
think that any solution will be possible unless the Home Government 
interferes in the matter. However much the alleged atrocities in South 
Africa may be denied by the whites, no confidence will be created in the 
minds of the Indians, unless and until an independent committee consisting 
of competent Indians, as proposed by Lord Hardinge, investigates the matter 
and unveils the truth. Even if the Union Government of South Africa takes 
exception to the proposal of Lord Hardinge, the Imperial Government should 
stand firm and carry it out. Though the Imperial Government may think 
much of the protest of the whites, it must attach greater importance to the 
consternation and impatience which are growing more and more intense 
among the Indians with fresh accounts of the increased sufferings of their 
helpless brethren in South Africa. The efforts of Lord Hardinge on our 
behalf at this juncture are universally praised. Considering the onerous 
responsibility which rests on His Excellency for the maintenance of peace and 
contentment among the Indians, nothing less than what he has undertaken to 
do will be commensurate with the gravity of the present situation. 


In another article on the same subject, the Swadesamitran, of the 28th 
November, says:—It is not known what procedure will be adopted by the 
british Ministers as regards the suggestion of Lord Hardinge. If they should, 
however, be afraid of the protest of the handful of whites in South Africa and 
outrage the feelings of the three hundred millions of Indian people, they will 
be responsible for the evil consequences. If India were an independent 
country, it would be possible for her to compel South Africa to come to her 
own terms. But as the Indians are subjects of the British Empire, they are 
powerless to do so and submit to unutterable suffering and ignominy. 


19. Referring to the speech delivered by His Excellency the Viceroy 
eae during his recent visit to the Kolar Gold Fields,

observes'—In congratulating the European 
Company working the Kolar Gold Fields on its perseverance and skill, His 
Excellency attributed the enormous profits earned by the Company to its 
persistent efforts and expenditure of money on a large scale in combating 
the many difficulties and impediments which had beset it at the outset. The 
profits made by the Company are enormous indeed and many poor Indians 
also earn good wages from it. But the tern: of the Company’s lease will 
expire in a few years when the mines will be depleted of all their gold, 
leaving only charcoal, sand and broken substances. Every bit of gold which 
the mines could yield will be carried away by Englishmen, and, to the 
Indians, this mineral exploitation will only be a matter of history. If the 
annual profit of three crores of rupees now derived from these mines ‘could 
be secured to the Indians, it would be a source of immense happiness and 
comfort to them. The mineral products are not likely to be perpetually 
available as those of agriculture. Realising this, the Government which 1s 
responsible for the welfare of the people should, without leasing out the 
mines to foreigners, afford facilities to the people themselves to work them 
with their capital, skill and labour for their own benefit. But if the mines in 
India are exploited like those of Kolar, by foreigners, the mineral wealth and 


the knowledge and experience gained in that direction will pass away to 
foreign countries.

any useful purpose. We regret that all the time of the Viceroy was spent 
in visiting several places and in replying to addresses, while it was not 
possible to spare any time to send for and confer with some of the po malar 
leaders. If such a popular and noble-hearted Viceroy as Lord atieee 
had arranged for such interviews, he could have gathered first-hand informu- 
tion on several important matters. Many real facts which can be elicited 
in a private conversation might not be mentioned in public functions. As 
our Maharajas and other hereditary holders of aristocratic position have 
fewer occasions and less inclination for conversation with English dignitaries 
than the ordinary Indian gentlemen who represent public opinion, we need 
hardly point out that it will take some time before they can overcome their 
natural nervousness and speak freely.” 


22. Adverting to the rumoured resignation of his office by Lord Hardinge, hie aaa 
the Swadesamitran, of the 23th November, says Nov 2th, 1913. 
that the official contradiction of this rumour 
will cause universal satisfaction in India and observes as follows :—* There 
is no doubt that all the English noblemen who come to India as its Viceroy 
discharge their arduous task with sincerity and love. But some Viceroys 
have a special liking for certain branches of administrative work, such as 
dealing with the question of frontier disturbances, controlling the administra: 
tion of Native States and the construction of railways and canals, while to 
some others like Lord Curzon the consolidation of general administration 
and the introduction of reforms in the various departments of Government 
have an absorbing interest. Lord Elgin devoted all his attention to the 
financial position of the country and Lord Minto spent his whole time in 
suppressing unrest and in introducing the Council Reforms. None of the 
recent Viceroys tackled like Lord Hardinge the problems having a direct 
bearing on the interests of the people. Lord Hardinge alone has earned 
popularity by paying prominent attention to such questions as education, 
sanitation, Provincial administration and improvement of local bodies. he 
retirement of such a dearly loved Viceroy before the expiry of his full term 
will be universally regretted by the Indians. : 
Though Lord Curzon’s administration was remarkably active and 
efficient, he became unpopular as his utterances and acts did not give satis- 
faction to the people, and yet his term of office was extended b two years in 
order to enable him to complete the several reforms begun him. Such 
being the case, the British Ministers will be doing a most desirable thing if 
they can satisfy the people of this country by permitting Lord Hardinge to 
serve his full-term of office and extending it by a further period of five years, 
in consideration of his popularity, and the esirability of completing the 
several improvements started by him. |

The religious eloquence of Swami 
Vivekananda astounded at one turn the people of all the countries and 
Gandhi’s zeal and fire in the recent moral struggle is now startling the whole 
world excepting the Boers. 


25. The Aistna Patrika, of the 29th November, in its leader on ‘* The 
The British Empire. British Empire,” writes :—At a time when we 
have to rejoice at the visit of our benevolent 
Viceroy in our midst, our hearts are weighed down with grief and our minds 
clouded with sorrow for the sufferings of our South African brethren. 
Referring with a sincere heart to the events transpiring there, His Excellency 
has freely stated his opinions in unmistakable terms. ‘I'he statutes passed by 
the South Africans are not worthy of a civilized nation. -Iheir acts are 
inhuman. The Indians cannot but oppose them, and the Government of India 
cannot but express its disapprobation of them. ‘These words of our benevo- 
lent Viceroy are resounding in every quarter of an Empire where the sun 
never scts. What is to be the response of the Home Government to this 
attitude of our Viceroy ? It is upon this that the whole prestige of the 
british Empire rests. ‘There is already a standing blot on the British 
kmpire. It was under the pretext of ameliorating the status of the Indians 
that war was declared against the Boers. When concluding the treaty with 
the Boers the British have forgotten all about the Indians. This is the first 
fault of the Imperial Government. Again when self-government was granted 
to the South Africans, the interests of the Indians have been overlooked. 
This is the second fault. The assent of His Majesty has been given to the 
recent South African statute unmindful of the Indians’ interests. This is the 
last fault. What is our refuge and what is our lot? Are not the Indians 
british subjects ? Is it right for the Home Government to keep aloof when 
the Indians are tortured in South Africa? Of what avail is then their 
ministry, their parliament, their army, their navy. Has the British 
Government no duty to preserve order and peace in their Empire and to 
safeguard the rights and privileges of British citizenship? Not only the 
300 millions of British Indian subjects but also the whole world is awaiting 
an answer.

African troubles would end. No heart, however hard, can remain unaffected 
by the pathetic telegrams received every day. ‘Thousands of ‘passive 
resisters are being daily led to jail. Even such patriotic leaders as Gandhi 
and Polak have not escaped imprisonment. Is it not surprising that even 
under rulers of such noble traditions as the British, such unbearable atroci- 
ties are tolerated ?, Noruling power would ever approve of such oppressive 
laws and such inhuman treatment as we now see in South Africa. Who 
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can bear to see such scornful disregard of the repeated evutreaties of the 
Indians or remain unmoved by such harassment? There is hardly any 
nation on earth which is so peace-loving and loyal as the Indians. And 
it is no common circumstance that 30 thousand of these Indians have struck 
work and are cheerfully suffering imprisonment under the leadership of that 
zealous servant of India, that yenerous and hervic personage, Mr. Gandhi. 
The heroic self-sacrifice that is now displayed by our brethren in South Africa 
is without a parallel in the history of this country. In this fight for liberty 
even Mr. Gandhi has been sentenced to rigorous imprisonment for one year, 
and his friends Messrs. Polak and Kallanbach have likewise been sent to jail. 
How heart-rending are the hews telegraphed by the President of the Natal 
Indian Association about the mines being converted into prison houses and 
about flogging the strikers and even firing at them. Who can help being 
moved to tears by such tales! His pathetic appeal, ‘Are we not British 
subjects ?”’, 1s not only reverberating through the whole of India, but has 
touched the hearts of Western countries as well. The English newspupers, 
too, are equally loud in condemning these brutalities of the South African 
(iovernment. ‘The whole of India has united to show its sympathy with the 
resisters. The present attitude of indifference on the part of the Imperial 
(xovernment as well as the Government of India can only have the effect of 
encouraging the Union Government to further atrocities and is therefore 
highly blameworthy. If only the Home Government would, they could 
subdue the haughtiness of the Colonial authorities in no time. How sad it is 
that they are still so inactive ! 

The paper next appeals to the people of Mysore to contribute their mite 
towards the relief of the resisters.

Is it just on the part of the Imperial Government to turn 
a deaf ear to all these tales of woe? Did not the same Government po to 
war with France and Russia in !850 in connection with the Don Pacifico (?) 
case for the paltry sum of Rs. 1,000? Did not Lord Palmerston then observe 
that it is the duty of the British Government to maintain, at any cost, the 
rights of every citizen however lowly? Does not the pron situation 
demand the application of that principle? Did not the ritish take arms 
against the Chinese Government in 1856 for a petty dispute about a small 
vessel ? “ Although the present situation does not call for the exercise of any 
such forwardness, should they not at least put an end to the harassment of 
Indians ? Are these not citizens of the British Empire? Is not this injustice 
to the Indians a stain on the fair name of the Empire? May we not expect 
that the liberal spirit in which our high-minded Viceroy and the Secretary of 
State have handled the subject will lead to a satisfactory termination of 
these troubles ? 


Writing on the same subject, the Vrittanta Pairike, of the 4th ras Set 
December, observes:—From the heap of conflicting telegrams received Deo. 4th, 1913. 
almost every day it is impossible to gather with any measure of accuracy 
what the truth of the situation is. The hostilities between the two races in 
South Africa are admittedly of no recent growth ; nor can It be said that either 
party has been just or considerate with the other. It is true that the Indians are 
being harassed by means of various oppressive laws and unjust taxes such as 
the poll ‘tax, but we are not prepared to admit that the means adopted for 
defeating these measures are either wholly constitutional or expedient. But 
we are all agreed as to the result, wages fi that the bitterness produced by 
this unending conflict has driven the Indians to much pain and suffering. 

The Indian labourers have struck work in large numbers; others have crossed

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the forbidden borders ; and the Colonial authorities have in turn indignantly 
sent these offenders to jail.

speech of the Viceroy at Madras that. the cause will have the hearty support 
of the Government of India.

_ The disabilities of the Indians Jndians who are loyal subjects of Britain form 
in Bouth Africa. a considerable part of her Empire and possess, 
under the terms of the Magna Charta of 188, the same rights as any other 
subjects. ‘The restrictions and the troubles that the Indians are subjected to 
in the self-governing colonies beyond the seas in general, and in South 
Africa in particular, are admitted even by the Government of India to be 
extremely severe and inhuman. ‘These disabilities have, for the past eight or 
ten years, been steadily on the increase, and though the Indian Government 
have frequently drawn the attention of the Imperial Government to the fact 
and though the self-governing colonies have, at the instance of the Imperial 
Government, been promising to consider the question and though both the 
Indian and English press and the exponents of opinion among the Indian 
public and good-natured Anglo-Indians and gentlemen have been clamour- 
ing for justice and humanitv, yet, in spite of all this, the state of affairs 
is only going from bad to worse. It is high time that the Imperial 
(rovernment should, instead of conducting a fruitless correspondence with 
these self-governing States, exercise their Imperial powers and order them to 
instantly do justice to the Indians. It is, indeed, to be greatly regretted that, 
while the British subjects beyond the seas are free to secure employment in 
any department of the Indian service and make any amount of profit, Indians 
should, on the contrary, be prohibited from entering some countries and, in 
some places, where they are admitted for the sake of their labour they should be 
compelled to live like the lower animals, and be prohibited from going beyond 
some particular stations, and subjected to taxes levied merely on account of 
their being Indians. These acts, says the paper, can never be construed as 
being otherwise than oppressive, unjust and inhuman. The war with the 
Boers in South Africa had, for one of its causes, the persecution by the Boers 
of the Indians; and it is a misfortune that even under the Union Jack the 
Indians are being persecuted just as under the. former Boer domination. The 
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paper suggests that all these colonies should once for all be told that they 
should treat the Indians as human beings and should free them of all their 
Jisabilities and restrictions, and in case these States persist in their o pressive 
and inhuman conduct, the system of supplying them with Indian slaves and 
labourers should be totally abolished and the doors of the Indian Civil Service 
he closed to all residents in these States, and heavy duties be imposed on 
both the we poy and imports of those countries to and from India, and heavy 
taxes levied on those that come thence to trade in India. The paper thinks 
that these limitations and restrictions would bring these colonies to their 


senses. The paper hopes that the re psn Legislative Council of India will 
adopt measures to enact such laws and regulations.

the Police and the public. Police Sergeants on duty at the Marina often 
display a lack of consideration for Indians, the consequences of which they 
do not realise. We hope the Commissioner of Police will bestow some atten- 
tion to the subject. That it is not Policemen only that are addicted to the 
vicious habit of dealing roughly with Indian gentlemen, is shown by the 
incident, related by our correspondents, which happened in the Chepauk 
grounds yesterday where the cricket match took place. A European Professor 
of the Presidency College ought surely to have known better than to have 
behaved in the offensive manner he did to an Indian Professor of the Engi- 
neering College. It is a matter to be thankful for that he had the grace to 
apologise for his conduct when it was pointed out to him that the person 
whom he had affronted was a member of the same Educational Service though 
an Indian. It is expected of a Professor of the Presidency College, and a 
European, that he would set a shining example in manners and good breeding 
especially in places where a large concourse of students and the general 
public are assembled. We have but lately heard a well-intentioned homily 
in the University Convocation Address on the need for young men to cultivate 
good manners. It is but meet that they should be given better examples to 
regulate their conduct by, than those, which, as in the present case, they 
come across in their collegiate career.”

2. The Madras Standard, of the 13th December, writes :—‘ Yesterday 
we published a telegraphic message from Salem, 
giving the miserable plight of the cattle and 
the ryots, owing to the closure of ‘Toppur and Barigam reserves. It seems 
there were some cases of illicit felling, and the Board of Revenue, with the 
sanction of the Government, have ordered the closure of the reserves during 
the middle of the permit season. . . . .

was no doctor in attendance at that time. The sound of the lashes was 
heard even at a distance of 109 yards. ‘The pitiable cry of the sufferin 
prisoner attracted a large crowd all round in front of the office. The 
prisoner came out limping, unable to bear the severity of the lashes and 
complained of most excruciating pain. It appears that the prisoner has 
immediately wired to the Collector and to the Government about the incident. 
This is not the first time that the Sub-Collector inflicted this punishment oj 
whipping personally in this manner. The procedure ot Mr. Sykes and the 
mode and manner of inflicting punishment seem to have had no precedent 
and appear to be against law and practice. In the name of humanity and 


public justice this is brought to the notice of the public so that it may not be 
repeated again.

It is an exhibition of the 
savage instincts of a man that makes him seize the opportunity, as 
Mr. Sykes seems to do, to personally administer whipping to a condemned 
criminal. It is clear to us that if the facts are as alleged, which we sce 


no reason to doubt, Mr. Sykes is unfit to hold any responsible office under 
Government.”

day of their beloved Sovereign and from end to end the State was rejoicing, 
no one among the rejoicing thousands, we ‘think, could possibly have enter- 
tained even the barest notion that within a vear of the rare and jovous 
event, the ruler whom they were honouring would announce to them his 
determination to lay down the reins of Government and abdicate in favour 
of # successor. . . . .

‘Taking from the beginning a keen personal 
interest and a large and active share in the work of administration, His 
Highness has been very largely responsible tor the vast progress and the 


numerous reforms that have signalised his reign, and abdication under such - 


circumstances could not possibly proceed from selfish motives. His Highness 
feels that, with the sun no longer shining on his back, he may be unequal to 
the heavy and multifarious duties and responsibilities of a ruler who is not 
content to be a mere figurehead. The time has not yet come to 
review at length and with the fulness which it merits the reign of the modern 
‘ Bhaskara Ravi Varma,’ the glorious representative of his long and _ illus- 
trious line, and in due course we hope, however inadequately, to discharge 
this duty. Meanwhile we must deeply regret with the people of Cochin 
the prospect of the abdication of a Sovereign who has ruled his subjects 
wisely and well and has earned in abundance their love, their gratitude, 


their esteem, and their admiration by his attributes of both kingship and 
statesmanship.”’ 


VI.—MISCELLANEOUS. 


5. The Indian Patriot, of the 10th December, has the following :— 
‘* After an extensive tour, [His Excellency Lord 
Hardinge has reached Delli. The tour has 
left behind an impression which is a great asset to British rule ip India. No 
carefully planned sight-seeing, no inspirited holiday, generally associated 
with these tours, was Lord Hardinge’s tour. His Excellency walked, as it 
were, into the very heart of the people. Wherever he went he showered the 
flowers of hope and joy on the populace. . . . . Lord Hardinge’s speech 
in Madras has made him the greatest Viceroy India ever had. No Viceroy 
before him, not even Lord Ripon, has so heartily entered into the feeling of 
the people, or so courageously expressed it. His Excellency has poe al] 
India under a deep debt of gratitude to him. Once again His Excellency has

(6) Courts. 


6. Referring to the case in which one Mr. H. M. Gibson was charged 
with having beaten and kicked the Jagirdar of 

The Jagirdar of Arni and Arni on the platform of the Medras Central 
Mr. Gibson. Station, and was convicted and sentenced to 
pay @ fine of Rs. 50 by the Chief-Presidency Magistrate, the Swadesamitran, 
of the 8th December, observes:—We think the Magistrate has taken an 
extremely lenient view of the conduct of the accused in this case, especiall 
in the face of the fact that the accused admitted in his statement that he beat 
and kicked the jagirdar. The Indians will surely regard the offence of 
Mr. Gibson as a very grave one, considering the high social position of the 
Jagirdar vf Arni. If the accused in this case were an Indian and the 
aggrieved party a European, we are sure the punishment would have been 
more severe than a fine of Rs. 50. First of all, Mr. Gibson should not have 
gone to the jagirdar and asked him whether it was he who was driving the 
car so fast. If such a question had been put to a European, he would have 
given the same reply that the jagirdar is alleged to have given. If 
Mr. Gibson te he did this in the interests of the public, it would have been 
enough if |he had complained to the Police. As the servants of the jagirdar 
are said to have been present when he was assaulted by Mr. Gibson, a serious 
riot would surely have occurred, had it not been for the fact that the train 
was about to move away. On the whole, it goes without saying that the 
punishment inflicted in this case is a very light one. 

In this connection we cannot but remark that in the majority of cases 
brought by Indians against Europeans, the accused are almost always given 
very light punishments. It was only the other day that a European 
Engineer in Calcutta got off with a fine of Rs. 150 for having thrashed his 
Indian servant so severely as to cause his death. It is regrettable indeed that 
in cases of this kind the European Magistrates do not pay any attention to 
the loss of dignity, bodily injury or even the loss of life caused to the 
Indians. It will be some consolation if these Magistrates are as lenient in 
similar cases brought by Europeans against Indians. But unfortunately it is 
not so. A European accused almost always gets a lenient punishment, while 
an Indian accused under similar circumstances 1s punished most severely. 
This naturally creates an impression in jthe public mind that justice is not 
being administered impartially and that the law operates in one way on the 
European and in quite another way on the Indian. We need not say that 
this is not conducive to the growth of a friendly feeling between the Indians 
and the Europeans. 


The Hindu Nesan, of the Sth December, also comments upon this case in 
the same strain. 


7. The Andhraprakasika, of the 6th December, in a leaderette headed 
‘‘Ts it administration of justice”, remarks that 
the punishment in the Arni jagirdar’s case 1s 
ridiculously light. Such punishments in cases where Europeans are the 
accused, though common in the North, are unprecedented, observes the 
aper, in this Presidency. It goes on to say that on the interpellation of the 
Hon'ble Mr. Surendranath Banerji in the Bengal Legislative Council, the 
Bengal Government have resolved to move the High Court for a revision of 
the sentence in a similar case, and suggests a similar course to be followed 
by the leaders in this Presidency should such cases of injustice multiply 
ere. 
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(d) Education. 


8. As regards the suggestion of the Director ot Public Instruction that 
the Principals of the municipal second-zrade 
colleges at Tellicherry and Salem should be 
men trained in England, the Swa-desamitran, of 
the 5th December, says: —By men trained in England the Director evidently 
means Englishmen. ut it 1s only third-rate men that are prepared to come 
out as Principals yf municipal colleges, aud even these avail themselves of 
the first opportunity, after coming over to Ludia, to get away as Inspectors 
of Schools or as headmasters of Government high schools. Thus the 
municipal and private colleges only lose by appointing these Englishmen as 
Principals. What harm is there in appointing qualitied Indians for these 
posts’ It cannot be said that there are nv Indians having the required 
qualifications and capability for managing a college. It is possibie to get 
even Indians, why have had a traiming in Eagland, if only decent salaries 
are offered. But what is the use of dilating upon this topic? ‘The Govern- 
ment is anxious that education in this country should be under the supervision 
of Englishmen and its policy is shaped accordingly.

(e) Local und Municipal. 


9. The Swudesamitran, of the 8th December, writes:—We are glad to 
note that the Government of Madras has of 
late been taking a great deal of interest in the 
advancement of local self-yovernment in this 
Presidency, and this has been quite marked ever since the Hon’ble Mr. 
P. S. Sivaswami Ayyar assumed charge of the Municipal portfoho in the 
local Executive Council. But at the same time it has to be said that much 
yet remains to be done. The system of appoiuting non-officials as Presidents 
of Taluk Boards and Viee-Presidents of District Boards should be extended 
still further and these posts should. in all places, be held by men elected by 
the people. In the majority of these local institutions, it is the Divisional 
officers that are the ex-officio Presidents or Vice-Presidents and this acts as 
a check upon the liberty and independence of these institutions. In several

Municipalities and District Boards, officials often stand as candidates and _ 


are elected by the people. For example, we learn that there are eight 
Tahsildars in the Kurnool District Board occupying elective seats. When 
the Collectors are Presidents and a number of officials hold even the elective 
seats, the locai institutions cannot be said to be conducted by the a and 
on behalf of the people. If the object of Lord Ripon in strengthening the 
local institutions in this country, that the knowledge and experience of the 
people in administration should be improved thereby, is to be carried out in 
full, the system of appointing otficials as Presidents and electing officials as 
members should be put a stop to. There are again several towns which still 
continue to be Unions, even though they have the required population to be 
converted into Municipalities. This should also be remedied. We hope the 
Government of Lord Pentland will devote their attention to the removal of 
these defects and strive to make the local institutions really representative 
in character. 


(f) Land Revenue and Settlement. 


10. The Sudarsini, of the 1st December, in its leader on ‘ Roads and 
road-cess ’, writes:—'* Who should contribute 
to the cost of the construction of roads” is a 
question for consideration. The Government intend to impose this additional 
cess on the ryots. Jt is not the ryots alone that use the roads. ‘The whole 
public uses them, Under these circumstances to impose the additional cess 
exclusively on the ryots is really a matter for regret. The roads are mainly 
used by wheeled traffic and cycles. Officials also use them. They are also 
very useful to merchants. It is, therefore, right to rateably apportion this 
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cess on all of them. ‘The improvements under contemplation ma y then be 
done with the funds so collected augmented by a further contribution from 
the Government. Even the cess as now collected from each village may, 
after consultation with the panchayats constituted on this behalf, be appro- 
priated for useful purposes in the village. It isa matter for regret that the 
funds collected from the ryots should be used for purposes other than those 
for which they are intended. 


l1. The Swadeshabhimant, of the 5th December, in the course of a leading 
article, writes:—We had some time back 
pointed out in these columns that under the 
existing darkhast rules it was impossible to 
obtain lands for building houses. We are now glad to announce to the 
public that the Board of Revenue as well as the Government have approved 
of the suggestions of our District Collector on this subject and made man 
valuable changes in the special darkhast rules so as to enable the poorer 
classes to obtain sites for erecting houses. We must not fail to mention that 


our thanks in this respect are chiefly due to our Collector to whose exertions 
we owe these new privileges. 


Amendment of the special 
darkhast rules in South Canara. 


(i) General. 


12. The Desabhimani, of the 26th November, * publishes the following 
The Viewes in Madins. oo in English:—‘It is usual for 
iceroys, barring, of course, Lord Curzon, 
to visit the Southern Presidency almost at the tail end of their term at 
least, more as a pleasure trip out of curiosity than asa call of duty; but 
in the case of Lord Hardinge it is far otherwise. His devotion to duty is 
“geen and his sympathy and concern for his subjects deep and abiding. 
e has an anxious desire to know at first hand the wants and wishes of the 
people entrusted to his care, with a view to do all he can to help them, and, 
to that end, he seeks and avails himself of every opportunity of knowing the 
local conditions and wants by his extensive tours and free and welcome 
interviews to a large number of people from whom he could get full informa- 
tion, advice and suggestions. . . . . His Excellency’s sympathetic 
pronouncement as regards the grievances of our Indian brethren in South 
Africa is particularly encouraging and has inspired us with much hope. 
‘Tl’hough our district has not had the pleasure of seeing His Excellency in its 
midst, we have the satisfaction of knowing that His Excellency has not 
forgotten us, but has made very kind enguiries of our Collector regarding 
our wants, and especially about the damage done to us by the heavy rains, 
by giving him a sera interview at Madras. His Excellency has nearly 
two years more of his term of Viceroyalty, and we hope and trust that during 
that period, short as it is, our country—especially our Presidency—will 
receive at His Excellency’s hands vast improvement im all directions political, 
social, economical and even religious. Weeven fondly hope that he may 
be given an extension of his term to enable him to bring to fruition the 
various measures of reform which he has already inaugurated and those that 
he may start during the remainder of the present term.” 


13. The Swadesamitran, of the 29th November, says :—The Public Service 


Commission has been holding its sittings at 

The P pe Service Com- Delhi and enquiring about the Public Works, 
ne ee Medical and Educational Departments. The 
witnesses examined were almost wholly Europeans and they pleaded only 
for the increase of the salaries, pensions and other allowances of the European 
officials serving in these departments. There was no special enquiry about 
giving higher appointments to Indians in these departments. It is the 
statement of Mr. Montagu in August last that the Civil Servants in India 
were recelving inadequate salaries that has perhaps emboldened the English 


a 
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officials in other departments also to plead for an enhancement of their 
salaries and pensions. The fact cannot be ignored that in no other country 
in the world are the officials paid such high salaries as the European officials 
in India. All these high salaries are paid out of the money collected from 
the pockets of the Indians, and it is therefore easy for the Secretary of State 
for India to distribute this money among his countrymen as he pleases. The 
pecuniary loss suffered by India consequent upon the large amounts of 
salaries and pensions paid to the foreign officials in this country is already 
being felt asa heavy burden and an increase of these salaries will only 
enhance the weight of this burden still further. 
14. The Andhraprakasika, of the 10th December, in its leader headed 
The ill-treatment of the Indians. | 4°V to arrest the growth”’ of the ill-treat- 
ment of the Indians in India and elsewhere, 
quotes a number of instances thereof, and concludes with a suggestion, that 
{lis Excellency the Governor and the members of his executive and Legis- 
lative Councils should take prompt steps to punish officers that overstep the 
bounds of justice as the only means to arrest the growth of this eal and 
earn the gratitude of people entrusted to their care. 


15. A correspondent in the Kerala Patrika, of the 6th December, draws 
i a the attention of the Postal authorities to the 
Pe eg nc we ate grave defects alleged to exist in the location of 
. the Post office of Pallikkunnuin North Malabar. 
It is said that there is no well anywhere near the present building wherein 
the Post office is located and that the strict orders of Government that water 
should be kept ready on the premises of every building in which a Govern- 
ment office is held to extinguish fire in case of accidents seem to have been 
ignored, so far as the said Post office is concerned. The building adjoining 
the Post office is a tea shop and the ground floor of the Post office building 
itself is being used as a kerosine oil depdt. It is desirable that cither the 
kerosine oil depé6t should be removed from the ground floor of the building 
or the Post office should be shifted to some safe and convenient building. It 
is hoped that the authorities concerned will direct their attention to the 
matter without delay. 


IV.—NaTIVE STraTEs. 


16. The Mysore Siar, ot the 8th December, in a leading article writes :— 
As a first step towards carrying into effect the 
provisions of the recently enacted Elementary 
Education measure, the Mysore Government 
have allotted one lakh of rupees. The news 
will doubtless produce the most widespread joy among all classes of people. 
We offer our hearty congratulations to His Highness’ Government on the 
laudable prdmitivelle they have shown herein as also on their extremely 
cautious policy of small beginnings. ‘The present venture is obviously of a 
tentative nature and is quite commensurate with the limited resources of the 
State; and we have no doubt that in future years more money will be spent 
on this scheme and with better resources the measure will be put into 
operation over a much wider area. If the Government should simultaneously 
take in hand the Mysore University scheme as well, we are afraid that the 
heavy expenditure it entails will prove detrimental to the rapid progress of 
the Elementary Education scheme. As the need for a separate university 
jor Mysore is by no means imminent, and the other scheme is evidently of 
much greater importance and will be attended with much speedier practical 
results, we venture to suggest that the University scheme should be taken 2 
only after the success of the Compulsory Education measure is fairly ensured. 
Again as regards the means of finding the money required for carrying out 
the latter, we have no reason to be sorry that the proposal to levy the 
income-tax was withdrawn owing to opposition from the people ; for, even 
if the income-tax were levied, the money that could be raised from this 
source could by no means have been sufficient for the purpose for which it 
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was intended. We would therefore humbly suggest that half at least of the 
present excise revenue of nearly half « crore which the State gets from the 
people almost as a penalty for vice may be earmarked for the laudable 


purpose of diepelling the ignorance of the masses by means of the Compulsory 
Education scheme. 


VI.—MIScELLANEOUS. 


17. The Desabhimani, of the 26th November, comments, as follows, in 

| English, upon the condition of Indians in the 
Colonies:—‘‘ The burning question of the 
present time is the condition of our Indian brethren in South Africa, It is 
both a national and an Imperial question, in that it affects the status of 
Indians among the civilized nations of the earth and also their relation as a 
unit of the British Empire. The treatment accorded to them in South Africa 
and in the colonies of Australia, Canada and the New Zealand openly defies 
our status as a civilised nation and the right of the Imperial Government as 
a controlling authority. It is, therefore, a most momentous question involvi 
as it does our national rights and the power and prestige of the Imperial 
Parliament. 

‘‘ Since the passing of the obnoxious Immigration Regulation Act by the 
South African Union Parliament, the Indians there have been subjected to 
an increasingly shameful and humiliating treatment, denying to them not 
only the rights of citizenship but even of humanity, and the telegrams in the 
daily newspapers bring to us most harrowing tales of the scandalous and 
barbarous treatment meted out to them with a vengeance. In Natal, a £3 
capitation tax is imposed upon all Indians, male or female, whatever may be 
their position in life, and the failure to pay it, even though due to extreme 
poverty, is Visited with imprisonment and hard labour. ‘Their immigration 
into South Africa, except under indenture, is practically put a stop to and 
even the privilege of entry to a limited number of educated Indians annually, 
secured by the intervention of our Indian Government, is hedged round with 
conditions and limitations which almost nullify the so-called privilege. The 
position of the resident Indians, who entered the Union otherwise than under 
indenture, has to some extent been rendered tolerable through the kind 
endeavours of our Supreme Government in the matter of domicile and right of 
appeal to the Courts on points of law; but the condition of the indentured 
Indians who form the bulk of the Indian population, both before and 
after the expiry of the period of indenture, is little better than slavery. 
They are treated not as citizens but as helots. Their condition in all the 
colonies at the present time has reached an acute stage, especially in South 
Africa. In Australia and New Zealand new laws were passed which make 
the entry of Indians conditional upon their ability to pass ap examination in 
a European language which they may not understand and thus they are 
barred out from those two colonies. In South Africa, to the already existing 
disabilities, another has now been added by a judgment of the High Court, 
which declares that the wives of Indians, even if sole wives, are not to be 
treated as wives under the Union law, if the marriage took place under rites 
which allow polygamous unions. In Canada, though some arrangement is 
said to have been come to with the Canadian Government by our Viceroy 
for the admission of Indians who hold special permits from our Government, 
they are still refused admission. There, as in South Africa, even Indians 
domiciled under the law of the land, are not allowed to bring their wives and 
children into the country except by an unbroken voyage from India, which 
in the case of Canada is impossible as there is no direct steamship communi- 
cation between the two countries. 

‘To make our indignation at such a treatment of our brethren felt by the 
various colonial authorities, we urged upon our Indian Government to ns 
retaliatory measures and in response thereto, our Government forbade 
indentured emigration to Natal by an Act passed in 1911. We now urge 
that the Act may be extended to all the other colonies as well; and we 
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further urge that, as suggested by the Hon’ble Mr. Gokhale, our redoubtable 
champion, the colonials should be debarred from competing for the Indian 
Service and that South African coal should not be purchased for Indian 
vessels. We are glad that in this national struggle we have the fullest 
sympathy of our Government and the English people, and we trust that all 
prompt and adequate measures will be adopted to largely mitigate, if not to 
wholly put an end to, the disabilities and privations to which our brethren 


+. 


in the colonies are now subjected.” 


Referring to the reply of Lord Crewe to the deputation of Indians that 
recently waited on his Lordship to discuss about the present condition of 
Indians in South Africa, the Swadesumitran, of the 3rd December, observes :— 
Though the pronouncement of Lord Crewe did not contain any definite 
statement, it was generally sympathetic. The deputation asked for five 
things: the release of the strikers and the passive resisters; the removal of 
the racial bar; the abolition of the poll-tax ; the institution of an enquiry 
into the present troubles ; and the adoption of such measures as would secure 
to the Indians the nght of free access to the colonies. As regards thie first 
request of the deputation that the passive resisters might be released, no 
specific reply was elicited from Lord Crewe who, however, remarked that, 
though the South African Ministers desired that the laws of the Union Gov- 
ernment should be administered with justice and sympathy, the stupidity and 
racial prejudice of the minor officials prevented this object of the Ministers 
being carried out. This situation could have been avoided if the British 
Ministers had, at the time of granting self-government to South Africa, 
retained in their hands sufficient powers of supervision. Regarding the 
general question of the restrictions imposed by the South Africans on Indian 
immigration, Lord Crewe, while admitting the right of the Indians to enter 
any part of British Empire, pointed out that there was no way of getting 
over the fact that the whites in South Africa were strongly opposed to allow- 
ing free access to other people into their country. When the colonial whites 
persist in imposing restrictions on the free entry of Indians into their country. 
cannot similar restrictions be imposed upon these whites entering India’ If 
there is to be one rule for the folie, and another for the colonial whites, 
what is then the advantage of both of them being the subjects of the same 
Sovereign? Lord Crewe was afraid that the South African Government 
might not agree to the proposal that the Indians in South Africa should also 
be represented on the committee to be appointed to inquire into the present 
situation. If the whites refuse to allow Indians to be their colleagues on this 
committee of enquiry, that is itself a sufficient proof of the fact that they have 
been treating the Indians most cruelly. 


18. The Swadesamitran, of the 29th November, comments as follows 

it ; upon the statement of Lord Haldane, made at 

l io British Empire and the 4 meeting in London, that the common purpose 
nee animating England and her colonies was 

rapidly growing :—We are at a loss to know what is meant by this statement. 
The colonies carry on their administration according to their own wishes, 
against which the mother country does not venture to say anything for fear 
that the integrity of the Empire would be impaired thereby. When the 
colonies have their own ways of doing things and the mother country is 
unable to interfere, how can it be said that a common purpose animates the 
mother country and the colonies and how can it be said to be growing ” 
The glory of the British Empire is dependent upon India and yet British 
Ministers sit quiet when India is woe-stricken and fuming with rage. The 
South African whites avow audaciously that they would continue to harass 
the Indians. But the British Ministers are merely begging for favours at 
the hands of the colonists and are powerless to compel them to act according 
to justice and equity. Most of the whites in South Africa are the Boers who 
astonished England by their bold fighting. The British granted self-govern- 
ment to these people in a moment of weakness, without much forethought, 
and now blink at their own inability to have an effective control over them. 
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The Imperial Government ought to have retained sufficient powers of super- 
vision in its own hands at the very time when it granted self-government to 
the Boers. Having failed to do so, it has now left the Indian Government 
and the South African Union to settle their differences among themselves. 
Is this a sign of the growth of a common purpose ? 


19. The Swadesamitran, of the 4th December, comments as follows upon 
me : the Blue-book issued in London in connection 
_ The condition of the Indians with the recent events in South Africa :— 
in South Africa. This publication makes it clear that Lord 
Gladstone is actuated more by a partiality for the Union Government than 
by any anxiety to obtain justice for the Indians. He says that the Indians 
cannot hope for any concession at the hands of the Union Government unless 
they give up their method of passive resistance and become submissive. But 
how can they be expected to become submissive, as long as they are treated 
with unbearable cruelty by the Union Government? Even Mr. Harcourt 
favours only the whites in South Africa and comes down upon the Indians 
for continuing the policy of passive resistance. There is, however, one 
redeeming feature in this Blue-book and that is the correspondence between 
Lord Hardinge and the Secretary of State, which clearly brings out the 
anxiety and.sympathy evinced by our beloved Viceroy in the matter of the 
sufferings our brethren are undergoing in South Africa. 


20. The Andhraprakasika, be hae 7” December, in its leader, writes :— 
f late a deputation of some Indians in England 
eee ae ae desirous of ; settlement of the South African 
question, waited on Lord Crewe. His attitude towards this question seems 
to have considerably improved now. When the question was once moved in 
the House of Lords, he observed that the Imperial Government could not 
interfere with the internal administration of self-governing colonies. who 
must be at liberty to do what they choose. He has, this time, expressed 
himself in greater sympathy with the suffering Indians of South Africa, 
but does not commit himself to any definite line of action to redress their 
grievances. ‘The need for instituting an enquiry into the South African 
affairs has been recognised, and it goes without saying that it is unsafe to 
leave the enquiry entirely into the hands of the unsympathetic South African 
authorities. Itis highly advisable that the Indian Government as well as 
the Imperial Government that are now in full sympathy with the suffering 
of their Indian subjects in South Africa should move in the matter. 


21. The Desabhimant, of the 7th December, in a leader headed ‘ Moral 
struggle”, draws an analogy between this 
weaponless Bharata war in Africa and the 
ancient one. The five races, the Hindus, the Muhammadans, the Parsis, the 
Christians and the Buddhists, engaged in the struggle represent the five 
Pandavas ; Gandhi their leader being Arjun and Gokhale, Sreekrishna, who, 
after the failure of his embassy to effect a reconciliation, has been lending 
support from India to the efforts of Gandhi and his host. The weapons 
employed in this struggle are self-sacrifice, solicitude for national respect, 
and moral courage. ‘l’rutb, duty and devotion constitute the armour. ‘The 
repressive legislative measures and the scourges of the enemies cannot quell 
the spirits of these devoted heroes that are not pierced by weapons, singed 
by fire, nor quenched by water. The South African repression is doomed to 
be defeated like the iniquities of the Kowravas, such as the insult of 
Draupadi and the killing of Abhimanya; and the glory of the Bharatiyas 
is destined to fill the world, their triumphant flag once more waving in the 
sky after this second Bharata (weaponless) struggle. 
22. A leader in the Kerala Sanchari, of the 3rd December, writing at 
la te le ae length on the sufferings of the Indians in South 
et ee ee Africa, observes that eight Indians have been 
shot dead and 29 seriously injured by the Natal Police in a recent encounter 
between the Police and the strikers. The Indian leaders as well as their 
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European ee are being sent to jail and harassed by the Union 
Government. It is stated, that if the poll-tax of £3 should be abolished, 
Indians would claim further concessions and so it should not be repealed. 
Now that the Union Government has most unjustly determined not to give 
Indians in South Africa any of the privileges of British subjects, there could 
be no limit to the atrocities perpetrated by them onthe Indians. Their 
declaration that no cruelties ure being committed on the strikers is contra- 
dicted by the cables received by the Honourable Mr. Gokhale from the Natal 
Indian Association. ‘The deep feeling of indignation that has been aroused 
in every Indian heart on account of the present state of the Indians in South 
Africa 1s not a matter to be lightJy treated. It is natural that patriotism and 
fraternal bonds should create such feeling. Indians should always be grateful 
to Revds. C. ’. Andrews and W. M. Pearson for sailing for South Africa to 
make personal investigation into the state of affairs when the leadcrs are 
already in jail. The article concludes with a touching appeal to Malayalis 
to contribute liberally to the fund that is being raised to support the heroic 
Indians who are now sufferiny. 

Most of the Malayalam papers write in the same strain on the subject 
and praise the Viceroy for the bold stand he has made on behalf of the Indians. 


All of them exhort every Indian to contribute what he can for the cause of 
their brethren in South Africa. 


The Sadhvi, of the 12th bathe > ee writes:—The South African 
geese ; authorities have full autonomous powers. 
Indians in South Aries. They have the men as well as the ae to 
assert these powers. They can wipe the Indians out of existence in no time. 
Is it not obvious that the Indians who are determined to oppose such 
powerful people as these are quite prepared to lay down their very lives in 
the present struggle? Can these facts be discredited by the mere contradictory 
reports of a few interested capitalists of the opposite party? There are some 
journalists among us too who are in the habit of condemning the attitude of 
the Indians. They decry the Indians as lawless and their telegraphie reports 
as unreliable. But His Excellency the Viceroy is already convinced of the 
truth of the situation and has taken steps to teach a good lesson to the 
South African authorities. What better proof can be offered to show that 
such contradictions do not deserve any credence? ‘The play enacted by the 
members of the Mysore Young Men’s Literary Union in the Town Hall on 
the 6th instant gives us a correct picture of the affairs in South Africa. If 
only the people would bear in mind at least a traction of the valuable advice 
given by Mr. Venkata Krishnayya on this occasion, there can be no doubt 
that we shall gain our end. He told us that we should try to understand 
how to fight for our rights and privileges in a ‘constitutional manner, that 
only those who realised the duty of carrying on this struggle for hberty 
could hope to elevate their condition, that the British were unequalled in 
such struggles, that it was this fight for liberty and their regard for justice 
that made them such great empire-builders, that in all matters, small or large, 
it was righteousness and courage that led to success, that both men and 
women without exception had joined in this rivhteous struggle in South 
Africa, that in encouraging these people to this struggle Mr. Gandhi was of 
the nature of an incarnation and that it was the foremost duty of every 
Indian who enjoyed the blessings of the British rule to help these sufferers. 
These words contain the pith and marrow of all our sacred lore. If only the 
Indians should realise this duty by their brethren we have no doubt that 
their future eminence will be loftier than ever.

ENGLISH PAPERS OWNED BY INDIANS. 


II.—Howr ADMINISTRATION, 


(a) Police. 


1. The Cochin Argus, for the week ending 20th December, writes :— 
“Ina sensational Police case tried at a recent 
sessions, it transpired that the work of criminal 
investigation had been largely entrusted to head constables, presumably 
because the Sub-Inspector had found his responsibilities far heavier than he 
could cope with . . . . Instances, such as the recent murder of the 
Senor Raja of Katannamanna Covilagam, reveal, in our opinion, the unsuita- 
bility of the circle system to a district like ours, which is very different 
hysically and topographically from most other districts of the Madras 
Paeldiary. We do not know whether the views of the Police authorities 
in the district regarding the system have undergone any modification in 
the light of actual experience, but we know that the public feel that they 
can never take kindly to the scheme, and we dare sav there must be a 
considerable number of officials who share this feeling. The popular opinion 
is that the scheme has not made for increased Police efficiency, but that the 
result has been the reverse, and our own opinion is that the Government 
should direct an independent enquiry to be made into the working of the 
scheme, in view to finding out if it will ever come to any good in the district. 
most of all in the rural areas, not a few of which, it should be remembered, 
are still badly off in the matter of roads and communications.”

(g) Forests. 


2. The Indian Patriot, of the 15th Decembe?, writes :—‘' The closure 
of certain Salem village reserves, on which the 
people in the surrounding places were entirely 
dependent for the grazing of their cattle, because there were, according to 
Forest officials, illicit felling, shows a spirit of administration that is nearer 
despotism than any formof Government. . . . . The very serious charge 
is brought against the Salem Forest authorities that they issued their permits 
when they intended to close the reserves. In other words, they took money 
but declined to give facilities for grazing for which they took money. 
bi Every thinking citizen ought to feel alarmed at the state of affairs 
that permits of such high-handed official action as the one that has brought 
ruin and devastation to many a household in Salem. Because there has been 
illicit felling, every owner of cattle is to suffer. The official who is secure 
has no need to ask what the cattle or the cattle-owners would do: he only 
has to see how, in his opinion, illicit felling could be stopped. This is a 
spirit of administration that must at once vanish. ‘The Forest department is 
not the only branch of official activities where such supreme callousness to the 
difficulties of the poor is exhibited.” 


(k) General. 


8. The following appears in the Hindu of the 17th December :—“ Our 
attention has been drawn to a flagrant case — 
very nearly amounting to jobbery—in which

the Fisheries Department of the Board of Revenue, Madras, have taken a not 
very edifying part. ‘The chank fisheries in Tinnevelly and ‘Tanjore are very 
extensive, and usually, the agg followed by the authorities has been to 


call for tenders from the public, or put up the leases to auction, if the former 


course is. deemed uneconomical. . . . . Four merchants of Calcutta, 
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dealing in chanks and shells, some of whom had been either successful tendererg 
or the highest bidders in previous years, wished to compete for the right for 
the period 1913-14, and inquired of the responsible officers at Tuticorin and 
Madras as to the time when tenders would be called. One of the merchants 
Mr. Balaram Dhar, of 5, Lehore Began, Calcutta, was informed by the 
Superintendent of the Pearl and Chank Fisheries office, Tuticorin, on the 4th 
December 1912 and on the 23rd idem, that ‘next year we shall call for 
tenders for the purchase of the 1913-14 season’s shells’, and that he will 
carefully note the merchant’s name and address and let him know as soon as 
the new contract is to be put up to tender. ‘l’o inquiries regarding the date 
of tender or auction made by Messrs. Dhar, K. V. Venkatachellam Chetti, 
and J. M. Sur, the officer at ‘Tuticorin informed them on the 18th July last 
that they will be duly informed of the date. Ayain, on the 30th August last, 
a letter was sent by the same officer to Mr. Venkatachellam Chetti saying 
that notices of sale will be sent to him when the department was ready to 
call for tenders. ‘The merchants, after this clear and unequivocal assurance 
that they would be duly informed of the date when tenders would be called 
for, and would be allowed to compete in the open market, had no apprehen- 
sion that any private negotiations were being conducted behind their back, 
Suddenly, however, they were rudely awakened by a letter dated the 4th 
September, which every one of these merchants received, informing them that 
the contract with Messrs. J. B. Dutt & Sons of Dacca for the purchase of 
Tinnevelly and Tanjore chanks had been renewed by Government for 
another term of years. Between the 30th August and 4th September, there 
was a hiatus of less than a week, which, it may be remarked, would be 
deemed insufficient for negotiations of such an important character to have 
begun and ended. The conclusion is irresistible that, on the former date, 
the department should have been aware of the negotiations and did not, for 
reasons which are not clear, choose to divulge that fact to the Calcutta 
merchants who wished to compete. . . . . The object of the tender and 
the auction system is to give all parties a chance to compete, to remove all 


possible room for the proceedings to be looked upon as a jobbery, and to get 
as much revenue to Government as possible. We regret, we have to say, 
that the action of the authorities does not satisfy any one of these conditions, 
and it is equally regrettable that Government should have approved of the 
course adopted.” | 


IV.—NATIVE STATES. 


4. Ina leader on this subject, the United India and Native States, tor 
the week ending 13th December, says :—‘* The 
Administration Report of the Cochin State for 
the Malayalam year 1088 corresponding to the period from the 11th August 
1912 to the 15th August 1913, possesses a special interest as it is the last 
one to be issued by Mr. A. R. Banerji, 1.C.S. . . . . Weshall not attempt 
to pass in review the various chapters in this interesting report dealing with 
the working of the several departments. Suffice it to say that every depart- 
ment of the machinery of State worked smoothly and efficiently and that the 
Raja and his able Diwan deserve the fullest credit for raising the tone of the 
adiministration and bringing it to its present high level of efficiency. . . . . 
We have great pleasure in congratulating the Raja and Mr. Banerji on the 
success attained in the past. It is true that without His Highness’ encourage- 
ment Mr. Banerji could not have accomplished much. Nevertheless the 
fullest credit should be given to Mr. Banerji for having initiated so many 
well-thought out measures for the good of the people. ‘The report before us 


is a record of sustained progress and the Raja and his Diwan may well be 
proud of it.” |

has now turned out to be true to the great regret of his loving subjects. 
‘ee It is impossible to estimate the magnitude or the extent of the 
loss, which all classes in the State are now called on to endure, for, to the 
people of Cochin the Raja has been something more than a ruler, he is their 
vigilant father. . . . . VThisisa climax to a strenuous and blameless 
life such as has been led by His Highness. It is the literal truth to sav that 
the Raja, during the period he has been occupying his exalted office, has 
proved himself the father of all classes of people and not merely the patron of 
this or that class.” 


Writing on this subject, the VWalabar Herald, for the week ending 13th 
Dacember, says :—“ The (iazette Extraordinary issued by the Diwan on the 
Sth instant by command of His Highness the Raja announcing his intention 
to abdicate the throne in favour of the heir-apparent will, no doubt, be read 
by his affectionate subjects with inexpressible grief. 2...) The poig- 
nancy of their grief is increased by the fact that, while his loyal subjects 
were looking forward to happier days as the outcome of a benevolent and 
sympathetic rule, the news of his approaching abdication of the throne 
comes as a shock, unexpected and unthought of. The long line of Cochin 
Rulers will be searched in vain to find one with qualities so eminent and 
good as those possessed by the retiring Sovereign. Hence the grief of his 
subjects is greater and unbearable.” 

6. The West Coast Bulletin, for the week ending 19th December, has 
the following :— Unlike Mr. A. R. Banerji, 
his brother Diwan of Cochin, who always 
pays much respect and value to public opinion, Mr. Rajagopala Achari, 
Diwan of Travancore, is very often blamed for his characteristic disregurd 
and distrust towards the toe press in general. . . . . No sooner 
had Mr. Rajagopala Achari taken charge of the Ministerial portfolio of 
Travancore, than he began to disappoint the good people of ‘Travancore 
by his assuming unsympathetic and autocratic tendencies, which bespoke 
of his scant sympathy and trust towards the suns of the soil in matters 
concerning their welfare at large. That Mr. Rajagopala Achdri was in no 
way a friend of the people or a supporter of popular institutions was explicitly 
shown by the unsympathetic way in which he tried to stifle the Sreemoolam 
Popular Assembly, which is considered to be the palladium of the rights 
and privileges of the people of Travancore, in its very infancy. ‘This des- 
potic policy of Mr. Rajagopala Achari was more firmly expressed a second 
time in his unjust and tyrannical suppression of the Swadeshabhimani, a 
thoroughly independent organ published at the capital city, and the deporta- 
tion of its innocent and popular editor away from Travancore, without any 
trial and without even giving him a warning of the adoption of such 
Draconian measures. . . . . The reckless and obstinate continuance of 
this policy of distrust and apathy for the people and their institutions 
alienated the feelings of a most loyal and peace-loving section of the sons of 
the soil. Mr. Rajagopala Achari followed his own way, and wounded justice, 
extreme disapproval and thorough discontentment were depicted upon the 
lineaments of every thoughtful countenance there. . . . . Wedoubt if in 
these repeated actions Mr. Rajagopala Achari does not even excel the Tsar 
of Russia or Sultan Abdul Hameed of Turkey. Che! Che! it is a sorrowful 
fate that has fallen to the lot of the TTravancoreans to be placed under a 
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foreign minister who has not even a jot of sympathy for them !

We will not go so far as to state that the policy is not justifying 
itself elsewhere in the country, but what has been seen in the past may le 
seen again and the bad example of Bengal may find imitation elsewhere it 
the impression should get about that sympathy, rather the excess of it, will 
continue to dominate the administration and the authorities be at the same 
time unequal to the task of getting at subterranean crime.”

Mounted Sergeants on duty at the beach and elsewhere has of late become a 
frequent occurrence. Our readers could not have forgotten a similar case 
which occurred in the same place last year when a fruit-seller was the victim. 
We hope the Commissioner of Police will bestow his attention on this 
matter and prevent the recurrence of such events. 


9. The Andhraprakasixa, of the 17th December, in its leader on * Is it 
commendable?” writes regarding a poor 
young woman of Tinnanur reported to be the 
repeated victim of several crimes, whose representations to the wuathorities 
were repeatedly neglected :—All this happened in Tinuanur in the Chingleput 
district which is so near to the metropolis. We see no reason for the neglect 
of the Police in the matter of a careful enquiry. It betokens no healthy 
state of things, that such events should be persistently repeated even when 
the matter was brought to the notice of responsible officers like the District 
Superintendent of Police and the Collector. The Police authorities, the 
chief administrative officers, and the elected Members of the Legislative 
Council have, under these circumstances, a duty to enquire thoroughly into 
such matters with a view to find out the truth and safeguard discipline. If 
the authorities fail to do this, we fear that the people will be led to believe 
that the Police have been acting in collusion with the criminals. 


10, A correspondent to the Ravi, of the 11th December, writes :--Now 
that the Public Service Commission is taking 
evidence witha view to the reorganization of 
the Departments of Public Service, it is desirable that they take down 
evidence respecting the condition of the Police constables. The pay of the 
constable is insufficient for his own sustenence, how then can the constable 
maintain his family ? He is invested with great powers, but is poorly paid. 
Many young men that can in no respect compare with a constable are carning 
Rs. 20 per mensem. Hence it will be better to raise the pay of the constable 
to at least Rs. 25 per mensem. Thereby greater efficiency will be secured 
in the work of the Police Department and the arrangement will work 
satisfactoril¥ both to the Government and the people.

12. A leader in the Lokaprakasam, of the 15th December, referring to 
the recent assault on the Jagirdar of Arm by 
a European named Mr. Gibson, observes th:t 
the simple fine of Rs. 50 awarded as a punish- 
ment for such a grave offence on a person of such high social standing as the 
Jugirdar is quite inadequate to meet the ends of justice. Mr. Gibson 
confessed the commission of the offence and was fully aware that the matter 
in which he interfered was none of his business. ‘Therefore the aggressive 
measure adopted by him, instead of leaving the matter in the hands of the 
Police, was unpardonable. When a European of the status of Mr. Gibson 
treats a great Indian noble in this manner, it is hard to conceive what 
Europeans may not do to the ordinary Indians. We have heard of many 
instances in which some Europeans treat Indians in this way. If adequate 
punishment is not meted out for such offences they will certainly tend to 
increase. Punishments in such cases should be exemplary.

13. The Lokopakari, of the 15th December, invites the attention of the 
Government to the action of the Collector of 
Salem in having closed certain reserve forests 
in that district against the use of the neighbouring villagers and thereby 
deprived « number of eattle of their fodder and prays that these forests may 
be reopened immediately and the grievances of the people redressed. 


In writing on the same subject, the Swadesamitran, of the 16th December, 
says :—The Collector of Salem has published a notification in the District 
Gazette that certain reserve forests in the Dharmapuri and Salem taluks 
would be closed to grazing for three months as a punishment to the people in 
the neighbouring villages who are blamed for not having prevented their 
cattle from destroying the trees in these forests. ‘The result of this is that 
these villagers will have to starve their cattle hereafter, the only pasture 
ground adjoining their villages being closed to them. We need not lay much 
stress upon the hardship which will result to the agriculturists, if they have 
no pasture ground for their cattle. While the Government is taking a great 
deal of interest in ™mproving the condition of cattle throughout the country, 
it is regrettable that the Collector of Saiem should have deprived 30,000 cattle 
of their fodder, acting upon the words of the Forest officials. It is really 
surprising that whole villages should be held responsible for offences com- 
mitted by a few persons without trying to find out who these few are. The 
action of the Collector of Salem is opposed to law, as he has no legal right to 
close the forests unless frequent accidents of fire occur therein. Moreover, 
we learn that Rs. 6,000 have already been collected as grazing fees for this 
year and the permit-holders are therefore entitled to graze their cattle in the 
reserves up to the 30th June 1914. Are these to suffer forthe fgult of a few 
who are stated to have committed offences in the said forests? The action of 
the Collector is not in consonance with the views expressed by the Forest 
Committee which submitted its report oniy very recently. Somehow 
Government officials of every class seem to think that they can tease the 
agriculturists as they hke. How can the agriculturists improve, if they ,are 
treated like this ? 


14. A correspondent of the Swadeshabhimani, of the 12th December, 
subscribing himself ‘‘a ryot”, complains that 
owing to the ravages of tigers at Panja (South 
Canara) and the neighbouring villages both

Munian, a railway gang cooly, residing at 
Pachur in the ‘iruppattir taluk of the North Arcot distriet, was recently 
tried and convicted by the Sub-Magistrate of ‘Tiruppattir for an offence ot 
theft and sentenced to 29 stripes by Mr. Sykes, 1 C.S.. the Joint Magistrate 
of Tiruppattir. The prisoner was brought to the office of the Joint Magis- 
trate on the evening of the 4th December and made to lie down on a bene. 
four persons holding him fast. Then the Joint Magistrate began to whip 
the offender by Ins own hand and carried out the sentence in full ‘There was 
no doctor by him when this sentence was inflicted. ‘The sound of the 
whipping was heard 100 yards off and the prisoner was) wailing aloud, 
unable to bear the pain. As svon as the offender was in a position to walk, 
he sent telegrams to the Collector and the Government detailing what did 
occurred. This is not the first time that this Sub-Collector has whipped 
offenders in person like this. His conduct is opposed to both law and usage.”’ 
The Government should take notice of the conduct of this eentleman. 
who is not only a European official but also a First-class Mayistrate. 


17. A correspondent of the Swadesamitran, of the 12th December, invites 
the attention of the Postal authorities to the 
following defects in connection with the village 
post offices and prays that prompt steps may be taken to remedy the same: — 

(a) Letters are often delivered very late in villages on account of the 
postal runners not being punciual in the discharge of their duties. 

(b\ Village postmasters are not always to be found in their seats and 
at times they ask some of their friends to look to their work and go away to 
attend to their own business. ‘I'his is felt to be a great hardship, as money 
orders or registered letters cannot be sent in the abseuce of the postmaster. 

(c) Some postmen do not deliver letters to ignorant people unless they 
are tipped. 

(d) The time of clearance is not noted in the post box and the box 
itself is not kept at a convenient place. It is often placed inside the house 
of the postmaster and it is not cleared until after the postmen had delivered all 
the letters in a village. So the people have to go to the next post office to 

ost their letters for fear that they may not reach their destination in time, 
if put into the post boxes. 


18. The Desamata, of the 10th December, in its leaderette on the 
‘‘Madras Medical College”, writes :—In 1912, 

Modras Medion! College. the Government of Madras issued an order 
directing that no more than eighty students should be admitted into any 
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class in the college. The Principal had, therefore, to admit only 74 candidates. 
This order was no doubt issued with good intentions, but great hardship wil] 
result in future to the people therefrom. There is only one Medical College 
in our Presidency, which has to admit candidates from Native States also. 
Hence there is no scope for admitting more than two candidates on an average 
from each district. ‘There are only a small number of hospitals and hospital 
assistants. As far as our knowledge goes there is no proper medical aid in the 
country parts. ‘The Government will greatly improve the sanitation of the 
country if they remove the restriction on the admission of students into the 
Medical College and establish new hospitals absorbing all the successful 
candidates. If allopathic medical help is thus restricted by the Government 
and unani and the ayurvedic doctors excluded from the field of medicine b 
gentlemen like Dr. Nair, we do not understand what is to become of the four 
crores of people of this Presidency. It seems to be highly advisable for the 
Government to suspend Dr. Nair’s Bill till they make increased provision for 
medical instruction and medical help. It appears from the statistics that the 
number of candidates from the Telugu districts is very small. If the Local 
(sovernment raises the Vizagapatam Medical School to the grade of a college 
like the one at Madras, we believe that the Telugus may have greater 
facilities for the study of medicine. 


II ],.—LEGISLATION. 


19. The Bharatamata, of the 3rd December in an article on the “‘ Medical 
Medical Registration Bill. Registration Bill”, writes :—We may find some 
one in our Presidency, that may be ignorant 

of the troubles of our countrymen in South Africa, but none that does not feel 
himself aggrieved by Dr. Nair’s Bill. We cannot but demand arguments in 
favour of such a measure. We are sorry to note that Dr. Nair has not given 
any definite reasons for the introduction of his Bill. His reference to the 
beneficial effects of the Act in Bombay is most vague. We are not convinced 
of any benefits that accrued to the people of the Bombay Presidency from 
the Bombay Act. The Andhrapatrika, that is presumably acquainted with 
the conditions prevailing in that Presidency, does not lend its support to 
Dr. Nair’s Bill. The Government of India had, two decades ago, attempted 
to introduce such a Bill. But they, for some valid reasons, left such a 
measure to be dealt with by the local Governments. Such being the case, it 
is presumptuous on the part of Dr. Nair, a representative of the people, to 


attempt to precipitate the measure in this Presidency, despite the protests of 
the people. 


20. Referring to the two Malabar Bills a correspondent in the Kerala 

i ti Mei oan Patrika, of the 13th December, remarks that 

ce some persons in North Malabar have adopted 

a novel method of prejudicing Government against them. It seems that 

these persons and their adherents assemble at a meeting at a particular place 

and pass resolutions condemning these Bills and communicate them to the 

authorities. Next day the same persons convene a meeting in another 

locality and arrive at similar resolutions which are again wired to the 

authorities concerned. Yet another day a similar meeting is announced and 

there too the same persons congregate and wire again and so on. If 

anybody objects to these tactics of theirs and says that their resolutions are 

not the independent expressions of the will of the people, they are greatly 
displeased. Is this not a method in tune with the times ? 


IV.—NATIVE STATES. 


21. The Vrittanta Patrike, of the 18th December, writes :—Judging: from 
the telegraphic summary of the treaty we 
must observe that the terms of this new 
document do not materially differ from those of the Instrument of Transfer. 
The changes are mainly verbal, but they are not the less welcome for this 
reason. ‘che Instrument of Transfer had been generally understood to be

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only a tentative settlement. Jlat was why it had to be worded so elabo- 
rately. But the effect of it has proved very wholesome. It helped to keep 
our administrators always alive to their duties and responsibilities. ‘lhe 
result has been that the Imperial Government, struck with the tact and ability 
with which the administration was conducted by His Highness’ Government 
during the past 32 years of provisional settlement, has now been pleased to 
convert the existing document into a more dignified ‘“ Treaty”. One 
important point of difference between the two documents is that under the 
Instrument of Transfer His Highness’ Government could act only with the 
previous sanction of the Governor-General in Council in regard to the 
management of finances, the settlement and collection of revenue, the imposi- 
tion of fresh taxes, the administration of justice, the extension of commerce, 
the encouragement of trade, agriculture, and industry and all matters 
connected with the interests and well-being of His Highness and his subjects 
and his relations to the British Government. This portion of the document 
had invested the Resident with extraordinary powers concerning the internal 
administration of the province. But the present treaty lays down expressly 
that in future the Governor-General in Council will not, under ordinary 
circumstances, interfere with the internal affairs of the State. ‘Nhe Imperial 
Government has been only too willing to widen the privileges of His High- 
ness the Maharaja in acknowledgment of the fact that the manner in which 
the administration of the province is being conducted at present is quite 
satisfactory. But the right of intervention still exists in case the adminis- 
tration should prove defective or unsatisfactory. We rejoice, with the rest 
of the subjects of His Highness, over this weleome change which has raised 
the dignity and prestige of our ruler. For practical purposes however, it 
will be found that the nature of the relations between the two Governments 
will remain unaltered. No change appears to have been made in the amount 
of the subsidy. But the Government of India will, in future, pay tor the 
lands required for the construction of railways instead of taking them free of 
charge as was done hitherto. ‘This, however, is of little avail as there is 
hardly any likelihood of the British Government constructing any new lines 
of railway in the Mysore territories. |

It hopes also that additional concessions and facilities will 
generally be granted to all Native States, whose loyalty has, for gencrations, 
been tested and found true. This procedure will certainly strengthen the 
bonds and friendly relations between the Government of India and _ the 
Native States. 


V.—ProsPEects OF THE Crops AND THE CONDITION OF THE PEOPLE.

He alleges that’he has seen 14 boars grazing 
in a batch in broad daylight on the day on which he wrote this article. It 1s 
not possible to prevent these depredations solely with the assistance of the 
starving dogs of the locality. It would go very hard with the cultivators if 
Government. do not devise some measures in this matter. Reluctance to 
issue licenses for the possession of guns is at the root of this evil.

Our readers may remember that a similar Reception 
was held in Madras when His Imperial Majesty King George V visited this 
city as Prince of Wales. Lord Ampthill was our Governor then and he took 
the Prince of Wales round the Banqueting Hall and thus made it possible for 
every one assembled in the Hall to have a word with him. We very much 
wish Lord Pentland had followed the example of Lord Ampthill on this 
occasion. In functions of this kind, it is not always deckealte to make ‘an 

invidious distinction among the guests assembled. 


£5. In a leader on this subject, the’ Lokopakari, of the 8th December, says: 
a me _ .  —The speech of the Viceroy at Madras has 
he condition of Indians in irritated the South African Government and we 
South Africa, are not surprised at this. It has now become 
an open secret, both in India and England, that the South African Govern- 
ment is treating the Indians in the most uncivilised manner. The whites 
say that it is the Indians who transgress the law and bring about all their 
troubles. But we would ask whether there has been any occasion before this 
when the Indians transgressed the law. If they doso now, it is because 
certain provisions of it are derogatory to the Indian community as a whole. 
The Indians have been migrating to South Africa from a very long time and 
they have all along continued to be loyal. On a recent occasion, there was a 
quarrel between the Indians and the Policé in which eight of the former were 
shot dead and many others were seriously wounded. Is it not necessary to 
make an enquiry as to who were the cause of this disturbance? Why should 
the Union Government refuse to appoint a committee to enquire into this 
and similar events? This itself shows thatitis the Union Government that 
is acting unjustly. 

In writing on the same subject, the Swadesamitran, of the 12th Decem- 
ber, observes :—News has been received that the South African Government 
has agreed to appoint a committee to enquire about the cruel. treatment of 
the Indians by the whites in the Transvaal. The constitution of this com- 
mittee has not yet been announced. It is very necessary that a member 
nominated by the Government of India, a representative of the British 
(Jovernment and a representative of the Indians in the Transvaal should be 
on this committee. If, on the other hand, the committee consists only of the 
South African whites, its decision will not give any satisfaction to the 
Indians. We hope the British Government will impress this fact on the 
Union Government. Heart-rending news is being received every day from 
our brethren in South Africa. Every mine and every plantation is being 
declared to be a jail and the Indians striking work are being imprisoned 
therein. ‘lhe Police prevent the members of the Natal Association from 
supplying food to the Indian prisoners. So hundreds of Indian prisoners 
are really starving. ‘There is no way of bringing to light the atrocities 
committed inside the mines and plantations. Telegrams were hitherto being 
received about the unjust acts committed in South Africa. Hereafter no 
news can be aapneier from there, even thdugh the Indians may die, be 
beaten or starved, or undergo any other hardship. So this committee should 
be appointed without the least delay. 


Continuing its comments upon the same subject, the Swadesamitran, of 
the 13th December, writes:—We learn from a telegram received yesterday 


* Received in the current week. 
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that Sir William Solomon, Mr. Essaler, K.C., and Colonel Wvlie of Natal 
are the members of the commission of inquiry appointed by the Union 
Government. None of these three have any connection with either the 
Government of India or the British Government and there is po Indian 
member on this commission. The commission is asked to inquire into and 
report on the disturbances in connection with the strike of the Indians, the 
causes that led to the strike disturbances, the amount of force used for the 
suppression of the strike, the necessity for the use of such force and on anv 
acts of violence alleged to have been committed upon prisoners sentenced in 
connection with the strike and to make recommendations in respect of anv 
of the above matters. Both the constitution of this commission and. the 
matters referred to it for inquiry will cause entire disappointment in India. 
Even the Indians in South Africa will feel that they can derive no benefit 
from the inquiry of this commission. General Botha could well have refused 
to hold an inquiry instead of appointing such a commission The personne! 
of this commission shows that the views recently expressed both by Lord 
Hardinge and Lord Crewe have been completely ignored by the’ Union 
Government. Even the words of Mr. Harcourt, the Secretary for the 
Colonies, have now been belied. So there is no doubt that this commission 
has been appointed simply to make a show of an inquiry and that the Union 
Government does not care in the least for the Imperial Government or the 
Government of India. ‘his is nothing but an attempt to pacify those who 
complain of cruelties being committed in South Africa. 

The present action of the Union Government is evidently the result of 
the partiality shown by the British Ministers and the British public towards 
the whites in South Africa. ‘The British Ministers have been evincing only 
a step-motherly affection tor the Indians. While the Indians are being 
beaten, shot, imprisoned and starved and suffering unbearable hardships and 
the whites are the cause of all this, the fact- that the latter should themselves 
hold an inquiry looks more like a clever trick to dupe the Indians and the 
world, considering them to be fools, than an attempt to discover the truth 
and do justice. The Indians will not have tho least confidence in the 
inquiry conducted by this commission. We do not know how far the news 
wired by Reuter that the appointment of this commission has given satisfac- 
tion in England is true. How can it give satisfaction to Lord Ampthill and 
other well-wishers of India? Lord Hardinge distinctly stated that a com- 
mission in which there are no Indian representatives will serve no useful 
purpose. Lord Crewe also observed that, though the Union Government 
might not agree to the inclusion of Indians in the commission of Inquiry, 
care should be taken to see that neither racial nor individual arrogance 
operated as an impediment to an impartial inquiry, and added that the scope 
of this inquiry should not be restricted to recent events alone, but should 
cover the general condition of the Indians in the colonies. ‘The words of 
both these statesmen have been flouted by the Union Government. How 
will this be justifiable in the eyes of the world and how can the heartburning 
of the Indians be appeased thereby ? 


The Lokopal-ari, of the 15th December, also expresses its dissatisfaction 
at the constitution and scope of the commission of inquiry appointed by the 
Union Government and observes :— We feel sure that this commission will 
not act against the interests of the Union Government, and as all the 
witnesses to be examined by the commission will be the officials in South 
Africa, all the popular leaders being in jail, the Indians cannot expect their 
grievances to be redressed as a result of this inquiry. Therefore the question 
of alleviating the sufferings of the Indians in South Africa should be tuken 
up for consideration at the next meeting of the Imperial Legislative Council. 
There is no use in our beloved Viceroy and the popular leaders awaiting the 
conclusion of the inquiry by this commission to take any further action 
regarding the condition of the Indians in South Africa. It is very necessary 
to prevent the migration of Indians to South Africa. The Indians, who have 


already settled in South Africa, are being imprisoned and otherwise teased by 
the Union Government, only with the idea that they can thereby be coerced 
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to act as it wishes. If the Imperial Government does not come forward to 
check the course adopted by the Union Government, it will give room to the 
impression that the former is colluding with the latter in the matter of 
teasing the Indians. The people throughout India are now disgusted with 
the tyrannical rule of the South African Government. Women and even the 
Native Chiefs are getting enraged at the treatment meted out to their 
countrymen in South Africa. It is the duty of the Imperial Government to 
check the growth of a feeling of pain and disgust on the part of thirty crores 
of Indians. It is not desirable that the existing feeling should grow more 
intense and we hope the Imperial Government will note this. 


26. The Swadesamitrun, of the 10th December, writes :—Many among the 
civilised races of the world have a very low 
idea of the Indians. It is only the Eastern 
races like the Japanese, who originally acquired 
their religion and civilization from India, that have a sympathy for the 
Indians. British colonies like Africa and Canada, having no idea whatever 
of the ancient civilisation and culture of the Indians, entertain a low opinion 
of the latter, judging of them only from their present condition. The whites 
in the world know the Indians only as coolies and thinking that the Indians 
all over the world are only of this type, deem them to be no better than 
cattle. If the whites in any part of the world are in need of labourers, they 
send for them from India. There are now nearly ten lakhs of Indians 
employed as labourers or engaged in petty industries in the British Colonies, 
without the right of having any secular, moral or religious instruction. No 
wonder therefore that the whites in the world judge of the condition of the 
thirty crores of Indians from the standard of those in the Colonies. There is 
also another reason for this misconception. India is regarded only asa 
dependency of Britain, and the Indians, instead of being given equal treatment 
with the British, are allowed to occupy only subordinate positions to the 
British. When they are thus treated with scant courtesy in their own country 


and by their own Government, how can the foreign countries be expected to 
have a better idea of the Indians ? 


27. The Bharalamata, of the 3rd December in its leader on “‘ the Miser 
able plight of the Indians”, writes:—The 
glory of our land has come to an end. ‘lhe 
changes that have come over our land are 
innumerable. Our hardships are many and our happiness a mirage. Famine 
is devastating one corner of the Empire and epidemics another. There is 
anarchy raging on one side and oppression on the other. We that had set at 
naught all other nations are now lagging behind them. Our existence is 
enveloped in uncertainty. ‘This is the dark fortnight over Aryavarta (India), 
though we fancy that it is the bright one. There is no knowing how our 
drama may end. Whatever may be our condition in India, even if we hope 
to find solace at the prosperity of our brethren in foreign countries there is 
no chance for sucha hope. Our countrymen there are treated worse than 
brutes. If we think of them our heart fails. Like the Pandavas, they have 
entered on a moral struggle—a second Bharata war. ‘Their oppressors, the 
despotic rulers of South Africa, offer insult to the whole womanhood of India, 
while Kauravas had insulted but a single lady (Draupadi). The embassy 
of Gokhale, their Sree Krishna, has failed, and a righteous indignation 1s 
manifested all over the country. No weapons are needed for these heroes 
armed with justice and self-sacrifice. Gandhi, Polak and other heroes are 
marching to prisons. The whole civilized wcrld is condemning the conduct 
of the South African Government. His Excellency the Viceroy has espoused 
our cause. It is our duty to help our brethren who are trying to defend 
their honour. No cause deserves our support so richly agethis. 


28. The Ravi, of the 11th December in its leader on ‘* Indians in South 


Indians in South Africa. Africa”, gives a brief report of the correspond- 
7 a Bd: we ence between the Government of India and 
the India Office and other details in connection with the subject and observes: 
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—His Excellency in his Madras speech has fully shown his sympathy with 
the South African resisters. The silence of the Indian press shows how 
much, in accord it is with the spirit of his speech which is too sincere an 
overflowing of his sympathetic heart to need any idle scrutiny. We ma 
rest assured that he will do all that he can in the matter, and that India is 
safe in his able hands. The events in South Africa have served to weld into 
one whole the heterogeneous elements in the population of India. Even the 
Christians, who would stand aloof from all administrative matters, have joined 
in the common cause. The Anglo-Indians and the Missionaries have also 
been attracted to the cause. All people must be grateful for this happy 
result to God Almighty. ‘The struggle relates to no narrow topic of racial 
difference, it is a wide question concerning humanity and justice. 


The Dhanurdhari, of the 15th December, in the course of a leading 
article, writes :—It is notorious to what abject 
misery these Indians have been reduced. The 
very mines in which the labourers were working have been converted into 
prisons. The employers themselves are the jailors. The prisoners sre 
being tlogged. Some have been shot down. Even such great men as 
Gandhi and Polak have been cast into prison; and the situation is still as 
bad asever. The question must naturally occur to every well-wisher of 
India: Howare these sufferers to win their cause? Public opinion in regard 
to the answer to this question may be divided into three distinct classes. 
One section of the public believes that the repatriation of all the emigrants 
is the sole remedy to the present situation. This view is evidently a result 
of the fear that it might go hard against their purses if the struggle should 
be continued and fresh subscriptions raised for the relief of the sufferers. If 
all the emigrants are to be repatriated, we do not know where they can find 
shelter. ‘Those who advocate thus policy do not seem to realise that it is both 
unavailing and dangerous. Others urge passive resistance. ‘The extreme 
hardships endured by these emigrants and the dilatoriness of the South African 
Government as also of the Imperial Government to remedy the present state 
of things must have driven these people to this attitude of resistance. But the 
unmistakable terms in which our most high-minded Viceroy has expressed his 
views on this subject and the arrangements that are being made ty appoint a 
commission of inquiry ought to tell us that this policy of passive resistance 
is by no means the best. For it must not be forgotten that in politics haste 
and impetuosity are as harmful as dilatoriness. By far the most expedient 
line of action, therefore, would be to hold meetings, and submit memorials to 
urge the question on the attention of the Imperial as well as the Colomal 
Governments and if no satisfactory settlement is effected to apprise them of 
the seriousness of the consequences and till then to raise money for the 
relief of the sufferers. 


Indians in South Africa. 


29. In the course of a leader headed “ British Eimpire and the Indian 
subjects,” the Sasilekha, of the 16th December, 
observes :—Kegarding the steps that the 
| Imperial Government should take in connection 
with the treatment of Indians in South Africa, various persons may suggest 
varlous ways; but His Majesty the King-Emperor and his ministry must 
carefully consider the matter and try to confer on the Indians in the kinpire 
the nights enjoyed by their white subjects. 


30. The Desabhimani, of the 14th December, in its leader on the ‘‘ Indian 
unrest”, writes :—Never since the Great Indian 
Mutiny has anything excited so much of unrest 
in the minds of all the Indians as the present South African struggle. Many

6. The Vaisyamitran, of the 12th * December, expresses its surprise at 
the statement of Mr. Sharp before the Public 
Services Commission at Delhi that, except in 
matters of salary, leave and work, there is 
practically no difference between the Imperial and the Provincial Educa- 
tional Services, and observes:—This statement is quite true; for what is 
there left to create any difference between the two services, if salary, leave 
and work are left out of consideration. But the difference under these three 
heads is so clear and wide that one will be justified in calling these services 
as European and Indian and not as Imperial and Provincial. The nomina- 
tions made to these services from time to time clearly show that the Imperial 
Service is intended only for the Europeans and the Provincial Service for the 
Indians. The difference in salary between the two services is not so small 
as to be entirely ignored. In the Imperial Service the starting salary is 
Rs. 500 and there are prospects of promotion up to Rs. 2,500; while the 
Provincial Service starts only with Rs. 200 and ends with Rs. 700. In 
addition to this, there are certain advantages enjoyed by the members of the 
Imperial Service which are denied to those of the Provincial Service. For 
example, the appointments in the Imperial Service are all graded, with 
substantial annual increments and a member of this service is given an extra 
allowance of Rs. 100, if his salary does not exceed Ks. 1,000 even after 15 
years of service. Neither of these concessions are allowed to those in the 
Provincial Service. As for leave, a member of the Imperial Service is 
eligible for furlough and special leave with allowances for six years before 
he retires, while a member of the Provincial Service is not entitled to 
furlough for more than two years. Then again Europeans are eligible for 
furlough for a fourth pert of their period of Service; but an Indian has to 
complete ten years of service to be eligible for one year’s furlough and has 
to wait for eight years before he becomes eligible for another year’s furlough. 
The Europeans are given half pay throughout the period of their leave, 
while the Indians are given this half pay only for the first fifteen months of 
their leave and quarter pay for the remaining period. Even in the matter of 
work, there is a marked difference. A European Professor in a college works 
only for 15 hours a week and at times this dwindles down to 12 hours; but 
an Indian Professor is obliged to turn out at least eighteen hours’ work 
every week. | 
7. In commenting upon the proceedings of the Public Services Commis- 
; . sion, a correspondent, of the Lokamitran, for 
Indians and the higher February,* says:—The evidence of English- 
i cance men before the Commission clearly shows that 
they are not for giving higher appointments to the Indians. But I would 
ask whether the words of our beloved Queen Victoria, that appointments 1n 
this country would be distributed impartially among all her subjects, have 
lost their value now. Why are the present-day Englishmen unwilling to 
fulfil this promise of our late Queen? ‘There can only be two reasons for It. 
Either the Queen should have made this statement with a fraudulent motive,

just to tide over the effects of the sepov mutiny, or the Englishmen of the 
present day should be unwilling to carry out this promise owing to jealousy. 
No sane man will believe the first reason. The way in which the Enghish- 
men who came to India at the time of Queen Victoria conducted themselves 
towards the people is sufficient proof of the fact that the words of the late 
Queen came out from her heart. So the second reason alone should hold 
good. Ii, therefore, the authorities in England act upon the evidence of the 
Englishmen, they will be belying the sacred promise of our late Queen to 
her Indian subjects and creatiny dissatisfaction in the minds of the Indians. 

The objections raised by Anglo-Indians to higher appointments being 
given to Indians are based upon three grounds :— 


(1) The Indians have no idea whatever of official responsibility. 
(2) They do not act boldly in times of disturbance. 
(3) They have not the capacity to take the initiative in any affair. 

Now let us examine these three grounds one by one. The first ground 
cannot hold water, tor we have never been asking for higher appointments 
being given to Indians, who do not realise the responsibility of their work. 
It cannot be that, among 17 crores of men in India, there are not even a few 
who are fully qualified to hold the Ingher appointments. As regards the 
second ground, the English officials have their revolvers ready the moment 
any disturbance occurs, while the Indian officials in the same position try to 
appease the people, as they are fully conversant with their language and 
habits. Does this show want of courage on the part of the latter? ‘That the 
foolhardy courage of the English officials will only tend to increase the 
disturbances instead of suppressing them was clearly illustrated during the 
recent Mohurrum riots at Coimbatore. Such courage is necessary only for 
the soldier on the field of war and not for officials, who have to govern the 
people by winning their confidence. The third ground is, no doubt. true. 
But how far are the Indian officials permitted to take the initiative ino any 
affair? If these officials take any steps on their own initiative, the Hnglish- 
men above them come down upon them for having done so without their 
permission. Ifan English official commits a mistake, which may cost him 
his appointment, he immediately runs up to England and is able to protect 
his interests by seeking the help of the members of Parhament there. Who 
is there to help the Indians like this ’ 

In commenting upon the same subject, the Swadesumilran, of the 2Oth 
December, observes :—The Indians are never given the lugher appointments 
even in the Salt and Abkar: Department. No special training or knowledge 
is necessary for holding a ligher appointment in this department. It has 
been fora long time a close preserve for Huropeans and urasians and it is 
still so. Can it be said that when there are Indians who can successiully 
discharge the duties of a Member of the Executive Council of the Viceroy or 
Governor, there are not Indians who are qualified to hold the higher 
appointments in this department ? We have a night to claim that all the 
four Deputy Commissioners in this department should be Indians and is it too 
much to ask that one of them should be an Indian ’ 

8. The Sasilekha, of the 19th December, in its leader on ** Agriculture,” 
writes: —The Government have to establish 
agricultural farms in the various districts and 
produce good seed grain to be sold at cheap rates to the rvots that require 
them. ‘hey must afford facilities for a proper supply of green leaf manure 
from the forests. . They have to construct many tanks and wells. They 
must make provision for sufficient fodder supply for cattle and sheep. If the 
crops fail owing to an excess or icficiency ot water-supply the Government 
have to grant remission. They have to establish co-operative societies from 
which the ryots can get loans at cheap rates of interest and thereby protect 
the ryots from the grip of money-lenders. If these things are done, the 
condition of the ryots can be bettered a good deal and the Government will 
have an easy collection of their land revenue. The money that is being 
spent on European agricultural experts may with best advantage be utilized

IV.—NatTIveE STATES. 


9. In the course of a leading article dwelling on the main points of 


difference between the Old Instrument of 
Transfer and the present Treaty of Mysore, the 
Vokkahgara Patrike, of the 24th December, observes:—The changes now 
effected unmistakably point to the fact that the history of the administration 
of the province during the past 32 years has amply justified the confidence 
reposed by the British Government in the present House of Mysore. It 
should be our foremost duty therefore to express our immense sense of grati- 
tude tothe British for their magnanimity in thus raising the status of the 
province by means of this new treaty. We have besides a distinct assurance 
that they will not interfere with the internal affairs of the State except on 
exceptional grounds. ‘Thus the restraint which was a necessary consequence 
of having to consult the Imperial Government on almost every adminis- 
trative matter, however trivial, has also been removed. Further, the harm 
resulting from the sophistical arguments of unscrupulous advisers, whose 
knowledge of political problems is besides extremely limited, has also been 
effectively prevented, and the State which was, as it were, a mere puppet in 
the hands of the Imperial Government, may in future be regarded as a fairly 
independent State. While looking forward to the time when the State will 
be granted complete independence in acknowledgment of further sustained 
progress, we take this opportunity of congratulating His Highness the 
Maharaja as well as his Diwan on the progress they have already effected. 


Referring to the same subject, the Sadhvi, of the 26th December, in 
a similar article, welcoming the terms of the new treaty as being more in 
keeping with the dignity and status of the province, observes :—The changes 
thus brought about in the relations of the two Governments are of the nature 
of a reward in acknowledgment of the excellence of the administration 
under the Instrument of Transfer. We rejoice, with the rest of the subjects 
of His Highness the Maharaja, over this piece of singular good fortune which 
has fallen to the share of Mysore. 


10. The Sadhvi, of the 26th December, writes:—In spite of the fact

The surplus revenues of the declared that the surplus revenues of the Civil 
Civil and Military Station, gnd Military Station at Bangalore should go 
Hengeiove. to the Mysore Government, it is regrettable 
that some of the residents of the Cantonment still persist in urging that 
either this surplus should be utilised exclusively for the municipal expendi- 
ture of the Cantonment or the taxes should be further reduced so as to 
accumulate no surplus in future years. It is surprising that some of the 
English newspapers lend their columns to such contentions as these, we can 
understand if people are sometimes unfair with an eye to their own profit, 
but we fail to see why people should be so strongly jealous in matters in 
which they are themselves no gainers. In addition to the 35 lakhs paid 
annually towards the maintenance of the subsidiary force the Mysore 
Government are spending large sums on the scalded vexaesaahe of the 
Cantonment. It is passing strange that even the surplus that still remains 
over after meeting all these demands should be so selfishly claimed by the 
residents of the Cantonment.

Though we have no definite information about the points referred to in this 
interview, we believe he would have given His Majesty a clear idea of the 
resent tension of feeling among all classes of people in India, from the 
Ruling Princes down to the ordinary masses, about the South African 
situation. When self-government was granted to South Africa. the power 
to annul any colonial law, which looks unfair in the eyes of His Majesty, 
has been reserved by him. Our beloved King should now exercise this power 
and annul the Emigration Act. If this is not possible, the system of 
sending indentured labourers to the colonies should be abolished altogether. 


The Hindu Nesan, of the |8th December, suggests the entire abolition 
of the system of indentured labour as the only remedy for the ill-treatment 
of Indians by the whites in the colonies. 


The Gnanubhanu, tor December, deplores the pitiable condition of the 
Indians in South Africa and the wav in which they are treated by the 
whites there and declares that there is no hope of redemption from = this 
misery unless the British Government interferes on behalf of the Indians. 


12. In commenting upon the proceedings of this conference, the 
Swadesamitran, of the 18th December, observes : 
—This conference was conducted entirely by 
English officials. The words of one or two 
Indian officials who were present were not cared for. Non-oflicial Indians 
did not take any part in this conference. Agriculture is the chief occupation 
of the Indians and it 1s affected by the special topographical features of cach 

lace. It would have therefore been better if some intelligent mirasidars 
hed been allowed to take part in this conference, as an expression of their 
experiences and opinions would have been useful to those assembled at the 
conference. It was stated at this conference that the people should have 
sufficient Knglish education to understand the lectures of scientific experts 
in colleges and elsewhere. But this will be necessary only so long as these 
lecturers are Englishnen. So the best way to avoid this difficulty will be to 
send Indians to England for training and appoint them as Professors in 
Agricultural Colleges here It is a pity this point was not at all pressed at 
the conference. 


The Coimbatore Agricultural

13. The Lokamitran, for February,* writes:—Many of our readers 
might have noted the words ‘ specially made 
for India” on the foreign articles imported 
into this country. But we doubt if any one 
has spent a thought over what this phrase means. Does it mean that the 
European merchants are so very solicitous for the welfare of the Indians 
that they are sending out special articles for the latter, or does it mean that 
they have such a low opinion of India that they think they can _ foist 
anything upon her? Surely it is the latter and every sane man will admit 
this. But, in one respect, it is true that the European merchants are sending 
certain articles specially for India. For, those rejected articles which do not 
find any sale elsewhere are always sent to India. This clearly shows that 
the European merchants have understood that the Indians are incapable of 
doing anything and have therefore to depend for every article upon 
foreigners. 


Then again we find the phrase ‘ specially packed for India” on certain 
articles. What can this signify? Is it that the articles sent tu India are 
more safely packed than those sent to other countries? We can never 
believe it even in our dreams. 


We also meet with the phrase ‘specially prepared to wear Indian 
climate.” Many of us take this to be true, as they believe that because the 
Indian climate is hotter than the European, certain articles have to be 
specially manufactured for this country. (Granting this to be true, it cannot 
be denied that the climate of India is not uniform throughout ‘and that 
different places in India have different climatic conditions. So the foreign 
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should manufacture different articles for different portions of India. Is this 
done? Surely not. 


It is pitiable that there should be cultured men among us, who believe 
that the European merchants have a sympathy for us. It is after knowin 
this that the Europeans adopt all these tactics. Alas! What deceit! What 
a clever day-robbery! Are we to be duped even like this? Have the 
Indians, who taught many arts and sciences to the world, become such 
idiots? Mother India, who was once manufacturing all that she wanted and 
even distributing her goods to foreigners, is now standing in the street 
without a cloth to wear and the foreigners have to help her with one! Crores 
and crores of money are being sent out of our country every day for foreign 
articles! Let our brethren wake up hereafter at least and prevent this drain, 
by improving our industries and trying to make in India itself all the goods 
that we want, as of old. 


l4. The Vuzdyakalanidhi, for November,* observes:—We see from the 
ma me figures in the last census that out of 31,282 per- 
The present pitiable condition ong who were following the medical profession 
of lndigenogs moceeinee. in 1912, nearly 30,000 persons followed the 
Ayurvedic or Unani systems of medicine. But Dr. Nayar’s Bill now before 
the Madras Legislative Council proposed to register only persons following the 
western system of medicine, excluding all the 30,000 followers of the eastern 
systems. Is this fair? ‘There are already numerous records, such as the 
University calendars and the Civil Medical List, to show who are qualified as 
medical practitioners and so it is only a waste of money to open a separate 
register and maintain a i poy staff for the mere purpose of differentiating 
qualified from unqualified practitioners. It is the followers of indigenous 
systems of medicine that have no rules to regulate their practice. The 
G;overnment has now no means of knowing what different systems these 
persons are following and how many of these men have had a reguiar training 
in wedicine. So it is very necessary that the Government should give 
material support to the Ayurvedic colleges started in different places in this 
Presidency and attach some value to the certificates and diplomas granted by 
them. We will venture to assert that the Government will have to spend far 
less, but at the same time derive far greater benefit by supporting Ayurvedic 
schools and colleges than by carrying out the provisions of the Bull brought 
forward by Dr. Nayar. Anyhow, I.M.S. officers and other English doctors 
who have passed the M.B., C.M. and similar examinations will never be of any 
use in small towns and especially in villages. In these places, it 1s our native 
doctors that are helpful to the people. It was stated at the last meeting of 
the Legislative Council that the Government had no funds to foster these 
indigenous systems of medicine. But Surgeon-General Sir Charles Lukis has 
observed that the Government of India was prepared to spend Rs. 1,50,000 
in vetting lady doctors from England. When there is this amount to spare 
for working the aforesaid proposal, how is it fair on the part of the 
Government to plead want of funds for fostering the indigenous systems of 
medicine ? 


15. The Kistnapatrika, of the 15th December, in a short article on 
Saath Aiton “South Africa,” referring to the committee 
that has recently been appointed by the South 
African Government, writes :—It is the duty of the Government of India to 
require the South African Government to appoint at least one Indian repre- 
sentative on this committee. We think that the Home Government do not 
approve of the procedure of the South African Government. ‘That Govern- 
ment might have appointed the committee at the instance of the Home 
Government. In such a case, the omission to appoint any members repre- 
senting the Home Government or the Government of India on the committee 
leads us to infer without hesitation that no good is likely to result from such 
a committee. 
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16. Writing on this subject tho Wysore Star, of the 22nd December, 
observes: — It is a matter for regret that there 
is always something or other to distress the 
Indian public. The unrest caused by the partition measure had hardly been 
allayed when the Cawnpore mosque trouble arose; and before we kad time 
to rejoice that this too has been at rest we have the South African question 
which has so totally perturbed gur peace. While the British Government is 
untiring in its efforts to promote the peace and prosperity of its subjects, it 
is as surprising as it is deplorable that a Colonial Government should dare 
to oppress their co-citizens, the Indians, and that the all-powerful Imperial 
Government should countenance such harassment. But for Lord Hardinge 
now at the helm the situation would doubtless have been far worse than it is. 
The public meetings that are being held in almost every part of the country 
are a fairly correct index of the bitterness which exists against the Union 
Government. The recent meeting in Bombay, at which His Highness the 
Aga Khan presided, shows how intense that bitterness is. The President as 
also Sir P. M. Mehta and Sir Chandavarkar, with all their self-restraint, could 
not conceal the fire which is consuming their hearts. We have published 
elsewhere portions of these speeches. When we sce that even those who were 
in the habit of condemning the attitude of the extremists could not help 
being infuriated by the present situation in South Africa, it is easy to imagine 
what the feelings of the less moderate should be. During the past fifty years 
there has been no event which has stirred the hearts of the Indians so strongly 
as the present problem. The leading statesmen of the day are warning the 
British Government not to underrate the gravity of the present situation. 
It is imperative therefore that His Imperial Majesty, whose love for his 
Indian subjects is admittedly unparalleled, as also his Ministers should try 
to correct the attitude of the Colonial Government with a strong hand. It is 
a cardinal principle in the moral code of every people that self-respect ought 
to be held dearer than life itself. No man therefore, however saintly his 
temper, would tolerate the present oppressive legislation of the South African 
Government which regards human beings as worse than beasts and thus lowers 
the entire Indian race in the eyes of the world. | It is needless to point out how 
unbecoming it is that a mighty Suzerain Power like England should suffer a 
subject race, which has so unreservedly sought her protection, to be thus 
disgraced by cne of her own colonies. That is why His Excellency the 
Viceroy used such strong terms in the course of his speech at Madras and thus 
helped to allay popular distress to some extent. Unless the British Ministers 
duly uphold these views which are a result of His Excellency’s personal 
insight into the situation, 1t 1s useless to expect that the present commotion 
will disappear. ‘The commission of inquiry which is only intended to throw 
dust into the eyes of the people can hardly be expected to result in any 
substantial good as it does not contain a single. advocate of Indian interests. 
It is easy to see what can be expected of such a one-sided enquiry conducted 
by persons chosen from among the colonists themselves. If these colonists 
had the humaneness to remain unbiassed the present situation would never 
have arisen at all. It is therefore our earnest prayer that [lis Imperial 
Majesty, instead of waiting to see what the result of it all would be, 
may be pleased to restore tranquility by a timely exercise of the royal 
prerogatives. 

Referring to the same subject, a correspondent of the Swadeshabhi- 
mani, of the 19th December, subscribing himself ‘An Indian Christian,” 
in the course of an appeal to the members of his community not to stand 
aloof from the South African relief movement, observes :—-Would it be 
human to shut our eyes to the sufferings of our Indian brethren in South 
Africa? Why, then, are our Christians here so apathetic towards the move- 
ment? Why are they afraid of lending their hand to it? Is it for fear of 
offending their masters, the foreign Missionaries? But this cannot be. For, 
have we not seen that in the other parts of the country these foreign Mission- 
aries are themselves most forward in showing their svmpathy to this 
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cause? ‘True, we adopt their names, their dress and their habits of life - 
but can we afford to forget that we are still the sons of India? Let us not 
be afraid, therefore, of helping the movement! Let us realise that this is a 
matter of national interest and with a spirit of true patriotism contribute our 
mite towards the relief of our brethren! 


17. The Sadhvi, of the 26th a writes :—The Lonicn Times and 
several other newspapers have published 
Rumour about His Excellency pymour that His Tisslloney Lord Hardinge 
the Viceroy’s resignation. desiring to have some rest from administrative 
work, intends tu resign his Viceregal office and that Lord Kitchener will be 
appointed his successor. Contributors to such papers as the Daily Mail there- 
upon comment that under Lord Kitchener the anarchist band will in no time 
be totally wiped out of existence. But we may safely affirm that there is 
little likelihood of Lord Kitchener becoming our next Viceroy. The chances 
are that His Excellency Lord Hardinge will continue in office for another 
two years and improve the situation by his amiable qualities. We may 
besides venture to affirm in this connection that in the suppression of anar- 
chical crime a gentle, dispassionate and conciliatory attitude will prove far 
more effective than rigour or sternness.
